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The  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  (who  was  necessarily  ab- 
sent by  reason  of  serions  illness,)  was  then  read  by  the  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest,  as  follows : 

Compaq  IONS  of  the  Grand  Ghaptkb  op  California  : — 

Under  the  fostering  care  and  benign  protection  of  the  Great  Creator  of  the 
Universe,  in  Whose  holy  name  we  are  assembled,  we  are  permitted  to  convene 
at  this,  the  fortieth,  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  California.  Before  we  begin  our  labors  let  us  each  in  our  hearts 
offer  up  our  adorations  to  the  ever-living  God  and  thank  flim  for  the  blessings 
and  prosperity  He  has  so  graciously  showered  upon  our  beloved  Order,  and 
pray  for  strength  and  wisdom  to  guide  the  Royal  Craft  so  that  it  will  be  en- 
titled to  a  continuation  of  His  loving  kindness. 

Let  the  hand  of  brotherly  love  and  good  fellowship  be  extended  by  each  to 
the  other,  and  let  us  remember  that  we  have  left  our  homes  and  firesides,  and 
have  forsaken  the  strifes  and  contentions  of  daily  life  for  a  short  period,  for 
the  purpose  not  only  of  perfecting  ourselves  individually  in  the  sublime  tenets 
of  Masonry,  and  thereby  qualifying  ourselves  the  better  to  discharge  our  duty 
as  citizens,  but  for  the  more  noble  purpose  of  returning  to  our  respective 
Chapters,  and  invigorating  them  with  new  life,  by  imparting  to  them  the  wis- 
dom and  learning  of  peculiar  interest  to  the  Royal  Craft,  which  is  the  fruit  of 
earnest  deliberation  and  dispassionate  consideration  of  individual  and  mutual 
experiences,  thereby  exerting  our  best  energies  for  the  welfare  and  prosperity 
of  our  ancient  and  time  honored  Fraternity.  Deliberation  and  judicious  action 
are  the  objects  of  these  Convocations.  Their  functions  are  legislative,  judicia 
and  executive.  Let  our  deliberations  be  characterized  by  earnestness,  our 
discussions  by  candor,  and  our  criticisms  by  charity  and  kindness,  so  that  the 
harmony  which  now  prevails  amongst  us  may  be  unbroken.  You,  my  Com- 
panions, are  to  enact  the  law  of  the  Royal  Craft  of  this  jurisdiction,  to  inter- 
pret and  execute  it. 

The  laws  enacted  by  preceding  Grand  Chapters  are  so  just,  their  import  so 
clear,  their  interpretation  so  well  established,  and  their  administration  so  fair 
and  equitable,  that  I  am  unable  to  suggest  any  improvement,  and  there  is 
little  else  for  you  to  do  than  to  examine  and  pass  upon  the  work  of  your 
officers. 

My  official  duties  have  not  been  burdensome,  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  har- 
mony prevalent  amongst  the  Royal  Craft  and  the  efficiency  of  the  High  Priests 
of  the  several  subordinate  Chapters.  The  past  year  has  been  uneventful  and 
consequently  there  is  little  to  record,  indicating  that  harmony,  peace  and 
prosperity  are  in  our  midst.

Santa  Rosa  Chapter,  No.  45.  Dispensation  to  ballot,  on  May  16th,  1893, 
on  petition  for  degrees  without  reference. 

Hanford  Chapter,  No.  74.  Dispensation  to  elect,  on  September  28th,  1893, 
a  High  Priest  to  fill  vacancy  occasioned  by  resignation  of  High  Priest  of  said 
Chapter. 
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Franklin  Chapter,  No.  20.  DispeiiBatioa  to  elect,  January  20thy  1894, 
officers  at  other  than  constitutional  time. 

Woodland  Chapter,  No.  46.  Dispensation  to  elect,  January  25th,  1894, 
officers  at  other  than  constitutional  time. 

Georgetown  Chapter,  No.  25.  Dispensation  to  elect,  January  30th,  1894, 
Treasurer  to  till  vacancy  occasioned  by  death. 

Napa  Chapter,  No.  30.  Dispensation  to  elect,  February  6th,  1894,  Treajs- 
urer  to  fill  vacancy  occasioned  by  death. 

California  Chapter,  No.  5.  Dispensation  to  electa  February  7th,  1894,  High 
Priest  to  fill  vacancy  occasioned  by  resignation  of  High  Priest  elect  of  said 
Chapter. 

Bed  Bluff  Chapter,  No.  40.  Dispensation  to  elect,  on  February  9th,  1894, 
officers  at  other  than  constitutional  time. 

In  each  case  good  and  sufficient  reasons  were  shown  why  the  dispensation 
should  be  granted. 

Dispensation  for  New  Chapter. 

Pomona  Chapter.  February  9th,  1894,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  form  a 
new  Chapter  at  Pomona,  Los  Angeles  County,  to  be  called  Pomona  Chapter, 
appointing  Hervey  James  Nichols,  High  Priest;  Jambs  Alexander  Driffill, 
King;  and  William  Thomas  Martin,  Scribe.  The  petition  for  Pomona 
Chapter  was  endorsed  by  the  chartered  Chapters  nearest  the  place  of  location, 
and  all  constitutional  requirements  were  complied  with. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

April  4th,  1894,  I  refused  to  approve  the  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of 
Santa  Cruz  Chapter,  No.  38. 

Commissions. 

October  .3d,  1893,  I  issued  a  commission  to  M,\  E.\  Comp.  William  A. 
Bant/.,  as  Representative  of  this  Grand  Chapter  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Oregon. 

November  2l8t,  1893, 1  issued  a  commission  to  M,\  E,\  Comp.  Draper  A. 
LiNDSEY,  as  Representative  of  this  (jrand  Chapter  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
North  Dakota. 

February  24th,  1894,  I  issued  a  commission  to  M,'.  E.\  Comp.  Francis 
BuRNAND  Davidson,  as  Representative  of  this  Grand  Chapter  near  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  New  South  Wales,  vice  William  Harvey  Tulloh,  deceased. 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  my  office,  I  intended  to  visit  as  many  of  the 
subordinate  (^hapters  as  my  time  and  business  would  permit ;  but  my  health 
has  been  such  during  the  past  year  that  much  of  the  time  I  have  been  unable 
to  attend  to  my  business  affairs,  and  consequently  it  has  been  a  physical  im- 
possibility for  me  to  make  any  official  visits. 

I  have  refrained  from  referring  in  detail  to  the  statistics  ox  the  year  con- 
cerning the  Grand  Chapter  and  subordinate  Chapters,  for  the  reason  that  they 
will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

I  cannot  close  without  expressing  my  obligations  to  B, '.  E,  *.  Comp.  Thomas 
Hubbard  Caswkll  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  has  given  me  in  the  execution 
of  my  official  duties. 
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In  conclusion  permit  me  to  express  my  profound  and  sincere  thanks  to  the 
companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  for  the  high  honor  they  have  conferred  upon 
me  and  for  the  hearty  and  kind  co-operation  extended  to  me  in  the  discharge 
of  niy  official  duties. 

May  peace,  prosperity  and  harmony  attend  the  Royal  Craft  in  the  future 
as  in  the  past.

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  his  Annual  Report,  as  follows: —

As  per  constitutional  requirement  the  underKigned  reHpectfully  submits  this, 
his  sixteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  transactions  of  his  office  since  the  last  Annual 
Convocation,  tofir^^ther  with  other  matters  requiring  consideratinn  by  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

In  less  than  thirty  days  after  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Convocation,  the 
transactions  thereat  were  printed  and  the  usual  number  distributed  as, follows  : — 
one  copy  to  each  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  permanent  Fast  Grand  Officers  of  this 
Grand  Chapter;  five  copies  to  the  General  Grand  Secretary;  one  copy  to  each  of 
our  Representatives  near  other  Grand  Chapters ;  three  copies  to  each  Grand  Chap- 
ter with  which  we  are  in  communication ;  and  four  copies  to  each  of  the  subordi- 
nate Chapters  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

The  charters  to  Hanford  Chapter,  No.  74,  and  Kern  Valley  Chapter,  No.  75, 
ordered  at  the  last  Annual  Convocation,  were  issued,  the  Chapters  duly  consti- 
tuted and  the  officers  installed  by  Comp.  Thohab  Hubbard  Caswell,  Past  Grand 
Hifrh  Priest,  as  follows :  Kern  Valley  Chapter  on  the  eleventh  day  of  May  and  Han- 
ford Chapter  on  the  twelfth  day  of  the  same  month.  The  letters  of  authorization 
of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  totrether  with  the  reports  of  the  companion,  are  here- 
with submitted. 

A  dispensation  for  the  formation  of  one  new  Chapter  was  issued  by  order  of 
the  Grand  High  Priest,  viz. :

In  the  above  amount  is  included  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  part  payment 
of  the  generous  appropriation  of  Grand  Chapter  towards  the  erection  of  that 
grandest  of  all  charities,  the  "Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans*  Home  "  of  Califor- 
nia. And  the  remaining  three  thousand  can  be  paid  as  called  for,  without  the 
least  embarrassment,  or  in  any  manner  lessening  the  present  assets  of  this  Grand 
Chapter,  which  we  all  are  so  justly  proud  of,  and  from  which  our  subordinate 
Chapters  receive  material  benefit. 

In  his  annual  report  of  last  year,  the  undersigned  called  attention  to  the  uncer- 
tainty, and  probable  failure,  of  the  "Masonic  Temple  Association,"  to  carry  into 
effect  its  proposed  erection  of  a  new  Masonic  Temple  in  this  city.  The  fear  then 
expressed  has  since  been  realized ;  and  the  Association  is  now  in  process  of  disin- 
corporation.  The  shareholders,  or  such  of  them  as  retained  their  stock  and  paid 
the  three  assessments  levied,  will  realize  from  sixty  to  seventy  per  cent,  on  the 
total  amount  so  paid.  The  Grand  Chapter  will  therefore  receive  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  four  hundred  dollars  of  the  six  hundred  paid  on  the  stock  standing  in  its 
name —perhaps  more,  and  perhaps  less.  This  is  better  even  than  was  at  one  time 
expected,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  should  be  grateful  accordingly. 

It  is  a  duty  at  all  times  fraught  with  deep  regret  to  the  undersigned,  to  report 
the  shortcomings  of  any  subordinate  Chapter.  But  the  necessity  of  your  Grand 
Secretary  knowing  all  that  the  law  requires  shall  be  reported  to  him,  and  the  im. 
possibility  of  a  faithful  and  intelligent  discharge  of  bis  duty  without  such  knowl- 
edge, must  be  his  excuse  for  reporting  the  falures  in  duty  of  the  officerii  of  some  of 
our  subordinate  Chapters.  The  neglect  of  Secretaries  to  report  the  election  and 
installation  of  officers  of  their  respective  Chapters— blank  forms  for  which  are 
always  forwarded  in  advance— is  not  only  too  common,  but  wholly  inexcusable.  If 
either  of  the  following  Chapters  have  elected  and  installed  officers  for  the  present 
year,  the  fact  of  such  election  and  installation  has  not  been  certified  to  your  Grand 
Secretary ;  and  as  a  consequence  he  has  had  to  grope  his  way  in  the  dark  as  it  were, 
not  knowing  to  whom  to  address  blanks,  or  other  papers  of  importance.  In  some 
instances,  and  after  much  delay,  the  letters  have  been  returned — in  one  other  it 
was  forwarded  to  some  Eastern  State;  and  from  there  I  learned  that  the  party 
addressed  was  no  longer  Secretary.  Every  High  FricHt  should  see  to  it,  that  a 
prompt  return  is  made  by  his  Secretary  of  each  and  every  proceeding  required  to 
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be  reported ;  thereby  avoiding  delay  and  needlestt  annoyance  to  all  parties  con- 
cerned. The  Chapters  referred  to  in  this  connection,  and  from  which  no  certifi- 
cates have  been  received,  are  the  following : —

ALABAMA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Alabama  held  iU  sizty-«eveiith  Annual  Convocation  at 
Montgomery,  December  ith,  1893»—the  M.\  B,\  Jobs  A.  MoKiMVOir,  Orand  High 
Priest,  the  R.\  E,'.  H.  Ciay  Abmstromo,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present 
three  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  the  Bepresentativea  of  thirteen  Grand  Jnrisdictions, 
and  the  Bepresentativea  of  thirty-eight  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chap* 
lain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annoal  Address,  in  which  he  returned  thanks 
to  the  Giver  of  all  good  for  past  mercies,  and  extended  to  all  an  earnest  welcome. 
He  reported  the  great  lota  of  the  jarisdfotion  in  the  deaths  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
Joseph  H.  Johnson  and  Past  Depaty  Grand  High  Priest  Hsmby  Clay  Wileit,  re- 
lated their  Masonic  records,  and  paid  eloquent  tribute  to  their  memories.  He  also 
referred  to  the  death  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  Horitob,  and  recommended 
that  a  mourning  page  be  devoted  to  the  memory  of  their  dead  companions. 

The  reports  of  all  Grand  Officers  were  received,  and  though  no  business,  but  of 
local  interest,  was  transacted,  the  reporte  show  Royal  Arch  Masonry  to  be  fairly 
prosperous  in  the  jurisdiction. 

Comp.  H.  Cult  Akkstrong  is  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Work  and  seems  to 
have  charge  of  that  important  interest. 

The  following  resolution  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  would  be 
in  the  line  of  correct  ruling  in  California  :— 

**Be8ol»ed,  That  an  applicant  for  the  Chapter  Degrees,  whose  application  has 
been  rc>jected  by  a  Chapter,  under  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  must  await  the  expira- 
tion of  six  months  before  his  petition  can  be  again  received,  unless  the  objection  is 
withdrawn,  and  that  such  sobsequent  petition  must  be  made  at  a  regular  stated  Con- 
vocation of  the  Chapter,  referred  to  a  committee,  and  take  the  same  course  as  the 
first" 

Comp.  Palmkb  J.  PiLLAjrs  continues  at  the  head  of  Correspondence— the  right 
man  in  the  right  place. 

The  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was  held  during  the  session 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  AT.'.  JEl*.  H.  Clax  Abmstaono,  President,  Thirteen  com- 
panions, High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  were  introduced,  set  apart,  and 
consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

Comp.  PzLLANB  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  expressing  his  regrets 
that  many  of  his  fratres'  reports  had  failed  to  reach  him.  He  gives  a  review,  never- 
theless, of  twenty-eight  Grand  Bodies,  in  his  usual  faithful  manner.  He  says  it  is. 
the  evident  desire  of  the  Masons  of  Alabama  to  establish  a  Home  for  the  indigent 
and  the  orphan,  and  under  the  circumstances  there  is  a  general  feeling  in  favor  of 
retrenchment  even  at  the  sacrifice  of  old  habits  and  customs,  and  possibly  the  seri- 
ous reduction  of  the  printing  bill,  which  hint  induces  Comp.  Piixans  to  condense 
his  report  and  thus  save  money  for  the  "  Home."  The  cause  is  a  noble  one  Comp. 
PiLLAKS,  and  deserves  the  united,  earnest  efforts  of  all  Masons,  but  when  your  Grand 
Chapter,  in  its  reduction  of  expenses,  takes  from  the  organization  the  greatest  source 
of  its  power  and  influence,  it  cannot  possibly  aid  and  assist  the  desired  home.  We 
would  rather  increase  your  printing  bill  by  furnishiog  every  companion  in  Alabama 
with  a  copy  of  your  proceedings,  and  by  increased  interest  in  so  important  an  under- 
taking, find  material  aid  in  establishing  this  great  charity. 

Comp.  P1LLAN8  notes  the  prosperous  condition  of  our  Grand  Chapter  and  although 
he  don't  quite  like  our  regulations  of  dependant  membership,  he  is  in  thorough  sym- 
pathy with  onr  general  progress. 

In  reviewing  Qlinois,  he  says : — 
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"  Comp.  John  R.  Pbabson,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  once  more  broaght  forward 
one  of  his  most  excellent  Reports  on  Correspondence.  His  views  on  all  subjects 
treated  are  fearlessly*  yet  most  conrteonsly  expressed,  neither  is  he  chary  in  exprt'ss- 
ing  them.  We  are  pleased  to  find  that  he  was  in  possession  of  oar  proceedings  for 
1891.  and  that  they  receive  fair  and  full  notice.  Alluding  to  onrselr,  he  thinks  that 
*  a  change  has  come  o'er  the  spirit  of  our  dream,'  which  is  by  no  means  improbable, 
for  *  the  times  change,  and  we  are  changed  in  them.'  We  were  young  then,  and  pos- 
sibly indiscreet,  but  now  age  has  added  to  whatever  little  wisdom  nature  has  en- 
dowed us,  and  we  now  think  less  of  ourself  and  more  of  our  companions.  The  fact 
is,  that  there  is  a  very  complete  lull  in  all  questions  on  which  there  is  not  full  agree- 
ment among  the  Grand  Ohapters.  And  indeed,  where  there  is  onl^  an  unimportant 
difference  of  opinion,  and  no  disregard  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Masonry, 
too  much  diacuBsioD  leads  to  no  good  result" 

Comp.  PiLi.dkKS  gives  this  kindly  notice  of  Comp.  Gbo.  C.  Connob,  and  in  the 
light  of  recent  events  wo  quote  it  as  a  slight  but  deserved  tribute  to  that  eminent 
companion : 

"Comp.  G.  C.  OovNOB  prepared  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  in  which  Ala- 
bama does  not  appear.  This,  we  greatly  regret,  for  though  an  acute  and  searching 
critic,  and  unsparing  as  to  faults  and  foibles,  yet  his  work  is  always  most  courteously 
done,  and  brotherly  love  shines  throughout.  We  have  known  him  in  other  corres- 
pondence, and  have  learned  to  love  him  for  his  worth  and  evident  gentleness  of  char- 
acter, and  his  true  Masonic  love  pervading  his  reports.  He  is  a  Past  Grand  Master, 
and  has  visited  many  European  Lodges  and  traversed  the  Holy  Land.  This  has  made 
much  of  what  he  has  written  both  interesting  and  instructive. 

"  He  deplores  *  the  tendency  in  Masonic  Bodies  to  increase  membership  by  the 
introduction  of  new  and  green  material  at  the  expense  of  the  old  and  seasoned.' '* 

The  M.\  E.\  John  Albxandbb  McKutnon  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Piiest; 
R.\  K\  H.  Clat  Abmstbono  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Communication  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  Montgomery,  on 
Monday  before  the  first  Tuesday  in  December,  1894. 

ARIZONA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Arizona  held  its  fourth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city  of 
Phoenix,  November  15th,  1898,— the  M.*.  E.*.  Georgb  Jambs  Roskruob,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  R.*.  E.*.  John  McQuaid  Obmsby,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present 
the  Representatives  of  eight  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  the  Representatives  of 
the  four  chartered  Chapters  of  Arizona.  The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample 
Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  appointed  the  standing  committees,  and  delivered  his  An- 
nual Address.  He  welcomed  the  companions  and  congratulated  them  upon  the 
pro$iperooH  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  jurisdiction.  He  is  tharikfut  to  an- 
nounce that  during  the  past  year  none  of  the  officers  or  members  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, or  the  subordinates  of  the  jurisdiction,  have  "  crossed  ihe  dark  river."  He, 
however,  reports  the  loss  of  many  eminent  companions  of  sister  Grand  Chapters,  and 
adds  his  "  sprig  of  acacia  "  in  sorrowrul  recognition  of  the  broken  links  in  the  fra- 
ternal chain  which  unites  us  all  as  companions  and  brethren. 

T)>e  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his  executive  duties  for  the  year  and  predicted 
for  the  Grand  Chapter  a  proftperous  and  successful  future. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Grand  High  Priest's  Address  made  a  report,  of  which 
the  following  is  the  closing  portion  :— 

"  While  we  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  death  has  not  invaded  the  rankn  of  our  Grand 
OfficerH,  we  deeply  deplore  the  loss  of  General  Grand  Hit;h  Priest  JosBi'ii  Pon-s 
HoKNOH,  and  the  other  excellent  and  dlMtinguished  companions  of  our  sJHtfr  juris- 
dictions, and  recommend  that  memorial  psges  be  set  aside  in  the  printed  report  of 
our  proceedings  to  evidence  our  fraternal  recoirnition  nf  the  loss  Cspitnlnr  Mnsonry 
has  sustained.  Hakhy  B.  Liqiitui/.bk,  Chaxnnan.'' 
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This  report  was  made  to  the  Grand  Chapter  on  the  sixteenth  of  November,  and  is 
recorded  on  page  149  of  the  Joarnal.  On  page  153  we  find  a  mourning  page  given 
to  the  memory  of  Harbt  B.  Liobthizeb,  who  died  on  the  seqond  day  of  January, 
1894,  at  the  city  of  Phceniz.  How  the  words  of  our  old  friend  and  monitor,  Albebt 
PiKi,  force  the  remembrance  npon  us  that— 

**  To  the  past  go  more  dead  faces, 

Every  year." 

As  the  Chairman  of  Correspondence  for  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Arizona  Comp. 
LiOHTHTZBR  had  made  the  acquaintance  of  the  representative  men  in  the  Capitolar 
organization  of  the  United  States,  and  was  by  them  regarded  as  one  who  had  found 
the  work  for  which  he  was  fitted,  and  all  predicted  for  him  a  brilliant  future;  but, 
as  of  old,  "  Han  proposes,  but  God  disposes,''  and  onr  companion  lays  down  his 
armor  and  enrolls  himself  a  soldier  in  the  unnumbered  army  of  the  dead. 

"  Soft  and  safe  to  thee,  mv  brother,  be  thy  earthy  bed !  Bright  and  glorious  be 
thy  rising  from  it !  Fragrant  oe  the  cassia  sprig  that  there  shall  flourish !  May  the 
earliest  buds  of  spring  unfold  their  blossoms  over  your  last  resting  plaoe,  and  here 
may  the  sweetness  of  the  summer's  last  rose  linger  longest." 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Mabtin  W.  KAiiBs  represents  California  near  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Arizona,  and  is  always  on  hand  at  roll  call. 

Comp.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Franklin  Henrt  Day  represents  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Arizona  at  our  headquarters. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  assembled  during  the 
session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  M.*.  E.*.  Mabtim  W.  Kalbs,  President.  Three 
companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  otherwise  qualified,  were 
elected,  admitted,  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  following  note  by  the  Grand  Secretary  is  self-explanatory:— 

"It  is  with  the  deepest  sorrow  that  we  announce  the  death  of  Corap.  H.  B. 
LxQHTHiZBR,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  Very  soon  after  the 
close  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  before  the  completion  of  his  report,  our  worthy 
companion  was  suddenly  called  to  join  the  silent  majority;  hence  his  report  is  pub- 
lished in  its  unfinished  condition.  Our  companion  was  a  pleasing  writer  and  highly 
esteemed  by  all  who  knew  him.  We  shall  sadly  miss  his  presence  and  his  valuable 
services  in  onr  Grand  Chapter." 

Under  California  our  lamented  companion  had  written  words  of  praise  of  Grand 
High  Priest  William  B.  Davis,  for  his  "thorough  business  report;'*  speaks  in  com- 
plimentary terms  of  our  general  legislation  and  financial  condition,  and  gives  merited 
praise  to  oar  old  time  Prater,  Isaac  S.  Titus,  who,  after  a  short  residence  with 
them,  was  relieved  from  his  earthly  duties  by  the  Supreme  Grand  Master,  and  passed 
to  bis  eternal  rest. 

For  the  good  words  recorded  to  the  credit  of  this  committee  we  thank  the  juris- 
diction now,  and  hope  to  meet  Comp.  Lighthizer  in  the  sweet  by  and  by. 

In  justice  to  our  late  friend  and  companion  we  give  his  review  of  Iowa,  as  he 
deemed  it  an  answer  to  undeserved  criticisms  of  former  opinions  advanced  by  him:— 

"  By  far  the  most  notable  feature  of  the  thirty-ninth  Annual,  held  at  Cooncil 
Blufls,  on  November  17th,  1892,  is,  in  our  estimation,  the  Report  on  Correspondence 
(95  pages) ,  reviewing  forty-five  Grand  Chapters.  It  was  not  our  privilege  t »  review 
Iowa  lor  1891,  but  the  '  peculiar  form  and  beauty '  of  the  specimens  of  Corap.  Ercav- 
bracr's  skill  found  by  us  while  delving  in  other  qaarries  excited  onr  admiration  and 
led  US  to  class  him  among  the  writers  thus  referred  to  by  Cowpkb  : — 

'Whose  wit  well  managed,  and  whose  classic  style 
Give  truth  a  luster,  and  make  wisdom  smile.' 

And  we  accordingly  found  ourself  entertaining  a  strong  desire  for  a  closer  acquaint- 
ance.   Now  that  onr  wish  is  fulfilled,  and  we  are  for  the  first  time  confronted  with 
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bis  completed  handiwork,  we  flad  oorself  wholly  at  loss  for  terms  in  which  to  ex- 
press oor  wonder  and  admiration  for  his  most  remarkable  production.  We  have 
never  seen  anything  like  it  before,  and  to  say  of  it  that  it  is  '  rich  and  racy '  through 
cot,  or  that  it  is  a  delicionspot  oourri  of  wit  and  wisdom  and  folly,  of  which  '  Satire's 
the  sauce,  high  seasoned,  hard  and  rough,'  would  but  illy  express  onr  high  appre- 
ciation of  both  the  writer  and  his  report,  without  the  addition  of  these  lines  from 
Pop« :— 

•'  <  He  now  to  sense,  now  nonsense  leaning. 

Mars  not,  but  blunders  ronnd  a  meaning; 

And  he  whose  fustian's  so  sublimely  bad, 

It  is  not  poetry,  but  prose  run  mad/ 

*'  Bot,  with  becoming  humility,  we  beg  to  suggest  that  the  caustic  nature  of  some 
of  the  companion's  witticispis  might  perhaps  serve  lo  point  a  moral  for  Montaionb's 
suggestion  that:  *  Wit  is  a  dangerous  weapon,  even  to  the  possessor,  if  he  knows  not 
how  to  use  it  discreetly.' 

*'He,  however,  gives  fairly  gentle  treatment  to  Arizona  (1891),  though  he  does 
dismiss  Grand  High  Priest  Kalxs  with  the  comment:  '  Perhaps  it  was  becan^^e  his 
l>arental  care  was  so  much  invoked  that  he  denominated  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ari- 
zona—the Baby.' 

"Had  the  companion  donned  the  'grandfather's  magnifiers'  employed  by  him 
to  such  good  effect  in  his  review  of  Canads,  he  would  have  ascertained  that  FlahtUaff, 
No.  5,  hadn't '  jnst  dropped  in,'  but  wa8  represented  in  the  organizstion  of  onr  Qraod 
Chapter  in  1890.  He  might  have,  by  similar- mean?,  been  spared  the  blander  of  at- 
tributing to  our  ex.Grand  Treasurer  Oohm  the  honor  due  to  onr  ex-Grand  Secretary 
Ko.^KKi;uK,  of  advancing  '  $i3.00  to  $axt  the  reputation  of  the  Orand  Chapter  in  the 
cotnT/tercialiPortd.*  He  is  highly  pleased  with  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  in  our 
jurisdii'iion,  and  says:  *■  Its  Uigk,  rm/ral  teachingM  are  greatly  neetled  on  the  cactus 
ptamSt'  which  sapient  remark  he  emphssizes  with  a  quotation  from  Samcel  Johnson 
on  the  .subject  of  religion,  commencing:  *  Tolftofno  ohuroh  is  dangerous.*  Bather 
a  significant  commentary,  as  we  take  it,  on  the  supposed  social,  ioteUectuai,  moral 
and  religious  status  of  the  denizens  of  the  '  oacttts  plains.^ 

**  We  wooid  inform  our  companion  that  any  one  of  oor  Arizona  towns  will  bear 
comparison  for  intelligence  and  morality,  and  will  exhibit  more  and  better  schools, 
and  uiure  numerous,  liner  and  more  costly  school  buildingin,  than  any  Iowa  town  of 
similar  population. 

*'  But  the  best  of  friends  must  part,  and  so  most  we,  for  the  time  being,  with 
Conip.  Kkcanbkaok,  though  we  do  so  in  the  hope  that  we  may  meet  again  under  ctr- 
cumsunoes  which  will  permit  of  our  devoting  to  him  the  full  space  that  the  superior 
and  extraordinary  quality  of  his  work  deserves." 

Our  companion  proceeded  with  his  report  until  he  reached  Ohio,  and  while  re- 
viewing that  jurisdiction  he  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment,  and  an  active, 
useful  life  in  the  service  of  Masonry  was  extinguished.  Farewell,  companion. 
•  •  Until  then,"  farewell . 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  election  of  our  old  California  Prater,  M.*.  E.*.  Alex- 
ander 0.  Oliver  as  Grand  High  Priest;  the  R.'.  E.*.  George  James  Roskhuqe  was 
re-olected  Grand  Secretary. 

ARKANSAS. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas  held  its  forty-funrth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
City  of  Little  RocK,  November  23d,  IsiKl,— the  M.\  K.,'  Jaspxh  M.  Pinnell,  Grand 
High  Priest,  the  Ji,\  E.-.  Jameh  A.  Henhy,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present 
nine  I'ant  Grand  High  PrleHtu,  sixteen  Grand  RepresenUtives  of  other  jurisdictions, 
and  the  Representatives  of  fifty  chartered  Chapters.  The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened 
with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  the  most  important  subject 
of  which  appcurH  to  be  the  revision  of  the  Ritual.  Ue  recommended  its  adoption  as 
containing  all  the  excellencos  of  all  the  various  rituals,  in  addition  to  those  uf  the 
General  (irand  Chapter.  The  (jraod  High  Priest  repotted  the  executive  business  for 
the  year,  stated  that  he  hud  made  but  few  visiiations,  having  been  prevented  by  cir- 
cumstances beyond  his  control.  Ue  reported  the  death  roll  of  their  own  jurisdiction, 
and  announced  the  decease  of  many  eminent  companions  of  other  States  ot  which  he 
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had  received  oflScial  notice.  Gen.  Thomas  H.  Caswmll  is  the  Representative  of 
Arkansas,  near  California. 

The  revised  Ritual  was  adopted  ;  the  committee  continued  with  aothority  to  edit, 
print  and  promulgate  the  same  under  the  necessary  restrictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas  is  a  capitalist,  and  made  a  loan  of  $500  for  one 
year,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas. 

The  State  has  been  divided  into  four  Districts  for  the  purpose  of  visitation  and 
instruction  by  the  four  principal  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

Mourning  pages  are  published,  devoted  to  the  memory  of  their  eminent  dead 
companions. 

Comp.  Rbubbn  J.  Lauohlin  was  continued  as  Chairman  of  Correspondence. 

The  iwenty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was 
held  during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  if.*.  E.\  Samubl  W.  Williams,  Presi- 
dent. Three  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  were  admitted 
and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

Comp.  Rbuben  J.  Lauohlin  submitted  the  Report  on  Correspondence.  He  says 
he  "  will  make  a  fair  report,  without  the  hope  of  fee  or  reward,''  and  **  may  stick 
pins  if  we  find  anybody  has  set  down  on  us."  Don't  do  it,  Oomp.  Lauohlin,  life  is 
too  short  to  indulge  in  recrimination—"  be  virtuous  and  you  will  be  happy."  Comp. 
Lauohlin  gives  a  review  of  thirty-eight  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  his  crispy,  condensed 
style,  growls  a  little  at  the  Grand  Secretaries  for  neglecting  business,  and  concludes* 
that  peace  and  harmony  prevails  and  we  may  all  be  happy  yet. 

Under  Alabama,  Comp.  Lauohlin  says  'matters  are  prosperous.  The  proceed- 
ings are  of  local  interest  only.  California  he  finds  without  especial  interest,  but 
compliments  the  general  prosperity. 

Under  District  of  Columbia,  he  remarks :  "  Comp.  Sinolkton  says  in  answer  to 
objections  to  the  Chapter  burial  service  of  that  jurisdiction, '  We  agree  with  him  that 
the  Lodge  service  is  sufficient  and  cannot  be  improved ;  but  if  others  differ  from  us, 
why  of  course  they  have  a  right  to  adopt  any  other." 

Under  Missouri,  Comp.  Lauohlin  expresses  surprise  at  the  remarks  of  Mr.  E,\ 
John  R.  Parson,  Grand  High  Priest,  who  says  of  the  Reports  on  Correspondence: 

**  It  has  grown  to  such  large  proportions  that  it  completely  overshadows  the  Pro- 
ceedings proper,  and  is  many  times  made  up  largely  of  mutual  compliments  among 
correspondents*  or  the  expressions  of  the  personal  opinion  of  the  writers,  oftentimes 
not  in  accord  with  the  sentiments  of  the  jurisdiction." 

We  remark  here,  that  to  any  one  who  has  read  the  valuable  reports  of  Comp. 
Mato  for  the  past  decade,  and  in  their  minds  credited  a  full  share  of  the  wonderful 
prosperity  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Missouri  to  those  same  reports,  the  opinion  of 
the  Grand  High  Priest  seems  unwarranted,  and  to  say  the  least,  ungenerous.  How* 
ever,  such  is  life. 

We  leave  Comp.  Lauohlin's  report,  not  because  we  have  exhausted  its  informa- 
tion, but  for  reason  of  the  completion  of  our  report  before  its  arrival  at  this  Orient. 
We  have,  however,  in  a  hasty  manner,  noticed  its  outcroppings,  and  trust  it  will 
make  better  time  next  year,  en  route  hence. 

The  M.*.  E.*.  John  C.  Bonb,  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  the  R.'.  E.'.  James 
A.  HsNRT,  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Comp.  Reubbk  J.  Lauohlin,  of  Ben- 
tonville,  is  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  next,  forty -fifth,  Annual  Convocation,  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  Little  Rock, 
November  22d,  1894. 

CANADA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  held  its  thirty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Ottowa,  Friday,  July  21st,  189.3,— the  M.'.  E.\  John  C.  Harding,  Grand 
Z.,  presiding,  the  A*.  E,\  Thomas  Sargknt  being  Grand  Scribe  E. 
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The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  fifty -nine  of  the  eighty-five  warranted 
Chapters  represented. 

The  Grand  Z.  welcomed  the  companions,  giving  thanks  to  the  Most  High  for 
the  privilege  of  meeting  again  to  review  the  history  of  the  past  and  to  consult  as 
to  future  duties. 

The  Grand  Z.  records  an  alarm  made  at  the  outer  door  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
calling  R,  *.  E,  \  Comp.  John  A.  Wills,  Grand  Principal  Sojourner,  to  eternal 
rest.  He  also  pays  fraternal  tribute  to  the  memory  of  those  illustrious  fratres  the 
Af.\  E.\  Comp.  Joseph  Potts  Hormor,  of  Louisiana,  General  Grand  High  Priest 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  and  the  M.\  E,\  Comp.  John 
H.  HuBBS,  Grand  High  Pnest  of  Nevada,  and  expresses  deep  sympathy  with  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nevada  upon  the  loss  of  these 
eminent  and  distinguished  companions. ' 

Among  the  decisions  reported  we  note  the  following  as  one,  the  subject  of 
which  could  not  arise  with  us  where  duplicate  membership  is  prohibited : 

**  The  first  que-stion  submitted  to  me  was  that  of  a  companion  belonging  to  two 
Chapters,  one  Chapter  havinf?  suspended  him  for  non-payment  nf  dues,  and  the 
other  Chai)ter  having  elected  him  to  an  office.  I  held  that  the  election  was  illegal, 
that  his  dues  must  oe  paid  to  the  Chapter  which  had  suspended  him,  and  a  new 
election  be  held  for  the  office  to  which  he  had  been  elected. 

After  reporting  his  visitations  to  subordinate  Chapters  and  commenting  upon 
the  working  of  the  ritual,  the  Grand  Z.  reports  the  condition  of  Capitular  Ma« 
sonry  in  the  jurisdiction,  as  follows : — 

'*  I  have  read  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  of  Districts,  and  think 
that  during  the  last  year  a  distinct  advance  has  been  made  in  placing  the  Chapters 
that  were  weak  and  dormant  in  a  better  position.  During  the  coming  ^ear  I  he 
Chapters  will  have  the  advantage  of  a  more  simple  and  shorter  ritual,  and  it  might 
be  worthy  of  the  couHideration  of  this  Grana  Chapter  as  to  whether  Lodges  of 
M.  M.  M.  and  M.  E.  M.  should  not  be  established  at  places  ot^er  than  where  the 
Chapter  is  situate,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  subordinate  degrees  and  holding 
quarterly  convocations  of  the  Chapter  to  confer  the  Royal  Arch.  I  believe  that, 
if  this  plao  were  adopted,  many  of  the  weaker  Chapters  would  be  content  with  the 
Lodges  of  the  subordinate  degrees  and  be  quite  willing  to  come  up  for  the  lioyal 
Arch  at  those  quarterly  or  semi-annual  convocations  of  the  mother  Chapter ;  of 
course,  all  balloting  to  be  done  in  the  Chapter. 

*'  I  am,  like  my  predecessor  in  office,  quite  satisfied  that  it  woud  be  better  for  a 
number  of  the  weaic  Chapters  to  amalgamate  with  the  stronger  ones  in  the  juris- 
diction ;  however,  that  is  a  matter  of  some  difficulty,  and  must  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  companions  interested. 

FINANCES. 

Our  financial  position  is  a  most  healthy  one : — 

The  receipts  for  the'year  were $  2,728  34 

The  disbursements  were 2,152  54 

The  credit  balance  for  the  year  is $575  80 

We  have  now  debentures  amounting  to. 17,000  00 

And  our  balance  in  Bank  of  C^  'mmerce  is 3,004  10 

Total $20,004  10 

The  eighty-seven  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  are  divided  into  districts  and 
placed  under  inspectors  whose  titles  are  Grand  Superintendents  of  Districts.  The 
requirements  of  the  office  demand  from  each  Superintendent  the  visitation  and 
thorough  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  each  Chapter  in  his  district  and  a  full  re- 
port thereon  to  the  Grand  Chapter  at  its  Annual  Communication.  The  reports 
are  exhaustive  and  seem  to  prove  the  need  of  the  supervision.    These  reports  are 
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referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry,  who  thorooghly 
analyze  their  condition  and  submit  their  conclusions  and  recommendations  to  the 
Grand  Chapter.  In  their  present  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  Chapters,  the 
committee  say  : — 

*' While  there  has  not  been  that  advance  that  your  committee  would  rejoice  to 
enlarjre  up<m,  yet  the  fire  upon  our  altars  bums  without  indication  of  waning. 
The  flickerings  which  occasion  a  passing  doubt  are  but  premonitions  of  a  future 
rekindling  that  will  doubtless  warm  into  brisk  vitality  many  who  are  now  be- 
numbed by  lukewarmness  and  indiflference." 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  system  of  Grand  Superintendents  of  Districts 
brings  forth  good  results  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Canada. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  Comp.  Henry  Robert- 
son, presents  a  very  interesting  review  of  forty-four  Grand  Chapters,  including 
the  General  Grand  Chaper  of  the  United  States.  California  is  kindly  mentioned, 
and  the  Address  of  the  M. '.  E.  *.  Comp.  Mtriok  commended  for  its  practical  wis- 
dom. 

The  M.:  Er.  John  E.  Harding  was  re-elected  Grand  Z.,  and  the  M,\  E.\ 
Thomas  Sargent  was  re-elected  Grand  Scribe  £. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Hamilton,  July  21st, 

1894. 

COIiOBADO. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Colorado  held  its  nineteenth  Annual  Convocation  in 
Denver,  September  2l8t,  1893,— the  M.\  E.\  Thomas  Nicholl,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  M.'.  E.\  Ed.  C.  Farmblke,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present 
seven  Fast  Grand  High  Priests,  two  Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests,  one  Past 
Grand  Scribe,  twenty-three  Grand  Representatives,  and  the  representatives  of 
twenty-seven  (being  every  chartered  Chapter  in  the  jurisdiction),  '*  making  in  all 
twenty-seven  and  no  more." 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  submitted  a  brief,  practical  Address;  reported  the 
relations  of  Colorado  with  sister  jurisdictions  to  be  harmonious;  that  the  circle  of 
Grand  Officers  remained  unbroken  by  death.  He  reported  his  duties  for  the  term 
as  having  been  extremely  light,  in  a  measure  due  to  the  financial  crisis  through 
which  they  were  passing.  He  reported  his  official  acts  and  submitted  a  list  of  the 
illustrious  dead  of  other  jurisdictions,  with  his  appointment  of  a  Committee  on 
'*  Fraternal  Dead,"  who  would  report  during  the  session. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  receipts  at  $2,102.50;  expenditures,  $2,544.06; 
total  balance  in  treasury,  $3,456.81. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead  made  an  eloquent  and  impressive  report, 
from  which  wo  quote  the  following  gem : — 

*' We  are  painfully  reminded  by  the  sad  memorials  which  have  been  placed  in 
our  bands,  that  other  Grand  Chapters  mourn  the  loss  of  Active  and  Past  Grand 
Officers,  who  were  honored  and  beloved,  not  only  in  their  own  jurisdictions,  but 
wherever  Masonry  finds  an  abiding  place.  A  generation  of  men  who  have  spent  a 
lifetime  in  the  service  of  Masonry  are  rapidly  passing  from  the  scenes  of  human 
activity.  'Time  is  relentless;  it  kisses  the  granite  and  it  crumbles,  it  passes  by 
the  flowers  and  they  wither,  it  touches  our  lives  and  they  go  out.' 

'  *  *  Our  autumn  days  of  life  have  come, 

The  frosts  begin  to  fall; 
Beyond  the  dark,  deep  river— hark  ! 

We  hear  our  brethren  call; 
Let  kmdlv  thoughts  and  sympathies 

Each  heart  inspire  and  fill, 
And  the  memory  of  the  dead  friends  make 

The  living  dearer  still.' 
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'  "  Eetolved,  That  to  the  Grand  Chanters  of  Connecticut,  Florida,  Indiana,  Iowa, 
Massachusetts.  Michigan,  Nebraska,  rfevada.  North  Carolina,  Oregon  and  Quebec 
we  tender  onr  heartfelt  and  fraternal  sympathy  for  the  great  and  irreparable  loss 
they  have  sustained  in  the  death  of  loved  and  honored  companions. 

**  Resolved^  That  a  pa(<e  in  our  proceedings  be  suitably  inscribed  to  the  memory 
of  deceased  companions  in  other  (rrand  Junisdictions. 

**  *  Peace,  then,  to  these  men's  memory;  let  it  grow 

Greener  with  Y^&rs*  And  blossom  through  the  flight 

Of  ages;  let  the  mimic  canvas  show 

Their  calm,  benevolent  features;  let  the  light 

Stream  on  their  deeds  of  love,  that  shunned  the  sight 
Of  all  but  Heaven;  and  in  the  book  of  fame 

The  glorious  record  of  their  virtues  write. 

And  hold  it  up  to  men  and  bid  them  claim 

A  palm  like  theirs,  and  catch  from  them  the  hallowed  flame/" 

The  retiring  Grand  High  Priest  was  presented  with  a  Past  Grand  High  Priest's 
jewel. 

William  Mokbor  Pktbib,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  represents  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Colorado  near  California. 

The  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  met  in  Convention  in 
Denver,  September  2l8t,  1893,t-the  M.\  E.*.  Laurknce  N.  Grsknleaf,  Prcsi- 
dent,  the  E. '.  En.  C.  Parmelre,  Recorder  and  Treasurer.  Eight  companions  who 
had  been  elected  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  being  otherwise  quali* 
fied,  were  admitted  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  Convention 
closed. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  E.  L.  N.  Foster,  Chainuan,  presented  the  Report  on 
Correspondence,  an  able  and  painstaking  review  of  the  proceedings  of  forty-seven 
Grand  Bodies. 

Under  California  Comp.  Foster  gives  us  kindly  notice  and  compliments  Wm. 
Buckley  Davls,  our  Past  Grand  High  Priest.  He  quotes  liberally  from  the 
writer  of  this  report.    Thanks  for  kind  words,  Comp.  Foster. 

Under  Alabama  he  finds  nothing  startling  in  legislation,  and  concludes  that 
Comp.  Pillans  will  keep  things  in  order  for  another  year. 

Of  Arizona  Comp.  Foster  says  the  proceedings  were  entirely  local  and  need  no 
special  comment,  but  he  does  admire  the  ambition  and  rapid  progress  of  the  new 
sister-in-law,  and  can't  help  wishing  her  success  in  proportion  to  her  size. 

Under  Arkansas  he  makes  this  quotation  from  a  circular  letter  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest  :— 

*•  It  is  my  belief  that  the  Arks  we  use  are,  all  of  them,  incorrectly  inscribed.  I 
have  never  seen  an  Ark  on  which  the  inscriptions  could  be  deciphereid  by  means  of 
the  characters  which  we  use.  I  have  formulated  a  system,  by  means  of  which, 
upon  Arks  inscribed  in  accordance  therewith,  the  inscriptions  can  be  deciphered, 
not  only  to  read  for  what  we  wish  to  express,  but  also  to  be  intelligible  to  the  can- 
didate. This,  in  my  judgment,  is  decidedly  preferable  to  having  Arks  with  either 
partial  inscriptions,  or  el^e  with  inscriptions  which  express  nothing,  as  is  the  case 
with  us  now.  I  will  gladly  communicate  the,methr>d,  privately,  to  any  High 
Priest,  when  his  Ark  shall  have  been  correctly  inscribed.  Any  painter  can,  with 
an  nour*s  labor,  reinscribe  the  Arks  we  have,  so  as  to  make  them  serviceable,  and 
I  will,  upon  application,  furnish  a  diagram  for  the  pro|)er  inscriptions." 

And  then  comments  :— 

**  Which  calls  attention  to  a  matter  that  should  receive  attention  in  many 
other  jurisdictions,  for  not  only  are  these  inscriptions  usually  undecipherable  by 
the  characters  we  use,  but  they  are  frequently  found  to  differ,  whereas  they  ought 
to  be  the  same  in  all  cases."

Hen's  room  for  the  appointment  of  a  Grand  Interpreter — a  perfect  knowledge 
of  the  dead  languages  required. 

We  are  in  accord  with  Comp.  Fobtbb  on  his  proposition  advanced  m  reviewing 
Georgia,  in  the  matter  of  affiliation  fees.  We  would  place  no  bar  to  active  mem- 
bership in  Masonic  bodies.  We  would  give  to  Masons,  with  the  necessary  quali- 
fications, membership  in  Lodge,  Chapter  or  Commandery,  without  price.  We 
believe  in  dependent  membership,  and  to  make  that  obligation  rest  as  lightly  as 
possible  upon  the  individual  Mason,  would  place  no  barrier  in  the  way  of  its  ob- 
servance. Let  us  in  all  our  bodies  require  maximum  fees  of  the  profane  and 
minimum  dues  from  the  Frater. 

Under  Massachusetts  Comp.  Fosteb  quotes  from  Comp.  Sebanus  Bowen, 
who,  we  think,  defines  correctly  the  powers  and  duties  of  a  Chapter  under  dispen- 
sation, and  are  in  accord  so  far  as  it  applies  to  us.  The  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  California,  however,  requires  that  the  petition  for  a  dispensation  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  withdrawal  of  each  petitioner  from  the  Chspter 
of  which  he  was  last  a  member.    We  quote  Comp.  Bowen's  definition  :— 

"  A  Chapter  under  dispensation  is  an  inchoate  body  possessed  of  no  powers 
except  of  acting  on  petitions  for  the  degrees  and  conferring  them.  Then,  if,  after 
a  suitable  time  has  elapsed,  the  Chapter  under  dispensation  can  convince  the 
Grand  Chapter  that  it  can  and  does  work  correctly,  and  has  the  needed  parapher- 
nalia, the  Grand  Chapter  may  vote  to  grant  a  charter,  and  this,  when  formally 
given,  makes  a  Chapter,  with  right  to  have  a  seal  and  to  make  members.  While 
under  dispensation  the  companions  are  still  affiliated  with  their  several  Chapters, 
and  when  the  charter  is  granted^  all  tlioae  who  were  made  in  other  Chapters  must 
present  their  dimits,  and  those  who  have  received  their  d^^rees  under  dispensation 
may  become  charter  members,  hut  all  must  sign  the  hp-latos  of  the  new  body. 

"  This  is  the  custom  in  this  region,  and  the  claim  that  a  Masonic  body  under 
dispensation,  of  any  kind,  has  any  powers  other  than  those  indicated  above,  was 
never  heard  of  until  quite  recently. 

"  Why  grant  a  charter  at  all  if  a  dispensation  gives  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  of  a  Chapter  ?  " 

California  does  not  recognize  dual  membership. 

Under  Ohio  Comp.  Fosteb  quotes  this  progressive  reminder  from  the  Address 
of  the  Grand  High  Priest : — 

**  This  stable,  venerable  and  permanent  body  (for  such  it  may  now  be  truly 
€;alled),  has  been  witness  to  seventy-five  years  of  time  more  eventful  than  any 
other  entire  century  in  history.  It  has  seen  the  stage-coach  give  way  to  the  palace 
car,  the  sickle  to  the  self-binder,  the  fiail  to  the  steam  thresher,  the  omnibus  to  the 
cable  car  and  electric  motor,  the  tallow  dip  to  the  electric  light,  the  postbov  to  the 
magnetic  telegraph,  and  the  entire  population  of  the  civilized  world  almost  brought 
within  speaking  distance  of  each  other. 

"While  these  wondrous  strides  have  been  taken  in  the  world  of  science  and 
civilization,  our  beloved  Order  has  not  stood  by  as  an  idle  witness  of  the  world's 

Erogress,  but  has  kept  even  pace  with  the  music  of  the  times.  From  a  small 
andful  who  organized  this  Grand  Chapter  in  1816  (and  who  have  doubtless  all 
gone  to  their  final  reward),  we  have  (O'own  in  number  until  we  now  carry  on  our 
rolls  more  than  twelve  thousand  *  good  men  and  true,'  among  whom  are  those  that 
grace  and  honor  every  walk  and  condition  of  life." 

And  from  Comp.  Stacker  Williams  this  opinion  of  the  practice  in  Illinois  :— 

"We  think  the  rule  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  other /otir  in  America, 
which  agree  with  it,  not  a  good  or  just  one,  and  very  much  prefer  the  practice  of 
the  thirty-four  and  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  with  reference  to  substitutes." 

We  think  the  use  of  substitutes  a  positive  blessing;  there  are  so  many  B^yal 
Arch  Masons  that  need  **  making  over,"  and  the  substitute  system  gives  the  oppor- 
tunity.   It  don*t  cost  anything,  and  they  learn  something. 
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And  here's  some  fi^ood,  sound  advice,  as  usual,  from  Comp.  Josiah  H.  Drum. 

MOND:— 

"  We  re^j^ret  to  see  that  a  resolution  was  adopted  providing  that  an  officer  re- 
elected or  re-appointed  need  not  be  installed;  besides  encoura^ng  shuchiiiess  in 
the  business  and  work  of  the  Chapter,  the  practice  violates  the  Constitution,  which 
provides  for  nnnwd  elections,  because  such  officers  hold  office  under  their  old  elec- 
tion and  installation,  and  nU  under  their  re-election;  the  performance  is  equivalent 
to  voting  that  the  officer  hold  over  another  year,  and  that  no  electicm  and  installa- 
tion be  bad." 

Under  Tennessee  be  quotes  this  genuine  specimen  from  our  good  Comp.  Gbo. 
C.  Connor:  — 

**  Companions  of  the  Guild,  Good  Morning  !  If  the  writing  and  reading  of  this 
lieport  will  increase  our  afifecti'^n  for  the  Craft  and  for  each  other,  then  will  I 
have  my  reward.  Many  of  you  I  know  and  love;  others  I  have  met  on  the  silent 
page  for  the  first  time,  and  I  admire  your  spirit  and  your  ability.  But  I  would 
know  you  all  by  the  sight  of  the  eye  and  the  touch  of  the  band,  so  that  I  may  be 
the  better  able  to  welcome  you  to  the  joys  beyond  the  river,  where  this  reviewer 
must  soon  arrive.  The  future  has  for  us  little  hope  of  health  or  life,  and  the 
nearer  the  end  the  dearer  are  the  friends  who  are  good  and  true.  Yes,  compan- 
ions, the  days  grow  shorter  and  the  beyond  grows  nearer. 

"  *  £arth*s  hold  on  us  arrows  slighter, 
And  the  heavy  burden  lighter, 
And  the  dawn  immortal  brighter. 

Every  year!'" 

Under  Texas,  wc  have  the  unwelcome  intelligence  of  the  illness  of  the  longtime 
spokesman  for  the  Koyal  Arch  Masons  of  the  Lone  Star  State,  Comp.  KiDD.  He 
sets  forth  his  condition  in  the  following  words : — 

"ComparionA— *  All  men  think  all  men  mortal  but  themselves;*  so  it  is  but 
natural  that  we  should  have  gone  on  without  taking  thought.  But  *  the  best  laid 
schemes  o'  mice  and  men  gang  aft  aglee;'  and  there  comes  to  most  of  us  a  warning 
that  there  is  a  limit.  After  passing  the  month  of  April  in  bed,  and  having  our 
physician  say,  'Young  man,  you  will  have  to  stop  some  of  your  work,*  we  con- 
cluded that  our  *  limit  *  was  reached.  Reluctantly  we  had  to  call  on  the  rest  of 
our  committee  to  prepare  the  Report  for  this  year.  Comp.  Gkorgr  Lopa8,  of 
Floresville,  cheerfully  undertook  the  work.  To  you  no  introduction  is  necessary. 
To  the  members  of  the  Reportorial  Corps  we  present  him,  and  ask  at  their  hands 
the  i>ame  cordial  consideration  they  extend  to  all  new  comers.  Thanking  all  for 
the  many  words  of  k;indness  said,  and  the  many  words  of  just  criticism  unsaid, 
with  the  bo[X)  that  though  *men  may  come  and  men  may  go,'  the  Reports  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  may  'go  on  forever.'

CONNBCTICUT. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut  held  its  ninety-fifth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  New  Haven,  Tuesday,  May  9th,  181)3,— the  M,\  E.\  Hbnry  H.  Grekn 
prebiding,  and  the  R. '.  K. '.  Joseph  K.  Wheelkr  being  Grand  Secretary.  Thirty- 
eight  Chapters  were  represented. 

A  handsome  steel  portrait  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  precedes  the  attractions  to 
this  volume. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  in  which,  after  con- 
gratulating the  assembled  companions  upon  the  favorable  auspices  under  which 
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they  had  oome  together  to  legislate  for  the  welfare  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  their 
jurisdiction,  he  directed  thdr  attention  to  the  vacant  seats  in  the  Council  Cham« 
her,  and  in  affectionate  remembrance  of  the  absent  ones  made  brief  mention  of 
their  virtues  and  caused  the  record  of  their  services  to  be  deposited  in  the  archives 
of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

He  also  alluded  to  the  unusually  large  death  roll  of  sister  jurisdictions  and  ex- 
tended the  sympathy  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  all  in  their  affliction. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  was  prevented  from  the  enjoyable  duty  of  visiting  his 
*' constituents"  by  circumstances  over  which  he  had  no  control. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  and  disposed  of  as  noted  :— 

"  Comp.  JosKPH  S.  Stokks  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  report  at  the  next  Annual  Convo- 
cation : — 

"Be9olvedt  That  the  second  resolution  in  Article  XIII,  Pennanent  Resolutions, 
Miscellaneous  Regulations,  be  stricken  out,  to  wit,  the  following : — 

**Jiesotvedt  That  no  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  this  jurisdicti«m,  sixty-five  years  of 
age  and  of  twenty-one  years*  good  and  regular  standing,  shall  be  subject  to  disci- 
pline for  non-payment  of  dues.    May,  1878." 

Connecticut  has  4,8G2  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Comp.  John  H.  Barlow, 
Chairman. 

California  proceedings  are  noticed  with  approval,  and  the  expressed  retirement 
of  Comp.  Caswell  from  the  Reporter's  stool  sincerely  regretted. 

In  his  review  of  Florida  Comp.  Bablow  has  wo«^d«(  of  affectionate  remembrance 
for  our  late  companion,  Grand  Secretary  DkWitt  C.  Dawkins,  who  was  btricken 
while  on  duty  during  the  past  year. 

In  reviewing  Georgia  he  objects  to  a  ruling  which  seems  to  conflict  with  that 
imjiortant  requirement  "a  unanimous  ballot."    So  do  we. 

In  reviewing  Massachusetts  (Comp.  Seranus  Bowek,  Reporter),  Comp.  Bowkn 
has  said,  at  the  close  of  an  article  on  this  subject : — 

'*  We  believe  that  a  brother  ought  to  retain  his  affiliations  all  along  the  line, 
and  experience  shows  that  this  end  is  best  att<«inod  by  making  the  l)odies  suffi- 
ciently attractive  to  him  to  make  him  wish  to  do  so  *of  his  own  free  will  and 
accord.'" 

To  which  Comp.  Barlow  responds,  much  to  our  mind  :— 

"We  fully  agree  with  him  on  the  imjwrtance  of  making  all  Masonic  bodies  as 
attractive  as  pissible,  but  there  is  a  class  that  nothing  seems  attractive,  nave  the 
display  of  the  fuss  and  feathers  of  the  Commandery,  or  that  of  having  the  figure 
33  follow  their  name.  Such  need  to  be  uomi)elled  to  sustain  the  Lodge  and 
Chapter." 

So  mote  it  be. 

We  notice  that  a  Convention  of  Anointed  High  Priests,  in  attendance  upon 
the  Grand  Chapter,  was  held  on  the  evening  preceding  the  Annual  Convocation, 
of  which  the  M. :  E. '.  Henry  H.  Green  was  President.  At  this  session  nine  ex- 
High  Priests  received  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

A  communication  was  received  from  M. '.  E. '.  Jas.  H.  Chamberlain,  of  Tiffin, 
Ohio,  calling  attention  to  the  proposed  Convention  of  Presidents  to  be  held  at 
Topeka,  Kansas,  during  the  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in  1894, 
which  was  laid  over  for  further  consideration  at  the  next  session  of  the  Convention 
in  May  next.  • 

The  M.  \  E. :  Samuel  Bassett  was  elected  Grand  Hi«h  Priest,  and  the  R,  \  E.  \ 
Joseph  K.  Wheeler  was  reelecti'd  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Hartford  on  the  sec- 
ond Taeaday  in  May,  1894. 
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DELAWARE. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Delaware  held  its  twenty ^fifth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  Wilmington,  January  18th,  1893,— the  M.  \  E. '.  Francis  L,  Cahpkntrr, 
Grand  Hipfh  Priest,  presidinfr,  and  thei2.'.  E,\  Jamrs  H.  Price  being  Grand  Sec- 
retary. Three  chartered  Chapters  and  one  under  dispensation  were  represented. 
Seven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  welcoming  his 
companions  to  the  twenty-fifth  Convocation,  he  alluded  to  the  unusual  number 
recorded  on  the  list  of  the  fraternal  dead,  and  paid  sympathetic  tribute  to  their 
memories. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Comp.  V.  V.  Harrison. 
(/alifornia  receives  kindly  notice,  and  M.'.  E.\  Comp.  Mtrick's  views  are 
thoroughly  endorsed. 

Comp.  Harrison  has  given  us  a  careful  review  of  the  legislative  proceedings 
of  forty-four  Grand  Chapters,  and  although  called  to  the  task  at  the  '*  eleventh 
hour,"  certainly  acquitted  himself  with  credit,  while  honoring  the  Royal  Craft  of 
Delaware. 

We  observe  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Delaware  (ur  the  members  thereof)  held 
a  "  High  Jinks "  or  Quarter  Centennial  Celebration,  at  the  date  of  the  Annual 
C<mvocation,  of  which  the  proceedings  contain  a  glowing  account.  There  was  an 
address  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Mtnich,  and  an  address  by  M.\  E.\  Edgar 
A.  Tennis,  Grand  High  Priest  of  Pennsylvania;  music  by  fair  ladies;  and  a  ban- 
quet fit  for  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  and  his  best  girl,  which  is  good  enough  for  any- 
body. We  observe  that  our  Grand  High  Priest  was  invited,  but  had  the  bad  taste 
to  excuse  himself,  and  all  on  account  of  brief  distance. 

The  **Blue  Hen's"  family  having  thus  reached  the  fairly  safe  age  of  twenty- 
five  years,  surviving  the  measles,  mumps  and  scarlet  fever,  there  is  no  reason  why 
they  shouldn't  '*go  it  alone  "  from  this  time  henceforth. 

The  M.  *.  E. '.  George  W.  Andrews  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
It,',  E.\  James  H.  Prick  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Delaware  held  its  twenty-sixth  Annnal  Convocation  in  the 
City  of  WilmiogtoD,  Janasry  17th,  1894,— the  M,\  E,\  George  W.  Andrews,  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  the  R.-.  E,\  James  H.  Prior,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present 
eight  Past  Grand  High  Prients.  twenty-five  Representatives  of  other  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions, a  large  namber  of  Past  Grand  Officers,  and  the  Representatives  of  foar  char- 
tered Chapters. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Chapter  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annaal 
Address.  He  gives  thanks  to  the  Great  Jehovah  for  his  mercies,  in  preserving  them 
with  unbroken  ranks,  while  so  many  homes  have  been  made  desolate  by  the  presence 
of  the  grim  destroyer. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports  the  names  of  eminent  companions  of  sister  Jurisdic- 
tions, now  borne  upon  the  death  roll,  and  extends  the  heartfelt  sympathy  of  Delaware 
to  all  those  who  mourn  the  loss  of  brethren  and  companions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his  visitations  and  the  discharge  of  his  executive 
duties,  which  were  of  local  interest  only. 

Comp.  V.  V.  Harbison  was  continued  as  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  and  he 
presents  this  report,  it  being  a  review  of  forty-four  Grand  Bodies,  giving  a  ytry  full 
account  of  their  legislatfon  and  decisions  upon  the  various  questions  raised  in  the 
subordinate  Chapters:  for,  although  there  is  an  acknowledged  dearth  of  new  matter 
for  discussion,  there  is  always  a  disposition  to  warm  over  old  material  for  the  benefit 
of  neir  High  Priests,  and  the  exercise  of  their  ingenuity  in  "propoanding  the  law." 
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Under  ArizouB,  Oomp.  Harrison  praiaea  the  sentimenta  contained  fn  the  address 
of  Grand  High  Priest  Roskbdos,  and  predicts  a  bright  future  for  our  late  compaaion, 
the  lamented  Liohthizbb.    Oh,  the  uncertainty  of  human  life ! 

Gomp.  Harbison  notices  the  legislation  of  California,  and  gives  it  his  decided 
approval. 

In  looking  through  this  report,  we  find  much  to  interest  us,  but  the  subjects  have 
been  treated  fn  the  review  of  some  of  the  other  Grand  Bodies,  and  we  must  part  with 
our  fratres,  the  descendants  of  the  "  Blue  Hen,*'  with  the  admonition  to  come  earlier. 

The  M.\  E.\  Gborge  W.  ANDKSwd  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
A.'.  E,\  Jambs  H.  Prick  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  present  volume  is  prefaced  with  a  handsome  portrait  of  the  Mr,  E.\  George 
W.  Andrews,  Grand  High  Priest. 

DI8TBICT    OF    COLUMBIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  the  District  of  Columbia  met  in  Annual  Convocation 
for  1893  in  the  city  of  WasbinRton,  December  13tb,— the  il/.\  Mr,  Harriijon 
Ding  MAN,  Grand  High  Priest,  presiding,  the  22.'.  E,'.  Lewis  G.  Stephens  being 
Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present  twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  two  Past 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priests,  one  Past  Grand  King  and  twenty-six  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives. The  M,\  E,',  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Noble  D.  Lakneb,  Represent- 
ative of  California,  was  present.  The  ten  chartered  Chapters  of  the  jurisdiction 
were  fully  represented. 

After  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  M, ',  K '.  Noble  D.  Larner  pre- 
sented the  Acting  General  Grand  High  Priest,  M,',  E,\  Gso.  L.  McCahan,  and 
M. ',  E. '.  John  M.  Carter,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  Maryland,  and  the  illus- 
trious companions  were  cordially  welcomed  to  the  Grand  Chapter  by  Grand  High 

Priest  DiNGMAN. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  in  which  he  extended  a 
cordial  welcome  to  the  companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  on  their  assembling 
again  for  a  review  of  past  acts  and  for  the  enactment  of  such  legislation  as  their 
condition  might  demand,  but  first  he  entered  upon  the  sorrowful  duty  of  reporting 
officially  to  the  Grand  Chapter  the  death  roll  of  the  year.  They  had  felt  the  hand 
of  the  ** great  destroyer,"  although  in  comparison  with  other  jurisdictions  his 
touch  had  been  of  the  lightest.  Comp.  Joseph  Potts  Hornor,  General  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  Comp.  James  F.  Pearson,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  were  named 
as  eminent  companions  who  had  *'  passed  the  vails  "  and  gone  to  their  rewards. 
The  Grand  High  Priest  paid  eloquent  tribute  to  these  companions  as  devoted, 
earnest,  upright  and  conscientious  Masons,  and  mourning  pages  devoted  to  their 
memories  were  ordered  placed  in  the  proceedings  of  the  year.  - 

The  Grand  High  Priest  referred  to  the  Constitution  of  the  new  Chapter  {Hiram, 
No.  10,)  as  commencing  Capitular  life  under  favorable  auspices,  and  predicting 
for  it  a  brilliant  future. 

He  recommended  the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales, 
which  had  been  unintentionally  delayed. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  the  performance  of  a  pleasant  official  duty  in 
resptmse  to  the  call  of  the  companions  of  Delaware,  inviting  him  to  assist  in  the 
placing  of  a  silver  cap  stone  upon  their  quarter  centennial  Capitular  column.  The 
work  met  with  his  approval,  and  *'good  fellowship  reigned  supreme." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  that  the  official  visitations,  required  by  their 
law,  had  been  made,  and  were  attended  with  the  best  results.  He  reports  also 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  District  in  a  prosperous  and  progressive  condition,  fully 
warranting  their  confidence  in  a  record  of  future  usefulness. 
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The  Committed  on  Jurisprudence  reported  a  resolution,  which  was  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Chapter,  recognizinfsf  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales  as  a 
re^lar,  leg^al  and  duly  constituted  Grand  Body  of  Koyal  Arch  Masons,  and  that 
fraternal  relations  be  entered  into  with  said  Grand  Chapter. 

The  asseti  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  consisting  of  cash  and  bonds,  amount  to  the 
sum  of  95,507.52. 

Com  p.  Wm.  R.  Singleton  was  continued  as  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence. 

A  Convention  of  High  Priests  for  the  DiHtrict  of  Columbia  was  held  December 
30,  1893,— the  if.'.  J?.'.  David  G.  Dixon,  President.  Seven  companions.  High 
Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  being  otherwise  qualified,  were  admitted  and 
consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.     Convention  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Comp.  Wm.  R.  Singleton, 
who  reviews  the  proceedings  of  thirty-nine  American  Grand  Chapters,  with 
Canada,  Nova  Scotia  and  Quebec,  with  his  usual  ability  and  in  the  genuine  spirit 
of  fraternal  interest. 

Comp.  Singleton's  reply  to  Comp.  Bo  wen,  of  Massachusetts,  who  had  said  of 
Comp.  S.:  "His  review  of  Massachusetts  is  very  short,"  fully  explains  why  we 
find  so  little  to  write  about.  He  said:  "Well,  dear  companion,  the  Capitular 
affairs  of  Massachusetts  have  been  so  admirably  conducted,  all  along  the  line,  for 
so  many  years,  that  established  order  is  the  rule,  and  hence  in  your  transactions 
we  do  not  find  much  that  is  new  for  the  delectation  of  our  companions.  This  is 
true  generally  of  nearly  all  of  the  old  jurisdictions."  A  neat  compliment  that. 
How  is  it,  Comp.  Bow  en  ? 

From  our  standpoint  Capitular  Masonry  is  "coming  in  "  with  the  tide  of  pro- 
gressive intelligence.  During  the  years  of  its  development  it  has  l^een  divested  of 
its  "rough  comers,"  and  stands  out  to-day  a  finished  specimen  of  the  handiwork 
of  the  overseers.  Its  code  of  law?  revised  by  the  practical  ex  perience  of  the  past 
half  century,  affirmed  by  the  advanced  knowledge  of  today,  has  become  a  part  of 
the  harmonious  system  of  American  Masonic  jurisprudence.  As  a  result  fewer 
questions  are  raised,  inviting  disputants  to  advance  this  or  that  theor}',  and  we 
move  along  over  our  appointed  course  at  regulated  speed,  governed  by  our  digest 
and  code  of  laws,  based  upon  our  allegiance  to  the  constituted  authority  of  legiti- 
mate Masonry. 

California  receives  favorable  notice  by  Comp.  SiNGLirrON-our  Chapters  are 
prosperous,  our  finances  in  good  condition— and  Comp.  S.  bhUh:  What  more 
could  be  said  that  is  agreeable  to  us  all  ?  He  mentions  our  old  friend,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  Holmes,  and  promises  to  honor  his  call  at  our  exi)en8e.  To  which 
we  respond,  "Draw  at  sight,  Comp.  Sin(;lbton.  We  will  honor  your  draft,  and 
may  God  bless  you  both." 

Under  Kentucky  we  find  the  following  quotation  fmm  the  report  of  Comp. 
Staton :— 

"Quite  a  large  space  is  devoted  to  a  controversy  between  (\»mpB.  SiN(JLKTf)N 
and  l^VK,  of  Georgia,  on  whicii  their  knowledge  is  brought  into  large  requisition. 
The  space  and  time  is  all  lost  on  the  general  reader,  for  not  one  in  ten  thousand 
know  anything  about  it  whatever." 

We  give  Comp.  Singleton's  reply:— 

"  Hence  we  were  right  in  bringing  the  matter  to  a  corrwt  conclusion,  after 
Comp.  Ix)VE  had  given  his  authority  for  what  we  thought,  and  have  since  proven, 
t4>  \n*  very  emmecfus. 

"Now,  so  far  as  'imderstanding'  is  concerne^i,  we  v^-ntnre  thnt  any  intelligent 
child  in  Kentucky,  who  c»n  read  Knglish,  can  understand  the  whole  subject  mat> 
terj  or  else  the  chiMren  of  the  present  generation  in  that  State  have  greatly  de- 
teriorated since  we  were  a  schoolboy  under  the  charge  of  ilev.  John  J.  Pierce,  at 
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Elkton  Academy,  in  1835.  Every  Hebrew  word  was  translated,  the  texts  of 
Scripture  duly  given,  so  that  any  one  could  carefully  read  for  himself  and  see 
the  corresponding  passages  to  prove  the  position  assumed.  The  plate  was  given 
for  information  as  to  what  the  athtra  was,  and  not  a  *  living  tree  or  grove,'  as  was 
thought  by  the  majority  of  Bible  readers  and  students  The  information  was  for 
the  *  ten  thouMand '  who  did  not  know;  the  one  who  did  understand  needed  no 
such  information.  We  doubt  very  much  if  any  of  our  unfavorable  critics  have 
really  read  that  controversy  from  its  inception,  and  those  from  whom  we  expected 
*  better  things,'  have  sneered  at  us  for  the  great  labor  and  pains  bestowed  on  the 
exposition.  Well,  we  have  only  to  say,  like  our  R.  A.  charge,  verily,  *  We  have 
labored  in  vain,  and  spent  our  strength  for  naught;*  and,  like  Midshipman  Easy, 
'  We  will  never  do  a  giM>d-natured  thing  again.' " 

Under  Virginia  Comp.  Singleton  pays  this  deserved  compliment  to  the  illus- 
trious veteran,  Comp.  Wm.  B.  Isaacs  : — 

**The  Grand  Secretary,  who  had  served  the  Grand  Chapter  as  Deputy  and 
Grand  Secretary  for  fifty  years,  had  presented  to  him  a  *  chair.'  We  congratulate 
the  companion  upon  his  half  century  of  services,  and  hope  that  he  may  continue 
for  many,  many  more  years  to  enjoy  his  honors  and  *  otium  cum  dignitaU*  in  that 
chair." 

Aye,  companions,  so  say  we  all. 

In  this  dearth  of  "new  and  good  things,"  we  jump  at  this  under  South  Da- 
kota : — 

**  Without  consuming  your  time  by  arguments  or  enumerating  instances,  I  will 
say  that  it  is  my  unqualined  opinion  that  the  interests  of  Capitular  Masonry  will 
be  promoted  by  permitting  a  brother  Mason  to  apply  for  the  Chapter  degrees 
whenever  it  suits  his  convenience  or  inclination  to  do  so.  I  recommend  such 
change  in  our  rules  as  will  permit  this  liberty." 

So  advises  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  South  Dakota,  and  Comp.  Singleton  in- 
dulges in  this  "  old  fashioned  "  comment:— 

"  WelU  we  did  not  expect  in  this  year  of  grace,  1893,  to  find  so  ancient  a  Mason 
yet  alive.  We  think  we  are  back  in  the  thirties  or  forties  of  this  century  to  hear 
such  old  Masrjnic  doctrine.  This  recommendation,  however,  although  referred  to 
a  committee,  did  not  receive  any  notice  from  them  or  the  Grand  Chapter. 

"The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  «af  dotrn^  on  the  Grand  High  Priest  for 
granting  a  diiipensation  for  balloting  upon  petit'ons  before  the  expiration  of  the 
time  required  by  law,  and  they  believe  thnt  the  *  practice  should  not  be  en- 
encouraged.' 

•*  Now,  did  that  committee  ever  read  the  *old  regulations,'  where  such  preroga- 
tive was  given  to  the  Grand  Master  ?  Moreover,  we  think  that  a  worthy  Master 
Mason  who  petitions  a  Chapter  for  advancement  in  the  knowledge  of  Masonry 
should  not  be  relegated  to  the  regions  of  the  profane.  He  is  a  brother^  and  as  such 
shi'uld  have  all  the  benefits  that  are  due  to  the  fraternity  in  every  particular,  and 
if  the  Grand  High  Priest  should  deem  him  worthy,  shorten  his  probation  as  to 
time  when  there  is  a  necessity  therefor." 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  will  be  held  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  December  12,  189  i. 

The  M. '.  E,  \  George  H.  Walker  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
JL\  E.\  Lewis  G.  Stephens  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Address  of  the  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  Wm.  R.  Singleton,  Masonic 
Temple,  Washington,  D.  C. 

FLORIDA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Florida  held  its  forty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  at 
the  city  of  Jacksonville,  May  9th,  1893,— the 3f.*.  E.'.  Irving  K.  Webster,  Grand 
High   Priest,  presiding,  and  the  11, '.  E.  \  Wm.   A.   McLean,  Grand  Secretary. 
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Eight  chartered  Chapters  were  represented.  There  were  present  four  Past  Grand 
Hi^h  Priests,  and  the  Representatives  of  fifteen  sister  jurisdictions. 

After  naming  the  standing  committees,  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his 
Annual  Address.  First  returning  thanks  to  the  Great  Ruler  for  the  mercies  of 
the  past  and  acknowledging  dependence  upon  Him  for  direction  of  future  deliber- 
ations, he  proceeds  to  the  melancholy  duty  of  paying  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
those  companions  who  had  *'  passed  up  "  during  the  year.  To  the  Af. '.  E,  *.  Comp. 
DkWitt  C.  DAWKtNs,  late  Grand  Secretary,  he  gives  eloquent  praise  for  the  per- 
formance of  duty  as  the  trusted  representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  through 
twenty-three  years  of  service.  He  well  says:  **  In  this  heavy  loss  we  do  not  mourn 
alone,"  for  the  memory  of  Comp.  Daw  kins  extends  to  many  sister  jurisdictions, 
who  have  draped  their  altars  in  token  of  their  sorrow  for  the  death  of  so  illustrious 
a  companion.  The  death  of  Comp.  Josifh  Potts  Hornor,  General  Grand  High 
Priest,  is  appropriately  announced  and  his  memory  honored.  The  unusual  death 
roll  of  the  year  is  marked  by  reference  to  many  of  the  distinguished  dead  of  sister 
Grand  Chapters,  his  notice  closing  with  the  recommendation  to  the  Grand  Chapter 
to  take  such  action  as  will  express  to  those  Grand  Jurisdictions  the  condolence  and 
sympathy  of  the  (irand  Chapter  of  Florida. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  was  unable  to  make  any  official  visitations  during  the 
year,  bat  reports  an  increased  interest,  resulting  in  a  steady  growth,  betokening 
the  prosperity  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Florida. 

The  M, '.  E.  \  W.  A.  McLean  was  appointed  Grand  Secretary,  to  fill  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Comp.  Daw  kins,  and  he  was  subsequently  elected  to  that 
office  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  received  the  following  action  at  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Chapter: — 

**  The  committee  appointed  two  years  ago  on  the  ttcUut  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in 
this  jurisdiction,  having  failed  to  make  a  report  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  there 
ap[)earing  to  be  no  good  reason  why  this  Grand  Chapter  should  investigate  or 
inquire  into  the  matter  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  on  motion  of  Comp.  Bovn,  the  com- 
mittee was  discharged." 

The  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  assembled  May  10, 1893,— 
Af, '.  E,  \  Angus  Paterson,  President.  Three  companion  High  Priests  received 
the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

After  adopting  memorial  resolutions  devoted  to  the  memory  of  Af. '.  E. '.  (/orap. 
DkWitt  C.  Dawkins,  the  Grand  Council  adopted  the  following  Constitution  for 
its  government : — 

CONSTITUTION. 

MEKTIN(JS. 

The  Annual  Convocation  shall  be  held  in  the  city  of  .Tacksonville,  immediately 
after  or  during  the  Annual  (convocation  of  the  Grand  ( 'hapter  of  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sons of  the  State  of  Florida,  and  the  President  may  call  Sfiecial  Convocations 
when,  in  his  judgment,  it  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  to  do  so,  and 
may  be  held  at  such  place  as  he  may  designate. 

DUTIES  AND  POWERS. 

The  President,  and  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  shall  preside,  and  in 
their  absence  any  member  of  the  Grand  Council  may  be  selected  as  President 
protetfL 

OFPICBRS. 

The  officers  of  this  Grand  Council  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Chat>' 
Iain,  Hecretarv,  Treasurer,  Master  of  Ceremonies,  Conduct«>r,  Herald,  Steward 
and  Guard,  wiio  shall  be  elected  annually. 
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The  fee  for  membenhip  shall  be  three  dollan,  and  must  accomi)any  the  appli- 
cation, one  dollar  of  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  for  his  services  for  issuing 
the  certificate. 

The  Secretary  and  Guard  shall  receive  for  their  services  such  compensation  as 
may  be  provided  by  the  Grand  Council.  Provision  may  be  made  by  the  Grand 
Council  for  dues  and  assessments. 

MKMBKRSHIP. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  High  Priest  and  Past  High  Priest  to  be  enrolled  as 
members  of  the  Grand  Council. 

AMKNDMBNT. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil by  a  majority  vote  of  those  present. 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence  this  year,  owing  to  the  death  of  Comp, 
Dawkinb,  but  as  Comp.  MoLkan  has  seized  the  quill  with  his  good  right  hand, 
we  may  expect  to  hear  from  Florida  next  year,  as  of  old. 

The  M,\  E.\  SiLAB  B.  Wbight  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
R,  *.  E.  \  Wm.  a.  MoLkan  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Jacksonville  on  the  second  Tues- 
day in  May,  1894. 

OBOBGIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Georgia  held  its  seven ty-first  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  Atlanta,  April  26th,  18d3,— the  M,\  E.\  James  H.  Taylor,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presiding,  and  the  R,\  E.\  Andrrw  M.  Wolihin  being  Grand  Sec- 
retary. Two  Fast  Grand  High  Priests  and  twenty-five  Grand  Representatives 
were  present.    Seventy-one  Chapters  were  represented. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  a  very  able  and  inter- 
esting paper,  which  at  once  nuu'ks  its  author  as  a  "  true  descendant  of  those  noble 
Giblemites  who  wrought  long  at  the  building  of  the  first  Temple,"  and  one  well 
qualified  to  fulfill  the  duties  devolving  upon  the  executive  head  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Georgia.  After  a  brilliant  opening,  with  historical 
references  to  the  glories  of  the  past,  he  speaks  to  his  companions  of  the  realities  of 
the  present  day  in  these  glowing  and  hopeful  words  :— 

'*  Many  of  your  faces  are  familiar  and  have  been  for  many  years.  Upon  you 
depended  the  burden  of  the  past,  in  removing  the  rubbish  that  obliterated  the 

Erecious  jewels  that  shine  so  brilliantly  at  the  present  day  in  our  land;  hy  you  the 
ktent  virtues  of  Capitular  Masonry  have  been  brought  out  with  radiance  and 
beauty;  by  your  devotion  and  fidelity  our  grand  old  bark  glides  majestically  to- 
day upon  the  placid  waters  of  prosperity,  and  not  a  wave  of  discord  crosses  her 
pathway. 

"Some  of  you  are  growing  hoarv  with  age;  your  steps  less  elastic  and  sensi- 
bilities leas  acute;  but  when  contemplating  the  beauties  and  mysteries  of  Masonry 
the  sparkle  of  your  eyes  shows  that  the  fires  on  the  altars  of  your  hearts  are  still 
bummg,  and  that  every  effort  to  build  up  the  grand  old  institution  meets  your 
hearty  approval.  May  these  younger  companions  gather  new  inspiration  from 
your  enthusiasm,  which  will  lead  them  to  higher  and  nobler  aspirations. 

*'But,  alas  !  some  seats  are  vacant,  and  some  faces  we  have  welcomed  in  days 
gone  by  are  not  here  to  cheer  us  with  their  presence  and  admonition.  The  places 
that  knew  them  here  will  only  know  them  m  memory;  their  designs  are  u]X)n  the 
trestle  board  of  life,  for  our  edification;  and  my  hope  is  that  you  who  have  been 
chosen  to  fill  their  vacancies  have  profited  by  tneir  admonition,  and  will  be  com- 
petent to  the  task." 

He  pays  affectionate  remembrance  to  those  companions  who  have  taken  np 
their  work  for  inspection,  and  bespeaks  for  them  the  approval  of  the  "  Great 
Overseer,"  with  the  wages  of  "Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant." 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  announces  the  mournful  information  of  the  death  of 
the  General  Grand  High  Prieat,  Comp.  Joseph  Potts  Hornor,  and  at  the  close 
of  his  official  announcement  adds  this  personal  tribute  to  his  Masonic  character:— 

"  Companions,  it  was  my  privilef^e  to  frequently  meet  Comp.  HoRNOR  in  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  and  I  can  testify  to  bis  worth.  The  loss  to  the  Craft 
throughout  the  General  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  certainly  irreparable.  Much  of  the 
success  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is  the  result  of  bis  untiring  zeal  and  eneigy: 
and  I  would  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Georgia  relative  to  honoring  the  memory  of  our  distinguished  General  Grand 
High  Priest." 

The  decisions  rendered  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  are  so  near  what  we  think  they  should  be  that  we  give  them 
here: — 

"I  have  not  been  called  upon  during  the  past  year  to  make  very  many  de- 
cisions, clearly  demonstrating  the  fact  that  more  interest  is  being  taken  by  officers 
of  subordinate  Chapters  to  familiarize  themselves  with  Masonic  law  and  usages, 
which,  in  our  jurisdiction,  is  noted  for  brevity  and  simplicity.  Among  those 
made,  however,  are  the  following : — 

'*lst.  Can  a  Chapter  entertain  the  petition  of  an  applicant  living  in  another 
State,  though  near  the  Chapter? 

**  Held,  that  it  cannot,  without  the  consent  of  the  nearest  Chapter  of  the  State 
in  which  the  applicant  lives. 

**  2d.    Does  a  Chapter,  in  surrendering  jurisdiction,  surrender  the  fees  ? 

**Held,  that  the  subject  of  fees  is  a  matter  left  entirely  with  the  Chapters  con- 
cerned in  the  transaction,  but  certainly  the  Chapter  giving  up  jurisdiction  gives 
up  all  interest  in  the  premises. 

**  3d.  Can  any  one  except  a  present  or  Past  High  Priest  confer  the  Hoyal 
Arch  degree  ? 

*'  Held,  that,  in  this  jurisdiction,  in  the  absence  of  the  High  Priest,  the  King 
can  perform  all  the  functions  of  the  High  Priest,  and  in  the  absence  (if  the  High 
Priest  and  King,  the  duties  devolve  upon  the  Scribe,  with  full  powers  to  transact 
any  and  all  business  coming  before  the  Chapter. 

**  4th.  What  is  the  least  amount  that  the  Royal  Arch  degree  can  be  conferred 
for? 

"  Held,  twenty  dollars.  This  question  has  been  repeatedly  asked  during  m^ 
administration,  and  invariably  answered.  And  I  again  reiterate  that  the  mini- 
mum price  for  the  degrees  provided  by  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  and  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Georgia  is  twenty  dollars, 
and  no  Chapter  can  confer  the  degrees  for  a  less  amount." 

In  granting  dispensations  the  Grand  High  Priest  says: — 

**I  have  also  granted  permission  in  some  few  cases  to  receive  and  ballot  on  ap- 
plications at  one  and  the  same  time,  being  satisKed  that  the  canes  were  meritorious 
and  actual  cases  of  emergency,  though  very  cautious  in  granting  this  privilege." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  expreHses  his  gratification  at  the  continued  pros^xirity 
of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Georgia.  He  returns  thanks  to  his  associate  officers  for 
their  faithful  attention  to  duty,  and  invites  the  scrutiny  of  all  his  companions 
upon  the  work  of  his  administration. 

A  standard  Code  of  By-Laws,  with  Rules  of  Order  and  Order  of  Business,  was 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter  for  the  use  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  of  the 
Stote. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  made  a  feeling  rejKjrt,  which,  after  eloquent 
eulogies  by  Grand  High  l^riest  Taylor  and  ComiM.  Moblky,  Ramhay  and  Ix)VK, 
was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  and  with  bowed  heads. 

Af.\  E.\  Comp.  Wm.  M.  Pktrik,  I'ast  Grand  High  Priest,  is  the  Representa- 
tive of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  (Jeorgia  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  (California. 

The  following  rec2ii)itulation  makes  a  good  showing  for  Georgia:    Number  of 
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Chapters  at  the  close  of  last  Convocation,  75;  number  of  Chapters  making  retnmfli 
72;  number  of  exaltations,  391;  number  died,  44;  number  of  Chapters  at  the  close 
of  this  Convocation,  80;  number  of  members  at  last  report,  2,747;  number  of  mem* 
bers  now  on  roll,  3,121;  net  gain  in  members,  374;  net  gain  in  Chapters,  5. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  R,\  K\  and  Rev.  W.  S. 
Ramsat.  Comp.  Ramsat  gives  a  review  of  thirty-one  Grand  Chapters  and  the 
General  Grand  Chapter — the  others,  California  among  them,  not  coming  to  hand. 

In  his  comments  upon  the  legislative  doint^s  of  the  Greneral  Grand  Chapter, 
whose  proceedings  he  had  received,  Comp.  Rambat  so  nearly  expresses  the  opin* 
ions  we  would  advance  that  we  find  no  room  for  discussion.  We  would  join  him 
in  his  well  deserved  praise  of  the  dead  Brrbt,  of  Maine,  and  would  not  abate  one 
syllable  of  his  admiration  for  the  live  Dbummokd  light  of  the  same  State,  and  I 
guess,  Comp.  Ramsat,  we  both  think  that  while  Parvin  lives  in  Iowa,  Stacker 
WiLUAUS  in  Ohio,  Mato  in  Missouri,  and  Capt.  Grant  keeps  guard  at  the  **  Old 
Kentucky  Home,'*  the  great  Northwest  can't  go  **much  "  wrong  anyhow. 

The  Council  of  High  Priests  for  Georgia  assembled  in  the  city  of  Atlanta, 
April  26th,  M,  \  E, '.  President  A.  M.  Lambdin  presiding;  thirty  nine  High  Priests 
present.  Eight  High  Priests  were  elected  and  received  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood. The  President  stated  that  he  had  received  letters  from  other  jurisdictions 
relative  to  the  holding  of  a  general  Convention  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Greneral 
Grand  Chapter,  to  arrange  preliminaries  for  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  ritual. 
On  motion  the.  President  was  requested  to  reply  to  the  inquirers,  informing 
sister  Councils  of  the  entire  willingness  of  this  Council  to  unite  in  the  general 
Convention  for  the  object  named. 

The  Af .  *.  E,  *.  Jambs  W.  Tatlob  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest»  and  the 
R,  \  E, '.  Amdrbw  M.  Wouhin  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Georgia  will  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Macon,  April  25th,  1894. 

IliLINOIS. 

The  Grand  Obapter  of  Illinois  held  its  forty-fonrth  Annual  Oonvocation  in 
Chicago,  October  26tb,  1893,— the  M.*.  E/.  Richabd  T.  Hiaoms,  Grand  High  Priest, 
the  B.*.  Comp.  Gil.  W.  Babnabd,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present  eighteen 
Past  Grand  High  Priests,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  forty-two  Grand  Chapters 
of  other  jurisdiotiODs,  and  the  Representatives  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  char- 
tered Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chaplain  delivered  a  fervent  and  appropriate  prayer,  and  the  Grand 
Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  usual  committees  were  appointed,  and  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his 
Annoal  Address.  He  first  returned  thanks  to  the  Supreme  High  Priest  for  his  con- 
tinned  flavor,  and  asked  his  blessing  npon  the  Oonvocation  assembled. 

Under  the  moarnfol  head  of  "  lu  Hemoriam  "  be  called  attention  to  the  inroads 
made  by  death  during  the  past  year,  repeating  the  old  text:  "  The  young  may  die, 
the  old  must  die,  and  the  wisest  know  not  how  soon."  He  also  noticed  the  loss  of 
the  many  eminent  companions  of  sister  jurisdictions  and  paid  eloquent  tribute  to 
their  memories. 

No  execotive  duties  are  reported  requiring  mention  here.  The  District  Deputies, 
the  (srand  Officers,  and  the  Grand  Instructor  made  full  and  interesting  reports  of 
the  condition  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  in  their  respective  districts. 

The  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand  Officers  say  :— 

**  We  are  much  pleased  that  we  have  no  matter  ot  grievance  to  refer,  all  such 
matters  having  been  settled  in  that  fraternal  spirit  which  should  always  characterize

the  memben  of  the  Royal  Craft  *  *  *  It  is  partlcalarly  gratifying  to  state  that 
the  M.*.  B.*.  Grand  High  Priest  has  not  been  called  upon  to  report  any  decisions, 
the  law  being  so  well  settled  and  nnderstood  that  a  mere  reference  thereto  was  all 
that  was  necessary." 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  the  receipts  for  the  year  at  $9,868.60;  ezpendi- 
tores,  $4,768.27;  mileage  and  per  diem  paid,  $4,622.70;  balance  cash  on  hand, 
$12,640.81;  bonds  and  secnriUes,  $7,000,  total,  $19,640.81. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Illinois  is  a  capitalist.

Past  Grsnd  High  Priest  Gborob  W.  Curtiss,  Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  California,  was  present.  The  Committee  on  Obitnaries  made  an  eloqaent  report. 
The  sam  of  $500  was  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  the  Illinois  Masonic  Orphans* 
Home. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Louis  Zxiolkb,  of  Washington,  was  introduced,  received 
with  the  usual  honors,  and  made  a  brilliant  response  thereto.  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  C.  H.  Cooswxll,  of  Iowa,  was  also  introduced,  received  with  the  honors,  and 
responded. 

Comp.  Fbinklhi  H.  Dat  represents  Illinois  in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

The'  Grand  Council  of  High  Priests  assembled  during  the  session  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Lotal  L.  Muhn,  President.  Twenty  companions, 
High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  being  otherwise  qualified,  were  ad- 
mitted, anointed  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  John  M.  Pbarsoit,  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  pre- 
sented the  report  of  that  committee.  Comp.  Pbabson  gives  us  a  review  of  forty- 
seven  Grand  Bodies,  and  eight  of  them  for  two  years.  Comp.  Pbakson  is  an  old 
soldier,  bit  his  first  cartridge  in  the  long  time  ago,  and  is  always  "  here  "  at  roll  call. 
His  report  is  as  good  as  usual,  and  that's  praise  enough  fur  this  time.  Comp.  Pbab- 
son speaks  kindly  of  our  general  legislation,  is  sorry  for  our  new  Masonic  Temple 
investment,  and  wishes  us  better  luck  next  time,  and  gives  the  writer  of  this  report 
a  complimentary  notice.  He  also  says,  commenting  on  the  report  of  our  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence  on  the  resolution  offered  by  Comp.  W.  H.  Davis,  that,  '*  We  our- 
selves would  go  a  little  further  and  say  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  companion  to  im- 
mediately object  to  ihe  entrance  of  a  Master  Mason,  either  suspended  or  expelled, 
nor  can  he  sit  with  him  in  a  chartered  Chapter." 

Under  Wisconsin  we  quote,  and  endorse  at  the  same  time  Comp.  Barlow,  of 
Connecticut,  in  this  :— 

"We  know  of  no  way  to  discipline  a  companion  for  not  fulfilling  his  obligation 
for  charily  (the  one  that  is  represented  by  dollars  and  centw),  except  by  the  en- 
forcement of  Lodge  dues,  which  enables  the  Lodge  or  Chapter  to  respond,  without 
circulating  a  Hubscription  paper,  when  an  object  of  real  charity  prcHentH  itself.  We 
still  contend  that  Lodge  membership  is  not  all  he  does  or  should  pay  duen  for;  t^cMlge 
dues  are  necessary,  and  the  mere  loss  of  Lodge  membership  is  no  adequate  penalty 
for  the  willful  refusal  to  pay  them.*^ 
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Comp.  Ramsat,  of  Georgia,  iDdalges  in  a  prospeotive  view  of  Oomp.  Pkabson's 
new  and  elegant  qnarterB  in  "  the  Teraple/'  and  "  Farmer ''  Pearson  responds  :— 

"  We  shall  be  glad  to  meet  Comp.  Ramsat  in  that  modern  Tower  of  Babel,  by 
the  shore  of  the  great  lake,  and  we  know  he  will  be  made  welcome  while  there  by 
Eminent  Oomp.  Barnabd;  but  oar  ofSoe,  instead  of  being  at  1,901  in  said  tower,  is 
on  the  gronnd  floor  of  oar  home  farm,  where,  as  we  sit  this  morning,  the  stacks  of 
wheat  are  in  sight  and  the  blades  of  the  ripening  corn  are  whispering  in  the  refresh- 
ing breeze.  But  Oomp.  Ramsay  wonld  be  jast  as  welcome,  and  we  woald  show  him 
oar  Jersey  cows  in  the  pasture  and  the  Shropshire  sheep;  and  if  he  belongs  to  the 
gentle  craft,  we  woald  furnish  him  rod  and  line,  and  hope  he  might  hook  a  three- 

Eoand  black  bas^,  as  the  writer  did  a  day  or  two  since,  oat  of  his  own  pond  and  of 
is  own  batlding.  We  would  give  him  a  slice  of  Jersey  batter,  with  a  little  bread 
beneath  it,  and  wash  it  down  with  buttermilk.  WonH  you  come  and  bring  Comp. 
William  Abbau  Love  with  you?  And  when  he  gets  to  be  Grand  High  Priest,  as  we 
suppose  be  will  next  year,  will  give  him  a  good  *  send  off  *  in  return." 

Under  Kentucky  we  quote  the  following  interesting  comments  upon  the  stagnan 
condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  :— 

"We  regard  the  above  as  a  verv  important  statement,  especially  as  we  know  it 
to  be  very  trne  of  many  other  Jurisdictions.  In  spite  of  aU  the  encouraging  reports 
of  retiring  Grsnd  Higti  Priests,  with  few  exceptions,  from  Nova  Scotia  to  Wash- 
ington, by  the  long  circuit  of  Lonisiana  and  Texas,  the  story  told  is  one  of  quiet  and 
indifftBrenoe.  Remedies  have  been  suggested  by  many  of  the  Grand  High  Priests, 
such  as  qualified  ofllcers,  perfection  in  ritual,  pnnctaaiity  in  payment  of  dues,  etc., 
etc.  These  are  all  good  so  far  as  they  go,  but,  ia  oor  opinion,  they  do  not  go  far 
enough.  It  has  been  recommended  to  adopt  the  customs  of  the  modern  club,  so  far 
tm  possible,  but,  outside  of  our  cities,  we  do  not  think  this  practicable,  and  in  cities 
various  clubs  exist  better  adapted  to  the  taste  of  the  various  members.  Where  lies 
the  trouble  ?  We  have,  we  think,  said  before  that,  in  our  mind,  our  great  trouble  ia 
that  '  we  haven't  anything  to  do '  except  to  confer  degrees.  We  lay  no  corner- 
stones, dedicate  no  halK  nor  do  we  bury  our  dead.  We  escort  nobody,  and  this 
morning  we  have  read  a  decision,  approved,  by  which  we  cannot  appear  in  pro- 
cession  for  anything.  We  mean  by  this  that  we  have  no  public  life.  The  work  of 
charity  is  almost  exclusively  done  by  the  symbolic  Lodge,  and  there  is  very  little  to 
be  done,  distinctly  our  own,  except  as  stated,  to  confer  degrees.  In  this  practical 
age,  and  among  an  active,  practical  people,  one  'must  do  something'  in  order  to 
command  respect.  What  shall  be  done  ?  What  can  we  do?  Why,  companions,  op- 
portunities  lie  all  around  us.  It  only  needs  the  will  to  avail  ourselves  of  them.  If 
we  do'not,  somebody  else  will,  and  we  shall  be  left  to  enjoy  inglorious  ease  and  die." 

Under  Ohio  Comp.  Pbakson  opens  up  a  "  probable  cause  "  for  confasion  by 
qaoting  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurispradence  apon  the  levying  of  a  per  capita 
tax  for  the  support  of  the  Masonic  Home.    The  following  is  the  report :~ 

"  Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  communications  from  Painea- 
viUe  Chapter,  No.  46,  Logan,  No.  76,  and  Qilead,  No.  59,  with  reference  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  per  capita  rax  assessed  for  the  Ohio  Masonic  Home,  which  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  report  that  the  reasons  given  by  said  Chapters  for 
non-pavment  of  same  are  untenable,  the  question  of  the  right  to  assess  such  per 
capita  having  been  considered  and  decided  alSrmatively  at  the  Annnal  Convocation 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1890.  No  reasons  appearing  for  the  non-payment  of  the 
aiisessment  by  the  other  delinquent  Obapters,  your  committee  conclude  that  the  fail- 
ure to  pay  arises  from  neglect.  They  therefore  recommend  that  the  Grand  High 
Priest  be  requested  to  notify  said  Chapters  to  forward  the  amounts  respectively,  and 
in  case  they  or  any  of  them  fail  to  do  so  within  a  reasonable  time,  that  he  take  such 
steps  as  may  seem  proper  to  him  to  enforce  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in 
this  matter." 

And  Comp.  Pbabson  comments:— 

"And  this  last  report  was  adopted,  '  but  the  end  is  not  yet.'  For  many  years  we 
have  seriously  doubted,  in  our  own  mind,  whether  the  Grand  Chapter  was,  in  any 
proper  sense,  a  *  charitable  body,'  and,  if  not,  it  has  no  right  to  assess  it«  constitu- 
ents for  any  charitable  purpose.  The  Constitutions,  so  far  aa  we  have  been  able  to 
consult  them,  do  not  announce  any  such  purpose.  The  obligation  to  *  aid  and  assist ' 
is  iodividoal,  and  cannot  be  shirked  by  the  individual,  nor  devolved  upon  any  out- 
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side  organization.  Circamstancea  have  seemed  to  compel  the  use  of  these  relief 
committees,  bat  their  use  is  a  confession  of  weakness,  and,  for  oarselves,  we  woold 
much  prefer  that  all  aid  should  be  ^ven  under  the  force  of  personal  obligation  and 
according  to  ability.  There  may  be  Chapters  in  Ohio  whose  whole  present  resources 
are  requisite  to  preserve  their  existence,  and  by  what  right  are  they  to  be  (snnpeUtd 
to  do  for  charity  more  than  they  feel  able  to  do  ?  No  Grand  Chapter  or  Grand  Lodge 
has  a  riffht  to  judge  of  the  ability  of  the  subordinate  to  contribute,  or  even  of  the 
individual.  The  0.  B.  doesnH  read  that  way.  When  we  add  to  this  the  doubt  that 
exists  in  many  minds  of  the  wisdom  of  any  such  form  of  aid.  and  the  general  opinion 
of  some  of  the  best  students  of  social  economy,  it  is  not  strange  that  Chapters  are 
found  who  decline  to  yield  their  own  Judgment  to  that  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  in  a 
matter  which  the  Grand  Chapter  has  no  right  to  decide. 

"The  kind  and  well  meaning  remarks  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  quoted  above, 
do  not  touch  the  question  at  all,  beyond  an  attempt  to  beg  it.  It  is  not  a  question 
of  twenty-five  cents  per  capita,  for  a  designated  charity,  but  the  right  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  to  say  how  much  and  for  what  we  shall  be  taxed.  Charity  must  be  volun- 
tary, and  ceases  to  be  charity  when  it  is  not  so.  It  was  not  *  thripence  a  pound  on 
tea  '  that  called  the  tea-party  in  Boston  harbor,  but  the  principle  involved,  and  so 
here  we  maintain  that  neither  Grand  Lodge  nor  Grand  Chapter  can  prescribe  for  me 
how  much  I  ahaW  freely  give  for  charity,  nor  to  whom  I  shall  give  it." 

We  copy  the  foregoing  as  food  for  thought.  The  question  will  arise  some  time  aa 
to  the  rights  of  Lodges  and  Chapters,  not  only  in  matters  of  taxation,  but  in  the  right 
of  opinion  and  its  expression.  Are  any  rights  reserved  to  the  Masons  in  their  local 
assemblies?  or  have  they  transferred  to  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Chapter,  with 
their  standing  army  of  Past  Grands,  the  exclusive  right  to  conduct  their  business? 
We  think  it  poor  policy  for  any  corporation  to  make  its  legislation  "  felt "  by  its 
irritation.  But  we  would  not  for  a  moment  challenge  the  charitable  movement  under 
consideration;  let  it  go  on  forever. 

The  M.*.  E.*.  J.  W.  Hcttchinson  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  E.*. 
Comp.  Gil.  W.  Babnabd  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  (46th)  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Chicago,  October  25,  1894. 

INDIANA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  held  its  forty-eighth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  Indianapolis,  October  18,  1893,— the  M.\  E.\  Alexander  Thomas, 
acting  Grand  High  Priest,  presiding,  the  R.\  E.\  Wm.  H.  Smythb  being  Grand 
Secretary. 

This  volume  of  proceedings  contains  fine  portraits  of  Af.'.  K'.  Edward  S. 
Boss,  Grand  High  Priest,  and  R, '.  E,  *.  Lagrange  Severance,  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest,  who  died  in  office,  and  also  of  Af. '.  E. '.  Robert  Van  Valzah,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest. 

There  were  present  thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  one  Past  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest,  twenty-eight  Grand  Representatives,  the  Representatives  of  eighty- 
one  chartered  Chapters,  and  three  under  dispensation. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Annual  Address  was  delivered  by  the  Jt.  \  E. :  Orlando  W.  Brownback, 
Grand  King,  and  acting  Grand  High  Priest,  who  said  : 

**  The  circumstances  under  which  we  have  gathered  together  to-day  makes  this, 
oar  forty -eighth  Annual  Convocation,  one  of  the  most  notable,  as  well  as  sad,  in 
the  annals  of  our  Grand  Chapter. 

**  To-day,  for  the  first  t«me  in  the  nearly  half  century  of  our  existence,  the 
chair  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  vacant.  To-day,  not  only  is  the  chair  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest  vacant  and  clothed  in  the  somber  elements  of  mourning,  but 
the  chair  of  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  is  also  vacant,  and  clothed  in  the  same 
somber  elements. 

He  also  announced  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Robert  Van  Valzah, 
and  said  of  him:^ 
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"At  our  last  annual  convocation  a  communication  was  received  from  our 
late  companion,  in  which  he  said :  '  This  is  my  first  break  in  a  service  of 
twenty  years,  yet  I  have  the  courage  to  feel  that  I  may  be  restored  to  health, 
and  live  to  extend  the  fraternal  clasp  of  the  hand  for  years  to  come.'  Only  a  few 
short  hours  passed  from  the  time  the  above  was  written  when  there  flashed  over 
the  wires  the  sad  news :  *  l*ast  Grand  Hi{?h  Priest  Van  Valzah  is  dead.'  The 
expressed  ho{)e  of  restoration  to  health  and  strength  seemed  to  be  a  prophetic  an- 
nouncement of  his  approachinfir  dissolution. 

**  Comp.  Robert  Van  Valzah  was  bom  at  Mifflinburg,  Pennsylvania,  April 
9,  1843,  died  at  Terra  Haute,  Indiana,  October  23,  1892,  aged  forty-nine  years,  six 
months  and  fourteen  da^s. 

**  As  a  preitidinf?  omcer  he  had  few  equals  and  no  superiors ;  in  the  face  of 
ememrencies  he  was  never  at  a  loss  as  to  what  to  do;  his  quickness  of  mental  action 
and  promptness  of  execution,  coupled  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  parliamen- 
tary laws  made  him  an  ideal  presiding  officer. 

"  Right  Excellent  LaGrange  Severance,  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  was  born 
at  Newport,  Maine,  December  28,  1839 ;  died  at  Hunting^n,  Indiana,  January 
26,  1893,  aged  fifty-three  years. 

"  In  the  prime  of  life,  when  most  men  are  b^nuini^  to  enjoy  the  fruit  of  their 
labors,  this  strong  man  is  laid  aside.  His  sunny  disposition  and  genialty  of  tem- 
per<*ment,  added  to  his  sound  professional  knowledge,  gained  him  hosts  of  friends 
and  patrons." 

Of  Grand  High  Priest  Edward  S.  Ross,  he  says  :— 

**  Companion  Ros.s  was  initiated  in  Hanna  Lodge,  No.  61,  September  12,  1854; 
passed  to  the  degree  of  Fellow  Craft  October  31st,  and  raised  to  the  sublime  de- 
gree of  a  Master  Mason  December  5,  1854 ;  was  made  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in 
Wabash  Chapter  No.  26,  February  8,  ia>(>. 

**He  was  elected  High  Priest  of  WaJbash  Chapter  in  1863,  and  served  con- 
tinuously as  such  for  a  period  of  twenty-three  years.  In  1880  he  was  elected  and 
served  one  year  as  Illustrious  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  at  the  an- 
nual convocation,  in  October  last,  he  was  elected  AT. '.  E, '.  Grand  High  Priest. 

"  His  funeral  occurred  February  11,  and  was  in  chaise  of  Hanna  Lodge,  No. 
61,  Wabash  Commandery  acting  as  escort.     The  Grand  Chapter  was  represented 
by  all  its  surviving  Grand  Officers,  who  acted  as  pall-bearers,  and  deposited  all 
that  wa«  mortal  of  our  late  companion  in  the  silent  tomb,  with  the  usual  Masonic 
formalities  conducted  by  Past  Grand  Master  Martin  H.  Rice. 

**The  snrroundings  were  such  that,  to  me,  it  was  one  of  the  most  impressive 
funeral  ceremonies  it  has  been  my  lot  to  witness  ;  when  all  nature  was  silent ; 
when  the  earth's  surface  was  clasped  with  an  icy  embrace,  and  covered  with  a 
beautiful  white  mantle  of  snow  ;  while  the  wind  was  sighing  its  requiem  through 
the  leafless  branches  of  the  trees  ;  when  the  lowering  clouds  seem  ready  to  mingle 
their  tears  with  the  assembled  brethren — it  seemed  a  fitting  time,  at  the  close  of  a 
bleak  wintry  day,  to  commit  all  that  was  mortal  of  this  friend  and  brother  to  the 
tomb. 

"  Ah  a  man,  a  Mason,  a  Christian  and  a  citizen,  he  was  held  in  high  esteem. 
Honest  himself,  he  was  loath  to  believe  anything  dishonest  in  another  ;  simple  in 
his  own  life  and  mode  of  thought,  kind  and  considerate  towards  all  who  came  in 
contact  with  him  ;  a  true  and  faithful  brother  and  companion  ;  a  firm  friend  and 
wise  counselor,  ever  ready  to  extend  the  helping  hand  to  the  needy  and  unfor- 
tunate ;  noble  in  character ;  g^entle  and  kind  in  disposition — having  no  sympathy 
with  pretenses  or  shams— fitted  to  adorn  church  and  society  as  he  did  the  home, 
God  saw  fit  to  promote  him  to  a  yet  higher  place.*' 

*'How  fast  they  fall— those  we  have  known — 
As  leaves  from  Autumn  branch^  blown, 

So  quickly  sear ; 
Yes,  one  by  one  they  drop  away, 
As  withered  leaves  they  fall,  and  stray, 
And  disappear." 

Of  the  eminent  dead  of  other  jurisdictions,  the  Grand  High  Priest  says : — 

"Although  our  cup  of  sorrow  has  been  so  nearly  filled  with  the  bitter  brew  of 
death,  yet  let  us  not  forget  to  mingle  our  tears  with  those  of  sister  jurisdictions 
who  have  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  companions,  eminent  in  virtue  as 
well  as  in  official  rank. 
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**  In  mourning  with  them  we  mourn  again  for  those  who  have  g^one  to  the  silent 
beyond,  with  them  we  revere  the  memory  of  beloved  companions  who  have  fought 
the  fight  and  kept  the  faith,  and  have  departed  henoe  to  receive  the  reward  await- 
ing the  faithful  workman." 

Eloquent  and  affectionate  tributes  were  paid  to  the  memory  of  the  "lost  lead- 
ers" in  the  Capitular  work  of  Indiana.  By  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Thos.  B. 
Long,  to  the  memory  of  Com  p.  Bobkbt  Van  Valzah.  Comp.  Thomas  B. 
Marshall,  to  the  memory  of  the  1L\  E,\  LAORANas  Srvkbanob,  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest.  And  by  Comp  Ebwin  G.  Saokiptt,  to  the  memory  of  M.\  E.\ 
Edward  S.  Ross,  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  eulogies  were  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote. 

The  Committee  on  Grievance  and  Appeals  made  the  following  report,  which 
will  probably  send  D.  B.  &  Co. 'out  of  business  in  that  jurisdiction  :— 

"  On  Disoord,  Bickering  k  Co.  v«.  Peace  and  Harmony  : 

"  This  is  a  case  that  has  been  before  this  Grand  Chapter  the  past  two  years — 
at  this  time  ninety  witnf^ses  (Subordinate  Chapters)  have  been  introduced — out  of 
thiti  number  the  plaintiffs  submit  the  evidence  of  one  Chapter,  No.  68.  This  wit- 
ness has  utterly  failed  to  comply  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  this  Grand 
(Chapter  (being'afflicted  with  the  '*Dry  Rot") ;  on  the  other  band  we  have  the  tes- 
timony of  eighty-nine  live  and  prosperous  Chapters. 

*'  We,  your  committee,  do  decide  and  most  cheerfully  concur  in  the  concluding 
remarks  of  our  excellent,  acting  Grand  High  Priest,  which  says :  'There  is  not  a 
sin((le  ripple  of  discord,  nor  a  discordant  speck  to  mar  the  sky.  There  is  nothing 
to  indicate  the  lack  of  that  perfect  harmony,  peace  and  good  will  which  has  so 
long  prevailed  in  this  jurisdiction.'  " 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported  as  follows  :— 

"  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred  the  recommendation 
of  the  acting  Grand  High  Priest,  respectfully  report  that  the  committee  have  duly 
considered  the  subject  matter  referred  and  now  recommend  that  Section  No.  141, 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  be  changed  to  read  as  follows  : 
viz : 

"  Rule  No.  141.  A  companion  who,  for  any  cause,  may  have  been  suspended 
or  expelled  by  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons  and  subsequently  restored  by  the  Lodg[e, 
is  thereby  restored  to  membership  in  his  Chapter,  and  the  Secretary  upon  satis- 
factory  evidence  shall  so  note  the  fact  on  the  record." 

"  Which  report  was  concurred  in  and  the  amendment  to  Rule  141,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Regulations  was  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Thomas  B.  Long,  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  pre- 
sents the  report  comprising  a  review  of  the  proceedings  of  fifty  Grand  Bodies. 
His  work  is  an  able  condensation  of  the  legislation  of  the  Masonic  world,  per- 
taining to  Capitular  Masonry,  and  a  reasonable  criticism  of  proposed  new  regu- 
lations. He  is  eminently  sound  on  holding  fast  to  that  which  is  proven  good  be- 
fore experimenting  with  unknown  quantities. 

Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  Council  of  High  Priests  of  the  State  of  Indiana  assembled  in  Masonic 
Temple,  Indianapolis,  October  17th,  1893,  the  M,  \  E,  *.  Alexander  Thomas, 
President,  the  M,  \  E,  *.  Martin  H.  Rioe,  Recorder. 

The  Convention  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by  the  ex-Comp. 
Grand  Chaplain. 

After  the  usual  routine  business,  seventeen  companions,  who  had  been  elected 
High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  were  duly  elected,  introduced  and  con- 
secrated to  the  order  of  High  Priesthood. 

On  motion  of  Comp.  Daniel  McDonald,  the  M.\  E.\  President,  Alexander 
Thomas,  was  appointed  aod  authorized  to  represent  this  Council  of  High  Priests 
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in  a  convention  of  the  several  Councils  of  High  Priests  in  the  United  States,  to 
be  held  at  Topeka,  Kas.,  at  the  time  of  the  next  meetinsr  of  the  General  Grand 
CounciL 

The  following  reliolutions  were  adopted,  expressive  of  the  sense  of  the  Con- 
vention upon  the  death  of  the  M,  \  E,  \  Comp.  Edward  S.  Ross. 

"  Mesofved,  That  in  the  death  of  Comp.  Edward  S.  Ross,  this  Council  of  High 
Priests  has  lost  a  valuable  officer  and  a  worthy  companion  and  friend. 

**  lUsofvedj  That  there  be  set  aside  a  memorial  page  in  our  records,  on  which 
these  resolutions  shall  be  inscribed,  thus  ever  to  perpetuate  that  mystic  circle  which 
bound  him  to  us,  till  the  cold  hand  of  death  closed  his  hands  upon  his  breast  as  a 
last,  long  farewell  signaL" 

Having  completed  the  business  for  which  it  was  assembled,  the  convention 
closed. 

Under  California,  Frater  Long  gives  favorable  notice  to  the  Address  of  Grand 
High  Priest  Davis.  He  joins  us  in  sympathy  for  the  loss  of  our  dear  Fraters  and 
Companions,  Past  Graod  High  Priests  Titus  and  Thomas.  Comp.  Thomas  left 
us  for  his  old  home  in  Tennessee  in  the  early  days,  and  our  companionship  was  in 
the  lapse  of  time  broken  and  almost  forgotten,  but  Doctor  Isaac  S.  Titus  and  the 
writer  had  been  associated  in  Masonry  for  nearly  forty  years.  Residing  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  State  we  met  but  the  two  or  three  times  a  year  of  the  conven- 
ing of  Grand  I/odge,  Chapter,  Council  and  Commandery,  and,  since  1870,  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  bodies.  And  do  you  know,  Comp.  Long,  that  a  fraternal  association 
of  forty  years,  with  a  sympathetic  frater,  begets  something  as  near  to  the  five 
points  of  fellowship  as  we  mortals  experience  in  this  world. 

In  speaking  of  our  assets  he  hopes  our  1,700  shares  of  Masonic  Hall  stock 
may  be  nearer  par  value  than  the  100  shares  of  Masonic  Temple  stock.  Oh  !  yes, 
Comp.  Long,  par  value  of  Masonic  Hall  stock  is  $10  per  share,  and  it  is  quoted  at 
and  is  worth  f20 

Under  Iowa  Comp.  Long  quotes  from  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Prieet, 
relating  to  the  issuance  of  special  dispensation.  He  had  repeated  applications  for 
that  convenient  make-shift  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  several  teams  of  Master 
Masons  through  the  Chapter,  in  order  to  qualify.  Heaven  save  the  mark,  the 
brethren  for  the  mysteries  of  the  Shrine. 

Well,  this  is  the  very  latest  reason  for  the  issuance  of  a  special  dispensation. 
Can  such  things  be  ?    The  Grand  High  Priest  says  :— 

"  The  writer  stated  that  the  matter  was  quite  urgent,  so  much  so  that  if  the 
Chapter  did  not  get  them  at  the  time  stated  they  could  not  get  them  at  all.  In  re- 
ply to  my  inquiries  I  was  informed  that  six  brothers  were  very  anxions  to  receive 
the  Chapter  and  Commandery  degrees  within  a  given  time,  to  enable  the  said 
brothers  to  take  th^  Shrine.  Probably  some,  if  not  all,  of  these  brothers  have 
been  Masons  for  years,  with  ample  opportunities  for  receiving  the  degrees,  and 
now  for  the  fir^t  time  make  application  therefor.  Apparently  the  only  reasons 
they  had  for  becoming  Chapter  members  was  that  by  this  ronte  alone  they 
could  reach  the  Shrine.  Had  the  dinpf^nsation  been  granted  and  the  degrees  con- 
ferred, what  knowledge  of  Chapter  Masonry  would  these  brethren  have  gained  ? 
What  impressions  received,  and  how  long  would  they  remain  members  of  their 
Chapter  after  having  been  called  upon  to  pay  dues?  And  what,  may  I  ask,  would 
the  Chapter  conferring  the  degrees  have  gained  beyond  the  initiation  fee?  Com- 
panions, this  is  not  as  it  should  be. 

Under  Maine  Comp.  Long  quotes  the  followin;]^  sound  opinion  from  Comp.  J. 
H.  Drummond  in  reply  to  Comp.  Southgate  of  North  Carolina  :— 

"  He  is  inclined  to  hold  thxt  an  unaffiliated  companion  must  apply  for  mem- 
bership to  the  nearest  Chapter.  This  is  a  doctrine  recently  broached,  and  seems 
to  us  uojuit  as  well  as  contrary  to  ancient  usage.    A  Chapter  can  receive  an  ap- 
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{)licant  or  not  as  it  pleases ;  if  be  is  not  con^renial  they  will  not  take  him  ;  we  be- 
ieve  the  companion  has  equal  rif^hts  to  select  a  Chapter  congenial  to  himself  and 
become  a  member  if  he  is  acceptable  to  its  members ;  a  candidate  most  apply 
where  he  is  best  known —and  that  is  presumed  to  be  the  nearest  Chapter ;  that  is 
the  only  reason  for  that  law,  and  the  reason  does  not  hold  in  case  of  an  applicant 
for  membership — and  as  the  reason  ceases,  the  law  ceases  also." 

Under  Missouri  Comp.  Long  says  of  Com  p.  Mato  : — 

"  He  cannot  say  too  much  in  praise  of  the  Most  Excellent  Master's  deirree. 
It  is  unquestionably  the  most  sublime  of  the  series,  althou|;h  the  attendance  upon 
it  is  often  the  least  of  all.  It  should  always  be  conferred  in  full  oriental  costume, 
and  the  procession  should  be  worthy  of  the  event  celebrated,  which  Companion 
Mayo  elsewhere  pronounces  *  the  f^randest  that  ever  occurred  in  the  history  of  the 
world.'  If  conferred  in  anything  like  the  style  its  merits  demand  the  spirit  of  in- 
spiration will  readily  be  caught,  and  the  members  will  carry  the  pleasure  of  the 
event  away  with  them,  and  renew  it  on  every  occasion  of  the  work.  Let  more  at- 
tention be  paid  by  High  Priests  to  this  magnificent  ceremonial." 

Under  District  of  Columbia  Comp.  Long  quotes  a  decision  which  conforms  to 
the  law  of  California,  if  the  decision  means  **  restoration  by  affiliation,"  as  we 
presume  it  does. 

"  Decisions  made  at  one  annual  are  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
for  report  at  the  next.  A  ruling  was  reported  at  the  preceding  session,  and  copied 
in  the  present  writer's  Report  last  year,  that  the  money  accompanying  a  petition 
for  restoration  by  one  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  became  the  property  of 
the  Chapter  as  the  payment  of  an  existmg  debt,  and  should  not  be  returned  to 
the  petitioner  after  an  unfavorable  ballot,  as  is  the  case  as  to  the  fee  accompanying 
a  petition  for  the  degrees.  This  year  the  committee  endorsed  and  the  (Trand 
Chapter  approved  the  decision." 

Lender  Florida  we  quote  the  biographical  sketch  of  our  eminent  Florida  Chair- 
man  of  Correspondence,  Dk  Witt  C.  Dawkins  :— 

"He  was  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Florida  during  the  years  1860,  1861, 
1862,  1866  and  1868,  and  served  as  Grand  Secretary  of  the  (rrand  Lodge  from 
1869  to  the  time  of  his  death,  a  period  of  twenty-four  years.  He  had  also  passed 
through  the  chairs  of  the  Grnnd  Chapter  of  Kcyal  Arch  Masons  until  he  became 
Grand  High  Priest,  11869  to  1871]  aft«»r  which  he  was  elected  Grand  Secretary  of 
that  body  and  served  as  such,  also,  till  the  end  of  his  life.  In  the  latter  organiza- 
tion, as  well  as  in  the  Grand  Ijodge,  he  was  Chairman  of  Correspondence  for  many 
years,  and  made  his  mark  in  the  Guild  of  Reporters  as  a  learned  Mason  and  a 
vigorous  writer.  Thousrh  a  man  of  strong  will  and  positive  opinions,  yet  it  was 
said  of  hiin  that  *  his  amiability  could  be  exceeded  only  by  that  of  a  lovely  woman.' 
He  reached  the  age  of  sixty-three  years,  and  was  buried  at  his  home  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  special  communication. " 

Under  Kansas  Comp.  Long  quotes  from  the  last  message  of  our  beloved  Frater 
John  H.  Bhown,  and  adds  a  few  words  in  eulogy  of  that  faithful  workman  :— 

"  We  here  close  this  report,  and  confess  we  are  glad  it  is  done,  for  with  weary 
brain  and  tired  fingers  we  have  gone  through  with  the  work. 

**Alas!  in  less  than  a  month  after  this  report  was  submitted,  our  beloved 
Brother,  Companion  and  Frater  fell  asleep  in  the  evening  of  life  to  awaken  in  the 
morning  of  ininortalily.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Kansas  city,  Kansas,  on  the  12th 
of  March,  1893.  He  was  Grand  Master  of  Masons  for  three  successive  terms, 
from  1868  to  1870,  inclusive ;  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  since  Feb- 
ruary 15,  1880 ;  and  Grand  Recorder  of  the  Grand  Commandery  since  May  2, 
1887.  He  attained  to  the  Thirty-Third  Degree  of  the  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite,  and  was  an  honorary  member  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Ma- 
sonic Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

TheAf.*.  K'.  Orlando  W.  Brownback  wa*  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and 
the  R,;  E.\  William  H.  Smythk  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  (forty-ninth)  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  India- 
napolis, October  17, 1894. 
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INDIAN    TEBRITORY. 


The  Grand  Chapter  of  Indian  Territory  held  its  fourth  Annual  Convocation  at 
Ardmore.  Chickasaw  Nation,  February  9th,  1893,— the  AT.'.  E.\  De  Forest  D. 
Leach,  Grand  Hif^h  Priest,  presiding,  the  M.'.  E.\  Joseph  Samuel  Murrow 
being  Grand  Secretary.  Six  chartered  Chapters  were  represented.  Three  Past 
Grand  Hidrh  Priests  and  ten  Grand  Representatives  were  present. 

After  appointing  the  regular  committees  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his 
Annual  Address,  returning  devout  acknowledgment  and  sincere  thanks  for  the 
high  privilege  of  again  meeting  in  Annual  Convocation.  He  says  that  while  the 
Angel  of  Death  has  spared  their  immediate  jurisdiction,  they  yet  mourn  the  loss 
of  a  dear  companion,  friend  and  neighbor,  M,\  E,\  George  L.  Kimball,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  of  Arkansas. 

The  finances  of  the  Grand  Chapter  seem  to  be  in  good  condition,  there  being  a 
cash  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $402.41. 

The  time  of  meeting  in  Annual  Convocation  has  been  changed  from  the  month 
of  February  to  the  month  of  August. . 

The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  had  under  consideration  the  case  of  one 
Doctor  De  Witt,  who  had  falsely  represented  himself  as  a  Royal  Arch  Mason 
claiming  to  hold  a  dimit  from  a  legal  Chapter,  and  became  one  of  the  signers  of  a 
petition  for  a  dispensation  for  the  organization  of  a  new  Chapter.  After  taking 
the  test  oath  he  was  accepted  as  a  member  of  the  proposed  Chapter.  He  subse- 
quently failed  to  produce,  as  he  had  promised,  bis  dimit,  and  upon  a  full  investi- 
gation the  committee  decided  that  he  was  an  impostor,  having  never  regularly 
received  the  degrees  of  the  Chapter,  which  fact  was  afterwards  acknowledged  by 
him  in  a  letter  to  the  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  committee  recommend  that  official  notice  be  given  to  all  Chapters  that 
the  said  De  Witt  is  an  impostor,  and  not  entitled  to  any  recognition  or  coun- 
tenance as  a  Mason.    Let  his  infamy  be  published. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
Comp.  Robert  W.  Hill,  in  which  he  briefly  reviews  the  proceedings  of  forty-six 
Grand  Chapters.  California  is  noticed,  and  the  retirement  of  Comp.  Cahwell 
mentioned  with  expressions  of  regret. 

Mr.  E.\  Walter  Noel  Evans  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  R.\  E.\ 
JossPH  S.  MuRROW  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 


Pursuant  to  a  change  in  time  of  meeting,  made  at  the  session  in  February  last, 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indian  Territory  held  its  fifth  regular  Convocation  at 
McAlester,  August  10th,  1893,— the  3f.'.  E.\  Walter  Noel  Evans,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  R.  \  E.  \  Joseph  Samuel  Murrow,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were 
present  three  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  nine  Past  High  Priests,  seven  Grand 
Representatives,  and  the  Representatives  of  six  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  the  usual  committees  ap- 
pointed, and  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address. 

After  welcoming  the  companions  he  made  a  brief  statement  of  the  condition  of 
the  jurisdiction.    He  commenced  :— 

'*0n  February  15,  1890,  twelve  Royal  Arch  Masons,  the  representatives  of 
four  Chapters,  met  in  the  Masonic  Hall  in  the  town  of  McAlester  and  instituted 
the  Grand  Chapter  nf  Indian  Territory.  At  that  time  I  had  grave  doubts  as  to 
the  advisabilitv  of  that  course,  and  as  to  the  success  of  the  Grand  Chapter  when 
formed.^  We  have,  however,  been  able  to  meet,  promptly,  all  liabilities,  and  its 
•Qcoess  is  now  assured.    From  that  small  start  our  little  Grand  Chapter  has,  I  am 
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happy  to  say,  gone  on  steadily  increasing,  receiving  a  hearty  welcome  and  a 
prompt  recognition  from  nearly  all  the  Grand  Chapters  of  the  world,  until  now  at 
this,  the  fifth  Regular  Convocation,  we  have  eight  chartered  Chapters  and  five 
under  dispensation,  which  will  probably  be  chartered  to-day,  makinir  in  all  thir- 
teen Chapters,  which,  I  am  glad  to  say,  are  nearly  all  in  a  fairly  prosperous  con- 
dition." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  has  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  three  new 
Chapters,  at  Ardmore,  KingSsher  and  Purcell. 

No  business  of  importance  had  been  transacted  since  the  last  Convocation  held 
in  February. 

Charters  were  granted  the  three  Chapters  under  dispensation,  although  from 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  they  would  hardly 
seem  to  deserve  it     We  quote : — 

**  The  following  report  on  charters  and  dispensations  was  read  by  the  chairman 
and  discussed  by  himself  and  others  in  a  fraternal  spirit.  The  errors  the  com- 
panions had  made  in  the  U.  D.  Chapters  were  kindly  pointed  out  for  their  good 
and  the  good  of  others.     The  report  was  adopted. 

**To  the  M.'.  E.'.  Grand  Chapter  of  Indian  Territory:  — 

"Your  Committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
dispensations  and  records  of  Ardmore  Chapter,  U.  D.,  Kingfisher  Chapter,  U.  D., 
atid  Purcell  Chapter,  U.  D.,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows:— 

*'  That  we  find  the  records  o^  Purcell  Chapter  in  proper  shaiie,  the  work  of  the 
companions  well  done,  and  recommend  that  a  charter  be  granted  to  the  compan- 
ions named  in  the  dispensation,  together  with  those  since  added  to  the  Chapter, 
under  the  name  of  Purcell  Chapter,  No.  10. 

"We  find  that  the  records  of  Ardmore  and  KingfUher  Chapters,  U.  D.,  have 
lieen  well  kept,  bat  that  there  are  some  irr^ularities  which  need  correction.  We 
find:— 

"First— That  candidates  have  been  balloted  upon  at  the  meeting  at  which 
their  petitions  were  received.     Without  special  dispensation  this  is  unlawful. 

"Second—Some  of  the  proceedings  have  not  been  signed  by  the  High  Priest. 

"  Third— iTtny/SfAer  Chapter  has  affiliated  several  companions.  Chaptera 
under  dispensation  have  no  right  to  affiliate  members. 

"  The  history,  including  dispensation,  should  be  spread  in  full  on  the  records, 
and  the  fact  of  opening  and  closing  in  proper  form  always  appear.  We,  however, 
recommend  that  the  irregularities  be  healed,  and  charters  be  issued  in  order  of 
seniority." 

And  as  a  "reward  of  merit,"  we  supiMse,  the  Representatives  of  these  Chap- 
ters, to  whom  charters  had  just  been  granted,  were  admitted  to  seats  and  allowed 
voice  and  vote  in  the  Grand  Chapter. 

We  suppose  the  action  was  warranted  by  the  Constitution  of  Indian  Territory, 
for  Bro.  R.  W.  Hill  was  in  attendance;  however,  it  would  have  been  altogether 
out  of  joint  in  California.  A  chartered  (chapter  in  our  jurisdiction  is  of  no  par- 
ticular use  until  duly  constituted  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  charter,  and,  of 
course,  could  have  neither  voice  nor  vote  until  so  constituted. 

Four  jewels  were  presented  to  the  four  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  at  a  cost  to 
the  Grand  (.'hapter  of  $300. 

No  report  from  Committee  on  CorreH[M>ndence. 

The  M. '.  E. '.  Leo  Edmoni)  Bennett  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
IL',  E,:  J08RPH  Samuel  Mukkow  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  Oklahoma  City  on  the  second 
l*hur8day  in  August,  1894. 

IOWA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  held  its  fortieth  Annual  Convocation  at  Waterloo, 
October  12th,  1893,— the  Af.\  Er.  Cunton  S.  Fletohek,  Grand  High  Priest,  the 
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R.  \  E.  \  Alf.  Winoatk,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present  six  Past  Grand 
Higrh  Priests,  one  Past  Grand  Kinf?,  and  one  Past  Grand  Scribe,  sixteen  Grand 
Representatives,  and  the  Representatives  of  seventy- two  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  reliffious  services  led  by 
the  Grand  Chaplain. 

A  vacant  chair  was  draped  in  memory  of  Past  Grand  High  Priests  John  H. 
Brown  and  Stlvkstbr  S.  Bean,  who  have  been  called  to  rest  daring  the  last  year. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  a  well  written  paper, 
enlivened  with  poetic  lines,  and  reporting  a  full  account  of  the  duties  of  the  execu- 
tive office  for  the  past  year. 

He  made  official  announcement  of  the  very  many  eminent  companions  who  had 
gone  to  eternal  rest,  and  reported  his  acts  in  i>aying  proi)er  respect  to  their  mem- 
ories. 

He  reports  the  growth  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Iowa  to  be  satisfactory;  that 
through  the  jurisdiction  the  pulse  has  a  strong,  healthy  and  vigorous  beat. 

Not  having  a  contingent  fund  of  sufficient  proportions  to  permit  the  indulgence 
of  the  luxury  of  extensive  visitations,  he  proposed  a  substitute,  and  as  a  means  of 
obtaining  the  desired  information,  a  circular  letter  containing  questions,  the  an- 
swers to  which  would  furnish  him  with  a  general  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  the 
jurisdiction.  After  much  correspondence  be  obtained  the  desired  answers  and 
was  prepared  to  act  upon  the  information  obtained.  So  much  paiustaking  work 
should  furnish  good  results,  at  all  events,  in  the  consciousness  of  duly  well  per- 
formed. 

The  decisions  reported  were  of  lcx:al  importance  only. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  learned  by  the  answers  to  his  interrogatories  that  nine- 
teen of  the  constitnent  Chapters  had  incorporated  under  the  State  law,  in  vio- 
lation of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  he  reported  the  matter  for 
the  decision  and  determination  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

He  diocourses  at  length  upon  the  Representative  system,  and  concludes  with 
these  words.  He  says:  **  I  do  not  see  or  find  one  useful  or  redeeming  feature  in 
the  whole  Representative  system.  I  do  not  see  and  find  enough  in  the  study  of 
Masonry  to  consume  all  of  the  time  allotted  to  us,  and  countless  ages  more.  I 
recommend  that  the  Nystem  of  appointing  Representatives  be  discontinued." 
And  so  endeth  the  first  lesson. 

He  pronounces  the  forms,  ceremonies  and  teachings  of  the  Cryptic  degrees  in 
Masonry  beautiful,  instructive  and  impressive,  and  recommeods  the  repeal  of  the 
law  whereby  the  Grand  Chapter  assumed  control  of  the  degrees,  and  that  a  Grand 
Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  be  organized  and  given  control  over  Cryptic 
Masonry  in  that  jurisdiction. 

He  recommends  the  passage  of  a  law  requiring  the  reading  of  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  each  Chapter  at  least  once  in  each  year. 

He  called  attention  to  the  law  of  the  Grand  Chapter  forbidding  the  use  of  sub- 
stitutes in  conferring  the  Royal  Arch  degrees.  He  alsn  called  attention  to  the  law 
requiring  the  Secretary  of  each  Chapter  to  keep  a  raster  of  members,  and  record 
therein  all  important  facts  relative  to  the  Masonic  and  civil  history  of  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Chapter. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  believes  that  it  would  appeal  to  the  pride  of  the  Secre- 
taries in  collecting  dues,  if  they  were  required  to  report  annually  the  amount  of 
unpaid  dues  owing  to  the  Chapter  on  the  Slat  day  of  December  preceding  the 
report,  and  he  recommends  that  each  Secretary  be  required  to  certify  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  with  hii  annual  returns,  the  amount  of  unpaid  dues  owing  to  his  Chap- 
ter on  the  31st  day  of  December  preceding  the  report. 
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He  reoommenda  the  creation  of  districts,  and  that  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Council  be  assigned  thereto  for  purposes  of  visitation. 

Calling  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  the  able  Reports  of  their  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  he  says :— 

• 

*'  The  one  thing  that  I  believe  is  neglected  most  by  Masons  is  to  pass  by  almost 
unnoticed  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  There  is 
probably  no  one  paper  or  article  published  that  will  furnish  the  same  amount  (if 
information  about  the  Craft  throughout  the  world  as  the  report  of  that  committee. 
It  is  usually  spicily  written,  and  by  able  pens.  The  searcher  after  current  Ma- 
sonic light  can  find  no  better  authority  or  more  reliable  information  in  the  same 
amount  of  space.  The  companion  who  reads  one  will  eagerly  search  for  others.  I 
am  pleased  to  say  to  you  that  some  of  the  Chapters  in  this  Grand  Jurisdictiun  read 
them  m  open  Chapter.  It  is  a  pleasant  and  wise  practice,  and  I  would  recom- 
mend that  every  Chapter  set  apart  a  few  minutes  each  meeting  under  the  '  Good 
of  the  Order,*  to  have  some  companion  read  portions,  at  least,  of  the  report  of  our 
own  excellent  committee.    The  companions  will  be  well  paid  fur  the  time  taken." 

From  reports  received  from  every  Chapter  in  the  jurisdiction  he  gives  this 
Interesting  summary:—

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  have  a  time  set  apart  as  a  special  order,  which 
they  designate  as  **  Memorial  hour,"  giving  an  opportunity  to  those  who  desire  to 
speak  of  the  departed  companions.  On  tbis  occasion  the  time  seems  to  have  been 
two  o'clock  P.  M.  of  the  first  day  of  the  session,  and — 

"  In  pursuance  of  the  announcement  made  by  the  Grand  High  Prtest— as  re- 
gards Memorial  hour— Pa*t  Grand  High  Priest  T.  8.  Parvin,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  A.  R.  Dbwky,  and  Com  p.  M.  Tankmlvy  improved  the  time,  and  in  fitting 
terms  spoke  from  a  personal  knowledge  and  lifetime  acquaintance  of  Past  Grand 
High  rriests  John  H.  Bbown  and  Sylvester  S.  Bean,  extolling  their  many  vir- 
tues and  zeal  in  the  cause  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry." 

The  Grand  Chapter  enacted  these  additional  laws,  evidently  for  the  relief  of 
such  Chapters  as  would  be  obliged  to  disincorporate,  and  resolved  that: — 

'*The  laws  of  this  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  amended  by  adding  to  Chapter 
XXV,  as  follows : — 

**  Section  211.  Each  chartered  Chapter  nhall,  at  its  annnal  convocation,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  officern  refiuired  to  be  elect^'d  under  Section  106,  elect  by  ballot  three 
Trustees,  who  may  be  the  High  Priest,  King  and  Scribe,  which  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  shall  be  electt^d  and  (jualified. 

"  Sec.  212.  Such  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  full  control  over  the  funds  and 
property  of  the  Chapter,  may  negotiate  loans  for  their  ('hapter,  make  purchases 
of  property,  and  generally  hold  in  trust  the  property  of  the  (^hapter  for  its  use 
and  benefit,  and  do  all  acts  legitimate  and  proper  as  the  Chapter  may  direct." 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  recoramend(*d  that  no  le^iMlation  concerning 
the  Cryptic  degrees  be  had  at  this  Convocation,  which  recommendation  was 
adopted. 
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An  elegant  steel  portrait  of  3f. '.  E.  \  Clinton  A.  Fletohkb,  aocompaiiied  with 
a  sketch  of  his  life,  adds  to  the  attractions  of  this  fine  volume  of  proceedings. 

The  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  assembled  in  Convention 
at  Waterloo,  October  12,  1893,  the  ilf.*.  E,\  D.  S.  Dkkrino,  President.  Three 
companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  being  duly  qualified,  were 
elected  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood    Convention  closed. 

Comp.  Thomas  R.  Ercanbrack  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  a 
brilliant  and  spicy  review  of  the  doings  of  forty-six  Capitular  Legislatures,  in- 
cluding Calif omis,  written  in  the  best  style  of  the  author,  and  flavored  with  poetry 
and  condiments  to  suit  the  taste  of  the  most  exacting. 

Under  Alabama  Corop.  Ercanbrack  devotes  the  space  at  his  disposal  to  the 
memory  of  their  honored  Representative  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Alabama, 
Comp.  My  LBS  Jefferson  Greene,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  Alabama.  Comp. 
Greene  was  a  Mason  of  national  repute  and  deservedly  earned,  by  his  active  Ma- 
sunic  life,  the  fraternal  eulogy  placed  upon  his  bier  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa. 

Comp.  £.  has  good  words  for  the  spirited  progress  of  Arizona  in  the  field  of 
Capitular  Masonry,  and  quotes  liberally  from  the  able  report  of  Comp.  Light- 

HIZER. 

Under  California  Comp.  Ercanbrack  surprises  us  with  a  sarcastic  allusion  to 
the  *'  Davis  tribe  "  and  the  ** California  Chinaman,"  and  sees  nothing  but  food  for 
mirth  in  the  doings  of  our  Grand  Chapter.  Well,  we  are  sorry;  but  Comp.  E., 
don't  let  a  little  thing  like  that  trouble  you.     What's  in  a  name,  anyhow  ? 

In  looking  through  this  review  we  find  many  comments  on  matters  upon  which 
we  are  thoroughly  in  harmony  and  which  we  quote  because  of  the  beauty  of  ex- 
pression and  for  the  pleasure  of  friends  and  companions  at  home. 

Under  Colorado  Comp.  Ercanbrack  writes: — 

"We  cannot  close  this  section  of  our  report  without  adding  our  expressions  of 
gratitude  to  the  grand  chorus  of  praise  offered  by  all  visitors  to  the  Triennial  Con- 
clave of  1892.  That  electric  illumination  filled  us  with  amazement.  While  we 
admired  the  taste  and  ingenuity  displayed,  we  thought  of  the  great  and  macrnani- 
mous  spirit  that  inspired  our  Masonic  brethren  of  Colorado  to  make  such  a  glorious 
manifestation  of  appreciation.  Truly,  you  did  let  your  light  so  shine  before  men 
that  they  seeing  your  good  works  did  glorify  you  without  stint,  and  will  continue 
to  do  so  while  our  souls'  lamps  hold  out  to  bum. " 

And  under  Illinois : — 

*'  It  must  be  a  luxury  for  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  to  die  in  Illinois,  for  he  has  the 
assurance  that  the  Committee  on  Obituaries  will  not  fail  to  embalm  all  the  good 
qualities  he  had,  and  several  more  that  he  is  supposed  tf)  have  had,  in  the  purest 
and  loftiest  English.  Comp.  DeWitt  C.  Creuier  was  the  memorial  chairman 
this  year,  and  for  aught  that  appears  to  the  contrary  he  composed  this  couplet : — 

"  *  Have  dissolved  the  earthly  tie 
And  entered  the  Chapter  on  high.' " 

Under  Indiana  he  says : — 

**  Among  the  twenty-eight  Grand  Representatives  present  was  our  Joseph  A. 
Manning.  We  observe  that  he  is  a  useful  man,  for  he  was  Master  of  Ceremonies 
in  conferring  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  His  associates  were  not  unmindful 
of  his  merits,  for  ho  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Grand  Scribe.  His  Iowa  compan- 
ions fondly  trust  that  he  will  fill  that  exalted  position  with  that  discreet  silence 
and  serene  look  of  unutterable  wisdom  that  will  cause  his  inevitable  promotion." 

And  then  worries  Comp.  Long  with  this  unqualified,  and,  we  think,  unsup- 
ported assertion : — 

**  Comp.  Long,  we  candidly  admit  that  the  course  pursued  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Iowa  will  not  materially  aid  in  promoting  the  *  perpetuity '  of  the  Cryptic 
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degrees.  Nevertbeless,  bad  not  our  Grand  Chapter  taken  upon  itself  the  work  of 
conferring  them,  it  is  very  doubtful  if  they  would  have  been  conferred  at  all  in 
Iowa  during  the  last  ten  years.  During  that  time  we  have  not  heard  of  a  single 
Mason  in  our  State  who  wanto  a  Council  in  his  own  town.  The  general  impression 
seems  to  pervade  uur  jurisdiction  that  the  Cryptic  degrees  do  not  contain  sufficient 
intrinsic  merit  to  make  them  worthy  of  preservation.  With  the  exception  of 
Hibam's  monologue  to  Adoniram,  is  there  much  of  beauty  or  eloquence  in  them  ? 
The  lesson  of  the  secret  vault  could  be  easily  incorporated  with  the  Royal  Arch 
degree.  ^  In  addition  to  the  Lodge,  the  Chapter,  the  Commandery,  and  the  Ccm- 
sistory,  is  there  sufficient  substance  to  the  Council  degrees  to  justify  the  necessary 
expense  for  their  separate  maintenance  ?    The  voice  of  Iowa  is.  No ! 

**  Get  the  best  Keep  the  best.  Experience  proves  what  is  best  For  Masonic 
degrees  are  like  what  Mclock  said  of  a  useful  fruit:— 

"  *  For  the  best  grows  highest,  always  highest, 
Upon  the  mulberry  tree.' " 

The  Council  degrees  are  now  with  us,  hence  there  is  no  point  to  the  inquiry  of 
Comp.  £.  if  there  is  room  for  the  Council  organization  in  addition  to  Lodge, 
Chapter,  Commandery  and  Coosistory.  If  the  question  were  of  their  introduction 
now,  Comp.  E.,  we  would  say  with  you,  no:  but  we  have  them  with  us.  About 
their  merit,  we  never  heard  that  questioned  before.  We  first  knew  of  the  degrees 
of  Royal  and  Select  Master  forty  years  ago  from  illustrious  Brn.  Pbrrz  Snkll,  a 
Deputy  of  the  Supreme  Council,  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  Bro.  Snell  had 
a  memorandum  of  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master,  and  in  the  same  mem. 
book  a  certificate  authorizing  him  to  confer  the  same.  This  certificate  was  signed 
M08KS  HoLBROOK,  Sec'y,  with  seal  of  Supreme  Council,  and  dated  at  Charleston, 
Feb.,  1827.  Bro.  Snell  lived  at  Sonora,  Tuolumne  Co.,  California,  from  18.50 
until  his  death  in  1870.  The  Grand  Council  was  organized  in  California  in  1860, 
and  Sonora  Council  was  soon  after  established,  and  we  used  the  ritual  received 
from  HoLBROOK  by  Snell  in  1827.  After  Bro.  Snrll's  death  the  memorandum 
book  referred  to  came  into  the  possession  of  the  writer  and  was  deposited  in 
the  archives  of  the  Grand  Council  of  California. 

The  Council  system  is  a  complete  organization,  from  General  Grand  Council  to 
its  constituents,  and  it  does  seem,  Comp.  Ercanbrack,  that  *'  for  the  harmony  of 
the  whole,"  Iowa  ought  to  conform  to  the  will  of  the  great  majority;  but  then  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  is  a  sovereign  body,  and  will  exercise  her  own  swet  t  will 
in  this  as  in  some  other  matters. 

We  should  like  to  stay  longer  with  this  interesting,  pungent  report,  but  must 
pass  on. 

The  if.'.  £.'.  Frederick  W.  Craio  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
JL\  E.\  Aly.  Winoatr  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Sioux  City  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  October,  1894. 

KANSAS. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Kansas  held  its  twenty -eighth  Annual  Convocation  at 
Hutchinson,  February  13th,  1893,— the  M.\  E.\  John  C.  Pohtlkthwaitb,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presiding,  the R,\  E.\  William  M.  Shaw  acting  as  Grand  Secretary. 
Nino  Past  Grand  High  PrieHtM,  and  Pa*^t  Grand  High  PrieM  A.  A.  Murrat  of 
Illinois,  with  twenty-two  Grand  Representatives,  were  present.  Fifty-six  char- 
tered Chapters  were  represented. 

After  announcmflr  the  standing  committees  the  Grand  High  Prient  delivered 
his  Annual  Addresa,  returning  thanks  to  the  (>iver  of  all  good  for  the  blessings  of 
the  pa«t  manifested  in  the  abundant  crtt\m  of  the  past  year  and  the  enjoyment  of 
peace,  harmony  and  prosperity  throughout  the  entire  jurisdiction.

He  spoke  of  the  relentless  demands  made  by  the  **  Angel  of  Death  "  upon  our 
nation  during  the  past  year,  calling  from  earthly  service  the  eminent  jurist,  the 
brilliant  soldier,  and  the  famed  public  servant,  patriot  and  statesman.  As  a  Fra- 
ternity we,  too,  have  been  obliged  to  answer  the  same  relentless  demands,  and  the 
Grand  High  Priest  in  becoming  language  reports  the  names  of  the  distinguished 
dead,  and  pays  graceful  and  appropriate  tribute  to  their  memories.  Let  us  not 
forget,  companions,  that — 

**  There  comes  a  time,  it  comes  to  all. 
When  we  shall  hear  the  Warden's  call. 
And  each  with  ashlar  rough  or  true, 
Must  pass  Death's  solemn  portals  through." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  is  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  sustaining  the  repu- 
tation of  the  Kansas  companions  in  the  matter  of  providing  for  the  entertainment 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  next  summer.    He  reminds  the  companions  that: — 

"The  General  Grand  Chapter  will  hold  its  next  Convocation  in  the  city  of 
Topeka,  in  the  year  1894.  Tne  Grand  Chapter  and  every  subordinate  Chapter 
should  have  an  mterest  in  the  entertainment  of  the  GrenenJ  Grand  Chapter  m  a 
manner  becoming  to  the  Royal  Craft  of  Kansas.  I  recommend  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  to  act  with  the  committee  of  the  local  Chapters  in  perfecting  all 
necessary  arrangements.  I  also  recommend  the  appropriation  of  necessary  funds 
to  enable  the  committee  to  provide  creditable  entertainment  without  embarrass- 
ment to  the  local  Chapter.  The  General  Grand  Chapter  should  be  tbe  guest  of 
this  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  committee  should  be  instructed  to  avoid  imposing 
unnecessary  burdens  on  our  comfianions  at  Topeka." 

How  mournful  this  affectionate  mention  of  the  *'  absent  officers  "  reads,  in  the 
light  of  subsequent  events.  Comp.  John  H.  Brown,  in  a  few  brief  weeks  there- 
after, passed  from  his  labors  on  earth  to  eternal  refreshment  in  the  Paradise  of 
God:— 

"  For  the  first  time  in  twenty-six  yean,  our  R,  \  E,  \  Grand  Secretary,  Comp. 
John  H.  Brown,  has  failed  to  answer  the  roll-call  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  That 
prevailing  malady  has  laid  his  '^p '  on  Comp.  Brown,  and  he  is  thereby  deprived 
of  the  privilege  of  extending  his  usual  cordial,  welcoming  *grip'  to  his  innumer- 
able friends  and  companions  at  this  Annual  Convocation. 

"  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  he  is  improving,  and  his  physician  assures  me 
that  with  a  little  much-needed  rest  he  will  soon  be  able  for  duty.  Comp.  Brown 
had  about  completed  the  work  for  the  Masonic  year.  His  accounts  are  all  in  good 
shape,  and  his  work,  as  usual,  well  done.  If  the  disease  had  been  of  a  fatal  cnar- 
acter,  his  successor  would  find  no  trouble  in  taking  up  the  work  where  he  laid  it 
down.  This  has  been  the  character  of  Comp.  Brown'k  work  since  my  intimate 
acquftintance  with  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  S«fcretary'8  office. 

"  While  we  are  deprived  of  his  efficient  services,  his  pleasing  words,  and  wise 
counsel,  you  may  be  sure  the  disappointment  is  as  fpretit  to  iiim  as  it  is  to  this 
Grand  Chapter,  and  we  are  pleased  to  have  tbe  physicians  announce  that  we  may 
be  benefited  by  his  rich  experience  and  faithful  services  for  many  years  to  come. 
I  recommend  that  this  Grand  Chapter  wire  their  fraternal  greetinflfs  and  sympathy 
to  R.\  B,\  Comp.  John  H.  Brown,  Grand  Secretary,  as  a  token  of  our  respect 
and  esteem.** 

The  death  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest,  Mr,  E.\  Comp.  Joskph  Potts 
Hornor,  is  appropriately  noticed  by  the  Committee  on  Necrology : — 

"  With  tbe  companions  throughout  the  world  we  also  mourn  the  loss  of  one 
high  in  official  station  over  us.  He  who  was  seated  as  Zbrubbabkl  in  the  Grand 
Council  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  country — M,\  E.\  Joseph  P.  Hornor, 
General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Koyal  Arch  Masons 
of  the  United  States  of  America— has  ceased  bis  labors  in  directing  the  Craft  in 
the  great  and  glorious  work  of  rebuilding  the  House  of  the  Lord.  M.  \  K. '.  Ooinp. 
Hornor  died  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  on  January  ^, 
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1893.    A  great  and  good  man  has  been .  Bummoned  before  the  Snpreme  Grand 
CSoancil  alwTe,  to  render  the  final  account  of  hit  work  among  the  ruins." 

"  Leaves  have  their  time  to  fall, 

And  flowers  to  wither  at  the  north  wind's  breath; 
And  stars  to  set — ^but  all. 

Thou  hast  all  seasons  for  thine  own. 
Oh,  Death!"

The  M,\  S,\  Henbt  Hat  Knapp,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  represents  Kansas 
near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

The  Convention  of  High  Priests  was  held  February  14,  1893,  the  Af.*.  E.\ 
Matthew  M.  Miller,  President.  The  Convention  was  opened  in  Ample  Form, 
and  twenty-one  High  Priests,  having  been  found  eligible,  were  elected  and  re- 
oeived  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  R.  \  E.  *.  John  H.  Brown, 
Chairman.    Alas !  it  is  a  final  report. 

In  reviewing  California  Comp.  Brown  writes  approvingly  of  the  sentiments 
contained  in  the  Address  of  Comp.  Mtricr,  and  approves  the  action  of  our  Com- 
mittee on  By-Liaws  on  the  proposal  to  create  a  limited  life  membership.  Of  our 
Thomas  he  writes:— 

**  The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Comp.  Thomas  Hubbard 
Caswell.  Although  it  includes  reviews  of  the  procnedingH  of  forty-seven  Grand 
Chapters,  it  is  much  briefer  than  his  former  reports,  owing,  as  he  says,  to  con- 
tinued ill  health,  which  j)recludpd  sny  effort  in  that  line  till  three  weeks  before 
the  meeting  of  the  (irrana  Chapter.  We  can  truly  sympathize  with  him,  for  we, 
too,  have  been  ill  for  a  long  time,  and  for  some  weeks  well  nigh  helplesii,  at  least 
wholly  unfit  for  business  or  for  any  but  the  most  limited  degree  of  Bocisl  inter- 
course. As  we  hope  to  recover  our  uHual  health,  so  do  we  hoix;  to  bear  of  his  early 
restoration. 

*'  His  report,  however  succinct,  is  yet  quite  in  hi8  uHual  {jointed  style,  and  if 
in  disagreeing  with  an  adversary  he  doew  not  convince  him,  the  adversary  is  sure 
to  find  nim  an  open  opponent." 

At  the  close  of  his  review  of  Kentucky  Comp.  Brown  indulges  in  the  following 
prophetic  advice : — 

**  The  past  advancement  of  our  Masonic  institutions  is  only  a  harbinger  of  the 
future,  provided  MaHons  are  not  delinquent  in  the  duties  they  have  voluntarily 
assumeu,  and  to  the  performance  of  which  they  are  obligatc*d  by  every  moral  bond 
conceivable  by  man.  We  shall  yet  grow  and  help  jfive  an  imi>etu8  to  human  civil- 
izaticm  which  will  redound  to  the  credit  of  the  Craft  and  aid  the  progress  of  the 
race  in  its  struggle  for  higher  and  holier  development." 
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In  Comp.  Drummond'b  report  for  Maine  that  distinguished  companion  had 
written  that,  **  We  think  Kansas  had  no  right  to  make  a  Uw  regulating  the  action 
of  other  jurisdictions  in  relation  to  the  appointment  of  Representatives,  and  that 
the  Grand  High  Priest  who  resented  interference  was  perfectly  right."  Which 
opinion  brings  from  Comp.  Brown  this  response: — 

'*  Well,  Comp.  D.,  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Kansas  differs  from  you,  holding  that 
it  has  the  rij^ht  to  make  a  law  or  rule  upon  that,  or  any  other  subject,  which  suits 
its  own  notions  of  propriety  or  convenience. 

*'  We  are  far  too  ill  to  answer  the  scoring  which  he  gives  our  personal  opinion 
upon  the  subject  to  which  we  do  not  agree,  but  when  recovered  enou^  to  warrant 
reply,  we  promise  him  to  do  so.  Meantime,  we  give  him  for  reflection  this  senti^ 
ment:  *  Nothing  made  by  man  is  insusceptible  of  modification  or  change.'" 

"But  when  recovered."    Alas  !  the  uncertainty  of  human  life. 

After  reviewing  Wisconsin  our  weary  companion  closes  with  this  remark :~ 

**  We  here  close  this  report,  and  confess  we  are  glad  it  is  done,  for  with  weary 
brain  and  tired  fingers  we  nave  gone  through  with  the  work." 

The  if.'.  Er,  Bbstob  G.  Bbown  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
i2.  *.  E, '.  John  H.  Brown  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  twenty-ninth  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  will  be  held  at  Topeka, 
February  19,  1894. 

KENTUCKY. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Kentucky  held  its  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city  of 
Louisville,  October  17th,  1893,— the  Af.*.  E.',  Campbell  H.  Johnson,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  R '.  E,  \  Henby  Bannistbb  Gbant,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were 
present  nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  Representatives  of  fifty-six  char- 
tered Chapters. 

Comp.  L.  D.  Cboninoeb,  Representative  of  California,  was  also  present,  with 
twenty-eight  Grand  Representatives  of  other  jurisdictions. 

After  opening  the  Grand  Chapter  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  an  eloquent 
Address,  first  acknowledging  the  supervising  care  of  the  **  Great  Divinity,"  and 
returning  thanks  for  the  harmony  and  prosperity  bestowed  upon  the  Capitular 
Masons  of  Kentucky  during  the  year. 

Under  the  mournful  memorial.  Death,  he  reports  many  distinguished  compan- 
ions whose  **  light  has  faded  from  our  sight,  we  hope,  to  shine  with  renewed  and 
greater  brilliancy  in  the  better  world."  He  pays  special  tribute  to  the  illustrious 
Joseph  Potts  Hobnob,  and  tenders  the  sympathy  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ken- 
tucky in  memory  of  that  exalted  companion. 

We  regret  to  learn  from  the  Address  that  our  companions  of  Kentucky  are 
under  the  necessity  of  considering  various  plans  for  the  relief  of  their  treasury. 
We  trust  the  inconvenience  may  be  but  temporary,  and  that  no  interference  may 
be  necessary  with  Comp.  Staton's  duties  as  Chairman  of  Correspondence. 

The  following,  under  the  head  of  "Our  Home,"  needs  no  comment.  The 
words  are  words  of  wisdom  and  a  Mason's  plea  for  the  wards  of  the  fraternity. 
God  bless  Kentucky  in  her  noble  work  of  demonstrating  to  the  brotherhood  the 
practicability  of  caring  for  the  widow  and  the  orphan.  To  her  belongs  the  honor: — 

"This  institution,  over  which  I  have  the  honor  to  preside,  report  this  year 
under  its  sheltering  care  two  hundred  and  fifteen  children,  and  twenty -one  widowH 
of  our  brethren,  an  increase  of  thirteen  since  the  report  of  18U2.  Is  this  not  a  grand 
work?  Much  has  been  said  by  my  predecessors  in  regard  to  the  noble  work  we  as 
Btlasons  are  doing  for  the  needy;  what  has  l^een  done  and  what  is  being  done  is 
Mrtainly  great  and  good.     But  the  Masons  of  Kentucky,  while  they  are  settinur  a 
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noble  example  to  the  balance  of  the  world,  and  while  our  praises  are  being  sung 
throughout  the  land  for  the  manner  in  which  we  are  keeping  faith  with  our  breth- 
ren who  have  been  called  by  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Umverse  to  a  higher  seat  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  above,  yet,  my  companions,  there  is  much  more  to  be  dune, 
much  more  that  can  be  done,  yea,  mucb  more  that  must  be  done. 

**  While  we  are  carin&r  for  the  orphans,  we  are  not  extending  that  care  far 
enough.  While  we  now  can  care  for  two  hundred  and  twenty-five,  we  should  pre- 
pare and  be  ready  for  twice  that  number.  While  we  care  for  twenty-one  widows, 
we  should  be  prepared  for  more,  and  have  facilities  for  better  care  and  more  com- 
fort and  happiness,  by  having  a  separate  building  apart  from  the  joyous  romp  and 
play  of  the  children,  where  these  ladies  could  pass  undisturbed  the  balance  of  their 
days  in  quiet  enjoyment  suited  to  their  time  of  life. 

"Then,  agam,  we  have  no  provision  for  our  brother,  who  needs  some  one  to 
sympathize  with  him,  cool  his  fevered  brow,  give  him  the  cooling  draught  that 
will  moisten  the  parched  lips,  and  make  his  declining  years  peaceful  and  happy. 

"  In  our  borders,  away  from  the  cities,  where  skilled  attention  can  be  procured, 
are  nearly  if  not  quite  fifteen  thousand  brother  Masons;  multiply  this  by  three 
and  we  have  the  great  number  of  forty-five  thousand  precious  souls  that  look  to  us 
in  time  of  need;  and  yet,  when  affliction  assails  them  and  they  are  required  to 
come  to  the  city  for  the  treatment  of  the  specialist,  there  is  no  Masonic  or  Protest- 
ant  door  open  to  receive  them,  nor  the  outstretched  arms  of  a  brother  to  greet 
them,  but  to  a  Roman  Infirmary  they  must  go,  there  to  be  nursed  by  those  who 
call  us  heretics,  who  issue  their  bulls  against  us,  and  are  our  acknowledged 
enemies. 

**  Companions,  we  need — we  must  have  an  Infirmary.  We  must  have  a  shelter 
where  our  brethren  and  their  loved  ones  can  find  rest,  sweet  rest,  peace,  sweet 
peace,  in  times  of  need,  and  be  surrounded  by  loved  ones,  and  be  ministered  to  by 
friends. 

**  It  can  be  done,  and  we  owe  it  to  the  fulfillment  of  our  obligations  to  see  to  it 
that  it  is  done. 

"  We  have  done  well  and  nobly,  but  let  us  not  be  satisfied  with  well  doing 
when  we  can  do  better.  Let  no  one  rest  until  we  can  point  to  a  rest  for  our  brother 
in  need,  as  well  as  for  the  widow  and  orphan." 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  report  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  High  Priest 
to  be  in  accord  with  Masonic  law  and  give  them  their  approval. 

The  Committee  on  "Our  Home"  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted  :— 

"  Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Grand  High  Priest's 
Address  relative  to  the  Home,  would  re^^pectfully  report  that  with  care,  pleasure 
and  pnde,  they  have  carefully  examined  that  part  of  the  address,  and  most  heartily 
commend  all  therein  said,  tinder  the  wise  and  excellent  management  of  M, '.  E. '. 
High  Priest  Johnson,  as  Sui)erintendent,  the  Home  has  indeed  attained  the  pur- 

CrMte  for  which  it  was  intended,  and  has  proved  a  Home  indeed  to  all  those  who 
ave  enjoyed  the  blessings  of  its  protecting  roof. 
"The  recommendations  made  for  extending  the  benefits  of  this  most  noble  in- 
stitution are  worthy  of  the  deep  thought  and  earnest  consideration  of  all  the  Ma- 
sons in  this  jurisdiction. 

"The  work  so  nobly  begun,  and  which  has  been  prosecuted  with  such  pro- 
nounced success  thus  far,  w^ill  not  have  reached  the  full  measure  of  Manonic  desire 
until  there  shall  be  added  to  the  Home  an  Infirmary,  properly,  duly  and  fully 
equipped." 

The  Report  on  (^orrespimdence  is  submitted  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp. 
Jambh  W.  Staton,  in  which  he  reviews  the  legislation  of  forty-three  (xrand  Chap- 
ter.«,  making  a  comprehensive  summary  of  the  i>roH[>erous  condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  (ieneral  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States. 

The  three  Grand  Chapters  of  Alabama,  Arkansas  and  Arizona  present  a  reconi 
of  progressive  prosperity,  with  no  unusual  questicm  oi  Liw  or  i>olicy.  We  may  all 
rest  assured  when  the  veteran  Pillans  finds  time  to  discuss  the  probable  length  (»f 
life  of  a  Grand  Representative,  no  burning  questions  are  l)ein>;  ijfuited  to  disturb 
the  harmony  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  Alabama.  And  the  same  reason  will  apply  to 
the  respective  families  under  the  sui)ervision  of  (/omps.  LAUGiiUNand  Lighthizrr. 
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Of  California  Comp.  Staton  has  only  pleasant  words  and  kindly  crreeting.  He 
rejoices  with  us  in  our  financial  prosperity  and  sheds  the  sympathetic  tear  with  us 
in  our  sorrow  for  the  loss  of  time  Honored  and  lovint?  companions.  We,  too,  are 
traveling  on  the  well  worn  pathway  of  business  routine,  with  no  one  to  offer  an 
amendment  to  the  amendment,  or  even  "  stir  us  up  "  with  a  demurrer  to  the  pre- 
vailing^ peace  and  harmony. 

Under  District  of  Columbia,  Comp.  Btatox,  while  writing  his  appreciation  of 
the  scholarly  work  of  Comp.  Singlbton,  dissents  from  his  conclusions  in  the 
matter  of  the  necessity  for  installation  in  cases  of  re-election. 

We  think,  with  Comp.  Statox,  that  the  niles  governing  oGBcial  service  in  civil 
life  should  apply  in  Masonic  service.  In  civil  life  re-election  to  oflSce  requires  a 
renewal  of  the  required  bond,  and  qualification  or  oath  of  office.  It  is  the  same 
with  us  in  Masonic  service.  Comp.  A.  is  elected  to  serve  the  Chapter  for  the  en- 
suing term.  His  promise  to  perform  the  duties,  where  no  bond  is  required,  is  bis 
qualification.  It  expires  with  his  term,  and  must  be  renewed  in  case  of  re-election, 
by  installation  into  office  for  the  ensuing  term. 

But  with  Comps.  Staton  and  Singleton  we  also  believe  that  Masonry  needs 
but  one  burial  service.  If  there  is  a  time  when  the  forms,  ceremonies  and  lan- 
guage should  be  universal,  it  is  when  accompanying  the  remains  of  a  deceased 
brother  to  his  last  resting  place,  with  the  peculiar  badge  of  a  Mason  for  his  coffin, 
the  sprig  of  acacia  as  an  emblem  of  our  faith  that  the  destruction  is  not  final,  but 
that  in  the  sprmgtime  he  shall  live  again,  and  the  Grand  Honors  in  token  of  our 
submission  to  the  divine  will  of  the  Master. 

Under  Kansas  Comp.  STATOrc  joins  in  fraternal  sympathy  the  Masons  of  every 
degree  who  mourn  the  loss  of  the  representative  frater  John  H.  Brown,  and  adds 
these  loving  words  in  memoriam  : — 

*'  The  absence  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Comp.  John  H.  Brown,  was  caused  by 
'Grippe,*  which  caused  him  for  the  first  time  to  be  absent  in  twenty -six  years. 
He  was  reported  as  better,  but  in  that  it  was  a  mistake,  for  only  a  short  time 
elapsed  before  he  was  called  to  lay  aside  mortality  and  put  on  immortality.  Our 
acquaintance  with  Comp.  Brown  began  in  1877;  and  in  all  these  years  we  have 
found  him  to  be  true  as  steel,  accomplished  and  affable,  and  a  Mason  without  guile. 
We  beg  to  mingle  a  tear  with  those  of  his  brethren  and  companions  of  Kansas, 
and  to  say  that  no  Mason  on  the  American  Continent  was  more  worthy  of  the  con- 
fidence and  esteem  of  his  brethren  than  was  Comp.  Brown.    Peace  to  his  ashes !  " 

Under  Michigan  Comp.  Staton  quotes  from  Comp.  Innks  the  following: — 

"  We  take  issue  with  Comp.  Staton.  The  war  was  not  forced  on  him.  A  few 
ambitious  men,  lurking  in  the  by-ways  and  highways,  and  having  in  view  the 
north  btar  of  the  33d  degree,  have  made  all  the  trouble.  Cerneauism  of  itself,  when 
let  alone,  is  decidedly  harmless,  as  we  have  found  in  our  own  jurisdiction.  They 
tried  three  or  four  years  ago  to  get  us  into  a  fight;  failing  in  that  they  died  an 
ignominious  death." 

And  Comp.  Staton  responds  :— 

"We  are  sorry  Comp.  Innes  has  made  the  statements  above  quoted,  because 
they  show  bow  little  he  knew  about  the  situation  in  Kentucky.  Some  oif  the  bit- 
terest opponents  that  Cerneauism  has  in  Kentucky  are  not  even  Scottish  Rite  Ma- 
sons, and  have  no  ambition  whatever  to  be;  therefore  can  have  no  *  view  on  the 
north  star  or  33d  degree '  whatever.  We  repeat  what  we  said  in  reply  to  Comp. 
Barlow,  that  arrogance  of  the  Cerneaus,  and  their  threats  what  they  would  do 
when  they  got  possession  of  the  Grand  Bodies  of  the  State,  compelled  the  lovers 
of  law  and  order  to  take  steps  in  self-defense.  The  only  alternative  we  had  left  to 
us  was  to  fight  or  run.  Kentuckians  are  not  noted  for  the  latter.  We  fought  and 
won,  and  we  offer  no  apologies  to  the  Masonic  world  for  so  doing." 
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Why  apologize,  Comp.  Staton,  for  reregisterinf^  that  legitimate  old  charge  to 
**  respect  genuine  brethren,  and  to  discountenance  impostors  and  all  dissenters 
from  the  original  plan  of  Masonry,"  it's  our  pillar  of  strength,  and  the  support  of 
the  American  system  of  Freemasonry  ? 

In  his  review  of  Tennessee,  in  commenting  on  the  question  asked  by  Comp. 
Connor:  **Ib  Lodge  affiliation  necessary  to  Chapter  membership?"  Comp.  Staton 
says,  with  all  the  force  and  impressiveness  of  truth : — 

**  The  burdens  of  the  Craft  are  in  the  Blue  Lodge,  and  every  Mason  should  help 
to  bear  those  burdens,  else  not  be  permitted  to  seek  for  soft  places  in  the  fraternity, 
where  he  may  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  enjoy  himself,  and  allow  the  hard  work  to 
be  performed  by  others.  All  of  our  charitable  institutions  are  founHed  and  con- 
trolled by  Grand  Lodges,  and  are  supported  by  Craft  Masons  principally.  The 
{)art  contributed  by  the  oodies  dependent  on  Blue  Masonry  is  but  a  drop  in  the 
mcket  compared  to  that  contributed  by  Craft  Masons.  Hence  all  Masons  should 
help  in  these  good  works." 

For  the  information  of  our  companions  experienced  in  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood  we  quote  Comp.  St  axon's  contribution  to  the  history  of  the  Order: — 

"Referring  to  our  remarks  relative  to  the  ritual  of  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood, and  the  lamented  Hacker's  authorship  thereof,  we  can  only  say  that  it  has 
been  universally  understood  that  the  ritual  Comp.  Hacker  used,  and  we  believe  is 
in  use  in  Indiana  and  elsewhere  now,  was  the  work  of  that  distinguished  author. 
Comp.  Hacker  made  a  copy  with  his  own  hand,  and  presented  it  to  this  writer  a 
few  years  ago,  and  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  it  is  far  superior  to  any  we 
have  ever  seen  from  other  sources,  and  we  have  several  others  in  our  possession. 

**  As  to  the  authorship,  we  only  know  this  (aside  from  what  we  learned  from 
Comp.  Hacker  himself),  that  our  lamented  Rob.  Morris  told  this  writer  at  one 
time  that  ('omp.  Hacker  was  the  author  of  the  ritual;  that  he  and  Hacker  had 
coro{)ared  notes  and  Hacker  had  accepted  some  suggestions  of  his  which  he 
thought  was  more  consistent  with  the  history  of  the  Order  than  those  adopted  by 
Hacker  in  his  first  preparation  of  the  ritual.  This  will  corresiK)nd  very  well  with, 
what  Comp.  Hacker  told  us,  that  he  had  made  a  few  changes  from  tne  ritual  as 
at  first  prepared. 

**  We  hope  no  one  has  a  shadow  of  a  doubt  as  that  the  authorship  is  that  of  the 
lamented  Hacker.     We  surely  have  none,  but  believe  it  with  all  our  heart." 

We  are  pleased  to  notice  that  Comp.  Jas.  W.  Staton  is  retained  as  Chairman 
of  Fraternal  Correspondence.     His  address  is  Brooksville,  Ky. 

TheM.\  E,\  Wm.  P.  Coons  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  Comp. 
Henrt  B.  Grant  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Louisville  on  the 
third  Tuesday  in  October,  1894. 

LOUISIANA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Louisiana  held  its  forty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  at 
New  Orieans  February  14,  1893,— the  M.\  E.\  T.  J.  Heard,  Grand  High  Priest, 
presiding,  and  the  R,\  E.\  Richard  Lambert  being  Grand  Secretary.  There 
were  present  nine  Past  Grand  High  Prients  and  twenty  Grand  Representatives. 
Fourteen  chartered  Chapters  and  two  under  dispensation  were  represented. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  acknowledging 
the  indulgence  of  an  all-wise  and  ever  kind  Providence  for  permission  to  meet 
again  in  Annual  Convocation,  he  reported  that  prosperity,  peace,  and  unity  pre- 
vailed throughout  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  jurisdiction.  He  announced  the  sad 
tidings  of  the  death  of  the  Most  Excellent  ("ompanion,  James  Potts  Hornor, 
General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  and  paid 
an  eloquent  tribute  to  his  memory.  He  reported  the  routine  work  connected  with 
his  office  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  which  was  referred  to  the  proper  committees. 
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The  special  oonamittee  on  obituary  reported  a  sketch  of  the  life  of  the  deceased 
General  Grand  Hifirh  Priest,  giving  his  birth,  early  life,  and  his  connection  with 
the  several  branches  of  Masonry,  the  positions  held  by  him,  and  the  particulars  of 
his  death.  The  report  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  and,  in  respect  to  his 
memory,  was  ordered  read  at  the  first  convocation  of  the  several  subordinate 
Chapters  of  the  jurisdiction  after  its  receipt,  and  made  a  part  of  the  records  of 
the  same.  Also,  that  the  halls,  altars  and  jewels  be  draped  in  mourning  for  the 
period  of  three  months. 

The  officers  and  members  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  are  given  in  the 
proceedings,  but  there  seems  to  have  been  no  meeting  of  the  Convention  at  this 
Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  M.'.  E.\  Comp.  Herman  C. 
DuNCAX,  Chairman,  who  gives  a  review  of  the  proceedings  of  thirty-three  Grand 
Chapters.  California  Is  noticed  and  Grand  High  Priest  Mtbick  quoted  from  and 
approved. 

Comp.  Duncan's  review  of  Kentucky  is  decidedly  crispy.  He  says  "  they  do 
things  after  Kentucky  manners  in  Kentucky."  We  are  anxious  to  know  if  it  is 
Kentucky  m'anners  for  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  open  the  Grand  Chapter  by 
proxy,  the  Deputy  Grand  being  present.  Comp.  Duncan  says  the  Grand  High 
Priest  had  a  hard  time  of  it  daring  his  official  term,  and  quotes  his  words,  we  sup- 
pose from  his  Address,  to  prove  it,  to  wit : 

"  In  weathering  the  storm  for  the  past  twelve  months,  now  at  the  close  of  my 
journey,  I  am  not  certain  whether  I  have  been  aboard  of  the  craft  all  the  time  or 
the  craft  has  been  aboard  of  me.  One  thing  I  do  know,  however,  that  I  am  glad, 
and  you,  no  doubt,  are  rejoiced,  that  the  end  is  near  and  the  time  dose  at  band 
when  I,  as  captain,  will  step  down  and  out,  and  give  the  vessel  over  to  the  care 
and  keeping  of  one  who  I  trust  will  be  permitted  to  navigate  smoother  seas  and  en- 
counter fewer  storms  than  his  predecessor.  For  him  I  shall  hope  that  his  crew 
will  have  no  inclination  to  mutiny,  no  overweening  desire  to  scuttle  the  ship,  but 
that  he  will  have  ban  voyage  that  will  enable  him  to  steer  clear  of  the  breakers, 
neither  being  caught  upon  Scylla  nor  stranded  upon  Charybdis. 

"  Now  that  I  have  come  to  anchor,  it  is  proper  that  I  should  exhibit  the  *'Log,*' 
that  you  may  see  what  has  transpired  on  the  way." 

In  his  review  of  Maine  Comp.  Duncan  makes  the  following  explanation  of  an 
apparent  misunderstanding  between  Comp.  Drummond  and  himself  on  the  Bep- 
reeentative  question : — 

**The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  3f.*.  Er.  Comp.  Drummond, 
Chairman,  expresses  itself  glad  that  Louisiana  has  not  adopted  the  system  of 
limiting  the  tenure  of  office  of  representatives  to  three  years,  and  in  expecting 
Grand  High  Priests  of  other  jurisdictions  to  nominate  the  successors  of  such  rep- 
resentatives. 

"But  the  committee  hss  mistaken  the  meaning  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  of 
Louisiana,  whose  address  he  reviews,  anent  official  communications.  Comp. 
Drummond  had  previously  commented  on  the  condition  of  the  royal  craft  in 
Louisiana,  and  had  attributed  our  decadence  as  mainly  due  to  our  rule  on  the  sub- 
ject of  life  members,  a  rule  now  happily  abolished.  Seine  few  of  our  companions 
did  not  like  his  remarks,  and  so  procured  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  not  in 
the  Grand  Chapter,  but  in  a  constituent  chapter,  and  this  committee,  as  such,  sent 
a  communication  to  Comp.  Drummond,  which  he  commented  on  in  his  official  po- 
sition as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Maine.  The  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of  Maine  was  the  first  inti- 
mation that  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Louisiana  had  of  the  existence  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  subordinate  chapter.  It  will  be  observed  that  this  was  not  a  private 
correspondence — no  objection  to  any  Louisiana  companion  writing  as  mucn  as  he 
pleases  to  Comp.  Drummond,  but  it  was  semi-official  in  its  character.  It  was  a 
letter  from  a  subordinate  chapter  of  Louisiana  to  a  committee  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Maine.    Our  Grand  High  Priest  said  that  as  it  was  manifestly  improper 
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for  a  Grand  High  Priest  to  write  to  a  committee  of  another  lurisdiction  unless  he 
sent  his  letter  through  the  proper  authorities,  say  through  the  Grand  High  Priest 
of  that  jurisdiction,  so  must  be  a  communication  from  a  committee  of  a  subordi- 
nate of  his  Grand  Chapter.  'Official  communications  between  sovereign  juris- 
dictions must  pass  through  the  offices  of  the  representatives  of  those  sovereign- 
ties.' 

"  Perhaps  we  should  have  extended  our  words— our  words,  we  say — for  the  then 
Grand  Hign  Priest  is  now  the  writer  of  this  report.  Our  thought  was  that  a 
Grand  High  Priest  cx)uld  not,  with  propriety,  officially  correspond  with  a  com- 
mittee of  another  jurisdiction,  save  through  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  that  juris- 
diction, much  less  could  a  committee  of  a  Grand  Chapter  do  so,  and  still  less  a 
committee  of  a  subordinate  chapter.  The  word  "  representatives  "  was  not  spelled 
with  a  capital  letter,  and  we  had  no  thought  at  tne  time  of  writing  of  the  ac- 
credited representatives.  By  the  'office  of  a  representative  of  a  sovereignty,* 
we  intended  the  head  of  its  government,  the  Grand  High  Priest — not  one  of  its 
ministers. 

**  And  so  the  criticism  of  the  most  excellent  companion  entirely  agrees  with 
our  own  thought,  when  he  says  anent  this  matter : 

"  '  While  we  think  that  the  usual  practice  is  for  the  heads  of  our  grand  bodies 
to  communicate  directly  with  each  other,  some  hold  that  the  letters  should  go 
through  the  Grand  Secretaries ;  sometimes  this  is  a  necessity,  as  the  address  of  the 
presiding  officer  is  not  found  in  the  proceedings.'  " 

If  asked  for  our  advice,  we  would  say,  by  all  means  let  correspondence  be  con- 
ducted through  the  regular  channels — and  except  in  cases  of  emergency  confined 
thereto. 

We  admire  the  independent,  thoughtful  comments  of  Comp.  Duncan  upon  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon,  concerning  the  inherent  rights  of 
constituent  bodies,  his  dignified  welcome  to  West  Virginia  to  be  seated  at  the 
general  council  table,  and  his  conclusion,  in  regard  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Vic- 
toria. We  refer  to  the  same  matters  elsewhere.  We  hope  to  meet  the  genial 
Keporter  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Louisiana  again. 

The  Af.'.  E.\  Gborcb  J.  Pinckard  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
i2.*.  E.',  Richard  Lambert  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Louisiana  will  be  held 
at  New  Orleans  on  Tuesday  after  the  second  Monday  of  February,  1894. 

MAINE. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Maine  held  its  sixty-eighth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Portland,  May  20th,  1893,— the  Jf.'.  Er.  Albert  M.  Pknlky,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  R.\  E,'.  Stephen  Berry,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present  thir- 
teen Past  Grand  High  Priests,  two  Past  Grand  Deputy  High  Priests,  one  Past 
Grand  King,  one  Past  Grand  Scribe,  sixteen  Grand  Kepresentatives,  and  the 
Representatives  of  forty-one  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  He  extends  to  the 
assembled  companions  a  cordial  welcome,  and  informs  them  that  they  meet  once 
more  with  unbroken  ranks,  althoui^h  many  sister  jurisdictions  have  been  less  for- 
tunate. He  announces  the  death  of  the  Af. '.  E, '.  Joseph  Potth  Hornob,  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  eulogizes  his  memory.  He  also  alludes  to  the  death  of 
the  eminent  f raters  Geo.  L.  Kimball*  of  Arkansas,  Chester  Tilden  of  Con- 
necticut, DeWitt  C.  Dawkins  of  Florida,  and  Myles  J.  Greene  of  Alabama. 
"To  the  past  go  raorje  dead  faces— every  year." 

Under  deciai(ms  he  says:  **  During  the  year  I  have  been  called  upon  to  decide 
very  few  questions,  and  as  these  involve  no  new  principle  of  law,  but  have  been 
answered  before,  I  have  oniitted  them  from  this  report." 
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The  Grand  Hi^h  Priest  reports  that  the  annual  meetinf;  of  the  Grand  Council 
was  held  at  Auburn.  Three  of  the  Grand  Council  were  present,  with  the  District 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  Lecturer.  Folio  wing  the  usual  custom, 
the  day  was  spent  in  a  review  of  the  ritual  and  discussion  of  the  work.  He  adds: 
''The  more  I  attend  these  meetings  the  better  convinced  I  am  of  the  wisdom  of 
the  Gr^nd  Chapter  in  establishing  them." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  presents,  by  order  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest, 
the  announcement  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  West  Virginia  has  become  a  con- 
stituent member  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his  visitation  of  the  constituent  Chapters.  He 
found  the  general  condition  to  be  excellent,  the  past  year  having  been  a  prosperous 
one  for  Capitular  Masonry  in  Maine. 

Interesting,  elaborate  reports  were  made  by  four  District  Deputies  and  by  the 
Grand  King  and  Grand  Scribe.  The  subordinate  branches  of  the  organization  in 
Maine  are  thoroughly  supervised. 

A  fine  steel  portrait  •f  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  Ira  Berrt,  prefaces  this 
volume  of  proceedings. 

The  Grand  Officers  were  all  re*elected. 

The  Committees  on  Grievance,  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  and  Juris- 
prudence report  no  business. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Comp.  JoaiAH  H.  Drummond, 
who  prefaces  as  follows : — 

'*Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  submit  their  annual  report. 
We  note  that  objections  have  been  made  to  the  term  *  Foreign  Correspondence.* 
As  the  word  *  Forei^ '  is  used  to  distinguish  correspondence  from  outside  the  juris- 
diction from  that  within  the  jurisdiction,  and  the  term  expresses  precisely  what  is 
meant,  we  do  not  perceive  any  reason  whatever  for  a  chan^. 

"  As  heretofore  the  table  of  the  proceedings  reviewed  will  be  found  at  the  close 
of  the  report. 

**  It  seems  to  us  that  the  proceedings  have  reached  us  more  promptly  than 
usual;  we  have  received  some  that  were  not  received  in  season  last  year,  and  the 
proceedings  of  the  same  Grand  Chapters  for  1893,  in  several  instances.  We  com- 
mence our  report  with  the  pro8|)ect  of  reporting  upon  the  proceedings  of  every 
Grand  Chapter  with  a  single  exception.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Brunswick 
has  changed  the  time  of  its  Annual  Convocation  from  April  to  August,  and,  of 
course,  its  proceedings  cannot  be  received  before  the  report  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted and  printed.'* 

Under  Alabama  Comp.  Drummond  gives  more  information  relating  to  the 
Masonic  life  of  the  illustrious  Comp.  Myles  Jrkerson  Greene,  late  Grand  Secre- 
tary.    He  says : — 

'*  We  noted  last  year  the  then  recent  death  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Myles 
Jefferson  Greene.  His  services  to  Masonry  deserve  a  more  extended  notice. 
Made  a  Mason  in  1849,  he  was  instrumental  the  next  year  in  organizing  a  Lodge 
at  the  place  of  his  residence,  of  which  he  was  Master  nineteen  of  the  ttoenty-seven 
years  during  which  he  continued  to  live  there.  He  was  first  High  Priest  of  the 
Chapter  established  at  the  same  place  and  remainc'^l  such  till  he  moved  away.  In 
his  new  residence  he  was  both  Master  of  the  Lodge  and  High  Priest  of  the 
Chapter. 

"  He  was  first  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1852,  and  thereafter  missed 
attending  but  few  of  the  Annual  Communications,  and  none  after  1867.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Work  from  1809  to  1881,  when  he  was  elected  Junior 
Grand  Warden,  and  then  promoted  through  the  other  offices  till  he  t»ecame  Grand 
Master  in  1887.  He  was  born  in  1827,  became  a  Mason  in  1849,  and  was  exalted 
a  Boyal  Arch  Mason  in  1856." 

Under  Arizona  Comp.  Drummond  writes  a  few  lines,  replying  to  Comp.  Light- 
HIZBR  on  the  recommendatory  certificftte  question,  which  truthfully  suggests  a  fact 
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existinpf  in  nearly  all  organized  bodies.    There  is  but  one  name  that  defines  the 
Mason  described  by  Comp.  D.    He  is  the  Masonic  crank : — 

*'  Has  not  onr  companion  known  a  Mason  against  whom  nothing  tangible  could 
be  charged,  upon  which  he  could  be  put  out,  and  yet  if  he  were  out,  could  not  get 
even  a  majority  vote  to  get  in  ?  Is  it  right  to  give  such  a  one  a  recommendation  to 
the  Craft  '  as  a  worthy  Mason '  ?  That  such  cases  exist  we  all  know;  Masons  are 
human,  and  therefore  it  is  not  strange  that  a  member  will  disappoint  the  expecta- 
tions of  his  brethren  and  prove  an  undesirable  member  and  yet  not  be  provably 
guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct.  This  is  another  instance  in  which  an  apparently  cor- 
rect theory  must  yield  to  the  stem  logic  of  facts  and  events." 

Under  California  Comp.  Drummond  thinks  the  Davis  family  fully  repre- 
sented in  Grand  Chapter  by  Wm.  B.,  Wu.  H,  and  Wm.  A.  True,  Comp.  D.,  but 
the  majority  is  against  Wm.  A.,  who  carries  an  (e)  in  his  name  to  signify  that 
he  is  of  **  Welch  "  descent,  though  bom  in  the  Mohawk  Valley,  in  central  New 
York,  or  in  other  words  a  Mohawk  Dutchman  with  Welch  antecedents. 

Our  legislation  generally  seems  to  meet  the  critical  views  of  Comp.  D.,  although 
he  would  not  have  disapproved  a  plan  of  life  membership  submitted  to  our  Com- 
mittee on  By-Laws  for  the  same  reasons.  He  says:  "  We  give  no  weight  to  the 
objection  that  it  would  create  a  privileged  class;"  and  we  think  with  him  that  life 
membership  can  be  established,  without  bad  effect  and  with  positive  desirable  and 
profitable  results.    Comp.  D.  comments  as  follows : — 

**The  Grand  Chapter  refused  to  approve  a  plan  of  life  membership  proposed  by 
one  of  the  Chapters.  We  Rive  no  weight  to  the  objection  of  the  committee  that  it 
would  create  '  a  privileged  class;'  but  the  plan,  in  our  jud^ent,  was  fatally  de- 
fective in  not  recognizing  the  mathematical  principles  applicable  to  such  plans;  a- 
plan  based  upon  the  commutation  into  one  payment  of  the  dues  during  the  expect- 
ancy of  the  life  of  a  member,  and  the  right  to  use  annually,  not  the  income,  but  tlie 
amount  of  the  anntial  dues,  would  not  create  any  *  privilet^ed  class,'  and  would  give 
the  Chapter  annually,  on  the  average,  an  income  the  same  as  if  all  paid  annual 
dues;  it  also  would  encourage  members  to  remain  such  for  life." 

Comp.  Drummond  has  good  words  for  his  old  time  friend,  Bro.  Caswell.  He 
sympathizes  with  us  in  the  loss  of  our  venerable  Comps.  Townsend  A.  Thomas 
and  Isaac  S.  Titus,  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and  gives  pleasant  salutation  to  the 
writer  of  this  report,  for  which  we  are  duly  thankful. 

Under  Canada  Comp.  D.  gives  us  his  opinion  on  the  mnch  discussed  question 
of  the  propriety  of  Masons  attending  church  service,  in  a  body,  in  uniform  or  other 
Masonic  clothing.  His  views  are  ours,  and  we  are  pleased  to  be  in  accord  with 
such  good  authority  in  "church  matters."    He  writes:— 

**We  should  object  most  earnestly  to  attending  divine  worship  in  Masonic 
clothing,  unless  the  service  was  a  Rpecial  one  for  the  Craft.  It  is  an  ancient  cus- 
tom for  the  Craft,  on  St.  John's  Day,  to  arrange  to  have  an  address  delivered  or  a 
sermon  preached  to  them,  as  Masons:  and  on  such  occasions  the  public  are  ad- 
mitted. So  far  from  objecting  to  this,  we  earnestly  wi8h  that  the  old  custom  was 
better  observed.  Our  opinion,  founded  upon  observation  and  experience  of  our 
whole  Masonic  life,  is  tnat  these  public  exercises,  sanctioned  by  almost  imme- 
morial usage,  have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  Craft  and  the  community— thus 
effecting  two  of  the  objects  of  the  institution." 

Under  Connecticut,  Frater  Jno.  H.  Barlow,  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  we 
quote  the  following.     Of  the  power  of  Grand  Bodies  to  discipline,  he  says: — 

"We  think  Grand  Bodies  have,  in  case  of  discipline,  original  jurisdiction,  and 
may  inflict  a  penalty  of  suRfiension  or  expulsion,  not  cmly  from  the  Grand  Body, 
but  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  ennecially  if,  as  in  the  case  alluded 
to  (if  we  remember  correctly),  the  offense  was  against  the  Grand  Body.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Connecticut,  at  its  last  Annual  Communication,  passed  the  sentence  of 
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expulsion  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  upon  one  who  was  not  a 
member  of  the  Grand  Body,  but  whose  offense  was  of  sucn  a  nature  as  to  call  for 
such  an  action." 

In  all  of  which  we  concur. 

Under  Georgia,  Comp.  W.  S.  Ramsat,  Chairman,  we  quote  this  opinion  of 
dependent  membership : —

The  proposition  to  suspend  a  Royal  Aroh  Mason  in  good  standing  in  his 
Chapter,  without  an  opportunity  to  be'  heard  before  the  Chapter,  is  contrary  to 
the  ver^  spirit  of  Masonry,  and  strikes  a  death  blow  at  our  boasted  freedom.  As 
well  might  the  Blue  Lodge  suspend  the  Master  who  does  not,  in  twelve  months, 
take  the  Capitular  degrees.  This  new  idea  of  the  Chapter  overseeing  the  Blue 
Lodge,  and  'regulating '  the  standing  of  her  members,  is  a  modem  innovation  and 
dangerous  in  tendency.  When  the  Chapter  assumes  to  take  care  of  the  status  of 
liodge  members,  she  is  transcending  the  bounds  of  prudence." 

It  seems  to  us,  Comp.  Ramsat,  that  when  the  Chapter  abandons  the  idea  of 
overseeing  the  standing  of  its  members  in  the  Lodge,  it  abandons  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  formed,  and  pursues,  to  use  a  homely  phrase,  a  go  as  you  please 
policy,  which  is  fatal  to  organization  and  order  and  a  sure  forerunner  of  demorali- 
zation and  decay.  There  is  a  strong  bond  of  union  existing  between  every  well 
governed  Chapter  and  the  Lodge  or  Lodges  from  which  it  derives  its  membership, 
that  is  wanting  in  every  Chapter  careless  of  the  Lodge  afhliation  of  its  members. 
In  this  jurisdiction  we  give  strict  attention  to  this  requirement,  and  in  conse- 
quence our  Chapters  are  live,  working  bodies.  So  closely  connected  is  our  system 
relating  to  the  government  of  Lodges  and  Chapters,  that  one  of  our  regulations 
(General  Regulation  No.  10)  reads : — 

'*The  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia shall  be,  in  all  essential  respects,  where  there  is  no  conflict  between  it  and 
the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  rulen  and  regulations  by  which  thQ 
action  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  governed." 

This  simplifies  our  jurisprudence,  produces  uniformity  of  action,  and  keeps 
Grand  Lodge  authority  **to  the  fore,"  where  we  would  have  it. 

Under  Massachusetts,  Comp.  Seranub  Bowbn,  Chairman,  asks  Comp.  Drum- 
mono  the  following  question : — 

"If  a  man  applies  for  the  degrees  in  a  Lodge  in  Maine,  is  rejected,  and  then 
goes  to  New  Brunswick,  for  instance,  and  gets  the  degrees  in  a  regular  Lodge 
there,  is  he  not  a  clandestine  Mason  ?    If  not,  what  is  he  ?  " 

Comp.  Drummond  replies : — 

*' Thirty  years  ago  and  more  we  had  that  very  question  to  meet  here  in  Maine. 
We  found  that  if  we  declared  him  clandestine,  that  did  not  make  him  so;  the 
Grand  Lodge  'over  the  border'  declared  he  was  not  clandestine;  that  Grand 
Lodge  was  the  peer  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  and  we  finally  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  was  contrary  to  the  law  of  Masonry  for  one  Grand  Lodge  to  declare  the 
work  of  another  Grand  Lodge  clandestine;  and  we  didn't  do  it;  we  feel  obliged  to 
answer  Comp.  Bowen's  question,  *  He  is  a  regular  Mason.'  If  he  had  acted  fraud- 
ulently, we  would  have  complained  to  the  Grand  Lodge  [then  of  England],  had 
charges  filed  and  had  him  expelled.  If  he  had  not,  as  was  most  frequently  the 
case,  we  would  complain  of  the  Lodge  and  protest;  finally  we  prohibited  the  hold- 
ing of  any  Masonic  communication  with  all  such  Masons.  We  have  since  made 
that  general;  if  a  resident  of  Maine  goes  to  Scotland  and  gets  the  degrees  without 
our  consent,  and  comes  back,  he  cannot  visit  any  liodge  in  Maine,  or  be  recog- 
nized, unless  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge  shall  otherwise  order  in  any  par- 
ticular case. 

**  We  answer  his  question  thus  at  length,  because  of  its  direct  connection  with 
the  matter  already  discussed,  as  well  as  on  account  of  the  vast  importance.  Whit 
oould  be  a  greater  insult  to  a  Grand  Chapter  than  to  have  it4  own  work  declared 
'daodestlne '  by  a  sister  Grand  Chapter? " 
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Replying  to  Corop.  Ercanbrack,  of  lowft,  Comp.  Dbummond  writes:— 

'*  We  criticised  the  new  Constitution  of  his  Grand  Chapter  in  three  respects: 
(1)  It  operates  rttrttspeciiveiy  to  depnve  permanent  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  their  membernhip;  (2)  it  introduces  the  modem  quorum  idea  in  place  of  the  old 
ritual  rule;  and  (3)  it  limits  eligibility  to  office  to  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 
In  reply  he  says: — 

'* '  The  spirit  of  the  West  is  adverse  to  what  is  called  vested  risrhts,  unless  good 
cause  can  be  shown  for  the  continuance  of  the  investiture.  The  doctrine  of  *  an- 
cient lights '  was  first  overruled  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa,  and  it  was  in  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  where  the  Federal  Judges  Miller  and  Love  pronounced  the  judi- 
cial edict  that  reversed  all  cases  forbidding  the  bridging  of  navigable  streams,  in 
consequence  of  which  nearly  a  hundred  bridges  span  the  Mississippi.  If  a  Maine 
man  must  teach  us  what  a  *  quorum '  if(,  we  rather  accept  the  precepts  of  Tuoiiah 
B.  Reed  than  Josiah  Dbummond.  As  to  the  last  objection  raised,  the  point  is 
visionary  and  speculative.  At  the  last  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Iowa  there  were  an  even  hundred  members  present  who  have  never  held  ufhce  in 
the  Grand  Chapter,  and  who  know  themselves  to  be  competent  to  run  any  Grand 
Chapter,  and  confidently  expect  to  be  Grand  High  Priest  some  day.' " 

And  Comp.  Dbummond  makes  this  interesting  and  instructive  response: — 

**  The  decisions  were  based  upon  the  fact  that  what  was  claimed  to  be  a  vested 
right  was  not  one,  and  our  companion's  illustrations  are  inapplicable.  But  his 
statement  that  *the  doctrine  of  ancient  lights  was  first  overrulea  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Iowa'  is  a  surprise  to  us,  because  we  well  remembered  that  when  we  were 
'studying  law  '  we  came  out  of  Blackstone  with  the  doctrine  firmly  imbued  in 
our  mind  as  law,  only  to  find  that  in  this  country  the  doctrine  was  denied  and  had 
been  expressly  overruled  by  our  own  Supreme  Court.  We  do  not  know  when  the 
Iowa  deciition  was  rendered,  but  in  order  for  our  companion's  statement  to  be  true, 
it  must  have  been  earlier  than  April,  1847,  when  the  Supreme  Court  of  Maine  ex- 

Sressly  overruled  the  doctrine,  and  earlier  than  1838,  when  the  Supreme  Court  of 
lew  York  decided  the  precise  question  in  the  same  wav.  We  strongly  suspect 
that  Comp.  Ercanbrack'h  statement  grew  out  of  one  of  those  harmless  hallucina- 
tions prevalent  m  his  longitude,  that  *  the  West '  is  *ahead  of  all  creatitm  ! ' 

**If  he  should  ask  Thomas  B.  Reed  what  a  *  Masonic  quorum  is,'  he  would 
reply,  *I  never  heard  of  such  a  thine;  go  and  ask  Dbummond.'  His  reply,  how- 
ever, does  not  touch  our  proposition,  that  the  word  *  quorum '  is  a  very  recent  im- 
portation into  Masonry,  as  well  as  the  ideal  which  it  represents. 

**  He  pn)bably  also  gives  the  reason  why  those  one  hundred  members  voted  for 
the  amendment  limiting  office  to  members  of  the  body,  viz:  that  to  narrow  the 
field  of  selection  would  give  them  a  better  chance  of  getting  an  office  !  The  usage 
of  the  mother  Grand  Lodge  and  of  all  her  elder  daughters  has  been  and  is,  to  se- 
lect the  office-bearers  f  rem  the  membership  at  large,  the  only  restriction  being  that 
certain  offic<>r8  must  be  Past  Masters. 

"  Iba  Bebby  was  never  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Chapter,  (xrand 
Council  or  Grand  Commandery,  except  by  virtue  of  his  election  as  recording 
officer.  His  successor,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  was  not  a  member  of  either  the 
Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Chapter.  Our  practice  in  Maine  may  not  be  deemed 
authority;  but  the  practice  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  from  its  origin  down  to 
this  time,  has  Iteen  to  elect  companions  to  office  who  were  not  members  of  it.  The 
practice  has  not  been  so  fretjuent  since  Past  (rrand  High  Priests  have  become  per- 
manent members.  Among  numerous  other  like  cases,  neither  DeWitt  Clinton, 
Bobebt  R.  Livinghtone,  Kobebt  p.  Dunlap,  John  L.  Lewih,  or  William 
Hackeb  was  a  member  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  when  he  was  first  elected  to 
office  therein,  and  the  first  three  were  elected  General  Grand  High  Priest.  Neither 
John  D.  Caldwell  nor  Chbistophkb  G.  Fox  were  members  of  the  (general  (xrand 
Chapter  when  they  were  first  elected  General  Grand  Secretary.  Especially  is  the 
Iowa  rule  a  nuisance  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  elect  a  new  Grand  Secretary  or 
Grand  Treasurer.  The  be«t  man  for  any  Masonic  Grand  office,  who  can  be  found 
in  the  whole  jurisdiction,  ought  to  be  elected,  and  this  nile  prevents  it  in  the  pro- 
portion of  the  total  membership  to  the  few  who  are  members  of  the  Ctrand  Body." 

The  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  for  Maine  met  May  3,  1893,— 
M,\  E,\  JoMiAH  H.  Dbummond,  President,  preaiding.  The  Council  was  opened 
in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  E,  *.  Chaplain.    Nineteen  companions,  High 
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Prieflts  in  their  respective  Chaptem,  were  elected,  received  and  consecrated  to  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood.    After  the  election  of  officers  the  Council  closed. 

M.\  E.',  Albert  M.  Penlby  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and £,'.  Stephen 
Berry  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  (69th)  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Portland,  May 
1,1894. 

MABTIiAND. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Maryland  was  institated  Jone  24th, 
1797. 

A  Special  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  was  held  September  18th,  1893, — 
the  M.*.  E.*.  W.  Nash  Youno,  Grand  Hij(h  Priest,  presiding.  This  Special  Convo- 
cation was  called  for  the  consecration  of  Oriental  Hall,  in  Masonic  Temple,  Balti- 
more,  and  its  dedication  and  setting  apart  for  the  nses  and  purposes  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry 

After  a  welcome  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  a  statement  of  the  purpose  of  the 
Convocation,  Comp.  Gbobob  L.  MgCahaiv,  Depnty  and  acting  General  Grand  High 
Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  was  introdaced  and  re- 
ceived with  the  honors  dne  his  exalted  station. 

After  the  interesting  ceremonies  of  dedication  and  consecration,  an  address  was 
delivered  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  and  Past  Grand  Master  of  Maryland,  Comp. 
JoHM  M.  Ci'STER.  These  duties  performed,  the  companions  proceeded  to  the  ban* 
quet  ball,  where  the  remaining  exercises  were  held  and  concluded  to  thesatisfuction 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland. 


The  Grand  Chapter  held  its  ninety-sixth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city  of  Baltf* 
more,  November  14th,  1893,— the  M.*.  E.*.  William  Nash  Young,  Grand  High 
Prietit.  presiding,  the  R.*.  E.*.  Gkorgb  L.  McCahan  being  Grand  Secretary.  There 
were  present  eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  three  Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests, 
twenty  Grand  Representatives  and  the  Representatives  of  sixteen  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  the  usual  committees  appointed, 
and  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address. 

After  giving  thanks  to  the  Heavenly  Father,  '*the  giver  of  every  good  and  per- 
fect gift,^'  he  reported  that  since  the  last  Annual  Convocation  death  had  invaded 
their  circle  and  summoned  two  worthy  companions  from  their  earthly  labors— 
Comps.  Joseph  E.  Ttler  and  Charles  G.  Fox,  Past  High  Priests.  He  says  of  these 
companions:  "Their  Masonic  life  was  of  the  highest  order,  and  their  charity  as 
widespread  as  the  needs  of  those  with  whom  they  were  brought  in  contact  Their 
names  were  the  synonyms  of  honesty,  integrity  and  zeal,  and  they  were  devoted  to 
the  principles  and  teachiugs  uf  our  beloved  institution.  Of  genial  and  kindly  dispo- 
sitions, they  won  their  way  to  the  affection  and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  them.*' 

The  Grand  High  Priest  also  reports  the  names  of  the  many  eminent  companions 
of  sister  jurisdictions  who  have  passed  within  the  vails,  and  says:  **  Then  let  our 
hearts  go  out  in  sympathy  and  condolence  with  our  sister  Grand  Bodies,  trusting 
that  those  for  whom  they  mourn  were  prepared  to  carry  up  their  work  for  inspection 
and  that  it  will  pass  the  square  of  the  Master  Overseer,  permitting  them  to  enter  the 
sanctuary  above,  and  there  receive  a  white  stone  with  a  new  name  written  thereon.'* 

Under  the  head  of  decisions  the  Grand  High  Priest  reports  bnt  one  he  deemed  of 
sufficient  importAnce  to  lay  before  the  Grand  Chapter.  It  was  an  extreme  case  of 
phrsical  disqualification.  The  petitioner,  subsequent  to  his  being  made  a  Master 
Mason,  lost  both  his  legs  and  had  substituted  therefor  artificial  limbs.  The  Grand 
High  Priest  decided  the  brother  physically  disqualified,  his  defectB  being  such  as  to 
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prevent  him  from  conforming  literally  to  all  the  reqoirements  of  the  Capitular  de- 
grees; which  we  think  a  jast  decision,  even  though  it  be  the  denial  to  a  Master 
Mason  of  his  most  ardent  desires. 

Bat  listen,  ye  Reporters,  to  the  words  of  wisdom  with  which  this  M.*.  E.*.  Grand 
High  Priest  closes  his  report  under  the  head  of  decisions.    He  says : — 

"  It  is  very  gratifying,  however,  that  the  presiding  officers  of  oar  Chapters  are, 
for  the  most  part,  studious  and  intelligent  Masons,  possessing  a  fair  knowledge  of 
Masonic  law  and  acquaintance  with  the  decisions  heretofore  made  by  this  Grand 
Body,  and  are  prepared  to  adjudicate  many  questions  which  arise  without  calling 
upon  the  Grand  High  Priest.  This  is  perhaps  attributable  to  the  careful  reading  by 
the  High  Priests  of '  Reports  on  Foreign  Correspondence.'  These  reports  contain  a 
fund  of  useful  information,  and  are  not  onlv  entertaining  and  instructive,  but  everv 
conceivable  question  arising  in  Chapters  has  beeu  decided  by  some  Grand  High 
Priest  and  commented  upon  by  the  writers.  There  is  no  way  in  which  Masonic 
light  and  knowledge  is  dispensed  more  effectively  than  throagh  the  medium  of  these 
reports.  Those  selected  to  prepare  them  are  men  of  recognized  ability,  whose  schol- 
arly attainments  and  superior  knowledge  of  Masonic  history  and  jurisprudence  well 
fit  them  for  this  important  yet  not  properly  appreciated  work.  I  would  encourage 
the  officers  of  Chapters  and  the  Craft  generally  to  read  these  '  Reports  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,'  believing,  if  they  do  so,  we  will  have  more  intelligent  and  better 
informed  Masons." 

Oorop.  W.  Nash  Young  may  be  a**  Past'-  Grand  High  Priest,  but  he  is  evidently 
"present ''  in  the  practical  application  of  good  works  and  their  results.  He  reports 
visitations  to  all  the  Chapters  save  one,  and  that  one  deferred  at  the  Chapter's  re- 
quest. He  participated  with  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Delaware  in  celebrating  the 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  that  Grand  Body,  and  reports  with  enthusiasm  the  hearty 
Royal  Arch  welcome  given  and  the  generous  hospitality  extended  by  the  descend- 
ants of  the  "Blue  Hen.''  He  also  reports  the  ceremonies  attendant  upon  the  conse- 
cration and  dedication  of  the  magnificent  new  Temple  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand 
Chapter  and  Grand  Commandery.  May  this  home  of  the  Fraternity  of  Maryland 
shelter  the  "  trinity  "  of  the  American  system  of  Freemasonry  for  the  next  century. 

This  volume  contains  elegant  steel  portraits  of  M.*.  E.*.  W.  Nash  Young  and  the 
acting  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States, 
M.*.  E.'.  Gboros  L.  McCahan,  also  a  fine  engraving  of  the  new  Masonic  Temple, 
Baltimore. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence,  Oomp.  Edwabd  T.  Sohdltz,  Past  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priest,  Chairman,  presented  a  resolution,  which  was  adopted,  recognizing 
the  Bapreme  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales  as  a  regularly  constituted  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Grand  Chapter  resolved  to  invite  the  General  Grand  Chapter  to  hold  its  Cen- 
tennial Convocation  in  Baltimore  in  1897,  and  directed  ita  Representatives  in  the 
next  Triennial  to  urge  the  invitation. 

The  Annaal  Convocation  of  M/.  E.*.  High  Priests  of  Maryland  convened  Novem* 
ber  14th,  1893,  at  three  o'clock  p.  m.,  Comp.  Jamrs  W.  Boweks,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest,  President.  Tlie  Council  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  and  six  companions, 
High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  were  anointed,  consecrated  and  set  apart 
to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  whereupon  the  Council  closed. 

Comp.  Edward  T.  Scbultz  presented  the  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  a 
learned  and  able  review  of  the  doings  of  forry  Grand  Assemblies  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons.  Comp.  Schultz's  comments  upon  the  history  of  Masonry  in  its  several 
■tages  in  the  New  Woild  is  a  veritable  fountain  of  Masonic  knowledge.  Comp. 
HcHiTLTZ  reviews  Alabama,  Arizona  and  Arkansas,  and  gives  this  expression  of  the 
Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  of  Arkansas  as  a  diagnosis  of  the  Capitular 
condition  in  those  jurisdictions.  That  committee  nay:  "  That  a  most  gratifying  con- 
dition  of  peace  and  harmony  prevails  throughout  the  entire  Royal  Craft  of  this  Grand 
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Jarisdiction.  No  appeals  having  been  presented  to  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  no 
grievances  of  any  kind  having  been  sent  to  it  for  redress.''  This  condition  seemingly 
receives  the  assent  of  Gomp.  Lauoblin,  of  Arkansas,  who  wants  to  see  all  the  Grand 
Chapters,  including  those  to  be  formed  in  the  Territories,  united  In  one  General 
Grand  Union,  which  shall  be  a  fraternal  union  of  eqnals.    *'  So  mote  it  be." 

Under  Oalifornla  Comp.  Schultz  responds  pleasantly  to  the  reference  in  onr  Grand 
High  Priest's  Address  to  the  companions  of  Maryland*  whom  he  visited  during  his 
term  of  office.  He  comments  favorably  upon  onr  legislation  upon  the  proposition 
for  life  membership,  and  says:  "  We  think  it  can  readily  be  demonstrated  that  life 
membership,  unless  conducted  upon  principles  similar  to  those  of  the  old  time  life 
insurance  companies,  will  prove  a  failure. '- 

Comp.  8CHULTZ  don't  indorse  our  non-alBliation  regulations,  designating  onr  law  as 
the  ''take  yon  by  the  neck  process."  Of  course  we  regret  the  disapproval  of  so 
eminent  a  jurist  as  onr  Maryland  companion,  and  we  hope  Comp.  Schultz  will  ex- 
case  us  if  we  intimate  that  a  trip  oat  West  some  day,  and  a  study  of  the  growth  of 
Masonry  in  its  several  departments,  daring  the  past  thirty  years,  in  the  new  fields  of 
this  great  jorisdiction,  would  materially  change  his  convictions  on  this  subject. 
Come  and  see  us,  Comp.  Schultz;  meanwhile,  thanks  for  compliments. 

Under  District  of  Columbia,  Comp.  Schultz  (in  vindication  of  the  truth  of  history), 
publishes  new  matter  concerning  the  origin  and  authority  for  communicating  the 
Council  degree,  or  the  degree  of  Select  Masons  of  27.  In  these  investigations  Comps. 
Schultz,  Sinolbton  and  Drummoivd  have  brought  to  light  information  of  moch  value 
to  the  Masonic  stndent  and  the  Mason  who  likes  to  be  able  to  give  a  "  reasonable  " 
reason  for  the  faith  that  is  in  him.  We  would  like  to  give  this  Cryptic  Rite  history 
in  full,  with  Gomp.  Schultz's  comments,  but  haven't  space  to  spare  in  this  report 

Under  Kentucky  Gomp.  Schultz  says:  "  Comp.  Staton  has  correctly  stated  the 
position  of  Comp.  DEXnufOND,  the  late  Comp.  Dadmun  and  your  committee,  that 
while  strenaously  opposing  the  regnlation  of  Grand  Lodges,  which  deprives  a  brother 
of  his  rights  and  privileges  in  the  Fraternity  for  non-payment  of  dues  (however  nn- 
jost  and  unmasonic  we  believe  it  to  he),fnast  nevertheless  be  respected  by  the 
Chapter."    As  well  also  by  the  Commandery,  Comp.  Schultz. 

Under  Massachusetts  Comp.  Schultz  concentrates  all  we  would  write  on  the 
Chablbs  W.  Jordan  case  in  these  few  words  :— 

"  After  a  thorough  investigation  by  a  committee  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Massa- 
chusetts, that  Grand  Chapter  voted,  *  that  Ghablks  W.  Jobdan  be  and  he  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  clandestinely  made  Royal  Arch  Mason,  and,  as  such,  that  he  be  de- 
barred from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Chapter  Masonry.*  The  reading  of  this 
surprised  your  committee  greatly.  For  the  life  of  us  we  can't  see  how  a  resrnlarly 
warranted  and  duly  constituted  Chapter  can  make  a  clandestine  Royal  Arch  Mason, 
and  if,  as  it  would  appear,  he  practiced  fraud,  should  have  been  tried  therefor,  and, 
if  found  guilty,  been  expelled." 

Under  Michigan  Gomp.  Schultz  pays  a  well  deserved  tribute  to  the  dead  veteran, 
William  P.  Imnes. 

Under  Maine  we  are  amused  at  the  serious  discassion  between  such  yonng 
brethren  as  DKUMMONDand  Schultz,  in  re  the  rights  and  privileges  (or  the  powers  as 
they  put  it)  of  a  Lodge  under  dispensation.  We  think  a  Lodge  under  dispensation 
will  exercise  the  powers  granted  to  it  by  its  letters  of  dispensation,  and  no  more, 
unless  it  gets  the  "  big  head,"  when  it  will  in  time  find  itself  "  thrown  over  among 
the  rubbish;"  but  give  these  eminent  doctors  a  more  important  subject  to  diagnose. 
Comp.  Dbuhmond,  in  his  report,  said  :— 

"  Gomp.  Schultz  holds  that  the  degrees  of  Masonry  cannot  legally  be  conferred 
on  a  blind  man.  So  do  we;  but  he  does  not  (so  far  as  we  have  neen)  express  any 
opinion  upon  the  question  whether  those  degrees  can  be  conferred  upon  a  man  who 
can  conform  to  all  the  requirements,  but  has  a  limb  furnished  by  human  ingenuity  in 
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plAce  of  the  one  which  nature  gave  him.  He  doeA  not  believe  that  trifling  defects 
ahoold  debar  one  from  becoming  a  Royal  Arch  Mavon,  and  deems  the  Texas  law  too 
stringent.  Bo  he  cannot  hold  to  the  'perfect  youth '  theory.  If  ao,  he  must  meet 
the  qaeation  we  have  soggested.-' 

Comp.  ScHULTZ  replies  :— 

"  While  not  *qaite'  holding  to  the  '  perfect  yonth  theory,'  we  do  hold  that  no 
degree  of  Masonry  can  properlv  be  conferred  upon  one  not  able  to  comply  literally 
with  all  the  requirements  of  said  degree,  and  withont  the  aid  of  artificial  appliances, 
and  yet  this  mast  have  its  qaaliflcations.  We  know  that  there  are  near-sighted  per- 
sons who  cannot  see,  as  the  saying  goes,  to  the  end  of  their  nose,  but  with  the  aid  of 
glasrtes  they  '  can  see.*  On  the  contrary,  a  man  with  an  artificial  arm  or  hand  is  not 
able  to  feel;  therefore,  while  the  one  woold  be  able  to  comply  with  the  reqnirements 
of  *  otf ''  the  degrees,  the  other  wonld  not  be  able  to  do  so." 

Comp.  ScBULTZ,  take  the  head  of  the  class. 

The  IL*.  E.*.  William  E.  Arnold  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
R.\  E.*.  Gbobos  L.  McCahan  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  Nov.  18, 1894. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts  held  a  Quarterly  Convocation  in  Boston, 
Mai«h  7th,  1893,— the M.\  Er,  J.  Albert  Blake,  Grand  High  Priest,  thei2.'.  S.', 
Serakus  Bowbn  being  Grand  Secretary.  Besides  the  Grand  Officers  there  were 
present  seventeen  permanent  members,  twenty-two  Grand  Representatives,  and 
Representatives  of  thirty -one  chartered  Chapters. 

After  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  Grand  High  Priest  announced 
the  death  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest,  Mr.  E,\  Joseph  Potts  Hornor, 
and,  after  a  brief  tribute,  presented  memorial  resolutions  in  honor  of  the  late  chief 
executive,  which  were  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter  by  a  unanimous  standing 
vote. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  also  announced  the  death  of  R, '.  E,  \  Jonathan  P. 
FoLSOM,  Past  Grand  King,  and  a  committee  reported  his  Masonic  service  with  an 
eloquent  eulogy  upon  his  character  as  a  Mason  and  a  citizen. 

This  Grand  Chapter  also  held  a  Special  Convocation,  June  8th,  1893,  for  the 
purpose  of  constituting  and  dedicating  St.  Elmo  Royal  Arch  Chapter  and  installing 
its  officers. 

A  second  Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  June  13th,  1893,— the  Grand  Officers 
in  attendance. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  the  death  of  Comp.  Edward  Cooginb. 
Memorial  resolutions  were  adopted  and  sorrowful  regret  expressed  at  his  untimely 
departure. 

A  third  Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  September  12th,  1893,— the  Grand 
High  Priest  presiding. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  the  death  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Past 
Grand  High  Priest,  AT.'.  E.\  Richard  Brioos.  After  a  brief  eulogy  by  Comp. 
Seranus  Bowen,  the  Grand  Chapter  adopted  memorial  reHolutions,  which  they 
ordered  entered  upon  the  records  and  transmitted  to  the  family  of  the  deceased 
companion. 

TheiZ.*.  E.'.  David  W.  Battles  was  received  and  acknowledged  as  the  Repre- 
sentative of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon. 

A  Special  Convocation  was  held  October  24th,  1893,  for  the  constitution  of 
Dorchester  Royal  Arch  Chapter  and  the  installation  of  it<i  officers,  at  the  close  of 
which  an  elegant  banquet  was  enjoyed,  "  we  presume  strictly  in  confonnity  with 
the  uniform  work." 
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The  nioety-fiftb  AdquaI  Convocation  was  held  in  Boston,  December  12th, 
1893,— the  M.:  E,\  J.  Albrbt  Blakb,  Grand  High  Priest,  the  iZ.'.  K\  Sebanus 
BowEN,  Grand  Secretary. 

After  opening  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  Grand  High  Priest  welcomed  the  com- 
panions, and  requested  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  proceed  with  the  exemplification  of 
the  work  and  lectures  of  the  Capitular  degrees. 

During  the  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  the  degrees  of  Mark  Master,  Past 
Master,  Most  Excellent  and  Royal  Arch  were  exemplified  by  a  select  corps  of 
officers  to  a  crowded  audience  of  members,  who  manifested  the  deepest  interest 
in  the  presentation  of  the  work,  sixty-seven  of  the  seventy-four  Chapters  being 
represented. 

Besides  the  Grand  Officers  there  were  in  attendance  at  the  evening  session 
twenty-four  permanent  members,  the  Representatives  of  twenty-nine  Grand  Chap- 
ters, and  the  Representatives  of  sixty-eight  chartered  Chapters  of  that  jurisdiction. 

The  Finance  Committee  reported  receipts  for  year,  $3,833.32;  expenditures, 
$2,970.99;  balance  on  hand,  93,065.15;  assets,  funds  on  hand,  $11,953.02. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  returning  thanks  for 
past  blessings  and  invoking  a  continuance  of  divine  favor. 

Under  Necrology  he  referred  to  their  bereavement  in  the  deaths  of  many  ex- 
cellent companions  during  the  past  year,  and  reported  the  action  had  by  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

He  reported  a  most  favorable  result  from  the  faithful  service  of  the  District 
Deputies,  and  confirmed  the  prosperous  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Massa- 
chusetts by  the  visitations  and  inspections  made  by  him  accompanied  by  the 
Grand  Secretary. 

No  decisions  of  importance  had  been  asked  for. 

The  Grand  High  Prie&t  had  served  for  three  years  and  declined  a  re-election* 

The  Committee  on  Address  of  Grand  High  Priest  reported  as  follows: — 

"  We  heartily  congratulate  the  Grand  Chapter  on  the  brilliant  success  that  has 
attended  the  administration  of  M.\  E,\  Comp.  Blake  during  the  three  years  in 
which  be  has  rendered  such  efficient  service  as  Grand  High  Priest.  He  may  well 
feel  proud  of  the  record  he  has  made. 

'*  We  earnestly  approve  of  the  system  which  he  has  inaugurated  of  District 
Exemplifications. 

**  We  recommend  the  approval  of  the  order  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  issued  in 
March  last,  and  believe  that  this  Grand  Chapter  should  exprms.  With  no  uncertain 
sound,  its  opinion  that  dispensations  to  communicate  degrees  should  never  be 
given  except  in  case  of  the  utmost  emergency. 

**  We  approve  of  the  re-districting  of  the  several  Chapters,  and  believe  it  to  be 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  whole  jurisdiction." 

A  deserved  compliment  for  faithful  service;  but  what  is  meant  by  reference  to 
''communicating  degrees  by  dispensation?"  Is  it  possible,  with  the  magnificent 
Capitular  organization  of  Massachusetts,  that  an  emergency  can  arise  demanding 
its  giving  way  to  the  imaginary  necessities  of  a  disi)en8ing  power  ?  Tell  us  about 
it,  Comp.  BowEN. 

The  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  reported  that  nineteen  com- 
panions, High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  had  been  anointed  and  conse- 
crated to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  State  is  divided  into  twelve  Capitular  districts,  with  a  District  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priest  in  charge  of  each,  for  purposes  of  visitation,  in8i)ection  and 
general  supervision. 

This  volume  is  prefaced  with  an  elegant  steel  ix)rtrait  of  M,  *.  E,  *.  J.  Albebt 
Blake,  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest. 
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The  Report  on  CorrespoDdence  is  submitted  by  Comp.  Seranus  Bowen,  who 
gives  as  142  pages  in  his  easy,  discursive  and  convincing  manner.  The  report  be- 
fore us  is  no  exception  to  others  bearing  his  mark,  but  is  an  admirable  digest  of 
the  doings  of  the  American  bodies  of  Koyal  Arch  Masons,  with  Scotland,  Quebec 
and  Nova  Scotia  added  thereto. 

Under  Arizona,  upon  the  proposition  of  Comp.  Lighthizer  to  make  the  work 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  obligatory  upon  the  Grand  Chapters,  he  makes 
these  sensible  comments  :— 

"He  thinks  the  ritual  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  should  be  made  obligatory 
on  the  several  Grand  Chapters.  It  would  never  have  been  adopted  at  all  but  for 
the  express  understanding  that  it  was  not  to  be  obligatory.  The  question  of  abso- 
lute uniformity  in  all  the  minutia  of  the  ritual  throughout  the  United  States  is 
one  on  which  a  vast  amount  of  nonsense  has  been  written.  There  is  not  a  Grand 
Chapter  in  the  country  to-day,  whether  it  uses  the  General  Grand  Chapter  ritual 
or  not,  where  there  are  not  as  many  variations  from  a  literal  word  for  word  cor- 
rectness of  rendition  as  there  are  Chapters  in  the  jurisdiction.  We  served  many 
years  as  Grand  Lecturer  in  this  State,  and  have  put  much  hard  and  earnest  labor 
into  producing  uniformity  of  work  among  our  Chapters.  But  as  long  as  men  are 
constituted  a«  they  are,  they  will  vary  in  their  rendition  of  any  ritual  whatever. 
And  until  one  jurisdiction'  can  come  forward  and  say  with  truth  that  its  sabor- 
dinates  work  alike  with  absolute  exactness,  it  is  not  wise  to  keep  this  bone  ot  con- 
tention to  the  front  so  constantly.  So  long  as  we  have  practical  uniformity  in 
essentials,  let  the  Grand  Chapters  administer  their  own  internal  affairs  in  the  way 
that  is  best  suited  to  their  locality.  We  of  Massachusetts  have  no  disposition 
whatever  to  dictate  how  the  dramatic  portions  nf  the  degrees  shall  be  filled  in  in 
Arizona.  Because  in  the  subordinate  Cnapter  of  which  we  are  a  member  a  brazen 
Rcaifold  is  most  effectively  used  in  the  Most  Excellent  degree,  we  do  not  desire  to 
force  all  the  other  Chapters  to  use  it. 

**  No,  companions,  the  most  unwise  thing  that  could  be  done  would  be  to  send 
out  a  printed  ritual  and  attempt  to  compel  the  State  Grand  Chapters  to  enforce 
its  use.  Our  experience  with  teaching  ritual  has  shown  that  those  parts  that  are 
printed  and  accessible  to  everybody — the  so-called  *  monitorial  parts '-are  the 
ones  that  are  much  more  inaccurately  rendered  than  the  secret  work.  In  other 
words,  fix  your  ritual  so  that  a  man  does  not  have  to  toork  to  memorize  it,  and  he 
will  rarely  commit  it  accurately.  The  best  thing  that  can  be  done  with  the  ritual 
is  to  stop  this  constant  tinkering  with  it  and  let  it  alone." 

In  California  we  have  no  trouble  with  our  Chapter  work.  We  adopted  the 
** Hubbard  Ritual"  in  18.5.5,  had  Cahwbll  vaccinated  with  it,  and  made  him 
Grand  Lecturer.  He  don't  know  any  other  work,  and  can  show  the  "  near  "  and 
convince  the  most  skeptical. 

Under  California  Comp.  Bowen  has  words  of  commendation  for  the  industry 
and  zeal  of  the  Masons  of  California,  and  predicts  a  .successful  and  prosperous 
future.  He  gives  friendly  greeting  to  the  writer  hereof,  which  is  appreciated  and 
for  which  we  return  our  thanks.  Comp.  Bowen  says:  *' The  Grand  Chapter  of 
California  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  flourishing  Masonic  bodies  in  the  country, 
and  we  wish  it  and  its  members  long  life  and  continued  pros|)erity."  In  connec- 
tion with  several  members  of  our  Grand  Chapter,  although  under  another  flag,  we 
hoi)e  ti>  pay  our  respects  to  Comp.  Bowen  next  year— and  take  beans  with  him. 

(/omp.  Bowen  quotes  Comp.  Barlow,  of  Connecticut,  on  the  Massachusetts 
definition  of  the  word  **  clandestine  " : — 

"  A  question  of  invasion  of  jurisdiction  between  two  Chapters  was  brought  be- 
fore the  (rrand  Chapter,  in  which  it  was  clearly  shown  that  the  candidate  made 
incorrect  statements  as  to  his  residence.  The  (rrand  Chapter  pronounced  him  a 
clandestine-made  Royal  Arch  Mason,  and  debarred  him  from  all  r)<^hts  and  priv- 
ileges of  Koyal  Arch  Masonry.  This  suggents  the  same  old  query,  *  How  can  a 
lawful  Chai)ter  make  a  clandestine  Mason?'  We  think,  instead  of  being  declared 
clandestine,  he  should  have  been  exi>elled  for  making  false  statements." 

And  responds : — 
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'*  The  manner  of  disposing  of  this  case  is  in  accordance  with  what  has  been 
done  heretofore  in  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  resnlt  arrived  at  is,  so  far  as  we 
can  see,  the  same  that  it  would  have  been  had  the  course  recommended  by  Comjp. 
Barlow  been  taken,  as  regards  the  position  of  the  individual  concerned.  We 
notice  that  other  correspondents  have  taken  the  same  ground  that  Comp.  Barlow 
has  in  their  comments  on  this  case.  The  word  cJandeHtne,  to  which  exception  is 
taken,  is  given  by  Wkbstbr  as  being  synonymous  with  underhand,  sly,  fraudulent. 
Now,  in  the  case  mentioned,  the  man  did,  in  a  sly,  fraudulent  and  underhand 
manner  pn)curt>  the  conferring  of  the  Chapter  degrees,  and  hence  it  is  fair  to  say 
that  he  is  a  clandestine  Royal  Arch  Mason." 

Comp.  Bowen'h  definition  of  the  word  "  clandestine  "  hardly  gives  the  Masonic 
meaning  of  the  word.  A  clandestine  Royal  Arch  Mason,  as  we  should  define  him, 
would  be  one  who  had  received  the  Chapter  degrees  in  an  unlawful  Chapter.  We 
can't  see  that  the  companion  described  is  in  any  sense  "clandestine."  He  was 
created  in  a  lawfully  constituted  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons.  If  he  made  false 
statements,  he  should  be  disciplined  for  the  ofifense;  not  for  the  manner  of  his 
making.    But  we  guess  Massachusetts  will  settle  him  without  our  assistance. 

We  quote  the  following  tribute  of  affectionate  remembrance  from  the  comments 
of  Comp.  BowEN  on  the  death  of  illustrious  John  H.  Brown,  of  Kansas  :— 

"  But,  alan !  the  hopes  expressed  above  were  not  realized,  and  Comp.  Brown 
has  been  called  to  receive  the  reward  that  awaits  the  faithful  in  the  life  beyond. 
We  of  Massachusetts  mourn  his  loss.  He  was  our  Grand  Representative,  and 
many  of  us  counted  John  H.  Brown  among  our  personal  friends.  As  a  corre- 
spondent his  abilities  were  of  the  b(>st,  and  he  always  stood  up  manfully  and  firmly 
for  the  proper  rendition  of  the  Chapter  degrees,  and  had  no  patience  with  those 
who  attempt  to  find  occasion  for  levity  and  buffoonery  in  the  work.  With  our 
companions  of  Kansas  we  cherish  his  memory,  and  to  them  we  proffer  our  sym- 
pathy." 

Comp.  Bowkn  quotes  from  Comp.  Schultz,  of  Maryland*  on  the  substitute 
question,  and  we,  that  means  Comp.  Bo  wen  and  the  writer,  heartily  concur 
therein.    The  following  is  the  opinion  in  which  "  we  three  do  agree  ": — 

"The  Royal  Arch  degree  is  simply  rtrccnf erred  upon  the  substitute.  He  can, 
and  in  good  faith,  again  comply  with  all  the  requirements.  It  certainly  cannot 
harm  a  companion  to  have  the  Royal  Arch  deg^ree  re-conferred  upon  him,  nor  can 
the  use  of  himself  as  a  substitute  lessen  the  value  or  solemnity*  of  the  ceremonies 
to  the  real  candidates. 

**  To  say  that  the  use  of  a  substitute  in  conferring  the  Royal  Arch  degree  is  the 
*  biggest  farce  on  earth,'  and  in  the  next  breath  say  that  d^ree  can  be  conferred 
on  a  blind  man,  is  very  like  *  straining  at  a  gnat  and  swallowing  a  camel.  ^

Under  Missouri,  in  commenting  on  the  musical  friction  caused  by  the  admission 
of  sisters  within  [the  hearing  of]  the  vails,  Comp.  Bowkn  says:  "Let  us  all  sing." 
He  writes: — 

"  We  believe  in  the  beauty  and  utility  of  music  properly  introduced  in  the 
working  of  Masonic  degrees;  but  in  certain  portions  of  the  work  we  are  strongly 
opposed  to  having  the  singing  done  by  a  quartette,  though  the  execution  of  the 
music  may  be  much  better  than  where  the  singing  is  done  by  the  congregatio.M. 
But;  in  the  work  of  the  Mark  and  Most  Excellent  degrees,  the  'Mark  Master's 
Song '  and  *  Most  Excellent  Master's  Song '  should  be  sung  by  the  entire  congre- 
gation. The  strong  point  of  each  of  these  d^rees  is,  that  every  one  is  taking  j^art 
in  the  ceremonies  at  the  time  the  singing  is  in  progress.  The  prime  object  should 
always  be  to  give  an  effective  and  intelligent  rendering  of  the  degrees,  and  not  to 
allow  it  to  degenerate  into  the  giving  of  a  concert  with  the  de^i^rees  thrown  in  as  a 
sort  of  a  '  cturomo.  * " 

Under  Oregon,  in  regard  to  election  to  oflSce  in  Grand  Chapter,  Comp.  Bowen 
tvrites: — 
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**  If  he  had  read  our  reports  for  a  number  of  years,  he  would  have  seen  thst  in 
ibis  Grand  Chapter  rotation  in  office  is  not  the  custom.  As  a  rule,  when  we  elect 
a  Grand  High  Priest,  he  is  re-elected  until  he  serves  three  years,  after  which,  by 
our  Constitution,  he  must  step  down  and  out;  but  the  Deputy,  King  and  Scribe 
are  changed  each  year,  being  chosen  from  among  those  who  have  proved  faithful 
amongthe  Craft;  and  thus  thev  become  permament  members  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter.  For  instance,  Af,  *.  E.  *.  Comp.  Blakk,  to  whose  re-election  he  aUudes,  was 
elected  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  in  1885,  served  one  year,  and  at  the  end  of 
that  time  another  was  elected  in  his  place;  but,  in  1890,  he  was  unanimously 
elected  Grand  High  Priest.  Manv  a  man  may  be  a  good  and  useful  officer  who 
does  not  aspire  to  the  place  at  the  nead  of  the  Grand  Chapter;  and  not  every  one 
who  is  fully  competent  to  fill  one  of  the  minor  places  is  fitted  for  command." 

We  like  your  system,  Comp.  B.  We  don't  believe  in  electing  a  companion 
Grand  High  Priest  simply  because  he  has  been  Royal  Arch  Captain,  for  we  have 
known  some  poor  Royal  Arch  Captains,  and  in  our  experience  we  recall  many 
whom  we  have  associated  with  as  Excellent  Companions,  efficient  and  successful 
officers  in  subordinate  stations,  and  in  the  Council,  but  without  the  "  aptness  " 
for  a  saocessful  executive;  and  often  the  success  of  the  organization  is  depend- 
ent upon  a  clear-headed,  self-reliant  Chief. 

The  M.  \  E. :  J.  GiLMAN  Waite  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  the  B. '.  E.  *. 
Skranus  Bowkn  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

MICHIGAN. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  held  its  forty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  City  of  Detroit,  January  17,  1893,  the  Mr,  E.\  John  F.  Barrows,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presiding,  the  R,\  E.\  JiCFrERsoN  S.  Conover  acting  as  Grand 
Secretary. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  the  serious  illness  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
K '.  E, '.  Comp.  William  P.  Innes,  and  the  assignment  of  Comp.  Conover  to  the 
duties  thereof  during  the  session. 

The  present  elegant  volume  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Chapter  is  em- 
bellished with  two  tine  steel  engraved  portraits  of  the  Af.  *.  E. '.  Grand  High  Priests, 
Eugene  P.  Robertson  and  John  F.  Barrows. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present  and  119  chartered  Chapters 
were  represented. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  acknowledging 
their  dependence  upon  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  and  asking  his  bless- 
ing upon  the  work  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  he  enjoined  all  to  return  thanks  to  the 
God  of  our  Fathers  for  the  mercies  of  the  past  year,  reminding  them  that  in  other 
jurisdictions  many  bright  lights  had  been  extinguished,  and  many  noble  workers 
called  from  earth  to  the  rest  eternal.  After  naming  many  eminent  com- 
panions whose  names  have  been  inscribed  upon  the  death  roll  of  the  past  year,  and 
eulogizing  their  memories,  he  submitted  the  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the 
proper  committee  for  appropriate  action  thereon. 

The  Committee  on  Obituaries  reported,  and,  after  naming  many  distin- 
guished companions  who  had  fallen  during  the  year,  closed  their  reiH)rt  with  the  fol- 
lowing beautiful  language :— 

"What  a  roll  call  is  this,  that  death  has  made  during  the  past  year.  What 
memories,  what  sorrows  and  grief  has  gathered  around  these  names— when  we 
stop  to  think  of  them  in  silent  column— marching  out  of  life  into  the  dim  and 
dark  shadows  of  death,  the  vacancies  made  in  charmed  circh^H,  of  home  and  fra- 
ternal circles.  As  the  silent  column  vanishes  from  our  Kight,  we  are  made  to  feel 
and  say  '  there  is  but  a  step  between  me  and  death,'  and  we  seem  as  we  walk  the 

5Ath  of  life  to  feel  that  *  the  earth  riuKt*  hollow  from  Inflow  and  warns  us  by  its 
ead.'

**  Companions,  as  we  bmsh  from  our  eyes  the  silent  tear  shed  in  deepest  sym- 
pathy witn  the  living  for  their  dead,  let  us  move  on  steadily  in  the  duties  of  life, 
becoming  daily  more  circumspect  of  what  we  think  and  say  and  do,  for  there  is  a 
phantom  hand  in  our  path  that  will  ere  long  beckon  us  to  follow  these  companionn 
we  mourn  to-day,  and  when  it  comes  God  grant  that  we  shall  each  be  able  to  bring 
from  the  quarry  of  life,  work,  square  work,  that  the  Great  Overseer  will  be  willing 
to  accept,  and  give  as  wages  the  welcome,  '  well  done,  good  and  faithful  servants, 
enter  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord.'  " 

The  Grand  Chapter,  upon  motion  of  M.  \  JS. '.  John.  P.  ^isks,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest,  donated  $1000  as  a  free  will  offering  to  the  Michigan  Masonic  Home. 

The  Acting  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  send  the  following  telegram  to 
A  •.  E.  \  Comp.  William  P.  Innbs,  Grand  Rapids  :— 

*'  You  have  just  been  unt^imously  re-elected.  The  Grand  Chapter  sends  cor- 
dial greeting  and  sympathy,  with  prayers  for  your  speedy  recovery.  J.  S.  Con- 
over,  Acting  Grand  Secretary." 

But  the  almighty  fiat  had  gone  forth,  "  Dust  thou  art  and  unto  Dust  shalt 
thou  return  "  and  our  faithful  companion  bowed  his  head  and  ''passed  under  the 
rod." 

The  names  of  companions  reported  to  the  Grand  Secretary  as  having  died  dur- 
ing the  year  and  who  are  registered  upon  the  death  roll,  numbers  one  hundred 
and  seventy- five  names. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  contains  a  review  of  forty-seven  jurisdictions. 
It  is  presented  by  the  M.  *.  E. '.  Chairman,  Comp.  William  P.  Innes,  as  the  joint 
work  of  himself  and  M,\  E.\  Comp.  Allen  G.  Bruob. 

In  his  review  of  Arkansas,  Comp.  Innes  gives  a  decision  of  the.Grand  High 
Priest  of  Arkansas  that  will  interest  some  Masonic  students  of  California : — 

"  What  is  the  proper  title  for  the  companions  who  occupy  the  stations  of  the 
first,  second  and  tnird  vails  ? 

"The  proper  title  for  companions  filling  the  stations  of  first,  second  and  third 
vails  is  Master  of  the  Vails — as  Master  of  the  First  Vail,  etc.  This  question  has 
occasioned  me  no  small  amount  of  thought  and  consideration.  This  jariediction 
and  many  others  have  used  and  now  use  the  title  *  Grand  Master '  and  our  Grand 
Jjecturer  so  teaches  in  the  work,  but  it  has  seemed  in  my  judgment  somewhat  in- 
consistent, and  recently,  upon  research,  I  find  some  Grand  Jurisdictions  bear  me 
out  in  this  conclusion  by  deciding  it  should  be  Masters  of  the  Vails." 

In  reviewing  California,  Comp.  Innes  finds  much  to  commend  in  the  address  of 
M.  \  E. '.  Comp.  Myrick,  mentions  the  exchange  of  greetings  between  Missouri  and 
California,  who  are  in  session  in  Grand  Chapter  yearly  at  the  same  time,  invokes 
the  blessing  of  heaven  upon  us  for  our  good  work  in  the  preliminaries  of  building  a 
Widows*  and  Orphans'  home,  and,  of  our  Thomas  he  says : — 

"  Comp.  Caswell,  as  usual,  submits  the  Report  on  Correspondence :  Forty- 
seven  sister  jurisdictions  reviewed,  Michigan  for  1891  among  the  number.  Comp. 
Caswell  is  one  of  the  very  few  reporters  that  consider  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence part  of  the  proceedings.  No  appendix  on  his  plate.  He  wants  it  right  m  the 
middle,  and  wanting  it,  puts  it  there,  and  nobody  dare  knock  the  chip  off  his 
shoulder,  either.  We  used  to  do  that  in  our  younger  and  more  indiscreet  years,  but 
nearly  everyone  said  it  was  not  the  proper  thing  to  do,  and  we  became  satisfied 
finally  that  it  was  not,  and  now  put  it  m  as  kind  of  an  appendix  with  a  kind  of 
a — you  may  read  it  or  not—sort  of  feeling." 

In  reviewing  Connecticut  he  endorses  Comp.  Barlow,  who,  in  his  Report,  un- 
der head  of  Ohio,  commented  approvingly  upon  the  decision  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest  upon  this  question,  which  is  plainly  forcing  itself  upon  the  attention  of  the 
Craft  everywhere.    He  says  of  Comp.  Barlow  ;— 
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*' Under  Ohio,  he  (luotes  from  the  address  uf  the  Grand  High  Prie«t,  and  par- 
ticularl]^  that  part  of  hm  address  referring?  to  the  decision  made  by  him,  that  a 
companion  enf^aged  in  the  saloon  business  was  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct,  and 
changes  should  be  preferred.  Comp.  Barlow  thinks  k  is  a  just  decision,  and 
wishes  it  was  enforced  in  every  jurisdiction,  to  which  we  say  amen.  We  do  not 
believe  in  elevating  any  branch  of  Masonry  through  the  saloon.  It  is  bad  enough 
in  politico — a  thousand,  thousand  times  worse  in  Masonry." 

Comp.  Inneh,  in  reviewing  Delaware,  writes  the  following  humorous  lines  re- 
ferring to  a  committee  whose  mournful  duty  it  was  soon  to  be,  to  write  of  him 
such  truthful  remembrances  as  his  useful  life  deserved,  and  they  would  lovingly 
c<mtribute  to  his  memory.     He  says : — 

*'  The  printer  makes  our  respected  Comp.  Chaplain  F.  A.  Blades  appear  as 
F.  A.  Blakk,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Qbituaries.  That  will  never  do, 
Comp.  MoLK ;  Comp.  Blades  is  our  standing  Committee  on  Obituaries,  and  we 
want  no  Blakk  on  our  plate.  Indeed,  the  companions  of  Michigan  would  hardly 
know  what  a  report  on  obituaries  of  the  Grand  Chapter  would  be  without  Bladeh. 
*(>ur  Hugh  '  and  Blades  do  us  all  up  in  great  style  when  the  time  comes,  and  we 
are  determined  they  shall  have  the  credit  therefor." 

In  his  review  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  Comp.  Innes  quotes  from  Comp. 
Singleton's  report  an  article  containing  so  much  information  in  reference  to  the 
degrees  of  Super-Excellent  and  Royal  and  Select  Master  that  we  presume  to 
transfer  the  article  to  these  pages  for  the  information  of  our  own  kindred  and 
brethren. 

Under  the  head  of  Maine,  Comp.  Singleton  says  : — 

**  In  rejs^rd  to  the  *  Super-Excellent '  deg^ree  having  been  appended  to  the 
'  Cryptic  Syttem/  as  stated  by  us  in  our  report  of  1800,  we  have  this  to  say : 
When  we  were  received  in  the  Chapter  at  St.  Louis  in  1840,  in  the  ceremonies  of 
the  Koyal  Arch,  representing  the  destruction  of  the  Temple,  some  of  the  language 
now  used  in  the  Sui)er-Excelient  was  then  emi>loyed  in  the  Kf^yal  Arch  :  hence  we 
now  infer  that  the  first  section  of  that  degree  was  a  part  of  the  Koval  Arch,  and 
that  the  second  section  of  the  Koyal  Arch  originally,  say  171M  to  1818,  was  the 
same  as  the  laiit  section  of  the  Super- Excellent  now  is,  and  that  the  last  section 
of  the  old  R.  A.  was  our  present  conclusion  of  that  degree.  Such  is  our  idea  of 
the  original  Excellent-Super-Excellent- Royal- Arch  degree,  which  was  subsequently 
divided  into  our  1st,  Most  Excellent ;  2d,  Royal  Arch  ;  and  3d,  Suiier- Excellent 
degrees.  It  is  iNJShible  that  in  Europe,  at  one  time,  the  loth  and  IGth  degrees  of 
the  A.  A.  S.  R.,  as  now  worked,  were  inc<»rporated  in  the  syntem.  This,  of 
course,  is  only  our  conjecture,  predicated  upon  the  historical  parts  of  these  several 
degrees,  viz  :  1st,  the  dedication  of  the  Temple  ;  2d,  its  destruction,  and  the  cap- 
tivity of  the  Jews ;  M,  their  condition  in  bondnKf  ;  4th,  the  return  from  captivity 
and  comniencment  of  the  rebuilding  «»f  the  Temple  ;  Tith,  the  c^'SHation  caused  by 
interruptions  of  the  enemies  of  the  Jews ;  0th,  the  journey  of  Zernbabel  and  his 
companions  ;  7th,  reception  hy  the  Persian  King  ;  and  8th,  his  return  to  Jerusalem, 
are  all  succinctly  developed  in  the  several  degress,  and  nU  are  necesHsry  for  that 
cf>mplete  development.  In  all  of  these  there  is  a  hequence  and  a  happy  conclusion 
in  the  i)erfection  «)f  the  mysteries  as  explained  in  the  Royal  Arch,  when  all  the  in- 
cidents relating  thereto  are  fully  developed  in  the  Royal  Mant^T  and  Select  of 
Twenty-seven,  the  last  degree  giving  a  history  of  the  deposit  in  the  why,  when, 
and  by  whom. 

*'In  the  A.  A.  Rite  of  twenty-five  degiees,  with  the  api>ended  degrees  con- 
trolled by  the  Ins|)ectors,  when  thorou^'hly  understood,  demonstrate  to  us  the  con- 
secutive and  graduated  system  philosophically  arranged  to  teach  certain  higher 
mysteries.  Wkhb  availed  himself  of  hiH  knrm ledge  of  that  Rite  to  improve  the 
Capitular  degrees  fi»r  the  lienefit  of  the  American  Koyal  Arch  Chapters.  We  feel 
assured  that  the  Select  degree  was  introduced  for  the  Hrst  time  to  the  Craft  in 
Baltimore,  by  I^imlif  Kcklk.s  who  took  the  ritual  of  an  aptjended  degree,  belong- 
ing to  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  which  was  controlled  by  all  Insi)ector8,  of 
which  he  wan,  no  doubt,  one.  The  old  certificate  given  by  Eokles  to  Jeremy  L. 
C'hosh,  authorizing  him  to  confer  that  degree  u|Mm  Royal  Arch  MaKimn  by  the  con- 
sent of  the  various  Chapters,  now  in  Kane  Lodge  Library,  and  of  which  we  have 
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a  photograph  oopy,  has  his  signature  with  that  of  H.  Nilbs.  We  ha?e  been 
enabled,  through  Comp.  Schultz,  of  Baltimore,  to  prove  Eckles'  signature  to  be 
genuine,  from  several  letters  signed  by  Ecklbs  about  that  time  and  now  in  our 
possession. 

"Ic  is  well  known  that  this  degree  of  **  Select  of  S7"  could  not  be  communi- 
cated in  the  Ancient  and  Acceptea  Rite  to  any  one  below  the  fourteenth  degree, 
and  as  the  thirteenth  degree  was  the  *  Mason  of  the  Royal  Arch,' to  reveal  the 
secrets  of  a  *  Select  Mason  *  to  one  not  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  is  the  same  as  com- 
municating the  Royal  Arch  to  a  Fellow  Craft  before  he  becomes  a  Master  Mason  ; 
and  it  appears  to  us  that  every  intelligent  Royal  Arch  Maaon  should  closely  com- 
prehend the  reason  why  none  but  Royal  Arch  Masons  should  have  the  Select  de- 
cree, which  we  cannot  here  explain.  So  far  as  the  Royal  degree  is  concerned,  so 
it  is  conferred  prior  to  the  Select  and  after  the  Third  degree,  it  does  not  matter — 
it  may  be  before  or  after  the  Royal  Arch.  How  it  was  incorporated  with  the  Se- 
lect in  the  Council,  and  when^  we  have  no  knowledge.  Perhaps  Comp.  Drummond 
in  his  researches  may  have  found  out  about  it.  Our  conjecture  is,  that  when 
CROiiS  started  South  and  West  on  his  tour  as  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  and  took  Eckles'  oerti6cate,  he  incorporated  the  Royal  degree. 
We  received  our  degrees  of  the  Council  in  St.  Louis,  in  1841,  in  a  Council  belong- 
ing to  the  (^rand  Council  of  Missouri,  and  we  always  understood  that  these  Coun- 
cils had  been  organized  by  Cross  during  his  sojourn  in  the  West.  At  that  time 
(1840-41)  there  was  no  Grand  Chapter  in  Missouri.  In  1849,  at  Independence, 
Mo.,  our  Chapter  was  authorized  to  work  these  degrees  after  the  Royal  Arch." 

Comp.  Innbs  adds  *'  that  is  good  reading,  Comp.  Singleton,  and  everybody 
can  understand  it.    No  Greek  dictionary  necessary  for  that.'* 
In  reviewing  Maine  Comp.  Innes  says : — 

*'  Comp.  Drummond,  of  course,  writes  and  submits  the  Report  on  Correspon- 
dence. Correspondent  of  Maine— Josiah  H.  Drummond,  one  and  the  same,  al- 
ways and  forever  inseparable.    Indeed,  it  is  Maine  correspondence. 

**  We  are  glad  to  notice  that  Comp.  Drummond,  while  not  exactly  making  his 
report  an  appendix  to  the  proceedings,  gets  this  year  within  a  few  pages  of  the 
end.  Perhaps,  ere  many  years,  he  wul  step  over  the  traces  and  do  as  the  rest  of 
us  do. 

"There  are  many  good  things  and  much  to  commend  in  the  manner  in  which 
Comp.  Drummond  presents  his  correspondence  report.  Drummond  has  brains, 
and  ne  can  do  what  some  others  can  not ;  but  let  his  report  be  where  it  will,  it  is 
always  read  with  pleasure  and  instruction.*' 

Comp.  Innes  asks  for  information  : — 

**  We  notice  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Dispensation  recommends  the 
granting  of  charters  in  certain  localities.  One  of  the  reports  recommends  that 
*  the  petition  be  granted,  said  Chapter  not  to  take  jurisdiction  east  of  the  Kenne- 
bec nver.'  We  are  at  a  loss  to  know  how  such  a  report  could  pass  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Maine  ;  we  understand  that  the  Constitution  of  this,  as  well  as  other 
States,  fixes  the  geographical  lines  of  Chapters.  If  such  is  the  fact,  the  report  of 
a  committee  of  this  kind  could  certainly  have'no  bearing  on  the  case.  Explain, 
companions,  explain.  It  seems  strange  to  us  that  the  old  *  landmarks '  soould 
be  thus  rudely  removed." 

Under  the  head  of  Missouri  Comp.  Innbb  declares  himself  upon  the  Repre- 
sentative question  thus : — 

"Under  Michigan  Mato  confesses  surprise  at  the  following,  under  our  review 
of  Maryland,  concerning  the  representative  system : 

"  *  We  in  Michigan  are  not  in  the  Grand  Representative  system,  therefore  we 
have  not  much  t^  say,  but  we  think  a  jurisdiction  might  just  as  well  be  represented 
by  the  whole  United  States  as  by  one  man,  for  all  the  practical  use  there  is  in  it.' 
And  then  he  proceeds  to  say  that  he  is  under  the  impression  that  M. '.  E.  *.  Comp. 
Hugh  McCurdy  has  or  had  a  commission  representing  our  (his)  Grand  Chapter, 
near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan,  and  he  is  certain  that  he  (Comp.  Seymour 
Hoyt)  has,  or  thinks  he  has,  a  commission  from  their  Grand  Chapter  for  ours. 
How  is  this,  John  and  *Our  Hugh  ? '  Don't  prove  a  cent's  worth,  Mayo.  Per- 
haps you  arc  right,  but  the  Grand  Representative  system,  nevertheless,  is  not 
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recof^ized  in  this  State,  and  as  for  'Our  Hugh,'  he  i^  so  overburdened  now  with 
honors,  all  of  which  he  is  justly  entitled  to,  that  he  really  has  not  bad  time  to 
look  over  his  parchments  and  find  out  whether  he  holds  anything  from  Missouri. 
We  tell  you  if  he  only  did,  and  we  reco^ized  the  system,  Missouri  would  hear 
from  him  every  yenr.  He  is  a  grand  man  and  never  shirks  any  duty  ;  so  if  you 
havn't  heard  from  our  Hugh  as  your  representative,  rely  on  it  it  is  because  there 
has  been  no  work  to  do  or  no  way  of  getting  bis  work  in." 

Comp.  Bbuce,  in  his  notice  of  Oregon,  pays  this  tribute  to  our  deceased  M,  *.  E,  \ 
Companion  of  that  State : — 

"  How  little  did  we  think  when  we,  this  morning,  began  to  review  Oregon  for 
181)1  that  we  should  so  soon  receive  the  sad  tidings  that  the  hand  which  glided  the 
l)en,  and  the  heart  which  prompted  those  sweet  and  tender  utterances,  were  both 
silent  in  the  grasp  of  death.  There  was  such  a  sweet  and  fraternal  spirit  in  hU  of 
Comp.  Earhart's  reviews  that  we  felt  a  moral  uplift  when  we  read  them  and 
long^  for  a  closer  acquaintance  with  him.  His  pen  was  never  dipped  in  the  *gall 
of  bitterness '  or  '  crimsoned  with  human  gore.*  He  was  not  combative  nor  vin> 
dictive ;  neither  was  he  after  any  man's  scalp.  Tjet  us  cherisli  his  memory  and 
emulate  his  many  virtues." 

Comp.  Bruck  says,  in  reviewing  Virginia : — 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  gave  his  approval  to  the  organization  of  a  'camp  of 
instruction.'  It  appears  that  the  camp  was  organized  ;  the  Grand  High  Priest  at- 
tended camp  ;  representatives  of  seven  (Chapters  were  there ;  the  session  continued 
four  days,  and  much  work  was  done.  Now  this  '  camp  of  instruction  '  is  a  new 
thing  to  us.  The  report  does  not  state  whether  it  was  on  a  high  hill,  or  in  a  low 
vale :  in  the  woods,  or  an  open  field.  No  doubt  it  was  a  good  thing  and  those  who 
attended  it  will  ever  have  pleasant  memories  respecting  it.  We  have  some  vivid 
recollections  ourself  of  having  attended,  for  several  months,  back  in  1862,  a  camp 
of  instruction  in  Virginia." 

Was  your  Camp  of  Instruction  in  1862  trying  to  exemplify  "  Uniform"  Work, 
Comp.  Bruck? 

The  thirty-third  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Council  of  High  Priest- 
hood was  held  in  the  City  of  Detroit,  January  17,  1893,  M.'.  Er.  George  H. 
Greene,  President.  Nine  Excellent  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respec- 
tive Chapters,  being  duly  qualified,  were  elected  and  received  the  Order  of  HigU 
Priesthood.     Convention  closed. 

The  Af, '.  E.  \  Charles  R.  Bagg  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
R.  •.  K '.  Comp.  William  P.  Innes  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 


A  Special  CoDvocatlon  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Grand  Rapids,  Sunday,.  Aagnst  2d,  1893,— the  M,'.  E,\  Charles  R.  Baoo,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presiding. 

The  object  of  this  Special  Convocation  was  for  the  purpose  of  attending  the 
fnneral  ceremonies  in  remembrance  of  the  Eminent  Comp.  William  Power  Innes. 

An  eloquent  address  was  delivered,  a  procession  formed,  and  the  remains  of  the 
distinguished  companion  accompanied  to  the  place  of  interment,  where  they  were 
deposited  with  the  solemn  ceremonies  of  the  Fraternity. 


The  forty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  was  held  in 
the  city  of  Saginaw,  January  16th,  1894,— the  if.*.  E.\  Charles  R.  Baoo,  Grand 
High  Priest,  the  R.',  E.'.  Jepekbson  B.  Oomover  being  Grand  Secretary.  There 
were  present  thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and  the  Representatives  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chapter  having  been  opened  in  Ample  Form,  the  Grand  High  Priest 
proceeded  to  deliver  his  Annual  Address.    After  a  brilliant  poetical  opening  the 
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Gnmd  High  Priest  refers  to  the  nniisoal  inroad  made  by  death  during  the  past  year, 
not  only  in  the  household  of  Michigan,  bot  in  the  National  Jarisdiction.  He  paid  a 
beaatifal  tribute  to  the  character  and  patriotism  of  William  P.  iNinBa,  and  gave 
expression  to  the  feelings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  upon  the  loss  of  their  eminent  ad- 
viser, friend  and  companion. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  report^}  no  new  business,  except  such  as  grew  out  of  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Comp.  Innes.    In  that  connection  he  says:— 

'•On  the  19th  of  August  I  issued  my  proxy  to  Comp.  Charlrs  A.  Conovkr.  High 
Priest,  requesting  him  to  perform  the  very  pleasing  duty  of  installing  Comp.  Conoveb 
into  his  office.  The  ceremony  toolc  place  at  a  regular  Communicat'on  of  Temple 
Chapter,  No.  21,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  over  which  our  esteemed  companion  formerly 
had  the  honor  to  preside.  And  here  we  have  the  unuxual  fraternal  and  paternal 
spectscle  of  a  son,  himself  a  High  Priest  of  a  Chapter,  installing  his  father,  a  Past 
High  Priest  of  the  same  Chapter,  into  a  Grand  Chapter  office. 

*'  All  honor  is  due  to  such  a  Masonic  family,  and  I  trust  that  they  may  long  be 
spared  to  work  together  in  the  Temples  of  the  Craft.'' 

Michigan  seems  to  have  found  a  worthy  successor  to  the  lamented  William  P. 

Inkbs. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  reports  10,968  Royal  Arch  Masons,  members  of 
127  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  on  hand  at  close  of  session  of  1893,  $7,785.74;  re- 
ceipts for  year,  $6,42o.90:  expenditures,  same  period,  $7,431.18;  balance  in  treasury, 
$6,780.46. 

The  Grand  Chapter  voted  $1,000  to  the  Masonic  Home. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  Comp.  Hugh  McCcrdy,  Chairman,  give  the 
new  Grand  Secretary  this  elegant  endorsement: — 

'*  It  gives  your  committee  great  pleasure  to  recommend  that  the  action  of  the 
(irand  High  Priest  in  appointing  our  worthy  companion,  .Jrfpbrson  S.  Conovbb, 
Grand  Secretary,  meets  with  our  nnqnslified  approval,  and  should  be  approved  by 
this  Grand  Body.  A  better  selection  could  not  have  been  made,  and  the  work  which 
Comp.  Conover  has  presented  for  our  inspection  shows  that  the  office  so  long  and 
ably  filled  bv  our  beloved  Innes  could  not  have  been  more  worthily  bestowed  by  the 
Grand  High  Priest." 

Comp.  Rev.  Francis  A.  Blades,  Chairman  of  Obituary  Committee,  submitted  a 
mournfully  eloquent  report,  in  which  he  feelingly  alluded  to  the  great  loss  the  Grand 
Chapter  had  sustained  in  the  death  of  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  and,  after  paying 
suitable  and  well  deserved  tribute  to  his  memory,  recommended  that  a  mourning 
page  be  set  apart  in  memoriam  of  their  absent  companion  and  friend. 

The  committee  also  noticed  fully  and  paid  fraternal  tribute  to  the  late  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  Joseph  Potts  Hobnor.  and  the  many  distinguished  companions 
of  sister  jurisdictions  who  have  laid  down  "  life's  armor  and  passed  from  among  the 
living  daring  the  year.-' 

Subsequent  to  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  committee,  a  magnificent  eulogy 
was  delivered  upon  the  life  and  character  of  the  dead  Grand  Secretary,  William  P. 
Innes,  by  his  frater,  associate  and  friend.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Hugh  McCurdy, 
of  wltich  we  can  only  give  the  closing  lines.  Although  spoken  in  honor  of  a  loving 
friend,  yet  it  is  governed  by  the  Egyptian  maxim,  "  that  only  truthfal  tribute  should 
be  spoken  of  the  departed: " — 

"My  brothers,  a  fragrant  sweet  spirit  has  been  gathered  in  the  harvest.  Tired, 
he  sleeps.  The  pride  of  his  State,  the  devotion  of  Freemasonry,  the  love  of  good 
men,  the  tenderness  of  many  friends,  kneels  at  hin  grave,  and  all  who  look  upon  it 
utter  words  of  praise  and  blessing,  and  with  tearful  voice  thank  the  Father  of  all  for 
snch  a  noble  life.  His  life  \n  one  of  the  triumphs  of  our  faith — a  life  inspired  by  a 
noble  purpose  to  be  of  use  to  men — a  life  kept  by  the  power  of  fsith  in  the  father- 
hood of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man — and  thus  a  life  made  after  the  power  of 
An  endieas  2i/e— life  in  lioly  communion  with  its  Risen  and  Ascended  Lord— a  con- 
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staot  ofTering,  a  continaal  oblation  of  all  its  powers  to  the  highest  and  noblest  par- 
poses  of  life. 

**  I  do  not  stand  here  to  eologize  onr  brother;  eulogies  add  not  one  syllable  to 
one  whose  golden  record  speaks  better  things  than  silver  speech.  Not  for  him  do 
we  offer  this  tribute,  but  for  ourselves. 

**  *  They  mourn  the  dead 
Who  live  as  they  desire.* 

"  We  shall  moat  roonrn  our  brother  if  we  live  as  he  would  desire.  The  highest 
tribute  we  may  offer  to  his  memory  will  be  to  live  in  his  spirit,  his  mind,  bis  parpofte 
of  life,  a  life  in  active  sympathy  with  men  in  all  classes  and  conditions  of  life.  No 
roan  so  poor  that  he  did  not  do  him  reverence;  no  voice,  however  feebly  raised  in 
defense  of  manhood,  to  which  he  did  not  bend  a  listening  ear;  no  man  or  woman  in 
life  so  low  that  he  would  not  reach  down  his  hand  to  rsise  up  those  who  had  fallen. 
The  poor  remember  his  unfailing  generosity;  the  sorrowing,  his  comfortable  wordf«; 
those  who  were  ready  to  despair  cannot  forget  the  inspiration  of  his  faith;  while 
many  a  heart  is  purer  and  braver  to«day  because  of  his  kindly  face  and  helpful  words 
in  the  hour  of  trial  and  sore  affliction.  Freemasonry  needs  such  sons;  the  church, 
the  State,  needs  such  men;  our  homes  need  such  husbands,  snch  fathers.  These  need 
men  who  by  their  lives  will  emphasize  the  truth  that  it  is  possible  for  men  to 
carry  through  all  the  temptations  of  public  snd  private  life  a  high  standard;  hands 
as  clean  and  hearts  as  tender  as  when  they  fold  their  loved  ones  to  their  breasts,  or 
lay  their  hands  upon  their  heads  in  the  benediction  of  peace.  liOt  us  remember  that 
our  faith  is  not  true  unless  it  has  this  power  in  it — the  power  to  make  men  true, 
brave,  strong  and  faithfol  iu  all  the  walks  of  life;  power  to  make  them  better  sons, 
better  husbands,  fathers  and  citizens;  power  to  make  men  gentlemen  at  home;  U> 
give  the  listening  ear  to  humsn  woes;  to  give  man  a  face,  a  step,  a  mien,  that  will 
be  to  his  fellow-men  a  benediction  of  hope  and  peace. 

"  Let  this  life  so  nobly  lived  in  our  sight  accomplish  its  noblest  by  inspiring  us  all 
to  live  the  lives  of  true  manly  men.  I  now  lay  upon  his  grave  the  fairest  flower  of 
memory  and  of  hope. 

'*'  For  this  is  love's  nobility— 
Not  to  scatter  bread  and  gold. 
Goods  and  raiment  bought  and  sold; 
But  to  hold  fast  his  simple  sense. 
And  speak  the  speech  of  innocence; 
And  with  his  hand  and  body  and  blood 
To  make  his  bosom  counsel  good. 
He  that  feeds  men  serveth  few; 
He  serves  all  who  dares  be  true.' " 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter  :— 

**  Reaoloed^  That  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  recognizes  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arob  Mssons  of  New  South  Wales  as  a  regularly  formed  and 
legally  constituted  Grand  Chapter,  and  accords  her  a  most  cordisl  welcome  into  the 
ever-lengthened  chain  of  Grand  Chapters,  and  fraternally  extends  to  her  the  right 
hand  nf  fellowship. 

"  ReMolved,  That  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  extends  fraternal  recognition  to 
the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Victoria,  and  gives  to  that 
body  a  hearty  greeting  and  welcome  into  the  sisterhood  of  Grand  Chapters,  and 
bids  her  Godspeed  in  her  work  of  extending  the  principles  of  Capitular  Masonry  in 
that  disUnt  land." 

The  Grand  Council  of  High  Priesthood  assembled  during  the  session  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  the  M.\  E.\  Travers  Phillips,  President.  Eighteen  companions,  High 
Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  being  otherwise  qualified,  were  introduced, 
*'  set  apart,  anointed  and  solemnly  consecrated  "  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 
A  communication  was  presented  to  the  Grand  Council  from  J.  W.  Chambeblain, 
2i.\  K\  President  of  the  Grand  Council  of  High  Priesthood  of  Ohio,  requesting  the 
Grand  Council  to  unite  with  Ohio  and  other  Grand  Councils  and  send  a  delegate  to  a 
Convention  of  High  Priests  to  be  held  at  Topeka.  Kansas. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Comp.  Jefferson  S.  Conovbu, 
Grand  Secretary  and  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence.  Comp.  Comovrb 
very  modestly  states  his  "  hopes  and  fears  "  upon  the  success  of  his  effort  to  perform 
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the  daties  of  hia  illaatrioaa  predecesaor.  Very  well,  Comp.  C,  you  have  seDt  us 
your  first  work.  It  is  satisfactory  to  us  "  out  west/'  and  yon  shall  have  wages,  if  it 
exhausts  the  mine. 

We  thank  you  for  the  good  opinion  expressed  of  California  and  her  interest  in 
Capitular  Masonry,  and  the  kind  words  spoken  of  Caswbll  and  the  writer.  Yon 
speak  of  our  exemplification  of  the  work  at  the  Annual  Session,  and  remark  "  that 
with  the  array  of  talent  interested  it  ought  to  have  been  rendered  in  a  most  perfect 
manner.*'  It  was,  and  wtli  continue  to  be  so  rendered,  Gomp.  Cokover,  at  least  so 
long  as  Caswbll  lives  and  can  bring  his  eagle  eye  to  bear  upon  the  works. 

Comp.  CoNOVZB  endorses  the  provisions  of  our  Constitution  in  the  matter  of 
resignations,  and  thinks,  with  us,  that  an  ofllcer  in  a  Masonic  body  has  as  much  right 
to  resign  as  he  has  to  die  or  leave  the  parish. 

Under  Kentucky  hb  says,  speaking  of  the  Grand  High  Priest:  *'  He  strongly 
recommends  that  the  Grand  Chapter  secure  bonds  in  some  trust  company  or  corpo- 
ration created  for  that  purpose,  rather  than  have  the  officer  furnish  the  surety  of 
some  brother  or  friend."  Comp.  Conovsb  adds:  *'  We  heartily  agree  with  our  es- 
teemed companion  in  this  matter,  and  insist  that  the  plan  he  points  out  is  the  only 
business-like  course  to  pursue." 

This  has  been  the  regulation  in  CaliFornia  for  some  time.  The  bonds  of  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  are  furnished  by  an  incorporation  formed  for  that 
purpose.  The  Grand  Body— Grand  Lodge,  Chapter  or  Commandery — appropriates 
the  amount  found  necessary  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and  pays  the  bill.  The 
effect  is  the  peace  of  mind  of  the  "  honored  elect,"  and  the  security  of  the  funds  of 
the  Grand  Body.  As  Bro.  Conotek  tersely  says,  it's  business  sense  and  method— 
nothing  more,  nothing  less. 

A  splendid  halftone  portrait  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Chablbs  R.  Baoo  adds 
both  beauty  and  interest  to  these  proceedings — beauty  in  the  adornment  of  the 
volume,  and  interested  curiosity  to  know  that  there  lives  in  Michigan  so  fine  a  speci- 
men of  the  handsome  Mason. 

The  M.\  K\  Jaxxs  H.  Cummins  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  R.\  E,\ 
Jbfpbkson  S.  Conovbb  was  elected  Grand  Secretary 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  January  15, 1895. 

MINNESOTA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Minnesota  held  its  thirty-second  Annual  Convocation 
at  St.  Paul,  October  10th,  1893,— the  Af.*.  E,\  Isaac  P.  Dubfek,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  H, '.  E.  \  Thomas  Montgomery,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present 
nine  Past  Grand  Hixh  Priests,  two  Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests,  one  Past 
Grand  King,  and  the  Representatives  of  forty-five  chartered  Chapters. 

The  usual  committees  were  appointed  and  the  Grand  Chapter  opened  in  Ample 
Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Pnest  congratulated  the  assembled  companions  upon  the 
abundant  prosperity  and  the  steady  advancement  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

He  announced  the  death  of  very  many  eminent  companions  in  Minnesota,  as 
well  as  a  large  number  of  their  companions  of  sister  jurisdictions.  Of  their  own 
dead  he  gave  detailed  information,  and  paid  feeling  tribute  to  their  memories. 
Of  Comp.  Hobnob  and  the  illustrious  dead  of  other  jurisdictions,  he  joined  the 
companions  of  every  other  State  in  honoring  their  useful  lives,  and  in  sorrowful 
regret  over  their  de[>arture. 

Under  decisions  the  Grand  High  Priest  reported  but  one,  and  that  being  of 
local  importance  only,  we  do  not  quote  it. 
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The  AT. '.  E,  \  Nathan  Kingslkt,  General  Grand  Master  of  Third  Vail  of  the 
Greneral  Grand  Chapter,  and  M. '.  E,  \  Charles  J.  Kruegbb,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Michigan,  were  received  as  visitors. 

A  portrait  of  Af. '.  E. '.  Isaac  P.  Durfee  prefaces  this  volume,  and  a  portrait 
of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Orville  G.  Miller,  deceased,  prefaces  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Obituaries. 

The  High  Priests  of  Minnesota  assembled  in  Convention  at  St.  Paul,  October 
23d,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  Comp.  Thomas 
Montgomert,  President.  Thirteen  companions,  who  had  been  elected  High 
Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  having  the  prerequisites,  were  introduced, 
anointed  and  consecrated  High  Priests.    The  Convention  closed  in  due  form. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Comp.  Thomas  Montgomery. 
It  reviews  the  legislation  of  fifty  Grand  Bodies,  and  is  a  fair  condensation  of  the 
Capitular  business  of  the  year  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  the  United  States.  The  statistical  tables  prepared  and  published  by  Comp. 
M.  are  alone  a  mine  of  information  and  useful  knowledge,  prepared  for  convenient 
reference. 

Under  Alabama  Comp.  M.  comments  on  a  decision  rendered,  to  the  effect  that 
suspension  in  the  Lodge  operates  as  suspension  from  all  privileges  in  the  Chapter, 
and  says  the  punishment  is  too  severe  for  the  offense. 

Well,  Comp.  M.,  we  believe  in  oiiganization  and  order,  and  if  necessary  to  sacri- 
fice a  limb  to  save  the  body,  the  limb  must  go.  We  think  the  object  and  purpose 
of  oar  organization  is  for  the  purpose  of  giving  rather  than  receiving.  To  attain  this 
purpose  liabilities  in  the  form  of  dues  are  voluntarily  assumed  by  the  initiate,  and 
the  health  and  strength  of  the  entire  fabric  rests  upon  the  fulfillment  of  this 
agreement.  Should  disease  or  poverty  overtake  him  in  his  life's  journey,  bis  ina- 
bility to  pay  has  only  to  be  made  known  to  excuse  him  therefrom,  for  a  brother  so 
afflicted  never  should  be,  and  seldom  is,  suspended,  and  then  to  him  comes  the 
benefit  of  prompt  payment  by  the  brotherhood. 

Daring  the  thirty  and  more  years  of  the  operation  of  this  law  in  California, 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  have  been  reduced  to  the  minimum.  The 
effect  also  is  good  in  preventing  non^affiliation,  for  a  California  made  Mason  is 
reminded  in  every  advance  he  undertakes  that  his  first  allegiance  is  due  to  his 
Lodge;  that  upon  his  Ijodge  standing  all  his  Masonic  hopes  depend.  With  all  due 
deference,  Comp.  M.,  we  think  the  non-payment  of  dues  a  Masonic  offense,  and 
for  that  offense  suspension  is  not  too  severe. 

Under  California  Comp.  M.  notices  the  death  of  our  dear  old  Frater,  Doctor 
Isaac  S.  Titus,  and  quotes  from  the  Address  of  Grand  High  Priest  William  B. 
Davis  approvingly. 

Under  Colorado  we  are  glad  to  note  the  dissent  of  Comp.  Montgomery  from 
the  doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisdiction.  If  any  other  quarry  can  find  use  for  stones 
not  seemingly  fitted  for  oar  builders,  let  them  try,  and  possibly  they  may  save 
from  the  rubbish  a  specimen  of  great  value  to  our  spiritual  building. 

Under  Nebraftka,  in  noticing  the  Grand  High  Priest's  remark  about  the  non- 
payment of  dues,  Comp.  Montgomery  gives  a  practical  truth  in  these  few  words: 
*'  But  in  our  judgment  the  delinquency  of  members  is  as  much  attributable  to  the 
neglect  of  the  Secretary  in  annually  collecting  same,  *or  at  least  trying  to^'  by  per- 
sonal reciuest,  as  from  any  other  cause."  Will  our  companion,  who  has  the  honor 
to  be  choAen  by  his  Chapter  to  direct  its  fortunes  for  the  ensuing  year,  paste  those 
few  lines  in  his  hat,  and  thereby  save  himself  much  tribulation  and  earn  for  him- 
self the  much  coveted  title  of  "the  best  executive  we  ever  had." 
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Under  Michigan  Cotnp.  Montgomery  quotes  a  decision  of  the  Grand  Hi^h 
Priest  in  a  matter  which  is  liable  to  arise  in  the  business  proceedinics  of  any  Chap- 
ter of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  to  wit:— 

"First — A  brother  Master  Mason  petitions  for  the  degrees  in  our  Chapter,  the 
ballot  is  passed  and  the  High  Priest  anuouncas  the  brother  entitled  to  another 
ballot.  Question.  Have  the  companions  the  privilege  to  make  any  remarks  be* 
fore  continuing  the  ballot  a  second  time? 

"Answer.  No.  If  only  one  black  ball  appears  the  High  Priest  may  order 
another  ballot  to  avoid  a  possible  mistake.  There  should  be  no  remarks  made 
unless  by  the  High  Priest,  and  then  only  a  few  words  of  caution  to  the  com- 
panions.*' 

The  committee  who  reviewed  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  non- 
concurred  in  the  above  for  reasons  assigned  in  this  report,  Comp.  Hugh  McCubdy 
being  chairman  of  the  committee : — 

"  Firit — Your  committee  cannot  concur  in  this  decision,  as  we  believe  that  it 
is  proper  to  have  the  Chapter  informed  fully  regarding  the  standing,  reputation 
and  qualifications  of  a  candidate  for  whom  they  are  about  to  dejXMit  their  ballot. 
In  small  towns,  where  candidates  are  well  known,  but  little  need  be  said;  but  in 
large  cities,  for  instance,  like  Detroit,  with  only  two  Chapters,  and  a  population 
of  210,000,  it  is  not  fair  to  presume  that  the  companions  know  the  applicants  per- 
sonally, and  the  only  method  of  ascertaining  their  standing  as  men  and  their  quali- 
fications for  the  degrees  is  through  information  derived  in  the  Chapter- room 
regarding  the  qualifications  for  the  favors  sought.  The  report  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  ascertain  the  fitness  of  material  is  meager,  not  satisfactory,  and  if 
the  companions  cannot  be  informed  of  their  standing  as  men  and  citizens,  the 
result  would  most  likely  be  a  liberal  use  of  the  black  ball,  and,  perhaps,  the  rejec- 
tion of  worthy  material,  which  might  be  obviated  had  suitable  information  been 
given  regarding  the  candidates.  Your  committee  recommend  that  this  decinion  be 
not  appn>ved. 

Comp.  MoNTGOUERT  says,  "before  a  ballot  is  taken  it  may  be  well  enough  for 
one  or  two  to  ask  for  information  concerning  the  identity  or  antecedents  of  a  can- 
didate, but  after  one  ballot  is  taken  we  think  the  decision  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest  was  right.*'  And  so  say  we.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee is  a  reflection  upon  the  Committees  of  Investigation  in  that  neighborhood. 
The  committee  in  question  is  a  very  eminent  one,  but  we  do  not  think  that  even 
they  can  sustain  that  report. 

That  the  Chapter  should  be  fully  informed,  goes  without  saying,  and  as  to  the 
means  of  information,  we  are  confident  that  no  other  course  taken  can  equal  in 
satiafactory  thoroughness  the  fairly  performed  duties  of  a  Committee  of  Investi- 
gation. The  field  is  before  them,  and  that  Informatton  is  obtained  without  passion 
or  prejudice. 

Once  admit  the  right  to  discuss  the  merits  or  demerits  of  a  candidate,  upon  the 
holding  of  a  ballot,  and  the  trouble  is  upon  us.  No,  with  all  due  deference  to  the 
M, '.  E.  \  Hugh  McCurdy,  Chairman,  we  won't  concur. 

Under  Maine  Comp.  Montgomery  quotes  this  among  other  things  of  Comp, 
Dbummond.  He  says  he  (Comp.  Drummond),  under  Massachusetts,  enunciates 
this  correct  principle:  "Clandestine  work  cannot  be  done  by  a  regular  Masonic 
body."  This  in  criticism  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts  in 
the  Jordan  case,  and  also  applying  where  a  rejected  candidate,  still  a  resident  of 
Maine,  goes  to  a  foreign  jurisdiction  and  gets  his  degrees.  In  cases  like  the  latter 
the  brother  cannot  visit  any  Lodge  in  Maine,  or  be  reco8mi7.ed,  unless  the  Grand 
Master  or  Grand  Lodge  shall  otherwise  order  in  any  particular  case. 

The  AT.  •.  E. '.  Wm.  P.  Jewett  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  R.  \  E.  \ 
Thomas  Montgomery  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  (33d)  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  St.  Paul,  October  9,  1894. 
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MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Mississippi  held  its  forty-6fth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  Natchez,  February  7th,  1893,— the  Jf.*.  F.'.  Phinras  M.  Sayebt, 
Grand  Hip^h  Priest,  presidinfir,  the^.*.  Comp.  J.  L.  Power  being  Grand  Secretary. 
Six  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  thirteen  Grand  Kepresentatives  were  present. 
Thirty-four  chartered  Chapters  and  one  under  dispensation  were  represented. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  which  he  commenced 
by  *' giving  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  is  the  Lord  our  Ood  and  his  mercy  en- 
dureth  forever." 

He  referred  to  the  death  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest,  presenting  him  as 
a  character  worthy  of  emulation,  and  an  example  of  fidelity  and  faithful  friend- 
ship. He  also  reported  the  death  of  E.  \  Comp.  A.  P.  Babrt,  late  Grand  Treas* 
urer,  eulogizing  his  memory  as  one  especially  remembered  for  his  faithful  discharge 
of  duty. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  mention  of  the  distinguished  dead  of  sister  juris- 
dictions, mourning  with  those  who  mourn  the  loss  of  companions,  brethren  and 
friends. 

In  the  discharge  of  his  executive  duties  Comp.  Savkbt  has  the  happy  faculty 
of  suggesting  to  a  dodger  of  fraternal  duties  that,  though  possibly  avoiding  con- 
viction through  the  omission  of  the  local  law,  yet  he  might  and  probably  would 
"  (^  hurt "  under  the  general  provisions  of  the  Universal  Masonic  Code.  For 
example,  under  decisions : — 

"1.  Substitutes  allowed  by  General  Grand  Chapter — permitted  by  Grand 
Chapter  of  Mississippi,  in  cases  of  emergency.  High  Priest  of  Chapter  sole  judge 
of  emergency  and  responsible  for  abuse  of  his  power  to  Grand  Chapter. 

**2.  There  is  no  limit  to  number  of  substitutes  a  High  Priest  in  his  discre- 
tion may  allow.     He  is  only  circumscribed  b^  his  O.  B.  as  a  R.  A.  M. 

"  3.  General  Grand  Chapter  requires  petitioner  for  Capitular  Degrees  to  be  an 
affiliated  Master  Mason  before  he  can  be  advanced  or  exalted ;  but  there  is  no 
law  in  Mississippi  that  requires  a  R.  A.  Mastm  to  remain  an  affiliated  Master 
Mason  after  his  exaltation.  Nevertheless,  take  away  the  foundation  and  the  build- 
ing is  in  imminent  danger  of  a  fall.  A  R.  A.  Mason  who  is  unaffiliated  Master 
Mason,  is  like  unto  a  soldier  in  battle,  who  has  a  gun  but  no  ammunition — good  to 
count  one  in  show^  but  worthless  in  convict 

*^4.  There  is  no  special  statute  or  regulation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  that  posi- 
tively prohibits  a  companion  from  engaging  in  saloon  keeping  as  principal  or  em- 
ploye, but  under  the  statutes  of  the  AT. '.  W.',  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  of  Miss- 
issippi, the  act  is  prohibited  under  severe  penalties.  As  a  non-affiliated  Master 
Mason  is  liable  to  charges,  trial,  conviction,  and  penalty  in  Ix)dge  in  whose  juris- 
diction be  resides,  and  U  it  impotsibU  to  remove  beyond  the  jvri»dicti4m  of  some  Lodge, 
and  as  the  sentence  of  such  a  Lodge  would  mont  effectually  settle  his  status,  not 
onlv  as  a  M.  M.  but  as  a  R.  A.  M.,  we  fraternally  suggest  the  old  lesson  of  '  edge 
tools '  as  applicable  to  the  case." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  issued  the  following  circular  December  1st,  1892: — 

**  To  the  High  Priestt  of  Chapten  »peciaUy  and  Royal  Arch  Matont  in  Afimssippi 
generally." 

**  Desiring  to  obtain  as  much  insight  into  the  warp  and  woof  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  as  iMissihle,  I  fraternally  sr)licit  an  early  re- 
sptjnse  to  the  several  interrogatories  herein  pro})onnded,  at  the  same  time  not  only 
inviting  but  earnestly  soliciting  any  sucrgestions  that  may  be  fraternally  submitted, 
looking  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  MisHissippi : 

1.  How  many  Stated  Convocations  held  this  year  ? 

2.  How  many  special  ? 

3.  How  many  degrees  conferred  this  year? 


** 4.     How  many  Masims  elected  to  receive  degrees? 

**  .5.     How  many  companions  in  your  Chapter  qualified  to  confer  the  several  de* 


grees  and  give  lectures  without  the  aid  of  text-book  or  monitor  ? 
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"  6.  How  many  can  perform  the  work  and  give  the  lectures  with  aid  of  a 
text-book  or  monitor  ? 

**7.  How  many  High  Priests  in  Chapter  who  have  npt  received  the  Orders  of 
Hi^h  Priesthood  ? 

"8.  Is  the  Chapter  provided  with  the  robes  and  other  paraphernalia  for  con- 
f  erring  deprrees  ? 

"  9.  How  many  non-affiliate  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  your  jurisdiction  who  are 
affiliated  Master  Masons  ? 

**  10.  Give  names  of  deceased  companions  (if  any)  of  1891,  and  please  include 
date  of  death. 

"  11.    What  are  the  annual  dues  of  the  Chapter? 

"  12.    What  amount  is  usually  paid  out  annually  for  charity? 

"13.  Is  your  Chapter  in  favor  of  the  speedy  erection  of  a  Masonic  Home  in 
Mississippi,  and  will  they  promise  to  give  to  it  both  moral  and  material  support  ? 

'*  14.  Can  you  suggest  any  measure  to  be  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter  to 
give  prosperity  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Mississippi  ? 

'*15.  Kindly  give  suggestions  as  to  measures  to  be  adopted  by  Subordinate 
Chapters  or  individual  Royal  Arch  Masons,  looking  to  greater  and  permanent  in- 
terest in  the  Fraternity. 

'*  We  fraternally  request  that  a  response  to  this  circular  letter  may  be  sent  us 
on  or  before  the  3l8t  day  of  December,  this  year,  including  the  work  of  the  pres- 
ent Masonic  year.  We  hope  to  meet  with  next  Grand  Chapter  in  Natchez,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of.  February,  1893,  and  trust  your  Chapter  will  be  represented, 
and  that  each  officer  and  delegate  o[  the  Grand  Chapter  can  realize  that  the 
Grand  Convocation  of  1893  will  be  one  of  the  best  and  most  profitable  ever  held 
in  Mississippi." 

'*The  Grand  High  Priest  makes  the  following  observations  upon  the  replies  re- 
oeived  :-- 

"Thirty  Chapters  have  responded  to  the  queries  propounded  in  last  circular. 
A  large  majority  of  those  reporting  are  enjoying  unusual  prosperity,  and  we  feel 
well  assured  that  the  returns  in  office  of  Grand  Secretary  will  snow  a  large  in- 
crease in  numerical  strength. 

'*  It  is  the  Chapters  whose  officers  can  perform  the  Work  and  cive  the  Lectures 
that  are  prospering.  Every  Chapter  that  has  expended  ten  dollars  for  Masonic 
I^ght  has  been  amply  repaia,  and  in  some  instances  two  hundred  fold. 

*'  Among  the  suggestions  made  looking  to  greater  interest  in  Capitular  Ma- 
sonry are  the  following :  *  Require  the  officers  to  learn  the  Work  or  step  down 
and  out.'  *  Proficiency  in  Work.'  *  Acknowledge  principles  and  acquire  practi- 
cal knowledge  of  the  Work.'  *Let  no  High  Priest  be  installed  unless  he  is  com- 
petent to  perform  the  Adopted  Work  and  give  I^ectures  in  full.'  'Regular  at- 
tendance; one  thoughtless  absentee  prevents  a  meeting  for  want  of  a  quorum.' 
*  If  possible,  get  all  the  old  men  out  of  office,  and  elect  young  ones  who  will  prom- 
ise to  fill  them  and  have  brains  enough  to  carry  out  their  good  intentions.'  Ex- 
pel every  R.  A.  Mason  who  gets  drunk  and  uses  profane  language  in  his  every 
day  conversation  and  suspend  charter  of  all  Chapters  that  neglect  or  refuse  to 
bring  offenders  to  trial. 

**  Masonic  Lecturers  should  stir  up  the  Craft  on  the  subject  of  Masonic  Home. 

"  Except  in  cities  there  should  be  but  one  Chapter  in  a  county." 

After  this  gentle  stirring  up  he  submits  his  work  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

The  following  was  adopted  :— 

"Resolvedf  That  this  Grand  Chapter  hereby  recognizes  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Victoria  and  extends  cordial  greetings." 

The  following  statistics  are  taken  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  SecretaVy: 
Exalted,  122 ;  affiliated,  21 ;  reinstated,  5 ;  dimitted,  20 ;  died,  15 ;  suspended  for 
dues,  47  ;  total  membership,  1174. 

We  clip  the  following  from  the  interesting  report  of  the  Committee  on  Capitu« 
lar  Law,  by  M.'.  E.\  Companions  Speed,  Paxton  and  Murry  :— 
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4.  We  are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  proposition  that  a  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
son should  be  a  member  of  a  Lodge,  and  a  candidate  ought  also,  but  we  do  not  un- 
derstand that  the  resolution  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is  mandatory  ;  it  sim- 
ply declares  a  principle  which  is  to  be  found  in  Section  38,  of  our  own  Regulations, 
which  not  only  declares  *  membership  in  a  Chapter  should  be  dependent  upon  and 
oo-existent  with  membership  in  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons,' but  prohibits  non- 
affiliated Master  Masons  from  receiving  the  Chapter  degrees.  We  do  not  think  it 
advisable  to  add  anything  to  our  law  on  the  subject,  for  it  may  be  that  there  is 
sometimes  a  good  reason  why  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  should  not  want  to  remain  in 
affiliation  with  a  Symbolic  Lodge,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  law  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  cuts  all  such  off  most  effectually,  by  declaring  that  all  non-affiliates 
who  do  not  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Lodge  under  whose  jurisdiction  they 
reside,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  'associate  with  the  regular  members  of  the 
Lodge,*  which  cuts  them  out,  also,  as  Chapter  Masons.  Isow  if  a  Chapter  mem- 
b^  desires  to  pay  Lodge  dues  without  receiving  the  benefits  of  Lodge  membership, 
we  don't  see  that  he  is  doing  any  one  but  himself  an  injury.  We  do  not  recom- 
mend that  any  change  be  made  in  our  Regulations. 

**5.  We  concur  in  the  statement  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  the  effect  that 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  saloon  keeping  in  Mississippi  are  not  compatible.  Un- 
der  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  no  Mason,  of  any  decree,  can  engage  in  the  busi- 
ness of  selling  liquors  to  be  used  as  a  beverage. 

"6.  Who  of  you,  who  are  here  to-day,  were  here  five  years  ago?  A  score, 
yes,  perhaps,  but  no  more.  Who  of  us  will  be  here  five  years  hence  ?  Who  of  all 
those  whose  names  we  honor,  and  towards  whom  we  cherish  the  warmest  affection, 
will  rise  in  their  places  and  respond  when  roll  of  Grand  Representatives  is  called 
for  five  years  hence  ?  Very  few  !  Before  then  the  Angel  of  Death  will  have  come 
and  laid  his  icy  fingers  on  many  a  heart  and  stilled  its  beating  forever.  The  Roll 
of  Grand  Representatives  five  years  ago,  contained  twenty -three  names,  of  whom 
Priestley,  Patton,  Bowen,  Barry  and  Richards  have  passed  through  the  veil  and 
entered  into  their  father's  house.  Give  eternal  rest  unto  them,  vh  Lord,  and  let 
light  perpetual  shine  upon  them.  Amen.  Whether  we  will  or  not,  the  Reai>er 
will  continue  to  reap,  and  five  years  will  revise  the  roll  without  any  action  of  ours. 
The  Grand  High  Priest  is  mistaken  in  regard  to  the  term  of  Grand  Representa- 
tives having  been  changed  in  1890.  By  a  reference  to  page  12  of  the  proceedings 
of  that  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  change  from  five  to  three  years  was  recommended, 
but  the  committee  which  recommended  the  change  introduced  no  amendment  to 
section  43,  which  governs  the  matter,  and  the  proposal  died  of  inanition. 

**7.  We  approve  the  other  acts  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  which  we  referred 
for  the  consideration  of  this  committee,  and  recommend  that  they  be  concurred 
in  by  the  (Jrand  Chapter. 

**The  distinguished  zeal,  the  care  and  painstaking  labor  applied  to  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  the  office  by  the  retiring  (rrand  High  Priest,  merit  the 
Hijecial  recognition  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  His  decisions  evince  not  only  Masonic 
learning,  but  the  Masonic  discretion  which  aims  at  the  end  to  be  attained,  for 
which  purpose  the  high  powers  of  this  office  were  lodged  in  an  individual  brother, 
to  be  made  itte  of  during  the  recess  of  the  (jrrand  Chapter,  for  the  general  good,  in 
emergencies  not  to  be  foreseen  or  leginlated  against.  Our  Most  Excellent  C'om- 
panion  has  shown  that  he  believed  he  had  some  UHef ul  purpone  to  |)erfonn,  and  we 
are  happy  in  saving  that  he  has  discharged  that  pur(Kme  with  intelligence,  fidelity 
to  principle  and  zeal  for  the  common  good  of  the  Royal  Craft,  wliich  will  ever 
render  his  name  distinguished  amongst  the  long  list  of  illustrious  men  who  have 
honored  the  East  of  this  Grand  Chapter." 

M,  *.  £* '.  Comp.  Savery  presented  the  Report  on  Corresix>ndence,  being  a  re- 
view of  the  proceedings  of  forty-one  Grand  Chapters. 

He  gives  California  favorable  notice,  compliments  Af. '.  E. '.  Comp.  Myrick  cm 
"the  big  chunks  of  wisdom"  given  oat  in  his  address,  and  says  of  M.\  E,\ 
Thou  AS  H.  Caswell  :— 

•'  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Thomas  H.  Caswell  furnished  the  usual  first-class 
feast  on  Corresinrndence.  Mississippi  was  one  of  the  forty-five  (xrand  JuriHdictions 
whose  proceedings  were  reviewed.  Extracts  froiL*  address  of  (irand  High  Prit^t 
Truu;,  and  from  our  Re|)ort  on  Correspondence;  copies  our  conclusion  t>n  subject 
of  Masimic  Home. 

**  I'nder  Maine,  he  says,  *  Comp.  Dki  mmond  was  correct  in  his  comments  on 
uur  *talk  back  '  about  rights  to  degrees,  etc ;  overrules  our  demurrer,'  etc. 
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"  Well,  we  are  not  convinced,  even  with  two  veterans  opposed  to  us.  We  are 
truly  sorry  Comp.  Caswell  has  retired  from  the  role  of  Reporter,  but  we  are  all 
growing  old  rapioly  and  soon  must  quit  voUns  nolens.  As  he  is  still  Grand  Secre- 
tary and  Grand  Lecturer,  he  will  continue  to  do  g^ood  work  for  the  Craft,  and 
leave  the  impress  of  an  expert  Master  on  all  the  material  that  he  brings  up  for  the 
buildine." 

Under  Iowa  Comp.  Saveby  writes : — 

"The  Grand  Chapter  has  a  Board  of  Custodians  consisting  of  three  members. 
This  Boards  holds  School  of  Instruction  for  two  days  preceding  annual  meeting  of 
Grand  Chapter,  and  at  same  place  of  the  Grand  Convocation. 

"Under  the  head  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  we  find  that  the  proposition  to  dissolve 
the  merger  was  defeated,  notwithstanding  a  majority  of  the  Chapters  in  corres- 
pondence were  in  favor  of  it.  We  understand  how  that  was  done,  for  it  is  but  a 
repetition  of  the  work  of  eleven  years  in  Mississippi,  when  the  unnaiuralieed  (?) 
were  allowed  to  vote." 

We  understand  the  Custodian,  but  what  in  the  mischief  is  an  "unnaturalized 
merger.** 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was  held  February 
7,  1893,  M.\  E.\  President  Robert  B.  Bbannin  presiding.  The  death  of  K\ 
Comp.  A.  P.  Babrt  was  announced  and  a  proper  tribute  to  his  memory  ordered 
prepared  for  the  proceedings.  Eight  High  Priests  received  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood.  The  Recorder  was  directed  to  publish  the  names  of  all  living  com- 
panions who  had  received  the  Order.    Convention  closed. 

The  M,  \  E,  \  J.  K.  MoLbod  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  K  \  E.  \ 
J.  L.  PowBB  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  HoUy  Springs  during 

the  second  week  in  February,  1894,  on  such  day  as  the  Grand  High  Priest  may 

designate.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri  held  its  forty-sixth  Annoal  ConvocatioD  in  the 
city  of  St  Louis,  April  27th,  1893,— the  Jf.*.  Er.  John  B.  Pabsonb,  Grand  High 
Priest,  presiding,  the  R,\  E.\  William  H.  Mato  being  Grand  Secretary.  There 
were  present  fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  twenty-four  Grand  Representatives, 
and  the  Representatives  of  eighty-one  chartered  Chapters,  together  with  twenty- 
foar  Past  High  Priests,  not  Representatives  or  Grand  Officers. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  invoking  the  bless- 
ing of  the  great  I  Am  upon  their  labors,  he  makes  this  declaration  :-^ 

"I  consider  the  doty  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  be  executive  or  administrative, 
to  carry  out  the  law,  and  not  to  make  or  to  try  to  find  some  way  to  circumvent  or 
defeat  it.  For  this  reason  I  have  declined  to  grant  dispensations  to  receive  petitions 
fi-om  Master  Masons  who  had  not  resided  in  the  State  twelve  months,  to  ballot  out 
of  time,  to  receive  petitions  at  special  meetings,  and  to  do  divers  and  sundry  othir 
things  which  the  law  forbids,  but  which  some  companions  seem  to  think  the  Grand 
High  Priest  can  do  at  his  own  sweet  will,  law  or  no  law. 

'*  I  declined  to  grant  a  dispensation  to  elect  a  Ring  in  place  of  one  who  had  died, 
as  oar  law  does  not  allow  an  officer  to  resign  or  die  during  his  official  term.*' 

The  Ghrand  High  Priest  refers  in  eloquent  words  and  with  much  feeling  to  the 
great  loss  sustained  by  Capitular  Biasonry  in  the  death  of  the  Jf.\  E.\  Comp.  Joskpo 
Potts  Hornob,  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
United  States.  He  speaks  from  a  personal  acquaintance  of  twenty  years,  and  pays 
tribute  to  his  manly  qualities  of  head  and  heart. 

He  also  deplores  the  loss  to  the  Masonic  world  of  that  bright  and  shining  liglit, 
the  gifted  and  faithful  M.\  E.\  Comp.  John  H.  Bbowk,  of  Kansas.  He  was  de- 
servedly honored  by  the  Masons  of  Kansas  and  in  honoring  him  they  honored  them* 
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selves.    When  the  Grand  High  Priest  says,  "  he  was  a  living  example  of  what  a 
Mason  ought  to  be,"  he  fills  the  measure  of  eulogy  with  his  highest  praise. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  speaks  as  follows  of  the  progress  of  Capitular  Masonry  in 
Missouri : — 

'*OapituIar  Masonry  in  Missouri  has  never  been  more  prosperous  than  during  the 
last  year.  The  degrees  have  been  lifted  from,  the  position  or  mere  stepping-stones 
to  oUier  organizations  to  that  of  interesting  and  instrnctive  lessons  in  Masonry.  In- 
stead of  the  meetings  being  attended  by  a  few  companions,  who  merely  went  from  a 
sense  of  duty,  they  are  now  large  and  enthusiastic  gatherings,  and  looked  forward  to 
with  interest  and  pleasure.  The  Chapters  have  been  doing  a  large  amount  of  work, 
and  such  an  interest  has  been  aroused  in  the  minds  of  Master  Masons  who  desire 
more  light  that  the  prospects  for  the  future  are  of  the  brightest." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  gives  hearty  thanks  to  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
Missouri  for  their  unstinted  liberality  in  sustaining  the  establishment  of  a  Masonic 
Home  within  their  borders,  and  that  it  is  placed  beyond  the  possibility  of  failure. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Chapter  were  amended  to  make  the  Grand  Cvptain 
of  the  Host,  Grand  Principal  Sojourner,  and  Grand  Royal  Arch  Captain,  elective 
instead  of  appointed  Grand  Officers,  as  at  present 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  balance  on  hand,  commencement  of  year,  $4,530.29; 
receipts  for  year,  $7,486.00;  disbursements  during  year,  $5,092.50;  balance  on  band, 
April  27,  1893.  $6,923.79. 

The  Committee  on  Grievance  reported  that,  as  usual,  the  evil  was  unknown  in 
Missouri. 

The  four  principal  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
act  in  conjunctiun  with  a  similar  committee  from  the  Grand  Commandery  Knights 
Templar  of  MisAOuri,  to  secure  a  suitable  office  for  the  Grand  Secretary,  with  power 
to  act.  We  congratulate  the  R.\  E.\  William  H.  Mayo  (in  advance)  upon  becoming 
the  possessor  of  the  finest  *'  headquarters  "  in  the  great  West. 

The  companions  forming  the  procession  of  the  dead,  entered  upon  the  Register 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri  for  the  year,  number  113. 

This  Correspondent  represents  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri  near  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  California. 

The  Convention  of  Anointed  High  Priests  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Missouri  assembled  on  the  evening  of  April  26th,  1893,— the  M.\  E,\  Thomas 
E.  Gabnett,  President,  presiding.  Fourteen  E,*.  companions,  who  had  been  elected 
High  Priests  of  their  reftpective  Chapters  and  otherwise  duly  qualified,  received  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood.  The  fee  in  this  iurisdiction,  as  in  California,  is  five  dollars. 
Tiie  President  announced  the  deaths  that  had  occurred  during  the  year  and  stated 
that  proper  action  would  be  taken  in  Grand  Chapter  on  the  morrow.  The  Conven- 
tion closed  in  solemn  form. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Wm.  H.  Mayo  (veteran),  who 
reports  a  review  of  the  transactions  of  forty  Grand  Chapters  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia  and  Quebec. 

Comp.  Mayo  commences  with  California.  The  Address  of  M.\  B,\  Comp. 
MvRiCK  he  pronounces  "  sound  advice,*'  and  says  it  should  be  heeded  by  his  com- 
panions.    He  pays  our  Grand  High  Priest  the  compliment  of  freely  quoting  from  it. 

Comp.  Mayo  calls  us  to  account  for  the  suspension  of  a  companion  from  all  his 
rights  and  privileges,  for  no  offense,  without  his  knowledge  or  the  knowledge  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  observes  that  if  our  law  permits  such  unjust  Judgment,  *' amend- 
ments are  in  order." 

The  law  of  California,  Comp.  Mayo,  provides  that  forfeiture  of  charter  involves 
the  suspension  of  its  members  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sonry, except  those  who  may  be  specially  exempted  from  such  effect. 
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The  case  of  Lakepori  Chapter  was  an  aggravated  one,  and  the  revocation  of  its 
charter  was  made  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  in  Annual  Convocation,  for  "  contempt  of 
its  orders  and  regulations." 

The  omission  of  the  companion  to  apply  for  exemption  from  the  penalties  result- 
ing from  the  revocation  was  a  neglect  of  duty— a  dnty  he  owed  to  himself.  We  hold 
that  the  dnties  of  member  to  Chapter  and  Grand  Chapter,  and  from  Grand  Chapter 
and  Chapter  to  member,  are  reciprocal.  It  is  dilBcnlt  to  frame  a  general  law  and 
make  it  applicable  to  every  exceptional  case  that  may  arise  under  it.  The  com- 
panion, by  his  own  neglect,  permitted  himself  to  rest  under  censure  until  the  circum- 
stances were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  when  he  was  at  once 
set  aright. 

Comp.  Mato  compliments  Comp.  Caswell,  Grand  Secretary,  on  his  report,  as 
usual. 

In  reviewing  Delaware  and  the  resolution  adopted  by  that  Grand  Chapter,  *'  That 
the  High  Priests  of  the  several  subordinate  Chapters  be  allowed  to  open  and  close 
the  three  first  degrees  in  their  respective  Chapters  in  a  short  way,  if  they  should 
find  it  necessary ,''  Comp.  Mato  comments : — 

*'  They  will  generally  find  it  necessary.  In  five  years  ftrom  now  the  Chapters 
will  have  forgotten  the  opening  and  closing  ceremonies  of  the  '  three  first  degrees.'  " 

In  reviewing  Florida  he  pays  this  eloquent  tribute  to  the  late  li,\  E.\  Comp. 
DiWiTT  C.  Dawkuw:— 

**  R,\  E,\  Comp.  D.  C.  Dawkins,  Grand  Secretary,  was  also  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence,  and  for  years  past  had  prepared  the  reports.  Since 
the  proceedings  were  published,  a  newspaper  report  has  reached  us  that  Comp. 
Dawkins  is  no  longer  in  the  land  of  the  living.  The  warm-hearted,  generous  Mason 
whom  all  men  loved,  will  meet  and  mingle  with  us  in  this  earthly  tabernacle  no  more. 
He  was  a  ripe  Masonic  scholar,  a  true  Mason,  and  a  thorough  gentleman.  But  his 
eloquent  lips  are  dumb,  his  ready  pen  is  laid  aside.  No  more  will  he  be  beard  to 
counsel,  to  cheer,  to  warn.  But  he  did  not  live  in  vain.  Masonry  in  Florida  and  in 
the  United  States  will  long  feel  his  infinence  for  good.  '  The  world  is  better  that  he 
lived.'  " 

In  reviewing  Iowa  he  mentions  the  statement  made  by  Comp.  Thos.  R.  Ebcan- 
BRACK,  "  that  the  Masons  of  Iowa  are  indifferent  concerning  those  degrees,  and  do 
not  read  their  history  very  carefully,"  and  adds  that  '*  not  a  voice  in  our  State  de- 
mands their  continuance  in  any  other  manner  than  is  now  being  done." 

Comp.  Mayo  responds  as  follows :— 

"  We  cannot  wonder  that '  the  Masons  of  Iowa  are  indifferent  concerning  those 
degrees,'  when  we  reflect  that  both  giver  and  receiver  know  that  the  work  is  un- 
authorized and  will  nowhere  be  received  or  accepted  as  legitimate.  Under  such 
circumstances  the  performance  mast  be  tame,  lifeless,  spiritless.  Nor  is  it  to  be 
supposed  that  the  one  hundred  and  five  Chapters  in  Iowa  are  prepared  or  would 
prepare  themselves  for  a  proper  rendition  of  the  work,  or  furnish  themselves  with 
the  necessary  fornitnre  and  paraphernalia.  We  imagine  our  companions  of  the 
Cryptic  Rite  m  Iowa  are  much  in  the  same  condition  as  the  English  lady  who,  having 
lived  all  her  life  amid  the  fogs  and  in  the  smoky  atmosphere  of  London,  inquired  of 
a  Paraee  from  Persia  how  he  could  possiblyi  worship  the  sun.  '  Oh,  madam,'  he 
replied,  'yon  ought, to  see  him  once.'" 

In  his  review  of  Kansas  we  find  this  beautiful  reference  to  Comp.  John  H. 
Bkowm  :— 

"The  Report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  by  the  veteran  reviewer  John  H. 
Brown.  The  report  is  one  of  his  best.  It  is  also  his  last.  The '  teeming  brain ' 
through  which  the  spirit  wrought  such  glowing  fancies,  the  warm  heart  throuj^h 
whose  throbbing  pulsations  they  were  transmitted  to  purest  gold,  and  the  '  skillial 
hand  '  which  placed  them  on  perpetual  record,  are  alike  still  and  silent  in  the  grave. 
But  he  has  left  us  more  than  a  memory.  He  has  left  us  the  example  of  a  brave, 
conscientious  and  upright  man.    He  was  a  man  of  tireless  energy,  of  sterling  hon* 
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eaty,  with  great  natural  and  acqoired  abilities.  He  had  drank  deep  of  the  foantain 
of  koowledge  in  Freemasonry,  and  the  impress  which  he  made  and  has  left  on  every 
department  of  the  Order  in  Kansas  will  ontlast  any  monnment  of  marble  which  his 
brethren  and  companions  may  erect  to  his  memory.'^ 

In  his  review  of  Maryland  he  quotes  Comp.  Sohultz  as  saying  :— 

"  We  have  no  objections  to  urge  to  the  suspension  of  a  brother  or  companion  for 
willful  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  dues,  when  ooZe  todoio,*  after  due  trial  and  a  vote 
by  the  Graft/  but  to  deprive  a  brother  of  the  rights  of  the  Fraternity  by  a  standing 
resolotion,  for  any  oatue,  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  as  to  say,  does  not»nor  ever  cao» 
meet  onr  approbation.'^ 

And  Comp.  Mato  comments  aa  follows  :— 

"  We  heartily  agree  with  the  above,  provided  we  nnderstand  what  he  means  by 
'  due  trial.^  In  Missouri  a  bill  is  sent  to  the  delinquent  companion  of  his  dues.  If, 
after  a  specified  time,  be  fails  to  respond,  a  notice  is  sent  to  him  to  appear  at  a 
designated  time,  and  show  cause  why  he  shonld  not  be  suspended.  If  he  pays  his 
dues  before  the  designated  period,  or  at  any  time  before  suspension,  that  stops  all 
further  proceedings  in  the  case.  At  the  time  set  for  hearing,  the  Secretary,  as  a 
witness,  states  the  amount  du^  and  that  the  delinquent  has  received  lawful  notice. 
He  may  plead  that  be  does  not  owe  the  amount,  or  that  he  has  paid  it,  which  plea, 
after  hearing  evidence,  the  Chapter  would  determine.  He  may  plead  poverty  and 
ask  a  remission  of  the  dues,  or  ask  for  an  extension  of  time  in  wnich  to  pay  them. 
No  Chapter  would  refuse  the  one  or  the  other  request,  if  haXf-way  satisfied  that  he 
spoke  the  truth.  Or  he  may,  if  he  so  chooses,  treat  the  whole  proceedings  with 
contempts  In  no  case  can  be  be  suspended  except  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Chap- 
ter. After  having  put  the  Chapter  to  all  this  trouble,  he  can  in  less  than  five  min- 
utes renlore  himndf  by  handing  to  the  Secretary  the  amount  for  which  he  was  sus- 
pended.   We  think  this  a  *  fair  trial.'  '* 

We  think  the  above  procedure  good  practice,  answering  fully  the  demand  for  a 
••falrtriai.*' 

The  M,'.  K\  Comp.  Allan  McDowbll  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
Jt,:  E.'.  William  H.  Mayo  was  re-elected  Gh'and  Secretary. 

The  next  (the  47th)  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  will  be  held  in  Kansas 
City,  on  the  26th  of  April,  1894. 

MONTANA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Montana  held  its  fourth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city  of 
Helena,  October  9th,  1893,— the  If.*.  E.\  Anthovt  H.  Babrbit,  Grand  High  Priest, 
the  R,\  E,\  Oobnelius  Hbdoes,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present  one  Past 
Grand  High  Priest,  thirteen  Grand  Representatives,  and  the  Representatives  of  ten 
chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

Memorial  resolutions  were  adopted  in  memory  of  the  late  General  Grand  High 
Priest,  M,\  E.\  Joseph  Potts  Hormob. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  after  returning  thanks  to 
God  for  his  ever  watchful  care.  He  speaks  with  sorrow  of  the  eiTect  of  the  great 
financial  panic  upon  the  fortunes  of  Montana,  predicting,  however,  in  the  near 
future,  in  their  pure  air,  almost  perpetual  sunshine  and  invigorating  climate,  speedy 
restoration  to  prosperity  and  progress.  He  says  the  frequent  messages  of  sorrow 
from  other  jurisdictions  have  caused  them  to  sympathize  with  all  in  their  bereave- 
ments. 

He  says  his  official  acts  have  hardly  been  sufficient  to  remind  him  of  his  position. 

The  Grand  Chapter  made  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  being  represented 
at  the  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  at  Topeka. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Montana  declines  any  further  exchange  of  Representatives 
with  other  Grand  Bodies. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : — 
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**  JReBOlvedy  That  the  Grand  Chapter  of  If ontana  place  on  record  a  permanent 
request  that  every  Chapter  of  its  jarisdiction  be  officially  visited  and  its  work  and 
records  be  inspected,  and  that  this  doty  be  devolved  npon  the  first  four  principal 
officers,  who  shall  divide  this  dnty  among  themselves  as  early  as  possible,  and  notify 
the  Chapters  assigned  to  each  for  visitation.'* 

We  indorse  that  resolution  as  practical  and  beneficial.  It  will  hare  a  better  eflTeot 
upon  the  **  official  staff''  of  Montana  than  the  distribntion  of  good  fat  salaries. 

A  fine  portrait  of  M.\  K'.  Amthont  H.  Babrxtt  precedes  the  opening  page  of  this 
volnme. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  the  S.*.  K\  Comp.  Cornelius 
Hbdgks,  Grand  Secretary.  In  his  opening  Comp.  Hkdoss  reviews  briefiy  the  open- 
ing preliminary  work  of  establishing  the  Grand  Chapter  of  tf  ontana,  and  follows 
with  a  sketch  of  the  business  connection  between  Montana  and  the  General  Grand 
Chapter. 

He  reviews  Oalifomia,  gives  complimentary  notice  to  Comp.  Mtriok's  Address, 
our  committee's  report  on  Regulation  21,  aid  to  Masonic  Home  enterprise,  and  the 
general  tenor  of  our  legislation. 

Under  Iowa  he  has  found  a  "Jolly  good  review''  of  Correspondence  by  Comp. 
Eboanbbaok,  who  has  never  yet  heard  of  Montana,  though  by  some  means  Arizona 
seems  to  have  arrested  his  attention,  and  Comp.  Hcdosb  says  if  he,  *<  Bbcanbraok, 
doesn't  look  a  little  out,  he  will  set  their  Grand  Representative  on  him."  What  a 
fearful  revenge ! 

Under  Maine  he  pays  this  deserved  compliment  to  Comp.  Dbuioeond  :— 

"  Comp.  Dbummonp  has  written  more  Masonic  reports  than  anybody,  and  he 
seems  to  write  for  pleasure.  Certainly  no  one  ever  wrote  more  good  reports,  though 
we  cannot  always  accept  his  conclasions.  We  are  glad  to  find  him  on  the  side  of 
opening  the  Chapter  on  the  degree  on  which  there  is  work.  Comp.  Dbummonp  is 
too  charitable  to  non-affiliates.  We  reserve  ours  for  the  honest  and  faithful  laborers 
In  the  vineyard.  We  never  thought  it  was  a  square  deal  to  give  the  penny  to  one 
who  came  to  work  at  the  eleventh  hour,  but  to  give  the  penny  of  M!asonic  rights 
and  privileges  to  one  who  does  not  come  at  all,  seems  to  us  an  injustice  to  the  faith- 
fbl  and  a  premium  on  fraud." 

In  reviewing  Tennessee,  speaking  of  Prater  Comhob,  he  says : 

*'  We  are  with  him  heartily  in  his  views  on  physical  perfection.  We  would  con- 
floe  it  to  as  narrow  a  field  as  possible,  and  say  that  it  has  no  place  at  all  in  the 
Chapter.  But  wo  cannot  agree  upon  the  propriety  of  throwing  open  our  Chapters  to 
non-affiliated  Blue  Lodge  Masons.  If  noafflliated  for  causes  within  their  own  control, 
we  do  not  hold  them  in  good  standing.  When  it  did  not  cost  anything  to  support 
Masonry,  affiliation  mattered  little,  bat  now  it  is  essential  to  avoid  the  opprobrium 
of  being  a  drone  or  a  sneak.  The  man  who  wants  honors  or  profits  or  any  kind 
without  deserving  them  or  doing  his  share  to  earn  them  is  a  fraud." 

The  M,',  E,\  P.  H.  Poimdbxtkb  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  B,\  JS,: 
CoBNBUUS  Hedobs  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  (5th)  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  Billings,  on  Monday  pre- 
ceding the  third  Wednesday  in  September,  1894. 

NBBBASKA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Nebraska  held  its  twenty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  York,  December  13th,  1898,— the  M.-.  B.*.  Robkbt  E.  Pbench,  Urand 
High  Priest,  the  B.*.  E.«.  William  R.  Bowkn  being  Grand  Secretary.  There  were 
present  four  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  fifteen  Grand  Representatives,  and  the  Repre- 
sentatives of  thirty-one  chartered  Chapters. 

After  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Chapter  the  companions  were  welcomed  by  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  thanks  returned  to  the  Supreme  Intelligence  which  guides 
and  protects  us  through  our  earthly  pilgrimage. 
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He  read  from  the  death  roll  the  names  of  twenty-two  companions  who  have  gone 
through  the  dark  valley  and  have  passed  to  eternal  rest,  and  after  paying  aflfection- 
ate  and  earnest  tribute  to  their  memories,  recommended  that  memorial  pages  be  set 
apart  in  the  proceedings  of  the  year  in  remembrance  of  their  many  virtues.  He  also 
noticed  the  death  of  the  many  eminent  companions  of  sister  jurisdictions  who  have 
been  relieved  from  their  earthly  burdens  and  are  at  rest  forever. 

No  new  decisions  of  law  were  made  by  the  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  matter  of  Grand  Representatives,  he  says,  has  caosed  a  large  amount  of 
correspondence,  and  is  not  satisfactory.  We  assure  our  M.*.  E.*.  companion  of  Ne- 
braska  that  they  are,  at  least,  favored  with  a  live  Bepresentative  near  Oalifornia  in 
our  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Oomp.  Benjamin  F.  Tuttlb,  who  never  neglects  to 
fully  discharge  the  duties  of  any  station  assumed  by  him.  There  seems  to  be  much 
complaint  in  some  quarters  about  the  Bepresentative  system,  and  assertions  are 
volunteered  of  its  utter  uselessness.  This  honorary  position,  for  it  certainly  is  an 
honorable  trust  to  be  named  as  the  Representative  of  so  eminent  a  body  as  a  Grand 
Lodge,  Chapter  or  Commandery  of  Masons,  near  another  body  of  equal  rank  and 
importance.  The  system  has  become  universal,  is  of  recognized  importance  in  the 
Masonic  world,  and  is  generally  provided  for  in  the  code  of  laws  of  MasoDic  Grand 
Bodies.  The  objections  urged  are  of  so  trivial  a  nature  as  not  to  deserve  consider- 
ation, for  if  negl<«ct  to  discharge  the  duties  of  an  assumed  station  were  any  argu- 
ment for  the  abolition  of  the  law  creating  the  station,  we  would  have  many  and 
frequent  changes  in  our  form  of  government.  The  neglect  to  acknowledge  so  hon- 
orable an  appointment  as  Bepresentative  of  a  Masonic  Grand  Body,  and  perform  the 
duties  he  is  privileged  to  have  assigned  him  as  snch  Bepresentative,  is  proof  that  the 
appointee  did  not  merit  the  distinction  conferred  upon  him,  and  he  should  have  been 
invited  by  competent  autiiority  to  step  down  and  out. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  closes  his  Address  with  an  acknowledgment  of  aid  and 
assistance  from  a  well  known  builder  of  reputation  in  the  ^Vest  for  acts  of  charity 
and  pure  beneficence.    He  says  :— 

'*  I  have  attempted  no  great  reforms,  nor  have  I  indulged  in  pyrotechnical  dis- 
plays of  authority.  I  have  simply  endeavored  to  pilot  the  Boyal  Craft  in  smooth 
waters  to  a  safe  harbor.  While  the  voyage  has  not  been  uneventful,  yet  the  ele- 
ments have  been  kind,  and  T  can  truthfully  say  there  is  not  a  spar  missing.  And 
while  I  am  under  lasting  obligations  to  every  companion  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  to 
every  officer  in  charge,  there  is  one  with  whom  I  have  labored  in  the  official  duties 
of  Grand  Master  and  Grand  High  Priest,  one  whom  by  his  many  years  of  experience 
and  devotedness  to  the  interests  of  the  Royal  Craft  has  well  fitted  him  as  the  coun- 
selor and  support  of  the  presiding  officer— be  he  Grand  Master,  Grand  High  Priest 
or  Grand  Commander— that  one  is  our  Comp.  Williak  R.  Bowbn. 

'*  Dear  brother  and  companion,  your  name  and  your  memory  will  live  in  every 
heart  and  be  embalmed  in  the  bosoms  of  Masons  yet  nnborn.  We  do  appreciate 
your  worth,  your  zeal,  your  integrity  and  your  honor,  and  believe  your  distinguished 
merit  will  receive  its  due  reward.  May  yon  still  continue  a  long  and  lasting  bless- 
ing to  the  Royal  Craft;  long  have  I  witnessed  your  unshaken  attachment  to  its  every 
interest,  long  your  indefatigable  exertions  for  the  advancement  of  human  happiness. 
You  are  endeared  to  us  by  every  tie  which  entwines  the  hearts  of  kindred  beings." 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported,  approving  of  the  suggestion  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest  npon  the  great  importance  of  the  attendance  of  High  Priests  elect 
upon  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  receive  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  committee  who  had  under  consideration  the  death  roll  of  the  year  presented 
an  eloquent  and  fraternal  memorial  of  their  deceased  companions. 

The  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  assembled  in  Convention  De- 
cember 13th,  1893,— the  M.*.  E.*.  Samitkl  P.  DAvmsoN,  President.  The  Recorder 
reported  having  issued  twelve  certificates  of  anointing  during  the  year.  Twelve 
companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  otherwise  qualified,  were 
elected,  admitted,  (^Doioted  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  Con<« 
yention  dosed. 
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Gomp.  Chablis  J.  Phslpb  presents  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  giving  a 
thoroQgh  review  of  the  legislation  of  forty-eight  Grand  Bodies  of  Oapitnlar  Masons. 
The  report  is  a  faithful,  comprehensive  statement  of  the  progress  and  present  con- 
dition of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  onr  coantry  and  its  immediate  neighbors. 

It  becomes  very  evident  as  we  complete  onr  examination  of  volame  after  volume 
of  oar  proceedings  that  there  are  no  grave  qaestions  agitating  that  part  of  oar  Ma- 
sonic system  pertaining  to  Oapitnlar  Masonry.  Onr  Grand  Chapters  are  gaining 
wisdom  with  age,  and  steadily  acqoiring  mfiaence  and  financial  responsibility. 
Their  acts  of  organized  charity  are  more  freqnent  and  the  general  desire  to  **  aid 
and  assist "  in  the  good  work  of  rebuilding  the  spiritual  city  and  house  of  the  Lord 
is  manifest  in  general  legislation  and  individual  example. 

It  is  so  seldom  that  we  hear  a  good  word  spoken  for  the  Past  Master's  degree 
that  we  qoote  from  Comp.  Phelps*  review  of  Alabama  the  following  to  give  it  our 
unqualified  approval : — 

'*It  was  an  inspiration  that  caused  the  fathers  of  Masonry  of  the  United  States  to 
include  that  degree.  It  is  one  of  the  most  beanlifnl  and  Impressive  degrees  in  Ma- 
sonry, and  Its  symbolic  teachings  are  unapproachable.'* 

We  have  seen  statesmen,  men  of  education  and  political  experience,  receive  that 
degree,  and  heard  from  them  expressions  of  admiration  for  its  practical  methods  of 
inculcating  the  lessons  advanced,  and  we  know  of  no  reason  for  the  snbstltutlon  of  a 
Tnlgar  and  unlawful  exemplification  for  the  degree  of  Past  Master  (as  is  too  often 
done),  and  then  criticising  it. 

Under  California  Comp.  Phblps  approves  our  legislation,  quotes  from  our  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  thinks  we  are  doing  about  as  well  as  could  be  expected.  For  his 
complimentary  notice  of  the  work  of  this  committee,  we  acknowledge  the  indebted- 
ness "  and  wlU  see  him  later.'' 

Under  District  of  Columbia  we  find  this  little  piece  of  advice  to  all  of  us,  and, 
although  we  have  quoted  it  somewhere  else,  yet  it  is  so  true  that  we  give  it  again, 
and  charge  the  space  to  Comp.  William  R.  SiNaLiTON  :~ 

'*  It  is  onr  opinion  that  the  true  method  of  increasing  the  interest  in  Capitular 
Masonry  is  to  create  a  strong  desire  among  the  brethren  to  increase  in  knowledge  of 
Masonry.  Let  the  most  intelligent  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Inform  them- 
selves upon  the  symbolisms  of  the  Royal  Arch  degree  In  connection  with  the  third 
degree,  and  in  their  several  Lodges  of  Msi^ter  Masons  point  out  the  great  necessity 
there  is  in  our  system  to  proceed  onward  and  learn  the  lessons  taught  in  the  Chapter, 
and  thus  show  the  Master  Masons  that  there  is  more  light  to  be  obtained  whereby 
they  can  realize  the  symbolisms  of  what  they  have  already  attained  to.  In  our  ex- 
perience we  have  found  snch  a  course  of  great  advantage  to  the  Craftsmen.  The 
members  of  the  Chapter  who  had  not  theretofore  seen  anything  of  value  in  Capitnlar 
Masonry  would  be  inspired  to  inform  themselves  and  take  a  greater  interest  in  the 
Chapter  work." 

Here  is  a  condensation  of  Comp.  Phelps'  that  strikes  the  writer  as  particularly 
good.  Now,  while  we  think  just  as  much  of  Staton,  of  Kentucky,  as  you  do,  we 
couldn't  say  it  in  as  few  words : — 

'*  He  takes  kindly  to  the  principle  of  dependent  membership;  thinks  that '  the 
title  of  Grand '  does  not  belong  to  the  Masters  of  the  Vails;  approves  the  use  of 
substitutes;  correctly  holds  *  that  there  is  no  Masonry  that  has  not  for  its  foundation 
Blue  Masonry,'  and  therefore  approves  the  action  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Iowa, 
who  required  the  High  Priest  of  a  Chapter  to  surrender  his  jewel  of  oflSce  to  the 
next  officer  in  rank,  because  he  had  been  suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges of  Masonry  by  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  disobedience  of  its  laws  and 
edicts.*' 

Comp.  Gardner,  of  New  York,  gives  those  Grand  Representatives  who  have 
made  themselves  conspicuous  by  not  doing  those  things  which  they  onght  to  have 
done,  the  benefit  of  the  following  opinion  :— 
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"We  hftYB  n^iven  vievs  of  other  oorrespondcDts  elsewhere,  relative  to  this  Bsme 
matter.  To  whichever  body  the  Repreaeotative  neglecting  his  duty  is  ameoable,  is 
an  open  question.  The  fact  remains  the  same,  that  it  is  a  sadly  neglected  duty.  Let 
any  one  look  over  the  list  of  Representatives  present  at  the  sessions  and  see  how 
many  jurisdictions  are  nnre presented,  and  he  will  be  filled  with  surprise.  If  ap- 
pointees cannot  appreciate  tne  honor  and  carry  out  the  requirements,  they  should 
resign  and  make  way  for  those  who  do.  Perhaps,  if  mileage  and  per  diem  were  the 
adjuncts  awarded,  a  larger  representation  would  be  had !    0  tempora  !    0  mores!  ** 

We  agree  with  Comp.  Gabdnbb;  "they  onght  to  resign,''  but  if  they  don't 
promptly  comply  with  the  invitation,  they  should  be  kicked  out. 

The  M.*.  E.*.  Albbbt  W.  Obitbs  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  R.*.  E.*. 
William  R.  Boweh  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Omaha,  Dec.  13, 1894. 

NEVADA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Nevada  held  its  twentieth  Annual  Convocation  in  Reno, 
June  12th,  1893,— the  M,\  K;  Albbbt  Lackbt,  Grand  High  Priest,  the  R.\  £,',  C. 
N.  Notrwarb  being  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  five  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
present,  also  sixteen  Grand  Representatives  and  the  Representatives  of  four  char- 
tered Chapters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  He  returned  thanks  to  the 
Supreme  High  Priest  for  being  permitted  to  assemble  again  in  Annual  Convocation, 
and  congratulated  the  companions  that  harmony  and  good  fellowship  existed 
thronghout  the  jurisdictiou. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  the  death  of  Comps.  S.  0.  Wright  and  Jobn 
Hayiland  Hubbs,  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and  Grand  Organist  William  Oatxs. 
He  paid  affectionate  ft-aternal  tribute  to  the  departed  and  recommended  that  monm- 
ing  pages  in  the  record  of  proceedings  be  devoted  to  their  memories. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  says  that  a  fair  amount  of  work  has  been  done  during  the 
year,  notwithstanding  the  business  depression,  and  that  their  membership  has  in- 
creased. He  retnrns  thanks  to  M.\  E,\  William  B.  Davis,  Grand  High  Priest  of 
California,  and  E,\  Josxph  N.  Chandlrr,  High  Priest  of  Oakland  Chapter,  for  fhi- 
ternal  courtesies  extended  while  on  his  visit  here.  His  official  duties  have  not  been 
burdensome,  bnt  he  has  been  unable  to  visit  his  constituents  on  account  of  poor 
health. 

The  fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was  held  during  the 
Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  Af.*.  E,\  Enoch  Stbotheb,  President.  No 
applications  for  the  Order  being  made,  the  Convention,  after  rehearsing  the  ritual, 
closed  In  due  form. 

M.'»  K\  Comp.  PRAMX  BxLL  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  reviewing 
the  proceedings  of  forty-five  Grand  Chapters,  with  the  proceedings  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter. 

Comp.  Bill  seems  to  find  '*no  burning  questions"  to  discuss,  so  he  gives  a  growl 
at  Liohtbizbb,  of  Arizona,  says  we  in  California  have  the  Scottish  fever,  and  bids  the 
oompaniona  '*  good  morning  "  on  his  way  to  Kentucky,  where  he  finds  a  subject  in 
the  pioneer  Masonic  Home.  We  admire  your  judgment,  Comp.  Bbll.  God  bless 
Kentucky  for  her  "  most  excellent"  example.  May  we  emulate  her  in  the  practice 
of  this,  the  greatest  of  the  three  virtues,  and  in  the  near  future  each  and  every  juris, 
diction  may  have  its  own  "  Home,"  whose  spires  shall  point  heavenwards  in  silent 
attestation  of  the  truths  tanght  in  every  well  governed  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepts 
Masons,  that  the  widow  and  the  orphan  of  our  deceased  brethren  and  companions 
are  to  as  a  sacred  trnst,  a  trust  which  it  should  be  our  endeavor  to  discharge  with 
credit  to  ourselves,  that  no  dishonor  fall  upon  the  Fraternity  thereby. 
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Oar  eompanioQs  of  Nevada  are  extremely  radical  on  the  physical  perfection 
qoestion.  We  are  with  yon,  Oomp.  Bill,  in  legislating  for  auttiders;  bat  in  apply- 
ing the  rale  to  MasorUf  woold  liberalize  to  the  greatest  possible  extent  consistent 
with  their  ability  to  conform  to  all  which  the  ritnal  makes  necessary. 

We  hope  to  meet  yon  some  day,  Corop  Bxll. 

The  M.'.  E.\  John  W.  Eoklet  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  R.\  J?.-. 
Ohaunokt  N.  Notxwarb  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  (2l8t)  Annnal  Convocation  will  be  held  in  Virginia  City,  June  6th,  1894. 

NEW    HAMPSHIBB. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Hampshire  met  in  its  seven ty*foarth  Annaal  Con- 
vocation in  the  City  of  Concord,  May  16th,  1893,  the  M,',  K\  Hobagb  A.  Brown, 
Grand  High  Priest,  presiding,  the  E.\  Oomp.  Gbobob  P.  Clbavbs  being  Grand 
Secretary.  There  were  present  eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  twenty-one  Grand 
Representatives,  and  the  Representatives  of  eleven  chartered  Chapters. 

This  volume  of  proceedings  is  ornamented  with  the  handsome  portrait  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  the  Mr.  E,\  Hobacb  A.  Brown,  who  delivered  his  Annnal  Ad- 
dress, first  returning  thanks  to  that  merciful  Providence  who  had  guided  and  pro- 
tected them  through  the  years  that  are  gone  and  invoking  the  continuance  of  his 
blessings  in  the  years  that  are  to  come. 

He  announced  the  death  of  JS.'.  Comp.  John  Wildbb,  who  had  filled  many  offices 
of  distinction  in  the  Fraternity  of  New  Hampshire.    He  says  of  Comp.  Wildbb:— 

"  Bis  masonic  life  was  of  the  highest  order,  and  his  charity  as  wides-pread  a^  the 
needs  of  those  with  whom  he  was  brought  in  contact.  As  a  business  man  his  in- 
tegrity was  unquestioned.  As  a  citizen  he  was  public  spirited,  and  his  genial, 
kindly  spirit  made  friends  of  all  who  knew  him." 

He  also  announced  the  death  of  M,:  E.\  Josbph  Pottb  Hobnob,  General  Grand 
High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  alluding  to  his  prominence  and  valuable 
services  rendered  as  a  Mason,  as  a  citizen  and  a  public  man. 

He  reports  but  few  visitations  of  subordinate  Chapters,  cireamstances  over 
which  he  had  no  control  having  prevented  the  performance  of  that  agreeable  duty. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports  that  :— 

"No  complaints  have  been  preferred,  and  no  questions  calling  for  the  decision 
or  coostmctlon  of  Masonic  law  have  been  proposed  daring  the  year.  In  two  or 
three  instances  the  question  has  been  asked  if  a  Chapter  would  be  allowed  to  as- 
aemble  and  work  in  a  Masonic  Lodge-room  in  a  part  of  its  jurisdiction  other  than  the 
place  of  its  legal  location.  To  such  request  I  have  giveu  a  negative  reply.  Several 
Chapters  of  the  State  have  extensive  territorial  jurisdiction,  drawing  their  mem- 
bers from  quite  distant  Lodges,  so  far  didtant  as  to  make  it  quite  impossible  for  them 
to  attend  the  convocations ;  hence  this  request.  It  may  be  best  for  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter to  express  itself  in  this  matter.*' 

The  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand  Officers  recommended,  and  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, 

**  BeMohed,  that  the  negative  reply  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  the  inquiry 
whether  a  Chapter  would  be  allowed  to  assemble  and  work  in  a  Maponic  Lodge- 
room,  in  a  part  of  its  jurisdiction  other  than  the  place  of  its  legal  location,  be  ap- 
proved." 

The  Gkand  Ohapter  also  — 

'*  Ruolvedf  that  the  thanks  of  thid  Grand  Ohapter  be  tendered  to  our  retiring  Grand 
High  Priest,  iC*.  K\  Comp.  Horacb  Amrs  Bbown,  for  the  very  able,  faithful  and  ac- 
ceptable manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  responsible  duties  of  his  high  of- 
fice during  the  two  preceding  years,  and  that  he  retires  from  said  office  with  the 
highest  respect  and  esteem  of  this  Grand  Chapter." 
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The  M.\  E,'.  Oomp.  Albbbt  S.  Wait,  of  the  special  oommittee  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  death  of  the  late  General  Qrand  High  Priest,  reported  as  follows  :— 

'*Yoar  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Address  of 
the  M,\  E.\  Orand  High  Priest  relating  to  the  death  of  the  late  General  Grand  High 
Priest,  having  attended  to  the  doty  assigned  them,  submit  the  following  report : 

'*  Joseph  Potts  Uoknor  was  burn  in  the  city  of  New  York  on  the  18th  day  of 
March,  A.  D.  1837.  While  qaite  yoong  he  removed  with  his  parents  to  New  Orleans. 
In  consequence  of  the  death  of  his  mother  his  residence  was  for  a  time  transferred 
to  Philadelphia ;  but  returning  to  New  Orleans  at  about  the  age  of  fifteen,  he  chose 
the  law  for  his  profession,  and,  after  the  requisite  term  of  study,  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  of  Louisiana  in  1855.  Ten  years  arterwards  he  was  admitted  to  practice  at  the 
bar  of  the  Supreme  Ooort  of  the  Uuited  States.  As  a  lawyer  he  attained  high  rank  in 
the  profession  and  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  the  business  community  as  an  upright 
and  honorable  practitioner. 

"  Comp.  HoBNOR  became  a  Mason  in  1860,  and  in  1886  was  elected  Grand  Master 
of  Masons  in  Louisiana.  He  was  Grand  Commander  of  the  Qrand  Gommandery  of 
the  State  in  the  years  1869,  1870  and  1874,  and  was  Grand  High  Priest  of  his  Grand 
Chapter  in  1873  and  1874. 

"In  the  A.*.  A.*.  Scottish  Rite  he  received  the  thirty-second  degree  in  1864,  and 
attained  to  the  thirty-third  or  last  degree  of  that  Rite  in  1887. 

"Comp.  HoRzroB^s  first  appearance  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United 
States  was  at  the  Triennial  Oonvocation  of  that  body  In  1877.  In  1880  he  was  elected 
General  Grand  Principal  Sojourner,  in  1883  General  Grand  Scribe,  in  1886iGeneral 
Grand  King,  in  1889  Deputy  General  Grand  High  Priest,  and  in  1891.  at  the  Triennial 
held  at  Denver,  he  reached  the  exalted  position  of  General  Grand  High  Priest. 

"His  demise  occurred  on  the  24th  of  January,  18'J3.  at  his  homo  in  New  Orleans. 
It  was  preceded  by  a  lingering  illness,  which  wa^  borne,  says  the  Deputy  (veneral 
High  Priest,  in  announcing  the  mournful  event,  '  with  the  calmness  and  courage 
which  characterized  him  throughout  bis  life.' 

"  As  a  testimonial  of  the  honor  and  esteem  in  which  our  if.*.  E,\  Comp. 
Hobnob  was  held,  as  well  by  all  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  New  Hampshire  as  by  the 
members  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  your  committee  recommend  that  a  page  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  Grand  Convocation  be  inscribed  to  his  memory." 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Council  of  High  Priests  of  New  Hampshire  was 
held  May  16, 1893,  the  M.\  K.\  John  J.  Bell,  President.  Three  companions.  High 
Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  having  the  necessary  qualifications,  were 
elected  and  received  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  name  of  John  Wildeb,  anointed  High  Priest,  deceased, 
be  entered  upon  the  record.    The  Council  was  closed  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  presented  by  that  veteran  com- 
panion, if.'.  E,'.  Albert  8.  Wait,  who  gives  us  a  review  of  fifty-seven  Grand  Chap- 
ters, in  his  independent,  inimitable  style. 

Comp.  Wait  says  of  the  report  of  the  "distinguished  Oomp."  Palbcxb  J.  PiL' 
LANS,  under  the  head  of  Alabama  :— 

"He  holds,  as  we  observe  in  his  review  of  Maine,  that  in  view  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  this  country  under  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  the 
recognition  by  the  several  Grand  Chapters  of  the  new  Grand  Chapters  as  they  are 
formed,  is  superogatory ;  and  logically  it  seems  to  us  the  same  way.  Welcome 
to  the  family  of  (irand  Capitular  Bodies  is  doubtless  appropriate,  but  recognition  is 
more  than  superfluous,  as  it  implies  the  as^omption  of  power  to  decide  the  question 
of  ligitimacy. 

"In  reviewing  our  proceedings  for  1802,  Comp.  Pillans  refers  to  our  observa- 
tions upon  the  provifiions  of  the  regulations  of  the  General  Grand  Chaptor,  *  that 
membership  in  a  Chapter  should  be  coextensive  with  membership  in  a  Lodge, ^  and 
expreases  the  opinion  that  the  word  'should'  is  there  used  synonymouMly  with 
'shall.'  He  seems  to  think,  also,  if  we  rightly  understand  him,  that  the  general 
sense  of  the  Royal  Craft  is  that  this  regulation  is  binding  upon  Grand  Chapters  as 
well  as  upon  the  Chapters  holding  immediately  under  the  General  (irand  Chapter. 
These  questions  are  both  now  settled  to  the  contrary  by  the  deciaion  of  General 
Grand  HlKh  Priest  Day,  affirmed  by  the  General  (Srand  Body  at  its  Triennial  Convo- 
cation at  Minneapolis,  in  lh91.     He  says.  pp.  42,  43,  proceedings  : 

*'  *  I  held,  in  answer  to  the  question  that  the  resolution  waH  only  declaratory  of 
the  sense  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  that  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  ought  to  be  a 
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member  in  aflSliatioii  with  a  Lod^e  of  Freemasons ;  *  *  *  and  that  the  power 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in  the  matter  was  limited  to  its  immediate  saoordi- 
nates." 

From  which  we  shonld  conclude  that  there  are  some  questions  left  for  Grand 
Chapters  to  consider  and  decide. 

He  reviews  California,  writes  approvingly  of  the  expressions  of  oar  M.'.  K; 
Comp.  Mtrick,  and  regrets,  with  the  rest  of  us,  Comp.  Oaswsll^s  retirement  from 
Correspondence. 

In  reviewing  Colorado  he  qnotes  approvingly  ftofn  Comp.  Ebnest  Le  Netk  Fos- 
TBB  this  important  item,  and  we  remark  here  that  the  practice  of  the  system  ob- 
jected to  has  brought  discord  and  confusion  into  many,  very  many  jnrisdictions  :— 

"  A  very  interesting  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  furnished  by  Comp. 
Ernbst  Lx  Nets  Foster,  who  reviews  the  proceedings  of  forty  sister  (^rand  Chap- 
ters in  a  space  of  111  pages.  Under  District  of  Columbia  he  announces  himself  in 
agreement  with  South  Dakota,  that '  a  ballot  for  an  elective  officer  should  never  be 
cast  by  one  member  for  the  whole  Chapter,'  saying : 

*'  *  The  system  that  has  come  in  vogue  in  some  places,  of  making  a  motion  for 
some  one  to  oast  the  ballot,  is,  in  our  opinion,  bad,  and  liable  to  lead  to  discord.  It 
Tirtaally  takes  away  from  a  person  his  franchise,  as  he  cannot  object  without  mak- 
ing known  how  he  desired  to  ballot.'  " 

"  We  are  in  full  agreement  with  this  view  of  onr  Companion  of  Colorado." 

And  so  are  we,  Comp.  Wait,  although  the  practice  disapproved  of  is  quite  com- 
mon in  our  Grand  Chapter—'*  to  save  time." 

In  reviewing  Kansas,  Comp.  Wait  writes  this  deserving  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
our  dead  companion  and  friend,  John  H.  Bbowk  :— 

'<  Among  the  writers  of  Foreign  Correspondence  reports  in  the  various  Grand 
Masonic  Bodies  he  had  for  many  years  occupied  the  foremost  rank,  and  there  he 
had  few  equals  and  confessedly  no  superior. 

*'Thus  is  extinguished  one  of  the  most  brilliant  of  the  lights  of  the  fraternity 
and  one  of  the  ablest  exponents  of  its  principles.  Trnly  says  the  writer  in 
the  newspaper  above  mentioned :  *  So  good  and  true  a  man  was  he  that  the  num- 
ber of  those  who  knew  him  was  the  number  of  his  friends.  He  was  an  active  busi- 
ness man  and  interested  in  all  that  should  concern  a  citizen ;  but  it  was  in  Masonry 
that  he  found  the  real  comfort  and  most  grateful  enjoyment  of  his  life.  *  *  He 
was  a  law  giver  and  legislator. of  the  great  fraternity,  and  in  every  way  one  of  the 
highest  and  brightest  Masons  in  the  world.  Traces  of  his  labors  will  exist  in  the 
structure  of  Masonry  while  time  endures,  and  so  his  name  will  be  greatly  and  rever- 
ently remembered.' *' 

In  reviewing  North  Carolina,  referring  to  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest, 
Comp.  Wait  says  :— 

**  He  decided  that  a  brother  having  lost  a  hand  since  receiving  the  degrees  of  the 
Blue  Lodge  could  not,  although  free  from  all  blemish  when  made  a  Master  Mason, 
be  advanced  to  the  higher  degrees,  *  for  the  reason,'  as  he  says,  *  that  it  would  be  in 
positive  violation  of  the  ancient  constitution  and  regulations  of  the  Craft.'  In  sup- 
port of  this  ruling  he  argues  thus : 

"  *  According  to  eminent  Masonic  authority  we  find  the  first  law  on  the  subject 
in  the  Gothic  Constitution,  adopted  at  York  in  the  year  926.  as  follows :  *  A  candi- 
date must  be  without  blemish,  and  have  the  full  and  proper  use  of  his  limbs,  for  a 
maimed  man  can  do  the  Craft  nu  good.' 

''This  Gothic  Constitution  was  made  hundreds  of  years  before  Chapters,  or 
Royal  Arch  Masonry,  was  thought  of.  It  was  made  at  a  time  when  there  was  prob- 
ably in  form  only  one  degree,  in  the  symbolisms  of  Masonry  with  that  degree  only, 
we  do  not  doubt  that  all  the  degrees  subsequently  developed  were  contained.  A 
person  acquiring  that  one  degree,  if  degree  it  was  properly  called,  acquired  all 
there  was  of  Masonry.  The  Royal  Arch,  as  well  as  the  Master  Mason's  degree,  was 
latent  in  it  and  all  was  then  acquired,  although  in  the  then  conditions  not  capable  of 
being  understood.  Carried  to  its  results,  the  reasoning  uf  our  M.\  E,\  companion 
of  North  Carolina,  and  those  who  hold  with  him,  should  exclude  every  brother  or 
companion  from  the  rights  of  the  institution,  if,  after  receiving  its  degrees,  he  by 
inisfortnne  becomes  physically  imperlectr    We  dissent  from  this  whole  doctrine, 
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and  hold  that  the  physical  qaalificatioii  of  the  old  Gothic  Constltntion  and  the  others 
Bnbseqoently  framed  from  it,  have  nothing  to  do  with  anything  bat  the  making  of 
Maaons,  that  is  to  say,  admitting  to  the  first  degree." 

The  M,\  E.\  William  Hbnbt  Wbbd  Hinds  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and 
the  1L\  E.\  GioBOE  Pbrlbt  Cleaybb  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 
The  next  Annaal  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Concord,  May  15, 1894. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Jersey  held  its  thirty-seventh  Annaal  Convocation 
in  the  City  of  Trenton,  Hay  10, 1893,— if.*.  E,\  Edward  Mills,  Grand  High  Priest, 
presiding,  the  B,\  K\  Gboeob  B.  Edwabds  being  Grand  Secretary.  There  were 
present  ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  twenty- three  Grand  Representatives,  and  the 
Representatives  of  twenty-nine  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annaal  Address,  greeting  the  assembled 
companions  with  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  thirty -seventh  Annaal  Convocation,  and 
with  feelings  of  thanksgiving  to  the  "  Supreme  High  Priest  '*  for  his  watchfal  care 
and  the  many  blessings  bestowed  upon  them.  He  monrned  with  his  companions  the 
dear  ones  who  had  fallen  by  the  wayside,  and  with- them,  as  a  Grand  Chapter,  pro- 
ceeded to  pay  their  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  illastrioos  dead:  Comp. 
Elwood  Connob,  Past  Grand  King ;  Comp.  Samuel  G.  Bbnnett,  Grand  Tyler ; 
Oomp.  Stephen  Cox  Jr.,  Past  High  Priest  of  Brearley  Chapter,  No.  6,  and  the  M.  \  E.\ 
Comp.  Martin  M.  Dbohan,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  were  named  from  the  Roster  of 
the  dead,  their  virtues  recorded,  and  their  memories  confided  to  the  faithfal  breasts 
of  the  companions  of  New  Jersey. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  the  death  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  of 
the  General  Grand  CJiapter  of  the  United  States,  the  3f.*.  R\  Joseph  Potts 
Hobnob,  ealogized  his  exalted  character,  recommended  that  a  mourning  page  be 
set  apart  in  their  records,  and  that  his  virtaes  be  recorded  thereon  as  a  tribute  to 
his  memory. 

No  tronblesome  qaestions  were  asked  and  conseqnently  no  decisions  rendered. 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  Scribe  made  reports  of  the  Chapters 
which  had  been  assigned  them  for  visitation. 

The  Grand  Chapter  resolved  to  present  a  Jewel  to  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest 

Comp.  Henbt  B.  Haines  gave  notice  of  amendment  to  Article  II,  Section  I,  of 
the  Constitation  by  adding  the  following  paragraph  after  the  word  '*  year  " : 

'*  At  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Chapter  a  box  shall  be  placed  on  the  desk  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  remain  there  antti  the  time  of  election,  in  which  those  desir- 
ing to  place  companions  in  nomination  for  the  elective  offices  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
may  deposit  the  names  of  snch  candidates. 

*'In  balloting,  those  only  shall  be  voted  for  whose  names  are  thos  deposited. 

"  After  the  second  ballot,  all  the  names  except  of  those  who  have  received  the 
highest  and  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  dropped  from  the  ballot.*' 

The  Annaal  Convention  of  High  Priests  was  held  May  9, 1893,  M.  *.  E.\  Charles 
L.  Ohobbt,  President.  Eleven  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chap- 
ters, were  elected  to  membership  and  were  dnly  admitted  and  anointed.  Conven- 
tion closed  in  Ample  form. 

The  R.'.  R\  Hbkbt  Vehslaoe,  Chairman,  presented  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence, giving  a  review  of  forty-one  Grand  Chapters  and  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter. 

Of  Alabama  he  writes:— 

"In  the  record  of  basiness  transacted  we  find  bat  little  of  other  than  local  in- 
terest, except  the  statement  of  the  committee  that— 

**  Capitular  Masonry  in  Alabama  is  in  a  most  healthy  and  prosperons  condition. 
Several  new  Chapters  have  been  organized  and  others  restored.  It  would  seem 
that  a  reuewed  interest  is  manifested ;  and  good  cheer  comes  up  from  all  quarters.^' 
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Uoder  California  he  speaks  approviogly  of  M,\  E,\  Comp.  Mybick'B  Address 
and  oar  appropriation  for  the  Widows^  and  Orphans'  Home,  and  regrets  the  retire- 
ment of  Comp.  Caswilx.  from  his  "  long  time  "  post  as  correspondent. 

Of  Colorado  he  says:^ 

**  The  bnsiness  transacted  was  chieflv  of  the  routine  order,  ezce|)t  that  a  warrant 
was  granted  for  one  new  Chapter,  which  opens  its  career  most  aaspicionsly. 

"  Comp.  E.  L.  N.  Foster  presented  his  fifth  Report  on  Correspondence,  making 
a  well-written  review  of  forty  Grand  Chapters,  among  which  New  Jersey,  (1892) 
finds  acceptable  mention.  His  selections  are  made  with  Jndgment,  bat  nis  com- 
ments  are  brief  and  few,  for  good  reasons.    We  have  had  pleasure  in  the  perusal.^' 

Of  Connecticut  he  writes  : — 

"Oomp.  John  H.  Barlow  made  Report  on  Correspondence,  reviewing  all  the 
Grand  Jarisdictions  bat  two,  and  New  Jersey  is  happy  in  not. being  of  the  two.  He 
finds,  as  the  rest  of  us  do,  that  while  the  satisfactory  and  prosperoas  condition  of 
Gapitalar  Masonry  is  a  matter  of  congratalation,  there  is  bat  little  opportunity  for 
comment  or  discusaioD  on  disputed  points." 

From  his  review  of  Maine  we  "  borrow  "  this  sensible  talk  from  Comp.  Drum- 
MOHD  upon  the  use  of  sabstitotes  :— 

"We  traveled  twenty-five  miles  to  get  the  Royal  Arch  degree,  and  there  was  one 
other  candidate  present,  and  if  the  IllfnoiH  rule  had  prevailed,  we  both  woold  have 
returned  home  without  it.  We  believe  now,  as  we  believed  then,  that  if  a  Chapter 
has  only  three  candidates  in  a  year,  it  would  be  far  better  to  confer  the  degree  upon 
one  at  a  time  and  thus  give  them  and  the  other  companions  opportunities  to  witness 
the  work ;  becaase  the  very  object  of  the  work  is  to  teach  the  principles  of  Masonry 
to  Masons  as  well  as  to  candidates. 

"  The  records  of  the  oldest  Chapters  in  the  country  show  that  the  old  practice 
was  to  use  substitutes,  and  that  the  requirement  of  three  actual  candidates  grew  up 
afterwards ;  and,  as  we  believe,  by  failing  to  appreciate  that,  the  ceremony  is  a]/m- 
hoLicaX. 

**  If  the  work  is  properly  done,  the  dignity  and  impressiven^ss  of  the  ceremonies 
are  not  marred,  and  no  unfavorable  impression  upon  the  candidate  or  the  substi- 
tute is  produced  ;  at  any  rate,  such  has  been  the  case  in  our  own  personal  exper- 
ience." 

It  makes  us  very  weary  to  read  the  objections  that  are  so  persistently  urged 
against  the  use  of  these  "  venerable  "  as  well  as  at  times,  "  very  useful  helpers." 

From  his  notice  of  Massachusetts  we  crib  these  remarks  of  Oomp.  Seranvs 
BowBN,  which  are  "heartily  concurred  in "  by  Oomp.  Ybhslaoe :—  i 

"  In  regard  to  uniformitv  of  Ritual  we  believe  in  uniforraity  in  essentials,  but 
that  each  Grand  Ohapter  should  be  permitted  to  decide  for  itself  how  the  dramatic 
portions  of  the  degrees  should  be  filled  in.  There  is  nothing  so  bad  as  constant 
tinkering  with  the  Rituals. 

"No  Ritual  was  ever  yet  made  that  cannot  be  picked  to  pieces  by  critics,  and 
our  feeling  is  a  very  strong  one  that  a  fairly  good  Ritual  had  better  be  let  alone  if 
you  want  vour  members  to  have  any  respect  for  it.  In  this  jurisdiction  there  has 
been  practically  no  change  since  we  received  the  degrees.  We  served  for  fourteen 
vears  as  Orand  Lecturer,  and  while  there  are  minor  points  in  our  Ritual  that  might 
be  made  to  sound  better  to  our  ears,  we  have  always  deprecated  any  change  be- 
cause the  minute  you  begin  to  alter  the  phraseology  yon  are  launching  out  on  a  sea 
of  change  that  may  land  you  in  regions  of  which  you  have  never  thought." 

From  his  review  of  Mississippi  we  cull  the  opinion  of  Comp.  Fbkdkbiok  Speed 
on  the  usefulness  of  the  (General  Grand  Chapter  as  testimony  coming  from  one  fully 
competent  to  judge  fully  and  impartially  upon  the  merits  of  the  organization. 
Comp.  BrsED  was  the  Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Mississippi  at  the 
last  Triennial  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,:— 

"  The  proceedings  were  characterized  by  the  dignity  and  deliberation  which  so 
well  befits  this,  the  most  conservative  and  enlightened  body  of  all  Freemasonry 
and  which  has  deservedly  won  for  it  the  title  of  '  The  Masonic  Senate.'  There  can 
be  no  question  as  to  the  usefulness  of  a  General  Grand  Body  which  confines  itself  to 
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its  proper  sphere  of  dction,  and  does  not  arrogate  to  itself  the  province  of  interfer- 
ing with  the  domestic  relations  of  its  constitneot  bodies.  The  objections  which  I 
have  so  freqaently  urged  against  them  do  not  now  apply  to  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter, owing  to  the  limitations  contained  in  its  own  Gonstitotion,  which  in  eflfect 
makes  it  out  a  league  of  sovereigns,  and  not  a  supreme  governing  power,  such  as 
the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  Templars  is.  Limited  to  the  field  it  has  chosen  for  it- 
self, without  power  of  discipline,  censnre  or  admonition,  it  performs  the  functions 
of  a  Masonic  Congress,  and  brings  together  representative  Masons  from  all  over 
the  land,  who,  through  their  consultations  and  deliberations,  do  more  to  effect  the 
unification  of  Masonry  than  it  is  possible  for  a  body  claiming  supreme  and  auto- 
cratic powers  to  accomplish  by  its  edicts  and  commands,  accompanied  with  threats 
of  discipline.'' 

The  jr.*.  E.'.  Andrew  J.  Bale  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  R.\  E.'. 
Gbobob  B.  Edwards  was  re-elected  Orand  Secretary. 

NBW    SOUTH    WALES. 

We  have  before  us  the  Report  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  New  South  Wales.  The  officers  are:  First  Grand  Principal,  Thoscas  Read; 
Grand  Scribe  JT.,  Francis  B.  DAViDeoN. 

The  Committee  of  General  Purposes  for  the  year  1893>94  are:  President,  John 
McLachlan;  members,  Thomas  Read,  T.  F.  H.  MoKenzib,  Henet  Brvant  Hows, 
Francis  B.  DAviDeoir,  Willum  Jambs  MoLeod,  Donnelly  Fisher,  M.  A.,  Msjor 
Pembroke  Lathrop  Murray,  Samuel  Chatfibld,  Robert  Washinoton  Nesbit, 
Harry  Passmore,  Charles  Bourne  Aibey,  John  Hbxtry  Harris,  Richard  Doyle. 

The  committee  meet  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  January,  April,  July  and  Octo- 
ber, in  each  year. 

Among  the  Past  First  Grand  Principals  we  notice  the  name  of  Franklin  H.  Day, 
named,  we  presume,  after  our  "  Uncle  "  Frahk,  of  California,  No.  5,  and  Past 
Grand  High  Priest. 

There  are  thirteen  subordinate  Chapters  under  this  jnrisdiction:  1,  Zetland  Chap- 
ter of  Australia;  2,  Robert  Burm  Chapter  of  Australia;  3,  GcvJbum  Chapter  of 
Australia;  4,  Cumberland  County  Chapter;  6,  Prince  of  Wales  Royal  Arch  Chapter; 
6,  Chapter  of  Central  AuBtralia;  7,  Saint  Leonards  Samaritan  Chapter;  8,  Comber- 
mere  Royal  Arch  Chapter;  9,  Wentioorth  Chapter;  10,  Barrier  Chapter;  11,  Nei> 
oa«^te  Chapter;  12,  Zeehan  Royal  Arch  Chapter;  13,  Balhurtt  Chapter. 

We  quote  from  the  President  of  the  Committee  of  General  Purposes,  the  R.\  £*. 
John  McLachlan  :— 

"  Since  the  formation  of  this -the  Supreme  Orand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  New  South  Wales— we  have  received  very  cordial  and  flattering  recognition  as  a 
regularly,  legally  and  duly  constitnted  Supreme  (rrand  Chapter,  from  the  Supreme 
Grand  Uhaptera  of  England,  Irelaud.  Victoria,  South  Australia,  California,  Wash- 
ington, Kansan,  Ohio,  Iowa,  Arizona,  Indian  Territory,  and  other  American  States. 

"  We  are  bUo  in  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Florida,  Mississippi, 
North  Dakota,  Indiana  and  other  States. 

"  Our  reports  and  statements  are  largely  quoted  from  and  even  reprinted  in  the 
American  annual  reports,  notably  Ohio,  Caiitornia,  Iowa,  Washington,  Oregon,  etc. 

"We  have  issued  812  Grand  Chapter  certificates,  and  we  have*  registered  672 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  since  we  established  this  Grand  Chapter,  but  death,  erasure, 
bank  suspensions  and  other  causes  have  reduced  the  roll  considerably  of  this  number. 

"During  the  year  Just  past  proposals  were  made  to  amend  the  Royal  Arch  Regu- 
lations by  proposing  that  the  First  Grand  Principal  be  elected  for  three  consecutive 
years;  but  after  debate  this  proposition  was  negatived.'^ 

The  President  announced  the  death  of  the  M.\  E.\  Comp.  Ernest  Octavius 
Smith,  Past  First  Grand  Principal  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  and  paid  a  glow- 
ing and  earnest  tribute  to  his  memory.  A  mourning  page'is  devoted  to  his  memory 
in  the  proceedings. 
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The  Sopreme  Grand  Ohapter  seems  to  be  in  excellent  financial  condition,  and  is 
sailing  on  the  foil  tide  of  successful  experiment.  California  has  only  good  wishes 
for  the  prosperous  success  of  our  Australian  companions. 


We  have  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Ohapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  New  South  Wales,  made  by  the  President  of  the  Ooromittee  of  General 
Purposes,  for  the  year  1893-4. 

The  President.  Jf  *.  E.\  John  McLachlan,  dates  his  report  at  No.  4,  Rooms  New 
Masonic  Hall,  283  Castlereagh  street,  Sydney,  28th  August,  1893.    He  says  :— 

"  In  these  tiroes  of  commercial  depression,  bank  reoonstruction  and  financial  diffi- 
culties, it  is  very  pleasant  to  reflect  that  we  have  held  our  own  and  progressed 
steadily  and  favorably  during  the  past  four  years;  indeed,  like  the  oak,  which 
gathers  strength  and  extends  its  roots  during  wintry  seasons,  in  store  for  coming 
days,  so  we  may  be  said  to  have  conserved  our  resources  and  gathered  strength 
during  the  past  year." 

He  also  says:  *'It  is  with  great  sorrow  that  I  remind  you  of  the  great  loss  the 
Snpremo  Grand  Chapter  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  another  of  its  Grand  First 
Principals,  M.\  Er.  Comp.  Ernest  Octavids  Smith,  P.  Z.  The  President  pays  an 
eloquent  tribute  to  his  memory. 

The  President  states  that  the  Second  Grand  Principal  is  now  in  America  and  will 
undoubtedly  bring  back  glowing  accounts  of  Royal  Arch  proceedings  in  that  great 
country.  He  also  says:  "  We  hear  that  they  are  wonderfully  strict  over  there,  but 
he  is  a  good  workman,  and  his  heart  is  in  the  right  place,  so  we  have  no  fears  of  his 
being  well  received." 

The  M.\  E,'.  President  closes  his  report  with  the  financial  accounts  of  the  Su- 
preme  Grand  Chapter.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York  held  its  ninety-sixth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Albany,  February  7th,  1893,— the  3f.*.  E»'.  J.  Leavitt  Lambert,  Grand  High 
Priest,  presiding,  the  K,\  E.\  Christopher  G.  Fox  being  Grand  Secretary.  There 
were  present  nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  twenty -eight  Grand  Representatives,  and 
the  Representatives  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  chartered  Chapters. 
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This  fine  volame  of  proceedioffs  of  the  "  Empire  **  Grand  Chapter  it  marked  with 
most  excellent  portraits  of  the  leading  dignitaries  in  the  Masonic  world,  the 
M,\  K'.  Comp.  Datid  F.  Day,  Past  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  and  Jf.*.  E.\  Oomps.  Richard  H.  Paskeb  and 
Jaxks  D.  Pollabd,  Past  Grand  High  Priests  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York. 
May  their  shadows  never  grow  less. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annnsl  Address,  commencing  with  the  fol- 
lowing words :  "Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter— We  have  exchanged  fraternal 
greetings;  we  have  reverently  engaged  in  oar  impressive  opening  ceremonies;  and 
now  I  cordially  and  heartily  welcome  yon  to  the  ninety-sixth  Annual  Convocation  of 
this  Grand  Chapter.*' 

The  Grand  High  Priest  congratnlates  the  Grand  Chapter  npon  the  harmony  ex- 
isting and  the  prosperous  condition  of  Capitalar  Masonry  thronghont  our  coontry. 
Becognlfiing  the  Great  Jehovah  as  the  giver  of  all  good  gifts,  he  says :  "  Let  us 
gratefully  exclaim, '  For  He  is  good,  for  His  mercy  enduretb  forever.'  " 

He  reminds  the  companions  that  in  their  early  career  as  Masons  they  were  taught 
that  the  cradle  and  the  coflSn  stand  in  juxtaposition  to  each  other,  and  that  the  mo- 
ment we  hegin  to  live  that  moment  also  we  begin  to  die.  He  refers  to  the  death  roll 
of  the  yesr,  upon  which  is  inscribed  the  names  of  many  companions  eminent  among 
their  fellow-citizens  for  the  possession  of  those  virtues  which  form  the  links  in  the 
fraternal  chain  by  which  we  are  bound  together,  reminding  them  that  death  in  his 
Judgment  and  decrees  regards  neither  age,  talents  or  condition,  and  in  every  in- 
stance takes  those  whom  we  love  and  honor.  The  roll  is  a  lengthy  one  and  upon  it 
are  well  known  names  representing  every  section  of  this  great  State. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  also  pays  fraternal  attention  to  the  dead  of  sister  juris- 
dictions and  closes  the  mournful  duty  with  eloquent  reference  to  the  deceased 
M,',  £.*.  General  Grand  High  Priest,  and  a  recommendation  that  such  action  be 
taken  as  will  best  secure  the  perpetuation  of  his  memory  among  his  companions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  informs  the  Grand  Chapter  that  their  relations  with  the 
Grand  Chapters  throughout  the  world  are  of  the  most  fraternal  character. 

He  reports  with  enthusiasm  the  visit  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  response  to  the 
invitation  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Chrand  Lodge  of  New  York,  to  be  present  at 
and  participate  in  the  ceremonies  attendant  upon  the  dedication  of  the  Masonic 
Home  and  School,  at  Utica,  October  6, 1892.  He  reports  the  entertainment  of  the 
officers  of  the  Gh'and  Chapter  by  Oneida  Chapter,  No.  57,  to  have  been  ample  and 
abundant,  and  expresses  the  hope  that  the  Grand  Chapter  will  substantially  recog- 
nize the  courtesy.  » 

We  like  that.  Oneida,  67,  has  a  reputation  for  courtesy  and  hospitality  to  sus- 
tain, and  we  fancy  that,  if  permitted  to  cross  the  river,  the  spirit  of  Ezra  S.  BAmnm 
was  made  happy  in  witnessing,  about  his  old  earthly  homei  the  crowning  success  of 
this  effort  of  his  "  kindred  and  brethren  "  in  their  noble  and  glorious  work  of  build- 
ing a  Masonic  Home  in  Utica. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports  the  organization  of  several  Councils  of  Anointed 
High  Priests  during  the  year,  to  confer  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  npon  compan- 
ions who  had  been  elected  High  Priests  in  their  respective  Chapters. 

We  observe  that  M.*,  E,\  Comps.  David  S.  Day,  Kbbs  G.  Wilmajcs  and  Thomas 
C.  Cassidt,  as  a  committee,  are  revising  the  Constitution.  If  it  is  not  too  late, 
M.;  E.'.  gentlemen,  we  present  you  with  the  California  paper  as  a  model. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  balance  on  hand  commencement  of  year,  $740.77; 
received  from  Grand  Secretary,  $12,497.50;  interest  on  deposits,  $98.82;  total,  $13,- 
337.09.  Disbur8ements~.Paid  sundries,  $12,776.35;  balance  cssh  on  hand,  $560.74; 
total,  $13,370.09  Funds  of  the  Grand  Chapter  on  deposit,  $560.74;  20  shares  Albany 
City  Bank  stock,  $2,000;  toUl,  $2,560.74. 
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The  following  invitation  was  received  from  Governor  Flowbr  :— 

'*  Mffl.  Flowkb  and  I  will  be  at  home  at  the  Executive  Mansion  (138  Eagle  street) 
to-morrow  afternoon,  from  three  to  five  o'clock,  and  will  be  pleased  to  see  any  of 
the  companions  who  may  desire  to  call." 

On  motion  of  Gomp.  Huktikqton  the  invitation  was  accepted,  and,  upon  the 
suggestion  of  Comp.  Day,  the  Grand  Chapter  voted  to  pay  the  Governor  a  visit  the 
next  day  (February  8th)  at  three  o'clock  P.  x.,  in  a  body,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Grand  Captain  of  the  Host. 

Agreeably  to  appointment,  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  assembled,  to  the 
number  of  two  hundred  and  fifty,  and  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand 
Captain  of  the  Host,  to  the  Executive  Mansion  to  pay  their  respects  to  the  Governor. 

The  companions  were  severally  introduced  to  Mrs.  and  Mr.  Flowbb,  by  whom 
they  were  cordially  received  and  entertained,  and  Comp.  Flower,  in  recalling  past 
associations  with  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  made  a  brief  but  felicitous 
address,  which  was  listened  to  with  much  interest.  The  companions  then  took  leave 
of  the  Governor,  well  pleased  with  their  visit 

Comp.  Dburt,  of  the  special  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Convocation 
to  prepare  and  present  a  suitable  testimonial  to  Oneida  Chapter,  No.  67,  in  recogui- 
tion  of  the  fraternal  courtesies  extended  by  it  to  the  Grand  Officers,  on  the  occasion 
of  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  Masonic  Home,  at  Utica,  in  May,  1891,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  the  action  of  the  committee 
approved : — 

"  Your  committee,  to  which  was  entrusted  the  duty,  respectfully  report  that  a 
series  of  resolutions,  suitably  engrossed  and  handsomely  framed,  at  an  expense  of 
seventy-five  dollars,  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  purpose,  was  presented  to 
Oneida  Chapter,  No.  67,  at  its  Stated  Convocation,  held  on  October  4, 1892,  as  a 
testimonial  of  the  appreciation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  for  the  courtesies  extended  to 
its  officers  on  the  occasion  of  the  laying  of  the  oorner-stone  of  the  Masonic  Home  at 
Utica,  in  the  month  of  May,  1891. 

"  The  committee  was  accompanied  by  a  number  of  the  present  and  past  officers 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  most  cordially  received,  and  the  testimonial  accepted  by  the 
Chapter  as  a  mark  of  distinguished  honor.'' 

The  Grand  High  Priest  gave  notice  that  a  Grand  Council  of  High  Priests  would 
be  convened  at  three  o'clock  this  afternoon,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  the  Order 
of  High  Priesthood  upon  duly  qualified  companions. 

The  Grand  Council  of  High  Priests  assembled  at  three  o'clock  p.  m.  of  Febraary 
7th,  the  M.\  Sr.  J.  Lbavitt  Lambbbt,  Grand  High  Priest,  presiding.  Forty-seven 
High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  were  anointed,  consecrated  and  solemnly 
set  apart  to  the  office  of  High  Priest.  The  ceremony  concluded,  the  Council  was 
closed  in  due  form. 

We  have  "  heard  tell"  of  rapid  work,  but  never  expected  to  learn  that,  with  all 
the  improvements,  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  could  be  conferred  upon  forty- 
seven  High  Priests  in  an  afternoon. 

The  roster  of  the  dead  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York  for  the  past  year  has 
inscribed  upon  it  the  names  of  294  companions. 

The  Address  of  it.*.  ^.*.  Jambs  Btron  Murray,  Grand  Chaplain,  is  published, 
together  with  the  Orations  delivered  before  the  Grand  Chapter  in  the  years  1800  and 
1801,  by  the  Rev.  John  Fbbdbrick  Ebnst,  Grand  Chaplain— a  valuable  relic  and 
memento  of  the  past. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Comp.  George  J.  Gardner, 
Chairman.  Comp.  Gardner  gives  us  a  review  of  the  proceedings  of  fifty-three  Grand 
Bodies. 

In  reviewing  California  he  quotes  approvingly  from  the  Address  of  Comp. 
Myrick,  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  aid  of  the  Widows'  and  Orphan's 
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Home,  and  the  answer  of  the  Committee  on  Jarispradence  to  a  qaestion  asked  by 
Gomp.  PiXBOB  as  to  the  daties  of  a  High  Priest  in  certain  oontingeDoiea.  He  regrets 
the  retirement  of  Oomp.  Caswsll,  and  pays  that  veteran  the  following  beaatifnl 
compliment.    After  quoting  Comp.  Oaswell's  farewell  words,  he  says : — 

<*  We  say  we  are  saddened.  Yes !  to  hear  that  parting  word,  farewell !  The 
poet  says : — 

"  <  Life  hath  as  many  farewells 
As  it  hath  snnny  hours, 
And  over  some  are  scatter'd  thorns, 
And  over  others,  flowers.' 

'*  We  are  not  a  patriarch  in  the  ranks  of  the  corps  of  Oorrespondents,  nor  are  we 
a  '  spring  chicken '  in  Masonic  labor.  For  years  we  have  read  with  pleasaro.  and 
we  are  sure  with  profit,  the  able  prodaotions  of  oar  if.*.  E.\  companion.  HiA  sound 
advice,  his  trencbaot  wordR,  his  clioching  argumentative  discossions,  have  been  to 
us '  thoughts  that  breathe  and  words  that  burn.'  Bitting  as  at  the  feet  of  Gamaliel, 
we  have  drank  in  wisdom  as  from  inspiration  itself.    It  has  ever  been  9^ parterre  of 

*  flowers '  devoid  of '  thorns/  But  alas  !  the  time  has  come  when  he  too  must  retire 
ttom  the  reportorial  fleld,  not  as  some  have  been  compelled  to  do,  silenced  by  the 
icy  hand  of  death,  but  by  that  which  is  a  precursor— illnesn.  Thus  are  the  bright 
lights  in  our  Masonic  flrroament  being  gradually  extinguished,  but  it  is  a  consolation 
to  know  that  the  scintillations  and  coruscations  from  their  noble  works  '  live  after 
them/  We  can  ill  afford  to  lose  such  able  advocates,  and  ripe  scholars,  men  of  such 
sound  judgment  and  fully  mature  in  Masonic  Jurisprudence;  men  who  have  stood  as 
conservators  for  guarding  our  'landmarks'  and  protecting  our  by-ways  from  the 
innovations  of  those  who  seek  to  mutilate  our  Masonic  ediflce,  and,  with  the  spirit  of 
the  iconoclast,  tear  down  those  beautiful  images  erected  by  oar  forefathers. 

'*  May  He,  in  whose  hands  are  the  iMues  of  life  and  death,  throw  his  protecting 
cgis  over  onritf*.  E.*.  companion,  until  he  shall  have  accomplished  his  day,  and 
then, '  like  a  shock  of  corn  fully  ripe,'  may  he  be  gathered  to  the  land  of  his  fathers, 

**•  Where  joy  eternal  reigns."* 

Now,  Gomp.  Gardner,  if  Gomp.  Gabwbll  don't  lift  his  "  chapeau  "  to  that  notice, 
let  him  not  claim  to  have  been  born  in  Cooperstown,  near  the  placid  waters  of  old 
Otsego. 

In  his  review  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  Oomp.  Gardner  says  :— 

"  The  peculiarity  of  the  nomenclature  of  their  Lodges,  scattered  throughout  the 

*  Colonies  and  Dependencies  of  the  British  Crown,'  is  a  curiosity  to  the  general 
reader,  and,  in  this  light,  the  list  is  well  worth  perusing.  There  are  446  Ijo^soe  en- 
rolled, but  nowhere  do  we  find  the  total  membership  stated. 

**  The  report  of  the  Mark  Benevolent  Fund  shows  a  noble  charitable  work  done. 
The  fond  is  a  large  one  and  is  constantly  increasing.  Annual  fhnd  festivals  are  held 
at  which  large  amounts  are  received,  each  generally  an  increase  on  the  previous 
festival.  Our  English  brethren  believe  in  a  practical  philanthropy  and  *  govern 
themselves  accordingly.'  Their  fund  is  not  spent  for  gorgeous  and  tinsel  trappings, 
but  for  aiding  the  widows  and  educating  and  clothing  the  orphans.  They  have  upon 
their  li^t  of  annuitants,  eleven  participants— eight  males  and  three  widows,  ranging 
in  age  from  a  minimum  of  37  to  a  maximum  of  75  years. 

*'  In  the  educational  branch  they  have  28  pupils — 15  boys  and  13  girls,  who  are 
taken,  some  in  helpless  infancy,  and  retained  until  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  sixteen 
years.  To  show  the  proflciency  of  these  pupils,  several  are  marked  as  having  been 
presented  by  the  General  Board  with  a  silver  medal.  These  pupils  come  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  no  two  from  the  same  Lodge  jurisdiction." 

In  reviewing  Georgia  Oomp.  Oabdneb  comments  upon  the  free  use  of  the  dis- 
pensing power  as  follows  :~ 

*'  He  had  '  granted  a  number  of  dispenRations  to  elect  and  install  officers  at  a 
time  other  than  that  required  by  the  Oonstitution,  they  having  been  prevented  by 
Providential  causes,  etc'  Among  all  the  varied  excuses  rendered  for  non-conformity 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  this  is  an  exceptional  one.  We  think  the 
offense  will  be  more  ascribable  to  neglect  of  man,  than  to  a  thwarting  by  Divine 
Providence.  .  He  had  been  forced,  *from  a  sense  of  duty,'  to  withhold  permission  in 
several  instances,  from  the  fact  that  failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
CouKtitution  'was  owing  to  negligence,  which  I  find,  to  some  extent,  prevailing  in 
our  jurixdiction.^  Well  said,  and  he  might  have  added,  in  most  other  jurisdictions 
too— au  evil  which  can  be,  and  which  should  be,  remedied." 
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We  are  in  harmony  with  Gomp.  Gabdmxb  in  his  idea  of  the  dnty  of  a  Rep 
tive,  as  defined  in  his  review  of  Indiana,  to  wit: — 

*'  There  is  do  donbt  that  there  ia  great  laxity  on  the  part  of  Representatives  in 
attending  to  the  duties  which  they  are  delegated  to  perform.  We  have  been  sur- 
prised to  see  the  degree  of  neglect  there  is  in  this  matter.  If  the  office  is  merely  a 
compUmentarv  one— a  simple  figurehead— then^  perhaps,  neglect  of  its  duties  is  ex- 
cusable, but  if  it  is  an  honorable  and  responsible  position,  which  we  have  always 
thought  it  was,  and  have  governed  onrself  accordingly,  then  certainly  its  require- 
ments should  be  observed  or  the  office  relinquished.  Kegarding  the  powers  to  which 
the  Representative  is  amenable,  we  agree  with  Comp.  Loko,  but  we  think  the  '  other 
fellow '  should  have  something  to  say  oy  way  of  maintaining  its  dignity." 

We  also  join  him  in  his  "  well  deserved  "  compliment  to  the  **  great  reviewer,'' 
at  the  close  of  his  comments  on  Maine  :— 

'*  And  so,  bad  we  the  space,  we  might  extract  from  page  after  page,  views  based 
on  the  highest  of  authority  and  maintained  by  the  soundest  of  arguments.  Amongst 
all  the  volumes  of  'proceedings '  furnished  us,  there  is  none  in  which  we  take  more 
delight  in  perusing.  We  wander  'mid  its  pages  and  constantly  gain  wisdom  from 
the  Tabors  of  the  erudite  writer  of  the  correspondence  department  and  witness  traces 
of  his  handiwork,  as  well,  in  its  legislative  proceedings.  Like  Mabius  'mid  the  ruins 
of  Carthage,  we  sit  and  ponder  and  ask  ourselves,  is  this  the  work  of  a  day  or  is  it 
for  all  time  ?  Alas  !  the  mutability  of  all  things  earthly.  May  it  be  said  of  him  as  is 
said  of  others,  *  He  buildeth  better  than  he  knew.'" 

I 

As  also  in  his  comments  upon  **  official  excuse  for  neglect  of  visitation  duties," 
in  his  notice  of  New  Hampshire,  to  wit  :— 

"  The  same  '  old,  old  story  '  regarding  official  visitations  is  told  and  the  same  ex- 
cuses rendered;  *  somewhat  impaired  condition  of  health '  and  *  a  constant  demand 
of  the  business  of  my  daily  vocation  upon  my  time,'  made  it  impracticable  for  bim 
to  make  a  general  visitation,  yet  he  had  visited  nine  of  the  twenty-one  Chapters.  We 
fear  that  Grand  High  Priests  generally  do  not  fully  appreciate  the  importance  of 
official  visits.  How  often  is  it  the  case  that  we  hear  the  remark,  *  why,  we  never 
saw  the  face  of  a  Grand  Officer  in  our  Chapter,'  and  some  members  would  die  '  with- 
out the  blessed  sight '  unless  they  at  some  time  had  visited  the  Grand  Chapter. 
Nothing  gives  more  encouragement  to  a  Chapter  than  to  see  that  they  are  of  suffi- 
cient importance  to  merit  and  receive  a  visit  from  the  executive  head." 

We  have  exhausted  this  magnificent  volume  with  feelings  of  genuine  pride  and 
pleasure.  We  were  born  in  Uiica,  and  have  the  conceit  to  believe  it  the  home  of  a 
greater  nnmber  of  distinguished  Americans  than  any  other  incorporated  city  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  true  that  many  whom  we  knew  rest  in  the  *'  silent  city  of  the 
dead,"  awaiting  the  call  to  the  general  resurrection,  and  of  the  present  generation 
we  have  only  such  limited  knowledge  as  may  be  learned  through  the  ordinary  means 
of  communication  during  a  forty  years'  absence,  but  we  love  the  city  and  the  State 
of  which  the  city  is  the  bright  particular  star. 

We  believe  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  to  be  a  great  Masonic  legislative  body. 
We  were  a  Representative  at  Its  annual  session  of  1850,  and  at  that  time  visited 
HoUand  Lodge,  No.  8,  with  Doctor  Jambs  W.  Powell,  Grand  Secretary.  We  were 
"  marked  "  in  Oneida^  No.  57,  by  Oris  W.  Whipple,  of  genial  memory.  Our  father 
was  a  Companion  ieind  Templar,  associated  with  the  old  Praters  of  Utica,  and  be- 
cause of  these  reasons  and  others,  Comp.  Gabdneb,  we  may  be  inclined  to  **  exalt 
your  horn  "  just  a  trifle,  but  we  must  ease  our  mind  and  say  to  yon  in  closing:  You 
have  done  both  good  and  square  work,  and  such  work  will  entitle  you  to  receive 
wages,— not  the  wages  of  a  Fellow  Craft,  bnt  a  good  fat  salary,  witn  a  big  arm- 
chair accompaniment. 

NOBTH    OABOLINA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Carolina  held  its  forty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  Tarboro,  May  9th,  1893,— the  M.\  E.'.  Daniel  P.  Mast,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  R.\  E.\  Hob4CB  H.  Munson  being  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present 
ten  Grand  R«»preflentative»,  and  the  Representatives  of  twelve  chartered  chapters. 
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The  Qrand  High  Prfest  delivered  his  Annaal  Addresd.  He  thanks  an  Allwiso 
Providence  for  being  again  permitted  to  meet  as  a  Grand  Chapter  to  legislate  for 
the  promotion  and  advanoement  of  Royal  Arok  Masonry  in  North  Carolina^  He  says: 
**  Meeting  as  we  do  on  this  occasion  in  the  beaatiftil  city  of  Tarboro,  on  the  banks 
of  the  Tar,  I  bespeak  for  all  a  pleasant  aojoam  among  oar  companion  and  brother 
'Tarheels.'" 

He  says  no  questions  of  importance,  reqafring  a  decision  at  his  hands,  havtf  been 
presented  daring  his  official  term.  He  is  gratified  to  state  that  the  general  oatlook 
for  the  fotore  of  Oapitalar  Masonry  is  promising. 

He  annoanced  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Donaij)  W.  Bain,  and  eulo- 
gized his  memory.  He  says,  "  We  all  knew  Domald  Bain,  and  knowing  him,  loved 
him  for  what  he  was.  He  was  better  known  and  more  loved  among  the  Masons  of 
North  Oarolina  than  any  man  in  it.  His  loss  to  their  Grand  Chapter  will  be  sorely 
felt,  and  his  familiar  face  and  genial,  pleasant  homor  will  be  sadly  missed  at  oor 
annaal  meetings." 

He  also  annoanced  the  death  of  five  companions*  members  of  their  own  Jurisdic- 
tion, together  with  the  iUostrioos  dead  of  sister  Grand  Chapters. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead  made  the  following  report  :— 

*'  Yoor  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead,  in  recommendtBg,  as  is  the  eastern,  that 
pages  of  the  minntes  be  set  apart  as  memorials  for  the  dead  of  sister  Jurisdictions, 
sincerely  hope  that  it  may  in  troth  be  a  tol^eii  of  oar  deep  sympathy  for  those  whose 
hearts  are  sad  thruogb  affliction.  'Tis  said  that  '  only  those  who  suffer  cao  traly 
sympathize,*  aod  if  this  alone  be  trae,  then  indeed  we  are  rightly  chosen,  for  in  the 
loss  of  oar  dearly  beloved  and  traly  noble  oompaaion,  Dosald  W.  Bain,  late  Grand 
Secretary  of  this  Grand  Body,  we  know  that  we  deeply  salTer,  and  have  the  closest 
right  to  extend  sympathy  for  the  suflbrings  of  others.^' 

The  Grand  Chapter  adopted  the  work  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  M.-.  E.*.  HxNBY  Hay  Kvapp  represents  this  Grand  Chapter  near  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Calfornia. 

No  legislation  was  had  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  interest  to  other 
Grand  Bodies.  • 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Jambs  Southoati  presented  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence. In  reviewing  Alabama  he  notices  that  by  an  amendment  to  the  statotes  of 
that  jarisdiction,  an  applicant  for  the  Chapter  degrees  may,  after  rejection,  file  an- 
other application  to  the  same  Chapter,  at  any  subsequent  Convocation  thereof,  un- 
lets prohibited  by  the  by-laws,  and  remarks  that  in  North  Carolina  they  re- 
qaire  a  rejection  for  membership  to  lie  over  six  months,  which  he  thinks  in  keep- 
ing with  the  "  General  Law."  We  know  of  no  general  law  goyerning  snch  mattersr 
other  than  the  law  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  In  California  oar  Constitation  has  this 
provision:  "  Nor  shall  the  application  of  a  rejected  candidate  for  the  degrees  be 
presented  to  any  Chapter  within  six  months  after  snch  rejection,  withoot  the  ooani- 
moas  consent  of  the  Chapter  in  which  he  was  rejected.*' 

Comp.  SouTRGATB  fevicws  Arkansas,  bat  discerning  no  important  qnestion,  takes 
off*  his  hat  to  Arizona  and  admits  that  he  overlooked  the  "  Baby,"  being  somewhat 
confased  by  the  name  "  Liobthizbb,"  wondering  whether  it  was  "  natoral  born  '*  or 
created  in  Arizona. 

or  California  he  says  the  Address  of  M.*.  E.*.  Comp.  Myrick  sparkles  with  bright 
thoaghts,  and  is  "  muUum  in  parvo,*^  He  would  give  the  dispensing  power  a  good 
long  rest  also;  thinks  it  used  altogether  too  freely.  He  regrets  Comp.  Cahwbll's 
indisposition  and  expresses  the  hope  that  he  may  be  restored  to  health. 

Under  Canada  he  quotes  Comp.  Robbrtsok,  Chairman,  as  saying  of  North  Caro- 
lina: "  The  noo-aniformity  of  the  work  seems  to  be  Ihe  drawback  to  farther  advance- 
ment," etc.  Comp.  South G ATI  says,  in  answer:  "  If  yon  will  put  it  '  aniformity  of 
ignorance  of  any  work,'  we  will  accept  the  amendment  and  concur."    And  Comp. 

SOUTHUATK  OOght  tO  kUOW. 
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Under  Colorado  he  says  of  Oomp.  E.  Li  Nsvi  Fostkr:  **  He  is  making  pricelen 
contribotioDs  to  the  Masonic  literature  of  Colorado/' 

In  going  through  Delaware  he  discovered  that  the  High  Priests  of  the  several 
Chapters  were  allowed  to  open  and  close  the  three  first  degrees  in  their  respective 
Chapters  "in  a  short  way,''  and  says:  "We  have  never  seen  what  is  called  the 
short  way,  nor  do  we  know  of  any  allnsion  to  snch  In  any  ritual.  We  would  like  to 
be  informed  on  the  subject." 

He  indorses  Comp.  Sinolston,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  his  ideas  that  the 
true  method  of  inoressing  the  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  is  to  create  a  strong  de- 
sire among  the  brethren  to  increase  in  the  knowledge  of  Masonry,  and  to  accomplish 
this 'much  desired  end  says:  "  Let  the  most  intelligent  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
inform  themsehes  upon  the  symbolisms  of  the  Royal  Arch  degree  in  connection  with 
the  third  degree,  and  in  their  several  Lodges  point  out  the  great  necessity  there  is, 
in  our  system,  to  proceed  onward.''  Good  advice,  and,  if  followed,  beneficial  alike 
to  teacher  and  scholar. 

Comp.  BouTBOATB  makes  a  pause  at  Florida  to  join  in  sympathy  the  companions 
in  depositing  evergreens  upon  the  last  resting  place  of  that  true  descendant  of  those 
"  noble  Giblemites  "  of  our  Royal  Arch  history.  Comp.  DsWrrr  C.  Dawkinb. 

Of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Georgia  he  reports  the  existence  of  Ihat  enthusiasm 
alwajTS  accompanying  successful  progress. 

Under  Illinois  he  says:  '*  After  reading  with  much  interest  the  report,  we  find  so 
many  points  in  which  we  agree,  and  so  few  where  we  disagree,  that  it  is  hard  to  get 
up  a  discussion." 

Under  Indiana  Comp.  Southqatb  discusses  with  Comp.  Loho  the  old  question  of 
suspension  for  non-payment  of  does,  the  powers  of  a  Lodge  under  dispensation,  and 
the  right  to  dimit.  Our  (California)  views  on  the  first  and  second  propositions  are 
of  record,  nor  subject  to  change.  On  the  question  of  the  right  to  dimft,  the  views 
of  Comp.  SoDTHOATB  are  to  our  mind  so  satisfactory,  and  so  near  what  the  regulation 
ought  to  be,  that  we  give  them  here  as  our  views  on  the  dimit  question  :— 

**  We  have  our  view,  also,  on  this  question  of  giving  a  dimit.  Our  law  gives  a 
dimit  without  a  vote,  when  the  applicant  is  clesr  of  the  books  and  with  no  charges 
pending.  We  formerly  required  in  the  application  for  a  dimit,  the  declaration  that 
the  ofj^ed  was  to  unite  with  some  other  Lodge  or  Chapter.  We  approve  of  this,  for 
we  are  not  a  believer  in  the  making  of  non-affiliates.  While  the  comJnic  in  is  volun- 
tary, yet  the  obligations  assumed  make  the  getting  out  a  matter  of  difficulty.  The 
doctrine  *  once  a  Mason  always  a  Mason '  should,  in  our  Judgment,  be  amended  by 
inserting  the  words  'an  affiliated  Mason.'  Ydontary  non-affiliation  is  worse  than 
striking  from  the  roll  for  n.  p.  d." 

In  reviewing  Kentucky  he  makes  that  eloquent  emblem  of  Ken  tacky  Masonry 
*'  the  Masonic  Home,"  his  text,  and  gives  the  companions  of  that  State  the  credit  ef 
proving  by  their  works  the  slnoerity  of  their  professions.  He  recites  with  great  sat- 
isfaction the  results  of  their  example  in  the  *'  good  seed  sown  "  in  a  majority  of 
sister  Jurisdictions. 

Under  Maine,  writing  of  suspension  for  non-payment  of  does,  we  are  in  accord 
with  Comp.  SoDTBOATS.  A  member  is  suspended  for  non*payment  of  dues.  The 
theory  of  our  law  is,  and  it  is  our  Jostifioation  for  the  aci^  that  by  payment  he  re- 
stores himself.  We  don't  think  there  should  be  any  qualification  to  the  privilege. 
He  was  suspended  for  non-payment  only,  and  by  payment  he  removes  the  cause. 
His  restoration  is  in  his  own  hands  at  any  time.  Or,  if  unable  to  pay,  he  makes  his 
condition  known,  his  dues  are  remitted,  and  by  that  act  he  Is  restored. 

Comp.BouTHOATB  heartily  endorses  the  action  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
of  Tennessee,  when  they  declare  *'  that  they  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  a 
careftally  prepared  Report  on  Correspondence  will  be  an  invaluable  educator  of  their 
subordtsates,  and  will  maintain  the  dignity  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Tennessee  in 
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the  sisterhood  of  Grand  Chapters,"  and  thereafter  he  congratulates  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter upon  the  selection  of  Comp.  Gbobge  C.  Connob,  Chairman,  as  an  appointment 
befitting  the  trust. 

The  M.*.  R*.  Fbaitcis  M.  Motb  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  R.*.  E.*. 
HoRACB  H.  McTNsoN  was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

A  fine  portrait  of  the  M.*.  E.*.  Donald  W.  Bain  is  published  with  the  proceedings. 

The  next  (46th)  Annnal  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Carolina 
will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Charlotte,  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  1894. 

NORTH    DAKOTA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Dakota  held  its  fonrth  Annnal  Convocation  at 
Jamestown,  June  2i)th,  1893,— the  M.-.  E.*.  Lzonabd  W.  Gammons.  Grand  High 
Priest,  presiding,  and  the  B.'.  E.*.  Thomas  J.  Wildbb  being  Grand  Secretary.  Ten 
Chapters  were  represented. 

In  his  Annual  Address  the  Grand  High  Priest  makes  feeling  reference  to  the 
great  loss  sustained  by  this  young  jurisdiction  in  the  death  of  their  pioneer  guide 
and  companion,  M.'.  E/.  John  Davidson,  who  from  their  organization  had  been 
with  them  as  counselor  and  friend.  He  speaks  of  this  good  man  as  the  "  Moses 
who  led  them  throngh  the  wilderness  of  the  organization  period  to  the  land  of  pros- 
perity  and  success.  His  memory  will  be  revered  by  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
North  Dakota  in  the  far  distant  future,  when  its  archives  shall  be  indistinct  by  the 
lapse  of  time." 

He  also  pays  fraternal  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  departed  General  Grand 
High  Priest,  Comp.  Joseph  Potts  Hormob,  and  in  testimony  of  their  appreciation  of 
his  worth,  ordered  that  the  proper  steps  be  taken  to  honor  the  memory  of  this  illua* 
trioos  Mason. 

The  losses  by  death  of  distinguished  companions  of  sister  jurisdictions  are  fra- 
ternally noticed. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  show  the  finances  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Dakota  to  be  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 

The  M.'.  E.'.  David  M.  Holmes  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  R.*.  E.*. 
Thomas  J.  Wildbb  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  will  be  held  in  Valley  City,  on  the 
14th  of  June,  1894. 

NOVA   SCOTIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Nova  Scotia  held  its  twenty-fonrth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  City  of  Halifax,  June  14,  1893,— the  M.'.  E.*.  William  B.  Allby,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  R.*.  E.'.  Albxandrr  Robs,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  King,  Grand  Scribe,  and  Grand  Secretary,  with  four  companions, 
compose  the  committee  of  "  General  purposes." 

There  were  present  five  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  one  Past  Grand  King  and 
three  Past  Grand  Scribes,  fifteen  Representatives  of  Sister  Grand  Chapters  and  the 
Representatives  of  eleven  chartered  Chapters.  The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in 
Ample  Form. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annnal  i^ddress.  He  congratulated  the  as- 
sembled  companions  upon  the  prosperity  of  the  Boyal  Craft  within  their  borders. 
He  believes  in  public  parades  and  makes  the  following  comment  on  a  walk  had  with 
the  Grand  Lodge.    He  says  :— 

**  On  the  eighth  of  June,  1892,  on  the  kind  invitation  of  the  Grand  Master  Masoo 
of  that  period,  who  is  also  a  Most  Excellent  Companion  Royal  Arch  Mason,  Colonel 
0.  J.  MAODONALD,  this  Grand  Chapter  walked  in  procession  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Nova  Scotia,  at  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  Academy  in  the  town 
of  Amherst,  and  afterwards  attended  Divine  service.    I  have  always  been  pleased 
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with,  and  I  think  we  may  all  fairly  congratalate  onrselves  on  the  appearance  of  onr 
Royal  Craft  on  that  occasion,  as  well  as  on  the  encceeB  of  oar  proceedings  in  onr 
sister  town,  as  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  all  these  circnmstances  have  re* 
donnded  to  oar  credit,  and  to  whioh  we  may  in  a  large  measure  attribote  the  forma- 
tion of  the  new  Chapter,  Oumherland,  No.  13,  nnder  dispensation,  which  will  re- 
ceive more  extended  notice,  in  this  paper,  later  on.  In  farther  considering  the  sub- 
ject of  Processions  and  Public  Parades,  let  me  sav :  it  would  be  well  if  the  Craft 
generally  conld  bestow  on  them  more  attention  tnan  it  does,  as  it  is  bard  to  over- 
estimate the  good  effects  of  a  well  ordered  and  well  executed  street  parade.  Let  us 
hope  that  the  day  is  not  distant  when  all  our  Chapters  will  become  so  proficient  in 
their  inside  work  and  ceremonies,  that  they  will  be  in  a  position  to  prepare  and  drill 
for  outside  demonstrations.'* 

Our  companions  of  Novia  Scotia  have  in  their  organization  a  working  staff  called 
"  the  Board  of  General  Purposes;'*  this  seems  to  be  a  very  nsefnl  Board  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  bnsinesa  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  is  a  great  relief  to  the  Grand 
High  Priest  in  the  performance  of  routine  duties.    Of  this  Board  he  says  :— 

"  This  is  not  a  feature  in  our  Royal  Arch  economy  with  which  the  Grand  High 
Priest  is  specially  charged— he  is  not  a  member  of  that  body,  as  I  was  compelled  to 
learn  in  order  to  be  in  a  position  to  answer  two  or  three  enthusiastic  companions 
who  seemed  determined  to  |^ive  me  all  the  work  I  could  possibly  attend  to.  I  wish 
to  say,  however,  that  being  in  the  city  about  ten  days  after  our  last  Annual  Convoca- 
tion, and  hearing  that  the  Board  was  having  a  meeting,  I  stepped  In  and  received  a 
heartv  welcome.  A  good  minority  of  the  members  attended,  and  I  was  pleased  to 
see  the  interest  manifested  in  the  business  in  hand,  as  well  as  to  bear  them  talk  of 
their  fntnre  plans  in  furthenng  the  work  of  Grand  Chapter.  I  have  since  learned 
that  they  have  been  diligent,  and  I  feel  confident  that  their  work  will  be  fully  done. 
Attention  should  always  be  given  to  the  appointment  of  onr  most  active  companions, 
onr  most  willing  workers,  on  this  Board,  as  on  their  efforts  and  the  efficient  manner 
in  which  their  work  is  attended  to  depends  largely  the  success  of  this  Grand  Body.'* 

Under  "  Visitations,**  he  reports  visiting  and  inspecting  ten  out  of  twelve  Chap- 
ters on  their  soil,  and  speaks  approvingly  of  their  condition.  The  Grand  High  Priest 
made  his  examination  thorough  and  reported  in  detail  the  condition  of  each. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  is  an  earnest  believer  in  giving  an  occasional  example 
with  our  many  precepts,  and  he  illustrates  the  virtae  by  making  the  inquiry: 

"  Ark  ajky  in  Need  ob  in  Diotrssskd  Ciboumstanobs?  " 

*'  This  question,  which  I  have  placed  within  quotation  marks,  seems  to  suit  my 
purpose  at  the  present  moment.  1  think  it  is  a  question  that  should  frequently  be 
asked  by  Royal  Arch  Masons,  as  they  should  be  ever  solicitous  for  the  welfare  of 
their  companions.  In  no  circle  should  the  sentiment  contained  in  the  old  song  be 
more  practically  illostrated  than  in  oars: 

*<  Do  your  best  for  one  another, 
Making  life  a  pleasant  dream ; 
Help  a  worn  and  weary  brother, 
Fulling  hard  against  the  stream." 

"  Companions,  I  rejoice  to  know  that  such  sentiments  do  permeate  our  society ; 
true  we  are  a  people  blessed  of  providence  and  generally  speaking  have  full  and 
plenty,  but  accidents  and  reverses  do  overtake  some  amongst  us,  and  I  know  of  in- 
stances where  companions  have  been  cheered  and  comforted.  I  thank  God  for  it, 
as  without  such  nrinciples,  practically  illustrated  when  occasion  requires  it,  onr  in- 
stitution, with  all  its  beautiful  arts,  ceremonies  and  other  fascinating  interests, 
would  be  vain  and  meaningless.  Under  this  heading  I  must  refer  to  our  companions 
in  Newfoundland,  bat  I  must  warn  you  that  the  practical  instances  of  relief  which  I 
have  hinted  at  above  do  not  apply  in  their  case.  As  you  will  gather  from  the  cor- 
respondence, there  seemed  to  be  no  apparent  need  of  it,  but  I  feel  confident  from 
the  sentiments  I  have  heard  expressed  throughout  the  jurisdiction  that  had  there 
been  a  call  it  wonld  have  been  nobly  responded  to.  The  fire  at  St.  John's,  N.  P., 
occurred  on  the  10th  of  July,  and  in  dispatches  we  gathered  the  information  that 
our  companions  there  had  Buffered.  1  thought  of  writing,  but  rightly  concluded,  as 
was  subsequently  shown,  that  my  communication,  if  sent  at  that  date,  would  stand 
a  great  chance  of  being  overlooked,  if  indeed  it  would  reach  its  desired  destination. 
On  the  19th  I  received  a  letter  from  our  R.\  E,\  Grand  Secretary  Ross,  which  does 
credit  to  his  head  and  heart.    He  called  my  attention  to  the  news,  mentioned  our 
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compaoions,  and  remarked:—"!  am  afraid  they  may  have  lost  everything,^'  and 
saggested  that  he  would  write  immediately  and  that  I  should  do  bo  later  on.  I  en- 
dorsed his  plan  and  he  wrote. 

"  Companions,  yon  have  now  heard  all  1  know  about  the  cicamstances  of  our 
companions  in  Newfoundland,  and  it  is  for  yoa  to  say  what  notice  yon  will  take  of 
the  information  thns  laid  before  yoo.'' 

Of  the  companions  who  have  passed  beyond  the  Last  Veil,  he  says  :— 

"  We  had  hoped  np  to  a  few  weeks  ago  that  the  reaper,  death,  was  dealing  leni- 
ently with  as,  bnt  Royal  Arch  Masonry  has  had  to  contribute  its  quota  to  his  great 
storehouse,  and  not  only  in  this  but  in  other  Jurisdictions  we  are  called  upon  to 
mourn  the  demise  of  companions." 

Of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  he  says:— 

"  During  our  last  Annual  Convocation  at  Amherst,  a  convention  of  this  Order 
was  held  and  I  was  elected  M,\  E,'.  Priest,  supported  by  a  good  staff  of  ofBcers,  but 
unfortunately,  as  will  appear  from  previous  references  to  it  in  other  portions  of  this 
paper,  I  did  not  succeea  in  holding  bnt  one  convention  previous  to  last  evening, 
when  R.\  E.\  Comps.  J.  D.  Gladwis  and  Hiram  W.  Yuill  received  the  degree,  a 
record  of  which  has  been  made.  Last  evening,  June  12tb,  another  attempt  to  hold 
a  convention  failed,  but  a  determination  on  the  part  of  several  members  of  the  Or- 
der then  present  seems  to  indicate  that  a  convention  will  be  held  at  the  close  of 
this  Grand  Oonvocation. 

This  jurisdiction  numbers  648  Royal  Arch  Masons.  The  M.*.  E.*.  William  B. 
Allrt  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  Si,'.  E.*.  Albxandkb  Roaa  was  re- 
elected Grand  Secretary. 

There  was  no  Report  on  Oorrespondence. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  New  Glasgow  in  June,  1894. 

OHIO. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio  held  its  seventy-seventh  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Marietta,  September  27th,  1898,— the  M.*.  B.*.  William  W.  Savage,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presiding,  the  E.*.  Chablbs  C.  Kibpkb  being  Grand  Secretary.  There 
were  present  four  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  thirty-one  Grand  Representatives,  and 
the  Representatives  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-foar  chartered  Cliapters. 

A  fine  steel  portrait  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  prefaces  this  volume  of  proceedings. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  due  form  after  devotional  exercises  led  by  the 
Grand  Chaplain,  and  the  usual  standing  committees  appointed. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  welcoming  the  as- 
sembled companions  with  a  cordial  and  fraternal  greetirg,  he  said:  "The  Qrim 
Tyler  has  served  no  summons  within  our  household;  but  while  this  is  true,  it  is  also 
true  that  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  last  January  a  blow  fell  upon  the  Crescent  City, 
which  was  keenly  felt  by  us,  in  common  with  every  other  sister  Grand  Jurisdiction 
on  this  continent/^  He  alluded  to  the  death  of  Joseph  Potts  Hobnob,  General 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States. 

He  also  made  sorrowful  reference  to  the  death  of  M.*.  E.'.  Edwabd  T.  Ross, 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  R.*.  E.*.  Laoranob  Bbyebanob.  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest, 
of  Indiana;  of  Edwin  Rdthten  Johnson,  Grand  Z  elect,  and  Jambs  Fredbrick 
Walker,  Third  Grand  Principal  J,  of  Canada;  of  M.*.  E.*.  Dwioht  Hillybb  and 
R.'.  E.'.  John  HEzniY  Brown,  Grand  Secretary,  of  Kansas;  of  Stlvestbb  8.  Bean, 
Past  (irand  High  Prjest,  and  N.  Wolihin,  Past  Grand  Scribe,  of  Iowa;  of  Richabd 
Bbioos,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  of  MasBachusetts;  of  William  Power  Innbs,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest,  of  Michigan;  of  John  H.  Hubbs,  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand 
High  Priest,  of  Nevada;  of  Edwin  A.  Allbn,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  of  Nebraska; 
of  Thomas  McFaddbn  Patton,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  of  Oregon;  of  Donald  W. 
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Bain,  Grand  Secretary,  of  North  Oarolioa;  and  of  STEPaiN  T.  Bartlett,  Past  Grand 
Scribe,  of  Gonnecticot. 

He  paid  loviog  and  fraternal  tribute  to  those  eminent  companions,  and  on  behalf 
of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Ohio  tendered  heartfelt  sympathy  to  their  sister  Jaris* 
dictions  who  had  followed  their  dear  and  valued  ones  to  their  narrow  and  window- 
less  homes. 

Under  decisions  he  reports  :— 

"The  High  Priest  of  a  Chapter  writes:  'Can  a  companion,  having  taken  his 
dimit  from  a  Chapter,  hold  active  membership  in  a  Commandery?'  To  which  I  re- 
plied: '  I  hold  it  to  be  a  matter  with  which  the  Grand  Chapter  has  no  concern.  The 
Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  alone  has  the  right  to  prescribe  the  quali- 
fications of  the  members  of  Hubordinate  Coromanderies/ 

''A  High  Priest  writes:  *  Does  restoration  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  a  Cerneau, 
restore  him  to  the  Chapter,  or  does  it  require  the  same  process  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter? If  so,  send  me  the  proper  blanks,  etc/  To  which  I  replied:  *  When  a  Cerneau 
has  been  restored  to  membership  in  a  Lodge,  his  standing  in  the  chapter  will  depend 
upon  whether  he  was  under  suspension  or  expulsion  from  the  Lodge  prior  to  his 
restoration.  If  be  was  only  suspended  from  the  Lodge,  his  restoration  in  the  Lodgo 
restores  him  in  the  Chapter;  but  if  he  was  expelled  from  the  Lodge,  his  restoration 
by  the  Lodge  does  not  restore  him  in  the  Chapter,  and  he  would  have  to  petition  the 
Chapter,  and  be  restored  to  membership  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Chapter.  You 
do  not  need  any  blanks  from  the  Grand  Chapter;  just  let  the  companion  petition 
your  Chapter,  stating  the  fact  of  his  restoration  in  the  Lodge,  etc'  (See  decisions 
35  and  36  of  the  Code.)" 

The  Committee  on  Obituaries  made  a  very  able  and  lengthy  report,  and  recom- 
mended that  suitable  tablets  be  set  apart  for  their  departed  companions,  which  was 
ordered  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

A  resolution  was  offered,  instructing  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  to  prepare 
and  submit  to  the  Grand  Chapter  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  providing  for 
making  Past  High  Priests,  under  this  jurisdiction,  permanent  members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter;  which  was  not  approved. 

On  motion  of  S.  Stacker  Williams,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  New  South  Wales  was  recog- 
nized as  a  regular  and  legal  Grand  Chapter,  and  a  fraternal  welcome  was  extended 
into  our  Capitular  family. 

The  following  committees  reported:  On  Unfinished  Business,  none;  on  Charity, 
no  special  appeals;  on  Grievance,  none  on  hand;  on  time  and  place  for  next  Convo- 
cation, Columbus,  September  21, 18d4. 

The  Secretary  of  Masonic  Home  reported  total  assets  now  available,  $65,405.60. 

Many  letters  from  absent  Grand  Representatives  were  received  and  published. 

The  portrait  of  M.*.  E.*.  Jambs  B.  Hovbt  is  published,  with  a  register  of  all  living 
Past  Grand  High  Priests. 

The  Council  of  High  Priests  of  the  State  of  Ohio  met  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, and  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  in  the  city  of  Marietta,  on  the  evening  of 
September  27th,— Comp.  John  W.  Chambbrlin,  President,  presiding.  Petitions  were 
received  from  thirty-three  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters, 
they  were  elected,  and,  being  in  waiting,  were  separately  admitted,  set  apart  and 
solemnly  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  The  Convention  pro 
ceeded  to  the  election  of  oflScers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  then  closed  in  Ample 
Form. 

The  Report  on  "  Foreign ''  Correspondence  was  presented  by  the  Chairman  (that 
"headlight"  of  Ohio  Masonry),  Comp.  S.  Stackeb  Williams,  who  prefaces  his  re- 
port with  a  historical  essay  upon  the  origin  or  birthplace  of  the  Royal  Arch  degrees. 
The  paper  is  unpretending,  but  bears  evidence  of  the  studioos  research  of  its  emi- 
nent author. 

Under  Alabama  Prater  Williams  reviews  the  history  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
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Mbxento  Mobi. 

There  is  a  bond  of  nDioo  existing  between  the  Masonic  families  of  Ohio  and  Cali- 
fornia, among  other  reasons,  for  the  following :  On  the  19th  of  October,  1849,  the 
Conncil  of  High  Priesthood  for  the  State  of  Ohio  assembled  in  Convention  at  Sten- 
benville,  and  after  the  transaction  of  the  annual  business,  held  an  election  of  officers 
for  the  then  ensuing  year.  Among  the  companions  elected  to  fill  the  several  stations 
at  that  election  were  Comp.  Hbzxkiah  LokdHosmrb,  High  Priest  of  ^ort^fei^s  Chap- 
ter, U.  D.,  of  Toledo,  as  Vice-President,  and  Comp.  Isaac  Davis,  High  Priest  of  Ohio 
Chapter,  No.  12,  of  Columbus,  as  Master  of  the  Ceremonies.  Thus  early  in  the  Ma- 
sonic history  of  the  country  these  gifted  and  zealous  Masons  assumed  the  teachers' 
station,  and  under  that  prince  of  preceptors,  M.'.  E.*.  William  B.  Hubbabd,  entered 
upon  their  life's  work. 

Comp.  Hubbard  then  recognized  in  his  enthusiastic  companions  Masons,  not 
oniy  gifted  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  system  they  aspired  to  teach,  but  who 
were  endowed  with  the  ability  to  explain  to  the  initiate  the  history,  precepts  and 
purpose  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  During  the  many  ensuing  years  tliese  companions 
(each  in  his  assigned  circle)  wrought  diligently  in  the  Master's  service.  We  are  the 
living  witnesses  of  their  upright,  blameless  lives,  and  share  with  our  companions, 
who  had  the  pleasure  of  their  acquaintance,  the  confident  belief  that  the  work  taken 
np  by  them  for  inspection  was  approved  by  the  Supreme  Overseer  and  the  work- 
men  assigned  to  the  companionship  of  just  spirits  gone  before,  whose  sole  aim  during 
their  earthly  career  had  been  to  know  God's  will  and  do  it. 

We  have  paid  the  last  tribute  of  affectionate  regard  to  their  earthly  remains  and 
henceforth  can  only  hold  them  in  remembrance  as  beloved  brethren,  companions 
and  Sir  Knights,  who,  having  fought  the  fight  and  kept  the  faith,  are  now  enjoying 
the  reward  always  awaiting  the  faithful  Templar. 

Comp.  Isaac  Davis  was  of  the  foremost  in  the  organization  of  Masonry  in  Cali- 
fornia. He  was  our  Grand  Higb  Priest  and  Grand  Commander  and  the  most  thor- 
ongh  and  accomplished  ritualist  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  ceremony,  though,  that 
he  loved  *'  chiefest  of  all  "  was  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  Dear  uncle  Isaac  ! 
Melchisadeck  has  had  many  representatives,  but  we  shall  always  clothe  our  repre- 
sentative of  that  character  with  the  reverential  speech  and  manner  of  Isaac  Davis. 
While  he  lived  no  other  name  was  considered  for  President  of  our  Convention  of 
High  Priests. 

Comp.  Davis  was  born  in  Maryland  in  1797 ;  removed  to  Ohio  in  his  youth,  and 
came  from  thence  to  California  in  the  early  days.  He  was  emphatically  an  Ohio 
Mason.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Sacramento  in  1869  and  was  buried  by  his  Lodge, 
the  Grand  Lodge  accompanying  his  remains,  under  the  escort  of  Sacramento  Com- 
xnandery. 

Comp.  Hezekiab  Lobd  Hosmeb  was  born  in  Hudson,  Columbia  County,  New  York, 
in  1814.  After  obtaining  his  education  at  Oxford,  Chenango  County,  he  removed  to 
Ohio  in  1830,  where  he  practiced  law  and  gravitated  into  journalism.  In  1848  he  be- 
came one  of  the  publishers  and  editor  of  the  Toledo  Blade.  In  1861  he  removed  to 
Washington  and  was  engaged  in  literary  pursuits  until  1864,  when  he  was  appointed 
y>y  President  Lincoln  Chief  Justice  of  Montana,  tfe  opened  the  courts  of  that  Ter- 
ritory and  held  the  office  until  1868.  In  1869  President  Grant  appointed  him  post- 
master  at  F/r^lnia  City,  Montana,  which  position  he  held  until  he  came  to  California 
m  1872,  since  wrhich  time  he  has  resided  in  San  Francisco. 

^omp,  HOSMEB  was  made  a  Mason  in  Wood  County,  Ohio,  in  1844.  The  Lodge 
^^  ^^terwArda  removed  to  Perrysburg.  When  he  removed  to  Toledo  he  affiliated 
^^^^iCOf*  ^<*<^«®»  No.  237,  and  was  its  Worshipful  Master  for  several  years.  He 
"C^/Vjv  .t^  if^^^^^^  and  orders  of  Chapter,  Council  and  Commandery  at  Oircleville, 
/^^xs^^  or  the  late  Bishop  Hakbis  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
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He  was  High  Priest  of  Fort  Meigs  Ohapter,  at  Toledo,  and  receiyed  the  Order  of 
High  Priesthood  March  Slat,  1849,  and  was  chosen  Yice-Presideot  of  Ohio  Ooancil  of 
High  Priests  Jooe  2l8t,  1849.  Gomp.  Hosmbb  was  Grand  Orator  of  the  Grand  Lodjue 
of  Ohio  in  1851,  and  was  Deputy  Grand  Master  when  he  removed  from  the  State  in 
1861.  Upon  his  removal  to  Montana  he  affiliated  with  Montana  TiOdge,  No.  2,  and 
was  for  several  jears  its  Master.    In  1871-72  he  was  Grand  Secretary  of  Montana. 

Although,  as  appears  by  this  brief  sketch,  he  was  active  in  all  branches  of  Ma- 
sonry,  bis  strong  attachment  was  for  the  Gommandery  of  Knights  Templar,  and  in 
his  later  years  that  most  beloved  organisation  absorbed  his  thoughts  and  all  of  his 
energies.  This  "veteran  Templar''  served  eleven  (11)  years  as  Oommander  of 
Toledo  Gommandery,  No.  7,  of  Ohio ;  six  (6)  years  as  Gommander  of  Virginia  Oily 
Gommandery,  Montana.  From  1881  until  his  death  he  was  the  Prelate  of  Oolden 
Gate  Gommandery  of  this  city,  and  from  1884  to  his  death  he  was  the  Grand  Prelate 
of  the  Grand  Gommandery  of  Galifornia. 

He  was  consigned  to  eternal  rest  on  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  having  finished 
his  earthly  labors  on  the  3l8t  day  of  October,  1893.  The  last  sad  rites  were  paid  to 
the  remains  of  this  valiant  and  magnanimous  soldier  of  the  cross  by  the  Grand  Gom- 
mandery and  the  Gommanderies  of  this  city  and  Oakland,  his  beloved  Golden  Gate 
performing  the  Templar  funeral  service, 

OREGON. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon  held  its  thirty-third  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Portland,  June  12th,  1893,— the  M.-.  E.*.  Geoboe  E.  Chambbblain,  Grand  High 
Priest,  presiding,  the  R.*.  E.'.  James  F.  Robinson  being  Grand  Secretary.  There 
were  present  seven  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  fifteen  Grand  Representatives,  the 
Representatives  of  twenty-one  chartered  Chapters  and  two  under  dispensation. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  welcoming  the  com- 
panions and  alluding  to  the  great  changes  in  affairs  of  government,  with  the  political 
contests  for  control,  he  says:  "  But  the  changes]  that  have  taken  place  in  Masonry 
have  been  wrought  without  revolution.  Hers  are  the  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all 
her  paths  are  peace.  Upward  and  onward  in  solid  phalanx  moves  the  great  Ma* 
sonic  host,  engaged  in  *  deeds  of  charity  and  pure  beneficence.'  From  every  quarter 
comes  the  glad  tidings  that  Masonry,  both  Symbolic  and  Capitular,  is  prospering. 
Yet  there  are  other  changes  in  this  and  in  other  jurisdictions  at  thought  of  which  we 
pause  and  ahed  a  tear.  Many  of  those  who  were  with  us  one  year  ago,  to-day  have 
answered  the  last  roll  call  and  have  gone  to  their  eternal  sleep." 

He  mentioned  the  death  of  Gomp.  Thomas  McFaddbn  Patton,  and  enlogized  him 
as  a  *'  very  oracle  upon  the  laws  and  usages  of  our  Royal  Graft,"  who  was  always 
ready  and  willing  to  impart  to  the  neophyte  in  Masonry,  as  well  as  to  those  who 
were  further  advanced  in  the  mysteries  of  the  Order,  the  knowledge  which  he  had 
obtained  through  years  of  study. 

He  also  reported  the  death  of  the  M.*.  E.'.  JosErH  Porrs  Hobnob,  General  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  recommended  that  suitable  action  be  taken,  "  testifying  our  love 
and  veneration  for  this  distinguished  companion,  and  our  allegiance  to  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States.'' 

The  Grand  High  Priest  also  referred  to  the  illustrious  dead  of  their  own  and 
sister  jurisdictions,  whose  names  had  been  reported,  and  recommended  that  proper 
action  be  taken  in  their  memories. 

The  "  Grand  Council "  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  met  in  Annual  Convention 
at  Portland,  June  12th,  1893,— the  M.'.  B.*.  Jay  Tuttlk,  President.  The  Council 
was  opened  in  Ample  Form.  Five  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective 
Chapters,  were  admitted  and  received  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  Convention 
closed. 
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The  Report  od  OorrespoDdence  is  preBented  bj  the  R.*.  E.\  Comp.  J.  M.  Hodson, 
Grand  Scribe,  as  well  as  chairman  of  this  working  committee.  Thirty-five  Ohapters 
are  reviewed. 

In  his  review  of  Arkansas  he  endorses  the  views  of  Comp.  Lavqbxjs,  as  we  do 
emphatically,  npon  the  dependent  membership  qaestion.    Comp.  Hodsoh  writes  :— 

"  And  afi^ain  we  endorse,  without  reserre,  his  comments  upon  the  Texas  <  go-as- 
yov-please '  system,  to  wit:  *  While  on  this  sabject,  by  way  of  answer  to  the  objec- 
tion of  Comp.  KiDD  to  onr  law  on  membership,  we  wonld  saggest  that  a  little  appli- 
cation of  the  physical  qaalification  law  of  Texas  to  the  membership  law  would  have 
a  good  effect.  We  hold  that  the  Blue  Lodge  is  the  foundation  of  the  Chapter.  If  a 
Master  Mason  loses  both  feet,  no  one  wonld  think  of  making  him  a  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
son. 9o  if  he  loses  his  Masonic  foundation  (membership  in  a  Blue  Lodge),  the  whole 
Masonic  edifice  tumbles  down.' " 

In  reviewing  California  he  approves  the  sentiments  expressed  by  Grand  High 
Priest  Myrick  in  his  Address.  He  quotes  Comp.  Caswell's  opinion  on  matters  of 
weftk  and  endorses  them,  and  regrets  Comp.  Caswrll's  retirement  from  his  late  field 
of  usefulness. 

In  his  review  of  Indiana  ho  quotes  Comp.  Eboaitbback  on  Kansas  statistics :— 

• 

"  In  the  State  of  Kansas  there  are  seventy-seven  places  where  Capitalar  secrets 
may  be  learned  by  such  persons  as  know  enoagh  to  appreciate  their  value.  Doring 
the  past  year  in  sixty-two  of  these  places  anxioos  seekers  entered,  were  led  through 
the  qaarries,  were  taught  the  severe  lesson  given  to  impostors,  were  placed  in  posi- 
tions too  high  for  their  ability  or  deserts,  saw  heavenly  fire,  and  no  less  than  five 
hundred  and  f  orty*nine  saw  the  damp  cavern  where  the  Book  of  the  Law  so  long  lay 
hidden.  At  the  present  time  three  hundred  and  sixty-four  more  companions  would 
kindly  cover  your  mark  with  the  price  of  a  meal  of  victuals  than  in  1890.  Think  of 
it !  There  are  no  less  than  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-nine  square  meals 
in  Kansas  for  any  unfortunate  mark-wearer  that  will  ask  for  them  in  a  proper  way.'' 

There  ought  to  be  no  trouble  in  getting  a  square  meal  at  Topeka  next  year, 
Comp.  Eroambback. 

In  his  review  of  Massachusetts  Comp.  Hodson  says: — 

"  He,  Comp.  SxRAMns  ^wbn,  of  Massachusetts,  in  discussing  the  qaestion  of 
what  constitutes  a  *  clandestine '  Mason,  puts  forth  the  following  supposition  and 
question:  *  If  a  man  applies  for  the  degrees  in  a  Lodge  in  Maine,  is  rejected,  and  then 
goes  to  New  Brunswick,  for  instance,  and  gets  the  degrees  m  a  regular  Lodge  there, 
is  he  not  a  clandestine  Mason  ?    If  not,  what  is  he  V  " 
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Comp.  HoDSON  answers :— 

**  A  clandestine  Mason  is  one  made  by  a  Lodge  or  convocation  of  Masons  that 
does  not  possess  a  legal  right  to  make  Masons.  Some  Grand  Jurisdictions  do  not 
recoffnize  the  principle  of  *  perpetual  jnrisdiction,'  therefore  the  party  who  leaves 
the  jurisdiction  that  rejected  him  and  goes  to  one  where  no  attention  is  given  the 

3uestioo  of  former  rejection,  and  receives  the  degrees,  cannot  be  classed  as  clan- 
estioe,  nor  could  he  be  justly  so  classed  in  the  other  case  unless  he  had  concealed 
the  fact  of  rejection." 

A  Mason  made  in  a  regular  Lodge  cannot  be  a  **  clandestine  made  Mason."  He 
may  be,  for  varioos  reasons,  "  irregularly  made,"  and  may  be  a  subject  of  discipline- 
for  '*  false  statements  or  for  the  concealment  of  facts,"  but  he  was  made  in  a  **  regU' 
larly  constituted  Lodge,"  and  may  be  cured  of  his  defects.  He  coald  not  be,  if  n 
"  clandestine  made  Mason."    We  agree  with  Comp.  Hodson  in  the  following : — 

"  The  findings  of  facts  concerning  jurisdiction  were  probably  correct,  but  just 
how  it  is  possiole  for  a  legally  constituted  Chapter  to  do  <  clandestine  '  work  is  a 
thing  we  cannot  understand,  and,  if  it  were  possible,  the  lojostice  of  visiting  all  the 
punishment  upon  the  recipient  of  the  degrees,  and  letting  the  Chapter  off  without 
reprimand,  and  even  allowing  it  to  retain  the  money  thus  illegally  obtained,  is  so 
plainly  out  of  the  usual  coorse  of  Masonic  fairness  that  we  could  not  let  it  pass 
without  mention." 
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In  commenting  opon  a  decision  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Arizona,  "  that  it  is 
illegal  and  improper  to  confer  any  of  the  Capitular  degrees  on  Sunday/'  Comp. 
HODSON  says  :— 

"  We  neyer  heard  of  any  Masonic  law  requiring  members  of  the  Boyal  Craft  to 
refrain  from  work  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week.  So  far  as  the  propriety  of  the 
matter  goes  we  agree  that  in  a  Christian  country  it  is  proper  to  conform  to  the  es- 
tablished customs;  but  if  a  Chapter  had  conferred  the  Royal  Arch  degree  on  Sunday, 
recipient  is  a  legally  made  Ronal  Arch  Mason  and  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  thereof  without  further  action,  which  would  not  follow  if  it  was  illegal  to 
nold  the  meeting  which  conferred  the  degree.    A  healing  would  then  be  necessary/* 

We  think  Comp.  Hodson  right  in  his  statement  We  believe  the  general  desire 
of  Masons  is  to  show  all  proper  respect  to  the  religions  organizations  of  the  country 
and  in  deference  to  the  opinions  of  brethren  who  are  connected  with  the  different 
churches,  and  to  avoid  all  possible  apparent  disrespect  to  the  Sabbath  day.  Regn- 
lations  have  been  from  time  to  time  adopted  by  our  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Chap- 
ters, forbidding  work  on  Sunday,  but  that  such  meetings,  for  the  purpose  mentioned, 
are  "  illegal  or  improper  "  in  the  abstract  or  in  cases  of  emergency — no. 

After  giving  Texas  a  lecture  upon  the  "slack  allegiance"  of  that  Grand  Chapter 
to  the  '*Gen.  Grand,"  and  reminding  the  sister  of  some  promises  she  made  and  then 
**  breached,"  like  a  patriot  and  a  Masonic  statesman,  he  says  :— 

"  We  are  not  among  those  who  believe  that  all  the  Masonic  wisdom  of  the  world 
is  concentrated  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  nor  that  any  wonderful  advantages 
would  be  derived  by  securing  the  return  of  Texas  and  Rhode  Island  and  the  alBlia- 
tion  of  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania;  bnt  the  American  system,  as  fostered  and  ex- 
tended for  the  last  century,  contemplates  the  united  support  of  all  the  Chapters  in 
the  United  States.  Pennsylvania  and  Texas,  from  their  importance,  must  neces- 
sarily exercise  great  influence  on  the  future  of  the  Craft,  and  now  that  the  political 
rupture  failed,  let  the  Masonic  rupture  be  healed  and  all  induced  to  keep  step  to  the 
music  of  unity." 

Well  said,  companion.  You  have  given  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon  a  splendid 
report,  and  reflected  credit  upon  the  Capitular  Masonry  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  We 
salute  yon. 

The  M.*.  E.*.  GEOBas  McD.  Stboud  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
R.*.  E.-.  Jamjcs  F.  RoBursoN  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  (84th)  Annual  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  will  be  held  in  the 
city  of  Portland,  on  Monday  preceding  the  second  Wednesday  of  .June,  1894. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  held  a  Quarterly  Convocation  at  Maaonic 
Temple,  Philadelphia,  March  3d,  1892,— the  M.*.  E.*.  Alkxandkk  U.  Morgan,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presiding,  the  R.*.  E.*.  Charlks  E.  Meyeb  being  Grand  Secretary. 

After  the  transaction  of  business  of  local  import,  the  Grand  Chapter  was  called  off 
for  the  purpose  of  exemplifying  the  Royal  Arch  degree,  after  which  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter was  closed  in  peace. 

The  Grand  Chapter  again  met  in  Quarterly  Convocation  June  2d,  1892,  with  the 
same  official  attendance.  After  the  transaction  of  local  business  the  M.*.  E.*.  Grand 
High  Priest  announced  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  and  Comp.  Cliffobd  P. 
MacCalla,  and  submitted  the  following  tribute  to  his  memory,  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  :— 

"The  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  directs  that  a  minute  be  made  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Quarterly  Communication  of  the  death  of  Comp.  and  Past  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  uf  Pennsylvania,  Bro.  Clifford  P.  MacCalla.  His  exalted  position 
In  the  Fraternity,  his  true  and  upright  character,  his  extensive  knowledge  of  Ma- 
sonic lore,  his  unselfinh  devotion  and  sincere  belief  in  the  doctrines  of  Free- 
masonry, and  his  services  to  the  Craft,  have  made  his  name  famous  throughout  the 
Masonic  world,  and  well  merit  this  tribute  that  the  (irand  Chapter  now  pays  to  his 
memory.'* 
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The  Grand  Ohapter  was  then  called  off  for  the  parpose  of  ezempliryiog  the  de- 
gree of  Mark  Master  Mason,  which,  being  done,  the  Grand  Ohapter  was  closed  in 
I>eace. 

A  third  Qaarterly  Oonvocation  was  held  September  8th,  1892,  with  the  same 
official  attendance.  The  local  basiness  of  the  jurisdiction  was  transacted.  The  Grand 
Secretary  presented  his  report.  The  Grand  Ohapter  was  called  off  for  the  parpose 
of  exemplifying  the  Most  Excellent  Master's  degree.  The  exemplification  being 
concluded,  the  Grand  Chapter  was  closed  in  peace. 

A  fourth  Qaarterly  Conyocation  was  held  December  8th,  1892,  same  official 
attendance.  There  were  present  seven  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  Oomp.  Gkobob  L. 
McCahjln,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  Maryland  and  General  Depaty  Grand  High 
Priest  of  the  United  Statef,  twenty-three  Grand  Bepresentatlves,  and  the  Repre- 
sentatives of  ninety-three  chartered  Ohapters. 

M.'.  E.-.  Oomp.  Thomas  R.  Patton,  Grand  Treasurer,  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  aoanimously  adopted  :  — 

"  ReMolved,  That  in  testimony  of  the  sympathy  this  Grand  Ohapter  feels  for  the 
Masonic  Home  of  Pennsylvania,  that  the  M.*.  E.*.  Grand  High  Priest  be  authorized 
to  draw  a  warrant  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  as  a 
donation  from  the  Grand  Holy  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  perma- 
nent fund  of  the  Masonic  Home  of  Pennsylvania." 

This  being  the  time  fixed  by  the  Constitution  for  the  election  of  Grand  Officers, 
to  serve  the  Grand  Chapter  for  the  ensuing  Masonip  year,  beginning  at  St  John's 
day  next,  tellers  were  appointed  to  conduct  the  election.  The  officers  were  elected 
and  proclaimed. 

All  those  who  had  not  received  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  having  retired, 
Oomp.  Louis  Wbinbich,  High  Priest  elect  of  Doyleatown  Ohapter,  No.  270,  was 
then  installed  as  High  Priest  of  said  Ohapter,  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year,  begin- 
ning on  St.  John's  day  next,  and  had  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  conferred  upon 
him.  The  companions  who  had  retired  were  re-admitted,  and  the  Grand  Chapter 
closed  in  peace. 

The  Annual  Convocation  was  held  St.  John's  day,  December  27th,  1892,— the 
M.*.  E.*.  Alkxandeb  H.  Morgan,  Grand  High  Priest,  presiding,  the  R.*.  E.*.  Charles 
E.  Mkter  being  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present  five  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
and  the  Representatives  of  twenty-one  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  report,  laying  before  the  Grand  Chapter  the 
condition  of  Roysl  Arch  Masonry  in  the  jurisdiction.  He  directed  the  attention  of 
the  companions  to  those  who  had  been  '*  called  hence  "  during  the  past  year,  and 
paid  truthful  tribute  to  their  memories.    He  said,  in  conclusion  :— 

*'  Death  levels  all  distinctions.  Mortality,  whether  king  or  commoner,  is  subject 
to  the  inevitable  law  of  dissolution.  Eulogy  may  set  forth  the  virtues  of  the  de- 
ceased, but  it  cannot  alter  the  Divine  fiat." 

In  his  report  the  Grand  High  Priest  states  that  although  their  Chapters  reach 
number  276,  there  are  in  fact  but  118  living  Chapters,  the  others  having  died  f^om 
incompetency,  want  of  zeal,  lack  of  sustenance,  or  other  causes. 

He  gives  an  interesting  account  of  bis  visitations,  which  were  extended.  Among 
other  decisions  he  decided  that  all  elective  officers  must  be  installed  annually,  no 
matter  how  many  times  they  have  been  re-elected. 

He  reported  a  communication  from  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  urging  and  set- 
ting forth  the  reasons  for  a  union  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  with  the 
General  Grand  Chapter.  He  considered  the  subject  of  too  much  importance  for  im- 
mediate decision,  and  appointed  a  committee  of  five  members  to  take  the  matter 
into  consideration  and  report  to  the  Grand  Ohapter  at  the  next  Convocation. 
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So  mach  of  the  miBaies  of  the  last  Qaarterly  Convocation  of  December  8th,  refer 
ring  to  the  election  of  Grand  OflScers,  was  then  read.  All  bnt  Past  High  Priests  who 
had  received  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  having  retired,  Oomp.  Edgar  A.  Tbnkis 
was  installed  as  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  of  Pennsylvania  and  Masonic 
Jnrisdiction  thereanto  belonging.  He  was  dnly  proclaimed  as  such  and  received  the 
salutations  of  the  Craft. 

The  companions  who  had  retired  were  re-admitted,  when  the  Grand  OflScers 
were  severally  installed,  and  were  each  duly  proclaimed  and  received  the  salatations 
of  the  Craft 

The  M.'.  E.*.  Grand  High  Priest,  Edoar  A.  Tennis,  then  addressed  the  compan- 
ions,  which  address  was  listened  to  with  much  interest.  He  marks  out  new  lines  for 
correspondence,  as  follows  :— 

"  An  important  and  interesting  portion  of  the  annnal  proceedings  of  this  Grand 
Body  is  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  and  having  a  desire  to 
make  it,  if  possible,  still  more  interesting  and  instructive,  I  have  divided  the  honors 
among  five  distinguished  companions,  assigning  to  each  a  number  of  jurisdictions, 
the  proceedings  of  which  will  be  reviewed  bv  them,  and  select  therefrom  such 
matter  as  thev  deem  suitable  for  publication.  This  committee  shall  report  annually, 
on  &r.  John  the  Evangelist's  day,  the  result  of  their  labors  for  the  approbation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter.  This  will  facilitate  the  work  of  getting  out  our  annual  proceedings, 
and  enable  us  to  distribute  them  to  constituent  bodies  at  an  earlier  dale  than  for- 
merly. We  shall  expect  from  the  companions  named  a  careful  review  of  each  jaris- 
drction  assigned,  and  wherever  questions  are  involved  which  are  of  interest  to  the 
Craft  of  all  jurisdictions,  it  is  their  duty  to  notice  them.*' 

The  Grand  High  Priest  annonnced  the  appointment  of  Grand  Officers,  among 
whom  we  note  "six  Grand  Chaplains,"  the  nsual  standing  committees,  and  twenty 
District  Deputies,  whereupon  the  Grand  Chapter  was  closed  in  peace. 

A  fine  steel  portrait  of  the  M.*.  E.*.  Gxoboe  W.  Keudsigk,  Jr.,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest,  adorns  the  proceedings. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  the  Joint  Committee,  composed  of  M.*.  E.*. 
Comps.  Hekderson  and  Meyer,  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and  Comps.  Africa,  Lytb 
and  Clark.  California  is  in  the  division  assigned  for  review  to  Comp.  Hbndebeon, 
and,  we  presume,  was  not  received,  as  it  does  not  appear  in  the  number  reviewed. 

In  reviewing  Delaware  he  asks  this  question:— 

*'  Is  it  possible  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Delaware  rules  his  Grand  Chapter 
with  a  gavel  ?  Ours  uses  a  sceptre,  and  we  have  always  been  taught  that  the  gavel 
was  not  a  Royal  Arch  Mason's  implement." 

Well,  Comp.  HBNDKRaoN,  we  wonder  no  longer  that  you  were  shocked  at  the  ex- 
pression of  the  Grand  High  Priest  out  West  in  Colorado,  who  remarked  that  hia 
constituents  were  busy  "  rustling  for  grub."  So  you  wield  the  sceptre  in  Pennsyl- 
vania,  do  you  ?  We  can't  afTord  it  in  California  yet,  but  hammer  the  companions  to 
order  with  the  gavel. 

In  reviewing  the  District  of  Columbia  Comp.  Hendbbson  gives  this  information 
regarding  their  methods  of  procedure  in  Pennsylvania.    He  says  :— 

"The  Constitution  provides  that  there  shall  be  one  stated  Annual  Convocation 
on  the  second  Wednesday  of  December  in  each  year. 

"  For  the  information  of  our  companions  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  we  will 
state  that  our  (>rand  Chapter  holds  live  stated  CoromunicationH  each  year,  and  at 
three  of  them  the  degrees  of  Mark  MsHter,  Most  Excellent  Master,  and  Royal  Arch 
Mason  are  exemplitied  by  the  (>rand  Officers,  one  degree  at  each  meeting.  The  de- 
grees are  worked  in  full,  under  the  supervision  of  our  Committee  on  Work  and 
.Jurisprudence,  and  exactly  as  our  couHtituent  Chapters  are  expected  to  work  them. 
The  interes^t  Hhown  in  thebe  exemplifications  is  raanifent  by  the  large  attendance  of 
our  members.    We  cooHider  it  a  most  eflfective  method  of  disseminating  the  work.'' 
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We  believe,  Corop.  Hbndbbson,  that  it  is  a  most  excellent  method  of  dissemi- 
nating worlc. 

Oomp.  Mbybb,  of  Correspondence,  in  his  review  of  Eentacky  and  the  views  of  its 
Grand  High  Priest  apon  the  necessary  regulation  clothing  for  a  Chapter,  desires 
that  Companions  generally  should  give  more  attention  to  the  matter  of  dress  when 
in  attendance  open  the  duties  of  Lodge  or  Chapter. 

Under  Missoori  Comp.  Africa,  of  Correspondence,  writes,  giving  Pennsylvania 
practice  on  several  matters  of  controversy.  Comp.  Mato  compliments  Comp. 
Stockton  Batks  on  a  former  report,  and  asks,  "  What  is  a  dispensation  to  pass  the 
Ohair? ''    The  answer  is  :— 

'*  We  in  Pennsylvania  do  not  know  anything  about  a  Past  Master^s  degree.  A 
Mason  becomes  a  Past  Master  by  service  or  dispensation  to  pass  the  Ohair.  He  is 
then,  after  having  been  a  Mason  six  months,  entitled  to  receive  the  M.,  M.  £.  and 
B.  A.  degrees." 

Comp.  Afbiqa  adds:— 

"  Only  those  Masons  who  have  '  passed  the  Chair,'  either  by  service  as  Worshipful 
Master,  or  by  a  dispensation  issued  by  the  Grand  Master  or  by  the  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master  of  the  proper  district,  are  qualified  to  petition  for  the  Chapter  de- 
grees, which  are  conferred  in  the  order  named  by  Comp.  Bates. '*

The  Grand  Ohapter  of  Pennsylvania  held  its  first  Quarterly  Communication  for 
1893  at  Masonic  Temple,  Philadelphia,  March  2, 1893,— the  M.*.  E.*.  Edoab  A.  Tkn- 
nis, Grand  High  Priest,  the  B.\  E/.  Chablks  E.  Meyrb,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Ohapter  was  honored  with  the  presence  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Jersey,  M.'.  £.*.  Oomp.  Edward  Mills. 

The  Grand  Ohapter  was  opened,  local  business  transacted,  and  the  degree  of 
Mark  Master  exemplified,  after  which  the  Grand  Chapter  closed. 


The  second  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  June  8,  1893,  with  the  same  offi- 
cial attendance  as  in  March.  After  the  transaction  of  local  business,  the  special 
committee  on  communication  from  General  Grand  Chapter  reported,  at  the  close  of 
which  the  committee  submitted  the  following  resolutions:— 

Re»olved»  That  the  M.*.  E.*.  Grand  Holy  Boyal  Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania 
thanks  the  General  Grand  Ohapter  of  Boyal  Arch  Masons  of  the  United  States  of 
America  for  its  fraternal  invitation  to  become  one  of  its  constituent  members. 

Betoloed,  That  we  deem  it  inexpedient  to  accept  the  invitation  so  kindly  extended 
to  us ;  and 

JRe8olved,  That  the  Grand  Officers  advise  the  officers  of  the  General  Grand  Ohap- 
ter of  our  action,  by  transmitting  a  certified  copy  of  these  resolutions  and  of  the 
report  to  which  they  are  attached. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  laid  over  for  consideration  until  the  September  com- 
munication. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  an  elaborate  decision  as  to  the  position  of  the  altar 
in  Chapter  room  at  all  times  other  than  when  conferring  the  Boyal  Arch  degree. 

The  Most  Excellent  Master^s  degree  was  exemplified  before  tbe  closing  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

The  third  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  September  7, 1893,  with 'same  offi- 
cial attendance  as  in  March,  and  the  representatives  of  forty-five  chartered  Chap- 
ters. 

Tbe  Grand  Secretary  reported  the  number  of  Boyal  Arch  Masons  at  14,772. 
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The  report  of  the  speoial  committee  on  commanicatioD  from  General  Grand 
Chapter  waa  considered  and  ananimoosly  adopted. 
The  Royal  Arch  degree  was  then  exemplified. 


The  fourth  Quarterly  was  held  December  7, 1898,  with  same  ofBcial  attendance. 
There  were  also  present  six  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  twenty-six  representatives  of 
other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  the  representatives  of  eighty-one  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ancient  and  Solemn  Form. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Augustus 
R.  Hall  and  paid  eloquent  tribute  to  bis  memory,  and  as  a  token  of  esteem,  the 
Jewels  of  the  Grand  Chapter  were  ordered  draped  in  mourning  for  a  period  of  six 
months. 

This  being  the  time  fixed  by  the  constitution  for  the  election  of  officers  to  serve 
Grand  Chapter 'for  the  ensuing  Masonic  year,  beginning  on  St.  John's  day  next, 
tellers  were  appointed  to  conduct  the  election. 

The  tellers  reported  the  election  of  M.*.  E.*.  Edoar  A.  Tbvnis,  Grand  High  Priest; 
M.'.  E.'.  EzBA  S.  Bartlbtt,  Grand  King;  M.*.  E.'.  Riohasd  M.  Johnson,  Grand 
Scribe;  M.*.  E.*.  Thos.  K.  Patton,  Grand  Treasurer;  M.*.  K*.  Charlis  Cart, 
Grand  Secretary ;  and  they  were  proclaimed  as  such.    Grand  Chapter  closed. 


The  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  held  its  Annual  Communication  in  Masonic 
Temple,  Philadelphia,  St.  John's  day,  December  27, 1893,— the  M.-.  E.-.  Edoab  A. 
Tbitnis,  Grand  High  Priest,  the  E.*.  Comp.  J.  Alxx.  Simpson,  acting  Grand  Secre- 
tary. Six  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  Representatives  of  twenty  chartered 
Chapters  were  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  and  the  Grand  High  Priest  de- 
livered his  Annual  Address,  returning  thanks  for  the  many  blessings  received  and  ac- 
knowledging the  protection  of  a  beneficent  providence. 

He  announced  the  departure  of  beloved  companions  for  the  spirit  land,  and  said: 
*'  Let  us  cherish  the  hope  that  they  have  been  exalted  to  the  companionship  of  that 
eternal  Lodge,  where  the  adoration  of  the  twelfth  hour  is  everlasting  Joy." 

Under  the  head  of  decisions  the  Grand  High  Priest  says:  "  The  question  of  ju- 
risdiction, now  fortunately  quite  well  understood,  was  only  once  presented  for  con- 
sideration,  and  I  informed  the  enquiring  Chapter  that  there  was  no  such  thing  as 
Jurisdiction  in  Capitular  Masonry  in  Pennsylvania,  but  only  the  moral  fitness  of  a 
candidate  need  be  considered."  He  says  further:  *'The  Grand  Chapter  of  Penn. 
sylvania  is  the  oldest  on  this  continent,  having  been  opened  under  the  immediate 
sanction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  on  the  23d  of  November,  1795,  with 
Wm.  Ball,  then  Grand  Master,  as  Grand  High  Priest." 

The  investments  of  the  Grand  Chapter  amount  to  $20,000.00. 

The  Grand  Hish  Priest  approves  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  its  de- 
clination to  become  a  constituent  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  All  but  Past 
Grand  High  Priests  who  had  received  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  having  retired, 
Comp.  Edoar  A.  Tsknis  was  installed  as  M.*.  E.*.  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand 
Holy  Royal  Arch  Chapter  ot  Pennsylvania  and  Masonic  Jurisdiction  thereunto  be. 
longing. 

The  companions  who  had  retired  were  re-admitted,  wben  the  other  Grand  Officers 
were  severally  installed  and  duly  proclaimed. 

This  volume  is  enriched  with  elegant  steel  engraved  portraits  of  H.*.  E.*.  Edoab 
A.  TBNNisand  Samuel  C.  Perkins,  Past  Grand  High  Priests. 

In  the  division  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  California  it 
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assigned  to  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Matthias  H.  Hbndbbsoh.  The  entire  review  is  a 
Bcholary  paper,  a  credit  to  even  so  distinguished  a  Jurisdiction  as  Pennsylyanla.  We 
regret  the  receipt  of  this  interesting  volnme  at  so  late  a  date  as  to  preclade  a  thor- 
oogh  stady  of  the  work  of  these  eminent  commentators,  bat  the  printer  calls  and  a 
few  hnrried  words  must  content  ns  this  time. 

Comp.  Hbndbrson  quotes  nnder  Alabama,  the  amendment  to  their  constitution 
Just  adopted  in  which  they  divide  the  authority  of  their  chief  executive  by  providing 
that  the  Grand  or  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  shall  have  the  power,  etc.  Comp.  Hen- 
DXRSON,  in  an  elaborate  paper,  insists  that  Alabama  has  made  a  mistake,  and  Comp. 
PiLLANS  must  explain. 

He  expresses  general  concurrence  with  our  legislation  in  California,  but  advises 
that  we  repeal  General  Regniation  12,  and  save  our  Grand  High  Priest  the  truth  of 
issuing  excuses  for  irregularity  in  the  form  of  special  dispensations. 

Under  Canada,  in  his  reply  to  Comp.  Bobbbtsom,  he  enunciates  this  strictly  cor- 
rect, old  fashioned  doctrine  :— 

"Comp.  Hbnry  Robbbtson  presents  his  twenty -sixth  Annual  Report  on  Corres- 
pondence, and  like  all  of  his  that  we  have  seen  it  contains  much  that  is  interesting. 
we  agree  with  nearly  all  he  says  but  cannot  subscribe  to  his  opinion  that  member- 
ship in  a  Chapter  should  not  be  dependent  on  membership  in  a  Lodge.  The  Lodge 
is  the  foundation  and  contains  all  there  is  of  Masonry  except  the  Royal  Arch  degree, 
but  the  latter  would  be  worthless  without  the  Lodge.  Destroy  your  foundation  and 
your  whole  superstructure  falls.  We  are  as  loyal  to  the  Chapter  as  any  man,  but  if 
we  can  have  but  one  we  will  let  everything  else  go  and  keep  the  Lodge.  If  it  is 
worth  having  it  is  worth  keeping  and  we  cannot  advocate  the  doctrine  that  it  can  be 
dispensed  with.'' 

Comp.  Chas.  E.  Mxtbb  of  this  committee,  under  Florida,  in  commenting  upon 
the  decisions  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  says  :— 

"  Among  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  we  note :  *  For  all  purposes  ex- 
cept opening,  closing  and  conferring  degrees,  nine  members  of  the  Chapter  are  nee- 
cessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.'  If  we  understand  this  decision  aright,  if  eight 
members  and  one  visitor  are  present  at  a  meeting,  the  Chapter  can  be  opened,  but 
it  requires  the  presence  of  another  member  before  the  minutes  can  be  read,  com- 
^littees  report,  and  the  candidates  balloted  for.  Without  the  presence  of  the  nine 
members,  the  work  of  the  Chapter  is  stopped.  We  do  not  think  this  ever  was  so 
intended  and  the  requirement  is  not  universal.  In  Pennsylvania  the  Chapter  can  be 
opened  and  closed  with  three  members  present,  one  of  whom  must  be  the  fligh 
Priest,  King  or  Scribe,  but  the  degree  cannot  be  conferred  with  a  less  number  than 
six  being  present.  This  has  been  the  work  in  Pennsylvania  for  a  time  that  the 
memory  of  man  runneth  not  to  the  contrary." 

Under  Mississippi,  in  commenting  on  the  decisions  of  Grand  High  Priest  Bavbrt, 
who  said  :— 

"  There  is  no  law  in  Mississippi  that  requires  a  B.  A.  Mason  to  remain  an  af- 
filiated Master  Mason  after  his  exaltation,  nevertheless,  take  away  the  foundation 
and  the  building  is  in  imminent  danger  of  a  fall." 

Comp.  Africa  of  this  committee  gives  us  Pennsylvanian  law  in  this  regard  :— 

"Well  said!  In  Pennsylvania  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  loses  his  membership  by 
ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  a  Master  Mason's  Lodge  for  more  than  six  months,  and 
the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  Roval  Arch,  Most  Excellent  Master  or  Mark  Master 
Mason  from  his  Lodge  of  Master  Masons  ip»o  facto  works  bis  suspension  or  expnl* 
sion  from  his  Chapter  and  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons.  He  must  maintain  his 
standing  in  his  Master  Mason's  Lodge,  and  when  that  is  lost  all  bis  Masonic  rights 
are  forfeited.  Companions  of  Mississippi !  Look  well  to  the  '  foundation.'  If  that 
is  undermined  the  whole  fabric  must  fall." 

Truer  words  were  never  written  and  we  cease  to  wonder  at  the  abundant,  inde- 
pendent prosperity  of  the  American  System  of  Freemasonry,  as  developed  in  the 
great  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 
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"  OCR  CBNTDRfflAL." 

*'  We  are  now  in  oar  ninety-cinth  year  of  life  as  a  Grand  Chapter.  One  year  more 
and  then  we  celebrate  oar  centennial.  Prom  what  we  know  of  oar  Grand  Chapter 
that  occasion  will  be  moat  memorable.  We  trust  that  around  our  altar  will  then  be 
gathered  representatives  from  every  legitimate  Grand  Chapter  in  the  world.  It  is 
something  of  which  we  should  be  proud.  One  hundred  years :  few  men  live  to  reach 
that  age,  and  if  they  are  providentially  permitted  to  do  so  the  life  or  the  faculties 
are  more  or  less  impaired.  But  this  Grand  Chapter  lives,  stronger  in  ite  vigor,  giv- 
ing life  to  others,  and  increasing  and  multiplying  its  immediate  family  larger  than 
ever  and  among  whom  peace  and  love  and  unity  prevail.  When  we  look  at  the  past 
it  seems  hardly  possible  that  with  the  progress  we  have  made,  and  in  the  many 
means  that  have  developed,  that  we  may  enjoy  Masonry.  Look  at  the  matter  of 
places  of  meeting  particnlarly  in  this  lurisdiction— the  old  Tan  tavern  in  Water 
street,  Philadelphia,  where  the  first  and  provincial  Grand  Lodge  met,  in  1730-1732, 
in  which  we  were  tenants  of  but  a  single  room,  to  the  magnificent  Masonic  Temple 
in  which  we  now  meet,  costing  nearly  a  million  and  three-quarters  dollars  of  which 
our  Grand  Lodge  is  sole  owner,  and  which  we  believe  is  the  only  Masonic  Temple 
in  the  world  devoted  exclusively  and  solely  to  Mssonry,  and  in  which  the  only  busi- 
ness transacted  is  Masonry.  Look  at  the  published  proceeding  of  our  own  Grand 
Chapter  in  1795,  a  four-page  large  foolscap  sheet  of  paper  giving  the  proceedings  of 
the  organization  of  Grand  Chapter,  and  compare  them  with  the  proceedings  of  1898, 
embellished  with  the  portraits  of  our  Grand  High  Priest  and  of  one  of  his  predeces* 
sors.  No  Report  on  Correppondence  then,  a  full  and  complete  report  now  ;  a  mem« 
bership  then  ot  scarcely  twenty  or  twenty-five,  with  a  membership  now  of  nearly 
2000  members,  every  one  of  whom  has  his  vote  and  say.  The  degree  of  the  Royal 
Arch  then  the  fourth,  and  the  degrees  of  Mark  Master,  Most  Excellent  Master  and 
Royal  Arch  Mason  now.  Three  recognized  Chapters,  then,  one  hundred  and  nine- 
teen now ;  not  one  hundred  Royal  Arch  Masons  then,  fifteen  thousand  now.  During 
this  time  the  Grand  Chapter  has  been  governed  by  fifty  Grand  fligh  Priests,  tea 
Grand  Treasurers  and  sixteen  Grand  Secretaries.  These  are  some  of  the  reasons 
why  we  should  celebrate  our  centenniaL" 

Companions  of  Correspondence  for  Pennsylvania,  we  wish  you  a  satisfactory  and 
eminently  sucoesstul  celebration. 

The  M.*.  E.*.  Edoab  A.  Tbmnis  was  re-elected  Grand  Bigh  Priest,  and  the  R.*.  E." 
Chablis  Cary  was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

QUBBBO. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec  held  its  sixteenth  Annual  Convocation  In  the  city 
of  Quebec,  January  24th,  1893,— the  M.*.  E.'.  Albbbt  D.  Kklson,  Grand  Z.,  presiding, 
the  R.*.  E.*.  Joseph  Mitchbll  being  Grand  Scribe  E.  There  were  present  twenty 
Grand  Representatives,  and  the  Representatives  of  ten  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Scribe  E.  read  the  notice  calling  the  sixteenth  Annual  Convocation. 

The  Grand  Scribe  N.  read  the  order  of  procedure  from  Article  Y  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  H.*.  E.*.  the  Grand  Z.  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  He  made  this  report 
relating  to  his  visitations :— 

**  In  this  particular  I  regret  to  say  I  have  been  very  remiss,  but  fi'om  a  variety 
of  causes  it  was  not  possible  for  me  to  visit  any  of  the  Chapters  outside  of  the  Mon- 
treal di«<trict  Early  in  the  year  I  was  in  California  for  over  two  months,  and  later 
on  my  health  was  such  that  I  did  not  deem  it  safe  or  advisable  to  go  away.  I  regret 
this  the  more  for  I  remember  with  great  pleasure  my  vidits  in  former  years,  and  h^d 
hoped  to  renew  the  acquaintance  with  the  companions  which  were  so  pleasant.'* 

He  reported  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Z.,  M.*.  E.\  Hezkkiah  Lrxi  Robiksom,  and 
eight  other  distinguished  companions  of  their  own  Jurisdiction,  and  a  large  number 
of  eminent  Boyal  Arch  Masons,  members  of  several  jurisdictions  of  the  United  States, 
whom  the  "  grim  hand  of  death  had  removed  from  their  high  positions  in  the  Craft*' 

The  Grand  Superintendents  of  Districts  presented  their  reports. 

Pending  the  election  of  officers  the  Grand  Z.  requested  M.*.  E.'.  Comps.  John  H. 
Gbabam,  I.  H.  Stbark»  and  Will  H.  WHYTsto  act  as  scrutineers,  and  they  reported 
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the  resolt  of  the  ballot,  which  was  in  part  as  follows:  The  R.*.  E.*.  Oomp.  Edwin  R. 
Johnson  was  elected  Orand  Z.,  and  the  R.*.  B.*.  J.  Pbed.  Walkir  was  elected 
Grand  J. 

The  Grand  Scribe  E.  adds  the  following  explanatory  note.  We  sympathize  with 
onr  companions  of  QnebeCf  and  especially  in  the  later  visitation  of  the  angel  of 
death,  whose  mandate  has  covered  them  with  a  cloud  of  sorrow  :— 

"  A  word  of  explanation  re^rarding  the  delay  in  issoiog  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  is  dne.  On  the  27th  of  March  a  fire  onfortnnately  occurred  m  the 
*  Publishing  House/  printing  the  proceedings,  totally  destroying  everything,  and  the 
work,  which  was  in  type  and  rapidly  nearing  completion,  had  all  to  be  gone  over. 
The  Ohairman  of  Correspondence,  with  bis  usual  energy  and  love  for  the  Royal 
Craft,  Immediately  offered,  if  allowed  a  little  time,  to  again  get  op  his  report,  and 
the  annual  proceedings  is  now  published  as  nearly  complete  as  before  the  flre. 
Should  any  errors  or  omissions  be  noticed,  we  trust  the  Craft  will  kindly,  owing  to 
the  above  circumstances,  criticise  gently  and  leniently.'' 

The  death  of  the  Orand  Z.  and  the  Grand  J.  elect  being  events  of  extraordinary 
import  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  memorisl  pages,  in  token  of  love  and  esteem  for  their 
excellent  companions,  were  published  with  the  proceedings. 

A  page  was  also  devoted  to  the  memory  of  the  R.'.  E.*.  companion  Jambs  Fbbd« 
EBio  Walkeb,  Grand  Third  PrincipalJ.  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  and 
Grand  Representative  of  the  H.*.  E.*.  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts  near  this 
Grand  Chapter,  who  died  at  his  residence  in  Montreal  on  Sunday,  the  2l8tHay,  1892, 
after  a  short  illness,  and  was  interred  in  Mount  Royal  Cemetery  on  the  23d  with  ap- 
propriate honors,  by  the  M.'.  W.-.  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  A.  F.  and  A.  M.,  of  which 
he  was  a  M.*.  W.*.  Past  Grand  Master.  Therefore,  in  token  of  their  love  and  esteem 
and  in  memory  of  their  late  R.'.  E.*.  companion,  it  was  directed  that  this  communi- 
cation be  read  in  open  Chapter,  and  that  each  Chapter^of  their  obedience  be  draped 
in  mourning  for  the  period  of  six  months. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  the  E.*.  Comp.  E.  T.  D.  Cham- 
BKB8,  who  gives  a  review  of  forty-eight  Grand  Chapters  and  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  United  States. 

In  reviewing  California  he  has  words  of  praise  for  our  M.'.  E.*.  Comp.  Mtbiok 
and  his  excellent  Address,  which  he  quotes  from  liberally,  and  is  pleased  with  the 
promotion  of  Comp.  William  Buoklxy  Davis,  the  Grand  Representative  of  Quebec 
near  California. 

He  approves  the  sentiments  of  Comp.  Fobtbb,  of  Colorado,  in  regard  to  the  rough 
treatment  of  candidates  while  passing  through  the  solemn  ceremonies  of  the  Royal 
Arch  degree. 

He  extends  the  sympathy  of  the  Craft  in  Quebec  to  Florida,  in  the  grievous  loss 
they  have  sustained  in  Uie  death  of  Comp.  Dawkins,  and  rejoices  with  the  M.*.  E.*. 
Comp.  Tatlob,  of  Georgia,  in  the  bright  future  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Georgia. 

He  reviews  Kentucky  and  says  :— 

*'  Comp.  W.  Staton  presented,  as  usual,  a  splendid  Report  on  Correspondence. 
The  manv  mutilated  psges  of  our  copy  tells  of  tne  many  extracts  that  were  to  have 
appeared  in  our  own  review.  But  *  the  best  laid  plans  of  mice.aDd  men,  etc.,  etc.* 
And  ail  the  kind  things  that  Comp.  Staton  said  of  Quebec,  and  of  the  Report  on 
Correspondence,  they,  too,  have  gone  up  in  smoke;  at  least  our  copy  of  them,  for 
we  had  sent  them,  too,  to  our  printer  Just  before  the  flre  that  destroyed  his  establish- 
ment with  all  that  it  contained." 

In  reviewing  Maine  he  pays  this  well  deserved  compliment  to  Comp.  Drumxond: — 

**The  net  increase  during  the  year  in  the  membership  of  constituent  Chapters 
was  183,  and  the  present  memberBhip  is  5,124.  Tbe  very  admirable  review  of  For- 
eign Correspondence  is  stamped  throughout  with  the  impress  of  the  individuality 
and  Masonic  erudition  of  M.*.  E.*.  Comp.  Josiab  Dbummond.  Manv  extracts  taken 
from  it  for  our  former  report  were  unfortunately  destroyed  by  fire." 
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Of  Pennsylvania  Oomp.  GHAacBEBs  writes  :— 

"  A  delightful  Report  on  Oorrespondence  is  famished  by  Comp.  Stookton  Batbs, 
who  has  leaped  at  one  bonnd  into  the  front  rank  of  Grand  Chapter  reviewers.  His 
review  of  Quebec  is  exceedingly  generous,  and  he  prints  no  less  than  four  pages  of 
quotations  from  oar  report  of  1891." 

Comp.  Chambers,  at  the  close  of  his  review  of  the  doings  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  pays  this  tribute  to  the  illustrious  companion,  the  late  H.*.  E.*.  Joseph 
Potts  Hobnob,  General  Grand  High  Priest  :— 

'*  M.'.  B.*.  Comp.  Joseph  Potts  Hobnob,  of  Louisiana,  was  elected  General  Grand 
High  Priest,  but  alas !  he  was  not  destined  to  enjoy  for  very  long  this  new  honor. 
After  a  lingering  illness,  borne  with  the  calmness  and  ooarage  which  characterized 
him  throughout  his  lite,  death  relieved  him  of  further  suffering  on  the  24th  of  Jan- 
uary, 1893— the  day  upon  which  our  own  Grand  Chapter  met  in  Montreal.  Need  we 
say  how  sincerely  our  sympathy  goes  out,  not  only  to  the  companions  of  Louisiana 
in  this  great  bereavement,  out  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States 
and  to  all  owing  it  obedience." 

The  officers  of  this  Grand  Ohapter  are  the  M.*.  E.*.  Comp.  Albebt  D.  Nelson, 
Grand  Z.,  and  the  H/.  E.*.  Will.  H.  Whttb,  Grand  Scribe  E.  AddresH  of  the  Grand

BHODB    ISLAND. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Rhode  Island  held  its  ninety-fifth  Annual  Convocation  In 
the  city  of  Providence,  March  14th,  1893,— the  M.*.  E.*.  Gboboe  H.  Kenyon,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presiding,  the  B.*.  E.\  William  R.  Gbbbivb,  Grand  Secretary.  There 
were  present  three  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  one  Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest, 
one  Past  Grand  King  and  five  Past  Grand  Scribes,  twenty-two  Grand  Representa- 
tives, and  the  Representative^  of  seven  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  acknowledging  the 
kind  indulgence  of  Divine  Providence,  he  announced  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  Olitxk  Johnson,  at  the  age  of  ninety-two  years,  and  also  the  death  of  Past 
Grand  Treasurer  Wiluam  B.  BLANDDfo.    Re  paid  earnest  tribute  to  their  memories. 

The  business  of  the  Grand  Chapter  was  entirely  local  in  character,  and  but  the 
usual  routine  followed.  The  following  orders  were  made,  which,  with  the  election 
of  officers,  constituted  the  principal  business  of  the  session  :— 

''  Ordered,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  allowed  and  paid  the  sura  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  his  services  the  past  year. 

'*  Ordered^  That  the  Grand  Tyler  be  allowed  and  paid  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for 
services. 

*'  Ordered,  That  the  bill  for  the  annual  dinner  this  day  provided  be  paid  when 
audited  by  the  Grand  StewardR,  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  provide  the  usual 
dinner  at  the  next  Annual  Convocation. 

**  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  proprietors  of 
the  Freemason's  Repository  for  the  space  occupied  in  publishing  the  official  business 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  for  three  copies  of  the  same  to  be  furnished  to  each 
Chapter  in  the  jurisdiction.*' 

The  M.-.  E.*.  HOBACE  K.  Blanchabd  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
R.*.  B.'.  William  R.  Gbbenb  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

SOT7TH  OABOIilNA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Carolina  held  its  eighty-second  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  city  of  Charleston,  February  Uth,  1893,~the  M.'.E.'.  W.  H.  Withbow,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presiding,  the  R.*.  E.'.  J.  E.  Bdbkb  being  Grand  Secretary.  There  were 
present  two  Past  Grand  Bigh  Priests,  eleven  Grand  Representatives,  and  the  Repre- 
aentatives  of  seventeen  chartered  Chapters. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  deliyered  his  Annaal  Address.  He  welcomed  the  assem- 
bled oompaaions  to  this  their  eighty-second  Convocation,  and  invoked  the  bleesing 
of  the  Great  I  Am  upon  their  deliberations.  He  named  the  distinguished  companions 
of  other  jnrisdictions  of  whose  death  he  had  received  official  notice,  and  fraternally 
extended  the  sympathy  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Sonth  Carolina  to  the  afflicted  juris- 
dictions. He  reports  the  prevalence  of  peace  and  harmony  at  home;  that  no  griev- 
ance had  been  presented  or  question  of  Masonic  law  submitted  for  his  decision.  He 
adds  :— 

**  But  whilst  we  may  not  have  added  largely  to  oar  membership,  we  are  not  justi- 
fied in  concluding  that  the  Craft  have  been  '  idle/  and  that  the  year  has  been  barren 
of  results.  If  we,  as  Royal  Arch  Masons,  have  illustrated  in  our  lives  the  principles 
of  our  Order,  if  we  have  '  practiced  out  of  the  Chapter  all  those  virtues  inculcated 
in  it,'  if  we  'have  borne  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day,'  as  faithful  and  diligent 
Craftsmen  should,  though  comparatively  few  in  numbers,  we  have  been  a  power  for 

S»od  in  the  communities  in  which  we  have  dwelt,  and  we  should  take  courage  for 
e  future,  and  press  onward  toward  higher  and  nobler  accomplishments.'' 

The  volume  of  proceedings  is  embellished  with  the  portrait  of  the  M.*.  E.\  Comp. 
W.  H.  WiTHEROW,  Grand  High  Priest. 

A  Convention  of  High  Priests  assembled  after  the  closing  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
the  M.*.  B.*.  Comp.  W.  H.  Withsbow  presiding.  Six  companions,  who  had  been 
elected  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  received  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood. 

A  digest  of  the  decisions  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is  published  with  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

The  H.*.  E.'.  W.  H.  Withxbow  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
R.*.  E.*.  J.  E.  BuRKB  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Dakota  held  its  fourth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Tankton,  June  15th,  1693,— the  M.-.  E.-.  Edward  B.  Bracy,  Grand  High  Priest, 
presiding,  and  the  R.*.  E.  *.  Geobob  A.  Pbttiqrew  being  Grand  Secretary.  Nine 
chartered  Chapters  were  represented,  and  two  under  dispensation.  One  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  and  twelve  Grand  Representatives  were  present. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  hia  Annual  Address.  After  the  usual  welcome 
to  the  companions  present,  he  called  attention  to  the  death  of  the  General  Grand 
High  Priest,  Comp.  Josbph  P.  Hobnob,  and  delivered  a  fervent  eulogy  upon  the  life 
and  character  of  that  distinguished  Mason. 

In  the  performance  of  his  duties  Comp.  Braoy  found  it  advisable  to  issue  several 
dispensations  to  ballot  upon  petitions,  "  waiving  the  prescribed  time."  We  hope 
the  M.'.  E.'.  companion's  justification  for  the  exercise  of  his  prerogative  in  the  cases 
mentioned  was  sufficient,  though  we  except  to  the  soundness  of  his  reasoning  in  the 
cases  reported  when  he  says : — 

**  It  is  difficult  to  frame  a  law  whose  arbitrary  enforcement  will  network  injustice 
somewhere.  Supreme  power  in  the  hands  of  one  man  would  be  the  best  govern- 
ment possible,  provided  he  were  capable  and  jasL  Such  infraction  of  the  law  on 
the  part  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  instead  of  being  an  abuse,  is  a  beneficence,  and 
he  should  not  be  expected  to  apologize  for  this  necessary  part  of  his  official  labor." 

Then  why  at>ologize,  Comp.  Bbacy? 

The  Grand  High  Priest  manifests  a  deep  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  South  Dakota,  as  he  does  in  the  ritualistic  work  of  the  several  Chapters. 
The  following  comments,  although  applied  to  Dakota,  would  not  be  undeserved  in 
many  an  older  family  :— 

''Each  of  my  immediate  predecessors  has  rebuked  in  fitting  terms  the  indulgence 
of  some  of  our  Chapters  in  frivolity  and  even  indignities  unbecoming  to  the  Masonic 
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character.  Tet  I  am  credibly  iDformed  that  these  practices  are  not  entirely  stamped 
ont.  I  always  feel  a  pity— I  had  almost  said  a  oonteropt — for  the  intellect,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  heart  of  the  man  (I  hesitate  to  say  Mason),  who  has  so  little  appre- 
ciation of  the  real  situation  upon  the  '  rugged  road '  as  to  convert  the  beaatifal  and 
impressive  legendary  lecture  of  the  Principal  Sojourner  into  a  farce,  to  the  chagrin 
and  discomfort  of  the  initiate,  thereby  not  only  destroiring  the  intended  effect  of  the 
scene,  but  leaving  in  its  stead  a  sense  of  injury.  It  has  been  wisely  said  that  a 
brother  should  be  exalted,  not  depressed,  in  his  advancement  to  the  Royal  Arch.  I 
think  the  matter  worthy  the  attention  of  this  Orand  Body." 

This  volume  of  proceedings  Is  ornamented  with  an  engraved  portrait  of  M.*.  E.*. 
William  Blatt,  Past  Grand  High  Priest. 

Under  the  head  of  decisions  it  is  held  '*  that  if  a  Secretary  refuses  to  act,  the 
Grand  Oouncil  can  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  torn.  There  is  no  vacancy;  the  Secretary 
having  been  installed,  he  cannot  resign." 

The  above  may  be  correct  under  the  Dakota  Code,  but  we  can't  "  concur.*'  In 
California  a  Secretary  would  have  as  much  right  to  resign  as  he  would  have  to  die 
or  remove  from  the  jurisdiction,  so  that  in  case  of  refusal  to  act,  or  other  contu- 
macious conduct,  a  '*  vacancy  "  would  be  very  soon  created. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Comp.  Qboroe  A.  Psttiorew,  Chairman,  in 
which  the  doings  of  forty-four  Grand  Chapters  are  reviewed,  including  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States. 

California  is  favorably  noticed  and  M.*.  E.*.  Comp.  Mtbick's  Address  largely 
quoted.  Comp.  Caswell's  retirement,  as  Grand  Reporter,  is  regretted  and  heartfelt 
sympathy  extended  for  his  illness. 

We  have  read  Comp.  Pbttigbbw's  review  with  much  interest  We  have  found 
no  comments  from  the  conclusions  of  which  we  entirely  dissent,  and  in  those  cases 
there  is  undoubtedly  a  difference  in  the  constitutional  law  upon  which  they  are 
founded,  and  with  most  of  his  opinions  we  are  In  entire  harmony. 

•The  M.'.  E.*.  RoBBBT  T.  Skdam  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  R.*.  B.*. 
Geobob  a.  Pbttiorew  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Hot  Springs,  June  14, 1894. 

TENNESSEE. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Tennessee  held  its  sixty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
City  of  Nashville,  January  29th,  1894,— M.*.  E.\  John  T.  Williamson,  Grand  High 
Priest,  presiding,  the  R.'.  E.*.  W.  A.  Clendbnimo  being  Grand  Secretary.  There 
were  present  nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  twenty -seven  Grand  Representatives  of 
sister  Orand  Chapters,  and  the  Representatives  of  fifty-four  chartered  Chapters. 

After  opening  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  Grand  High  Priest  appointed  the  usual 
committees  and  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  returning  thanks  to  God 
for  his  protecting  care  during  the  past,  be  recapitulated  the  duties  of  his  office  during 
the  recess— matters  of  local  importance  only. 

Under  the  head  of  necrology,  he  reports  the  death  roll  of  the  year  and  pays  fra- 
ternal tribute  to  the  eminent  companions  of  other  States  who,  in  obedience  to  the 
summons  which  we  mnst  all  receive,  have  left  the  companionship  of  the  living  to 
join  the  innumerable  dead. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout  the 
jurisdiction,  and  that,  although  the  year  has  been  one  of  unprecedented  financial  de- 
pression, the  Chapters  have  generally  "  held  their  own,"  and  some  have  enjoyed  ex- 
ceptional prosperity. 

The  Grand  Visitors  for  the  Congressional  Districts,  except  the  sixth,  made  full 
reports  of  the  condition  of  the  Chapters  under  their  supervision. 
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The  Oommittee  on  Correspondence  recommended  and  the  Grand  Chapter 

'*  Beaoived,  That  this  Grand  Chapter  recogDize  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
New  South  Wales  as  a  regularly  constitnted  Grand  Chapter  of  Capitular  Masonry, 
and  that  we  welcome  it  as  such  into  the  family  of  Grand  Chapters. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  M.*.  E.*.  Grand  High  Priest  be  requested  to  appoint  a  Grand 
Representative  near  said  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  and  request  the  appointment  of 
a  Grand  Representative  near  this  Grand  Chapter. 

"Gbobok  C.  Connor,  Chairman."

**  The  thanks  of  the  Grand  Chapter  were  extended  to  the  Grand  Visitors  by  a 
rising  vote  for  the  impressive  manner  in  which  the  Royal  Arch  degree  was  exem- 
plified on  Monday  nignt" 

We  are  pleased  to  make  record  of  the  continuance  of  illustrious  Comp.  Okoboe  C. 
OoNHOR  as  Chairman  of  the  Oommittee  on  Correspondence. 

The  Representative  for  California,  E.*.  Comp.  A.  B.  Mybbs,  was  present 

Tennessee  reports  2,624  Royal  Arch  Masons  holding  membership  in  her  subordi- 
nate Chapters. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  N.  W.  Spauldiko  represents  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Tennessee  near  California. 

The  Grand  Council  of  High  Priests  held  its  thirtieth  Annual  Convocation  during 
the  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter— the  H.*.  E.*.  John  B.  Gabrbtt,  President  Seven- 
teen companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  being  duly  qualified, 
were  introduced,  anointed,  consecrated  and  set  apart  to  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood. All  funds  in  the  treasury  were  donated  to  the  Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans' 
Home—"  a  good  investment."  The  Grand  Council  of  High  Priests  for  Tennessee 
was  organized  October  9th,  I860,  and  has  enrolled  492  members. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  bears  the  mark  of  Comp.  Georob  C.  Connor, 
Chairman.  He  gives  us  a  review  of  forty-five  Grand  Bodies  in  his  usual  happy  vein, 
full  of  intelligent  and  instructive  comments.  Tlie  doings  of  the  Capitular  Legisla- 
tures  are  particularly  barren  about  these  days,  but  Comp.  Connor  seems  to  coax 
them  into  yielding  material  for  his  wit  and  judgment.  The  report  is  good,  if  for  no 
other  reason,  simply  because  he  can't  write  any  other. 

Under  Arizona  Comp.  Connor  writes  pleasant  words  of  that  lively  coi  respondent, 
Comp.  LioHTHizKB,  without  thought  that  before  his  kind  message  should  reach  Ari- 
zona that  dear  brother  should  have  shaken  off  this  earthly  body  and  passed  to  rest 
eternal.  How  often  are  we  reminded  of  the  uncertain  tenure  of  human  life.  We 
are  here  to-day;  to-morrow  we  die. 

Under  Arkansas  we  learn  that  the  following  brand  new  decision  was  put  forth  and 
affirmed  in  Georgia :— 

"  When  a  companion  objected  to  the  conferring  of  the  degree  after  a  brother  had 
been  elected,  the  companion  should  state  hin  objection  in  open  Chapter,  and  then 
the  ballot  should  be  spread  again,  and  if  only  one  black  ball  app6ared,*the^Cbapter 
should  proceed  to  confer  the  degrees. 

''The  following  is  Comp.  Lacgblin's  comment  on  this  thoroughly  unmasonic  de- 
cision : — 

.  "We  are  gradually  innovating;  presently  a  majority  only  may  be  necessary  in 
the  Chapter,  and  every  brother  or  companion  who  objects  must  state  his  objection 
in  open  Lodge  or  Chapter,  if  we  would  keep  up  with  the  progressive  societies  around 
us.'' 

And  Comp.  Connor  comments  as  follows  ;— 

"Yes,  dear  Lauohlin,  it  is  the  mercenary  spirit  developed^ by  these  modern 
secret  insurance  societies  that  is  corrupting  Masonry.  Think  of  a  man  on  the  outside 
being  forced  upon  the  association  of  a  companion  on  the  inside !  The  companion 
exercises  his  right  of  objection,  but  the  majority  scorn  such  a  right,  and  by  electing 
the  outsider  tells  the  objecting  companion,  *  If  you  don't  like  it.  you  may  lump  it;  if 
jroa  don*t  like  his  association,  get  out.'    Abominable ! '' 
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With  all  dae  respect  for  Comps.  Ladqhlin  and  O'Cohnob,  we  dissent  for  Beveral 
reasons. 

First.  We  think  the  Georgia  decision  quoted  so  totally  wrong  that  it  can  neither 
iDfiaeoce  nor  he  precedent  for  anybody  holding  allegiance  to  the  original  plan  of 
Masonry. 

Second.  We  disagree  with  Comp.  Lauohlin,  "  that  we  are  gradually  innovat- 
ing/' We  hold  the  reverse  to  be  true ;  and  at  no  time  since  the  establishment  of 
Oapitolar  Mitsonry  have  the  principles  and  groundwork  been  so  carefolly  observed 
and  zealously  guarded. 

And  third.  The  conclusion  of  Comp.  Coknor,  "  that  the  modem  secret  societies 
are  corrupting  Masonry."  We  don't  believe  it,  Bro.  Qbobok.  Of  course,  you  know 
that  in  an  organization  so  extensive  and  so  widely  disseminated  as  ours  untenable 
foolish  theories  will  be  advanced  and  local  and  selfish  legislation  had,  but  it  never 
obtains  footing ;  it  but  excites  inquiry  and  brings  to  notice  the  information  that  very 
soon  corrects  the  error. 

Uoder  California,  Comp.  Coknob  commends  our  legislation ;  thinks  our  Grand 
High  Priest  that  was,  M.'.  E.*.  William  B.  Dayis,  a  good  judge  of  refreshment  and 
climate,  a  promoter  of  peace  and  harmony;  and  the  jurisdiction  in  a  healthy  condi- 
tion. 

Comp.  CoNiroB's  good  opinion  of  this  committee  is  fully  reciprocated. 

Under  Kansas,  Comp.  C.  canH  help  giving  Grand  High  Priest  Postlxtb waits  his 
congratulations  upon  the  escape  we  had  in  the  dim  past  firom  more  *'  landmarks.'^ 
Comp.  PoBTLETHWAiTB  dccldcd  that :— 

"  The  serving  of  beer,  or  other  intoxicants,  at  banquets  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Chapter,  is  in  direct  violation  of  the  principles  of  our  Order." 

And  Gbobob  C.  Connob  observes  :— 

**  And  yet  our  ancient  brethren,  whose  landmarks  we  adore,  and  whose  operative 
physical  perfection  we  demand,  drank  beer  and  intoxicants  galore  at  each  Convoca- 
tion. It  18  matter  for  gratitude  that  they  did  not  make  such  guzzling  a  landmark. 
Had  they,  0  my !" 

Under  Kentucky.    Comp.  Jambs  W.  Statoit  writes :~ 

'*  If  we  could  have  our  way  a  tax  would  be  imposed  on  all  non-afflliates.  Com- 
panions would  have  no  tastes  to  consult  if  it  was  not  for  Blue  Masonry,  which  gives 
the  Chapter,  Council  and  Commandery,  as  well  as  the  Scottish  Rite,  the  right  to 
exist.  It  is  true  the  Scottish  Rite  has  a  system  of  Symbolic  Masonry  of  its  own,  but 
cannot  exercise  it  in  this  country,  but  the  others  named  have  no  other  foundation 
whatever,  except  the  Blue  Masonry  as  it  is  organized  and  practised  in  the  English 
speaking  countries." 

To  which  Comp.  Connob  responds  for  Tennessee  :— 

"  It  is  the  judgment  of  Tennessee  that  brethren  are  not  to  be  punished,  or  even 
condemned,  for  declining  to  remain  in  affiliation  with  a  Lodge  or  a  Chapter.  Non- 
affiliates  are  to  be  punished,  however,  if  they  fail  to  discharge  their  esoteric  duties  to 
the  Craft  at  large,  or  refuse  to  pay  their  poll  tax  in  fnlflilment  of  that  duty.  The 
authorized  governing  powers  of  the  Craft  determine  this  poll  tax  and  collect  it. 
These  authorized  governing  powers  are  the  Grand  Lodges." 

Under  Mississippi,  Comp.  Connor  asks  a  question  which  we  have  desired  to  give 
expression  to  very  many  times  while  writing  this  report :  What  earthly  reason  ia 
there  for  raisspelling  the  name  of  so  illustrious  a  Mason  as  the  late  General  Grand 
High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States?  And  yet  the  follow- 
ing is  the  truth  as  written  by  Comp.  Connob  :•— 

*<  Why  the  multitude  of  mourners  persist  in  using  an  'e  '  instead  of  an  '  o '  in  the 
name  of  the  illustrious  dead  chief,  Joseph  P.  Hoknob.  pasties  understanding.  In  but 
four  papers  have  we  found  it  spelled  correctly.  Apparently  a  small  matter ;  nothing 
to  the  dead,  but  annoying  to  the  living.  Some  have  called  him  'Homer,'  and  one 
•  Hanner.' " 
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We  will  only  add  that  after  the  bpecimeaa  that  have  been  "aeot  up  "  for  our  in 
apection  we  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  the  name  spelt  with  a  '<K  "  in  the  next 
volume  received. 

Under  Texas  Comp.  Connor  quotes  this  decision  of  the  Oraud  High  Priest  and 
comments  thereon  in  his  peculiar  veiu.  He  roasts  the  application  of  the  physical 
perfection  dogma  to  Masons,  and  "  bastes  the  foolish  fowl  well  while  roasting."  It 
is  too  good  to  "dismember/'  and  so  we  quote  it  in  its  unqualified  perfection  :— 

**  Was  asked  if  the  loss  of  a  finger  from  the  left  hand  would  render  a  candidate 
ineligible  to  the  Royal  Arch  and  appendant  degrees.  I  answered  that  the  Grand 
Chapter  follows  the  rule  laid  down  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  which  requires 
that  a  candidate  should  be  without  maim  or  defect  of  any  kind." 

And  Gorop.  Gioboe  0.  Connor,  of  Tennessee,  remarks :— 

"  Dear,  0  dear!  We  beseech  you,  companions,  do  not  take  offense,  but  tolerate 
this  righteous  ebullition.  Such  a  decision  is  the  very  ennence  of  thoughtlessness 
boiled  down  into  gruel.  Physical  perfection  in  Capitular  Masonry !  No  wonder  the 
world  is  rent  into  parties,  factions,  cliques  and  sects.  The  Lord  alone  knows  what 
absurd  beliefs  are  possible  to  thai  many-tinted  thing,  the  human  mind.  If  there  is 
the  weight  of  an  oyster's  brain  of  rhyme  or  reason  in  such  demand  for  physical  per- 
fection, then  will  we  throw  up  the  sponge  and  settle  back  into  the  darkest  corner  of 
our  dense  ignorance.  No  use  to  sbilly*shally  with  such  views !  Let's  sting  'em  to 
death. 

'*  We  imagine  a  Texas  High  Priest  examining  a  Master  Mason  as  to  his  possible 
'  deformities.'    He  begins :~ 

"  *  Stretch  forth  both  bands  and  stand  firm.'    Done, 

**  Fingers  are  counted,  and  nails  and  joints  carefully  examined. 

"  *  Right,  complete,  perfect ;  hands  down,'    Done, 

"  'Remove  your  hose,  and  stretch  forth  both  crubeens.'    Done. 

"Toes  counted,  nails  examined,  shape  of  foot  generally  criticized. 

'* '  Correct,  though  slightly  fragrant.    Restore  hose.'    Done. 

"Then  the  High  Priest  breathes  a  word  of  encouragement,  and  perhaps  'smiles,' 
after  which  :— 

"  '  My  brother,  that  there  may  be  no  deception  practiced  upon  the."  Royal  Craft" 
by  even  a  semblance  of  "deformity,"  strip  to  your  buff.'  Done,  but  with  great  re- 
luctance. 

"  Now  a  plumb  line  is  dropped  to  test  the  exactitude  of  the  spinal  column ;  the 
abdomen  is  subjected  to  geometrical  measurements  and  then  sounded  for  ruptures 
and  things ;  the  legs  are  set  together  and  examinations  made  as  to  width  and  curva- 
tures of  the  daylight  apertures.  The  results  are  most  gratifying,  except  as  to  rup- 
tures; one  is  discovered,  and  Texas,  like  Kentucky,  tolerates  no  belly  that  is  imper- 
fectly enwalled !  Alas !  alas !  Even  the  perfection  of  his  fingers  and  toes,  of  his 
moral  character  and  nobility  of  life  cannot  save  him  now.  His  belly  is  '  busted'  and 
he  must  walk  the  Capitular  plank." 

As  usual,  Comp.  Connor's  report  is  accompanied  with  concluding  papers,  his 
subjects  being :  "  Is  Capitular  Masonry  prosperous,"  "  Physical  perfection,"  "  The 
degree  of  Mark  Master,"  "  Pledging  the  Mark  of  the  Brotherhood,"  and  "Capitular 
Masonry."  A  most  interesting  and  instructive  dissertation  of  twelve  pages.  We 
would  that  we  had  space  and  could  put  these  useful  writings  in  the  hands  of  every 
companion  in  Califomis. 

The  M.*.  E.*.  J.  H.  McClister  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  R.*.  £.*. 
W.  A.  Clendbkning  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Nashville,  January  28th,  1895. 

THIX  AM. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  held  its  forty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city 
of  Houston,  December  5tb,  1893,— M.*.  E.*.  S.  J.  Moauis,  Grand  High  Priest,  pre- 
siding, the  E.*.  Comp.  Robert  Bkewsteb,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present 
twelve  Past  Grand  High  PricHts,  the  Representatives  of  ninety-nine  chartered  Chap- 
ters, and  the  Grand  Representatives  of  thirty-five  sister  jurisdictions.  Comp.  A.  S. 
Richardson,  representing  Califoruii,  was  present. 
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The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Prieflt  annoanced  the  nsnal  committees  and  proceeded  with  his 
Annual  Address.  He  first  returned  thanks  to  God  for  his  watchfal  oare  and  pro- 
tection of  their  Capitalar  household  for  the  past  year,  and  welcomed  all  to  renewed 
consideration  of  sach  re^nlations  as  are  necessary  for  the  continued  progress  and 
final  success  of  their  beloved  organization. 

He  referred  with  much  feeling  to  the  death  of  their  Senior  Grand  Steward  during 
the  year,  and  paid  earnest  tribute  to  his  memory.  He  directed  that  a  page  in  the 
proceedings  be  set  apart  In  memory  of  his  faithful  service. 

The  eminent  dead  of  sister  jurisdictions  were  reported  from  the  record,  and  fra- 
ternal mention  made  of  Masonic  service  in  their  respective  stations.  In  his  notice 
the  Grand  High  Priest  says:  "  In  this  array  of  illustrions  names  *  who  have  gone  over 
the  river  and  are  now  resting  under  the  shade  of  the  trees,*  Texas  mourns  the  loss  of 
one  of  her  Grand  Representatives,  Comp.  Donald  W.  Bain,  of  North  Carolina." 

Of  their  finances  he  says  :— 

■  "  From  all  sources  our  income  is  now,  annually,  about  $4,500.  Our  expenditures, 
when  the  leginlation  is  felt  of  the  last  Convocation,  will  be  largely  decreased,  and  I 
am  happy  to  inform  you  that  we  will  have  a  surplus  this  year  left  in  our  Grand 
Treasurer's  hands  of  about  $2,500.  These  estimates  are  based  upon  the  amount  of 
cash  which  it  has  been  the  rule  to  be  received  after  the  first  of  December,  to  which 
time  our  first  report  of  our  flscial  officers  is  customarily  made." 

Grand  High  Priest  Mobbis,  in  his  Address,  makes  an  argument  in  eaEtonso  to 
establish,  first,  that  the  Amerioan  Royal  Arch  system  is  wrong,  because  it  embraces 
the  degree  of  Past  Master,  which  is  wrongfully  given  in  the  Chapter  because  it  be- 
longs to  the  Lodge;  and  that  the  organization  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is 
irregular  and  not  entitled  to  the  allegiance  of  Texas. 

We  have  read  his  Address  carefully  and  endeavored  to  put  ourself  in  his  place  to 
reasonably  account  for  Oomp.  Horbis*  strange  hallucination.  After  recounting  the 
early  events  connected  with  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas,  he  speaks  of  the  charter  of 
Chapters  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter  In  the  jurisdiction  of  Texas  as  an  "in- 
vasion,''  and  remarks  of  the  **  invaders ''  as  follows  :— 

'*  But  that  they  did  this  thing  and  were  successful  In  Its  accomplishment  of  In- 
vasion and  conquest  then  and  now  is  most  certainly  different.  Then  Texas  was 
bounded  on  the  south  by  the  soft  breezen,  sandy  beaches  and  murmuring  waves  of 
the  Golf  and  the  maddened  and  most  bloodthirsty,  but  recently  defeated  nation  of 
Mexicans;  on  the  west  by  the  roaming,  thieving,  murdering  Apaches,  Comanches, 
coyotes,  herds  of  browsing  bufTalo,  and  the  beautiful  setting  sun;  on  the  north  by 
the  recently  deported  Indians,  with  their  mixttire  of  criminals  and  refugees  from 
justice,  and  the  scum  of  civilization;  on  the  cant  by  tangled  forests,  long,  dreary 
roads,  deep  rivers  and  hope,  the  anchor  which  held  onr  noble  band  of  patriots  safely 
together,  nntil  at  San  Jacinto  Santa  Anna  was  made  to  cower  down  like  a  whipped 
spaniel  at  the  feet  of  our  immortal  Houston,  who  was  one  of  the  founders  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  as  well  as  '  the  first  in  war,  the  fir^t  in  peace,  and  the  first  in  the  hearts 
of  Texas  patriots.' 

"  In  this  sad  and  lonely,  yet  independent  condition,  we  were  attacked  by  onr 
friends,  and  made  to  yield  to  the  demands  of  the  (General  Grand  Chapter.  But  all 
of  our  people  did  not  yield,  and  while  some  died  in  Masonic  disgrace,  clandestine, 
because  they  would  not  be  healed,  this  humiliation  others  had  to  submit  to  in  order 
that  they  might  receive  Masonic  consideration  in  their  old  age.  Others  still  outlived 
it  all,  and  were  active  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter  after  its  present  organization, 
and  no  Mason  has,  in  the  State  of  Texas,  sworn  his  allegiance  to  the  (yeneral  Grana 
Chapter  in  thirty-two  years,  five  months  and  eighteen  days— since  the  adoption  of 
our  present  Constitution.  The  obligation  so  taken  by  onr  old  companions,  we  con- 
sider, has  been  abrogated  by  the  action  taken  then.  And  to  those  who  come  among 
us  from  other  jurisdictions,  and  who  took  tills  formal  allegiance  obligation  in  the 
Statext  from  which  they  came,  will  they  demand  that  a  whole  generstion  of  Texas- 
made  Masons  declare  themselves  clandestine  because  you  owed  allegianoe  to  an- 
other body  in  another  State?    In  Pennsylvania,  Virgmia,  Bhode  Island,  and  all  the 
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balance  of  the  world  where  the  jarisdiction  of  this  Qeneral  Gr«nd  Chapter  is  not 
acknowledged,  do  not  Royal  Arch  Masons,  made  soch  in  other  States,  live  together 
in  peace  and  harmony?  This  qaestion  of  the  allegiance  obligation  cnts  no  flgare, 
because  of  the  words,  '  or  any  other  State  in  whose  jnrisdiction  I  might  be,'  ab- 
solves from  this  allegiance  part  when  in  soch  State  or  Territory  as  does  not  acknowl- 
edge  this  so-called  General  Grand  Chapter. 

*'Now,  companions,  I  thank  yon  for  having  honored  me  with  yonr  highest  place. 
I  have  endeavored  to  do  my  daty,  knd  while  I  do  not  expect  yoa  to  approve  my 
every  act,  yet  if  yoa  will  only  believe  my  efforts  honest  ones  to  serve  yoa,  and  not 
those  of  a  blind  partisan  an  willing  from  past  edaoation  and  the  sin  of  being  born 
among  the  best  people  on  the  earth,  if  being  born  in  the  Booth  is  a  sin,  and  loving 
this  whole  country  to  the  extent  th«t  no  part  of  it  is  so  far  from  me  that  I  am  not 
willing  to  stand  with  the  foremost  of  its  own  citizens  in  repelling  oar  common  foes, 
be  they  from  within  or  witbont  onr  limits,  then  am  I  content.^' 

We  read  the  foregoing  with  feelings  of  aarprise  and  wonder  at  the  publication  of 
the  above  sentiments  as  an  expression  of  the  Royal  Arch  sense  of  Texas  in  the  year 
1893,  bat  when  we  find,  as  a  supplement  to  the  declaration  put  forth,  the  following 
endorsement  from  the  Committee  on  Grand  Officers'  Reports,  we  give  it  op.  Texas 
wants  to  be  let  alone  :— 

*'  We  can  but  commend  the  patriotic  and  earnest  remark  of  the  If.*.  E.*.  Grand 
High  Priest  in  regard  to  our  relations  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United 
Stotes. 

**  In  view  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Grand  Chapter  appointing  a  committee  to 
visit  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  we  refrain  from  making  any  recommendation  on 
this  subject.'" 

Yet,  notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  Grand  Chapter  adopted  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution : — 

*'  Whereas,  At  the  last  Stated  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  held  in  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  in  1891,  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  visit  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  for  the  purpose,  as  stated  in  the  reso- 
lution adopted,  to  <  seek  by  fraternal  endeavor  to  induce  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Texas  to  renew  its  relation  to  the  (ieneral  Grand  Chapter;'  and 

*'  WhereaSy  Coraps.  Lkmon  and  Spbkd,  as  the  representatives  of  said  General 
Grand  Chapter,  visited  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  at  its  last  Annual  Convocation 
and  presented  in  person  the  resolution  so  adopted;  therefore,  be  it 

"  Reiolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  members  of  the  M.*.  E.-.  Grand  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  of  Texas  be  appointed  to  visit  the  said  General  Grand  Chapter  at  its  next 
Stated  Convocation,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  on  July  18,  1894,  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  upon  what  terms  and  under  what  conditions  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  will  receive  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas;  provided^  said  Grand  Chap- 
ter should  decide  to  accept  the  invitation  to  unite  itself  with  said  General  Grand 
Chapter;  and  that  said  committee  make  a  full  report  back  to  this  Grand  Chapter  at 
ita  next  Annual  Convocation." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  appointed  the  following  committee:  Past  Grand  Masters 
and  Past  Grand  High  Priests  Frame  B.  Sexton  and  Jauss  F.  Miller,  Past  Grand 
Master  Marcus  F.  Mott,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  John  McDonald,  and  Comp. 

ChARLBS  8.  MOBSK. 

Comp.  Geoboe  Lopas,  Jb.,  was  elected  Grand  Secretary.  We  acknowledge  and 
salute  you,  Comp.  Gborob. 

The  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  of  Texas  assembled  during 
the  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  M.*.  E.'.  Heitry  F.  Gillette,  President. 
Seventeen  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  being  otherwise 
qualified,  were  elected,  introduced,  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood.    Council  closed. 

The  worthy  successor  of  Comp.  Kidd  (the  long  time  Texas  Chairman),  Comp. 
Gborob  Lopas,  Jr.,  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  a  review  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  forty-two  State  Grand  Bodies,  with  those  of  Canada,  England  and  Wales, 
New  Soath  Wales,  Nova  Scotia  and  Quebec.    We  are  mach  pleased  to  note  the  elec« 
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tioQ  of  Oomp.  LoPAS  as  Grand  Secretary;  it  makes  him  a  fixtare  of  the  Grand  Obap- 
ter  of  Texas,  and  from  the  specimen  of  his  skill  already  sent  ap  for  inspection,  we 
predict  for  him  the  approbation  and  applause  of  his  companions,  in  whatever  part 
of  the  work  he  shall  undertake. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  is  represented  with  ns  of  California  by  him  of  many 
titles,  Comp.  General  Thomas  Hubbard  Caswbll,  33°. 

In  his  review  of  California  Comp.  Lopas  gives  his  approval  to  the  Address  of 
Grand  High  Priest  Davis,  and  the  general  tenor  of  our  legislation,  and  says  kind 
words  of  this  writer,  for  which  we  return  thanks. 

Under  Georgia  Comp.  Lopas  quotes  the  following  referring  to  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood  in  the  Grand  Council  of  Georgia  :— 

'*  The  President  stated  that  he  had  received  some  letters  from  other  jurisdictions 
relative  to  a  General  Convention  at  the  next  Triennial  Convocation  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  to  try  and  make  the  work  uniform. 

"  On  motion,  our  President  was  requested  to  reply  to  these,  informing  our  sister 
Councils  of  the  entire  willingness  of  this  Council  to  unite  in  the  Genersl  Council  for 
the  object  named.'' 

And  Comp.  Lopas  comments  as  follows : — 

"  We  do  not  favor  this.  It  smacks  too  much  of  General  Grands  to  suit  us.  We 
have  a  beautiful  ritual  and  the  ceremonies  are  intensely  impressive,  and,  to  our  no- 
tion, cannot  be  improved  upon. 

'*If  this  project  is  carried  out  the  ground  will  be  about  covered  on  General 
Grands.  The  only  thing  left  will  be  for  some  one  to  call  a  Grand  Uniformity  Con- 
vention for  the  Past  Master's  degree  in  the  Blue  Lodge !    Selah !  " 

Now  hold  on  a  bit,  Comp.  Lopas,  and  let  us  reason  together.  No.  We  don't 
want  any  General  Grands;  but  if  you  companions  of  Texas  have  ceremonies  per- 
taining to  the  Order  under  consideration  that  are  ''intensely  interesting,"  why  not 
take  advantage  of  the  general  assembling  of  High  Priests  at  the  next  Triennial  for 
conference  as  to  the  different  forms  of  ceremony  in  use,  and  give  others  the  oppor* 
tunity  of  obtaining  the  Texas  ritual.  We  in  California  Use  the  **  Hubbard  ritaal."  It 
has  our  admiration,  and,  of  course,  our  approval,  yet  if  there  is  a  better  exempHflca- 
tion  in  use  of  the  *'  Battle  of  the  Kings  in  the  Yale  of  Siddim,"  as  related  in  Genesis, 
lith  Chap.,  8,  9, 12, 17,  18,  2i  verses,  with  the  ceremonies  representing  the  captors 
and  the  spoils,  by  all  means  let  us  have  it,  to  the  end  that  we  may  all  *'  agree  in 
peace,  love  and  unity,"  in  our  explanations  of  the  mysteries  of  this  Order. 

This,  as  we  understand  the  matter,  is  the  proposition  of  Comp.  Chamberlih,  of 
Ohio.  The  proposed  meeting  is  not  for  the  purpose  of  making  General  Grands,  but 
for  consultation,  and,  possibly,  if  we  are  not  all  too  full  of  wisdom  already,  for  in- 
struction. 

The  H.'.  E.*.  Frakk  Nusom  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  E.*.  Gbobob 
Lopas,  Jr.,  was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Houston,  Dec.  i,  1894. 

VERMONT. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Vermont  held  its  seventy-sixth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Burlington,  June  16th.  1893, -the  M.-.  E.-.  George  W.  Wino  Grand  High 
Priest,  presiding,  the  R.*.  E.*.  Warbkn  G.  Bkymolds  being  Grand  Secretary.  There 
were  present  five  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  twenty-eight  Grand  Representatives  and 
the  Representatives  of  twenty-six  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  commencing  with  this 

beautiful  opening : 

"  '  That  wonderful  stream,  the  river  of  time, 
As  it  runs  through  the  realms  of  tearo. 
With  faultless  rhythm  and  a  musical  rhyme, 
And  a  broader  sweep  and  a  surge  sublime, 
And  blends  with  the  ocean  of  years,' 
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bears  as  to  oar  seventy^slxth  Aonaal  Convocation.  It  girea  me  pleaanre,  compan- 
ions, to  welcome  you  again  to  this  returning  season  of  pleasant  companionship,  and 
I  trust  not  unprofitable  season  of  labor  in  behalf  of  our  constitaent  Chapters.  Hav- 
ing,  with  onr  Grand  Chaplain,  reverently  invoked  God's  blessing  on  our  labors,  and 
given  thanks,  that  while  so  many  have  fallen  by  the  wayside,  we  have  providentially 
been  spared  to  meet  and  greet  each  other  once  again,  I  now  invito  yonr  attention  to 
the  business  of  the  session." 

His  first  consideration  ia  in  memory  of  the  fraternal  dead,  thirty-six  companions 
having  joined  the  silent  majority  since  their  last  Annual  Convocation.  He  records 
their  names  and  pays  feeling  tribate  to  their  memories. 

He  announces  the  death  of  the  M.-.  E.*.  Joskph  Potts  Hobxtor  General  Grand 
High  Priest,  gives  the  record  of  his  Masonic  life,  and  presents  him  as  a  citizen 
above  reproach. 

He  also  says  :— 

"  From  all  onr  sister  iurisdictions  come  tidings  of  the  havoo  made  by  the  grim 
destroyer.  None  escape  him.  The  roll  is  long  of  those  who  have  given  of  the  best 
of  their  lives  to  the  service  of  their  brethren ;  of  names  honored  throughout  the 
world ;  a  record  of  individual  effort  in  the  service  of  the  brotherhood  of  man. 
'  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord.'  I  recommend  that  memorial  pages  be 
set  apart  to  their  memory.*' 

He  says  :— 

"  I  have  not  been  called  upon  to  make  any  decision  upon  any  question  of  Ma- 
sonic law  during  the  year.  I  have  answered  many  questions,  but  all  by  reference  to 
plain  well  established  principles  of  law  and  usage.  I  am  pleased  to  note  and  to  re- 
port that  in  nearly  every  instance  the  communication  showed  that  the  enquirer  had 
mvestlgated  the  subject  matter,  formed  and  expressed  his  judgment,  submitting  the 
same  for  my  approval  or  otherwise." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  says  of  his  visitations : — 

*' During  the  year  I  hare  made  such  visitations  as  I  could.  I  have  regretted  to 
say  no  to  any  request  for  my  presence  or  for  any  purpose  or  desire  of  mv  brethren. 
But  everywhere  I  have  received  the  utmost  courtesy  and  the  warmest  of  welcomes. 
I  have  observed  an  increase  of  interest  in  the  work  and  in  the  attendsncej  and  this 
interest  bids  fair  to  increase  rather  than  diminish.  At  every  opportunity,  in  season 
and  out,  I  have  exhorted  the  companions  to  pay  more  attention  to  the  f^ocial  ele- 
ment  of  our  institution.  We  know  too  little  of  each  other's  desires,  hopes  and  aspi- 
rations; too  little  of  each  other*s  necessities;  the  opportunity  to  assist,  to  save,  to 
dispense  charity,  to  whisper  good  counsel  is  often  lost  from  want  of  knowledge  that 
such  opportunity  exists.  Come  closer  together,  mv  brethren,  and  with  mutual  ex- 
change  of  confidences  let  us  learn  to  know  each  other  better." 

This  jurisdiction  is  divided  into  five  Districts  supervised  by  District  Deputies,  who 
report  the  condition  of  their  respective  Districts  to  the  Grand  Chapter  at  its  Annual 
Convocations. 

The  proceedings  contain  memorial  pages  devoted  to  the  memory  of  the  dead  of 
their  own  and  also  of  their  sister  Grand  Chapters. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  the  Mr.  E.\  Mabsh  0.  Pekxins, 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  and  Chairman. 

In  reviewing  California,  he  commends  the  Address  of  Jtf*.*  E,',  Comp.  MrsicK, 
quotes  largely  from  it,  and  says  at  its  close :  *'  A  volume  of  sermons,  rarely  con- 
densed, that  ought  to  be  pasted  in  the  hat  of  many  a  High  Priest." 

He  says  of  Florida  : 

'*  There  ia  no  Report  on  Correspondence,  as  Companion  D.  C.  Dawkins,  who  had 
prepared  the  Report  for  several  years,  was  stricken  with  paralysis  within  a  week 
after  the  close  of  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  other  members  of  the  committee  deemed 
themselves  unequal  to  the  task  of  lifting  the  burden  necessarily  laid  aside  by  the  now 
lamented  Grand  Secretary,  who  entered  into  final  rest  in  October  following." 

In  reviewing  Iowa,  Comp.  Pekkinb  asks  a  pertinent  question  and  recites  the  result 
of  Cerneauism  in  that  jurisdiction  under  their  *'  Heroic  treatment"    We  copy : 
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Comp.  William  Brtah  Isaacs  Iibs  answered  to  fifty  annnal  roll-calls  in  Old  Yir- 
gioia.    The  Qrand  High  Priest  says  of  him : — 

OBAND  SaORBTABT. 

As  was  predicted  in  the  address  of  my  esteemed  predecessor,  I  have  been  greatly 
aided  by  this  generous  and  efficient  officer ;  indeed  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  I  should 
have  gotten  along  without  the  assistance  of  this  learned  and  experienced  com- 
panion. It  may  not  be  amisa  in  this  connection  that  I  should  call  your  attention  to 
the  length  of  time  with  which  this  Grand  Ohapter  has  been  favored  with  his  ser- 
vices, he  having,  at  this  Grand  Annnal  Convocation,  answered  to  the  roll  call  at 
eyery  Convocation  for  the  fiftieth  time.  God  grant  that  he  may  be  spared  to  us  for 
many  more  years  of  usefulness,  and  that  the  remaining  years  of  his  life  may  be 
crowned  with  peace,  prosperity  and  happiness.'' 

Of  the  Xaaonio  Home  of  Virginia  he  says  :— 

"  This  magnificent  Masonic  charity  continues  to  grow  in  fayor  with  the  Aratemity 
and  now  alTords  a  striking  lesson  of  the  practical  utility  of  Masonry.  Companions, 
I  commend  it  to  your  earnest  attention ;  it  is  in  the  hands  of  able  and  efficient  man- 

S^ement,  whose  names  are  a  guarantee  to  the  useful  application  of  all  contribu- 
ons." 

The  Grand  Lecturer  made  a  detailed  and  very  thorough  report  He  says  the  ad- 
yance  in  Capitular  Masonry  in  Virginia  is  steadily  increasing  and  becoming  more 
marked  as  the  years  go  by.  A  greater  number  of  companions  interest  themselves 
in  the  work  and  a  higher  standard  is  the  result. 

On  the  second  day,  after  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  im- 
mediately succeeding  the  investment  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  the  M.*.  E.*.  W.  L. 
JsFPBm,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  directed  the  attention  of  Comp.  Isaacs,  and  spoke 
as  follows  :— 

*'Comp.  Isaacs,  having,  at  this  Grand  Annual  Convocation,  answered  to  roll  call 
as  Deputy  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Secretary  in  this  Grand  Chapter  for  the 
fiftieth  time,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia,  I  desire  to  present  you  this 
chair.  Masonry,  from  its  incipiency,  we  are  taught,  has  been  pleased  to  recognize 
merit  in  those  who,  from  their  skill,  virtue  and  inflexible  fidelity  to  their  trust,  have 
proved  themselves  worthy.  Continued  length  of  service  from  its  very  nature  offers 
abundant  evidence  of  such  fidelity.  Longfellow  beautifully  expresses  the  idea  when, 
in  a  couplet,  he  says: 

'  Honor  and  fame  firom  no  condition  rise ; 
Act  well  thy  part,  there  all  the  glory  lies.* 

**  I  know  of  no  office  in  a  Masonic  body  more  important  or  more  calculated  to  try 
skill  and  hdelity  than  that  of  Secretary,  and  especially  is  this  true  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Grand  Bodies.  Masonry  also  decidedly  recognizes  the  importance  of  refresh- 
ment— that  refreshment  brought  about  by  quiet,  gentle  rest.  My  companion,  this 
Grand  Chapter,  mindful  of  the  sentiments  just  expressed  and  Justly  appreciating 
your  long  and  faithful  service,  desires  in  some  way  to  extend  to  you  a  memento  of 
their  appreciation,  feeling  that  you  have  well  earned  such  recognition.  We  tender 
yoo  this  with  our  love,  we  wish  that  you  may  be  greatly  refre&ed  with  the  full  as- 
surance of  the  fraternal  good  wishes  of  this  Grand  Body,  and  that  in  your  future  ser- 
vice you  may  feel  assured  of  the  good  wishes  of  all  of  your  companions." 

Bro.  Isaacs  represents  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California  near  Virginia. 

The  District  Deputy  Grand  Lecturer  for  the  ten  districts  of  Virginia  reported  the 
condition  of  the  Chapters  in  their  respective  districts. 

A  convention  of  High  Priests,  for  the  conferring  of  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood was  held  in  the  City  of  Richmond,  Oct.  U,  1893,  the  E.-.  E.  Louis  Ids  acting 
President,  the  R.*.  E.*.  J.  T.  Carter  acting  Secretary.  Eight  companions,  High 
Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  were  admitted,  anointed  and  consecrated  to 
the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.    Convention  closed. 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence  this  year. 

The  M.-.  B.-.  JoHH  Thomab  Caktkb  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest  and  the 
R.-.  E,\  Wm,  Bbtan  Isaacs  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 
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WASHINGTON. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Washington  held  its  ninth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
City  of  Tacoma,  June  16th,  1893,— the  M.\  E.\  William  MoMicken,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presiding,  the  Br.  K\  Yanckt  C.  Blalook  being  Grand  Secretary. 
There  were  present  five  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  sixteen  Grand  Representatives 
— the  representatives  of  all  (16)  chartered  Chapters  and  two  under  dispensation. 

After  opening  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  the  Annual 
Address.  He  extended  to  the  companions  of  Washington  a  hearty  welcome,  and 
expressed  his  satisfaction  at  being  permitted  to  exchange  once  again  fraternal 
greetings. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports  the  death  of  several  companions  during  the 
year,  and  submits  the  sorrowful  intelligence  in  the  following  decidedly  original 
language  :— 

**  While  a  reasonable  degree  of  prosperity  for  the  past  year  has  been  awarded 
us  through  the  beneficent  kindness  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  yet  that  inevitable 
adjuster  of  time  has  claimed  his  annual  dues  in  the  form  of  more  precious  material 
than  gold  or  silver.  Human  life  alone  is  his  legal  tender,  and  wnile  his  demands 
have  been  comparatively  light  in  numbers,  still,  as  heretofore,  some  of  our  bright- 
est  and  most  honored  companions  have  been  required  to  satisfy  his  claims. 

"The  list  of  those  who  have  passed  the  guards  to  the  entrance  of  their  silent 
Tabernacle  are  reported  to  me  by  the  Grand  Secretary." 

After  naming  the  companions,  he  paid  earnest  tribute  to  the  usefulness  of  their 
earthly  lives,  committing  them,  in  fraternal  remembrance,  to  the  care  of  the 
Heavenly  Father.  He  also  announced  the  departure  from  this  life  of  the  many 
eminent  companions  of  sister  jurisdictions  and  of  the  great  loss  sustained  by  Cap- 
itular Masonry  in  their  going  out  irom  among  us.  He  closes  his  memorial  as 
follows  : — 

"  Companions,  let  us  now  mingle  our  tears  of  sorrow  and  deepest  emotions  of 
sympathy  with  our  bereaved  sister  jurisdictions,  as  they  will  no  doubt  extend  the 
same  condolence  to  us." 

Under  the  head  of  decisions,  the  Grand  High  Priest,  instead  of  rebuking  his 
constituency  for  indulging  in  the  asking  of  many  questions,  takes  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  compliment  the  companions  of  Washington  upon  their  thorough 
understanding  of  Masonic  law,  in  the  following  neat  family  endorsement : — 

"The  few  questions  submitted  fur  my  decision  by  the  constituent  Chapters  of 
this  jurisdiction  bears  evidence  of  their  thorough  comprehension  of  Masonic  law, 
and  that  high  ability  and  essential  skill  which  1  am  glad  to  see  so  generally  recog- 
nized by  the  companions  in  the  selection  of  their  presiding  offioers." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports  the  case  of  one  C.  O.  Whits,  a  non-aflSliate,  a 
resident  and  citizen  of  Tacoma,  who  wandered  into  the  jurisdiction  of  New  Jem- 
Bolem  Chapter,  No.  47,  New  York,  where  he  received  the  Capitular  degrees,  and 
shortly  afterwards  returned  to  Tacoma. 

We  don't  like  perpetual  jurisdiction,  but  such  an  outrage  on  Masonic  comity 
as  this  one  ought  not  to  be  possible.  However,  as  the  matter  is  being  investigated 
by  the  parties  interested,  we  forbear  comment  at  this  time. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  a  thorough  visitation  of  his  constituent  Chapters 
and  is  enthusiastic  in  their  praise. 

He  recommended  one  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  striking  out  the  prefix 
to  the  title  of  the  Grand  Chapter— "Most  Excellent  "—and  in  that  connection 
says: — 
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"  That  the  prefix  of  '  Most  Excellent '  is  a  useless  innovation,  which  only  en- 
eumbers  oar  correspondence  and  address,  and  smacks  too  strongly  of  that  modem, 
disgusting  practice  of  attempting  to  bestow  titles  where  they  do  not  beloog,  a 
practice  which  I  am  sorry  to  say  is  growing  all  over  our  country,  and  more  espe- 
cially in  the  West,  but  which  should  never  have  crept  into  or  be  tolerated  in  any 
Masonic  body.  Such  titled  adjectives  more  often  bring  ridicule  than  respect, 
whenever  too  profusely  indulged  in." 

In  which  recommendation  the  committee  and  the  Grand  Chapter  did  not  agree. 

The  Committee  on  Grievance  and  Appeal  repotted  no  grievances,  no  appeals, 
no  murmurs  of  discontent,  no  business. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  Comp.  Yancby  C.  Blalock,  of  Walla  Walla,  is 
retained  as  Chairman  of  Correspondence. 

This  Grand  Chapter  shows  a  net  gain  for  1893  of  ninety-five  Koyal  Arch 
Masons  borne  upon  the  rolls. 

Comp.  Blalock,  in  his  Report  on  Correspondence,  reviews  the  proceedings  of 
forty-five  Grand  Chapters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  General  (^rand  Chapter, 
besides  the  Grand  Chapters  of  England  and  Wales,  Nova  Scotia  and  Quebec. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was  held  during  the 
session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  M.\  E.\  Walter  J.  Thompson,  President. 
Eleven  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise  qual- 
ified, were  admitted  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  Conven- 
tion closed. 

Comp.  Blalock  reports  no  vital  or  even  important  question  having  a  tendency 
to  agitate  the  Capitular  world  at  present,  and  after  recapitulating  the  doings  of 
the  various  Grand  Bodies  of  the  East,  West,  North  and  South,  be  concludes  that 
the  Royal  Craft  is  enjoying  an  era  of  prosperity  and  is  being  borne  along  upon  the 
full  tide  of  successful  progress.  We  join  him  in  his  congratulations  to  our  friends 
in  Alabama  upon  their  acquirement  of  a  Temple  ample  for  their  convenience  and 
comfort,  and  representative  of  their  grand  organization. 

He  quotes  approvingly  from  the  legislation  of  California  and  g^ves  expression 
to  the  general  condemnation  of  rude  and  boisterous  conduct  in  the  rehearsal  of  the 
second  and  fourth  degrees  in  Chapter. 

Comp.  Blalock  reports  generally  and  fully  the  questions  propounded  to  Grand 
High  Priests,  with  their  decisions  thereon,  making  a  very  thorough  digest  of  the 
legislation  in  that  particular  of  all  the  Grand  Chapters,  an  extended  review  of 
which  would  demand  more  space  than  we  have  to  spare. 

Comp.  Blalock  quotes  from  Comp.  Connor  of  Tennessee  his  interesting  dis- 
sertations upon  the  ceremonials,  with  the  lack  of  solemnity  in  their  application ; 
the  history  of  the  Royal  Arch,  with  the  route  of  the  captains  from  Jerusalem  to 
Babylon,  with  a  diagram  of  a  properly  arranged  Chapter  and  illustrations  of  suit- 
able Royal  Arch  clothing.  These  valuable  papers  furnish  reliable  information  to 
the  student  and  will  be  preserved  as  text  books  for  reference  in  the  distant  future. 
Comp.  Connor  has  done  loyal  service  to  Capitular  Masonry  by  bis  publicatinns, 
and  Comp.  Blalock  has  earned  the  thanks  of  the  companions  of  Washington  by 
placing  in  their  hands  such  desirable  knowledge.  In  this  contribution  Comp. 
Connor  asks  a  question  which  we  should  hope  to  see  answered  with  emphasis  in 
the  affirmative.  Is  Lodge  affiliation  necessary  to  Chapter  membership?  In  our 
opinion  the  question  opens  up  the  probable  continued  existence  of  Capitular  Ma- 
sonry in  its  present  exalted  position.  The  experience  of  the  past  fifty  years  in 
making  Chapter  membership  dependent  upon  Lodge  affiliation  and  the  effect  upon 
Capitular  Masonry  is  so  plain  that  he  who  runs  may  read.  It  has  built  up  and 
sustained  the  Royal  Arch  Chapters  and  held  them  firmly  in  place,  forming  the 
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tnnity  of  the  Amencan  syitem  of  Freemasonry.  May  it  f^ow  with  the  growth  uf 
our  ooQDtry. 

The  M. '.  E, '.  John  W.  Bean  was  elected  Grand  High  Prieet  and  the  R, '.  E.  *. 
Yancbt  C.  Blalock  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  (10th)  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  Colfax,  Wed- 
nesday, September  12th,  1894. 

WB8T   VIBQINIA« 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  West  Virginia  held  its  twenty-second  Annual  Convoca- 
tion in  the  City  of  Charleston,  November  14th,  1892,— the  M.\  E.\  Bbaxton  W. 
G1B8ON,  Grand  High  Priest,  presiding,  the  B, '.  E. '.  Odkl  S.  Long  being  Grand 
Secretary.  There  were  present  seven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  Represen- 
tatives of  fourteen  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  He  says :  "  I  have  the 
pleasure  of  congratulating  the  Grand  Chapter  upon  the  peace  and  harmony  pre- 
vailing throughout  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  I  am  glad  to  announce  a  fair  in- 
crease and  advancement  of  the  interests  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  our  subordinate 
Chapters,  where  there  seems  to  bea  growing  appreciation  of  the  true  influences 
and  effectiveness  of  work  and  skill  among  the  craftsmen." 

He  says  of  their  new  relations  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter : — 

"The  Gbnkral  Gband  Chafteb. 

"Pursuant  to  the  special  direction  contained  in  the  resolution  of  this  Gran^l 
Chapter,  of  date  the  9th  day  of  November,  1891,  your  committee,  consisting  of 
this  Grand  Council  and  Past  Grand  High  Priests  K.  V>.  Walker  and  O.  S.  Lono, 
have  formally  efifected  the  admission  of  this  Grand  Chapter  as  a  constituent  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and,  under  date  of  the  11th  day  of  May,  1892,  our  Proclamation  was 
issued  aocordin^lv. 

**  The  establishment  of  such  harmonious  and  fraternal  relations  between  this 
Grand  Chapter  and  the  General  Grand  Chapter  will  tend  to  increase  and  widen 
the  sphere  of  our  fraternal  spirit,  and  would  seem  to  bespeak  for  us  a  more  honored 
intercourse  with  our  beloved  sister  Grand  Chapters,  in  the  mudi  desired  union  of 
the  bonds  of  the  Boyal  Craft  under  the  now  nearly  complete  General  Grand  Arch 
of  companionship. 

"I  think  we  cannot  but  felicitate  ourselves  upon  this  auspicious  event  in  the 
history  of  our  Grand  Chapter,  and  we  can  well  wish  that  the  centennial  year  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter,  1897,  may  6nd  all  the  State  Grand  Chapters  in  a 
united  chain  of  one  common  Capitular  communion. 

"  The  most  fraternal  and  cordisl  greetings  and  recognition  were  extended  to 
our  Grand  Chapter  and  the  Royal  Craft  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  by  M.  *.  E.  \ 
General  Grand  High  Priest  Joseph  P.  Hornor,  who  assured  us  that  no  radical 
changes  would  be  necessary  in  our  ritual  and  organization. 

**  In  this  connection,  I  desire  thus  publicly  to  tender  most  cordial  thanks  of 
the  companions  and  myself  to  if.'.  E.\  Comp.  William  Wilbraham,  Grand  High 
Priest  or  the  State  of  Iowa,  for  his  personal  and  official  congratulations  and  greet- 
ings expressed  so  kindly  by  him  to  me  and  through  me  to  all  companions  of  the 
Royal  Craft  in  West  Viiginia." 

Of  the  visitation  of  death  the  Grand  High  Priest  reports  :— 

"  Deaths. 

'*  Official  circulars  from  our  sister  Grand  Chapters  have  been  handed  to  me  too 
late  for  me  to  report  a  full  necrological  record  for  the  past  year.  The  God  of  all 
mercies  has  shielded  the  ranks  of  this  Grand  Chapter  from  the  invasions  of  death, 
but  I  have  heard,  through  letters  herewith  submitted,  that  several  of  our  sister 
Grand  Chapters  nave  been  caused  to  mourn.  These  letters  will  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Obituary,  which  will  report  the  proper  tributes  of  respect  and  esteem. 

"  Death  has  knocked  at  the  door  of  several  of  our  subordinate  Chapters  and 
called  some  of  our  worthy  and  honored  companions  from  labor  to  eternal  rest.    The 
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Grtnd  Secretary  will  have  the  information  to  enable  him  (as  is  costomary)  to  in- 
sert in  the  Grand  Chapter  proceedinf^s  the  appropriate  memorial  tablets  to  the 
memory  of  the  deceased  companions,  whose  memories  deserve  the  honor  of  the 
en  wreathing  chaplets  of  sorrow." 

We  append  the  general  summary  of  returns  for  1892  :— 

"  Number  of  working  Chapters,  20;  number  making  returns,  20;  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  1,000;  exalted  during  the  year,  143;  admitted,  7;  buspended,  20;  dimitted, 
18;  died,  14;  rejected,  10;  net  increase  during  the  year,  98." 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence. 

A  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was  held  on  November  15tb,  1892, 
the  M,  \  E,  \  Odel  S.  Long,  President.  The  Council  was  opened  in  Ample  Form 
and  ceremony.  Four  companions  who  had  been  elected  High  Priests  of  their 
respective  Chapters  received  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.    Convention  closed. 

A  digest  of  decisions  of  General  Grand  Chapter  is  published  with  the  proceed- 
ings. 

The  M.\  R  \  John  W.  Morris  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  R, '.  E.  \ 
Odel  S.  Long  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 


The  Grand  Chapter  of  West  Virginia  held  its  twenty-third  Annual  Convoca- 
tion in  the  City  of  Wheeling,  November  13th,  1893,— the  M.'.  E/.  John  W. 
Morris,  Grand  High  Priest,  presiding,  and  the  R. '.  £. '.  Odel  S.  Long  being 
Grand  Secretary.  There  were  present  eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  the  Repre- 
sentatives of  sixteen  sister  Jurisdictions,  and  the  Representatives  of  fourteen  char- 
tered Chapters. 

Upon  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Chapter  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his 
Annual  Address. 

The  business  of  the  session  was  solely  of  local  importance,  except  a  question  of 
jurisdiction  between  the  two  Virginian,  arising  out  of  "  the  nearest "  or  the  '*  most 
convenient"  Chapter  to  each,  by  brethren  located  near  the  boundary  line  dividing 
the  States. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  the  loss  to  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  of 
eminent  companions  noted  as  leaders  in  the  councils  of  Capitular  Masonry.  He 
recommended  suitable  action  "in  memoriam." 

A  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was  held  during  the  session  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  the  M.  *.  £.  *.  Odel  S.  Long,  President.  Seven  companions,  High 
Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  were  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the  Order 
of  High  Priesthood.    Convention  closed. 

The  Representative  of  California,  M.'.  £.'.  Kephart  D.  Walker,  was  "ac- 
tively "  present  at  this  Convocation. 

The  recapitulation  of  the  returns  of  the  chartered  Chapters  of  West  Virginia  is 
taken  from  Comp.  Long's  report : — 

"Number  of  working  Chapters,  20;  number  making  returns,  18;  number  rep- 
resented, 14 ;  Royal  Arch  Masons,  1,027 ;  exalted,  73 ;  admitted,  8 ;  dimitted,  17 ; 
suspended,  2S;  died,  15;  reinstated,  1;  net  increase,  27." 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Comp.  Hugh  W.  Tonbnob, 
who  reviews  the  proceedings  of  thirty-seven  Grand  Bodies,  including  the  General 
Grand  Chapter.  He  gives  us  of  California  a  very  complimentary  notice,  quoting 
from  our  Grand  High  Priest,  M. '.  £,  *.  William  B.  Davis,  the  sentiments  ex- 
pressed in  his  Address,  the  reports  of  our  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  and  the 
general  tenor  of  our  legislation. 
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We  acknowledge  the  oompliment  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, and  return  oor  thanks  therefor. 

Comp.  ToNENOK,  in  bis  review  of  Indiana,  writes  the  following  pleasant  words - 
of  the  veteran  Wiluam  Hacker  of  that  State.    Yon  are  right,  Comp.  Tonkkcb. 
Comp.  William  Haokbb  was  an  "ideal  Grand  High  Priest,"  a  man  eminently 
fitted  to  preside  over  "  the  sons  of  light,"  and  a  worthy  representative ol  Malchisr- 
adeck  in  the  ceremonials  of  High  Priesthood  :— 

**The  first  page  of  the  proceedings  has  a  fine  engraving:,  the  portrait  of  PasC'. 
Grand  High  Fnest  William  Hackeeu    It  is  eminently  patriarchal,  the  benevolent, 
expression,  features,  white  hair  and  long  white  beard  makes  him  in  appearance  the 
ideal  Grand  High  Priest.    If  inserted  in  our  modem  bibles  it  would  pass  as  a  ^ 
model  representation  of  Aaron,  the  brst  High  Priest  of  the  Hebrews.    He  was  a  • 
good  Grand  High  Priest,  and  certainly  he  looks  it.    To  look  at  his  picture  must  • 
make  Compe.  Davih,  Gibson  and  Morris  feel  that  somehow  thev  must  have  g^ttei»« 
in  the  wrong  pew;  that  in  comparison  with  Comp.  Hackkr  tney  may  be  Pastr 
Priests,  but  they  are  not  very  High  and  not  at  all  Grand.    Another  decade  on 
Comp.  Odbl  S.  Long  to  still  further  whiten  his  hair  and  coax  his  beard  toward 
the  skirts  of  his  garments  will  make  him  the  peer  of  Comp.  Hacker  in  appearance 
and  the  ideal  Past  Grand  High  Priest." 

Comp.  ToNENCB  quotes  the  following  from  Comp.  Herman  C.  Duncan,  Chair- 
man of  Correspondence  for  Louisiana.  We  think  the  opinion  expressed  emmently 
sound  and  that  it  reflects  the  judgment  of  the  great  majority:  — 

"  In  speaking  of  the  action  'looking  to  a  union  with  the  General  Grand  Chap^ 
ter,*  he  says  : — 

''We  gladly  welcome  West  Virginia  to  the  league.  Men  have  differed  in  their 
opinions  in  respect  to  the  expediency  of  the  existence  of  General  Grand  Masonic 
Bodies,  and  they  still  differ,  but  the  concensus  of  opinion  opposes  a  General  Grand 
liodge  and  favors  a  General  Grand  Chapter,  a  General  Grand  Council  and  a  Grand. 
Encampment.  We  think  that  harmony,  fraternity  demands  that  we  all,  therefore,, 
unite  in  opposing  the  formation  of  a  General  (irrand  Lodge,  but  that  all  Grand 
Chapters  in  these  United  States  unite  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  Virginia, 
Pennsylvania  and  Texas  have  had  ample  opportunity  to  present  their  views;  they 
have  had  renpectful  hearing.  Let  them  all  now  defer  their  judgments  to  those  of 
the  majority  and  come  with  us.  If  there  is  any  apprehension  of  surrender  of 
rights,  let  us  give  all  the  guarantees  that  they  may  ask." 

The  M.  *.  E.  *.  John  W.  Morris  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  the  R. '. 
£. '.  Opel  S.  Long  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  Wheeling,  November 
12th,  1894. 

WISCONSIN. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Wisconsin  held  its  forty-third  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  City  of  Milwaukee,  February  21st,  1893,— the  M.  *.  E.*.  Charles  V.  Bardern,. 
Grand  High  Priest,  presiding,  the  R. '.  E.  *.  John  W.  Laflin  being  Grand  Secre- 
tary. There  were  present  ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  Representatives- 
of  sixty-five  chartered  Chapters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  He  congratulated  the 
companions  upon  the  favorable  auspices  under  which  they  were  assembled.  The 
past  year  had  been  one  of  prosperity  and  the  future  was  full  of  hope  and  promise. 
His  duties  had  been  light,  and  the  business  transacted  of  the  usual  routine  char- 
acter. 

He  has  but  slight  opinion  of  the  usefulness  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, as  the  following  extract  will  attest : — 

"Under  Section  12,  of  Article  1,  of  the  Constitution,  the  Grand  High  Priest  is 
empowered,  among  other  things,  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
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ence.  An  examination  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  proceedings  for  several  years 
back  reveals  the  fact  that  an  hundred  pages  or  more  of  the  reports  are  taken  up 
annually  by  the  report  of  this  committee.  There  are  those  (and  I  confess  to  shar- 
ing in  their  opinion)  who  believe  that  this  committee  is  a  useless  and  expensive 
appendage.  It  costs  this  Grand  Chapter  from  S200  to  S2.oO  per  year,  without  any 
very  |?reat  corresponding  benefit.  I  nave  no  particular  criticism  to  o£fer  upon  the 
manner  in  which  the  committee  has  done  its  work.  On  the  contrary,  the  report 
shows  great  industry  and  research,  but,  on  the  whole,  I  am  unable  to  see  anv  use- 
ful purpose  answered  by  it,  or  any  good  resulting  therefrom,  that  justifies  the  ex- 
pense. 

"  It  is  true  that  other  jurisdictions,  probably  all  of  them,  maintain  and  con- 
tinue this  same  system,  but  that  is  no  reason  why  we  should  continue  it,  unless  we 
are  convinced  that  it  answers  some  good  and  useful  purpose. 

**I  therefore  recommend,  for  your  consideration,  the  adoption  of  some  plan 
that  will  shorten  or  discontinue  the  reports  of  this  committee. 

He  says  of  the  vacant  chairs  in  their  midst : — 

**  A  year  makes  many  changes.  We  look  around  us  and  vainly  strain  our  eyes 
to  catch  a  glimpse  of  forms  and  faces  familiar  at  every  Convocation.  Anxious  in- 
quiries are  made,  only  to  be  met  by  that  sad,  but  oft  repeated  answer— dead.  Lost 
to  us  in  bodilv  presence,  hidden  to  our  senses,  gone  from  our  midst  in  that  endless 
search  for  lignt  and  truth.  May  the  benediction  of  all  that  is  good  and  pure,  ail 
that  is  noble  and  upright,  rest  upon  their  memory  and  abide  with  their  families." 

He  announces  the  death  of  M.  *.  £. '.  General  Grand  High  Priest  Comp.  Joobph 
Potts  Horkob,  and  pays  an  eloquent  tribute  to  his  memory. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  appointed  the  usual  standing  committees. 

**  The  Grand  Secretary  announced  that  he  had  just  learned  that  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Comp.  Frbd  Ring,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  this 
body,  was  seriously  ill  at  his  hotel  in  this  city.  The  Grand  Chspter  expressing  its 
regret  at  the  unpleasant  tidings,  a  motion  prevailed  that  a  committee  consisting  of 
three  Grand  High  Priests  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  distinguished  companion, 
and  render  him  such  consolation  and  service  as  might  be  required.  Past  Grand 
High  Priests  J.  H.  Evnas,  K.  D.  Pulford  and  N.  C.  Daniels  were  appointed  as 
sucli  committee. 

"Comp.  John  Cadman  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted : — 

"Recognizing  the  ability  and  faithful  service  rendered  this  Grand  Chapter  by 
our  retiring  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Charles  V.  Bardeen,  therefore, 

"Resolvedf  That  tbe  Grand  Secretary  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  procure  a 
Past  Grand  High  Priest's  jewel,  to  be  presented  to  Comp.  Bardeen  at  our  next 
Annual  Convocation." 

Moiuning  pages  are  inserted  in  the  proceedings  sacred  to  the  memories  of  M. '. 
E.'.  Comp.  Joseph  Potts  Hornor,  General  Grand  High  Priest,  to  R.*.  E.\ 
Comp.  Donald  W.  Bain,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  to  seventy-one  deceased  companions  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Wisconsin. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was  held  February 
22d,  1893,  the  M.*.  E.*.  M.  L.  Youngs,  President.  Nine  companions.  High 
Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  were  introduced,  admitted  and  received  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood.    Convention  closed  in  due  form. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  waa  presented  by  M. '.  £. '.  Wiluam  C.  Swain, 
Chairman.    He  gives  a  review  of  forty-two  Grand  Chapters. 

In  reviewing  California  he  notices  approvingly  our  legislation  for  the  "Home  " 
and  also  our  report  on  Regulation  21,  relating  to  Cemeauism.  He  speaks  of  the 
Report  on  Correspondence  as  *'  Hamlet,  with  Hamlet  left  out,"  and  says :  "  We 
are  sorry  to  lose  Caswell  from  the  guild. 

In  reviewing  Colorado  he  notices,  as  "in  line  with  his  comments,"  this  review 
of  the  making  of  clandestine  Masons  by  a  regular  Chapter  in  Massachusetts : — 
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"This  may  be  good  law,  bat  in  our  benighted  state  we  cannot  see  how  a  re(|ru< 
lar  Chapter,  conferrinffthe  degrees  in  a  regular  manner,  can  make  clandestine 
Royid  Arch  Masons.  This  appears  a  mere  technical  reason,  and  to  us  doee  not 
seem  Masonic.  The  Chapter  has  received  its  money,  and  now  says.  *  we  made 
jou  irregtdarly,  and  you  are  clandestine  and  must  not  meet  with  us.  It  would 
seem  to  us  that  the  companion  is  a  recralar  Royal  Arch  Mason,  and  that  if  the  ob- 
jecting Chapter  knows  of  any  reason  why  he  is  un6t,  it  should  make  it  known,  by 
preferring  charges,  and  suspending  or  expelling,^  if  found  neoessaKr;  if  it  cannot 
sustain  charges,  it  should  forever  thereafter  hold  its  peace;  and  the  U-rand  Chapter 
should  provide  such  regulations  as  will  compel  the  subordinate  Chapters  to  avoid 
such  complications  in  the  future.'* 

All  of  which  seems  tc  us  good  logic  and  to  the  point. 

In  reviewing  Illinois  he  makes  the  following  sensible  comments  upon  the  prop- 
osition to  insure  the  honesty  of  Grand  Treasurers  and  Grand  Secretaries  through 
assurance  or  indemnifying  associations  organized  for  that  purpose.  The  system 
has  been  adopted  in  all  the  Grand  Bodies  of  California,  and  is  considered  "fifood 
business  sense."    Comp.  Swain  approvingly  says  :— 

'*  If  we  are  not  mistaken,  in  Illinois,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  the  Grand  Treasurer 
is  required  to  give  a  bond.  Why  is  it  not  as  well  for  a  corporation  to  furnish  that 
bond,  as  for  an  individual  brother,  perhaps  unable  to  stand  a  loss,  to  guarantee  bis 
honesty?  It  is  not  a  reflection  u|X)n  the  honesty  of  the  Grand  Treasurer;  it  is 
simply  saying :  *  We  believe  yuu  honest,  or  we  wouldn't  have  elected  yon ;  but 
human  judgment  is  fallible,  and  dishonest  or  blundering  Treasurers  are  among  the 
possibilities,  and,  therefore,  we  take  the  same  precautions  we  do  against  fire,  and 
msure.' " 

In  reviewing  Kansas  Comp.  Swain  says  :— 

"Comp.  Brown,  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  reported  a^inst 
rec*ognition  uf  the  Gr^nd  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales,  until  more  definite  infor- 
mation concerning  its  organization  was  obtained,  which  is  all  right,  but  it  seems 
to  us  that  should  be  a  matter  entirely  for  the  action  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter." 

In  reviewing  Kentucky  he  quotes  Comp.  Jambs  W.  Staton,  Chairman,  as  say- 
ing :— 

**  As  to  the  Cerneau  matter  we  confess  that  when  the  storm  was  afar  off  we 
had  the  same  views  of  those  entertained  by  Comp.  Bablow,  but  when  it  came 
home  to  ub,  and  these  disturbers  of  the  Masonic  peace  became  arrotrant  and  bois- 
terous, on  the  *  rule  or  ruin '  policy,  then  it  was  we  changed  our  mind,  and  deter- 
mined that  if  soft  words  and  *  tuft '  would  not  bring  the  disturbers  down,  it  was 
about  time  to  try  what  effect  a  few  well  directed  stones  would  have.  Soft  words 
and  tuft  may  do  very  well  up  in  Connecticut,  but  it  often  requires  stones,  and  they 
well  directed  too,  to  bring  a  Kentuckian  to  time.'* 

Comp.  SwAiN  adds  :— 

"  We  haven't  been  troubled  with  the  pests  in  this  region,  but  we  also  acknowl- 
edge a  change  of  heart,  and  our  conversion  was  brought  about  by  observing  the 
actiuns  of  tne  frauds  in  Ohio  and  elsewhere." 

In  commenting  upon  a  decision,  regarding  the  effect  of  "expulsion  from  a 
Lodge  of  Master  Masons  upon  a  companion,  member  of  the  Chapter,"  he  (Comp. 
Staton  of  Kentucky)  gives  the  following  definition  of  a  clandestine  made  Mason, 
t«i  wit : — 

**  There  is  a  difference  between  an  irre^larly  made  Mason  and  a  clandestine 
made  Mason.  Neither  are  to  be  recognized  without  healing.  But  a  regularly 
chartered  Ixxly  cannot  make  clandestine  Masons,  that  is  only  reserved  for  clandes- 
tinely organized  bodies.  In  our  judgment  the  use  of  the  term  '  clandestine  '  sig- 
nifies that  the  body  is  clandestine  which  doen  the  work.  We  may  be  wrong  in  this 
proposition,  but  we  have  always  held  it,  and  see  no  reason  to  change  in  the  least." 
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We  think  his  ruling^  entirely  eorreot  so  far  m  this,  that  a  regularly  chartered 
body  cannot  make  clandestine  Masons,  that  is  reserved  for  "cdaildestioely  orgin- 
ized"  bodies;  but  he  says  also,  "neither  are  to  be  recognized  without  healing." 
There  we  differ,  for  we  know  of  no  method  of  reconstructing  a  clandestine  made 
Mason,  save  original  process  of  *' making  over  "—creating  de  novo. 

In  reviewing  Michigan  he  (Comp.  Swain)  agrees  with  Innes  on  perpetual  jur- 
isdiction, Comp.  Inkbs  having  written  this : — 

"'Phe  Question  of  perpetual  Jurisdiction  is  one  that  we  have  long  thought  was 
better  in  tne  breach  tnan  in  the  observance.  In  some  cases  it  may  do  very  well, 
while  parties  remain  in  the  same  State,  but  when  they  are  removed  thousands  of 
miles,  it  seems  almost  as  funny  as  serving  a  notice  on  a  Mason  while  confined 
within  the  penitentiary,  that  he  will  be  tried  f-jr  unmasonic  conduct.  Both  cus- 
toms prevail  in  oar  State,  and,  we  presume,  will  for  a  lon^  time  to  come.  But 
when  a  man  goes  from  the  jurisdiction  of  our  State,  politically  and  socially,  we 
think  he  ought  to  be  regarded  as  out  Masonically.  This  is  our  personal  opinion, 
however ;  not  the  opinion  of  our  Grand  Bodies." 

In  reviewing  Mississippi  he  recites  the  law  in  that  jurisdiction  relative  to  sus- 
pension for  non  payment  of  dues.    He  says : — 

*'  Comp.  Savert  did  double  duty,  being  both  Grand  High  Priest  and  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence.  His  report  is  comparatively  brief,  but  is  an  excellently 
compiled  abstract  of  proceedings.  He  states  the  Mississippi  law  relative  to  sus- 
pension for  non-payment  of  dues,  as  follows  :— 

"There  seems  to  be  some  misunderstanding  about  the  Mississippi  law  on  sus- 

Knsion  for  non-payment  of  dues.  It  is  the  same  in  all  the  Mississippi  Grand 
Klies.  No  MsAon  can  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  until  after  due  trial, 
and  a  vote  by  the  Craft.  If  the  suspended  Mason  owes  SIO  at  date  of  his  suspen- 
sion, and  remains  suspended  for  ten  years  or  more,  should  he,  at  any  time,  desire 
to  be  restored,  he  can  be  in  a  moment  of  time,  bv  pajrment  of  the  SIO  owed  at  date 
of  suspension.  We  do  not  deprive  a  Masun  of  his  rights  and  privileges,  and  still 
require  him  to  pay  dues  or  any  assessment  that  might  be  made  during  the  time  of 
suspension." 

Comp.  Swain  says  he  has  no  B]nnpathy  with  the  stringent  "  California  law  " 
against  non-aflSliatee.  Why  should  the  regulation  of  California,  which  only  affirms 
the  natural  result  of  a  positive  violation  of  Masonic  law,  be  declared  a  "stringent 
law,"  and  be  denied  the  sympathy  of  the  experienced  companion?  We  of  Cali- 
fornia think  it  a  just  law,  fully  in  accord  with  "  Macket'b  Conclusions  on  the  Sub- 
ject of  Non-affiliation."  In  his  Jurisprudence  he  says:  "As  non-affiliation  is  a 
violation  of  Masonic  law,  he  (the  non*affiliate)  may,  if  he  refuses  to  abandon  that 
condition,  be  tried  and  punished  for  it,  even  by  expulsion  if  necessary  or  expedient.*' 

Now  take  the  law  of  California  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  Begulation  22  makes 
this  declaration :  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  some  Chapter.  And  every  non-affiliate  Royal  Arch  Mason  who,  having 
re«ided  six  months  within  this  State,  shall  neglect  to  make  application  for  member- 
ship to  some  Chapter  therein,  shall  be  deemed  to  occupy  the  same  position  as 
those  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to,  nor  be  the 
recipient  of,  any  of  the  rights,  privileges  or  benefits  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

"  Non-affiliated  Royal  Ar<ch  Masons  who  occupy  the  position  referred  to  in  the 
preceding  section,  and  who  desire  to  restore  themselves  by  affiliation,  may  do  so 
upon  payment  of  a  sum  equivalent  to  six  months'  dues  of  the  Chapter  to  which 
they  shall  apply,  in  addition  to  the  affiliation  fee,  if  any,  required  by  its  by-laws." 

The  regulation  seems  to  us,  who  have  lived  under  its  operations  for  a  genera- 
tion, to  be  not  only  just  in  its  provisions,  but  equitable  and  liberal  in  its  opera- 
tions; as  liberal  as  our  bounden  duty  to  protect  the  organization  against  those  who 
not  only  deny  $t  the  support  they  honestly  owe,  but  who  wilfully  violate  its  laws» 
wiU  permit. 
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In  reviewing  Tennessee  he  quotes  this  from  Comp.  Connor,  in  rofpuxl  to  per> 
petual  jurisdiction : — 

**  How  a  Chapter  can,  in  common  justice,  acquire  supreme  control  over  Masons 
it  deliberately  rejects  is  far  beyond  the  possibilities  of  our  limited  understandingr* 
As  it  appears  to  this  committee,  common  sense  would  demand  that  the  r^ecUd 
petitioner  was,  by  the  act  of  rejection,  permitted  to  f(o  whither  he  will  with  his 
next  petition.  What  right  has  a  Chapter  to  forbid  another  Chapter  to  confer  the 
deerees  on  one  they  have  rejected  ?  Of  course  a  Grand  Chapter  may  f^ve  its  sub- 
ordinates that  riffht,  but  is  such  a  reflation  just  and  fair?  We  are  open  to  con- 
viction, of  course,  though  it  still  appears  to  be  sufficient  to  have  the  petitioner 
report  his  reiection  when  he  again  petitions." 

In  his  reply  Comp.  Swain  reflects  our  opinions  exactly,  though  we  are  not  entirely 
clear  upon  the  *'  happy  medium  "  desired.    He  says : — 

**  We  do  not  believe  in  perpetual  jurisdiction,  but  the  reason  for  the  rejection 
of  a  candidate  is  supposed  to  be  his  unworthiness,  and  it  is  also  supposed  to  be 
done  in  the  home  Chapter  where  he  is  best  known;  and  to  allow  him  to  go  imme- 
diately after  his  rejection  to  some  other  Chapter,  receive  his  dmees,  and  then 
come  oack  where  he  was  rejected  and  sit  in  Chapter,  is  going  too  far. " 

There  is  an  entire  absence  of  titles  in  this  Grand  Chapter. 
The  M. '.  E. '.  Comp.  Calvrbt  Spkaslbt  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and 
the  R. '.  £.  *.  Comp.  John  W.  Lafun  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

CONCLUSION. 

At  the  coDclasioD  of  this  Report,  having  carefully  read  with  daily  increasiDg 
interest,  the  proceedings  of  forty-eight  Qrand  Bodies  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  nearly 
all  under  the  jariDdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  we  are 
more  than  ever  strongly  impressed  with  the  importance  and  influence  of  this  great 
National  Body  of  Masons  as  a  factor  not  only  in  the  interest  of  good  government,  but 
also  in  the  development  of  those  virtues  which  strengthen  the  family  circle,  build  up 
associations  for  the  advancement  of  the  people  and  assist  in  their  education  in  all 
the  relations  of  life. 

**  In  union  there  is  strength,-'  and  while  a  single  twig  is  easily  broken,  a  number 
banded  together  may  defy  the  strongest  efforts ;  for  this  reason  we  would  like  to  see 
the  few  independent  Grand  Chapters  "come  into  the  Union,'*  that  the  American 
system  of  Capitolar  Masonry  represented  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
United  States  might  add  to  its  present  high  reputation  by  presenting  a  united  associ- 
ation of  Maaons  interested  in  the  preservation  of  the  American  System  of  Freema- 
sonry and  the  future  of  the  Republic. 

The  questions  of  interest  now  before  the  craft  for  disoassion  are  few,  the  greatest 
harmony  exists,  consistent  with  the  active  progress  of  so  great  and  important  a 
body.  The  leading  issues  at  present  under  consideration,  appear  to  be  the  doctrine 
of  perpetual  jurisdiction  and  dependent  membership.  The  first  we  hope  to  see 
extinguished,  and  the  latter  firmly  established ;  however,  in  these,  as  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  Fraternity,  we  shall  always  submit  to  the  will  of  the 
majority  for  the  harmony  of  the  whole. 

The  death  rate  of  the  Fraternity  for  the  past  year  has  been  unusual.  Our  com- 
panions have  gone  from  among  us,  without  warning,  making  it  difficult  for  us  to 
realise  that  our  earthly  connection  had  been  severed,  and  they  had  passed  out  of 
our  lives  forever. 
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**  Over  the  river  they  beckon  to  me, 

Loved  oDes  who've  oroseed  to  the  other  side ; 
The  gleam  of  their  snowy  robes  I  see, 

But  their  voices  are  lost  in  the  dashins  tide. 
There's  one  with  rioglets  of  bnining  gold, 

And  eyes  tlie  reflection  of  heaven's  own  blue, 
He  crossed  in  the  twilight,  gray  and  cold, 

And  the  pale  mist  hid  him  from  mortal  view. 
We  saw  not  the  angels  who  met  him  there. 

The  gates  of  the  Citv  we  coold  not  see ; 
Over  the  river,  over  the  river, 

My  brother  stands  waiting  to  welcome  me." 

Brethren  and  companions,  may  we  meet  in  fraternal  converse  yet  another  year ; 
meanwhile,  "  May  the  Lord  bless  yon,  and  keep  yon ;  may  the  Lord  make  his  face 
to  shine  upon  yon  and  be  gracious  onto  you ;  may  the  Lord  lift  his  countenance 
upon  you  and  give  you  peace.''

Gomp.  William  Abbaham  Dayibs,  from  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  presented  the  following  re- 
port:— 

To  the  M,\  K\  Grand  CJutpter  of  Oalifot-nia:^ 

The  business  of  the  Grand  Chapter  as  reported  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  and 
referred  to  your  committee  for  reference,  has  been  segregated,  and  we  recommend 
that  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  granting  of  dispensation  for  new  Chapter 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  New  Chapters; 

That  all  special  dispensations  granted,  with  the  issuance  of  commissions  to 
Representatives  near  other  Grand  Chapters,  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence;

We  trust  he  may  find  it  and  return  to  us  sound  in  body, 
to  enjoy  with  us  the  prosperity  and  future  usefulness  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Cal- 
ifornia.

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GENERAL  REGULATIONS 


OF  THE 


Grand    Chapter    of   California. 
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1.  The  defl^ree  of  Past  Master  must  be  conferred  upon  all  candidates,  notwith- 
standing that  they  may  have  previously  had  a  degree  of  that  name  conferred  upon 
them  in  a  Convocation  of  Past  Masters,  by  virtue  of  an  election  to  preside  over  a 
Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

2.  All  the  Chapters  under  this  jurisdiction  are  required,  in  the  conferring  of 
degrees,  to  conform  to  the  ritual  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  at  its  special  Con- 
vocation, in  September,  1855. 

3.  Every  Mark  Master  attached  to  a  Chapter  under  this  jurisdiction  must, 
within  six  months  after  his  admission,  select  his  mark  and  record  the  same  in  a 
Book  of  Marks,  kept  by  the  Chapter  for  that  purpose;  and  it  is  made  the  special 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  each  Chapter  to  see  that  this  regulation  is  complied  with. 

4.  The  term  "  nearest  Chapter,"  used  in  the  Constitution,  means  the  nearest 
by  geographical  measurement. 

5.  No  Masonic  communication  shall  be  held  with  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  who 
stands  suspended  as  a  Master  Mason,  for  any  cause. 

6.  Each  Chapter  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  pay,  in  addition  to  its  annual 
dues,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  Royal  Arch  Mason  borne  upon  its  roll  at  the 
date  of  its  annual  report;  which  additional  assessment  shall  be  used  as  a  fund  to 
defray  the  actual  expenses  of  transportation  of  one  delegate  from  each  Chapter 
repredonted  at  the  Annual  Convocations  of  the  Grand  Chapter— the  tome  to  be 
apportioned  by  a  special  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

7.  Whenever  two  or  more  Chapters  exist  in  any  city  or  town  within  this  juris- 
diction, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  such  Chapters  to  notify  the  other  or  others, 
existing  in  the  same  place,  of  all  applications  presented  to  it  for  the  degrees. 

8.  When,  after  an  election  of  an  applicant  to  receive  the  Chapter  degrees,  and 
he  has  received  the  Mark  degree,  an  objection  to  his  advancement  is  made  at  any 
time  by  a  member,  such  objection  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee,  with  power  to 
inquire  into  the  cause  thereof,  who  shall,  at  the  next  stated  meeting,  (unless  further 
time  be  given)  report  thereon;  and  upon  the  reception  of  said  report,  if  no  cause 
for  the  objection  has  been  assigned,  or  if  the  cause  assigned  be,  in  the  opinion  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  not  a  valid  and  Masonic  one,  the  Chapter  may 
confer  the  degree  in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  objection  had  been  made. 

9.  No  petition  for  the  d^pi'ees,  or  application  for  membership,  shall  be  received 
by  any  Chapter  within  this  jurisdiction,  unless  it  be  signed  with  the  full  name  or 
names  of  the  petitioner  or  applicant;  and  in  the  annual  reports  of  subordinate 
Chapters,  the  given  name  or  names  of  every  member  or  others  upon  their  rolls, 
shall  be  given  in  full. 
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10.  The  provisions  of  the  ConstitutioD  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
California  shall  be,  in  all  essential  respects,  where  there  is  no  conflict  between  it 
and  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  the  rules  and  regfulations  by  which 
the  action  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  governed. 

11.  Tbat  the  use  of  substitutes  shall  not  be  permitted  for  purposes  of  rapid 
advancement,  or  fur  accommodation  merely,  but  only  when  the  Council  of  the 
Chapter,  in  the  eirercise  of  a  sound  discretion,  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  good  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  will  be  promoted  thereby. 

12.  That  the  use  of  more  than  one  substitute  at  a  time  is  prohibited,  unless 
the  dispensation  of  the  Gran^  High  Priest,  permitting  such  use,  be  first  procured; 
said  dispensation  to  be  issued  only  for  good  cause  shown,  and  upon  a  petition  signed 
by  a  majority  of  the  Council  of  the  Chapter  aeking  such  disi>ensation. 

13.  The  limit  of  physical  qualifications  to  be  required  of  a  candidate  for  the 
degrees  conferred  by  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall  be,  sim- 
ply, that  he  be  enabled  to  conform  strictly  to  all  which  the  ritual  in  those  degrees 
makes  necessary. 

14.  That  the  restoration  to  good  standing  by  a  Lodge  of  any  companion  who 
has  been  suspended  by  it  for  any  cause,  and  where  no  action  has  been  had  in  the 
case  directly  by  the  Chapter,  restores  him  to  good  standing  in  the  Chapter. 

15.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  September,  1874,  no  High  Priest  of  a 
Chapter  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  installed,  unless  he  shall  present  to  the  In- 
stalling officer  a  certificate  from  the  Grand  Lecturer,  or  some  companion  known 
by  the  Grand  I^iecturer  to  be  skilled  in  the  work,  that  he  is  qualified  to  properly 
confer  all  the  Chapter  degrees  and  deliver  the  lectures  thereunto  appertaining; 
and  the  installing  officer  shall  forward  such  certificate  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

16.  That  there  is  no  power  vested  in  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  grant  a  dispen- 
sation to  re-ballot  on  the  application  of  a  rejected  candidate,  that  matter  being 
wholly  within  the  province  of  the  Chapter  in  which  he  was  rejected.  (See  Sec.  1, 
Art.  XVII,  of  the  Constitution.) 

The  following  is  the  course  of  procedure  recommended : — 

First.  That  notice  in  writing  be  given  in  stated  meeting  that  the  petition  of  the 
rejected  applicant  would  be  presented  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Chapter. 

Second.  U|>on  the  reading  of  such  notice,  the  High  Priest  shall  direct  the  Sec- 
retary to  notify  each  and  every  member  of  the  Chapter  of  such  intended  applica- 
tion, and  request  his  presence  to  vote  upon  the  consideration  of  the  same. 

Third,  At  such  subsequent  meeting,  on  a  motion  formally  made  to  re-submit 
the  petition,  if  the  vote  be  unanimous  in  favor  thereof,  the  petition  can  be  again 
received  and  referred,  the  same  as  if  no  previous  action  had  been  taken. 

17.  That  the  Chapters  subordinate  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Koyal  Arch  Masons  of  California,  be  directed  t^)  require  of  all  visitors  for  exami* 
nation  from  other  jurisdictions,  prior  to  admission,  a  declaration  in  the  following 
words:  *'I  do  not  stand  suspended  ur  exi^elled  for  any  cause  whatever;  neither  has 
my  name  been  stricken  from  the  roll  of  memlvrs  for  non-payment  of  dues  in  my 
Lodge  of  Master  Masons,  or  my  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons." 

18.  That  it  shall  be  the  imperative  duty  of  every  Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction, 
before  it  shall  c(»nfer  the  Royal  Arch  degree  upon  any  candidate,  to  require  of  said 
candidate  a  cv)ini)liance  with  Regulation  No.  3,  relative  to  the  selection  and  re- 
cording of  his  mark. 

19.  That  no  Chapter  under  dispensation  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  receive  a 
charter  unless  all  the  requirements  of  this  Grand  Chapter  shall  hate  been  complied 
with  and  such  Chapter  is  free  from  debt. 
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20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  every  Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction 
to  report  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  immediately,  all  rejec- 
tions, suspensions,  exclusions,  expulsions  and  restorations  that  may  take  place  in 
their  several  Chapters ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
report  to  the  several  Chapters  of  the  jurisdiction,  every  six  months,  all  such  re- 
jections, suspensions,  exclusions,  expulsions  and  restorations  so  reported  to  him. 

21.  This  Grand  Chapter  acknowledges  no  degree  of  Masonry  or  order  of  Knight- 
hood to  be  legitimate  and  genuine  except  those  conferred  by,  or  under  the  authority 
of,  the  following  regularly  constituted  Masonic  bodies  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  those  of  corresponding  rank  in  foreign  countries,  to  wit : 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  several  States  and  Ter- 
ritories; the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  States  and  Territories ;  the 
Greneral  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
Grand  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  States  snd  Territories;  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar  of  the  United  States  and  the  Grand  Com- 
manderies  of  the  States  and  Territories ;  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States,  of  which  Albert  Pike  is  Grand  Commander;  and  the  Supreme  Council  of 
the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  jb'reemasonry  for  the  Northern  Juris- 
diction of  the  United  States,  of  which  Hbnrt  L.  Palmer  is  Grand  Commander. 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  any  Royal  Arch  Mason  who  shall  hereafter  take  or 
receive  any  so  called  Masonic  degree  or  order  of  Knighthood  from  any  man  or  body 
of  men  not  hereinbefore  acknowledged  to  be  legitimate  and  genuine,  »hall  be  liable 
to  be  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

It  is  hereby  further  declared  that  any  Royal  Arch  Mason  who  shall  hereafter 
confer,  communicate  or  sell,  or  be  present  at  or  assist  in  the  conferring,  communi- 
cating or  selling,  or  solicit  any  one  to  take,  receive  or  apply  for  any  so-called  Ma- 
sonic degree  or  order  of  Knighthood,  in  any  assemblage  of  men,  no  matter  by  what 
name  soever  it  may  be  called,  except  it  be  held  under  the  authority  of  one  of  the 
bodies  hereinbefore  acknowledged  to  be  legitimate  and  genuine,  shall  be  expelled 
from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  to  be  a  member  of  some 
Chapter;  and  every  non-affiliated  Royal  Arch  Mason  who,  having  resided  six 
months  within  this  State,  shall  neglect  to  make  application  for  membership  to 
some  Chapter  therein,  shall  be  deemed  to  occupy  the  same  position  as  those  sus- 
pended for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to,  nor  be  the  recipient 
of,  any  of  the  rights,  privileges  or  benefits  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

Non-affiliated  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  occupy  the  position  referred  to  in  the 
preceding  section,  and  who  desire  to  restore  themselves  by  affiliation,  may  do  so 
upon  payment  of  a  sum  equivalent  to  six  months'  dues  of  the  Chapter  to  which 
they  shall  apply,  in  addition  to  the  affiliation  fee,  if  any,  required  by  its  by-laws. 

23.  That  the  M,'.  E.\  Grand  High  Priest  withhold  his  approval  from  all 
amendments  to  By-Laws  of  Chapters,  unless  the  certi6cate  shows  that  the  amend- 
ment had  received  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present;  that  notice  of  such 
amendment  had  been  given  at  the  meeting  preceding  that  on  which  the  vote  was 
taken;  said  oerti6cate  to  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  and  authenticated  by  the  seal 
of  the  Cliapter. 

24.  That  at  all  future  Convocations  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  no  member  thereof 
shall  receive  his  per  diem  and  transportation  expenses  from  the  Representative 
Fund  until  such  Convocation  shall  have  been  regularly  closed.

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•  KuLB  1.  MThen  the  Grand  Chapter  shall  have  assembled,  the  Grand  Secretary 
shall  call  the  roll  of  its  members,  and  if  a  sufficient  number  of  Chapters  are  repre- 
sented, the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  opened.  The  Grand  High  Priest  shall  then 
appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  no  further  business  shall  be  transacted 
until  after  its  report  shall  have  been  received. 

KuLE  2.  After  the  reception  of  the  Report  on  Credentials,  the  proceedings  of 
the  preceding  Convocation  shall  be  read  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  unless  their  read- 
ing be  dispensed  with  ;  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  reports  of 
the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer,  shall  be 
presented,  and  appropriately  referred,  in  the  order  here  named ;  and  the  Grand 
High  Priest  shall  appoint  the  regular  committees,  to  whom  all  papers  then  in  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  requiring  such  reference,  shall  be  at  once  referred. 
The  Committee  on  Correspondence  shall  then  present  its  annual  report. 

Rule  3.  After  the  business  of  the  Convocation  is  thus  begun,  the  regular  order 
for  each  session,  during  its  continuance,  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  session. 

2.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

3.  Reception  and  action  upon,  or  reference  of,  petitions,  memorials  and  appeals. 

4.  Reports  of  Regular  and  Special  Committees,  and  action  thereupon. 

5.  Motions,  resolutions,  and  other  business. 

Rule  4.  All  reports  submitted,  all  petitions,  memorials,  or  appeals  presented, 
and  all  orders,  motions,  or  resolutions,  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  read  by 
the  Grand  Secretary,  before  any  action  is  taken  thereupon. 

Rule  5.  No  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  entertained,  unless  made  during  the 
same  session  when  the  question  proposed  to  be  reconsidered  was  decided,  nor 
unleRs  such  motion  be  made  by  one  who  voted  with  the  majority  upon  that 
question. 

Rule  6.  When  a  day  and  hour  shall  have  been  named  for  the  election  of  Grand 
Officers,  such  election  shall,  at  that  time,  take  precedence  of  all  other  business, 
unless  the  (xrand  Chapter,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Rule  7.  Thene  rules  shall  only  be  HtiHt>enr]ed  by  unanimous  consent,  but  may 
at  any  time  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

Comp.  Fbanklin  Henby  Day,  from  the  Special  Committee,  pre* 
sented  the  following  report : 
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7b  the  M.\  E,\  PresiderUt  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Order  of  Blgh  Priests  of 
OaUfomia:— 

The  sabject  of  this  brief  memoir,  oar  (riead  and  companion,  David  Pdqb 
Mabshall,  oommenced  his  earthly  career  in  the  city  of  Gincinatti,  Ohio,  in  1822. 
Of  Quaker  parentage,  he  inherited  those  sterling  qualities  for  which  that  noble  sect 
is  especially  noted,  and  which  characterized  our  companion  as  the  embodiment  and 
soul  of  honor,  integrity,  justice  and  charity. 

Patriotism  and  love  of  country  were  firmly  grounded  in  his  nature,  and  we  find 
him,  as  a  young  man,  enlisted  in  the  Mexican  war,  under  the  banner  of  Col.  Jack 
Hayes,  the  fearless  Commander  of  that  whU  known  band  of  ''  Texas  Rangers." 

Soon  after  that  we  find  him  engaged  in  mining  enterprise  in  our  adopted  home, 
California.  In  1861  he  came  to  this  city,  where  for  thirty-two  successive  years,  up 
io  the  time  of  bis  demise,  January  20,  1894,  he  was  connected  with  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Gaslight  Go.,  and  recognized  by  that  company  as  a  man  of  ability,  thoroughly 
conscientious  and  honest  to  his  employers,  Just,  charitable  and  kind  to  those  under 
him.  He  was  quiet  in  his  demeanor,  but  when  occasion  required,  his  true  nature 
shone  forth  in  defense  of  principle  and  the  right,  with  all  the  ardor,  bravery  and 
courage  which  command  respect  and  admiration. 

His  marriage  in  this  city  to  one  who  also  sprung  f^om  Quaker  lineage,  proved  to 
be  an  element  of  sincere  happiness  in  his  social  and  domestic  relations. 

His  Masonic  career  commenced  in  1858,  when  LifffU  was  revealed  to  him  InBising 
Star  Lodge,  No.  83,  located  at  what  was  then  known  as  Todd's  Valley,  Placer  Co., 
California.  After  becoming  a  resident  of  this  city  he  affiliated  with  California 
Lodge,  No.  1,  F.  &  A.  M.,  and  California  Chapter,  No.  6,  R.  A.  M.  He  received  the 
Orders  of  Knighthood  in  Califoiyiia  Commandery,  No.  1,  K.  T.,  in  1862,  and  the  de- 
grees of  Royal  and  Select  Master  in  California  Council,  No.  2.  in  1863.  His  Masonic 
worth  being  recognized  he  was  chosen  to  represent  the  Chapter  as  its  High  Priest 
for  the  years  1S87  and  1888.  He  also  served  the  Council  as  its  Thrice  Illustrious 
Master  for  1886.  Both  these  positions  he  filled  with  credit  to  himself  and  honor  to 
the  Craft.  On  April  26, 1887,  he  was  admitted  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood,  and  at  the  Convention  of  High  Priests  on  April  17, 1888,  he  was  elected 
to  the  office  of  Herald  of  that  body,  which  he  worthily  and  satisfactorily  filled  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  his  earthly  sojourn. 

At  the  time  of  his  demise  he  was  aUo  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  of 
Royal  and  Selected  Masters  of  California.  He  leaves  behind  him  the  record  of  being 
a  good  man,  kind  and  devoted  husband,  faithful  and  loyal  friend,  and  a  firm  believer 
in  the  principles  and  tenets  of  Freemasonry.

Which  report  was  oononrred  in,  and  the  companions  therein  named 
were  admitted  to  seats. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Convocation  was 
dispensed  with,  the  members  being  furnished  with  printed  copies 
thereof. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  as 
foUows : — 
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Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter: — 

The  steady,  unyielding  march  of  tiiiie  has  carried  us  safely  through  the 
toils  and  pleasures  of  life,  and  again,  for  a  season,  we  have  laid  aside  our 
usual  vocations  and  come  up  to  counsel,  and  advise  together  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Royal  Craft. 

It  seems  a  very  brief  period  since  you  invested  me  with  the  emblems  of 
authority,  yet  a  year  has  passed,  and  we  have  reached  another  milestone  in 
the  journey  of  life.  To  some,  the  year  has  brought  joys  and  prosperity ;  to 
some,  sorrows  and  adversity  ;  yet,  companions,  in  our  oblations  to  the  "Great 
I  Am,"  let  us  all  with  grateful  hearts  render  thanks  for  the  many  mercies 
and  favors  extended  to  us,  and  invoke  His  aid  to  guide  and  protect  us  over 
the  rough  and  ragged  paths  of  life,  so  that  when  we  pass  the  vails  into  the 
presence  of  the  Supreme  Council  on  High,  we  may  receive  the  welcome  greet- 
ing of  "Well  done." 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  twenty  years  I  have  been  a 
member  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  Of  the  companions  who  were  the  active  mem- 
bers when  I  first  entered  this  Grand  Chapter  but  few  are  here  to-day.  Many 
have  passed  over  the  silent  river ;  others,  from  various  causes,  have  retired 
from  the  active  duties  of  Masonry.  The  few  zealous  and  faithful  Craftsmen 
who,  forty-one  years  ago,  organized  this  Grand  Chapter,  are  all  gone  from  the 
scenes  of  life,  biit  the  result  of  their  labors  remains,  and  this  Grand  Chapter 
owes  its  high  and  exalted  station  to  the  earnest  labor  of  such  pioneer  Masons 
as  Thomas,  Hollcjb,  Radcliff,  Davis  and  Traylor,  most  of  whom  it  was  my 
pleasure  to  know.     Their  work  was  '*  Good  work,  Square  work." 

To  those  who  with  me  have  grown  gray  in  the  service  of  Masonry,  the  ad- 
monition comes,  that  soon  we  must  present  our  work  for  inspection.  Has  it 
been  such  work  as  will  be  accepted  ?  Have  we  "  walked  upright  in  our  sev- 
eral stations  before  God  and  man,  squaring  oar  actions  by  the  square  of  vir- 
tue ? **  Have  we  used  the  talents  wherewith  God  has  blessed  us  "as  well  to 
His  glory  as  to  the  welfare  of  our  fellow-creatures  ? "  Have  we,  by  precept 
and  example,  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  all  the  practice  of  the 
exalted  virtues  of  Brotherly  Love,  Relief  and  Truth  ?  Have  we  lived  such 
lives  as  we  would  wish  others  to  imitate  ?  If  so,  then  may  we  hope  our  work 
will  stand  the  test  of  the  "Grand  Overseer's  Square."  What  account  can  we 
give  of  the  sacred  trust  we  received  from  the  Master  Workmen  who  pre- 
ceded us? 

Of  the  Grand  Chapter  I  can  only  say,  that  it  has  steadily  advanced  in 
numbers  and  influence.  From  my  observations  [during  the  past  thirty  years, 
I  can  but  be  satisfied  that  the  moral  standard  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  has 
been  advancing  upward.  Many  things  that  in  years  past  were  blots  upon  its 
honored  name,  have  been  gradually  effaced,  if  not  yet  entirely  eradicated. 

There  is  one  evil  that  more  than  all  others  hangs  like  a  cloud  upon  its  good 
name :  Intemperance,  that  curse  of  our  day,  is  yet  too  common  among  the 
Craft.  Not  being  fully  in  favor  of  radical  measures,  I  can  only  suggest  and 
recommend  that  we,  one  and  all,  live  temperate  lives,  seeking  rather  by  ex- 
ample than  by  force  to  inculcate  the  cardinal  virtue  of  temperance.    Admon- 
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ah  in  the  kiodait  manner  possible,  and  by  brotherly  counsel  ende&vor  to  cor- 
rect the  evil. 

To  those  who  to-day  for  the  tirst  time  enter  this  Grand  Chapter,  I  extend 
a  cordial  welcome.  To  be  a  member  of  this  Grand  Chapter  is  an  honor  of 
which  you  may  be  proud.  But  you  are  reraiuJed  thai  witli  honors  come 
reiponsibiliticB,  Tbe  yeara  paae  swiftly,  and  before  you  can  realize  it,  the 
government  an  well  aa  tbe  honor  and  reputation  of  Royal  Arch  Maaonry  will 
be  in  your  keeping.  May  you  strengthen  and  beautify  our  myatic  temple. 
Consecrate  yourselvea  to  tbe  woric  of  elevating  and  purifying  it  from  every 
unworthy  influence.  Let  it  be  your  ambition  to  leave  its  record  and  its  his- 
tory aa  reputable  and  unenlliad  as  when  our  fathers  held  these  places- 

As  required  by  the  Constitution,  I  now  submit  For  your  consideration  an 
account  of  my  official  acts  during  tbe  past  year- 
While  I  accepted  the  trust  with  doubts  at  to  my  ability  to  discharge  the 
duties  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  you,  or  with  credit  to  myself,  it  baa  been 
my  desire  to  act  within  the  law  and  for  tbe  good  of  the  Craft.  Should  you 
find  where  I  have  erred,  judge  with  candor  and  point  out  the  mistakes,  that 
my  successors  may  profit  thereby. 

Bonds. 
Soon  after  the  close  of  tbe  last  Convocation,   the  bonds  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary  were  presented  to  and  approved  by  me,  and 
the  same  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Pomona  Cuahtbr,  No.  76. 
On  the  Hlat  day  of  April,  1694,  being  unable  to  attend  in  person,  I  author- 
ized M.:  S.:  Henkv  Savkr  Ohmb,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  to  constitute 
Pomona  Chapter,  No.  76,  located  at  Pomona,  Los  Angeles  county,  whiuh  doty 
be  performed  on  the  Ifith  day  ot  May.  from  the  well-known  ability  of  that 
companion  tho  work  could  but  i>e  well  done,  and  the  Chapter  receive  goo<l 
counsel,  which  facta  were  denonstrat^d  on  my  visit  to  them.  The  Chapter  is 
in  a  flourishing  condition,  pleasantly  located,  and  nn  contention  exists  among 
tlicni,  except  that  "  noble  contention  of  who  beet  can  work  and  beat  agree." 

DlSI'BSSATrONS.

January  14,  I8ft5,  toA'eni  CnW^y  Chapter,  No.  75,  to  elect  officers  at  B 
time  other  than  that  named  in  the  Couatitation. 

January  12,  ISWi,  to  Otorf,ptoivn  Chapter,  No.  2r,.  to  elect  officers  at  a  time 
other  than  that  named  in  the  Constitution. 

March  20,  I8!l.",  l.i  A'^pal  Chapter,  No.  3.1.  to  elect  KiiiK,  to  I'"  ^^'eaiicy 
caUBi'd  by  failure  of  Companion  eleoteii  to  qualify. 

February  3,  1895,  to  Antiurh  Chapter,  No.  HO,  to  elect  otficers  at  a  time 
other  than  that  named  in  the  Constitution. 
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and  the  Constitntion  of  thiB  Grand  Chapter,  the  rules  and  regulations  by 
which  the  action  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  shall  be 
governed. " 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  repeatedly  decided  that  a  Past  Master  cannot,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Master  and  Wardens,  open  the  Lodge.  (See  Anderson's 
Manual,  Decisions  464-465.) 

The  Grand  Chapter  has  directly  passed  upon  the  same  question.  (See  Pro- 
ceedings 189],  pages  9-85.) 

There  would  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  irregularity  of  the  proceedings,  but  for 
the  last  clause  of  Section  42  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  which  reads  as  follows  : — 

''In  the  absence  of  all  these  officers  (fl.  P.,  K.  and  S.),  from  a  stated  Con- 
vocation, or  a  special  Convocation  legally  called,  the  Junior  Past  High  Priest 
present  may  open  the  Chapter  and  preside. " 

From  which  it  will  be  seen  that  power  is  conferred  upon  a  Past  High  Priest 
to  open  the  Chapter  and  preside  therein. 

While  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is  supreme  law,  and 
binding  upon  all  Grand  Chapters  owing  allegiance  to  it,  yet  this  provision  does 
not  seem  to  be  obligatory,  but  may  be  exercised  when  a  Grand  Chapter  so 
directs.  The  General  Grand  Chapter  and  several  Grand  Chapters  have  adopted 
this  provision,  but  our  Grand  Chapter  has  not. 

Even  admitting  that  provision  to  be  binding  upon  all  Grand  Chapters,  it  is 
expressly  limited  to  the  Junior  Past  High  Priest  present. 

In  the  present  case,  the  Junior  Past  High  Priest  present  declined  to  open 
I  the  Chapter  and  preside.  No  other  Past  High  Priest  possessed  the  right  to 
open  the  C)hapter.  The  proceedings  of  Keystone  Chapter,  No.  56^  at  the  Con- 
vocation of  October  8,  1894,  were  therefor  irregular,  illegal  and  void,  and  the 
High  Priest  of  said  Chapter  is  directed  to  proceed  de  novo,  as  if  no  such  meet- 
ing had  been  held. 

Since  making  this  last  decision,  I  notice  the  same  question  was  raised  in 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nebraska  (session  of  December,  1894),  and  there  de- 
cided, that  said  provision  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  Constitution  was  for 
the  government  only  of  those  Chapters  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

Visitations. 

During  the  year  I  have  visited  officially  nineteen  Chapters,  devoting  all  the 
time  that  I  could  to  that  purpose,  without  too  great  a  sacrifice  to  my  own 
business,  and  only  regret  that  my  financial  circumstances  were  such  as  pre- 
vented my  making  more  visitations. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure,  and  I  feel  proud  of  having  been  the  first  Grand 
High  Priest  to  visit  many. of  our  Chapters,  some  of  the  oldest  We  are  all 
so  con8tituted  as  to  desire  to  see  those  in  authority.  Men  go  miles  to  look 
upon  the  President  of  our  country  ;  so  in  Masonry,  the  great  body  of  Koyal 
Arch  Masons  never  see  a  Grand  Officer,  and  when  an  opportunity  offers  they 
will  travel  some  distance  to  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  and  shaking  hands 
with  a  Grand  High  Priest.     It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  meet  many  such. 
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and  in  the  evident  manifestations  of  pleasure  exhibited  by  these  companions 
I  feel  well  rewarded  for  my  labors.  It  wonld  be  useless  for  me  to  go  into  de- 
tails as  to  the  receptions  tendered  me  by  the  several  Chapters.  Everywhere 
I  have  received  a  warm  reception  and  most  cordial  greeting,  and  I  desire  to 
return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  companions  one  and  all  for  the  many  cour- 
tesies extended  to  me. 

Judging  from  the  specimens  of  skill  presented  by  the  various  Chapters  for 
my  inspection,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  there  is  a  general  desire  to 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  constitution  and  ritual.  The  officers  of 
the  several  Chapters  appear  zealous  and  fully  realize  the  importance  of  their 
positions.  In  the  Chapter  questions  often  arise  as  to  the  construction  of  the 
law — or  in  regard  to  the  ritual — yet  not  of  sufficient  importance  to  make  an 
application  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  for  a  ruling.  In  order  to  me^t  such 
cases,  at  each  meeting,  an  opportunity  has  been  given  the  companions  to  ask 
questions,  which  I  have  endeavored  to  answer  in  accordance  with  our  rules, 
and  I  have  found  this  course  to  be  very  satisfactory  to  the  Chapters.  I  have 
discovered  a  few  errors  in  the  work,  which  were  cheerfully  corrected  by  the 
companions  when  pointed  out. 

A  number  of  appointments  I  was  compelled  to  cancel  owing  to  the  severe 
storms  and  floods  ;  other  Chapters  that  I  designed  to  visit  it  was  not  convenient 
for  them  at  a  time  proposed,  and  other  engagements  prevented  a  later  visit. 
Generally  I  have  found  the  Chapters  in  a  prosperous  condition,  notwithstand- 
ing the  hard  times  which  have  prevailed  during  the  past  year,  and  in  but  a 
single  instance  peace  and  harmony  prevails  among  the  workmen. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  sorrow  that  I  am  compelled  to  report  the  condition  of 
one  of  our  oldest  Chapters,  Benicia,  No.  7,  located  at  Benicia. 

On  the  2lBt  of  July,  1894, 1  wrote  the  High  Priest  of  that  Chapter  asking 
him  to  arrange  a  meeting  for  the  evening  of  August  15th,  and  in  reply  he  in- 
formed me  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  a  meeting  on  that  evening.  On 
the  12th  of  January,  1895,  wrote  again  asking  him  to  arrange  for  a  meeting  on 
the  evening  of  January  31st,  to  which  I  received  no  reply.  About  the  last  of 
January  I  wrote  the  Secretary  and  directed  him  to  answer  me  at  Vallejo,  as  I 
would  bo  there  on  the  30th,  to  which  the  High  Priest  replied  as  follows: — 

"Your  letter  to  A.  S.  Parritt,  Sec'ry,  has  been  handed  me.  I  received 
your  former  letter  but  have  been  out  of  town  ever^  day  since.  Personally  I 
should  like  to  meet  you  and  talk  over  matters,  but  it  will  be  impossible  to  get 
a  quorum ;  several,  whose  presence  is  required  to  form  a  quorum,  will  be  on 
night  duty  on  board  steamer  Solano  and  cannot  get  away.  Others  are  not  on 
speaking  terms,  and  some  will  not  come  if  others  do.  If  you  would  like  to 
do  a  little  missionary  work,  come  over."  /' 

On  January  31st  I  visited  Benicia,  and  after  conversations  with  the  High 
Priest  and  such  others  of  the  companions  as  could  be  found,  I  discovered  a 
truly  deplorable  condition  of  affairs.  The  Chapter  had  not  held  a  meeting  for 
eighteen  months  ;  it  has  not  been  represented  in  this  Grand  Chapter  for  five 
years  preceding  this  session.  The  companions  appear  to  be  divided  into  sev- 
eral factions,  and  some  are,  as  the  High  Priest  says,  **  not  on  speaking  terms," 
and  it  appears  from  what  I  could  learn  by  conversations  with  them  that  there 
is  no  possibility  of  healing  their  differences.     Their  troubles  first  grew  out  of 
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bailding  a  new  hall,  for  which  they  incurred  a  large  debt ;  some  other  matters 
of  ditficalty  between  Masons  caused  sides  to  be  taken,  and  bitter  things  were 
said  and  many  terms  not  Masonic  were  used  among  the  members  in  reference 
to  companions,  and  finally  politics  got  into  the  trouble,  so  that  it  looks  as  if 
the  day  of  usefulness  of  the  Chapter  had  passed.  They  do  not  seem  to  mani- 
fest any  of  that  spirit  of  charity  or  forgiveness  which  should  distinguish 
Masons.  I  first  had  a  mind  to  suspend  the  charter  until  this  meeting,  but 
considering  the  associations  which  cluster  around  tlie  old  Chapter,  and  the 
noble  Masons  who  have  assembled  around  its  altar,  and  at  the  earnest  appeal 
of  several  companions,  I  concluded  to  let  the  matter  rest  and  report  the  facts 
for  your  judgment. 

A  few  months  since  my  attention  was  called  to  the  condition  of  Libanus 
Chapter,  No.  17,  located  at  Iowa  Hill,  Placer  county.  I  wrote  to  the  High 
Priest  to  see  if  it  was  possible  to  get  the  companions  together  at  any  time  ; 
but,  owing  to  the  long-continued  storms  and  the  heavy  fall  of  snow  in  that  sec- 
tion he  informed  me  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  get  a  meeting  before 
spring,  so  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  them  as  I  expected. 

The  decline  of  mining  generally,  and  of  hydraulic  mining  in  particular, 
has  nearly  depopulated  many  of  our  mining  towns,  and  Iowa  Hill  has  truly 
felt  its  effects  ;  its  population  has  decreased  so  that  only  a  small  number  re- 
main. The  Chapter  has  not  met  for  some  time,  nor  has  it  been  represented  in 
this  Grand  Chapter  since  1887.  Had  it  been  possible  for  me  to  have  met  the 
companions  of  that  Chapter  I  should  have  counseled  and  advised  them  to  con- 
solidate with  Siloam  Chapter,  No.  37,  at  Colfax,  believing  it  would  be  for  the 
interest  of  both  Chapters  and  for  the  good  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

My  experience  during  the  past  year  has  firmly  convinced  me  of  the  impor- 
tance and  value  of  these  official  visitations.  The  companions  feel  that  they 
have  been  recognized  as  a  part  of  our  institution,  and  that  the  Grand  High 
Priest,  although  at  the  head,  can  be  a  companion  among  them.  Only  those 
who  have  been  present  at  the  visitations  can  realize  the  enthusiasm  and  inter- 
est created  among  the  companions,  and  I  feel  assured  that  a  number  of  our 
Chapters  will  awaken  from  their  dormant  condition  and  enter  upon  a  new  life 
as  the  result  of  an  official  visit.  During  the  season  of  refreshment,  which  has 
always  followed  the  labors  of  the  evening,  the  interchange  of  sentiments  brings 
out  new  ideas  and  turns  our  thoughts  into  other  channels,  drawing  us  nearer 
together  and  strengthing  the  bonds  of  Fraternity.  I  was  further  pleased  to 
note  that,  with  but  three  exceptions,  no  wine  or  liquors  appeared  on  the 
tables.  The  Chapters  are  striving  to  make  their  halls  more  attractive  and 
comfortable,  and  with  their  reception,  reading  and  library  rooms,  present 
greater  inducements  to  the  companions  to  attend  meetings,  all  of  which  should 
be  strongly  encouraged.

Georgetown,  No.  25,  being  my  home  Chapter,  I  have  been  present  at 
its  meetings. 
My  attention  has  recently  been  called  to  one  Granville  A.  Fbahbes, 
who  is  traveling  over  our  jurisdiction  peddling  certain  so-called  Masonic  de- 
grees, claiming  that  they  are  the  genuine,  and  that  he  had  been  recognized  by 
the  Grand  Bodies  of  the  world.  Gen.  Reg.  21  very  clearly  defines  what  are 
the  true  and  legitimate  bodies  of  Masonry,  and  should  be  strictly  enforced. 
The  course  of  the  said  Frambes  is  creating  discord  and  confusion  among  the 
Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction.  In  his  course  the  said  Frambks  is  aided  and 
abetted  by  members  owing  allegiance  to  this  Grand  Chapter.  I  can  but  say 
that  the  High  Priests  of  the  Chapters  of  which  said  aiders  and  abettors  are 
members  have  been  derelict  of  their  duty  in  not  enforcing  Gen.  Beg.  21,  after 
the  decided  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  at  the  Session  of  1892  (see  Pro- 
ceedings, pages  277-278). 

General  Grand  Chapter. 

It  was  my  pleasure  and  good  fortune,  as  one  of  your  representatives,  to 
attend  the  twenty-ninth  Triennial  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
of  the  United  States,  held  in  Topeka,  Kansas,  in  August  last  Comp.  Geo. 
L.  McCahan,  Deputy  General  Grand  High  Priest,  presiding  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  session ;  nearly  every  Grand  Chapter  being  represented. 

Since  last  Convocation  West  Virginia  had  joined  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter. Texas  sent  a  special  committee  who  were  cordially  received,  and,  no 
doubt,  Texas  will  soon  return ;  Rhode  Island  is  waiting ;  Pennsylvania  and 
Virginia  alone  refuse  to  join  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

Comp.  Speed  of  Mississippi  read  an  eloquent  memorial  address  upon  the 
death  of  Comp.  Joseph  P.  Hornor,  General  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  report  of  the  General  Grand  Secretary  shows  166.600  Royal  Arch 
Masons  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  General  Grand  Treasurer  reported  a  balance  of  $17,053.37  on  hand. 
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years,  with  highest  rank  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Navy,  that  of 
Conunodore.  His  merits  were  further  recognized  by  the  appointment  as  Surgeon 
General,  which  office  he  held  when  retired. 

Comp.  Browns  was  made  a  Mason  on  the  3d  day  of  June,  1852,  in  I^UUsian 
Lodge,  No.  40,  at  Winchester,  New  Hampshire.  He  affiliated  with  Naval 
Lodge,  No.  87,  at  Vallejo,  in  1867;  served  as  Master  in  1871.  Taking  an  active 
part  in  Masonry,  and  particularly  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  he  was,  in  1875,  elected 
Grand  Master,  and  re-elected  for  the  years  1876,  1877  and  1878. 

Exalted  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Bemcia  Chapter, 
No.  7,  at  Benicia,  November  25,  1866.  He  was  a  charter  member  and  first 
King  of  Naval  Chapter,  No.  35,  and  its  Hi/^h  Priest  in  1869.  After  filling  the 
various  stations  in  the  Grand  Chapter,  he  was,  in  1878,  elected  Grand  High 
Priest. 

Created  a  Knight  Templar  in  CaU/omia  Commandry,  No.  1,  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, on  the  27th  day  of  December,  1867  ;  was  greeted  a  Royal  and  Select 
Master  in  California  Council,  No.  1,  at  San  Francisco,  on  the  2d  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1871  ;  was  elected  and  crowned  an  active  member  of  the  Supreme 
Council,  A.  &  A.  ^.  Rite,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.  S.  A.,  on  the  20th  day  of 
October,  1880 ;  and  in  October,  1886,  was  elected  Treasurer  General,  ad  vitam, 
of  that  Supreme  Council. 

In  his  official,  social  and  Masonic  relations  he  was  ever  courteous  and  affable, 
just  and  true.  A  good  man,  a  ripe  scholar,  a  true  Mason,  honored  and  loved 
by  all  who  had  the  pleasure  of  his  acquaintance.  He  has  but  gone  before. 
Green  be  the  sod  above  him,  and  fragrant  his  memory  forever. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a 
more  fitting  expression  of  the  sorrow  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  the  death  of 
these  distinguished  Masons. 

Many  other  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  companions  well  known  and 
honored  by  their  Chapters,  have  been  called  to  carry  up  their  work  for  inspec- 
tion ;  they  are  gone,  but,  we  trust,  not  forgotten.  Let  the  Grand  Secretary 
enter  their  names  on  our  mourning  pages. 


It  also  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  announce  to  you  the  death  of  Comp.  John 
Frizzell,  Past  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of 
the  United  States,  communicated  in  the  following  circular  letter  of  Comp. 
Geo.  L.  McCahan,  General  Grand  High  Priest,  whose  recommendations  in 
respect  to  the  memory  of  that  distinguished  and  beloved  Companion  is  called 
to  your  attention  :

'*  Companion  Frizzell's  genial  and  helpful  presence  was  missed  at  our 
last  Triennial  Convocation,  and  we  sorrowed,  in  anticipation  that;  we  would, 
in  all  human  probability,  ne'er  look  upon  his  face  again. 

*'In  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  Companion  Frizzbll  was  an  acknowledged 
leader  and  guide,  and  his  devoted  service  in  all  that  pertained  to) the  benefit 
of  the  Royal  Craft  long  since  established  him  as  a  column  of  strength  in  our 
institution. 

"  At  the  Twenty-second  Annual  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter held  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  in  1874,  he  was  elected  Deputy  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  at  the  Twenty- third  Triennial,  held  in  Buffalo,  New 
York,  in  1877,  he  was  elected  General  Grand  High  Priest.  During  and  since 
his  occupancy  of  official  position  he  ever  gave  his  best  efforts  to  establish  and 
perpetuate  the  influence  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in  its  beneficial  un> 
dertakings,  and  in  extending  the  bonds  of  Fraternity  throughout  our  own  and 
other  realms. 

"  As  a  friend  and  Companion,  to  know  him  was  to  love  him.  His  genial 
temperament,  the  brotherly  kindness  that  beamed  from  his  love-lit  eye,  and 
his  kind  and  cheery  converse  invited  companionship  and  friendly  intercourse. 
His  impress  was  of  permanent  duration,  and  his  counsel  always  commanded 
respect  and  won  devoted  following. 

Companion  Frizzell  entered  Masonry  at  the  earliest  period  possible,  hav- 
ing presented  his  petition  to  be  made  a  Mason  to  Cumberland  Lodge,  No.  8,  of 
Nashville,  on  his  twenty-first  birthday,  September  8th,  1850.  He  soon  rose 
to  distinction  among  his  brethren  and  in  1858  and  1859  he  served  his  Grand 
Lodge  as  Grand  Master,  and  since  1868  as  its  Grand  Secretary. 

"  He  was  made  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  1852,  and  served  his  Grand  Chap- 
ter as  Grand  High  Priest  in  1865,  and  as  Grand  Secretary  from  1868  to  1890. 

**  In  1852  he  became  a  Royal  and  Select  Master,  and  was  Grand  Master  of 
his  Grand  Council  from  1861  to  1866,  and  Grand  Recorder  from  1868  to  1890. 

**  He  was  made  Knight  Templar  in  1852,  and  served  as  Grand  Commander 
of  his  Grand  Commandery  in  1867. 

*'  He  also  occupied  an  eminent  position  in  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scot- 
tish Rite,  having  received  the  thirty -third,  or  last  degree,  in  1886. 

'*In  auldition  to  his  graces  as  a  Mason,  Companion  Frizzbll  possessed 
those  of  a  consistent  and  zealous  Christian,  being  a  lifelong  member  of  the  * 
Presbyterian  Church  and,  since  1855,  a  rulins  elder  in  that  denomination. 

*'He  had  no  fear  of  death,  and  as  gently  and  peacefully  as  he  lived  he 
passed  away,  firmly  relying  on  the  promises  of  the  Great  I  Am  who,  having 
ever  been  his  solace  ana  guide  in  life,  was,  in  death,  his  comfort  and  strength. 

**  Of  Companion  Frizzell  it  may  be  said: 

*  His  life  was  gentle,  and  the  elements 
So  mixed  in  him  that  Nature  might  stand  up 
And  say  to  all  the  world.  This  was  a  man.' 

**  With  the  family,  companions  and  friends  of  our  late  companion  we 
mingle  our  tears  because  of  our  mutual  loss. 

*'  As  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  deceased  companion  it  is  directed  that 
this  communication  be  read  in  open  Convocation  next  after  its  receipt,  and 
suitable  minute  made  thereof  on  the  records  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter ;  and  State  Grand  Chapters,  constituents  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  are  desired  to  adopt  such  measures  in  honor  of  the 
memory  of  our  distinguished  companion  as,  by  them,  may  be  deemed  most 
appropriate.

I  therefore  recommend  that  a  page  be  set  apart  in  our  proceedings 
to  show  our  appreciation  of  their  virtues,  and  as  a  tribute  to  their  memory. 

Conclusion. 

Such,  my  companions,  is  the  record  of  the  past  year,  and  which  now  passes 
into  the  history  of  our  Grand  Chapter.  If  the  report  meets  your  approval  I 
shall  be  content,  and  feel  that  my  labors  have  not  been  in  vain. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  obligations  to  Companion 
Caswell,  our  loved  and  respected  Grand  Secretary,  for  his  counsel  and  advice 
during  the  past  year. 
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And  now,  my  coofipanions,  as  this  is  the  last  time  that  I  shall  address  yoa 
in  an  official  capacity,  permit  me  to  return  my  earnest  and  heartfelt  thanks 
for  the  many  favors  which  I  have  received  at  your  hands,  and  especially  for 
the  honor  yoa  conferred  in  selecting  me  as  your  Grand  High  Priest.  In  retir- 
ing from  this  exalted  station  I  shall  lose  none  of  the  interest  I  have  ever  man- 
ifested, but  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  will  be  ever  ready  and  willing  to  per- 
form any  task  **  however  servile  "  to  promote  the  interest  of  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sonry. 

Our  Order,  as  the  years  roll  by,  may  its  sublime  teachings  produce  an 
abundant  harvest  for  good ;  may  it  ever  receive  the  protecting  care  of  heaven, 
and  may  there  ever  be  "  Peace  within  thy  walls  and  prosperity  within  thy 
palaces."

To  the  M,\  E,\  Orand  CItapter  of  Cali/omia:'— 

As  required  by  the  Constitution  the  undersigned  respectfully  submits  his 
Annual  Report  of  the  transactions  of  his  office  since  the  last  Annual  Convo- 
cation, together  with  such  other  matters  as  may  properly  be  considered  by 
the  Grand  Chapter. 

In  less  than  one  month  after  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Convocation,  the 
transactions  thereat  were  printed  and  distributed  as  follows :  one  copy  to 
each  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  such  Past  Grand  Officers  as  are  permanent 
members  of  this  Grand  Chapter  ;  five  copies  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter ; 
one  copy  to  each  of  our  representatives  near  other  Grand  Chapters ;  three 
copies  to  each  Grand  Chapter  with  which  we  are  in  communication,  and  four 
copies  to  each  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  of  our  obedience. 

The  charter  to  Pomona  Chapter,  No.  76,  ordered  at  the  last  Annual  Con- 
vocation, was  issued,  the  Chapter  duly  constituted  and  its  officers  installed  by 
Comp.  Henrt  Satre  Orme,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  on  the  16th  day  of 
May,  1894.  The  letter  of  authorization  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  together 
with  the  official  report  of  the  companion,  are  herewith  presented.  A  dupli- 
cate charter  was  also  issued  to  Trigo  Chapter,  No.  69,  as  ordered  at  last 
Grand  Convocation,  the  original  having  been  destroyed  by  fire  .in  1893. 

One  dispensation  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Chapter  was  issued  by  order 
of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  viz  : 
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On  the  eighteenth  day  of  May,  1894,  to  Comps.  Frank  Pierce  Meservb, 
Charles  H  Hobart,  Wilbur  Newton  Chamblin,  and  seven  other  com- 
panions, to  form  a  Chapter  at  Kedlands,  San  Bernardino  county,  to  be  called 
Redlanda  Chapter.  The  petition  for  the  dispensation,  the  recommendation  of 
the  nearest  chartered  Chapter,  and  all  papers  required  by  the  Constitution, 
the  Record  Book,  Book  of  Marks,  By-Laws  and  returned  dispensation,  together 
with  a  petition  for  perpetuation  by  charter,  are  herewith  submitted  for  refer- 
ence to  the  Committee  on  New  Chapters. 

By  order  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  the  following  special  dispensations 
have  been  issued  during  the  year  : — 

On  May  24th,  1894,  to  AUuras  Chapter,  No.  34,  to  elect  officers  at  other 
than  the  constitutional  time ; 

On  the  same  date  to  Stockton  Chapter,  No.  28,  permitting  the  use  of  two 
substitutes  in  the  ceremony  of  exaltation  ; 

On  the  twelfth  day  of  January,  1895,  to  Oeorgetotoji  Chapter,  No.  25,  to 
elect  officers  at  a  time  other  than  as  fixed  by  the  Constitution  *, 

On  the  fourteenth  day  of  January,  1895,  to  Kern  Valley  Chapter,  No.  75,

and  the  remaining  two  thousand  can  be  easily  met  whenever  the  call  therefor 
is  made. 

Regretfully  does  your  Grand  Secretary  again  report  a  Chapter  '*  in  the 
throes  of  dissolution."  Lihanus,  No.  17,  by  reason  of  a  widely  scattered 
membership,  has  been  unable  to  secure  a  quomm  for  the  transaction  of  its 
regular  business  for  nearly  two  years  past ;  and  the  improbability  of  secur- 
ing one  in  the  future,  that  the  necessary  steps  for  a  surrender  of  charter 
might  be  taken,  has  induced  the  Secretary  to  ask,  in  its  name,  that  an  informal 
surrender  be  accepted  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  that  certificates  of  good 
standing  be  issued  by  the  Grand  Secretary  on  the  payment  to  him  of  such 
dues,  if  any,  as  may  be  owing  by  the  several  members  of  said  Chapter.  Un- 
der the  circumstances  as  they  exist,  the  undersigned  would  respectfully  rec- 
ommend that  the  request  of  the  Secretary  be  complied  with,  and  that  certifi- 
cates be  issued  as  desired. 
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Benicia  Chapter,  No.  7,  though  it  has  made  its  annual  report,  has  paid  no 
dues,  and  I  understand  is  in  a  condition  even  worse  than  the  Chapter  above 
named.  It  is  deeply  to  be  regretted  that  one  of  our  oldest,  and  in  years  agone 
one  of  our  best  Chapters,  should  be  disturbed  by  internal  dissensions.  The 
officers,  however,  though  discouraged,  do  not  wholly  despair,  and  are  willing 
to  continue  in  the  endeavor  to  secure  harmony  in  the  no  distant  future.  So 
mote  it  be. 

By  reason  of  a  request  for  a  duplicate  charter  recently  made  by  Woodland 
Chapter,  No.  46,  the  undersigned  first  learned  of  the  loss  by  fire  of  the  origi- 
nal charter  of  that  Chapter  and  the  destruction  of  all  the  paraphernalia 
of  the  bodies  occupying  the  Masonic  Hall  of  that  city.  He  would  there- 
fore recommend  that  a  duplicate  of  the  original  charter  be  issued  to  Woodland 
Chapter,  No.  46,  free  of  charge.  The  undersigned  would  also  recomm&d  that 
a  General  Regulation  be  adopted  authorizing  and  directing  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary to  issue  a  duplicate,  on  satisfactory  proof  of  loss,  to  any  Chapter  which 
by  fire  or  otherwise  may  lose  its  original  charter.

ALABAMA. 

The  Grand  Ghapter  of  Alabama  held  its  sixty-eighth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Montgomery  December  3d,  1894,— the  M.*.  E.\  John  A.  MgEinnon,  Grand 
High  Priest^  R.-.  E.*.  H.  Clay  Armstrong,  Grand  Secretary.  Thirty-three  Chapters 
were  represented.  The  Representatives  of  twelve  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  were 
present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  hy  the  Grand  Chap- 
lain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  Address,  first  directed  the  attention  of  the  assem- 
bled companions  to  the  promise  and  thanksgiving  dne  the  Great  Creator  for  their 
preservation,  and  for  the  blessings  conferred  upon  the  Grand  Chapter  since  last 
convocation. 

Among  his  ofiScial  duties  he  recommended  as  necessary  a  ciiange  of  such  laws  as 
confiicted  with  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  reference  to  suspensions  for 
any  cause  by  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons.  The  Grand  High  Priest  also  expresses  his 
concern  for  the  reported  universal  complaint  of  the  evil  of  non-attendance  upon  the 
meetings  of  their  subordinate  Chapters.  He  expresses  his  sad  condolence  with  the 
sister  jurisdictions  who  have  been  bereft  by  death  of  beloved  companions.  He 
gives  especial  mention  of  the  universal  regret  expressed  by  the  companions  of  Ala. 
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bama  upon  the  receipt  of  the  sad  intelHgeDce  of  the  death  of  M.*.  E.«.  Comp.  John 
Pbizzbll,  of  Tennessee  ;  of  him  he  writes:  — 

'*  The  sad  intelligence  has  jast  reached  da,  that  a  strong  pillar  in  the  Temple  of 
Masonry  has  fallen  in  our  sister  jarisdiction  ot  Tennessee,  uomp.  John  Pbizzell, 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Qrand  Chapter  of  Tennessee,  died  at  his  residence  in  the 
city  of  Nashville,  November  30, 18S4.  Oomp.  Fbizzbll  had,  by  sooceseive  re-elec- 
tions, been  continuoos  Grand  Secretary  since  1868,  a  period  of  nearly  twenty-seven 
years.  Oomp.  Frizzkll  is  well  and  affectionately  remembered  by  many  of  the  older 
members  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  he  having  visited  and  remained  wiih  us  during  onr 
Grand  Annual  Oonvocation  of  1881.  To  ns  his  death  is  cause  for  deepest  sorrow, 
and  to  onr  companions  of  Tennessee  we  tender  sincerest  condolence  in  the  great 
loss  they  have  sustained.'' 

Oomp.  MoKiNNOM  says  the  work  of  the  year  is  not  as  encouraging  as  might  be 
desired,  but  he  thinks,  taking  into  consideratiou  the  great  financial  depression  of 
the  country,  it  is  perhaps  as  satisfactory  as  they  could  hope  for.  He  gives  the  com- 
panions fervent  admonition  to  attend  the  meetings  of  their  Chapters,  to  try  and 
make  them  agreeable,  instructive  and  entertaining— in  short,  to  give  more  promi- 
nence in  their  duties  and  pleasures  to  the  social  features  of  Capitular  Masonry,  for 
the  perfect  fulfillment  of  which  duties  he  predicts  for  them  a  soft  seat  among  God's 
elect  in  the  sweet  by  and  by. 

The  following  well  deserved  compliment  was  extended  to  the  veteran  corres- 
pondent, Comp.  Palmbb  J.  PiLLANS,  upon  the  expression  of  his  desire  to  retire  ft'om 
such  service  : — 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Alabama  realizes  the  long  and  eminent 
services  rendered  by  Comp.  P.*J.  Pillans,  and  while  appreciating  his  request  to  be 
released  from  longer  service  as  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 
feel  that  the  work  cannot  be  confided  to  safer  hands. 

'*  Itesolvedt  That  the  Grand  Chapter  would  respectfully  state  that  his  continuance 
in  the  position  would  be  exceedingly  gratifying  to  the  Body  and  beneficial  to  the 
Chapter  at  home  and  abroad. 

'*  Resolned,  That  hearty  thanks  are  hereby  extended  to  Oomp.  Pillahb  for 
his  past  service,  and  onr  earnest  hope  expressed  that  he  may  continue  for  many 
years  to  illustrate  by  a  noble  life  the  beauty  and  beneficence  of  Masonry." 

Oomp.  Palmeb  J.  PiLLAMS  presents  his  twenty-eighth  consecutive  Report  on  Cor- 
respondence. The  veteran  is  wearied  with  the  service  and  desires  a  younger  man  to 
assume  the  responsibilities  and  pleasures  of  the  position.  The  Grand  Chapter,  how- 
ever, having  become  accustomed  to  his  faithftil  and  intelligent  methods  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties  hesitate  in  granting  the  "dimit"  he  asks  for,  and  axk  for 
further  time  to  consider  his  request.  We  hope  our  veteran  companion  will  accede 
to  their  wishes,  and  with  the  firm  of  Dkummond  et  al.,  continue  to  enlighten  his 
ft-iends  and  companions  of  Alabama  and  sister  Jurisdictions  with  his  opinions  and 
comments  upon  the  progress  and  condition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  these  United 
States. 

Cump.  PiLLANs  expresses  his  deep  sympathy  under  the  head  of  Arizona  with  the 
bereaved  friends  of  our  lamented  Comp.  I.ightbizer,  whose  unexpected  death  so 
shocked  his  companion  reporters  throughout  the  Masonic  Bodies  of  the  Nation. 

Under  California  Comp.  Pillans  notes  the  illness  of  Grand  High  Priest  GRrriiAir 
and  the  discharge  of  his  duties  by  Deputy  Cblawpord,  but  probably  had  no  idea  of 
the  serious  character  of  the  disability  which  in  a  few  short  weeks  removed  him  from 
his  earthly  careii. 

Comp.  Pillans  quotes  with  approval  the  opinions  expressed  by  the  writer  of 
this  report  upon  the  value  of  Reports  on  Correspondence,  as  to  the  rights  of  Lodges 
and  Chapters  in  matters  of  taxation  as  expressed  by  Oomp.  Pbarson  of  Illinois— 
upon  dependent  membership  and  the  general  condition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 
We  arc  gratified  at  the  approval  of  so  eminent  a  companion. 
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Comp.  PiLLAKB  quotes  the  excellent  paper  presented  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Ohio  last  year,  the  same  being  a  continuation  of  a  former  article  npon  the  history 
of  the  Royal  Arch,  by  Comp.  S.  Btacksb  Williams,  a  most  valnable  contribntion  to 
the  literature  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

M.'.  E.\  John  G.  Smith  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R.\  E.*.  H.  Clat  Arm- 
8TB0MG  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Comp.  Palmer  J.  Pillanb  was  continued  as  correspondent.    Addrebs,  Belknap. 

Next  Annual  Convocation  on  Monday  before  the  Ist  Tnesday  in  December,  1896. 

ARIZONA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Arizona  held  its  fifth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city  of 
PhoBuix  November  U,  1894,— the  M.*.  E.*.  Alxxandbb  Gibson  Olivkb,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  R.*.  E.*.  Gsoroe  James  Roskbuoe,  Grand  l^ecretary.  Four  Chapters  were 
represented.  Thirteen  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  represented,  and  there  were 
two  Past  Grand  High  Priests  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
lain and  music  by  the  Grand  Choir. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  after  returning  thanks  for  the  blessings  received  in- 
dividually and  as  a  Grand  Chapter,  directed  the  attention  of  the  assembled  com- 
panions to  the  rapid  growth  and  consequent  change  in  their  beautiful  city,  from  a 
post  on  the  outskirts  of  civilization  to  a  community  of  citizens,  happy  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  necessary  comforts  of  life,  with  the  hopes  and  aspirations  of  a  people 
with  full  confidence  in  their  State  and  its  possibilities.  What  an  illustration  of  the 
wondrous  changes  wrought  by  a  few  short  years  is  the  city  of  Phcenix  to-day? 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  as  if  in  remembrance  of  the  salutation  of  the  monks  of 
old  "  Remember  Death,"  directed  the  attention  of  the  companions  to  the  vacant 
places  in  their  midst,  and  asked  all  to  unite  in  paying  the  sorrowful  tribute  of  sin- 
cere affection  to  the  memory  of  the  faithful  companions,  who  had  with  them  borne 
the  struggle  of  organization  during  the  heat  and  burden  of  the  day,  and  finally, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Master  Overseer,  had  passed  within  the  vails  to  eterna} 
rest. 

He  notes  appropriately,  in  sorrowful  language,  the  death  of  their  lamented  Light- 
HiZER,  and  paid  earnest  and  eloquent  tribute  to  the  memory  of  that  distinguished 
companion. 

He  also  reports  the  death  of  Comp.  Dayton  A.  Reed,  who  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Arizona. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  mentions  the  eminent  dead  of  the  National  Jurisdiction, 
whose  names  have  been  engraved  npon  the  death  roll  of  1894,  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Arizona  Joins  in  sympathetic  grief  with  the  mourning  jurisdiction. 

From  lack  of  time  and  the  inconvenience  of  travel  he  was  prevented  from  visit- 
ing his  subordinates,  with  the  exception  of  the  home  Chapter.  From  information, 
however,  he  reports  the  Chapters  in  a  healthy  condition  and  with  bright  prospeets 
in  future. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  speaks  of  his  visit  to  California  during  the  last  session  of 
our  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  compliments  extended  to  him  here.  The  visit  was  en- 
joyed by  us  of  California,  for  we  recognized  in  our  M.'.  B.*.  Comp.  Olivxr  one  of 
our  own  kindred  and  brethren,  one  of  those  noble  Giblemites  who  wrought  in  the 
mines  of  old  Placer,  and  whose  name  is  enrolled  in  the  archives  as  a  faithful  worker 
among  the  brethren  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California.  May  his 
shadow  never  grow  less. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his  ofiBcial  acts— most  of  his  duties  being  of  local 
import  only,  need  not  be  referred  to.  Comp.  Roskruge,  Grand  Secretary,  makes  an 
excellent  report,  which  proves  the  foundation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Arizona  to 
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be  "  well  and  truly  laid»''  and  its  basineBs  interests  in  the  care  of  eminent  and  ener- 
getic companions.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Martin  W.  Ealbs  is  Treasurer  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  and  also  the  Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California  near 
the  Qrand  Chapter  of  Arizona.

**  Yoar  oommitteei  to  whom  was  referred  the  practicability  of  adopting  the  new 
Ritnal  as  issued  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  Sutes  of  America,  beg 
leave  to  report  that  said  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jarisprndence,  to 
report  at  our  next  Annual  Convocation.

The  Grand  Representatives  present  were  received  with  "  the  honors,''  and  given 
a  fraternal  welcome  by  the  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  elect  made  an  eloquent  and  impressive  speech.  The  stand- 
ing committees  were  appointed,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  closed. 

Ordkb  07  High  Pbibsthood. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  High  Priests  for  the  Jurisdiction  of  Arizona  assembled 
during  the  session  of  the  Qrand  Chapter  in  the  city  of  Phceniz  November  14, 1894,— 
M.*.  E.*.  Martin  W.  Kales,  President,  E.*.  Gborob  James  Roskbdob,  Recorder 
pro  tem. 

The  President  announced  the  death  of  Comp.  Harry  Rddd  LiaHrnizEB,  Vice' 
President,  and  memorial  resolutions  were  adopted. 

M.'.  E.*.  Comp.  Martin  W.  Kales  was  re-elected  President;  Comp.  Morris  Gold- 
WATER  was  elected  Recorder. 

On  motion,  it  was 

**  Reaolned,  That  the  next  Convocation  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  be  held 
on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  second  Tuesday  of  November,  A.  d.  1896,  at  Pree- 
cott,  Arizona,  at  9  o'clock  r.  m." 

Convention  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Comp.  Charles  D.  Bbldbh,  who 
takes  up  the  work  laid  down  by  the  lamented  Liohthizeb.  The  report  is  a  pleasant 
narration  of  the  doings  of  the  several  Grand  Bodies  of  Royal  Arch  Masons.  He  re- 
views the  general  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry,  without  hunting  for  "  burning 
questions  "  or  subjects  for  dispute.  Comp.  Belden  has  given  us  an  exeilent  paper, 
although,  strange  to  say,  he  found  no  room  for  California. 

We  note,  however,  that  the  sympathies  of  Comp.  Belden  are  on  the  right  side, 
whether  the  opinions  advanced  and  commented  upon  be  the  Past  Master's  degree, 
th6  Grand  Representative  question  or  the  preservation  of  the  Ritual.  The  appropria- 
tion by  our  Sister  of  Iowa  of  the  Cryptic  Degrees,  receives  his  attention  and  well- 
merited  disgust. 

In  commenting  upon  the  deliberate  manner  of  determining  the  issuance  of  Masonic 
charters  in  Massachusetts,  Comp.  Belden  writes : — 

"Thirty-five  companions,  living  in  DorcheHter, applied  for  a  dispensation  to  form 
a  new  Chapter.  The  committee  And  thene  companions  have  new  and  commodious 
apartments  for  the  proper  working  of  the  Capitular  Degrees,  nine  hundred  dollars 
in  hand,  and  sixty-eight  Master  Masons,  resident  in  that  vicinity,  have  signified  in 
writing  their  intention  to  apply  for  the  degrees  it  the  dispensation  is  granted,  and 
then  their  report  savs  :— 

'"We  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration  for  the  past  six  months,  and 
recommend  the  granting  of  the  request.'  " 
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**  We  donH  do  things  that  way  oat  here.  Life  is  too  short,  and  some  of  those  good 
things  might  have  supped  away  daring  that  six  months'  deliberation.  We  would 
have  granted  that  dispensation  on  the  day  it  was  asked  for,  pat  that  nine  hundred 
dollars  in  immediate  circolation,  and  have  given  those  sixty-eight  candidates  about 
$6,800  worth  of  '  good  and  wholesome  instrnction/  long  before  that  committee  was 
throQgh  pondering." 

M.*.  E.\  F&ANcis  A.  Shaw  was  elected  Qrand  High  Priest.  R.'.  E.*.  Obobob  J. 
RosKBUOB  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Oonvoeation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Prescott  on  November 
13,  1895. 

ARKANSAS. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas  held  its  forty -fifth  Annual  Ck)nvocation  Nov- 
ember 22d,  1894,— M.'.  E.-.  John  C.  Bone,  Grand  High  Priest,  R.'.  E.'.  Jambs 
A.  Henrt,  Grand  Secretary.  Fifty-one  chartered  Chapters  were  represented. 
Nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  fourteen  representatives  of  sister  Grand  Jur- 
isdictions were  present.  California  was  represented  by  Comp.  W.  H.  H.  Clay- 
ton. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  extending  a  fraternal 
welcome  to  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  He  joined  them  in  thanksgiving 
to  God  for  his  guidance  in  the  past,  and  imploring  His  blessings  upon  their  future. 
The  Grim  Reaper  had  passed  them  by  and  left  their  official  circle  unharmed, 
while  casting  the  shadow  of  his  noiseless  presence  over  many  sister  jurisdictions. 
Many  eminent  Companions  had  received  the  summons— had  bid  farewell  to  earth, 
and  passed  within  the  vail :  Comp.  Geo.  C.  Connor,  of  Tennessee,  Thos.  Nisbbt 
Robertson,  of  New  Bninswick,  Collins  D.  Prost,  of  South  Dakota,  Morris  M. 
Katz,  of  North  Carolina,  Louis  Watson,  of  Illinois,  Dwiqht  Btington,  of  Kan- 
sas, Joseph  A.  Mannino,  of  Indiana,  Joseph  K.  Wheeler,  of  Connecticut- 
illustrious  names  on  the  register  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  America  have  severed 
their  earthly  associations,  and  have,  we  trust,  been  admitted  into  the  presence  of 
the  Heavenly  Grand  Council,  where  the  Supreme  High  Priest  forever  presides. 

We  note  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  granted  a  special  dispensation  to  receive 
and  ballot  upon  petitions  at  the  same  Convocation,  and  refused  another  Chapter 
the  use  of  substitutes  for  the  work  of  the  Royal  Arch  degree. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  an  earnest  appeal  to  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  to  assist  faithfully  in  the  establishment  of  the  Ritual  adopted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter,  to  aid  in  its  promulgation  by  using  no  other,  and  adhering 
strictly  to  the  authorized  text. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  attended  the  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  gave  an  interesting  report  of  its  proceedings. 

On  motion  of  Comp.  R.  J.  Laughlin,  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  was  recognized  and  an  exchange  of  courtesies  invited. 

We  quote  the  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  "  Memor- 
ials of  the  Dead,"  referring  to  the  Eminent  Companions  named  therein : — 

"  To  those  of  sister  Grand  Chapters  who  have  suffered  loss,  and  particularly 
in  the  instances  mentioned  by  the  M. '.  E. '.  Grand  High  Priest,  viz. :  Companions 
George  C.  Connor,  our  Grand  Representative  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ten- 
nessee ;  Companion  Jacob  Kribbs,  our  Grand  Representative  near  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Maryland  ;  and  Companion  Joseph  K.  Wheeler,  our  Grand  Repre- 
sentative near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut,  we  beg  to  extend  expressions  of 
our  high  esteem  for  the  departed  Companions,  and  our  recognition  of  tne  services, 
faithful  and  long*continuea,  which  they  rendered  to  the  cause  of  Capitular  Mas- 
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onry.  GomDanion  Ck^NNOB  left  behind  him  works  of  interest  and  importance  to 
the  Craft,  wnich  will  long  survive  to  recall  him  to  faithful  seekers  after  Truth  and 
Lif^ht ;  and  Companion  Whekler,  by  the  service  of  close  on  to  half  a  century  in 
Masonic  fields,  made  for  himself  a  name  and  a  remembrance  dear  to  Capitular 
Masonry  throughout  this  wide  land. 

"  We  recommend  that  memorial  pages,  suitably  inscribed,  be  set  apart  in  our 
printed  proceedings  to  the  memory  of  these  Companions,  as  a  testimonial  of  our 
ref^ard  for  them,  and  recognition  of  their  worth." 

The  Grand  Chapter  resolved  :— 

"  That  the  printed  Ritual  promulfi^ated  by  this  Grand  Chapter  shall  not  be  used 
by  any  officer  of  any  Subordinate  Chapter  in  the  opening  and  closing  ceremonies 
or  in  C(mferring  degrees,  but  the  same  shall  be  committed  to  memory ;  provided, 
that  the  Ritual  may  be  used  for  reference." 

M.*.  E.'.  Thomas  Hubbard  Caswell  represenfis  Arkansas  near  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Califojrnia. 

Obder  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  twenty-eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  met  in 
Council  in  the  City  of  Little  Rock  November  24,  1894,— M.'.  K.*.  Samuel  W. 
Williams,  President,  E.*.  James  A.  Hbnrt,  Recorder.  Twelve  Compan- 
ions, High  Priests  of  their  res(>ective  Chapters,  ayd  otherwise  qualified,  were 
admitted  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

An  election  was  held  and  the  Convention  closed  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Comp.  R.  J.  IiAUOHLIN— a 
brief  review  of  the  doings  of  fifty-four  Grand  bodies.  There  being  no  burning 
questions  at  issue,  Comp.  Lauohlin  concluded  to  save  his  powder  for  some  future 
scrimmage. 

Under  Arizona,  he  deposits  an  "evergreen  sprig"  to  the  memory  of  our  late 
Comp.  Lighthizer. 

California  proceedings,  he  says,  were  entirely  local  and  of  no  interest  to 
Arkansas. 

Under  Canada,  he  demurs  to  the  reduction  of  fees. 

Under  District  of  Columbia,  he  pronounces  Comp.  Singleton  **the  ideal 
reviewer."    Good! 

Under  Georgia,  "  The  address  of  M.\  E.'.  Tatlor  is  an  admirable  state  paper; 
his  decisions  are  clear,  good  common  sense,  and  agree  exactly  with  Arkansas." 

Under  Maine,  after  quoting  Comp.  Drummond's  deOnition  of  *^  Clandestine 
Masons,"  Comp.  Lauohlin  says:  *'As  we  have  intimated  before,  it  would  be 
'  good  for  the  order  *  if  Comp.  Drummond's  reports  were  inserted  in  our  proceed- 
ings instead  of  our  own." 

Under  Missouri  he  writes  this  sensible  opinion,  which  we  second  with  all  the 
force  that  the  language  implies : — 

"A  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  funeral  service  to  be  used  by  Royal 
Arch  Masons.  As  we  have  said  frer^uently,  we  are  sorry  to  see  such  things.  The 
burial  of  the  dead  belongs  to  the  Third  Decree  by  ciifitom,  analogy,  and  symbol- 
ism. Of  course  Master  Masons  cannot  pirticiiiate  in  Royal  Arch  burials,  and  if 
the  custom  should  become  general  (we  do  nr)t  fear  that  however)  it  would  have 
a  tendency  to  degrade  Blue  Lodge  Masonry  in  the  minds  of  the  public.  In  short, 
we  have  no  patience  with  these  new  fangled  *  higher  degree '  notions." 

Under  Nebraska,  Comp.  Lauohlin  quotes  and  intimates  that  a  Royal  Arch 
burial  service  and  ceremony  ought  not  to  be,  but  he  is  not  positive  in  the  matter. 
We  believe,  Comp.  L.,  if  there  is  a  place  in  our  Masonic  lives  when  the  impression 
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of  equality,  that  virtue  that  must  prevail  at  the  humble  level  of  the  tomb  should 
be  exemplified,  it  is  at  the  burial  of  a  deceased  brother,  in  the  clothiof^  of  a  Mas- 
ter Mason,  and  with  the  ceremonies  of  the  Lodp:e. 

Under  Ohio  he  makes  this  apology  to  Comp.  Williams  : — 

"The  error  in  your  name  last  year,  Comp.  Willi aus,  was  perhaps  caused  in 
the  same  way  that  the  *  e '  got  into  almost  all  of  the  reports  last  year  in  M. '.  E.  *. 
Comp.  Hornor's  name— carelessness." 

Satisfactory,  Comp.  Laughlin,  but  be  sure  and  not  make  the  same  mistake 
with  Comp.  Drdmmond«  or  hell  give  you  "Scotch  law  "  till  you  can't  rest. 

M.*.  E.'.  James  M.  Harkey  was  elected  Grand  Hicrh  Priest;  R.'.  E.'.  James 
A.  Hbnrt  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Chairman  of  Correspondence,  E.'.  Keuben  J.  Laughlik,  Bentonville. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Little  Rock,  Novem- 
ber 21,  1895. 

CANADA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  held  its  thirty -seventh  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  City  of  Hamilton,  July  20th,  1894. 

The  Grand  Council,  consisting  of  the  Af.'.  E,\  J.  E.  Harding,  Grand  Z.,  the 
JL'.  £.'.  J.  Ross  Robertson,  Grand  H,  and  the  B.',  E.'.  M.  Walsh,  Grand  J., 
with  eleven  Grand  Superintendents  of  Districts,  and  the  Representatives  of  sixty- 
nine  chartered  Chapters,  thirty-six  representatives  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions, 
were  present;  among  which  we  note  thei2.'.  E,\  Samuel  Wesley  Baine,  Rep- 
resentative of  California. 

The  Grand  Z.  in  his  report  announced  the  issuance  of  seven  dispensations  for 
the  formation  of  new  Chapters.  He  had  no  decisions  of  imiK^rtance  to  communi- 
cate, and  had  made  a  general  visitation  of  the  Chapters  of  the  jurisdiction.  He 
compliments  the  Grand  Superintendents  upon  their  efficiency,  and  expresses  his 
great  satisfaction  at  the  laiig^  increase  in  their  numbers,  which  he  attributes  to 
their  loyal  service. 

The  Grand  Superintendents  reported  the  condition  of  the  several  districts, 
which  reports  were  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  their  consideration. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  were S  3,692  37 

The  disbursements  for  the  year  were 1,987  80 

Balance  in  Treasury 4,708  67 

With  total  assets  of 21,708  67 

The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  in  his  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Superintendents  of  Districts  and  the  general  condition  of  the  Royal  Arch  Craft, 
says  : — 

*'  Speaking  generally  of  the  prospects  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  district,  I 
would  say  they  are  bright.    I  thmk  the  Craft  has  entered  an  era  of  prosperity."

On  Correspondence,  the  twenty-seventh  Annual  Report  is  presented  by  the 
M. '.  B.  *.  Henry  Robertson,  Chairman,  and  is  an  elaborate  review  of  the  legisla- 
tion of  forty-six  Grand  Chapters.  Comp.  Robertson  is  a  veteran  whose  best 
recommendation  is  his  good,  square  work.  California  is  fraternally  noticed,  the 
Address  of  Grand  High  Priest  W.  B.  Davis  commended,  and  the  legislation  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  approved.  Comp.  Robertson  quotes  our  action  upon  the 
question  of  life  membership  without  comment.  By  the  by,  we  hope  to  solve  that 
problem  in  the  near  future,  Comp.  R.

Under  Maine,  Comp.  R.,  after  quoting  Comp.  Drummond  on  jurisdiction, 
saya: — 

"Foreig[n  Grand  Bodies  do  not  recojg^nize  the  North  American  doctrine  of  ex- 
clusive territorial  jurisdiction  over  candidates.  They  are  willing  to  confer  the  de- 
grees, and  habitually  do  so,  upon  worthy  men,  no  matter  whether  they  live  in  the 
country  or  not,  and  there  is  nothing  in  their  Constitution  to  forbid  their  so  doing. 
These  JVIasons  are  not  *  clandestine,'  they  are  regularly  made  Masons.  We  may 
refuse  to  admit  them  to  our  Masonic  Bodies,  but  tnat  does  not  affect  the  regularity 
of  their  making.  It  is  simply  a  personal  intimation  that  the  one  so  refused  ad- 
mission is  in  some  way  objectionable  to  our  membership,  and  it  may  be  taken  as  a 
slight  hint  to  the  foreign  Bodies  that  we  have  a  rule  that  makes  a  candidate  apply 
where  he  is  best  known,  and  that  we  propose  to  have  it  observed  as  far  as  pos- 
sible." 

The  Af.'.  E,\  J.  Koss  Robertson  was  elected  Grand  Z.;  the  M.\  E.\  Thomas 
Sargknt,  Toronto,  Grand  Scribe  £.

COLOBADO. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Colorado  held  its  twentieth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Denver  September  20,  1894.— Af.'.  E.\  Henrt  T.  West,  Grand  High 
Priest,  R. '.  E. '.  Ed.  C.  Parmelbe  Grand  Secretary.  Twenty-nine  Chapters,  out 
of  thirty  in  the  jurisdiction,  were  represented.  There  were  present  seven  Past 
Grand  High  Priests  and  the  Representatives  of  twenty-two  sister  jurisdictions. 
California's  representative  non  est. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  welcoming  the 
assembled  companions,  and  asking  from  Him  who  led  the  children  out  of  captivity 
a  blessing  upon  their  labors,  he  congratulates  them  that  although  the  Angel  of 
Death  had  been  busy  among  their  companions  throughout  the  nation,  they  had 
been  wonderfully  spared,  and  no  officer  of  the  Grand  Chapter  had  been  taken 
from  his  earthly  duties.  While  they  have  been  blessed,  however,  many  mighty 
ones  have  fallen  by  the  way,  and  the  altars  of  sister  jurisdictions  are  clothed  in 
mourning. 

The  Committee  on  Necnology  will  consider  and  report  upon  the  action  to  be 
taken  in  honor  of  the  illustrious  dead. 

A  dispensation  was  granted  for  the  formation  of  one  new  Chapter. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  the  unusual  report  that  he  had  visited  every  one 
of  the  thirty-one  Chapters  in  the  jurisdiction ;  to  accomplish  this  he  had  consumed 
fifty-six  days  and  traveled  over  four  thousand  miles.    He  says : — 

*'  I  believe  it  was  time  well  spent,  and  that  good  has  been  done.  How  much 
of  good  the  representatives  of  the  several  Cha^Jters  can  say  better  than  I.  To 
them  I  leave  it.  I  have,  however,  such  confidence  in  the  results  from  a  general 
visitation  b^  the  Grand  High  Priest  or  other  Grand  Officers,  that  I  recommend 
that  such  visitation  be  made  the  duty,  rather  than  *  authorized '  merely,  as  it 
now  is." 

All  right,  Comp.  West  ;  we  predict,  however,  that  it  will  be  many  a  day  before 
the  example  set  by  you  in  this  matter  will  be  equaled.  It  is  worthy  of  a  gold 
medal. 

He  gives  an  interesting  report  of  the  doings  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  at 
its  last  session,  held  at  Topeka,  ELansas,  in  August  last. 
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Past  Grand  High  Priest  E.  N.  L.  Foster  moved  and  the  Grand  Chapter 
resolved  :— 

"That  the  Grand  Koyal  Arch  Chapter  of  Colorado  hereby  extends  fraternal 
greeting  and  recognition  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
New  South  Wales  as  a  regularly  constituted  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  and  welcomes  it  into  fellowship." 

Comp.  FosTRB  also  made  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : — 

"Your committee,  to  whom  was  referred  at  your  last  session  the  matter  of  the 
letters  and  characters  upon  the  Keystone  and  Ark,  respectfully  submit  that  with 
regard  to  the  former,  their  reading  is  fully  settled  by  the  ritual  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  which  has  been  adopted  by  this  Grand  Chapter,  and,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  the  interpretation  there  given  is  the  true  one. 

"Your  committee  recommends  that  the  several  Subordinate  Chapters  of  this 
jurisdiction  be  required  to  have  their  Arks  properly  inscribed,  so  that  all  may  be 
uniform,  and  that  the  method  of  reading  those  mystic  characters  be  explained  to 
the  candidates  by  the  Hi^h  Priest  after  they  have  received  the  principal  secrets  of 
this  degree.  They  submit,  as  a  part  of  this  report,  a  diagram  of  the  characters  to 
l)e  used  upon  the  Ark,  together  with  the  necessary  explanation,  but,  being  esoteric, 
it  18  made  verbally." 

We  take  the  following  paragraph  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence, which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter.  We  have  a  similar  provision  in 
our  General  Regulations.  It  simplifies  legislation  and  prevents  possible  friction 
between  the  bodies : — 

"75.  (66.)  The  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  Laws  and  Resolutions  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado,  in  all  essential  respects,  where  there  is  no  conflict 
between  it  and  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  shall  be  the  rules 
and  regulations  by  which  the  action  of  the  Subordinate  Chapters  of  this  jurisdic- 
tion shall  be  governed." 

Order  op  Hioh  Pbiesthgod. 

The  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  met  in  Annual  Convention 
in  the  City  of  Denver,  September  20,  1894,— Af.*.  E,\  Lawbenob  U.  Grebnleap, 
President,  E.\  Ed.  C.  Parhelee,  Recorder. 

The  Grand  Council  was  opened  in  Ample  Form.  Ten  companions,  High 
Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  were  received  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of 
High  Priesthood.     The  officers  were  re-elected.    Council  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Chairman  £.  L. 
N.  Foster,  who  gives  a  review  of  the  doings  of  all  the  Royal  Arch  Bodies  in  North 
America,  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States ;  and,  although 
there  is  a  decided  dearth  of  questions  for  discussion,  Comp.  Foster  manages  to 
give  us  not  only  an  interesting  but  a  very  full  report. 

Under  Arizona,  he  sorrowfully  deposits  his  sprig  of  acacia  upon  the  coffin  of 
our  late  friend  and  brother,  Liohthizeb,  and  joins  in  the  general  mourning  for  his 
sad  departure. 

Under  California,  Comp.  Foster  notes  the  absence  of  our  Grand  High  Priest, 
M.\  E.\  Charles  R.  Gritman,  from  his  seat  in  the  East,  and  the  conducting  of 
the  session  under  the  supervision  of  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Elli- 
son L.  Crawford.  Yes,  Comp.  Foster,  the  shadow  of  death  had  enveloped  the 
form  of  our  beloved  Grithan  at  the  time  of  our  convocation ;  yet  we  hoped  he 
might  be  spared  to  us  for  a  little  while ;  we  were  hardly  prepared,  on  the  four- 
teenth day  of  the  ensuing  month,  to  hear  the  sorrowful  message — "Past  Grand 
Master  and  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Charles  Ray  Gritman  is  dead." 

Under  the  District  of  Columbia  he  brings  to  the  funeral  altar  another  guest, 
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Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  High  Priest  John  Mills  Bbownb,  for  the 
last  fifteen  years  a  resident  of  Washington,  D.  C.  A  brief  sketch  of  his  useful 
and  eventful  life  is  given  by  Grand  High  Priest  Walker  in  his  address  to  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

*'To  the  past  go  more  dead  faces,  every  year." 

Comp.  Foster  gives  a  courteous  approval  of  the  opinions  of  the  writer  on  the 
several  topics  reviewed  by  him  in  his  report  of  last  year.    Thanks,  Bro.  Foster. 

Under  Connecticut,  he  pays  this  well  deserved  tribute  to  our  friend  and  corre- 
spondent, Joseph  Kelly  Wheeler  :— 

"Since  writing  our  report,  but  before  it  has  passed  into  the  printer's  hands,  we 
have  learned  that/2.'.  £'.*.  Companion  Joseph  K.  Wheeler,  for  seventeen  years 
Grand  Secretary,  has  been  met  oy  the  inexorable  enemy  before  whom  all  must  fall, 
and  has  gone  to  his  reward.  He  was  elected  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodfire 
May  8,  1867 ;  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  May  7,  1867;  of  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil May  7,  1867;  and  Recorder  of  the  Grand  Coramandery  of  K.  T.  March  21, 
1882.  He  die-l  October  10, 1894.  A  zealous,  good  and  useful  member  of  the  Craft, 
his  loss  will  be  greatly  felt  by  the  Fraternity  of  Connecticut.  To  that  jurisdiction 
Colorado  offers  its  sympathy. 

Under  Michigan  he  mentions  a  record-breaker  in  the  person  of  High  Priest 
Ross  Brown,  who  exalted  thirty-six  in  one  day,    Comp.  Foster  says : — 

*'It  is  probably  true  that  this  is  a  record-breaker;  but  going  through  the 
degrees  by lifrhtning  express  on  vestibule  trains  is  not  an  impressive  ceremony; 
and,  unless  there  is  some  very  urgent  reason,  we  believe  the  conferring  in  a  less 
hasty  manner  is  better  for  the  Craft.*' 

All  of  which  we  heartily  endorse. 

The  3/. '.  E.  \  Alphonse  A.  Burnand  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
R, '.  E. '.  £d.  C.  Parmelee  was  re« elected  Grand  Secretary.  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence :  Comp.  Ernest  L.  PI.  Foster,  Denver. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  Denver,  September 
10,  1895. 

CONNBCTIOUT. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut  held  its  ninety-sixth  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  city  of  Hartford  May  8,  1894,— the  M,\  E.\  Samuel  Bassett,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  R.\  E.\  Joseph  K.  Wheeler,  Grand  Secretsry.  Thirty-six  Chapters 
were  represented.  There  were  also  present  eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and 
the  Representatives  of  twenty-seven  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Chapter  attract  the  reader  with  an  elegant  steel 
portrait  of  the  A/.'.  E,'.  Samuel  Basskit,  Grand  High  Priest,  who  delivered  his 
Annual  Address,  in  which  he  reported  his  visitations  of  the  subordinates  and 
their  condition.  He  issued  but  four  special  dispensations,  and  appointed  fiverepre- 
sentatives  to  sister  Grand  Chapters— the  business  of  the  session  was  entirely  of 
local  interest. 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  King  and  Scribe  also  presented  reports  of 
visitations  made  by  them,  with  the  condition  of  the  Chapters  visited. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported  no  business. 

The  following  resolution  was  submitted  and  adopted : — 

**  Jiesolved^  That  no  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  this  jurisdiction,  of  thirty  years  good 
and  regular  standing,  shall  be  subject  to  discipline  for  non-payment  of  dues  ;  and 
no  Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  per  capita  tax  to  the 
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Grand  Chapter  upon  any  of  its  members  who  have  been  thirty  years  in  Sfood  and 
regular  standing,  or  who  have  left  the  jurisdiction  and  not  been  heard  from  for 
five  preceding  years." 

All  resolutions  inconsistent  with  the  above  are  repealed.

Ordbr  of  High  Pribsthood. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  High  Priests  of  Connecticut  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Hartford  May  7,  1894,— the  Af.'.  Tj,\  Comp.  H.  H.  Green,  President,  M,\  E.\ 
Comp.  Charles  W.  Skiff,  E.  T.  and  Recorder. 

There  was  a  full  attendance  of  members,  and  twelve  companions  possessing  the 
necessary  qualifications  were  elected,  admitted  and  coniSecrated  to  the  Order  of 
High  Priesthood. 

The  usual  business  was  transacted  and  the  following  action  had  : — 

"  The  subject  matter  of  the  Convention  of  the  Presidents  of  the  several  Grand 
Conventions  and  Councils  of  Anointed  High  Priests,  at  the  time  of  the  stated 
Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  at  Topeka, 
Kansas,  in  1894,  laid  over  at  the  last  Grand  Convention  for  consideration  this 
year,  was  taken  up,  and  it  was  voted  that  P.  M.  E.  P.  Comp.  John  H.  Barlow 
be  appointed  to  represent  this  Grand  Convention  therein." 

Having  completed  the  business  before  the  Convention,  the  Convention  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  John 
H.  Barlow,  of  Skelton,  who  makes  this  his  seventeenth  Annual  Report.  Our 
companion  expresses  in  mournful  words  his  sorrow  at  the  calling  from  labor  of  so 
many  companions  with  whom  he  has  held  communion  upon  matters  of  interest  to 
the  Royal  Craft  for  many  years.  The  shadows  of  Comp's  Brown,  Patton  and 
Innes  are  near  him  in  his  hours,  both  of  labor  and  refreshment,  and  causes  him  to 
petition  a  kind  providence  to  spare  for  a  time  those  who  are  left. 

Comp.  Barlow  reviews  the  proceedings  of  fifty  Grand  Bodies.  He  finds  har- 
mony existing  in  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  organization,  although  the  usual 
increase  of  numbers  has  been  generally  lessened  by  the  prevailing  distress  in  all 
the  business  channels  of  the  coimtry.  He  finds,  however,  and  so  say  we  all,  that  no 
*'  burning  question  "  demands  the  attention  of  the  correspondence  guild,  and  in 
consequence  the  correspondent's  labors  are  unusually  light.

"  We  are  reminded  of  the  Master  of  a  certain  Lodge,  not  very  proficient  in  the 
lectures  and  histories,  when  arriving  at  tbat  point  would  usually  say  to  the  candi- 
dates, 'there  is  a  lecture  connected  with  this  degree,  buljowing  to  the  latenssa  of 
the  bonr  ve  shall  be  compelled  to  omit  it,'  and  this  eiplanntion  was  usually  given 
whether  the  hour  was  eight  or  eleven.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Delaware  held  its  twenty-seventh  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  city  of  Wilmington  January  16,  1895.  Four  Chapters  were  represented. 
Eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present,  with  the  representatives  of  twenty- 
one  sister  jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form.  A  portrait  of  Grand  High 
Priest  EccENE  M asset  prefaces  this  volume. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  an  acknowledg- 
ment to  the  Supreme  Ruler  for  the  blessings  of  the  year,  he  called  the  attention 
of  the  assembled  companions  to  the  loss  of  eight  beloved  companions,  who  had 
crossed  the  dark  river  and  passed  to  eternal  rest. 

He  also  extended  the  sympathy  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Delaware  to  sister 
jurisdictions  who  were  mourning  the  loss  of  eminent  and  beloved  companions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  had  but  few  official  acts  to  report  and  no  decisions  to 
submit. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Jacob  F.  Mtnich  recommended  that  a  resolution  be 
passed  by  this  Grand  Chapter,  taking  necessary  steps  to  reorganize  the  Order  of 
High  Priesthood,  and  place  the  same  under  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter.

^*  Resolved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Chapter  that  all  subordinate 
Chapters  of  this  Jurisdiction,  if  bv  them  deemed  expedient,  be  permitted  to  ex- 
empt from  dues  all  companions  who  may  have  been  a  member  id  good  standing  of 
their  respective  Chapters  for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years." 

A  Special  Communication  was  held  January  31,  1895,  for  purposes  of  installa- 
tion. 

Delaware  has  four  Chapters  on  the  roll,  with  a  membership  of  551  Koyal  Arch 
Masons. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Comp.  V.  V.  Harrison.  He  reviews 
forty-four  Grand  Bodies,  and  gives  the  results  of  their  legislation  from  bis  stand- 
point. Comp.  Harrison  says  there  are  no  new  questions  to  awaken  the  interest 
of  correspondent  "disputants,"  and  consequent  peace  and  harmony  prevailed  in 
the  East,  West,  North  and  South. 

In  the  matter  of  Grand  Representatives,  Comp.  Harrison  regards  them  as 
ornamental  rather  than  useful. 

Comp.  Harrison  is  a  firm  believer  in  the  loyalty  due  constituted  authority. 
He  says : — 
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"  We  believe  in  the  entire  sovereignty  of  the  Grand  Hi^h  Priest.  We  believe 
that  he  should  be  selected  for  his  thorough  knowledge  of  Capitular  Masonrv  and 
its  practices  and  his  sound  judgment ;  and  having  selected  him,  he  should  rule  the 
Craft  as  Solomon  ruled  the  Israelites  of  old." 

M.  *.  E. '.  Eugene  Masset  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R. '.  E. '.  James  H. 
Pbice  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.

DI8TBIOT    OF    COI.I7MBIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  the  District  of  Columbia  held  its  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  city  of  Washington  December  12,  1894,— the  M.\  E,\  George  H.  Walker, 
Grand  High  Priest,  R. '.  E.  *.  L.  G.  Stevens,  Grand  Secretary.  Ten  Chapters 
were  represented.  Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present,  with  the 
Representatives  of  forty  sister  jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  the  Annual  Address.  He  asked  the  com- 
panions to  join  him  in  gratitude  to  the  Supreme  Power  above  that  had  protected 
and  guided  them  safely  through  the  past  disastrous  year. 

As  a  mark  of  the  visit  of  the  Great  Destroyer  among  them  he  mentions  the 
death  of  one  well  known  and  dearly  beloved  by  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
California,  our  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  John  Mills 
Browne,  whose  residence  was  transferred  to  WashingUm  seme  fifteen  years  since 
in  consequence  of  promotion  in  government  service  in  the  U.  S.  Naval  Depart- 
ment. Since  residing  in  Washington  he  has  been  a  member  of  and  Grand  Treasurer 
of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  Scottish  Rite. 

Bro.  Browne  was  an  accomplished  Mason,  of  genial  manners  and  qualities, 
which  made  him  attractive  to  acquaintances  and  held  him  **  very  close"  to  inti- 
mate friends.  He  was  very  popular  with  the  Fraternity  as  Grand  Master,  and 
made  frequent  visitations  to  the  Lodges.  As  our  (rrand  High  Priest  he  was 
equally  and  deservedly  popular. 

We  regarded  Comp.  Browne  as  a  splendid  specimen  of  the  American  Free 

Mason  and  accomplished  gentlemen.     Farewell,  dear  Doctor  ;  *'  but  a  little  while 

and  we  shall  follow. 

**  Servant  of  God  well  done ; 
Rest  from  thy  loved  employ ; 
The  battle  fought,  the  victory  won, 
Enter  thy  Master's  joy." 

Comp.  Walkkr  made  a  report  of  the  doings  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  at 
its  recent  sesHion.     Ho  also  says: — 

"  By  invitation  I  attended,  on  the  evening  of  October  2d,  a  reception  given  by 
Afitfiras  Lodge  of  Perfection,  A.  A.  S.  R.,  of  this  city,  in  honor  of  Thomas  H. 
Caswell,  the  Acting  (rrand  Commander  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  who  is  a 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Calif(»rnia,  and  for  years  an  ac- 
tive  worker  in  Capitular  Masonry." 

A  deserved  compliment  to  an  illustrious  Mason  thoroughly  qualifiei,  not  only 
to  lead  the  blind,  but  also  to  impart  information  of  inestimable  value  to  the  in- 
quiring mind  reganling  all  the  departments  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reported  the  visitation  by  him  of  all  the  Chapters  in  the 
jurisdiction  and  their  creditable  condition. 
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Past  General  Grand  High  Priest  Noblb  D.  Larnkr  is  the  representative  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  California  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  District  of  Colnmbia. 

Gomp.  Wm.  R.  Singleton  presents  the  Report  on  Correspondence  in  a  review 
of  forty-five  Grand  Capitular  Bodies.  The  reputation  of  Comp.  Singleton  is  a 
guarantee  of  the  ability  with  which  any  subject  which  may  deserve  his  attention 
will  be  treated;  the  present  paper,  although  unusually  brief,  is  of  the  usual  merit. 

Under  Ari7.ona  he  pauses  to  drop  a  sympathetic  tear  over  the  departure  of  our 
friend  and  correspondent,  Comp.  Lighthizbb,  who  had  been  taken  in  the  prime 
of  bis  manhood  and  the  full  tide  of  usefulness  to  his  eternal  rest.  "  To  the  past 
go  more  dead  faces  every  year." 

Under  California  Comp.  Singleton  makes  no  dissent  to  our  doings,  and  com- 
pliments the  work  of  the  writer,  which  we  appreciate. 

"OA,  the  good  old  timet,**  Comp.  Pabvin  said,  before  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Illinois.  "  I  stand  here  almost  entirely  alone;  all  those  with  whom  I  united  have 
gone." 

Comp.  Singleton  reminds  him:  "Still,  companion,  you  can  look  to  our  little 
jurisdiction  and  find  the  only  one  left  of  that  Grand  Lodge  of  Masonry  of  1841  to 
1843,  who  yet  cherishes  with  the  fondest  remembrance  those  happy  meetings  in  St. 
Louis,  with  Comp.  Parvin  and  many  others  of  Iowa,  Illinois  and  Missouri." 

To  recall  that  little  incident,  Comp.  Singleton,  was  a  real  nice  thing  in  you, 
but  then,  dear  companion,  do  you  know  that  it  reflects  seriously  upon  your  age ; 
too  old  for  the  Eastern  Star,  we  fear. 

Under  Mississippi,  in  response  to  Comp.  Savert  upon  the  matter  of  a  decision 
rendered  by  the  latter  **  upon  the  right  of  a  non-affiliate  to  prefer  charges  against 
an  affiliate,"  Comp.  Singleton  writes  these  words  of  good  advice,  setting  forth 
the  powerful  influence  for  good  of  fraternal  and  kind  treatment  of  the  brother  or 
companion  who,  from  unknown  causes,  had  allowed  himself  to  become  delinquent 
m  the  payment  of  his  dues.  The  policy  of  the  action  herein  advised  should  al- 
ways be  the  governing  motive  in  dealing  with  delinquent  Masons. 

Comp.  Singleton  writes  :— 

"In  response  we  say  we  shall  never  arrive  at  that  'golden  age'  so  long  as 
Masons  are  to  be  treate<l  precisely  as  profanes.  Let  as  within  the  *  vails '  always 
act  fraternally  to  all  our  brethren,  and  the  outsiders  vnll  come  in  and  *  pay  their  just 
dues  to  Lodge  and  Chapter.'  We  believe  that  much  of  the  unaffihation  among 
Lodge  and  Chapter  Mxksons  is  due  to  the  unfratemal  feeling  manifested  by  mem- 
bers who  are  within  the  Lodge  and  Chapter,  and  a  conciliatory  feeling  and  action 
of  the  officers  and  members  will  bring  within  the  fold  those  who  are  without.  We 
write  from  experience  on  this  point,  and  know  of  what  we  affirm.  Some  years 
since  a  brother  of  our  own  Lodf^  who  had  acted  as  Secretary,  went  away  for  a 
while  and  then  returned  to  this  city.  He  was  again  elected  as  Secretary.  Upon 
examination  of  the  books  he  found  a  large  number  of  the  old  members  who  had 
suffered  themselves  to  be  dropped  for  N.  V.  J).  He  remarked  to  us  that  he  would 
get  *  every  one  *  of  them  back,  as  they  were  all  good  men  and  true,  and  that  some 
untoward  circumstances  must  have  caused  them  to  be  thus  placed.  Accordingly, 
in  the  bestspirit,  prompted  by  brotherly  kindness,  he  addressed  to  each  oneafriendly 
letter,  and  the  result  was  that  every  one  of  them  came  forward,  paid  their  dues 
and  were  reinstated." 

We  say  to  those  who  cavil  at  these  dropped  or  unaffiliated  brethren,  "go  thou 
and  do  likewise."  Instead  of  traducing  our  brethren,  let  us  approach  them  in  the 
spirit  of  brotherly  affection,  and  we  guarantee  that  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  we 
shall  reclaim  them. 
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The  M.\  E.\  Frank  L.  Oahpell  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  R,\  B.\ 
Lewis  6.  Stevens  was  elected  Grand  Secretary.

FLORIDA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Florida  held  its  forty-eighth  Annual  Convocation  at 
Jacksonville  May  8,  1894,  the  Af. :  E. '.  Silas  B.  Wright,  Grand  High  Priest, 
the  B.  \  E.  \  William  A.  MoLean  Grand  Secretary.  Twelve  subordinate  Chap- 
ters were  represented,  with  five  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  Representatives 
of  fourteen  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  He  welcomed  the 
companions  in  attendance  upon  the  Annual  Assembly,  and,  after  invoking  the 
blessings  of  the  Great  I  Am  upon  their  labors,  paid  eloquent  and  earnest  tribute 
to  the  eminent  companions  of  sister  jurisdictions  who  had  passed  to  rest  during 
the  year.  Under  the  head  of  decisions  rendered,  the  matters  are  not  important 
and  do  not  warrant  comment. 

The  Chairman  of  Correspondence  presented  the  following,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance : — 

*'The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  fraternally  represent  that  for 
years  past  this  Grand  Chapter  has  not  been  able  to  indulge  in  the  luxury  of  a 
Report  on  Correspondence,  and  though  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  Grand 
Chapter  is  in  better  condition  financially  than  heretofore,  at  the  same  time  your 
committee  cannot  assume  the  responsibility  of  incurring  the  expense  required  in 
the  matter  of  printing  such  a  report,  and  we  therefore  request  that  such  action  be 
taken  in  the  premises  as  may  be  deemed  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

The  Finance  Committee  reported  as  follows : — 

We  have  carefully  consi tiered  the  communication  and  request  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  ("orrespondence  as  to  the  advisability  of  formulating  and  sending  out 
a  report  at  the  present  time,  and  fraternally  submit  that,  while  recognizing  the 
benefits  resulting  from  an  interchange  of  views  and  opinions  upon  important  ques- 
tions arising  in  the  various  jurisdictions,  we  are  admonished  that  the  state  of  our 
finances  will  not  justify  us  in  the  expenditure  of  such  amount  as  would  be  required 
to  defray  the  expense  of  printing  a  report  of  such  magnitude  as  would  reflect 
credit  upon  ourselves  and  do  justice  to  sister  jurisdictions. 

Never  mind  the  *'  magnitude  "  of  your  report,  companions  of  Florida.  Give  us 
a  short  and  sharp  one,  and  our  word  for  it  you  will  instill  new  life  and  vigor  into 
the  Royal  Arch  organization  of  Florida. 

Order  op  High  Priesthood. 

The  Convention  of  High  Priests  of  Florida  met  in  special  convocations  Janu- 
ary 18,  March  5  and  March  16,  and  in  Annual  Convocation  May  9,  1894,  at  which 
eight  companions  ponsessing  the  necessary  qualifications  were  elected,  admitted 
and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  officers  of  the  Convention  are :  Af.\  E.\  Angus  Patkrson,  President; 
Af.'.  >;.*.  William  A.  McLean  liecorder. 

After  transacting  the  usual  business  the  Convention  closed  in  Solemn  Form. 
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M.  \  E.  \  William  M.  McIntosh  was  elected  Grand  High  Prieiit ;  R.  *.  E. '. 
William  A.  McLean  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Jacksonville  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  May,  1895. 

GEOBGIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Georgia  held  its  seventy-second  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  City  of  Macon  AprQ  25,  1894,— the  M.\  E.\  Jamks  W.  Taylor,  Grand  Hiprh 
Priest,  R, '.  E.  \  Andrew  M.  Wolihin,  Grand  Secretary.  Ninety-two  chartered 
Chapters  and  five  under  dispensation  were  represented.  Twenty-one  Grand 
Representatives  of  sister  jurisdictions  and  two  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were 
present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  W.  S. 
Ramsay,  Grand  Chaplain. 

Past  Grand  ^i^h  Priest  Wiluam  M.  Petrie,  of  Sacramento,  represents  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Georgia  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address—an  able  and  interesting 
paper,  comprehensive  in  its  treatment  of  the  various  subjects  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance to  the  capitular  oi^anization,  full  of  earnest  counsel  to  the  assembled 
companions,  and  expressing  a  sublime  faith  in  the  continued  progress  and  final 
triumph  of  the  principles  underlying  the  great  fabric  of  the  Royal  Arch.  After 
invoking  the  blessing  of  the  "  Great  I  Am  "  upon  the  results  of  the  session,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  pay,  in  language  of  mournful  eloquence,  the  tribute  of  fraternal  love  and 
affection  to  the  memory  of  the  illustrious  John  S.  Davidson,  one  of  the  brightest 
jewels  in  Capitular  Masonry.     Listen  to  his  eloquent  words : — 

**0n  the  morning  of  March  eleventh,  while  the  bells  were  chiming  to  assemble 
the  thousands  to  their  respective  temples  of  worship,  peace  reigning  over  the  cit^, 
hearts  divested  of  all  cares  of  busy  secular  life,  the  pickaxe,  crow  and  spade  laid 
aside,  no  premonition  of  impending  calamitv,  the  angel  of  God,  commissioned  to 
convey  good  tiding  from  earth  to  the  glory-land,  took  his  message  from  Augusta  to 
Heaven,  proclaiming  to  the  sentinel  guarding  the  portals  to  the  divine  sanctuary, 
*  throw  wide  the  doors  and  open  the  everlasting  gates,  for  the  soul  of  that  grand 
and  good  man,  John  S.  Davidson,  is  preparing  to  renounce  his  allegiance  to  mor- 
tality, and  the  world  of  sickness,  sorrow,  and  death,  and  espouse  the  grand  state 
of  immortality  and  never-ending  felicity : '  and,  companions,  close  in  tne  wake  of 
this  messen^er-angel  his  spirit  was  wafting  its  way  to  Heaven,  and  the  gates  of 
paradise  having  been  thrown  wide  open,  the  mighty  sanctified  throng  that  had 
preceded  him,  standing  ready  with  outstretched  arms  to  receive  their  own,  and  with 
a  renewed  shout  of  joy,  welcome  the  liberated  captive  to  the  eternal  home  of  the 
good  ;  and  while  we  are  here  with  the  cares  of  life  upon  us,  the  immortal  John 
S.  Davidson  is  freed  from  all  pain  and  toil,  basking  in  the  light  of  a  more  nerfect 
day,  viewing  from  the  battlements  of  Heaven  the  grand  and  glorious  work  done 
while  in  the  flesh  with  joy  and  happiness.  Conscious  of  having  performed  his 
mission  on  earth  well,  and  gone  hence  with  the  love  and  approbation  of  compan- 
ions and  fellow- man,  with  whom  he  came  in  contact,  and  his  work  approved  of 
God. 

"  His  life  was  a  grand  success,  achieving  honor  and  fame  without  a  struggle,  but 
by  ever  pursuing  the  paths  of  virtue  and  uprighteousness,  never  swerving  from  the 
path  of  duty  to  God,  his  neighbor  and  himself. 

"  He  was  a  veritable  Moses,  leading  the  flock  safely  through  all  dangers,  and  by 
precept  and  example  to  overcome  all  obstacles,  presenting  themselves  to  retard  the 
progress  of  all  the  virtues  necessary  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  his  fellow-men. 
If  turbulent  waters  of  adversity  loomed  up  before  the  Craft  to  prevent  its  onward 
march  to  success,  he  but  stretched  out  his  arm  of  wisdom,  the  waters  divided  and 
they  passed  through  dry  shod,  sprinkled  with  the  spray  of  faith  and  confidence. 
If  they  became  athirst,  he  but  smote  the  rock  of  reason,  and  living  waters  of 
purity  and  intelligence  gushed  forth  to  moisten  the  lips  of  investigation  for  truth 
and  knowledge,  and  invigorate  and  strengthen  the  mind  of  research,  and,  thank 
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God,  he  was  able  to  view  the  promised  land — the  land  of  peace  and  prosperity  he 
wrought  BO  faithfully  for,  and  to-day  the  prosperity  of  the  grand  old  Order  of 
Faith,  Hope  and  Charity  is  a  prominent  gem  in  bis  crown  of  glory. 

**  He  was  ever  faithful  to  his  friends  and  lenient  and  foi^iving  to  his  foes.  Ele- 
gant in  his  conception  of  thought,  and  brilliant  in  its  rendition,  enthnsincr  multi- 
tudes, as  one  man,  with  his  learning  and  eloquence,  and  none  ever  came  in  contact 
with  him  or  heeded  the  words  of  wisdom  that  fell  from  his  lips,  but  were  benefited. 

'*  But,  alas  !  he  is  to  be  with  us  no  more  on  earth — never  to  listen  to  his  warn- 
ing  voice  at  the  approach  of  danger— never  to  see  his  manly  form,  so  elastic  and 
elegant,  when  he  visited  our  assemblies — never  to  feel  his  friendly  grip  as  he 
clasped  our  hands  in  fraternal  fellowship,  but,  companions,  he  has  left  upon  the 
great  trestleboard  life  designs  as  lasting  as  time,  and,  when  time  is  no  more,  will 
be  transmitted  co  eternity.  Can  we  forget  his  teachings,  his  generous,  imnulsive 
spirit,  his  manly  bearing,  his  chaste  language  and  profound  learning?  Never. 
ISo.  When  the  Manons  of  Georgia  f<)rget  John  S.  I)AViDfiON,  the  sun  will  hide 
its  face  in  shame  and  the  stars  blush  at  the  perfidy  of  man.  May  we  all  be  better 
Masons  by  his  having  lived,  and  may  the  great  '  I  am '  raise  up  another  Joshua  to 
assume  command  ana  lead  the  children  of  light  on  to  nobler  and  grander  achieve- 
ments." • 

In  reporting  his  official  acts  the  following  decisions  come  so  near  defining  Cali- 
fornia law  and  practice  that  we  can't  help  quoting ;  the  only  chance  for  a  different 
expression  might  occur  from  the  fact  that  wo  have  a  code  for  the  trial  of  High 
Priests  by  a  commission  appointed  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  or  the  Grand  High 
Priest,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  High  Priests,  etc. : — 

1st.  Can  a  Chapter  entertain  the  application  of  a  Master  Mason  in  good 
standing,  whose  membership  is  in  another  State,  though  he  lives  in  Georgia  ? 

Held  :  It  can.  Masonry  is  universal,  and  a  symbolic  Mason  in  good  standing 
in  any  other  State  is  equally  in  good  standing  in  Georgia. 

2d.  Can  a  Chapter  of  Koyal  Arch  Masons  affiliate  a  companion  holding  a 
dimit,  who  is  suspended  from  his  Lodge? 

Held :  It  cannot.  A  Mason  suspended  from  his  Lodge  stands  suspended 
from  all  the  benefits  of  (^apitular  Masonry. 

3d.  Does  the  suspension  of  a  member  from  his  Lodge  in  another  State  work 
a  suspension  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Georgia,  holding  a  dimit? 

Held  :  It  does.  A  dimitted  Royal  Arch  Mason  is  subject  to  the  same  disci- 
pline as  a  regular  member,  and  any  punishment  inflicted  by  Symbolic  Masonry 
extends  to  the  Chapter,  without  trial.  However,  if  the  penalty  inflicted  by  the 
Lodge,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Cha])ter,  is  inadequate,  the  Chapter  can  prefer 
charged,  try  the  companion,  and  inflict  a  greater,  but  not  less,  ])unishment. 

4th.     Can  a  Chapter  try  its  High  Priest  for  unmasonic  conduct? 

Held  :  It  cannot.  While  we  have  no  written  law  upon  the  subject  directly, 
in  the  absence  of  such  law  we  must  conform  to  the  law  of  Symbolic  Masi>nry. 
H^nce,  in  cane  the  High  Priest  is  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct,  the  Chapter  can 
prefer  charges,  when  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  have  him 
tried  by  nine  Past  or  Present  High  Priests. 

The  Finance  Committee,  among  other  matters,  reported  that- 
Owing  to  the  arduous  duties  devolved  upon  the  Grand  Secretary  by  the  con- 
stant increase  in  the  number  of  Chapters  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  the 
activity  of  the  Order  in  Georgia,  we  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be 
authori /od  to  employ  a  private  Secretary,  at  a  salary  of  three  hundred  dollars  per 


annum." 


And  furthermore  that- 


i( 


We  feel  much  gratification  in  being  able  to  again  state  that  Capitular  Ma- 
sonry in  (ioorgia  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  This  continuous  growth  i«  healthy, 
and  promiwH  to  Im>  a  lanting  one.  The  zeal  and  activity  displayed  throughout 
the  State,  the  intoreHt  taken  by  the  members,  the  faithful,  true  and  good  work 
done  by  the  (ttficers  of  our  Grand  Chapter,  is  a  source  of  satiHfaction  and  pleasure 
to  every  Chapter  M:^on,  and  we  feel  that  thanks  are  due  to  all  thnnigh  whose 
instrumentality  this  great  success  has  been  brought  about. 
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Their  report  and  recommendations  were  approved  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 
Companion  J.  L.  Brown  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution: 

**  Companion  Jdlios  L.  Brown  moves  to  amend  Section  2,  Article  I,  of  the 
Constitution  by  adding  the  words  after  the  words  'Grand  Secretary,'  where  they 
occur,  the  following:  'And  none  of  them  except  the  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand 
Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  eligible  to  re-election  to  the  positions  they 
then  hold,'  so  that  the  section  as  amended  shall  read  : 

Section  2.    This  Grand  Chapter  shall  consist : 

"  Of  a  Grand  High  Priest,  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  King,  Grand 
Scribe,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  Grand  Secretary,  and  none  of 
them  except  the  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  Grand  Secretary  shall  be 
eligible  to  re-election  to  the  positions  they  then  hold;  all  Past  Grand  High 
Priests,  Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests,  Past  Grand  Kings,  and  Past  Grand 
Scribes." 

On  the  call  of  Chapters,  it  was  laid  on  the  table  by  a  vote  of  156  to  50.  We 
conclude  by  that  vote  that  the  companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Georgia 
appreciate  the  services  of  competent,  experienced,  and  accomplished  officers.

Council  op  High  Priests. 

The  Council  of  High  Priests  of  Georgia  met  in  Convention  in  the  city  of 
Macon  April  25,  1894, — A.  M.  Lambdin,  Excellent  President,  A.  M.  Wolihin 
Excellent  Recorder. 

Twenty-four  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  having 
been  elected,  were  introduced,  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood. 

The  President  stated  that  it  was  the  desire  of  several  sister  jurisdictions  that  a 
Convention  of  the  Presidents  of  the  Council  of  High  Priesthood  be  held  at  Tope- 
ka,  at  the  Triennial  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Comp.  A.  M.  Wolihin,  and  the  Council  resolved, 
that  this  Council  be  represented  in  said  Convention,  and  that  our  President  be 
appointed  as  delegate. 

The  business  of  the  Convention  being  concluded,  Convention  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  the  Chairman,  R. '.  E. '.  and 
Rev.  W.  S.  Rausat.  The  report  is  an  excellent  one  and  full  of  interest  to  every 
lover  of  the  Royal  Craft  wherever  located.  Comp.  Ramsay  reviews  the  proceed- 
ings of  forty-one  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapters,  giving  a  digest  of  their  legislation, 
with  his  comments  upon  such  action  as  may  be  of  general  importance  to  the  Ma- 
sonic world. 

Under  California  he  writes  approvingly  of  the  report  of  Grand  High  Priest 
William  B.  Davis  and  his  recommendations,  compliments  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Comp.  Caswell,  and  notices  kindly  the  efforts  of  this  writer  as  Chairman  of  Cor- 
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respondenoe.    He  reports  oar  action  on  the  proposition  of  life  membership  with- 
out comment. 

Under  the  District  of  Columbia  he  writes  these  truthful  words  of  that  accom- 
plished and  learned  Masonic  scholar,  Gomp.  W.  R.  Singleton  :— 

"  Gomp.  W.  R.  Singleton,  of  course,  presents  the  Report  on  Gorrespondence. 
He  knows  how  to  condense,  puttinci:  into  a  report  of  forty-four  pages  forty-seven 
Grand  Jurisdictions.  Georgia  receives  her  measured  share.  He  can  say  much  in 
a  very  few  words,  and  does  not  need  as  much  space  as  some  we  wot  of.  But, 
really,  what  he  does  say  is  so  well  said,  and  shows  such  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  subjects  under  review,  that  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  he  does  not  extract 
more,  comment  more  and  amplify  for  information  of  the  companions  who  look  to 
him  for  instruction  from  his  reports. 

Under  Iowa  Gomp.  Ramsat  gives  expression  to  a  prediction  that  will  prove 
itself  in  the  near  future  unless  all  signs  fail.  We  will  wait  with  confidence  in  the 
result.    He  says  : — 

"A  committee  was  appointed  to  revise  the  ritual  for  the  cryptic  degrees  fo^ 
that  jurisdiction.  If  that  committee  will  wait  a  few  years  we  predict  it  will  have 
nothing  to  report,  the  right  to  confer  those  degrees  having  gone  mto  the  hands  of 
the  Grand  Council,  where  it  rightly  helongs.  The  counsel  of  such  advisers  as 
Parvin  and  the  others  who  espouse  the  cause  of  a  Grand  Council  in  Iowa,  will 
sooner  or  later  prevail." 

And  of  Maine's  great  *' Masonic  jurist"  he  speaks  the  opinion  of  Masons 
everywhere  in  the  following  words  of  commendation : — 

"Most  Excellent  Companion  Johiah  Drummond,  as  formerly,  famished  the 
Report  on  Gorresuondence.  He  is  by  far  the  best  fitted  for  work  of  this  kind  of 
an^  companion  wno  comes  under  our  review.  He  is  thoroughly  informed,  a  clear 
thinker,  a  close  reasoner,  and  withal  enjoys  a  tilt  with  his  literary  lance.  No 
labor  is  too  arduous  for  him  if,  by  research,  he  can  sustain  his  position.  He  is 
rightfully  regarded  as  authority  on  Masonic  usage,  law  and  history.  His  reports, 
if  preserved,  will  be  useful  for  reference  in  after  years." 

Gomp.  Ramsat  has  set  before  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Georgia  a  literary 
treat,  such  a  paper  as  should  be  placed  in  the  household  library  of  every  com  pan- 
ion  in  that  great  State.  The  return  for  the  necessary  outlay  would  be  incalcula- 
ble. We  believe  in  Masonic  education,  and  what  plan  could  be  so  effective  as  the 
thorough  dissemination  of  the  writings  of  Companions  Taylor  and  Ramsay,  con- 
tained in  this  Georgia  volume. 

The  3/. '.  A\ '.  James  W.  Taylor  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  the  E, '. 
£.'.  Andrew  M.  Wolihin  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Macon  April  24,  1895. 

a,',  E.\  Comp.  W.  S.  Ramsay,  Dublin,  is  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence. 

ILLINOIS. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  TUinois  held  its  forty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  In  the  city 
of  Chicago,  October  25,  1894.— the  M,\  K\  J.  W.  Hutohinrok.  Grand  High  Priest, 
J?.'.  Gil.  W.  Bahnaro,  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  seventy-one  Chapters 
were  represented.  Eighteen  Past  Qrand  High  Priests,  and  forty-two  Representa- 
tives of  sister  Qraad  Jarisdictions  were  present,  including  Oalifornia. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Qbo.  W.  Cubtiss  represents  California  near  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Illinois. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  earnest  words,  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the 
Msembled  companions.    He  called  attention,  in  eloquent,  but  sorrowful  language. 
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to  the  Qnuflaal  namber  of  emiDent  companions  from  their  own  and  siBterjarisdic- 
tions  who  had  been  anmmoned  by  the  Grim  Messenger  daring  the  year  and  had 
passed  from  the  circle  of  their  companionship  forever.  He  reported  his  visitations 
and  that  they  were  not  as  namerons  as  he  had  desired.  His  decisions  were  of  local 
importance  only. 

Reports  were  received  from  the  Grand  Officers  referring  to  the  condition  of  the 
districts  assigned  to  their  sopervision. 

M,\  £*.Thko.  S.  Pabvin  being  present,  was  introdaced  by  M.\  E.\  Oomp.GEO. 
M.  MouLTON  and  received  with  the  Grand  Honors.  In  response  thereto  that  veteran 
companion  made  an  eloquent  address. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  the  receipts  for  the  year  at  $10,665.24. 

The  Grand  Chapter 

**Resiilvedt  That  this  Grand  Chajpter  gladly  recognizes  the  Supreme  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  New  Sonih  Wales,  and  welcomes  it  to  a  place  among 
the  Grand  Chapters  of  the  Royal  Craft." 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  reports  from  Oomp.  Wm.  A.  Wentz,  Representa- 
tive  of  Illinois  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland,  also  one  from  Oomp.  Franklin 
H.  Day,  Representative  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California,  which  were  read  and 
received  with  approval. 

Illinois  nambers  one  hundred  and  eighty-fonr  active  Chapters,  with  a  member- 
ship of  15,846  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

M.\  E,\  Oomp.'GBOBGS  A.  Pbttiobbw,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Ohapter 
of  South  Dakota,  was  introdaced  and  welcomed  by  ihe  Grand  High  Priest.  Oomp. 
PBTTioasw  responded  in  eloquent  terms. 

The  retiring  Grand  High  Priest  was  presented  with  a  beautiful  Past  Grand  High 
Priest's  Jewel. 

Illinois  has  twenty-two  living  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  of  which  number  M.\  E.\ 
Oomp.  John  M.  Pearson,  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  ranks  as  third.  May  he 
continue  to  abide  with  his  companions  and  pass  many  yearly  "  mile  stones"  in  the 
next  century. 

Obdeb  of  High  Pbibsthood. 

The  Grand  Council  of  High  Priests  convened  during  the  session  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  and  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

M,\  E,\  LoTAL  L.  MuNN,  President ;  M.\  E.\  Jambs  A.  Hawlby,  Recorder  and 
Treasurer. 

Thirty-eight  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  were  ad- 
mitted and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

An  election  was  held  for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion  Comps.  Munn,  Smith  and  Pbabbon  were  appointed  a  committee  to  ar- 
range with  the  Grand  Chapter  to  have  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  the  first  day  of 
the  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  set  aside  for  the  conferring  of  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood.    The  CoancU  was  then  closed. 

Oomp.  John  M.  Pearson,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  and  Chairman  of  Correspond- 
ence, presented  the  report,  in  which  he  reviews  the  doings  of  fifty-one  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Bodies.  He  writes  with  the  confidence  of  a  veteran— with  a  knowledge  founded 
on  experience. 

In  his  notice  of  Alabama,  Oomp.  Pbabson  says:— 

"'A  beautiful  Past  Grand  High  Priest's  Jewel,  accompanied  by  appropriate 
and  eloquent  remarks,'  was  formally  presented  to  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Jambs  E. 
Bbox.  He '  graciously '  accepted  it.  Of  course  he  did.  We  seldom  hear  of  a  re- 
fusal—only one  that  we  now  recall.  This  practice  of  'Jeweling'  Past  Officers  is 
growing.    When  we  first  submitted  twenty-five  years  ago,  we  felt  lonesome,  and 
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viewed  the  proceeding  somewhat  as  the  small  bov  does  vaccinatioD.  Now  if  this 
thing  goes  on  some  of  onr  younger  companions  will,  before  long,  carry  as  many 
jewels  as  a  first-olass  Elgin  watch." 

Under  Arizona,  he  writes  :— 

'*  The  Report  on  C6rre9pondence  was  commenced  by  Oomp.  Habby  B.  Light- 
HIZEB,  bat  before  completing  the  work  he  was  called  to  report  in  the  spirit  to  the 
Bupreme  Grand  Chapter,  where,  sooner  or  later,  we  most  all  appear.  His  loss  will 
be  deeply  felt  in  his  Grand  Chapter,  for  he  has  been  very  active  among  his  com- 

E anions.    We  learn  from  the  notice  of  his  death  that  he  was  a  native  of  Illinois,  and 
ad  formerly  been  active  as  Eminent  Commander  of  two  Commanderies  in  the  city 
of  Bt.  Lonis." 

In  his  notice  of  California,  Comp.  Pbabson  regrets  the  serious  illness  of  our 
Grand  High  Priest,  which  prevented  him  from  appearing  in  his  seat  in  the  Grand 
East,  which  was  occupied  by  the  Deputy  Oomp.  Obawfobd.  The  illness  proved  a 
fatal  one,  and  in  a  short  month  after  the  close  of  the  session  our  beloved  companion 
was  transferred  to  the  heavenly  Grand  Council  above,  and  his  earthly  associations 
closed  forever. 

Comp.  Pbabson  don't  like  our  method  of  procuring  bonds  for  our  receiving  and 
disbursing  officers  in  some -corporation  organized  for  that  purpose,  the  Grand  Chap* 
ter  paying  the  cost  thereof— all  of  which  we  think  good  business  sense. 

He  is  complimentary  to  the  writer  of  this  report,  and  concurs  in  most  of  the 
opinions  advanced.  He  thinks  we  said  about  all  that  could  be  said  in  favor  of  the 
"  stringent  law  "  requiring  dependent  membership,  but  says  we  do  not  convince  him 
of  its  need.    He  fears  that  *'  Ephraim  is  joined  to  his  idols."    He  says : — 

'*  We  remember  in  this  connection  some  remarks  by  our  late  Companion  Marsh 
of  California,  made  in  '69  while  in  Chicago  attending  Convocations  of  General 
Grand  and  Grand  Encampment  He  described  the  situation  and  your  reason  for 
such  a  rule,  but  we  did  not  then  know  that  the  '  stringent  law '  had  oeen  adopted." 

This  carries  us  back  to  the  "old  days."  Comp.  Marsh  was  our  Grand  High  Priest 
in  '60.  Comp.  Marsh  was  an  enthusiastic  Mason  who  thought  it  no  hardship  to  stage 
it  across  the  mountains  and  the  plains  to  meet  with  his  eastern  companions,  and 
**  keep  touch  "  with  their  Masonic  progress.  Comp.  Marsh  was  one  of  the  projectors 
of  the  Overland  Railway  and  one  of  its  first  Board  of  Directors. 

Comp.  Pbabson  quotes  from  Oomp.  Foster  of  Colorado,  who  condemns  the 
practice  of  authorizing  the  Secretary  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  election  of  any  officer, 
and  gives  bis  own  opinion  thus : — 

**0nr  opinion  is,  and  the  practice  of  our  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Lodge  is  in 
accord  with  Comp.  Foster.  We  do  not  believe  that  Comp.  Gil  Barnard  could  be 
elected  Grand  Secretary  by  such  a  vote,  and  we  know  that  he  would  deprecate  any 
such  method  of  procedure.  A  good  many  years  ago  one  of  our  Grand  fjodies  burnt 
Its  own  fingers,  and  we  have  since  been  like  the  '  burnt  bairn.' " 

Under  Georgia,  he  says  :— 

*'  The  proceedings  of  a  Council  of  High  Priesthood  are  given,  and  twenty-four 
High  Priests  were  duly  'anointed  and  consecrated.'  We  notice  that  four  of  these 
were  only  the  appointed  Hifch  Priests  of  Chapters  that  had  not  yet  been  consti* 
tuted.    '  We  do  not  do  so  in  Illinois.' " 

In  reviewing  Pennsylvania,  Oomp.  Hbndbbson  Correspondent,  Comp.  Pearson 
says :  "He,  Hbkdbrsoit,  agrees  with  the  General  Grand  that  a  Mason  should  be 
able  to  conform  literally,  etc.,  and  under  California  thus  speaks  of  Comp.  Dayibs' 
▼lews  :"— 

"  He,  Davirs,  entirely  dissents  from  the  opinion  of  Comp.  Pbabson  of  Illinois, 
Wm.  R.  Sinoletob  of  the  District  of  Oolnmbia,  and  our  Stockton  Batbs,  that  a 
blind  man  can  be  made  a  Boyal  Arch  Mason." 
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Comp.  E^ABSON  explains :  — 

"  If  the  first  named  companion  ever  expressed  such  views  it  must  have  been  very 
late  flt  night,  and  after  an  *  extravagant '  banquet.  We  are  disposed  to  be  very 
liberal  in  the  construction  of  the  law,  bat  while  the  General  Grand  retains  its  pres- 
ent law,  we  will  stand  to  and  abide  by  it,'  and  do  not  think  that  a  blind  man  conld 
be  made  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Illinois.'' 

The  M.\  E.\  W.  L.  Millioan  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  J2.*.  K\  Gil  W. 
Babnard  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Committee  on  Correspondence,  Comp.  Jno.  M.  Pbarson,  Godfrey,  Madison  Co. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  October  24, 
1895. 

INDIANA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  held  its  fortyrninth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Indianapolis  October  17,  1894,— the  M.'.  E.".  Orlando  W.  Brownback, 
Grand  High  Priest,  the  R. '.  E. '.  Wm.  H.  Smythe,  Grand  Secretary.  Eighty -six 
chartered  Chapters  were  represented.  Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  re- 
sponded to  roll  call,  with  the  representatives  of  twenty-nine  sister  Grand  Juris- 
dictions. 

Portraits  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Reuben 
Peden,  who  was  killed  by  a  railroad  train  at  Knightstown  December  1,  1893,  are 
published. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  at  the  opening  of  his  address,  made  affectionate  men- 
tion of  the  virtues  of  the  companion,  whose  untimely  and  shocking  death  had 
startled  the  community  among  whom  he  resided,  and  by  whom  he  was  regarded 
as  a  good  citizen,  an  upright,  just  and  honest  man,  and  a  Christian  gentleman. 

He  also  joined  in  expressions  of  sympathy  with  the  sister  Grand  Chapters,  who 
mourn  the  loss  of  so  many  eminent  companions. 

Under  the  head  of  Decisions  we  notice  one  that  contains  timely  information, 
that  will  always  be  a  useful  reminder  to  the  bodies  concerned  :— 

"A  Lodge  of  Master  Masons  installed  their  Master  without  having  the  Past 
Master's  degree  conferred  upon  him.  Shall  I  now,  after  proper  notification  and 
application,  confer  the  Past  Master's  degree  upon  the  said  Master  ? 

*'  Anticer,  So  far  as  Chapters  are  officially  concerned,  we  have  nothing  to  do 
with  conferring  the  Past  Master's  degree  upon  a  Master-elect  of  a  Blue  Lodge. 
To  receive  the  Past  Master's  degree  in  the  Chapter,  it  must  be  upon  application  for 
the  four  degrees  recognized  by  the  Grand  Chapter.  See  Section  54,  page  39,  Gen- 
eral Regulations. 

**2.  Should  not  the  Past  Master's  degree  be  confined  wholly  to  the  reception, 
obligation,  communication  and  explanation  ? 

**  Annoer.  Yes.  To  make  this  degree— or  any  degree— impressive,  no  levity 
should  be  permitted,  and  the  ceremonies  should  be  confined  to  the  narrowest  con- 
stitutional limits.  Chapters  are  not  circuses,  and  clowns  should  not  be  admitted 
within  the  sacred  precincts  to  mar  the  solemnities  of  our  ceremonies." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reminded  the  Grand  Chapter  that  their  next  Annual 
Convocation  would  be  the  Semi-Centennial  of  their  organization,  and  recommended 
that  suitable  provision  be  made  for  its  observance.

The  Grand  Chapter,  by  an  unanimous  vote,  adopted  a  regulation  very  similar 
to  a  provision  of  our  own,  provicling  for  a  consolidation  of  two  or  more  Chapters, 
which  we  have  found  a  good  regulation. 

In  regard  to  the  recognition  of  the  Qrand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales,  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  Comp.  Thohab  B.  Long,  Chairman,  recommended  a 
continuance  before  taking  sides  with  either  of  the  disputants. 

M.  *.  E. '.  Joseph  A.  Manning  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R. '.  E. '.  Wil- 
liam H.  Smyths  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

How  uncertain  is  human  life,  the  following  short  note  will  show : — 

"Note.— M.'.  E.'.  Joseph  A.  Manning,  Grand  High  Priest,  died  October  26, 
1894,  therefore  all  communications  intended  for  that  officer  should  be  addressed  to 
Acting  Grand  High  Priest  Hknry  M.  Woodhurst,  Fort  Wayne,  Ind." 

M.'.  E.*.  Edward  Coleman,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  is  the  representative  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  the  M.'.E. '.Thomas  B.  Long,  Chairman, 
and  is  a  review  of  fifty  Grand  Bodies,  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  alone  being  ab- 
sent from  the  list.  Comp.  Long  has  earned  his  title  of  not  only  a  first-class  re- 
viewer, but  one  that  always  has  a  reason  for  his  opinions,  and  that  reason  a 
fraternal  challenge  to  his  companions  to  modify  or  change. 

In  his  review  of  California  Comp.  Long  compliments  Comp.  Caswell  on  his 
good  work,  and  sympathizes  with  Comp.  Gritman  in  his  illntrss. 

He  also  reviews  the  opinions  of  this  correspondent,  and  generously  '*  stands  in 
with  him  on  his  opinion  "  for  the  fraternal  notice  of  our  old  friend  and  Comp. 
Dr.  Isaac  L.  Titus.    Comp.  Long,  God  bless  you  for  the  remembrance. 

Under  Iowa  he  represents  intelligent  Masonry  in  the  American  jurisdiction 
when  he  says  :— 

"  The  forms,  ceremonies  and  teachings  of  the  Cryptic  degrees,  like  all  other 
degrees  in  Masonry,  are  beautiful,  instructive  and  impressive.  It  has  always 
seemed  to  me  that  the  way  to  secure  the  most  good  and  enjoyment  out  of  Cryptic 
Masonry  was  to  place  ourselves  in  a  position  to  enjoy  it  with  all  the  rest  of  the 
Masonic  world,  and  to  commune  with  our  brethren  in  the  secret  vault.  Iowa  is 
alone,  or  nearly  alone,  in  tacking  the  Cryptic  degrees  to  the  Capitular  degrees, 
like  the  tail  to  an  overbalanced  kite.  We  are  exiled  from  the  remainder  of  the 
Cryptic  world.  I,  for  one,  personally,  haye  a  strong  desire  to  associate  with  my 
Cryptic  brethren  in  other  jurisdictions.  It  seems  to  me  that  Cryptic  Masonry  by 
itself  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  in  a  position  to  receive  the  hearty  support  of  the 
rest  of  the  world,  can  be  no  more  inactive  and  valueless  than  it  is  to-day,  while  we 
are  excluded,  as  Cryptic  Masons,  from  the  society  of  all  true  Cryptic  Masons 
throughout  the  world." 

Under  New  Jersey  we  quote  this  genuine  expression  of  fraternal  affection, 
which  ought  to  be  general  among  our  (leople :— 
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"Now  that  we  come  to  the  correspondence  department  of  this  review,  the 
writer  must  pause  to  express  his  unteif;r°^d  sorrow  and  regret  over  the  sad  event  of 
the  death,  already  announced,  of  Comp.  Henhv  Vehslaob,  so  lonff  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Cnrrespondece  in  this  Grand  Chapter.  It  is  to  he  re^^retted  that 
onr  companions  of  New  J  ersey  have  furnished  the  Capitular  world  no  notes  of  his 
life,  nor  indication  of  his  profession,  other  than  the  prefix  *  Reverend,'  which  marks 
him  as  an  earnest  follower  of  the  meek  and  lowly  Nazarene,  and  as  a  teacher  of 
His  sublime  and  holy  doctrines.  For  a  period  of  more  than  a  half-score,years  of 
time,  the  writer  has,  in  his  annual  labors  in  this  department,  approached  the  re- 
views of  Comp.  Vkhslagb  with  a  feeling  of  peace  and  calm  which  was  always  jus- 
tified by  his  restful  and  gentle  phrases,  his  fraternal  and  genial  sentences.  And 
this  statement  roust  not  be  misconstrued  to  our  beloved  companion's  disadvantage, 
for  when  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  express  views  of  his  own,  or  to  dififer  with  the 
opinions  of  others,  though  this  was  an  infrequent  occurrence,  his  positions  were 
taken  without  hesitation,  and  his  views  were  expressed  with  clearness  and  con- 
fidence. But,  as  the  writer  hereof  said  of  him  last  year,  he  followed  *  the  true  rule 
of  criticism —praising  what  is  (?ood,  rather  than  condemning  what  is  indifferent.' 
It  is  sad,  indeed, — and  almost  impossible— to  regard  him  as  no  longer  one  of  us, 
and  to  place  his  name  on  the  lengthening  roll  of  our  departed  companions,— this 
year  adding  it  to  those  of  the  veteran  and  learned  Connor,  and  the  more  youthful 
but  promising  Liqhthizer.  Farewell,  kind  companion  !  The  lingering  pains  of 
humanity  no  longer  afflict  thee ;  its  gentle  pleasures  have  expanded  into  eternal 
delight ! " 

We  cast  our  sprig  of  acacia  upon  the  grave  of  our  lamented  companion.  God 
give  onr  beloved  companion  **Rest." 

In  reviewing  Pennsylvania,  Comp.  LoNO  quotes  from  Comp.  Africa  in  rela- 
tion to  the  incorporation  of  Masonic  bodies,  which  presents  forcibly  so  much  prac- 
tical truth  to  the  mind  of  the  general  reader,  that  we  quote  : — 

**  What  a  spectacle !  Here  we  find  a  Grand  Jurisdiction  that  ought  to  be 
supreme  and  sovereiiip,  voluntarily  surrendering  a  part  of  its  rights  to  the  civil 
power,  and  allowing  its  creatures— the  Subordinate  Chapters — to  pass  beyond  its 
absolute  control.  Be  warned,  companions ;  this  surrender  will  sooner  or  later  be- 
come a  source  of  sorrow  and  regret  to  you.  The  Freemason  of  Pennsylvania 
passed  through  the  fires  of  political  and  legislative  persecution  that  our  companions 
of  the  new-bom  commonwealths  know  not  of.  Such  tests  confirmed  them  in  the 
policy  of  conservatism  that  has  ever  prevailed  in  our  jurisdiction.  If  the  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  had  permitted  any  Lodge  or  Chapter  to 
have  accepted  an  incorporation  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  the  Grand 
Inquisitor  General  would  have  been  overjoyed  at  the  prospect  of  invoking  the 
powers  of  the  State  to  summon  the  officers  of  the  *  corporations '  with  their  books 
and  papers,  and  publishing  the  contents  of  the  same  to  the  world.  But  we  had  no 
incorporated  Ijodcres  or  Chapters  (and  have  none  now),  but  we  had  a  courageous 
brother,  Geo.  M.  Dallas,  afterwards  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  of  Pennsylvania,  who,  refusing  to  be  sworn  by  the  Legislative 
Inquisitors  of  1836,  declared  : 

'*  'I  am  a  citizen  of  Pennsylvania  by  birth  and  constant  residence.  *  *  *  I  am 
a  member  of  the  society  of  Freemasons.  It  is  more  than  twenty  years  that  I  be- 
came so.*  At  that  period  the  example  of  the  wisest  and  truest  of  patriots,  of  Dr. 
Franklin,  of  Gbo.  Washington,  of  Gen.  Warren,  of  Gkn.  La  Fayette,  and 
of  many  and  dear  friends,  were  naturally  alluring.  Public  oi)iDion  designated 
the  A«sociation  alike  virtuous,  useful  and  harmless,  and  legislation,  which  never 
discoantenanced  the  connection,  subsequently  and  expressly  encouraged  its  con- 
tinuance by  signal  marks  pf  approvaL 

"  The  society  of  Freemasons  is,  in  this  State,  strictly  of  a  private  nature.  It 
is  not  incorporated.  Like  other  voluntary  associations,  it  is  neither  formed  nor 
forbidden  by  law.  Without,  therefore,  pausing  to  illustrate  and  enforce  the 
remark  that  it  would  be  equally  constitutional  to  investigate  the  evils  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  or  other  societies  of  religion,  or  societies  of  politicians,  or 
societies  of  convivial  ^iety,  or  of  any  of  the  countless  combinations  of  partner- 
ship by  which  men  strive  to  realize  calmness  of  conscience,  the  enjoyment  of  life 
ana  liberty,  the  acquisition  and  protection  of  property  and  reputation,  and  the 
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ptiirsuit  of  happiness,  I  respectfully  affirm  to  this  committee  my  absolute  convic- 
tion that  the  proceedinfip  which  attempts,  under  the  forms  of  legislation  and  throuf^h 
mv  own  agency,  to  pry  into,  expose,  condemn  and  ridicule  my  personal  doingfs  and 
relations  with  this  body  of  citizens,  is  as  utterly  inconsistent  with  the  tenor  and 
terms  of  the  Constitution  as  its  expansion  to  similar  cases  would  be  fatal  to  free- 
dom. *  *  *  I  was  received  by  this  Association  into  its  confidence  upon  my  own 
application.  I  have  been  allowed  a  knowledge  of  the  modes  in  which  its  members 
identify  each  other  and  avoid  deception  upon  their  benevolence.  At  a  time  when 
neither  law,  nor  public  opinion,  nor  my  own  conscience  suggested  a  doubt  of  its 
correctness,  I  engaged  myself  to  secrecy,  and  I  cannot,  without  a  sense  of  treachery 
and  degradation,  which  would  embitter  all  my  future  life,  prove  false  to  my  prom- 
ise, ^tter,  by  far,  endure  the  penalties  of  sSlef^  contumacy,  be  they  what  they 
may.' 

''Such,  in  part,  was  the  reply  of  the  learned  and  brave  Com  p.  Dallas,  when 
he  was  summoned  by  the  Legislative  Inquisition  to  testify  concerning  the  evils  of 
Freemasonry,  and  he  was  not  alone  in  refusing  to  testify,  but  had  many  able 
coadjutors.  Suppose  that  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Chapter  had  accepted  for 
itself,  or  permitted  a  subordinate  Lodge  or  Chapter  to  have  accepted  a  legislative 
incorporation,  this  Court  of  Inquisition  would  have  penetrated  the  inner  recesses 
of  both  Lodge  and  Chapter. 

"  History  repeats  itself.  Minnesota  has  sown  the  wind,  and  in  due  time  will 
reap  the  whirlwind.  Events  move  in  cycles.  Now  we  enjoy  comparative  Masonic 
peace.  The  time  will  come  when  the  tires  of  Masonic  persecution  will  be  as  lurid 
as  they  were  half  a  century  ago,  and  the  extra-liberal  jurisdictions  will  regret  they 
had  not  followed  the  example  of  conservative  Pennsylvania,  where  we  hold  that 
*  Freemasonry  is  a  law  unto  itself,'  and  where  both  Lodges  and  Chapters  are  under 
the  absolute  and  complete  control  of  the  proper  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Chapter. 
We  think  there  is  food  for  much  thought  in  this  action." 

Comp.  Long  mentions  in  sadness  the  broken  links  in  the  chain  of  fraternal  cor- 
respondence, and  asks  how  can  their  places  be  filled  ?  We  can  only  answer,  Comp. 
LoNO,  God  knows. 

The  M.-.  E.*.  Henry  W.  Mordhurst  is  Grand  High  Priest;  the  R.'.  E.'.  Wm. 
H.  Smtthe  is  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Indianapolis  on  the  first  Wednesday  sue* 
ceeding  the  third  Monday  of  October,  1895. 

INDIAN    TEBRITORT. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Indian  Territory  held  its  Annual  Convocation  at  Okla- 
homa City,  August  I6th,  1894,— M.'.  £.'.  Leo  Edward  Beuneth,  Grand  High 
Priest;  R.'.  E.*.  Joseph  Samuel  Morrow,  Grand  SecV^tary.  Eleven  chartered 
Chapters  were  represented.  Three  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present,  also  the 
representatives  of  thirteen  sister  Grand  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  congratulating  the  assem- 
bled companions  upon  their  preservation  during  the  year,  and  returning  thanks  to 
the  Great  I  Am  for  His  many  blessings.  He  had  but  little  official  action  to  report, 
and  concluded  with  the  always  welcome  message  that  harmony  prevailed  and  the 
future  full  of  promise.  The  finances  are  in  good  condition,  with  a  handsome  bal- 
ance in  the  treasury. 

The  business  transacted  was  almost  entirely  of  but  local  importance  and  in- 
terest. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  stated  that  no  Report  on  Correspondence  had  been  pro- 
posed, owing  to  the  absence  of  the  committee.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Robert  H. 
Hill. 

A  mourning  page  is  published,  devoted  to  the  memory  of  three  deceased  com- 
panions of  the  jurisdiction  who  had  passed  on  during  the  year. 
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The  M.'.  £.%  Sblwtn  Douglas  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  the  R.*.  E.*. 
Jameb  S.  Mubbow  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  Atoka  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
AuiiTust,  1895. 

Grand  Secretary  J.  S.  MusBOW,  Atoka,  was  named  as  Chairman  of  Committee 
on  Correspondence. 

IOWA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  held  its  forty-first  Annual  Convocation  at  Sioux 
City  September  26th,  1894,— M.*.  E.*.  Fbederiok  W.  Cbaio,  Grand  High  Priest; 
R.*.  E.'.  Alf  Wingate,  Grand  Secretary.  Eisrhty-nine  Chapters  were  repre- 
sented. Eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present,  together  with  the  repre- 
sentatives of  twenty  sister  jurisdictions,  including  California. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  religious  service  by  the 
Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  welcomed  to  the  hospitalities  of  Sioux  City  by  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  H.  C.  McNeill,  and  a  banquet  tendered  for  Wednesday 
evening  of  the  session,  to  which  all  were  cordially  invited. 

After  fraternally  greeting  the  companions  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his 
Address.  Of  the  Fraternal  Dead  he  said  the  Grand  Chapter  were  fortunate  in 
preserving  their  own  ranks  from  Death's  visitation,  although  many  of  their  sub- 
ordinates had  been  called  to  surrender  loved  companions.  The  messenger  of  death 
is  no  respecter  of  persons  and  often  selects  those  whom  we  can  least  spare.  The 
death  roll  of  sifter  jurisdictions  is  of  unusual  length  and  contains  the  names  of 
illustrious  Masons,  brethren  and  companions  of  national  fame.  We  join  the  com- 
panions of  their  home  circles  in  their  mournful  memorials  and  extend  the  heart- 
felt sympathy  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  to  them  in  their  affliction. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  has  "assumed  "  charge  of  the  Cryptic  Degrees  in 
that  jurisdiction,  and  is  printing  and  distributing  to  the  Chapters  the  Ritual. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  says  :— 

**  If  these  degrees  must  be  kept  in  the  Chapter  and  make  Iowa  '  oat  of  joint ' 
with  all  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  let  us  at  least  strive  to  make  our  lonely  system 
vigorous,  active  and  of  use  and  interest  to  ourselves." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  mentions  a  matter  that  has  forced  itself  upon  the  at- 
tention of  our  Grand  Chapter.    He  says  : — 

**  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  sure  way  lb  in  vogue  to  keep  a  check  upon  the 
Lodge  standing  of  Chapter  members.  It  may,  and  sometimes  does,  occur  that 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  in  the  Lodge  is  unknown  in  the  Chapter  for 
months,  or  even  years.  If  a  system  whereby  this  information  can  be  obtained  is 
possible,  it  should  be  adopted." 

At  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted,  viz. : — 

"  Rttalvtd^  That  the  Grand  Master  be  requested  to  communicate  with  the 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Iowa 
asking  the  enactment  of  a  statute  by  which  no  one  shall  be  eligible  to  or  be  con- 
tinued in  membership  in  any  Chapter  in  its  jurisdiction  who  is  not  in  good  and 
regular  standing  in  some  Blue  Lodge." 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported  that  they  believed  such  action  un- 
necessary, for  the  reason  that  Sec.  2  of  Art.  XIY  of  the  Constitution  covered  the 
subject  perfectly,  and  they  therefore  recommend  "  that  no  action  be  taken.** 
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A  fine  steel  portrait  of  Grand  High  Priest  Fbbdbriok  W.  Cbaig  f^vea  a  hand- 
some finish  to  the  volume. 

Iowa  numbers  115  Chapters  with  a  membership  of  6,937  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Wiluam  Vandbrhurst  represents  Iowa  near  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  Grand  Council  of  High  Priesthood  convened  during  the  session  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,— M. '.  E. '.  D.  S.  Deerino,  President ;  ex-Comp.  R.  Hermann 
as  Recorder. 

Comp.  Dberino  presented  to  the  Council  for  its  use  a  silver  libation  cup,  for 
which  he  was  unanimously  "thanked."  Twelve  companions.  High  Priests  of 
their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise  qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  ad- 
mitted and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

Tbe  officers  were  re-elected  and  the  Council  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Past  Grand  Hisrh  Priest  Thoma8 
R.  Eroanbraok,  correspondent.  He  reviews  forty-three  Grand  Bodies  with  the 
ease  of  a  veteran.  He  comments  with  a  free  hand  and  sustains  himself  by  quota- 
tions from  the  **  prophets,"  which  sparkle  in  their  application  and  give  a  genial 
touch  to  his  writing  that  is  irre«istible. 

In  noticing  Arizona  he  says  of  our  lamented  Lighthizer,  *'  Death  aimed  at  a 
shining  mark  this  time."  How  earnestly  we  could  have  prayed  that  Comp. 
LiQHTHiZBR  might  have  remained  many  years  with  us  on  this  side  of  the  wavelesa 
sea,  but  he  has  entered  upon  that, — 

*'  Sinless,  stirless  rest, 
That  change  which  never  changes,  *' 

While  we  wait  for  *'  Death,  the  Black  Camel,  which  kneels  at  the  gate  of  all." 

Under  California  Comp.  Ercanbrack  says  :— 

"  Royal  Arch  Masonry  has  been  reasonably  prosperous  in  California  during 
the  past  year.  In  a  large  proix)rtion  of  the  Chapters  the  crow,  pick -axe  and  spade 
have  been  employed  to  forcibly  impress  the  lessons  of  sacrifice  and  induntry.  No 
less  than  228  Most  Excellent  Masons  have  laid  hdld  of  one  of  those  useful  imple- 
ments with  a  determination  to  explore  mysterious  depths.  A  net  increase  of 
eighty  should  convince  any  reasonable  person  that  the  oncoming  generation  of 
men  can  appreciate  the  l)e8t  precepts  and  act  according  to  them." 

Comp.  Eroanbraok  notices  the  absence  from  the  Convocation  of  our  Grand 
High  Priest  Comp.  Grituan,  which  illness  resulted  in  his  dtath  the  ensuing 
month.  Verily  the  **  bitter  cup  of  death  "  has  been  pressed  to  the  lips  of  Masons 
of  California  the  past  year.  Two  Past  Grand  Masters,  two  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  and  two  Past  Grand  Commanders  have  set  out  on  the  journey  that  all 
must  travel,  and  severed  their  earthly  associations  forever. 

For  kind  words  in  retarn,  thanks,  Comp.  E. 

Under  Connecticut,  Comp.  Ercanbrack  utters  a  wish  which  we  most  heartily 
reciprocate.     He  says  : — 

"Compa.  Drummond,  Pillans,  Robertson,  Schultz,  WAiTaudBARix)w,  long 
mav  you  remain  with  us.  Neverthele-s,  Comps.  Brown,  Patton  and  Innes  stand 
on  higher  and  happier  ground  than  you.     Yet — 

"Attempt  not  to  fathom  the  secrets  of  Heaven, 
But  gratefully  use  what  to  thee  is  here  given; 
For  none  have  returned  from  that  realm  of  bliss. 
To  tell  how  those  have  fared  who  have  prayed  much  in  this." 
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M.  *.  E.  *.  Amos  N.  Albebson  waa  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R.  *.  £. '.  Alp 
Wing  ATS  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary ;  Correspondent,  Comp.  Thomas  K. 
Eboanbbaok,  Anamosa. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Dnbuqne  September  26th,  18d5. 

KANSAS. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Kansas  held  its  twenty-ninth  Annual  Convocation 
February  19th,  18d4,— the  M.'.  E.'.  Bbstob  G.  Bbown,  Grand  High  Priest,  the 
R.'.  E.'.  Spenceb  p.  Wadb,  Grand  Secretary.  Sixty-six  chartered  Chapters 
were  represented,  twenty-four  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  represented,  and 
eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Henbt  Hat  Knapf  represents  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Kansas  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  Address,  pays  afifectiouate  tribute  to  the  late  be- 
loved leader  and  representative  of  the  various  interests  in  Kansas  Masonry,  Comp. 
John  H.  Bbown,  thus  placing  another  stone  in  the  spiritual  monument  to  his 
memory.  We  believe  John  H.  Bbown  reigns  supreme  in  the  hearts  and  affections 
of  the  Masons  of  Kansas.  The  official  duties  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  were 
unusually  light,  mostly  concerning  the  local  interests  of  the  Grand  Chapter  con- 
sequent upon  the  death  of  him  who  had  been  for  so  many  years  the  leaiding  spirit 
and  director  of  its^affairs.    In  regard  to  decisions,  he  says : — 

"  I  have  fortunately  escaped  the  necessity  of  making  any  decisions,  for  the 
reason  that  a  new  code  of  laws  is  to  be  presented  to  you  at  this  Annual  Convoca- 
tion for  vour  consideration.  I  have  been  compelled  to  interpret  the  old  laws,  but 
inasmuch  as  such  decisions  as  I  have  rendered  will  be  covered  by  the  new  code,  it 
is  probably  not  necessary  to  recite  these  decisions  at  this  time." 

The  Grand  Chapter  adopted  a  new  Code  of  By-Laws  for  the  government  of  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  all  laws  in  conflict  therewith  were  repealed. 

The  Grand  Chapter  made  provision  for  the  entertainment  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  at  its  session  at  Topeka,  in  August. 

There  is  no  report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  this  year.

The  CoDvention  of  High  Priests  assembled  in  the  city  of  Topeka  February 
20,  1894,— the  M.-.  E.'.  Wm.  D.  Thompson,  Grand  High  Priest,  E.*.  Wm.  M. 
Shaveb,  Recorder. 

Twenty -eight  High  Priests  of  their  respectire  Chapters,  possessing  the  neces- 
sary qualifications,  were  admitted  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood.   The  business  being  completed,  Convention  closed. 

KENTUCKY. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Kentucky  held  its  Annual  Convocation  in  the  City  of 
Louisville  October  16th,  1891,— M.-.  E.*.  William  Poyntz  Coons,  Grand  High 
Priest;  E.*.  Henry  Bannister  Grant,  Grand  Secretary.  Fifty-six  Chapters 
were  represented,  and  there  were  present  twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests. 

We  are  favored  in  this  little  volume  with  a  photo  group  of  four  Past  Grand 
High  Priests— M.*.  E.*.  Comps.  James  William  Staton,  Bernard  Gratz  Witt, 
Henrt  G.  Sandifkr  and  Henry  Bannister  Grant,  good-looking  young  men  and 
illustrious  Masons. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form.  In  the  Address  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest  he  returned  thanks  to  the  Great  I  Am  for  preservation  and  continued 
blessings. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Our  Dead  "  he  deplores  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  James  A.  Beattie  and  P^dward  B.  Jones,  who  had  passed  to  eternal 
rest  since  the  last  Convocation,  and  paid  a  feeling  and  eloquent  tribute  to  their 
memories. 

The  distinguished  dead  of  sister  jurisdictions  were  also  reported  and  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  Grand  Chapter  tendered  them  in  their  bereavement. 

No  important  decisions  were  rendered. 

Owing  to  the  great  commercial  depression  the  visitation  of  Chapters  was  not 
as  thorough  as  the  Grand  High  Priest  anticipated  or  would  like  to  have  carried 
out.  He  reported  his  attendance  upon  the  General  Grand  Chapt«^r  and  the  cour- 
tesies extended  to  him  during  the  session.  He  makes  an  eloquent  plea  on  behalf 
of  that  noble  charity,  the  "  Kentucky  Home.'* 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  made  a  brief  report,  which  was  ordered 
printed  with  the  proceedings. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  made  a  feeling  rei)ort  in  memory  of  Grand  High 
Priests  Beattie  and  Jonks. 

E.*.  Comp.  L.  I).  Croninger  is  the  representative  of  California  near  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Kentucky. 

Comp.  Staton  says  of  his  Report  on  Correspondence  : — 

**  At  the  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  1893,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  nHjuested  not  to  print  the 
report  of  the  Committ«*«»  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  in  1894.  With  this 
recommendation  we  conchule<l  that  it  was  useleHs  to  sixnid  so  much  valuable  time 
in  the  preparation  of  nuch  a  report,  only  to  Imj  CiJUsiKned  to  the  waj<te  basket, 
or  the  tender  mercies  of  the  flames.  But  desiring  to  be  within  the  bounds  of 
duty  and  the  law,  we  «ubniitt**d  the  question  to  the  (Jrand  Hi^'h  Priest,  who, 
after  giving  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  a  close  investiga- 
tion, decided  that  there  w»w  nothing  relieving?  us  from  the  duty  of  writing  the 
report,  and  then  Grand  Chapter  could  exercise  its  (»wn  judpnit-nt  as  to  whether 
it  would  have  it  printed  or  not.  Knowing  the  object  of  the  recommendation 
of  the  committee,  we  determined  to  prepare  onlv  a  very  short  reimrt,  and  this 
we  shall  endeavor  to  do.     We  begin,  as  usual,  with  the  beginning  of  the  alphabet." 
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Tbe  report  is  so  brief  as  to  famish  no  grounds  for  review,  so  we  give  Bro. 
Staton's  conclusion  and  will  hope  for  a  longer  report  next  year.     He  says : — 

"  Conclusion.— This  unsatisfactory  report  is  extended  about  four  pages  be- 
yond what  was  intended,  but  to  make  it  less  than  we  have  is  about  equivalent 
to  no'report  at  all.  It  is  hard  to  write  a  condensed  repK)rt,  but  the  finances  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  seem  to  demand  it,  and  yet  the  law  is  positive  that  a  report 
shill  be  prepared  each  year,  and  that  may  be  lung  or  short,  according  to  taste  of 
the  writer.  I  have  done  the  best  I  could  under  the  circumstances.  I  hope  the 
finances  may  shape  up  soon,  so  as  to  enable  the  committee  to  present  something 
better.  Without  an  exception  there  has  been  gain  in  membership  in  all  the  juris- 
dictions presented  in  this  review.    This  is  very  gratifying,  indeed.

M. '.  E.  *.  James  D.  Lewis  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  E. '.  Comp.  Henry 
B.  Grant  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary ;  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  James 
W.  Staton,  Brooksville. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  Louisville  on  the 
third  Tuesday  in  October,  1895. 

LOUISIANA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Louisiana  held  its  forty-seventh  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  City  of  New  Orleans  February  13th,  1894, — the  M.*.  E.*.  George  Josiam 
PiNCKARD,  Grand  High  Priest;  R.*.  E.'.  Kicharu  Lambert,  Grand  Secretary. 
Eighteen  chartered  Chaptere  were  represented  and  two  under  dispensation,  with 
seven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  representatives  of  twenty-three  sister 
Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Prie^^t  in  his  Address  called  the  attention  of  the  assembled 
companions  to  the  death  of  the  illustrious  James  C.  Batchelor,  Past  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priest,  who  was,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Sovereign  Grand  Corn' 
mander  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  A.  and  A.  Rite ;  also  of  Comp. 
William  T.  Benedict,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  and  Comp.  William  M. 
EwiNG,  Past  Grand  King  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Louisiana. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  paid  deserved  tribute  to  the  memories  of  these  emi- 
nent companions. 

Under  the  head  of  Decisions  we  find  but  one,  but  that  one  is  so  sensible  that 
we  quote  it  for  the  benefit  of  our  young  friends  who  talk  about  the  use  of  substi- 
tutes as  an  innovation  : — 

"  I  have  received  but  one  question  during  the  year  requiring  an  opinion.  This 
comes  up  from  E.  *.  Comp.  George  W.  Bolton,  High  Priest  of  Keystone  Chap- 
ter, No.  44,  asking  a  disi^en^ation  to  use  a  substitute  in  what  is  technically  known 
as  making  up  a  team  for  the  R.  A.  Degree. 

'*  Ruled,  it  was  unnecessary  in  this  jurisdiction,  as  the  practice  is  as  old  as  the 
Grand  Chapter  itself." 

The  Committee  on  Work  made  the  following  report  :— 

"  Your  Committee  on  Work  respectfully  report  that,  having  carefully  consid- 
ered the  absolute  necessity  of  uniformity  in  the  work,  the  nece:)!*ity  of  possessing 
such  work  as  will  enable  our  companions  to  readily  prove  themselves  when  visit- 
ing foreign  jurisdictions,  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
has  been  either  adopted  by  all  other  Grand  Chapters  absolutely,  or  in  such  form 
as  to  be  so,  substantially,  we  therefore  recommend  that  it  be  adopted  by  this 
Grand  Chapter  as  the  I^ouisiana  work  ;  it  being  understood  that  each  High  Priest 
is  at  liberty  to  further  illustrate  the  teachings  of  the  several  degrees  in  his  lectures 
as  he  may  deem  conducive  to  the  inculcation  thereof." 
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After  considerable  discussion  on  the  above  report,  and  on  motion  of  £.' 
Comp.  Henry  O.  Brown,  it  was— 

"  Eeaolved,  That  the  Rituals  now  in  possession  of  the  Grand  Secretary  be  dis- 
tributed one  to  each  Chapter  in  this  State,  and  the  matter  of  adopting  the  same 
be  left  over  until  our  next  Annual  Convocation.'*

Ohdbk  of  Hioh  Priesthood. 

The  Grand  Council  of  High  Priests  of  Louisiana  assembled  in  convention  in 
the  City  of  New  Orleans  February  13th,  1894,— the  M.  *.  E.  *.  Herman  C.  Dun- 
CAN,  D.  D.,  President;  M.'.  E.*.  Richard  Lambert  being  Recorder. 

The  Council  was  opened  in  due  form.  Three  companion  High  Priests,  possess- 
ing the  necessary  qualifications,  were  elected  to  receive  the  Orders  of  High  Priest- 
hood. 

Council  adjourned  to  meet  February  14th,  when  it  met,  and,  the  High  Priests 
elected  being  present,  were  admitted  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood. 

The  election  of  officers  beinar  in  order.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Gborqb  J. 
Pinckabd  was  elected  M.  *.  E.  *.  President  and  Past  Grand  High  Prieet  Richard 
Lambert  Recorder. 

The  business  of  the  Convention  being  concluded,  Convention  adjourned. 

The  Report  on  Corresixmdence  was  presented  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Her- 
man C.  Duncan,  who  reviews  the  legislation  of  thirty-nine  Grand  Chapters,  al- 
though we  mins  California  from  those  reviewed,  but  as  there  are  no  vital  questions 
at  issue  affecting  the  interests  of  (/apitular  Masonry  at  this  lime  we  will  wait 
until  next  year  for  Ccimp.  Duncan's  comments  upon  the  irregularities  that  will 
at  times  crop  out  in  an  organization  so  widely  extended  and  of  such  rapid  growth. 
In  noticing  the  difficulties  of  Arkansas  and  other  jurisdictions  in  adopting  and 
confining  the  work  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter  Ritual,  Comp.  Duncan  con- 
cludes that  the  importance  of  having  the  work  in  cipher  somewhere  is  very  evident. 

He  is  also  clear  uiMin  the  powers  and  duties  of  a  Chapter,  and  agrees  with  us  that 
after  being  chartered  it  must  l)e  "duly  constituted  "  before  exercising  any  of  the 
powers  of  a  regular  chartered  and  constituted  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

He  also  ai^ues  that  the  use  of  substitutes  is  not  only  permissible,  but  ad- 
visable. 

He  believes  in  a  liberal  interpretation  of  the  doctrine  of  physical  qualifica- 
tions— that  is,  where  a  tx^titioner  is  able  to  comply  literally  with  the  requirements 
of  the  several  degrees  there  is  no  bar,  which  is  our  law. 
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He  disapprovee  of  the  *'no  fence  law  "  or  permitting?  a  brother  to  apply  for 
the  Capitular  Degrees  to  any  Chapter  in  the  State  Jurisdiction  which  he  might 
elect,  holding  that  there  should  be  some  universal  law  of  jurisdiction  over  ma- 
terial. 

We  admire  Comp.  Duncan's  courteous,  yet  positive,  expression  of  opinions 
and  the  clear-cut  sentences  in  which  he  closes  his  conclusions.  The  report  is  an  ad- 
mirable one. 

M.  *.  £. '.  A.  C.  Allen  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R. '.  E. '.  Riohabd 
Laubbbt  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans  on 
Tuesday  after  the  second  Monday  in  February,  1895. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Herman  Cope  Dunoan  of  Alexandria  is  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  Address  of  Grand  Secretary,  Lock  Drawer 
81,  P.  O.,  New  Orleans,  La. 

MAINB. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Maine  held  its  sixty-ninth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city 
of  Portland  May  1, 1894,— the  M.*.  E.*.  Albert  M.  Penley,  Grand  High  Priest, 
the  R. '.  E.  *.  Stephen  Berry,  Grand  Secretary.  Fifty  Chapters  were  represented. 
Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  answered  "present,"  and  the  representatives  of 
thirty-three  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  reported  for  duty. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

Comp.  JosiAH  H.  Drummond  represents  California  near  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Maine. 

Excellent  portraits  in  steel  of  Grand  Hi^h  Priest  Albert  M.  Penley  and  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  John  J.  Bell  are  published  in  this  volume. 

After  extending  a  cordial  greeting  to  the  assembled  companions,  the  Grand 
High  Priest  reported  his  official  acts  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 
First  alluding  to  the  vacant  seats  caused  by  the  visit  of  the  "  grim  messenger,"  he 
delivered  a  brief  eulogy  on  the  life  and  Masonic  service  of  Past  Grand  Hi^h  Priest 
John  J.  Bell,  a  resident  of  New  Hampshire  at  the  time  of  his  death,  but  a  former 
resident  and  companion  of  Maine. 

He  also  named  the  many  eminent  companions  of  sister  jurisdictions  who  had 
passed  to  rest  during  the  year,  and  extended  the  sympathy  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Maine  to  all  sister  jurisdictions  who  mourn  the  loss  of  brethren  and  com- 
panions. 

Through  the  district  organization,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Grand  Officers,  the 
Chapters  were  generally  visited  and  inspected,  the  condition  being  reported  to  the 
Grand  High  Priest. 

Comp.  Drummond  moved  to  amend  the  regulation  in  regard  to  the  *'  Returns 
of  Chapters,"  to  read  as  follows  :— 

"Beaoltml,  That  returns  of  Chapters  be  made  in  duplicate,  and  that  each  copy 
be  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  together  with  dues,  on  or  before  the  15tn 
day  of  April  annually,  the  blank  receipt  for  dues  upon  each  copy  shall  be  filled  and 
signed  by  the  Grand  Treasurer,  and  one  copy  returned  to  the  Chapter  making  the 
returns,  and  one  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  Each  Chapter  shall  also  forward  to  the 
Grand  Treasurer  an  abstract  of  the  work  and  dues,  on  blanks  to  be  furnished  by 
the  Grand  Secretary.  A  receipt  for  dues  shall  be  given  to  each  Chapter,  as  a 
voucher,  for  the  files  of  its  Treasurer." 

Which  we  think  is  an  excellent  regulation. 

The  jurisdiction  of  Maine  is  composed  of  fifty- three  Chapters,  with  a  member- 
ship of  5,528  Royal  Arch  Masons. 


300  PROCEEDINGS  OP  THE  [April  16, 

Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

ThiB  Coancil  of  the  Order  of  Hif(h  PrieBthood  assembled  during  the  session  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  May  2,  1894,— the  M. '.  E. '.  Johtah  H.  Drumuond,  President, 
the  R.  •.  E.  *.  Stephen  Berrt,  Recorder. 

The  Council  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Chaplain. 

The  Treasurer  reported  balance  on  hand,  on  deposit  in  Maine  Savings  Bank, 
$376.19. 

The  present  officers  were  re-elected. 

Twenty-four  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  other- 
w^ise  qualified,  were  introduced  and  received  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

Twenty-six  companions  were  elected,  while  but  twenty-four  presented  them- 
selves for  the  Order.  Unless  the  two  companions  who  were  absent  should  appear 
at  the  next  session  of  the  Council,  their  election  would  lapse  and  become  of  no 
effect. 

The  Council  was  closed,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Charity  Fund  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maine,  on  deposit  in  the  Portland 
Savings  Bank,  amounts  to  $4,753. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Edward  Coleman  is  the  representative  of  Maine  near 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

Comp.  JosiAU  H.  Druumond  presents  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  which  in- 
cludes the  Jurisdictions  of  Canada,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  Quebec,  Ire- 
land, New  South  Wales  and  Scotland,  fifty-one  Grand  Royal  Arch  Bodies.  Like 
all  of  Comp.  Drummond's  reports,  it  needs  no  introduction.  As  the  old  Whig 
once  said  of  Henry  Clay's  mouth,  "It  speaks  for  itself." 

Comp.  Druhmond  drops  his  spray  of  acacia  upon  the  grave  of  our  lamented 
Comp.  Lightuizer,  as  he  proceeds  in  usual  reviewing  order.  He  says  :  "We 
lament  his  death,  not  only  because  of  the  loss  to  the  Craft,  but  also  because  by  it 
we  lose  one  in  whom  we  had  become  personallj'  interested." 

Under  California,  Comp.  Drcmhond  refers  to  the  absence,  through  illness,  of 
our  (vrand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Gritman,  at  our  last  convocation.  Of  course, 
Comp.  Druumond  has  learned  since  that  time  that  the  result  of  the  indisposition  of 
our  Grand  High  Priest  was  a  call  to  "come  up  higher,"  and  our  companion,  with 
whom  we  had  the  most  pleasant  associations  for  many  years,  passed  out  of  our 
lives  to  eternal  rest. 

He  reports  our  action  in  relation  to  delinquent  Secretaries,  and  thinks  if  they 
get  Cahwell's  gentle  reminder  with  the  committee's  report  they  will  not  be  able 
to  give  "  f orgetfulness  "  as  an  excuse. 

This  correspondent  appreciates  the  kind  words  of  Comp.  Drummond,  and  will 
always  aim  to  deserve  his  approval. 

Under  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  regard  to  the  practice  of  moving  that  the 
Grand  Secretary,  or  someone  else,  cast  the  vote  of  the  Grand  Body  for  A.  B., 
Comp.  Drummond  says  :— 

"  We  object  to  it,  because  the  law  requires  the  election  to  be  by  ballot.  If  the 
motion  is  recunlcrl^  the  election  would  be  declared  illegal  if  it  ever  came  in  ques- 
tion. If  an  objei'tion  is  made,  it  creates  feeling,  unless  the  parties  arc  more  than 
human.  Wt*  kimw  one  companion  who  always  objects,  and  does  so  on  the  ^rround 
that  if  he  does  ho  always,  it  will  not  cause  ill-feeling  in  a  ])articular  case.  We  do 
not  believe  that  the  saving  of  time  is  a  sufficient  reason  for  violating  the  law  in. 
this  case  more  than  in  all  cases." 

Under  Georj^ia,  Comp.  Drummond  gives  this  good  advice  : — 
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**  There  was  one  ripple  upon  the  otherwise  smooth  waters  upon  which  this  ship 
waiLsailinf?.  An  *  open  letter '  to  the  Grand  Hifirh  Priest  was  published  in  a  paper, 
apintrently  claiming  to  be  of  a  Masonic  character.  Upon  the  face  of  it  its  publica- 
tion was  unwarranted  ;  if  the  allegations  (that  Chapters  were  working  contrary  to 
law),  were  true,  publication  of  them  was  the  last  thing  that  a  Mason  ought  to  do. 
We  refer  to  this  in  order  to  repeat  what  we  have  before  written — that  the  publica- 
tion of  Masonic  action,  outside  of  the  official  channel,  is  becoming  a  serious  mat- 
ter ;  the  Masonic  and  Secular  press,  eager  for  news,  seem  to  be  pushing  their 
reports  to  the  very  verge  of  unlawfulness,  saying  nothing  of  propriety.*' 

Advice  good  for  every  day  in  the  week  for  Maine,  Georgia  or  California. 

Under  Illinois,  in  regard  to  the  right  to  levy  a  tax  for  charitable  purposes, 
Comp.  Drummond  writes  :— 

**  This  question  is  one  of  the  greatest  importance.  If  a  Grand  Chapter  has  the 
rightful  power  to  tax  members  of  its  obedience  to  raise  money  for  charitable  pur- 
poses, it  follows  of  course  that  there  is  no  limit  to  this  power  :  but  as  the  Grand 
Chapter  *can  do  no  wrong,'  this  is  no  aigument  against  the  right  to  use  this  power. 
But  as  Comp.  Piersox  suggests,  is  it  not  a  fundamental  principle  in  Masonry  that 
every  Mason  has  the  inherent  right  to  determine  for  himself  how  much  he  will  give 
in  charity,  subject  only  to  discipline  for  wilfully  violating  or  evading  his  duty  in 
this  regard  ?    What  say,  companions  ?  " 

M.  *.  E. '.  Seward  S.  Stearns  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  H. '.  E. '.  Stephen 
Bbrrt  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary;  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  Jobiah  H. 
Drummond,  Portland. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Portland  May  7, 1895. 

MABTIiAND. 

An  Emergent  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore  November  26,  1893,  for  the  purpose  of  participating  in  the  ob- 
sequies of  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Bobert  K.  Martin,  who  died  suddenly 
November  24.  The  services  were  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Maryland.    The  following  tribute  to  Comp.  Martin  was  ordered  of  record  : — 

*'The  Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland  gives  expression  to  its  great  sorrow  at  the 
loss  of  one  of  its  most  beloved  members,  Comp.  Kobert  Kirkwood  Martin,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest,  whose  life,  ever  an  open  book,  was  the  incentive  for  constant 
emulation  on  the  part  of  his  companions.  To  weep  because  of  our  loss  and  his 
sudden  taking  off  is  manly,  and  we  mingle  our  tears  with  those  of  his  family  in 
mourning  our  mutual  V^ereavement. 

'*To  his  virtues  as  citizen.  Mason  and  friend  we  bear  our  testimony,  and  his 
memory  will  ever  be  to  us  a  priceless  heritage." 


The  Grand  Chapter  held  its  ninety-seventh  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore  November  13,  1894,— the  M.*.  E.'.  William  E.  Arnold,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  R. ".  E. '.  George  L.  McCahan,  Grand  Secretary.  Thirteen  chartered 
Chapters  were  represented.  There  were  present  nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests, 
and  the  representatives  of  twenty-nine  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions,  including 
California. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  of  Connecticut,  R.*.  E.'.  AthertonL.  Barnes, 
was  introduced  and  given  a  cordial  welcome. 

In  his  Address,  the  Grand  High  Priest,  after  greeting  the  companions,  and 
acknowledging  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  the  Heavenly  Father  in  preserving 
them  to  meet  again  in  Annual  Convocation,  referred  to  the  vacant  seats  in  their 
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aaaembly.  He  paid  affectionate  tribute  to  the  personal  worth  anri  Masonic  char- 
acter of  those  whose  names  had  been  engraven  upon  the  death  roll,  and  extended 
the  sympathy  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  the  stricken  households. 

He  referred  to  the  death  of  the  many  eminent  companions  of  sister  jorisdic- 
tions  who  had  gone  up  with  their  work  for  inspection,  and  commended  them  to 
the  care  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  above.  He  recommended  that  pages  in  the 
proceedings  be  set  apart,  in  memory  of  the  deceased  companions. 

No  important  decisions  had  been  rendered. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  but  few  visitations. 

The  report  of  the  delegates  to  the  Grand  Chapter  was  published. 

The  commissions  of  representatives  near  other  Grand  Chapters  having  expired, 
new  appointments  were  made,  among  whom  we  note  the  name  of  Comp.  Jaoob 
Habt  Nkff,  for  California. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  that  during  the  year  he  had  visited  every  Chap- 
ter in  the  jurisdiction,  and  found  their  condition  eminently  satisfactory. 

The  Grand  Secretary  publishes  Comp.  Drummond'b  table  of  statistics,  by  which 
it  appears  there  are  192,875  Koyal  Arch  Masons  in  the  United  States,  Canada, 
Nova  Scotia  and  Quebec 

The  Council  of  High  Priests  of  Maryland  convened  November  13th  in  Balti- 
more, during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter,— the  M.'.  £.*.  Jambs  W.  Bowbbs 
President. 

The  Council  adopted  the  following  resolution  :— 

"This  Council  of  M.'.£.'.High  Priests  gives  expression  to  its  grief  at  its  loss 
by  death,  of  our  beloved  Companions  Robert  Kirkwood  Martin,  F.  Olivrr  Bar- 
rett and  Jambs  H.  Brown,  and  affectionately  inscribes  a  page  of  its  record  to 
their  memory. 

**  Bestdvedy  That  we  proffer  cordial  sympathy  to  our  Companions  John  H. 
GRirpiN  and  William  H.  Shtrock,  sincerely  trusting  that  they  may  be  speedily 
restored  to  health." 

Five  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise 
quali6ed,  were  anointed,  consecrated  and  set  apart  to  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood. 

The  Council  resolved  :— 

"This  Council  of  Anointed  High  Priests,  in  anticipation  of  the  presence  in  this 
city  of  many  of  the  representatives  of  similar  Councils,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Centennial  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in  1897,  hereby  tenders  them  a  cordial 
welcome  and  assurance  of  its  care  and  assistance  in  the  holding  of  a  Convocation 
of  Anointed  High  Priests." 

The  Council  was  then  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Comp.  Edward  T.  Sohultz,  Chairman. 
He  has  examined  and  comments  upon  the  doings  of  forty-seven  Grand  Chapters 
and  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  Nevada,  Wyoming  and  Maine  didn't  come  to 
hand.  He  especially  regrets  the  absence  of  Maine,  we  can  well  understand  why. 
He  gets  tired  of  non-combatants,  and  wants  some  one  to  "  warm  him  up,"  and  he 
knows  that  Comp.  Drummond,  like  Barkis,  is  always  **  wiUin'." 

As  usual,  Comp.  Sohultz  gives  us  a  most  excellent  report,  a  thoughtful  digest 
of  Capitular  Masonry,  founded  upon  the  experience  of  a  searcher  after  the  truth 
of  history— this  is  his  nineteenth.  May  he  continue  his  labors  indefinitely  for  the 
education  and  enlightenment  of  his  brethren.  We  write  this  mindful  of  the  fact 
that  *'To  the  past  go  more  dead  faces  every  year:"  Wheeler,  Vehslagk,  Connor

have  obeyed  the  Bummons,  and  we  shall  read  their  cheerful  selections  no  more; 
they  have  rested  from  their  labors,  and  we  must  soon  follow.  '*  What  man  is  he 
that  liveth  and  shall  not  see  death?  " 

Under  Arizona,  Comp.  ScHpLTZ  joins  in  the  general  regret,  manifested  by  all 
who  have  been  associated  with  him  in  the  exchange  of  correspondence,  on  learn- 
ing of  the  death  of  our  friend  and  Comp.  Liohthizkb,  the  genial  correspondent  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Arizona.  **  May  the  earliest  bads  of  spring  shed  their  bloa- 
soms  over  his  last  resting  place,  and  there  may  the  sweetness  of  the  summer's  last 
rose  linger  longest !  " 

Under  California,  he  notes  the  illness  of  our  Grand  High  Priest  Charlbs  Rat 
Gbitman,  but  had  not  heard  of  the  fatal  result  consequent  upon  it.  In  one  short 
month  after  the  close  of  the  session,  our  gifted  companion  had  passed  to  his  eter- 
nal I'est. 

Comp.  Shultz  notes  the  resolution  of  our  Grand  Chapter  in  regard  to  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood,  and  adds  :-> 

*'  In  onr  jurisdiction  the  reception  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  is  made  a 
prerequisite  for  installation.  In  many  jurisdictions  it  is  not.  The  order  may  be 
conferred  at  any  time  during  the  term  or  after  it  has  expired." 

Comp.  Shultz  quotes  fully  our  comments  on  various  subjects,  and  is  pleased  to 
give  them  his  approval,  which  we  duly  appreciate. 

Under  Connecticut,  after  exchanging  kind  words  with  Comp.  Wheeler,  he 
learns  the  sad  tidings  and  writes : — 

"But  we  are  pained  to  say  that  while  preparing  this  report  the  sad  intelligence 
reaches  us  that  Comp.  Wheeler  has  joined  the  innumerable  throng  that  have 
gone  before.  At  this  moment  we  have  no  particulars  of  his  death  more  than  it 
occurred  October  10th." 

Under  Florida,  we  agree  fully  with  Comp.  Schultz,  that  a  Chapter  in  embryo 
becomes  a  lawful  Chapter  only  when  such  Chapter  has  been  organized  under  the 
law  provided  and  regularly  constituted— when,  and  not  before,  officers  can  be 
chosen  to  preside  over  its  deliberations. 

Under  New  Hampshire,  in  commenting  on  Comp.  Wait's  expressions  referring 
to  physical  requirements,  he  writes  this  reasonable  opinion,  in  which  we  concur : — 

**  We  do  not  quite  bold  to  the  'perfect  youth  doctrine,'  as  we  remarked  in  the 
review  quoted,  but  we  do  hold  that  it  is  a  farce,  if  nothing  worse,  to  ask  a  person 
to  do  '  what  you  know  he  is  physically  unable  to  do.'  Unless,  therefore,  the  forms 
and  ceremonies  practiced  in  the  conferring  the  degrees  of  Masonry  are  to  be  held 
as  unmeaning  and  unnecessary  and  may  be  dispensed  with  at  pleasure,  said  degrees 
cannot  be  conferred  upon  any  one  who  is  not  able  to  comply  literally  with  those 
forms  and  ceremonies. 

The  M.\  E.-.  Edward  R.  Trippe  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  the  M.".  E.*. 
George  L.  McCahan  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Chnirman  of  Correspond- 
ence, E. '.Edward  T.  Schultz,  Baltimore. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  November 
12, 1895. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Ihe  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts  held  a  Quarterly  Convocation  in  the  city 
of  Boston  March  13th,  1894,— M.*.  E.'.  J.  Gilman  Waite,  Grand  High  Priest, 
B.*.  E.'.  Seranus  Bowen,  Grand  Secretary.  Thirty-four  Chapters  were  repre- 
sented. There  were  also  present  eighteen  permanent  members,  and  the  Represen- 
tatives of  twenty  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions,  including  California. 
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A  fine  steel  portrait  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Smith  B.  Harbinoton  adds  to 
the  interest  of  this  volume. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

•  Measures  were  taken  for  representation  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in 
Au^st. 

District  deputies  were  installed  for  the  second,  fourth  and  sixth  districts. 


A  second  Quarterly  was  held  June  12,  1894,  at  which  it  was  resolved  to  invite 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  to  bold  its  Triennial  Convocation  in  1897  in  the  city 
of  Boston. 


A  third  Quarterly  was  held  September  11.  The  Grand  High  Priest  made  a 
report  of  the  doings  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  promised  a  full  statement 
in  his  Annual  Address. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  that  a  commodious  safe  had  been  procured 
and  placed  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  at  28  School  street. 


The  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  the  city  of  Boston,  December  11th,  1894. 
Sixty-six  Chapters  were  represented.  Twenty-one  permanent  members  answered 
the  roll  call  as  present,  also  the  Representatives  of  twenty -five  sister  Grand  Juris- 
dictions, including  California. 

At  9:30  A.  M.  the  entrance  of  the  M.'.  K.*.  Grand  High  Priest  and  officers  of 
the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  was  proclaimed  by  the  (irrand  Captain  of  the 
Host,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  devotional  exer-* 
cises  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  the  first  business  to  be  the  exemplification 
of  the  work  and  lectures  of  the  several  Chapter  degrees  by  the  Grand  Lecturers 
and  their  assistants,  and  requested  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  proceed  with  the  work. 
Tbe  attendance  was  very  large  and  attentive  to  the  work,  which  was  admirably 
done  throughout. 

An  evening  sension  was  held  at  which  sixty-seven  Chapters  were  represented. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  were  §3,543.56.  The  "  funds  "  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
amount  to  911,660.86. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  including  a  detailed  re- 
port of  his  official  acts,  giving  the  companions  the  assurances  of  increased  pros- 
perity from  all  sides.  He  says  **  thoughout  the  jurisdiction  *  loyalty '  is  the  watch- 
word—loyalty to  the  great  principles  that  support  and  permeate  our  sublime  insti- 
tution—loyalty to  the  teachings  of  the  fathers— loyalty  to  all  that  makes  for  th<; 
ennoblement  of  charact«'.r  and  the  upbuilding  of  men." 

Ordkr  op  High  Priesthood. 

The  R.'.  E.'.  Seranus  Bowkn,  Secretary  of  Massachusetts  Convention  of 
High  Priests,  certifies  that  twenty  companions  (named).  High  Priests  of  their  re- 
spective Chapters,  had  received  the  Order  of  High  Priesthof>d  since  the  last  annual 
rei>ort  The  General  Grand  Scribe  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  (M.\  E.*. 
Arthur  G.  Pollard),  presided  during  the  election  and  installation  of  officers. 

Comp.  Serancb  Bowkn  presents  his  Report  on  Correspondence,  a  review  of 
the  doings  of   forty-five  Grand  Royal  Arch  Bodies,   from  him  we  learn  that 
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Capitular  Masonry  in  the  *'  old  Bay  State  "  is  **  sailing  on/'  favored  by  fair  winds 
and  a  full  tide.  Well,  we  don't  wonder  at  it ;  we  remember  that  a  certain  Grand 
Chaplain  appeared  at  the  '*  Grand  Feast "  and  expressed  the  wish  to  join  the 
Masons  of  Massachusetts  in  whatever  would  make  **  this  Boston,"  *'  this  United 
States,"  "this  world,"  more  given  over  to  whatsoever  is  just  and  true,  and 
genuine  among  men,  and  as  that  language  seems  to  describe  the  condition  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts,  we  think,  of  course,  that  Bro.  Hobton  has 
been  getting  in  his  work. 

Under  Arizona,  Comp.  Bowen  joins  in  the  universal  sorrow  at  the  death  of 
our  friend  and  correspondent,  Liohthizeb. 

In  reviewing  California,  Comp.  Bowen  remarks  the  absence  of  our  Grand  High 
Priest,  M. '.  £.  *.  Chas.  R.  Gritman,  caused  by  what  was  supposed  to  be  temporary 
illness;  but,  alas,  for  human  calculations;  in  one  short  month  from  the  close  of  our 
Convocation  he  had  gone  from  among  as  forever — such  are  the  uncertainties  of 
human  life. 

Our  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Ellison  L.  Crawford,  presided  at  the 
session.  M.*.  E.'.  Alexander  G.  Oliver,  Grand  High  Priest  of  Arizona,  was 
present,  was  introduced  and  welcomed,  and,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  installed 
the  officers  elect. 

Comp.  BowEN  quotes  freely  from  our  report  and  generally  gives  our  views  his 
endorsement,  especially  in  the  use  of  substitutes,  the  selection  of  officers  without 
the  usual  "  routine  "  observance,  and,  as  to  the  Past  Master's  degree,  he  quotes  our 
conclusion  in  full. 

Comp.  BowEN  says :  **  We  have  read  this  entire  report  with  great  pleasure,  and 
look  forward  with  pleasant  anticipations  to  meeting  Companion  Da  vies  in  18d5." 
Thanks,  Companion  Bowen. 

Comp.  BowEN  quotes  from  Comp.  Conover,  of  Michigan,  the  following 
"unvarnished"  truth.  In  reviewing  Comp.  Bowkn,  he  (Conover)  says:  "*He 
(Bowen)  objects  to  the  Michigan  law  that  an  objection  has  the  same  effect  as  a 
black  ball,  and  thinks  the  old  way  of  an  objection  holding  good  for  life  is  better.' 
Well,  there  are  some  things  on  which  good  friends  may  disagree,  and  this  is  one  of 
them.  The  '  perpetual  objection '  opens  the  door  for  so  much  personal  spite 
work  and  contemptible  meanness  on  the  part  of  companions  who  are  disposed  to 
take  advantage  of  it,  that  we  were  glad  to  see  it  go.  Royal  Arch  Masons  are  but 
men,  and  some  of  them,  we  are  sorry  to  say,  very  small  specimens  of  men,  and 
some  of  these  little  feUows  delight  in  keeping  some  really  good  men  out  of  the 
Chapter  to  satisfy  some  little,  petty,  personal  grudge.  Oh,  no!  Not  any  more 
perpetual  objection  for  us.    You  can  have  it  all  if  you  want  it." 

M.'.  E.*.  J.  Gilhan  Waite  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest; 
R.  *.  E. '.  Seranus  Bowen  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.

MICHIGAN. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  held  its  forty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  Detroit  January  15,  1895.— M.*.  E.*.  James  H.  Cummins,  Grand  High 
Priest,  K".  E.  •.  Jefferson  S.  Conover,  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-six  Chapters  out  of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  active  Chapters  on 
the  roll  were  represented.  Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  one  Past  Deputy 
Grand  were  present 
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The  Bpeaking  portrait  of  M.*.  E.'.  Jambs  H.  Cummins,  Grand  High  Priest, 
invites  the  reader  to  examine  the  doings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  for  the  year  1894. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Grand  Chapter  accepted  an  invitation  to  witness  the  exemplification  of  the 
Royal  Arch  Degree  by  King  Cyrus  Chapter  on  that  evening. 

The  Eminent  Hugh  McCubdt,  Grand  Master  of  Templars  in  the  United  States, 
was  named  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

With  a  poetic  opening,  the  Grand  High  Priest  welcomes  the  companions  to 
their  annual  festival;  he  commends  his  companions  for  their  faithfulness  and 
attention  to  duty  through  a  year  of  great  depression  in  all  business  enterprises, 
and  requested  all  to  join  him  in  thanks  to  the  Great  Ruler  for  bis  manifold  bless- 
ings of  the  year,  and  his  preservation  of  their  Grand  Chapter  from  the  visitation 
of  the  Great  Destroyer. 

Under  the  head  of  Necrology,  he  quotes  the  familiar  lines: 

"There  is  a  reaper  whose  name  is  Death, 
And  with  his  sickle  keen, 
He  reaps  the  bearded  grain  at  a  breath. 
And  the  flowers  that  grow  between." 

While  expressing  his  gratitude  that  the  officers  of  their  Grand  Chapter  have 
been  spared,  he  gives  expression  to  their  sympathy  for  sister  jurisdictions  who 
have  suffered  the  loss  of  eminent  and  beloved  companions.    He  says:— 

**  While  it  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  announce  that  among  the 
Grand  and  Past  Grand  Officers  of  this  jurisdiction  the  Reaper  has  seen  fit  to  pass 
us  by,  still  we  mourn  the  loss  of  many  noble  Rojal  Arch  Masons  with  whom  we 
have  in  times  past  been  in  loyal  touch  and  whom  it  was  always  a  pleasure  to  meet; 
but  we  live  with  the  assurance  that  they  are  not  dead,  but  simply  passed  beyond, 
and  are  waiting  for  us.  It  is  not  pleasant  to  miss  the  accustomed  hand  shake  and 
the  words  of  comfort  as  poured  in  our  ears  by  them  in  the  years  past  and  gone; 
still,  our  loss,  we  hope,  is  their  gain. 

"We  extend  to  our  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  our  heartfelt  sympathies  in  the 
loss  of  many  illustrious  companions  who  have  crossed  the  dark  river  in  the  past 
year." 

Among  the  official  acts  reported  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  no  unusual  trans- 
actions or  decisions  are  noted  —a  condition  which  the  Grand  High  Priest  attributes 
to  the  "Great  wisdom  displayed  by  the  Grand  Chapter  in  its  thorough  dissemina- 
tion of  the  constitution,  laws,  and  edicts  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  the  subordinate 
Chapters.  He  says  the  companions  were  so  thirsty  for  the  knowledge  contained 
in  said  Codes  and  Digest  that  no  further  instruction  as  to  the  law  is  needed;  they 
have,  as  it  were,  become  masters  of  the  work. 

He  recommends  the  incorporation  of  the  Grand  Chapter — that  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Michigan  may  have  a  legal  as  well  as  a  Masonic  standing.  He  says, 
sadly:  "We  cannot  sue  or  be  sued."  Which  we  think  a  deliverance  from  evils 
for  which  we  should  be  devoutly  thankful.  Most  Excellent.  We  do  not  want  to 
sue  anybody,  and  we  certainly  should  be  very  sorry  to  have  our  Chapter  sued  by 
some  disgruntled  companion  and  compelled  to  exhibit  its  records  in  justice's  court 
to  satisfy  the  revengeful  feelings  of  one  who  perhaps  thought  himself  injured  in 
some  matter  of  discipline.     No  incorporation  for  us. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  closes  his  address  with  a  burst  of  patriotic  pride  which 
makes  us  almost  wish  we  lived  in  Michigan.    He  says  :— 

"  Companions,  I  feel  proud  that  I  am  a  Master  Mason,  and  also  a  Royal  Arch 
Mason  of  this  great  and  glorious  Grand  Jurisdiction,  the  superior  of  which  doee 
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not  exist  in  this  or  any  other  country.  A  State  that  is  always  in  the  front, 
whether  it  be  in  peace  or  war,  religion  or  politics:  a  State,  and  the  onlv  State  that 
can  claim  "Oar  Hugh,"  one  of  Nature's  noblemen,  together  with  nundreds  of 
others  of  the  same  kind  of  courteous  and  genial  gentlemen." 

Comp.  F.  A.  Blades,  chairman,  presented  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Obit- 
uaries, which,  but  for  its  length,  we  should  be  glad  to  copy.  It  is  an  eloquent 
tribute  of  fraternal  afiFection  to  those  companions,  our  own  kindred  and  brethren 
of  sister  jurisdictions,  forming  a  part  of  our  national  organization,  who  have  been 
with  us  in  our  life  work  of  rebuilding  the  City  and  House  of  the  Lord,  but  who,  in 
obedience  to  divine  command,  have  passed  within  the  vails  to  enjoy  a  period  of  rest 
from  their  labors. 

'*  We  grieve  to  think  our  eyes  no  more 
That  form,  those  features  loved  shall  trace; 
But  sweet  it  is  from  memory's  store 
To  cull  each  fondly  cherished  grace." 

A  Step  in  the  Right  Dibbotion. 

The  following  was  adopted:— 

"  Retolvedj  That  any  companion  who  has  attended  this  Grand  Chapter  for 
twenty  consecutive  years  shall  be  hereafter  entitled  to  the  printed  proceedings  of 
this  Grand  Chapter." 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  numbers  on  its  roll  127  Chapters,  with  a 
membership  of  12,338  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

Ordbb  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  Grand  Council  of  High  Priests  of  Michigan  held  its  thirty-fifth  Annual 
Convocation  during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  M.*.  E.*.  Traverse  PnrL- 
LIPS,  President,  E. '.  D.  Burnham  Tract,  Recorder.  The  Grand  Council  was 
opened  in  Ample  Form.  Three  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective 
Chapters,  and  otherwise  qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  admitted,  introduced 
and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  After  the  election  of  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year,  the  Grand  Council  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  written  by  Comp.  Jefferson  S.  Conover, 
assisted  by  Comp.  Gara  B.  Noble,  whose  kindly  proffered  assistance  was  wel- 
comed and  accepted  by  Comp.  Conover  with  exceeding  great  joy.  The  work  of 
each  bears  the  author's  mark,  and  is  a  faithful  review  of  the  doings  in  the  Grand 
Bodies  of  Capiti^Iar  Masonry. 

In  his  notice  of  California,  Comp.  Noble  notes  the  illness  of  Grand  High 
Priest  Chas.  R.  Gritman,  and  the  discharge  of  his  duties  by  Deputy  Ellison 
Lassbll  Crawford.  Our  Grand  High  Priest  was  at  the  time  'Hinder  the  shadow 
of  death "  and  remained  with  us  but  a  few  short  weeks  after  the  close  of  the 
session.  In  addition  to  the  death  of  Comp.  Gritman,  California  also  mourns  the 
loss  of  a  well-beloved  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  John  Mills  Browne,  for 
the  last  few  years  a  resident  of  Washington,  D.  C,  having  through  all  the  years 
of  his  manhood  been  attached  to  the  Naval  Service  of  the  United  States.  As  the 
years  advance  how  much  oftener  and  doner  together  seem  to  come  the  visits  of  the 
Grim  Messenger.  But  a  few  months  since  Comp.  Browne  was  called;  then  came  a 
message  for  Innes  and  Connor,  and  in  a  few  short  days  for  Wheeler  and  Robebt 
MoCoT;  and,  while  reading  his  report  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  we 
note  in  the  morning  paper  the  death  of  Riohabd  V aux.  Well  may  we  ask,  **  Who 
next?" 
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There  seems  to  be  no  burning  subjects  for  discussion  brought  forward  by  Comp. 
CoNOVEB  at  this  time,  probably  for  Comp.  Swain,  of  Missouri's  reason:  He  says, 
"We  have  discussed  no  new  questions  this  year  because  there  were  none  to 
discuss." 

M.  *.  K.  *.  Ch AS.  D.  Blanchard  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  R. '.  E. '. 
Jefferson  S.  Ck)NOVER  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Correspondent,  Comp, 
Jeff.  S.  Conover,  Cold  water. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Detroit  January  21, 
1896, 

MINNESOTA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Minnesota  held  its  thirty-third  Annual  Convocation  in 
theCity  of  St.  Paul  October  9th,  1894,— M.-.  E.*.  William  P.  Jewett,  Grand 
High  Priest ;  R. '.  E.  *.  Thomas  Montgomery,  Grand  Secretary.  Fifty-four 
Chapters  were  represented.  Nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests  answered  roll-call 
and  the  representatives  of  twenty-6ve  sister  jurisdictions  were  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

After  opening  with  a  fraternal  greeting,  the  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his 
official  acts  and  congratulated  the  Grand  Chapter  upon  the  satisfactory  condition 
of  the  jurisdiction.  He  congratulated  the  companions  that  their  oflRcial  ranks 
remained  unbroken,  although  the  dread  messenger  bad  invaded  the  sanctuary  of 
many  neighboring  jurisdictions.  Of  the  Past  Officers  of  Minnesota  the  Grand 
High  Priest  reports  the  death  of  Comp.  O.  T.  Hayes,  the  first  Grand  King  of  the 
Grand  Chapter.  He  mentions  the  illustrious  dead  of  sister  jurisdictions,  our  own 
Grand  High  Priest  Gritman  being  named  with  others  on  the  roll.    He  says  : — 

"To  these  honored  names  I  would  append  those  of  companitms,  members  of 
our  own  subordinate  Chapters,  who,  too,  nave  crossed  over  the  dark  river,  leaving 
the  record  of  well-spent  lives  and  zealous  service  in  the  cause  oT  Royal  Arch 
Masonry." 

'*  Peace  to  their  ashes  !  Rest  to  their  souls  !  " 

His  decisions  were  of  local  interest,  relating  to  the  subject  of  dues. 

The  revised  Ritual,  approved  by  the  Greneral  Grand  Chapter,  is  in  the  hands 
of  all  High  Priests  of  Minnesota. 

The  volume  contains  the  portraits  of  Comp.  William  Parker  Jewett,  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  also  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  William  J.  Hahn  of  1882. 

Grand  Secretary  Thomas  Montgomery  gives  the  receipts  of  the  past  year  at 
$3,097.00.    The  disbursements  by  the  Grand  Treasurer  were  ^,382.45. 

Minnesota  carries  fifty-seven  Chapters  on  its  roll,  with  a  membership  of  4,498 
Royal  Arch  Masons. 

Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  Convention  of  High  Priests  of  Minnesota  was  held  during  the  session  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  at  St.  Paul  October  9th,  1894,— M.'.  E.*.  Thomas  Mont- 
gomery, President,  £.'.  Comp.  Charles  D.  Boyce,  Recorder.  Convention 
opened  in  Ample  Form.  Ten  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chap- 
ters and  otherwise  qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  introduced,  anointed,  con- 
secrated and  set  apart  to  the  office  of  High  Priesthood.  The  Convention  was 
then  closed. 

Comp.  Thomas  Montgomery,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  and  Chairman,  pre- 
sents his  Report  on  Correspondence,  in  which  he  reviews  the  doings  of  forty-eight 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Bodies,  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nevada  alone  failing  to  come  to 
hand.    Comp.  Montgomery  is  a  painstaking  writer;  he  never  slights  anything 
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but  analyzes  with  patient  industry  the  purpose  and  intent  of  the  sentence  upon 
which  the  refnilation  under  fire  is  founded.  Such  work  always  brings  good  re. 
suits.  His  tables  of  statistics  are  valuable  contributions  to  Masonry,  as  they  fur- 
nish information  on  sight  that  would  require  hours  of  patient  investigation  to  ac- 
quire. 

With  his  fellow  Correspondents,  in  passing  Arizona,  he  drops  the  sympathetic 
tear  upon  the  coflBn  of  our  late  friend  and  Gomp.  Lighthizkb. 

Under  California  he  notes  the  illness  of  Grand  High  Priest  Charles  R.  Grit- 
man,  of  whose  death  he  has  since  learned,  and  the  presiding  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest,  Ellison  L.  Crawford,  whose  address  is  liberally  quoted  from.  He  quotes 
from  and  comments  on  the  report  of  the  writer  and  generally  concurs  in  his  ex- 
pressed opinions,  thinks  our  r^ulations  for  suspension  for  non-pajrment  of  dues 
perhaps  rather  severe,  but  agrees  with  us  fully  in  condemnation  of  the  miserable 
doctrine  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  and  also  the  discussion  of  the  ballot.  We  are 
pleased  with  your  approval,  Bro.  Montgomery,  and  feel  stronger  for  it. 

Under  Connecticut  Bro.  Montgomery  makes  sorrowful  mention  of  the  death 
of  our  dear  friend  and  Correspondent,  Comp.  Josbpb  K.  Wheeler,  and  pays  a 
loving  tribute  tu  his  memory. 

From  his  review  of  Indiana  we  quote  from  Chairman  I'^OHAa  B.  Long  the  fol- 
lowing, as  possibly  of  interest  to  our  Grand  Chapter  : — 

"The  science  of  making  engravings  from  photographic  plates  is  giving  addi- 
tional interest  to  the  published  proceedings  of  Grand  Bodies  in  all  the  depart- 
ments of  Masonry.  A  few  dollars'  expense  for  a  photo  engraving,  giving  an 
absolutely  perfect  portrait  of  a  Grand  or  Past  Grand  Officer,  instenad  of  the 
outlay  of  8150  for  a  steel  plate,  now  brin^  about  the  general  perpetuation 
of  the  faces  of  many  esteemed  and  distinguished  Masons." 

M. '.  E.  *.  Frank  B.  Fobks  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R.  *.  E. '.  Thomas 
Montgomery  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary  ;  Chairman  of  Correspondence, 
Thomas  Montgomery,  St.  Paul. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  St.  Paul  October  8, 1895. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Mississippi  held  its  forty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  Holly  Springs  February  14,  1894,— the  M.\  E.'.  J.  K.  MoLbod,  Grand 
High  Priest,  the  R. '.  E  *.  J.  L.  Power,  Grand  Secretary.  Thirty-five  chartered 
Chapters  were  represented,  and  there  were  six  Past  Grand  High  Priests  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opeoed  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  having  greeted  the  companions  assembled  in  Annual 
Convocation,  reminded  them  of  the  many  reasons  for  thanks  to  the  Great  Creator 
and  Preserver,  for  His  blessings  in  shielding  them  from  the  fury  of  the  tempest 
and  the  ravages  of  pestilence,  which  at  one  time  invaded  their  borders  and 
threatened  them  with  destruction,  and  although  financial  disaster  had  overtaken 
neighboring  communities,  they  had  been  spared  and  passed  through  the  trial  com- 
paratively uninjured.  For  these  and  many  other  blessings  he  would  have  his  com- 
panions raise  their  voices  together  as  one,  in  prayers  of  thanksgiving  and  praise  to 
the  ever-living  and  true  God. 

The  address  is  confined  to  a  recapitulation  of  the  official  business  transacted 
during  the  year,  and  is  entirely  of  local  interest.     We  note,  however,  as  an  on- 
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usual  occurrence,  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  refused  to  grant  the  issuance  of  five 
special  dispensation  applied  for  by  the  several  Chapters.  The  purposes  were  "  to 
receive  and  act  upon  a  petition  before  the  petitioner  had  resided  in  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Chapter  the  time  required  by  law ;  to  receive,  refer  and  ballot  on  the  peti- 
tions of  several  candidates  at  the  same  meeting."  We  think  the  Grand  Hia:h  Priest 
should  be  commended  for  his  action. 

We  notice  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on  Capitular  Law;  of  course 
it  is  good  law,  as  we  should  expect  nothing  else  from  that  committee.  But  the 
construction  would  be  unnecessary  in  California,  as  our  Constitution  provides.  Sec. 
2  of  Article  XIV  :— 

**  Every  member  in  good  standing,  and  whose  dues  are  paid,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  all  elections;  and  every  voter  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  the  Chapter." 

The  subject  of  this  report  is  the  **  Qualifications  of  a  High  Priest,**  and  the 
committee  say  : — 

*'  The  Committee  on  Capitular  Law  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had 
under  consideration  the  question  as  to  whether  the  High  Priest-elect  of  a  Chapter 
must  have  been  installed  as  King  or  Scribe,  to  render  him  eligible  to  installation  as 
High  Priest.  We  know  of  no  such  usage  or  law ;  such,  however,  has  been  the 
custom  with  some  of  our  Chapters,  which  have  followed  the  rule  prevailing  in  the 
Lodfj^e,  where  the  Master  must  have  previously  been  installed  as  a  Warden  to 
qualify  him  for  installation  as  Master.  The  reason  of  this  was,  perhaps,  becaxise 
in  all  matters  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  where  there  is  no  specific  law,  the  law  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  governs.  While  this  is  a  good  and  safe  rule,  it  would  not  prevail 
over  a  long  established  custom  to  the  contrary.  Investigation  elicits  the  fact  that 
it  is  not  the  custom,  generally  throughout  the  United  States,  to  require  previous 
service  as  King  or  Scribe  to  qualify  the  High  Priest-elect  of  a  Chapter,  though  it 
does  prevail  in  at  least  (me  jurisdiction.  As  it  does  not  rest  upon  anv  written 
law,  and  has  only  been  confined  to  a  portion  of  our  Chapters,  it  cannot  be  said  to 
have  been  a  usaji^e  in  this  jurisdiction.  We  see  many  practical  reasons  why  it 
should  not  be  required,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  only  qualifications  should 
be  knowledge  of  the  Ritual  and  the  faculty  of  presiding.

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  High  Priests  of  Mississippi  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Holly  Springs  on  February  15,  1894,  —the  M. '.  E. '.  Robert  B.  Brannin, 
President,  the  £. '.  J.  L.  Power,  Recorder. 

Convention  opened  in  Due  Form. 
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Eight  coinpsnions.  High  Prieste  of  their  respective  Chapters,  having  been 
elected,  were  admitted  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 
The  busioess  being  concluded,  Convention  closed. 

How  uncertain  is  the  tenure  of  human  life  !  On  the  16th  of  May  the  Grand 
High  Priest  performed  the  sad  duty  of  announcing  to  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Mississippi  the  death  of  Comp.  Robert  B.  Bbannin,  President  of  the  Convention 
of  High  Priests,  and  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  He  died  in  his  fifty- 
sixth  year.  How  often  we  are  reminded  of  the  lines  of  the  great  poet,  Comp. 
Albert  Pike:— 

**To  the  past  go  more  dead  faces  every  year." 

Our  lamented  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Geo.  Titttle  Grimes,  is  acccredited  as 
being  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Mississippi  near  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  California.  But  as  our  Comp.  Grimes  "crossed  the  river"  several 
years  since,  it  would  seem  to  be  in  order  for  our  companions  of  Mississippi  to 
nominate  a  live  representative  to  attend  to  the  interests  of  Mississippi  near  the 
Golden  Gate. 

The  portrait  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Thomas  Jefferson  Harper  precedes 
the  opening  page  of  this  volume  of  proceedings. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  P.  M. 
Savert — a  review  of  forty-two  jurisdictions.  We  have  read  it  through,  and 
affirm  that  is  neither  a  "  useless  expense  "  nor  is  it  **  worthless,"  but  is  a  pains- 
taking commentary  upon  the  legislation  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  our  countiy  and 
neighbors  of  Canada.  It  is  true  that  we  have  nothing  to  quarrel  about;  the  times 
are  peaceful— there  is  no  conflict  of  interests  to  compromise,  nor  even  a  difficult 
proposition  to  solve— in  fact,  we  are  all  agreed  in  **  peace,  love  and  unity  "  to  serve 
loyally  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  its  Royal  Arch  Constituents  wherever 
found,  and  to  preserve  with  jealous  care  the  secrets  entrusted  to  us  for  transmis- 
sion to  our  successors. 

Comp.  Savert  quotes  liberally  under  California  from  the  Grand  High  Priest 
and  the  reports  of  the  several  committees  of  oar  Grand  Chapter.  He  also  writes 
approvingly  of  the  work  of  the  writer,  for  which  he  has  our  thanks. 

Under  Texas,  Comp.  Savert,  upon  the  work  of  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  ( Comp.  Frederic  Speed,  Chairman ),  to  courteoosly 
urge  upon  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  the  invitation  of  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter to  become  again  of  our  kindred  and  brethren  in  the  national  organization, 
makes  these  comments : — 

**  But  the  most  important  part  of  the  proceedings  is  that  where  the  special 
committee  appointed  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter  to  urge  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Texas  to  pay  allegiance  to  the  General  Grand,  appeared  on  the  floor  of  the  afore- 
said Grand  Chapter  and  deUvere^i  their  message.  M.\  K.'.  Comp.  Lemon,  Gen- 
eral Grand  King  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  together  with  Grand  High  Priest 
Frederic  Speed  (our  Fred),  constituted  the^  committee.  Courteously  was  their 
mission  announced.  Courteously  was  it  received,  and  words  of  love  fell  from  lips 
that,  while  they  differ  from  each  other  in  the  matter  in  band,  yet  acknowledged 
the  sacred  tieo  of  the  mystic  brotherhood.  The  companions  of  Texas  are  excel- 
sior in  this  respect.  The  committee  to  whom  the  subject  alluded  to  wa<«  referred, 
was  composed  of  the  brightest  and  best,  as  well  as  the  wisest  of  the  Craft,  and 
they  differed  in  council,  preparing  and  presenting  both  a  majority  and  minority 
report,  both  of  which  were  laid  on  table  subject  to  call.  The  matter  is  not  yet 
settled,  and  it  may  never  be  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  all. 

'*  Of  one  thing  we  feel  assured,  our  Texas  companions  will  not  be  coerced. 
Friendship,  exemplified  by  acts,  may  lead  them  and  wisdom  guide  them,'but  com- 
mands will  never  influence  them." 
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We  had  strong  hopes  of  a  different  result  from  the  efforts  of  that  very  able 
committee,  bat  we  will  wait  in  full  confidence  that  Texas  will  be  **of  us  **  in  the 
near  future. 

M.*.  E.'.  Wm.  Starling  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R.'.  £.*.  J.  L.  Powkr 
was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  West  Point  in  Febru- 
ary, 1895. 

MISSOURI. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri  held  its  forty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  in 
Kansas  City  April  26th,  1894,— M.'.  E.'.  Allan  McDowell,  Grand  Hiflrh  Priest ; 
R. '.  E. '.  William  H.  Mato,  Grand  Secretary.  Eighty-six  chartered  Chapters 
were  represented.  There  were  present  thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the 
representatives  of  twenty-three  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Comp.  William  A.  Davieb  represents  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri  near 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

Comp.  William  F.  Kahn  delivered  an  address  of  welcome  on  behalf  of  the 
Masons  and  citizens  of  Kansas  City.  TbeM.'.  E.*.  Noah  M.  Givan  responded 
on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reporte'l  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  who  had  passed  beyond  the  vail  since  the  last  Annual  Convocation,  clos- 
ing with  reference  to  sister  jurisdictions  who  had  been  bereaved  and  extending  to 
them  sincere  condolence  and  heartfelt  sympathy. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  had  not  been  called  upon  to  decide  any  controverted 
point  of  law  or  usage.  He  says  that  notwithstanding  *'hard  times  "  and  general 
stagnation  of  business  Capitular  Mas  inry  in  Missouri  has  moved  steadily  forward. 
Accessions  have  not  been  so  numerous  as  they  might  otherwise  have  been,  but  a 
fair  amount  of  work  has  been  done,  and,  what  is  of  more  importance,  of  the  very 
best  material.  The  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Missouri  stand  as  a  living  bulwark 
against  infidelity,  immorality  and  intemperance  as  living  witnesses  to  truth, 
honor  and  integrity. 

The  Committee  on  Grievance  reported  '*  no  grievance  "  and  consequently  no 
business. 

The  Grand  Chapter— 

**Be8olved,  That  the  Grand  High  Priest  shall,  as  soon  after  his  election  as  pos- 
sible, proceed  to  divide  the  State  into  nine  districts,  as  convenient  as  possible,  and 
that  the  Chapters  in  each  district  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  following 
officers,  to- wit :  The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  King,  Grand  Scribe, 
Grand  Captain  of  the  Host,  Grand  Princiijal  Sojourner,  Grand  Koyal  Arch  Cap- 
tain, Grand  Master  of  the  Third  Vail,  Grand  Master  of  the  Second  Vail  and 
Grand  Master  of  the  First  Vail,  and  each  officer  above  named  shall  visit  each 
Chapter  under  his  jurisdiction  at  least  once  each  year  and  examine  into  the  condi- 
tion and  workinf?s  of  said  (chapter,  and  shall  make  a  report  at  such  time  as  re- 
quired by  the  Grand  High  Priest." 

A  good  regulation,  which  must  be  productive  of  good  results  if  faithfully  car- 
ried out. 

The  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Missouri  are  making  eimest  efforts  to  place  their 
"  Home  "  on  a  permanent  basis  and  are  meeting  with  good  success.

Rev.  Comp.  C.  H.  Brioos  of  Fayette  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R.'.  E.'. 
William  H.  Mato  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Obdbb  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  High  Priests  of  Missouri  was  held  in  Kansas  City 
April  25th,  1894,~M.\  E.*.  Thomas  E.  Garratt,  President,  R.\  E.*.  William 
H.  Mato,  Recorder.  Convention  opened  in  Due  Form.  Nineteen  companions. 
High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  having  been  elected,  were  admitted  and 
consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood ;  two  anointed  companions  from  Ohio 
and  Iowa  were  admitted  to  membership.  The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  con- 
sideration of  such  business  as  came  before  it. 

E. '.  Comp.  Joseph  S.  Browne  stated  that  there  was  a  General  Convention  of 
Representatives  from  Councils  of  this  Order  from  many  of  the  States,  to  be  held 
in  Topeka,  Kansas,  during  the  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  United  States  in  July  next,  and  on  his  motion  the 
E.'.  Vice-President,  Comp.  Allan  McDowell,  was  unanimously  ejected  a  dele- 
gate to  represent  the  Grand  Convention  in  the  said  General  Convention  ;  at  the 
request  of  Comp.  McDowell,  any  member  of  the  Grand  Convention  who  may 
attend  the  General  Grand  Chapter  or  this  General  Convention  was  added  to  the 
delegation  from  that  State. 

The  M.  *.£.'.  President  stated  that  in  the  early  history  of  the  Order  Bibles 
were  not  given  to  the  candidates,  coni*equently  he  had  never  received  one  from 
the  Convention,  and  that  he  would  prize  one,  such  as  the  Convention  now  pre- 
sents to  each  candidate  as  a  memento,  very  much.  On  motion  the  E. '.  Vice* 
President  and  Grand  Recorder  were  instructed  to  purchase  a  suitable  Bible  and 
have  an  appropriate  inscription  or  certificate  put  in  the  same  for  the  M.  *.  E. '. 
President. 
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A  vote  of  thanks  was  unanimouBly  adopted  in  favor  of  the  companioDS  of 
Kansaa  City  for  the  use  of  their  hall  and  the  many  courtesies  extended  while  in 
their  city. 

The  Keport  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Com  p.  William  H  Mayo,  and 
no  higher  praise  can  be  awarded  it  than  to  say  that  it's  one  of  Mato's  own.  He 
reviews  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  forty-four  States  and  Terri- 
tories, with  those  of  four  foreign  jurisdictions. 

Under  California  Comp.  Mato  quotes  approvingly  from  the  address  of  Grand 
High  Priest  Davis,  indorses  him,  says  good  words  of  Caswkll,  and  quotes  without 
dissent  from  the  conclusions  of  this  Correspondent. 

Under  Connecticut  he  indorses  the  following  opinion  of  Comp.  Barlow,  in 
which  approval  we  wish  to  join  bands.  Self  preservation  is  the  first  law  of  na- 
ture, and  any  Grand  Body  of  Masons  has  the  right  to  protect  itself  by  punish- 
ment for  acts  of  contempt : — 

**  We  think  that  Grand  Bodies  have,  in  case  of  discipline,  original  jurisdiction 
and  may  inflict  a  penalty  of  suspension  or  expulsion,  not  only  from  the  Grand 
Body,  but  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  especially  if,  as  in  the  case 
alluded  to  (if  we  remember  correctly),  the  offense  was  against  the  Grand  Body. 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  at  its  last  Annual  Communication  passed  the 
sentence  of  expulsion  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  upon  one  who 
was  not  a  member  of  the  Grand  Body,  but  whose  offense  was  of  such  a  nature  as 
to  call  for  such  an  action.  *' 

Under  Illinois  Comp.  Mato  writes  : — 

**  In  Wisconsin  the  Grand  High  Priest  recommended  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  the  atioption  of  some  plan  that  would  shorten  or  discontinue 
the  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  In  his  argument  he  had  said, 
among  other  things  :  'There  are  those  (I  confess  to  sharing  in  the  opinion)  who 
believe  this  committee  to  be  a  useless  and  expensive  ap|)endage.*  On  this  propo- 
sition Comp.  Prarson  comments  somewhat  bluntly,  as  follows  : 

**  'Incited  by  these  words  of  wttdom,  we  look  over  this  volume  carefully.  We  do 
not  find  that  the  aforesaid  Grand  High  Priest  has  done  anything  to  speak  of.  In  fact, 
he  acknowledges  this  himself,  and  the  wonder  is  to  us,  why  he  didn't  recommend 
his  own  abolishment.  We  find  he  has  served  by  regular  annual  'promotion  in  the 
offices  of  Grand  Scribe,  Kmg  and  Deputy,  and,  for  all  this  experience,  he  has  only 
found  this  one  improvement  that  can  be  made. 

**  *  This  Grand  Chapter  did  not  agree  with  the  Grand  High  Priest,  and  we  take 
pleasure  in  quoting  what  they  say,  by  committee,  and  regard  it  as  very  applicable 
to  the  excellent  Reports  of  M. '.  £. '.  Comp.  Swain,  from  whom  we  hope  to  hear 
many  times  in  the  future.'" 

As  was  Haid  of  the  Durham  that  locked  horns  with  the  locomotive,  we  admire 
the  courage  of  that  Grand  High  Priest,  but— **can't  appreciate"  his  judgment;  and 
Comp.  Swain  at  the  helm;  rash  man  !  the  funeral  ceremonies  were  solemn,  but  en- 
joyable. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  St.  Louis  April  25th,  1895. 

MONTANA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Montana  held  its  fifth  Annual  Convocation  at  Billings, 
September  17,  1894.  The  M.*.  E.*.  P.  H.  Poindkxtkr,  Grand  High  Priest,  the 
K.'.  E. '.  CoRNKLius  Hkix;i£s,  Grand  Secretary.  The  twelve  Chapters  of  Montana 
were  represented,  with  five  representatives  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened,  and,  after  the  appointment  of  the  usual  com- 
mittees, the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address: 

After  returning  thanks  to  the  Great  Ruler  for  the  blessings  of  the  year,  man- 
ife<fted  in  the  preservation  of  their  organization  in  health  and  strength,  although 
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he  says  the  year  has  been  one  of  fpreat  depression  in  all  business  pursaits  and  that 
the  different  departments  of  Masonry  have  been  sympathetically  affected,  but  he 
adds  with  the  confidence  of  the  honest  miner:— 

"We  have  one  crop  that  never  fails  and  always  commands  an  undiminished 
price— the  gold  from  our  placer  and  quartz  mines.  Neither  have  our  grain  fields 
or  broad  pastures  been  parched  with  drouth,  or  our  forests  consumed  with  fires,  as 
in  some  of  our  sister  States  to  the  east. " 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his  official  visitations,  and  in  conclusion 
declares  the  Chapters  well  officered  and  that  harmony  and  a  fair  degree  of  pros- 
perity prevails  in  the  jurisdiction. 

The  Finance  Committee  report  balance  cash  on  hand  $858.86. 

The  business  of  the  session  was  of  local  importance  only. 

The  M.-.  £.'.  I.  W.  Baker  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  R.*.  £.'. 
Cornelius  Hedgks  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Comp.  Hroobs  represented  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Montana  at  the  late  meeting 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  at  Topeka,  in  which  respectable  office  Comp.  H. 
sayn  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  casting  the  whole  vote  of  Montana  on  every 
occasion,  scored  lots  of  experience,  and  made  a  host  of  friends. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  the  genial  Grand  Secretary,  Comp.  Cor- 
nelius HsnoBS,  who  gives  a  review  of  half  a  hundred  Royal  Arch  Legislatures, 
with  his  comments  upon  the  general  conduct  of  each,  and  a  general  summary  of 
the  doings  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

He  makes  favorable  mention  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
California,  and  says  Montana,  in  company  with  Ohio  and  California,  unite  in 
sorrow  aver  the  grave  of  Comp.  Hkz.  L.  Hosmbr,  the  first  Chief  Justice  of  Mon- 
tana, and  will  long  remember  his  valuable  services  to  Masonry. 

Under  Florida,  Comp.  Hedges  argues  in  favor  of  the  right  of  bodies  under 
dispensation  to  assume  the  rights  and  privileges  of  duly  constituted  bodies  imme- 
diately subsequent  to  the  declaration  of  the  Grand  Body  authorizing  their  creation 
and  prior  to  the  ceremony  of  constitution.  He  says:  "We  hold  that  the  records 
of  the  authority  granting  the  rights  and  powers,  of  which  the  written  instrument 
is  only  the  evidence,  is  still  higher,  and  as  long  as  it  stands  unrepealed  the 
body  to  which  life  and  power  was  given  still  retains  them." 

It  all  depends,  Comp.  Hedges,  upon  the  law  under  which  your  Chapters  are 
created.  Our  Code  reads  (Section  10  of  Article  XVII):  *'  No  Chapter,  until  char- 
tered and  duly  constUuted,  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  this  Grand  Chapter; 
but  a  Chapter  under  dispensation  may  send  delegates  thereto,  who  may  be 
admitted  to  seats  and  be  permitted  to  speak,  but  shall  have  no  vote."  You  see, 
Comp.  Hedges,  we  are  jealous  of  our  suffrage,  and  permit  none  to  enjoy  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  full-fledged  citizen  until  fully  qualified. 

P.  G.  H.  P.  Poindextbr's  patriarchal  features  illuminate  this  volume  of 
proceedings. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Helena  on  the  third  Wednesday 
in  September,  1895. 

NEBRASKA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Nebraska  held  its  twenty-eighth  Atmual  Convocation 
December  12th,  1894,  in  the  city  of  Omaha.  M.'.  E.  *.  Albert  W.  Critks,  Grand 
High  Priest,  R.".  E.*.  Wiluam  R.  Bo  wen.  Grand  Secretary.  Thirty  five  Chap- 
ters were  represented.  There  were  sixteen  representatives  of  sister  jurisdictions 
present,  and  nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests. 
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A  fine  portrait  of  Grand  Hifirh  Priest  Cbites,  on  steel,  is  published  in  the 
present  volume. 

In  accordance  with  the  fashions  of  Nebraska,  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter  was 
opened,  when  Com  p.  Jambs  W.  Matnard,  High  Priest  of  Omdha  Chapter  No.  1, 
welcomed  the  Grand  Chapter  to  the  scene  of  their  labors,  and  extended  a  cordial 
greeting  to  all.  The  Grand  High  Priest  responded  on  behalf  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  returning  thanks 
for  their  preservation,  he  reported  the  names  of  thirty-tive  of  their  companions 
**  who  had  passed  out  of  the  shadows  of  this  life  into  the  perfect  light  of  God." 
Of  this  number,  seven  were  members  of  the  Convention  of  High  Priests,  one  a 
Past  Grand  High  Priest,  and  one  the  Grand  Lecturer,  Comp.  Lre  P.  Gillktte. 
The  Grand  High  Priest  gave  testimony  to  their  faithful  records  and  he  paid 
eloquent  and  feeling  tribute  to  their  memories.  He  reported  several  decisions,  but 
none  of  other  than  local  interest. 

Nebraska  numbers  fifty -three  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  2,991  Royal  Arch 
Masons. 

During  the  session  announcement  was  made  of  the  death  of  M.'.  E.'.  John 
Frizzell,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  Tennessee  and  Past  General  Grand  High 
Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  adopted  the  follow- 
ing report  :— 

'*  It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  have  just  learned  of  the  death  of  M.  *.  £. '. 
John  Frizzell,  Past  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
of  the  United  States.  No  companion  in  the  United  States  has  exerted  a  stronger 
influence  among  the  Royal  Craft  than  Companion  John  Frizzkll.  He  was 
learned,  judicious,  conservative  and  thoroughly  reliable.  His  commanding  influ- 
ence with  the  Royal  Craft  was  the  natural  result  of  the  judicious  use  of  his  great 
learning,  which  was  consecrated  to  the  good  of  his  fellow  man.  He  was,  in  the 
highest  and  best  sense  of  those  terms,  a  wise  roan.  To-day  we  join  our  compan- 
ions in  the  United  States  in  paying  tribute  to  his  memory.  It  is  not  Tennessee 
alone  which  mourns  the  loss  of  this  eminent  man  and  splendid  Mason.  The  whole 
Masonic  world  is  sorrow  stricken  because  of  his  death.  While  we  tender  to  our 
companions  of  Tennessee  our  heartfelt  sympathy  at  their  sad  bereavement,  we 
express  our  profound  grief  as  well.  A  Prince  of  the  House  of  Judah  has  laid 
down  his  sceptre.  A  good  man  has  fallen  at  his  post  of  duty.  May  the  lessons 
drawn  from  his  life  never  lose  their  impress  upon  our  lives." 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Comp.  Benjamin  F.  Tuttle  is  the  representative  of 
Nebraska  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California,  and  Comp.  Wm.  R.  Bowen 
represents  California  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nebraska. 

Order  ok  High  Priesthood. 

The  twenty-third  Annual  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was 
held  in  the  city  of  Omaha  December  I2th,  during  the  session  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,— the  M.*.  E. '.  Samuel  P.  Davidson,  President,  E.'.  Wm.  R.  Bowen, 
Recorder. 

The  Convention  was  oi)ened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  President  rep-irted  having  issued  certificates  of  anointing  to  nine  Com- 
panion High  Priests  since  the  laHt  Convention. 

Fourt<»en  companions*,  High  PriestH  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise 
qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  introduced,  anointed,  c«)n8ecrated  and  set 
apart  as  High  Priests  after  the  Order  of  Melc^isadec. 

An  electicm  was  held  and  the  present  Companions  re-elected  to  their  resi)ective 
stations,  and  installed  therein. 
Convention  closed. 
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The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Gomp.  Charles  J.  Phelps  for 
the  committee.  It  is  an  excellent  leview  of  forty-six  Grand  Koyal  Arch  Bodies — 
all  that  were  received  in  time  for  the  printer.  Comp.  Phklps  writes  fully  of  the 
condition  and  tendency  of  legislation  in  the  several  jurisdictions.  We  find  him 
generally  in  sympathy  with  what  we  consider  an  the  "correct  doctrine,"  founded 
upon  the  original  plan  and  groundwork  of  Masonry. 

In  reviewing  Alabama  he  learns  that  the  past  has  been  the  most  prosperous  of 
many  years  for  Capitular  Masonry.  Comp.  Pillans  don't  like  dependent  member- 
ship, and  predicts  trouble  in  the  future  for  us  in  California,  if  we  persist  in  the 
regulation.  We  hope  not,  Comp.  Pillanb.  We  believe  in  it,  and  have  practiced 
it  for  many  years,  with  the  best  results. 

Under  Arizona,  he  pauses  at  the  last  resting  place  of  our  friend  and  corres. 
pondent,  Harbt  Budd  Lighthizer,  and  deposits  his  sprig  of  acacia  in  loving 
remembrance  of  that  gifted  companion. 

In  reviewing  California,  Comp.  Phelps  mentions  the  absence  of  our  Grand 
High  Priest  from  illness,  and  the  discharge  of  his  duties  by  the  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest.  At  the  time,  Comp.  Phelps,  our  friend  and  companion  was  rest- 
ing under  the  shadow  of  death,  and  in  one  short  month  thereafter  its  finger 
touched  him  and  his  life  went  out. 

He  comments  favorably  upon  our  general  good  conduct,  and  concurs  in  most  of 
the  opinions  expressed,  except,  perhaps,  our  position  on  the  Past  Master's  Degree. 

We  need  hardly  assure  Comp.  Phelps  that  we  are  greatly  pleased  to  find  a 
neighbor  so  fully  in  accord  with  ua  on  the  questions  of  the  day. 

We  are  in  entire  accord  in  regard  to  the  beautiful  ceremonies  of  High  Priest- 
hood, and  greatly  regretted  our  inability  to  be  present  at  Topeka  last  year  to  join 
in  the  attempt  to  improve  the  status  of  that  impressive  ceremonial. 

We  feel  under  much  obligation  to  M.'.  E.'.  Comp.  Chamberlin,  of  Tiffin,  Ohio, 
for  his  earnest  efforts  in  behalf  of  that  Convention. 
Under  Kentucky,  this  from  Comp.  Staton  pleases  us  : 

"We  do  not  believe  that  the  Grand  Chapter  is  the  place  to  fight  "Cemeauisra." 
Not  that  we  do  not  believe  it  has  a  right  to  do  so,  but  we  have  contended  that  the 
proper  tribunal  is  the  Grand  Lodge,  because  that  is  the  foundation  of  all  rites  and 
systems.  But  when  the  fight  is  forced  upon  us,  even  in  the  Grand  Chapter,  we 
are  not  the  people  to  quietly  submit  and  let  these  disorganizers  have  a  clean 
sweep,  to  suit  their  own  sweet  will.  We  do  hot  seek  contentions.  This  was 
clearly  manifested  upon  the  part  of  the  loyal  Masons  of  Kentucky.  But  we  are 
not  a  people  to  run  away  because  the  enemy  become  bold  and  aggressive.  It  is 
always  best  to  know  what  one  is  talking  about  before  being  so  free  with  criticism." 

This  reminds  us  very  much  of  the  situation  in  California  in  1887.  These  Cer- 
neauites  were  very  busy  establishing  bodies  in  this  jurisdiction  and  gathering  in 
from  our  Lodges  recruits  at  the  expense  of  our  Chapter  organizations.  We  took 
hold  of  the  matter,  and  the  writer  of  this  report  was  chairman  of  a  committee 
which  reported  to  the  Grand  Chapter:  and— well,  we  have  had  no  more  Cemeau- 
ism  to  bother  us  since.     The  following  is  taken  from  that  report:  — 

"And  concerning  the  interet<t  that  we,  as  Royal  Arch  Masons,  have  in  this 
matter,  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  New  York,  in  an  address  to  the  Grand  Chapter, 
says :  *  I  have  to  inform  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  existence  of  clandestine  Chap- 
ters in  the  city  of  New  York,  established  by  H.  C.  Atwood  and  under  a  Consis- 
tory warrant  from  the  Cerneau  Consistory,  by  which  he  confers  not  only  all  the 
degrees  of  the  Chapter,  but  also  the  Orders  of  Knighthood.' 

'*  While  writing  this  report  we  have  read  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Louisiana,  Minnesota,  and  the  dignified  rejoinder  of  Massachusetts  to  the  crit- 
icisms upon  her  former  actions  regarding  the  subiects  of  this  report;  and  Bro. 
Fellows,  of  Louisiana,  well  expresses  our  views  when  he  writes:  *After  reading 
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all  that  has  thus  far  been  published  upon  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massa- 
chusetts, we  are  of  the  opinion  such  action  was  both  timely  and  proper  in  order  to 
maintain  its  prerogatives  as  the  body  paramount  of  Masonry  in  that  jurisdiction.' 

"Your  committee  think  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodges  sound  and  founded  in 
the  right  to  declare  what  are  and  what  are  not  Masonic  bodies.  The  operations  of 
the  Cerneauites  in  our  State  affect  more  directly  the  interests  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter  than  either  of  the  other  Masonic  organizations,  and  we  feel  that  this  Grand 
Chapter  should  stand  firm  in  its  assertion  of  the  right  to  declare  what  are  and 
what  are  not  Masonic  bodiei  in  this  jurisdiction. 

'*  We  fully  endorse  the  views  expressed  by  our  f rater  of  Mississippi  in  his  last 
report,  *  that  Freemasonry  has  one  common  *  origin,  and  the  legitimate  family — 
however  subdivided,  wherever  located,  or  how  designated — is  a  unity  in  its  Masonic 
or  family  sense;  provided,  that  the  landmarks^  traditions,  tenets,  and  symlxilism 
of  Freemasonry  are  preserved  therein,  and  belief  in  God,  love  to  the  brotherhood, 
and  charity  to  all  mankind  a  prerequisite  to  any  participation  in  their  mysteries, 
and  as  such  are  entitled  to  their  appropriate  place  and  recognition  as  members  of 
the  Masonic  family;  provided  again,  however,  that  the  ancient  Constitution,  laws, 
rules,  regulations  and  usages  oi  the  Craft  are  in  no  wise  disregarded  by  such 
bodies. 

'*  And  we  understand  the  main  supports  of  the  original  plan  of  Masonry  to  be 
unqualified  respect  for  and  obedience  to  dulv  constituted  authority,  and  a  loyal 
all^iance  to  the  same,  at  the  same  time  holding  in  contempt  all  dissenters  and 
clandestine  pretenders  of  whatever  rite  or  degree.  The  pretense  that  the  Master 
Mason  or  the  Mason  of  the  Royal  Arch  may  not  judge  of  the  claims  of  this 
Cernbau  mystery,  for  the  reason  that  they  cannot  judge  of  the  legality  of  an 
organization  of  which  they  know  nothing,  has  no  weight  with  us." 

M.'.  £.'.  Frank  E.  Bullard  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  R.'.  £.'. 
Wm.  R.  Bowen  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Committee  on  Correspondence— Wm.  R.  Bowbn,  Chas.  J.  Phelps,  and  Albert 
W.  Crites. 

The  next  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Omaha  December  11,  1895. 

NEW    BRUNSWICK. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Brunswick  was  organized  in  1887  and  held  its  first 
Annual  Convocation  April  25th,  1888.  The  officers  were:— M. *.£.*.  B.  Lbbter 
Peters,  First  Grand  Principal,  the  R.'.  £.*.  T.  NisBicr  Robertson  being  Grand 
Scribe  £. 

At  the  fourth  Annual  Convocation  in  1891,  in  accordance  with  authority  given 
by  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1888,  revised  and  amended  the  Constitution,  doing  away 
with  the  ancient  titles  of  the  first  three  officers  of  the  Bodies  and  substituting 
those  of  "  High  Priest,"  ** King  "  and  "  Scribe,"  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of 
American  Chapters. 

Of  the  revised  organization  in  April,  1892,  M.  \  £.  *.  B.  Lester  Peters  waa 
elected  Grand  High  Priest,  and  K*.  £.*.  T.  Nisbet  Robertson  was  elected 
Grand  Secretary.  Seven  Chapters  were  represented,  with  a  total  membership  of 
394. 

In  April,  1893,  a  Special  Convocation  was  held  for  the  exemplification  before 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  work  of  the  several  degrees,  according  to  the  adopted 
Ritual 

On  the  23d  of  April,  1893,  this  Grand  Chapter  held  its  sixth  Annual  Convoca- 
tion in  the  city  of  Moncton,— the  M.*.  £.'.  T.  Nisbet  Robertson,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  R.  *.  £.  *.  William  A.  Ewino  being  Grand  Secretary.  Seven  char- 
tered Chapters  were  represented. 
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The  seventh  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Brunswick 
was  held  in  the  City  of  St.  John  August  29th,  1894,— the  M.'.  E.'.  Edward 
TwsEDiB,  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  the  R.'.  E.'.  William  A.  Ewing  being 
Grand  Secretary.    Seven  chartered  Chapters  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Due  Form.  The  R. '.  E.  *.  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest  addressed  the  Grand  Chapter  as  follows : — 

**  Companions  :  As  we  meet  in  Annual  Convocation  to-day  I  doubt  not  that 
one  thought  is  uppermost  in  our  minds. 

"  Since  we  last  met  we  have  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  who  pre- 
sided over  our  deliberations  onl^  a  year  ago,  but  who  has  been  called  within  the 
veil,  frhere  he  is  at  rest  from  his  labors. 

**  I  refer  to  M.*.  £.*.  Comp.  Thomas  Nisbbt  Robbbtson,  who  had  been  twice 
elected  Grand  High  Priest  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  who,  we  hoped,  would  have 
been  .presiding  here  to-day.  We  shall  miss  his  presence  and  counsels,  but  we  sub- 
mit humbly  to  the  decree  of  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe. 

"Immediately  after  the  death  of  M.'.  E.*.  Comp.  Robbbtson,  I  caused  to  be 
sent  to  the  Officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  to  the  subordinate  Chapters,  and 
also  to  sister  jurisdictions,  the  following  memorial : —

Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 

which  occurred  at  his  home  in  St.  John  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  1894, 
after  an  illness  of  only  three  months.  His  funeral  took  place  on  the  twenty-seventh 
day  of  April,  under  the  banner  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick. 

**  By  his  death  the  Royal  Craft  and  Fraternity  in  general  have  lost  a  brother 
and  companion  who  for  years  has  been  an  ardent  and  zealous  worker  for  the  good 
of  Freemasonry.  In  every  office  which  he  filled  our  departed  companion  was 
conspicuous  among  the  Craftsmen  for  his  r^^lar  and  upright  conduct,  as  well  as 
for  the  great  skill  and  ability  which  he  brought  to  bear  in  the  discharge  of  his 
Masonic  duties.  As  a  man  and  a  citizen  be  was  justly  held  in  high  esteem, 
both  by  his  friends  and  the  citizens  in  general. 

"  In  memory  of  our  departed  companion  it  is  ordered  that  this  communication 
be  read  in  Open  Convocation  and  entered  in  full  upon  the  minutes  of  the  t^everal 
Subordinate  Chapters  of  this  Grand  Chapiter,  and  that  the  Jewels  and  Altars  of 
such  Chapters  be  draped  in  mourning  until  the  neit  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter."

**  Thomas  Nisbbt  Robert8C)N  was  bom  in  St.  John  on  the  20th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1841,  and  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years  he  moved  with  his  parents  to  Moncton. 
After  remaining  there  a  few  years  he  returned  to  St.  John,  where  he  continued  to 
reside  until  his  death. 

"  Our  companion  was  initiated  into  Masonry  on  the  2d  day  of  January,  1863,  in 
Albeon  Lodge,  then  No.  570  on  the  registry  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  and 
was  Worshipful  Master  of  the  Lodge  in  1871,  and  continued  a  member  during 
life.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  member  and  Past  First  Principal  of 
Carletcn  Chapter. 

"He  was  a  member  and  Past  Commander  of  the  Encampment  of  St.  John, 
Knights  Templar,  No.  48  on  the  registry  of  the  Chapter  General  of  Scotland,  and 
also  an  honorary  member  of  St.  Omer  Commandery,  of  South  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts. 
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"  In  the  Aacient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Kite  he  had  attained  the  Thirtv-second 
Degree,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  Commander-in-Chief  of  tne  New 
Branswick  Consistory. 

"  He  was  also  at  the  time  of  his  death  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the  Royal 
Order  of  Scotland  for  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island. 

**  Comp.  Robertson  was  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  from  the  time 
of  its  formation,  in  1887,  down  to  the^year  1892,  when  be  was  elected  Grand  Hif^h 
Priest.  By  his  death  also  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick  loses  its  Grand 
Secretary. 

**  At  the  time  he  was  stricken  with  the  fatal  disease  which  ended  his  earthly 
career  M.  *.  E. '.  Comp.  Robertson  was  contemplating  an  early  official  visit  to  the 
several  subordinate  Chapters  in  this  jurisdiction,  bnt  he  was  not  permitted  to  ac- 
complish his  desire. 

**  While  we  mourn  for  him,  let  us  strive  to  follow  the  example  of  our  departed 
companion,  and  by  the  faithful  discharge  of  our  duties  here  become  prepared  for 
the  summons  which  mast  sooner  or  later  come  to  us  all. 

**In  conclusion,  I  am  glad  to  report  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail  through- 
out the  jurisdiction,  and  I  feel  assured  that  all  matters  whicn  may  come  before 
you  at  this  time  will  receive  your  earnest  and  careful  consideration,  and  that  in 
all  your  deliberations  you  will  have  the  best  interests  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  view." 

The  Grand  Secretary  called  the  Roll  of  Grand  Representatives.  The  following 
Grand  Chapters  were  represented :  California,  Dele  ware,  Illinois,  Indian  Terri- 
tory, Iowa,  Massachusetts,  Minnesota,.  Misbissippi,  Montana,  North  Carolina, 
Nova  Scotia,  Ohio,  Oregon,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Washington,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  England  and  Wales  and  the  Colonies 
and  Dependencies  of  the  British  Crown. 

The  Grand  Chapter  approved  the  acts  of  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  as  head  of  the  Grand  Chapter  since  the  death  of  Comp. 
Robertson.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales  was  recognized  as  a  regu- 
lar Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter. 

The  M.\  E.'.  John  V.  Ellis  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  the  R.'.  E.*. 
William  A.  Ewino  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  St.  John  August 

28th,  1895. 

Obdbb  of  High  Pszbsthogd. 

New  Brunswick  Council  of  High  Priests  assembled  in  Convention  June  11th, 
1892,  in  the  City  of  St.  John  for  reorganization,— M.'.  E.'.  Robert  Mabsi^all 
acting  as  President,  and  E.\  James  Canbt  Hathbwat  as  Recorder.  Thirteen 
companions  having  been  elected  and  being  ipresent,  were  duly  anointed,  conse- 
crated and  set  apart  as  High  Priests. 

The  M.*.  £.'.  President  submitted  a  draft  of  the  Confititution,  which  was  read 
and  adopted. 

The  M.'.  E.*.  Robert  Marshall  was  elected  President  and  E.'.  William 
Alexander  Ewino  was  elected  Recorder.  A  Ritual  Committee  of  five  was  ap- 
pointed and  the  Convention  closed. 

The  Convention  met  again  in  April,  1893,— the  M.*.  £.'.  Robert  Marshall, 
President,  presiding,  E.'.  William  Alexander  Ewino  being  Recorder.  The 
Grand  Council  was  opened  in  Due  Form.  Five  comDanions -elect  High  Priests  of 
their  respective  Chapters  being  present,  were  admitted  and  consecrated  to  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood.  All  business  having  been  disposed  of  the  Convention 
closed. 

The  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  of  the  Province  of  New 
Brunswick  held  its  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city  of  St.  John  on  the  29th  of 
August,  1894,— the  M.*.  E.*.  Robert  Marshall,  President,  E.'.  William 
Alkxandkb  Ewino,  Recorder.    The  Grand  Council  was  opened  in  Dae  Form. 
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The  M.  *.  E.  *.  President  reported  the  several  meetings  held  during  the  year  for 
the  conferring  of  the  Order  upon  companions  residing  at  a  distance. 

Two  companions-elect  being  present,  were  admitted,  anointed  and  consecrated 
to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  After  the  transaction  of  the  usual  business  the 
Convention  closed. 

NBW  JBR8BY. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Jersey  held  its  thirty -eighth  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  city  of  Trenton  May  9,  1894,— the  M.\  E.'.  Andrew  J.  Bale,  Grand  High 
Priest,  the  E. '.  Geo.  B.  Edwards,  Grand  Secretary.  Thirty  chartered  Chapters 
were  represented.  There  were  present  thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and  the 
representatives  of  twenty-six  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  address.  He  makes  this  affectionate 
allusion  to  the  **  vacant  seats  "  in  their  Arch : — 

**  The  never-wearying  reaper,  gleaning  as  he  passes  by.  has  stopped  on  his  jour- 
ney and  gathered  in  his  harvesting  some  of  our  choicest  sneaves.  Their  seats  are 
vacant  and  their  lights  extinguished,  and  to  us  is  left  but  a  sorrowing  memory  of 
the  warmth  of  the  nand-clasp  and  kindly  glance  of  the  eye  as  we  met  in  the  past. 

*' Reverend  and  Excellent  Comp.  Henbt  Vehslaoe,  Past  Hitrh  Priest  of 
Harmony  Chapter,  No.  9^  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
and  Grand  Chaplain  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  after  a  lingering  illness,  died  March 
4,  1894.  His  decease  is  a  serious  Ions  to  religious  as  well  as  Masonic  circles,  in  both 
of  which  he  was  well  and  prominently  known." 

By  the  efforts  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  in  connection  with  the  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priest,  King  and  Scribe  all  of  the  Chapters  received  official  visitation. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Brunswick  was  recognized  as  a  just  and  legally 
constituted  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  exchange  of  representatives  proposed. 

The  following  subject  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution : — 

**  Referring  to  a  resolution  offered  at  the  last  Annual  Convocation,  relative  to 
the  authority  of  the  Grand  Chapter  over  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  the  under- 
signed  committee,  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  Anointed  High  Priests,  held 
in  the  city  of  Trenton  on  Tuesday,  May  8,  1894,  beg  leave  to  state  that  it  was  the 
unanimously  expressed  desire  of  the  companions  there  assemVjled  that  this  Grand 
Chapter  be  invited  to  take  chaiye  and  exercise  authority  over  that  Order. 

The  committee  further  state  for  the  information  of  the  companions,  that  such 
methods  prevail  and  such  authority  is  assumed  and  exercised  in  other  jurisdictions.

The  committee  reported  as  follows : — 

**  To  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  New  Jertey ; — 

"  The  Committee  on  Constitutions,  to  which  at  the  last  Annual  Convocation 
the  subject  of  the  authority  of  this  Grand  Chapter  over  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood was  referred,  respectfully  reports  that  it  has  been  unable  to  find  that  any 
Masonic  authority  inherently  or  necessarily  exists  as  respects  this  Grand  Chapter 
over  the  Order  referred  to. 

"The  unanimous  invitation  of  the  Convention  of  Anointed  High  Priests  of 
New  Jersey,  this  day  communicated  to  this  Grand  Chapter  by  a  committee  of  said 
Convention,  and  thereupon  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Uonstitution,  presents 
the  question  as  to  the  relation  which  this  Grand  Chapter,  upon  such  invitation, 
will  assume  concerning  said  Order  for  the  future.  Your  committee  believes  that 
if  control  over  the  Order  in  auestion  shall  be  accepted  by  this  Grand  Chapter,  the 
stability  and  dienity  of  the  Order  will  be  increased  and  Royal  Arch  Masonry  will 
be  benefited,  and  therefore  recommends  that  the  invitation  of  said  Convention  be 
accepted,  and  that  henceforth  the  said  Order  of  High  Priesthood  shall  be  under  the 
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The  Committee  on  Jurisprudenoe  made  a  long  report  upon  the  case  of  a  com- 
panion charged  with  "  impeding  the  work  of  a  Chapter  hy  an  improper  and 
scandalous  use  of  the  blackball,  to- wit :  by  blackballing  candidates  for  other  than 
legitimate  and  Masonic  purposes."  The  Chapter,  upon  trial,  fnund  the  accused 
guilty  and  voted  his  expulsion.  The  committee  reversed  the  judgment,  and,  in  their 
opinion,  censured  the  High  Priest.  We  think  the  decision  a  labored  one,  based 
entirely  upon  technicalities  and  that  the  High  Priest  was  unjustly  censured  ;  but 
then  we  are  not  a  lawyer  and  make  no  pretensions  to  expert  knowledge  in  the 
drawing  of  a  technical  indictment. 

Comp.  Wait,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Necrology,  delivered  an  elo- 
quent memorial  testimonial  in  memory  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  John  Jambs 
Bell,  who  had  been  for  many  years  a  leading  spirit  in  the  Masonic  Family  of 
New  Hampshire.

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Comp.  Albert  S.  Wait,  one  of 
the  ablest  writers  upon  Masonic  history  and  the  jurisprudence  of  Masonry.  He 
reviews  the  legislation  of  forty-five  American  Grand  Chapters,  with  those  of  Can> 
ada,  England  and  Wales,  New  Brunswick,  New  South  Wales,  Nova  Scotia  and 
Quebec. 

In  his  notice  of  California  Comp.  Wait  quotes  from  the  Address  of  Grand 
High  Priest  William  B.  Davis  and  notices  the  death  of  lamented  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  Isaao  S.  Titus.  He  makes  courteous  mention  of  the  work  of  this 
correspondent,  although  differing  with  some  of  his  conclusions.  He  takes  exception 
to  one  of  our  expressions  in  indorsing  the  views  of  Comp.  Bates  of  Pennsylvania 
as  to  the  origin  of  Freemasonry.  Perhaps  the  statement  was  a  little  strong,  Comp. 
Wait;  upon  rereading,  guess  it  was.  We  accept  your  protest  in  the  same  spirit  in 
which  it  was  given.  **Will  go  to  the  quarries  and  work,  diligently,  and  strive  to  be 
an  honest  man  hereafter." 

Under  Kentucky  Comp.  Wait,  in  reply  to  Comp.  Staton  npon  the  status  of 
an  expelled  Mason,  writes  the  following  able  argument  :— 

*'  Our  companion  thus  holds  that  expulsion  does  not  sever  the  Masonic  relation, 
and  that  an  expelled  person  is  still  a  Mason  ;  that  he  is  only  expelled  from  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  Ma<tonry,  his  Masonic  status  still  remaining.  What, 
then,  would  our  companion  hcild  to  be  the  difference  between  expulsion  and  in- 
definite suspension  ?  We  had  supposed  that  in  the  latter  the  part^  is  depnved  of 
all  the  right8  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  his  Masonic  status  remaming,  while  in 
the  former  the  very  Masonic  status  is  totally  gone.  There  is  no  other  ground  on 
which  the  two  can  be  distinguished,  and  the  very  fact  of  the  two  having  im- 
memorially  been  recognized  as  belonging  to  the  booty  of  Masonry  convinces  us 
that  such  a  distinction  has  always  been  intended — the  one  to  be  Masonic  death. 
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while  the  other  is  a  deprivation  of  Masonic  rights  and  privileges  onlj.  As  to  the 
argument  that  an  expelled  Mason  is  not  absolved  from  his  Masonic  obligation  : 
A  Mason  expelled  may  remain  bound  in  conscience  to  the  obligation  he  has  taken, 
but  it  remains  no  longer  an  obligation  to  MoMnrp,  From  all  obligation  to  the 
Masonic  institution  he  is  absolved  by  his  expulsion.  He  remains  no  longer  subject 
to  the  institution,  and  yet  it  has  no '  longer  power  in  any  manner  to  reach 
him.  He  may  be  restored,  indeed,  but  the  act  is  what  the  word  imports, 
namely  —  restoration  from  a  lost  status,  and  not,  as  in  case  of  sus- 
pension, a  removal  of  disabilities.  We  cannot  bring  our  mind  into  conformity 
with  another  point  in  the  reasoning  of  onr  companion,  which  is  :  *  If  the  Chapter 
accepts  the  action  of  the  Lodge  in  expelling,  certainly  there  is  no  inconsistency  in 
accepting  the  action  of  restoration.'  The  trouble,  to  our  mind,  is  in  the  premise 
thus  assumed.  The  Chapter  does  not  accept  the  action  of  the  Lodge  in  expelling. 
The  Chapter  is  a  branch  of  Masonry  dependent  upon  the  symbolic  branch.  No 
man  can  be  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  who  is  not  a  Mason  of  the  Blue  Lodge.  When 
expelled  by  the  latter  the  party  loses  his  status  as  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  not  be* 
cause  the  Chapter  accepts  the  action  of  the  Lodge,  but  because  he  remains  no 
longer  a  Mason.  We  think  it  plain  that  this  is  alone  the  reason  why  by  expulsion 
by  the  Lodge  the  party  loses  his  status  as  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  without  action  of 
the  Chapter. 

"This,  we  are  happy  to  find,  is  the  only  question  eliciting  discussion  upon 
which  we  are  not  in  full  agreement  with  our  companion  of  Kentucky,  and  upon 
this  one  we  may  well  agree  tu  disagree." 

Under  Massachusetts  Comp.  Wait  writes : — 

**The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondeuce  is  presented  by  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Comp.  Sebanus  Bowen,  who  reviews  the  proceedings  of  forty-seven  sister  Grand 
Chapters  with  very  marked  and  decirled  ability,  discussing  many  of  the  questions 
of  contemporaneous  interest  to  the  Craft.  Under  Arizona  we  have  the  following 
in  reply  to  Comp.  Liohthizer,  upon  the  subject  of  the  Ritual,  which  we  com- 
mend to  the  companions  for  the  gtoog  sense  with  which  it  abounds  : — 

** '  He  thinks  the  Ritual  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  should  be  made 
obligatory  on  the  several  Grand  Chapters.  It  would  never  have  been  adopted 
at  all  but  for  the  express  understanding  that  it  was  not  to  be  obligatory.  The 
question  of  absolute  uniformity  in  all  the  minutise  of  the  Ritual  throughout  the 
United  States  is  one  on  which  a  vast  amount  of  nonsense  has  been  written. 
There  is  not  a  Grand  Chapter  in  the  country  to-day,  whether  it  uses  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  Ritual  or  not,  where  there  are  not  as  many  variations  from  a  lit- 
eral word  of  correctness  of  rendition  as  there  are  Chapters  in  the  jurisdiction. 
We  served  many  years  as  Grand  Lecturer  in  this  State  and  have  put  much  hard 
and  earnest  labor  into  producing  uniformity  of  work  among  our  Chapters.  But 
as  long  as  men  are  constituted  as  they  are  they  will  vary  in  their  rendition  of  any 
Ritual  whatever.  And  until  one  jurisdiction  can  come  forward^  and  say  with 
truth  that  its  subordinates  work  alike  with  absolute  exactness,  it  is  not  wise  to 
keep  this  bone  of  contention  to  the  front  so  constantly.  So  long  as  we  have  practi- 
cal uniformity  in  essentials,  let  the  Grand  Chapters  administer  their  own  internal 
affairs  in  the  way  that  is  best  suited  to  their  locality. 

*'  *  No,  coinpanions,  the  most  unwise  thing  that  could  be  done  would  be  to  send 
out  a  printed  Ritual  and  attempt  to  compel  the  State  Grand  Chapters  to  enforce 
its  use.' 

Comp.  BowEN,  we  indorse  your  views  and  say  with  you :  So  long  as  we 
have  practical  uniformity  in  essentials  let  the  Grand  Chapters  administer  their 
own  internal  affairs  in  the  way  that  is  best  suited  to  their  locality.  In  essentials, 
"  unity  ;"  in  non-essentials,  ''charity." 

Comp.  Wait  quotes  from  Comp.  Connor  of  Tennessee  a  very  able  argument 
upon  "  Physical  Qualification  and  its  Relation  to  Capitular  Masonry,"  giving  the 
views  of  Comp.  Connor  his  unqualified  indorsement.  The  importance  of  the 
paper  and  its  interest  to  inquiring  Royal  Arch  Masons,  induce  us  to  transfer  it 
to  our  pages  :  — 
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"  In  quite  a  nainber  of  Grand  Chapters  the  question  of  physical  perfection  has 
been  under  discussion,  and  in  the  majority  of  instances  has  been  decided  on  the 
narrow-^auge  common  to  the  Craft  Lodges.  To  our  mind  such  decisions  are  so 
incongruous  that  the  duty  of  arguing  the  subject  is  apparent. 

"  Whatever  may  be  the  propriety  of  Craft  Lodges  demanding  a  certain  physi- 
cal perfection,  it  does  not  appear  that  the  question  should  arise  at  all  in  Capitular 
Masonry,  and  for  these  reasons : 

'*  1.  There  are  no  obligations  of  antiquity,  nor  of  supposed  landmarks,  de- 
manding such  perfection. 

"  2.  Capitular  Masonry  is  altogether  speculative,  without  a  tinge  of  the  oper- 
ative, being  of  modern  invention  in  all  respects. 

"There  can  be  but  one  controlling  reason  in  the  minds  of  the  thoughtful  advo- 
cates of  this  doGTwa,  and  that  is  the  demands  of  the  *  Means  of  Recognition.' 
The  regulations  that  govern  Capitular  Masonry  are  the  result  of  legislation  since 
the  invention  of  the  system,  which  occurred  long  after  the  revival  of  Speculative 
Craft  Masonry  in  1717.  Hence  only  so  far  as  we  see  fit  to  engraft  the  ancient 
rules  are  we  bound  by  the  charges  and  regulations  of  the  Ancient  Craft.  And 
surely  in  so  far  as  they  shackle  Capitular  Masonry  they  should  not  be  engrafted. 

"  It  would  seem  that  when  a  man  has  met  the  requisitions  of  the  Lodge  he  is, 

Shysically  at  least,  qualified  for  the  mysteries  of  the  Chapter.  And  as  a  maimed 
[aster  Mason  can  make  himself  known  quite  as  satisfactorily  as  a  perfect  one  can 
the  need  of  the  ironclad  rule  in  the  Chapter  is  not  apparent.  The  imparting  of 
the  Ritual  can  be  done  as  well  by  a  thumbless  man  as  by  one  with  two  perfect 
ones,  ditto  of  every  member  of  the  body.  And  it  can  be  received  as  easily  as  im- 
parted. 

**  But  why  halt  at  the  receiving  and  imparting  of  the  Ritual  in  Capitular  Ma- 
sonry ?  The  High  Priest  imparts  the  Ritual,  and  the  neophyte  may  never  be  re- 
quired to  impart  it,  and  there  is  no  difficulty  in  his  receiving  it.  Of  course  the 
esoterics  forbid  an  illustration  of  this,  but  it  is  plain  without. 

**  We  cheerfully  concede  much  to  that  peculiar  fondness  for  antiquity  which 
leads  the  brethren  to  cling  to  the  requirements  of  the  ancient  operative  Masons, 
but  we  cannot  concede  so  much  when  the  same  brethren,  without  show  of  reason, 
attempt  to  engraft  the  same  regulations  upon  the  modem  rite  called  Capitular 
Masonry.  We  cannot,  because  (there  U  absolutely  no  meaning  in  their  doing  so  ; 
and  because  it  simply  hinders  the  good  work  of  the  rite  and  misconceives  its  mis- 
sion. 

**  We  boldly  assert  the  opinion  that  all  Master  Masons  morally  qualified   are 

fhysically  competent  to  receive  the  four  degrees  of  the  Chapter.  And  why  not? 
s  there  a  regulation  to  the  contrary  ?  We  moderns  invented  the  rite  and  made 
the  regulation  ;  let  us  repeal  it.  Capitular  Masonry  has  no  landmarks,  hence  our 
regulations  are  merely  inexpediency. 

'*  It  seems  to  us  that  if  companions  will  calmly  reason  on  this  question  of  physi- 
cal perfection  in  Capitular  Masonry  they  will  reach  the  conclusions  enunciated 
above.  We  shall  expect  the  usual  sneers  from  the  thoughtless,  but  we  confidently 
expect  approval  from  all  who  think,  in  this  modem  rite.  But  even  if  we  do  not, 
solitary  and  alone,  if  such  be  the  fact,  we  put  the  ball  in  motion.  It  will  accumu- 
late as  it  rolli,  and  in  less  than  ten  years  it  will  have  visited  all  the  Grand  Chap- 
ters in  the  Union." 

Comp.  Wait  adds  this  well  deserved  tribute  to  this  distinguished  gentleman. 
Mason  and  scholar  : — 

"But  Comp.  Connor  has  written  his  last  report.  *  He  sleeps  the  sleep  that 
knows  no  waking.'  A  circular  issued  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Tennessee  informs 
us  that  he  passed  from  earth  on  the  9th  of  March.  He  was  without  question  one 
of  the  most  learned  Masons  of  his  time,  and  he  leaves  a  reputation  second  to  that 
enjoyed  by  no  Mason  of  our  day  for  brilliancy  of  Masonic  erudition  or  profound- 
ness of  thought.  He  was  buried  with  the  honors  of  Masonry  in  the  cemetery  near 
his  home  in  Chattanooga  on  the  11th  of  March  in  the  presence  of  a  vast  concourse 
of  Masons  and  citizens,  gathered  to  pav  the  last  respects  to  his  virtues  and  his 
worth."

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  High  Priests  of  New  Hampshire  was  held  in 
the  city  of  Concord  May  15th,  1894,— M.'.  E.'.  John  F.  Wbbstkb,  President,  E.'. 
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George  P.  Cleaves,  Recorder.  The  Council  opened  in  I>ne  Form.  Eleven  com- 
panions, High  Priests  of  their  respeetive  Chapters,  having  been  elected,  were  ad- 
mitted and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  The  names  of  the  six 
M.'.  £.'.  companions  stricken  from  the  roll  by  death  during  the  year  were  ordered 
entered  upon  the  record.    The  business  being  concluded,  Council  adjourned. 

The  M.'.  E.*.  William  Henby  Weed  Hinds  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest; 
the  B.  *.  E.  *.  George  Peblet  Cleaves  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Albert  S. 
Wait,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  May  14th,  1895.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales  has  made  its  fifth  Annual  Report  at 
the  close  of  the  fifth  year  of  its  establishment  The  M. '.  E. '.  Thomas  Read, 
First  Grand  Principal,  M.  *.  E. '.  John  McLachlan  being  President  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  General  Purposes.  This  committee  meets  regularly  on  the  third  Wed- 
nesday of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year. 

Our  M.'.  E.'.  Comp.  Franklin  H.  Day  is  the  Representative  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  New  South  Wales  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

Report. 

No.  4  Rooms,  New  Masonic'Hall, 
Sydney,  Aug.  20, 1894. 

"At  the  close  of  the  fifth  year  of  the  establishment  of  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  New  South  Wales,  we  are  bound  conscientiously 
to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  our  present  position.  We  have  not  only  stood  firm 
and  unshaken,  and  survived  the  financial  earthquake  which  has  disturbed  the 
world  during  the  last  four  years,  but  we  have  made  firm  and  solid  progress  and 
laid  a  foundation  of  which  to  boast  in  years  to  come.  We  have  not  escaped 
unscathed,  but  the  process  has  been  useful,  and  we  enjoy  that  exhilarating  feeling 
—light  and  pleasant  in  the  existing  present,  and  hopeful  in  the  anticipated  future 
— shared  in  by  the  young,  growing,  healthy  and  vigorous,  when  recovering  from 
unexpected  or  severe  attacks  of  sickness.  We  also  are  young,  growing,  convales- 
cent, happy  and  buoyant. 

"Our  daughter  Chapters  have  all  suflfered  somewhat  severely  in  numbers  as 
well  as  financially." 

After  submitting  the  condition  of  the  several  constituent  Chapters,  he  says: — 

"  We  thought  it  honest,  outspoken  and  candid  to  make  this  truthful— though 
unpleasant — account  of  our  position  and  actual  present  numbers  iu  this  our  Fifth 
Annual  Report.  It  shows  what  we  were  and  what  we  are.  What  we  will  be  the 
future  will  develop.  After  all  these  difficulties,  happily  now  almost  entirely  sur- 
mounted, our  daughter  Chapters,  by  our  latest  received  accounts,  are  now  again 
marching  onward,  success  in  hand,  prosperity  in  view;  and  although  since  our 
last  report  some  Chapters  have  not  exalted  a  oingle  candidate,  and  more  than  one 
have  changed  their  "h  irst  Scribe  £. '.  thrice  in  the  preceding  twelve  months,  all  the 
returns  are  now  in,  and  payments  for  quarterage,  registration,  certificates,  and 
fees  have  been  made  by  all  except  two,  almost  up  to  date. 

"  This  Grand  Chapter,  as  you  are  aware,  originated  in  the  formation  of  the 
United  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,  and  was  established  on  25th  June, 
1889,  and  most  solemnly  consecrated,  and  its  officers  elected  and  installed  on  the 
30th  September,  1889,  and  since  its  formation  its  progress  has  been  satisfactory. 
We  then  started  with  eight  Chapters— we  now  have  thirteen.  We  have  been 
cordially  recognized  as  a  let^ally  constituted  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  by  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  England  and  by  numerous  other  Grand  Chapters,  as  you  are  aware. 

*  Like  others,  we  have  suflfered  from  the  long-continued  general  depression, 
and,  as  a  result,  some  Chapters  are  in  arrears,  but  we  are  very  oopeful  of  brighter 
prospects  in  the  near  future.  Several  of  our  Chapters  appear  to  have  passed  the 
turning-point  and  are  slowly  but  surely  increasing  their  numbers.  Our  country 
Chapters  show,  so  far,  the  best  average  results. 
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"Over  700  Companions  have  been  registered 'by  this  Grand  Chapter;  some  of 
these  have  been  remove<l  by  death— notably  our  esteemed  Past  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipals William  Hknbt  Tulloh  and  Ernest  Ootavius  Smith,— some  have  left  the 
Colony,  and  others  have  ceased  to  subscribe  to  our  Chapters. 

**  Seeing  that  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  is  part  and  parcel  of  pure  Ancient  Free- 
masonry,  and  merely  the  completion  of  the  Master  Mason's  Degree,  the  Supreme 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  England  has  resolved  that  every  Master 
Mason  under  her  Constitution  may  take  the  Royal  Arch  within  four  weeks  of  his 
having  been  raised  to  a  Master  Mason;  and  amended  her  Laws  by  revoking  the 
Royal  Arch  Constitutional  Regulation  which  heretofore  required  twelve  months' 
probation  as  a  Master  Mason  before  exaltation  to  the  Holy  Koyal  Arch. 

"The  New  South  Wales  Royal  Arch  Regulations  require  onl^  six  months;  but 
the  question  may  arise  whether  we  also  should  shorten  the  period  to  four  weeks, 
as  they  have  done  in  England. 

"  If  approved  of  here,  an  alteration  of  our  Royal  Arch  Regulations  will  be 
necessary. 

**  A  revision  of  the  Ritual,  with  a  view  of  making  the  ceremony  if  possible 
more  attractive  without  encroaching  on  the  ancient  landmarks,  by  dividing  the 
work  more  and  giving  lectures,  has  been  under  consideration;  and  also  the 
establishment  of  a  Chapter  of  Instruction,  but  present  action  is  deferred. 

"These  matters  will  doubtless  be  taken  up  by  the  newly -elected  Committee  of 
General  Purposes.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York  held  its  ninety-seventh  Annnal  Convocation  in 
the  oit^^of  Albany  February  6, 1894,— the  M.*.  E.*.  J.  Lbayitt  Lambert,  Grand  High 
Priest,  R.'.  E.*.  Ohristophbk  G.  Fox,  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  eighty- 
fonr  chartered  Chapters  were  represented,  and  the  representatives  of  forty^eight 
Bister  Grand  Chapters  were  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

In  his  Address  the  Grand  High  Priest  reported  the  death  roll  of  the  year,  with 
the  names  of  249  of  their  own  kindred  and  brethren,  many  of  them  eminent  in  the 
councils  of  tlie  Grand  Chapter  and  of  their  respective  Chapters,  to  all  of  whom  he 
paid  the  tribute  of  sincere  fraternal  regard. 

He  also  reported  the  loss  by  sifter  jurisdictions  of  illustrioas  companions,  of  whose 
death  he  bad  been  officially. notified,  and  tendered  the  sympathy  of  the  Grand  Ohap- 
ter  of  New  York  In  their  bereavement. 

The  Grsnd  High  Priest  reported  the  condition  of  the  jurisdiction  as  entirely  satis- 
factory,  referring  to  the  obligation  resting  npon  them  for  a  strict  observance  of  their 
laws.    He  says  :— 

"  During  the  year  several  requests  have  been  received  for  authority  to  set  aside 
Section  63  of  the  Constitution ,  and  to  be  relieved  from  its  requirements  concerning 
the  receiving  of  and  ballot  npon  petitions.  Thene  requests  have  been  Invariably 
refused,  as  I  believe  such  power  does  not  and  nhuuid  not  exist. 

"The  provisitms  of  our  ConRtitution  and  Regulations  concerning  the  receiving 
of  applioationti  for  admission  to  our  Cl)a|)terH  and  the  ritualistic  ceremonies  are 
positive,  unequivocal  and  equally  binding  upon  ail,  and  must  be  observed  until 
regularly  amended  or  repealed.'' 

No  important  decisions  were  rendered,  although  we  consider  the  opinion  autboris* 
fng  the  holding  of  a  ballot  upon  more  than  one  petition  at  the  same  time,  to  be  a 
fraitfal  scarce  of  trouble  hereafter. 
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The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his  official  acts,  among  others  being  the 
assembling  of  a  Conyention  of  High  Priests  nnder  the  New  York  plan,  and  the 
Order  was  conferred  npon  twenty-two  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective 
Chapters,  with  the  nsnal  ceremonies. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  take  the  following  statistics : — 

"From  the  returns,  the  following  compilation  of  particulars  is  prepared  and 
presented  for  the  information  of  the  Grand  Chapter  :— 

Number  exalted  during  the  year 1,392 

Number  affiliated 124 

Number  restored  to  membership 138 

Total  increase 1,654 

Number  dimitted 238 

Number  suspended 490 

Number  expelled 2 

Number  died 280 

Total  decrease 1,005 

Net  increase 649 

'*  As  compared  with  a  like  report  made  last  year,  the  foregoing  statement  shows 
an  increase  of  two  in  the  number  of  suspensions,  and  a  decrease  of  174  exaltations, 
fifteen  affiliations,  fifty-eight  restorations,  thirty-six  diroissions,  eight  expulsions  and 
fifty  deaths ;  the  net  increase  being  155  less  than  for  the  year  1893. 

"Adding  the  net  gain  of  649  for  the  past  year  to  the  registered  membership 
heretofore  reported,  and  also  ten  gained  oy  the  adjustment  of  Chapter  Registries 
during  the  year,  gives  18,344  as  the  number  of  affiliated  Royal  Arch  Masons  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chspter  on  December  27.  1893,  a  gain  of  659,  as  com- 
pared with  a  lilce  report  submitted  at  the  last  Annual  Convocation." 

In  the  Report  of  Comp.  Gko.  MoGown  (Grand  Lecturer),  we  find  food  for  much 
thought,  and  we  quote  liberally  "  for  the  good  it  may  do ''  among  the  legitimate 
descendants  of  those  noble  Giblemites  who  wrought  long  at  the  building  of  the  First 
Temple,  etc.,  etc. : — 

"  While  the  governing  bodies  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  have  legislated  upon  titles, 
clothing  and  insignia,  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  action  relative  to  suitable 
paraphernalia  for  use  in  the  conferring  of  the  degrees,  and  as  a  consequence  there 
is  more  or  less  diversity  where  there  should  be  substantial  uniformity.  We  read  in 
holy  writ  of  '  the  Tabernacle,  which  is  called  the  holiest  of  all :  which  had  the  golden 
censer,  and  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant,  overlaid  roundabout  with  gold,  wherein  was 
the  golden  pot  that  had  manna,  and  the  tables  of  the  Covenant,  and  over  it  the 
cherubim  of  glory  overshadowing  the  mercy  seat.'  Also,  of  the  '  Rod  of  Aaron  for 
the  house  of  Levi  which  budded,  and  brought  forth  buds,  and  bloomed  blossoms,  and 
yielded  almonds.' 

"I  have  seen  the  golden  manna  pot  reprehentod  by  articles  of  white  metal,  por- 
celain and  terra  cotta  ware,  and  of  a  variety  of  form  in  no  way  suggestive  of  the 
conventional  manna  pot  which  has  been  handed  down  to  us,  a  crude  representation 
of  which  appears  on  the  Jewish  shekel.  Such  incongruous  articles  as  an  egg  cup, 
a  mustard  pot,  a  shaving-cream  box,  etc.,  have  been  foand  in  use.  The  budded  rod 
is  usually  represented  by  a  few  artificial  flowers  attached  to  a  small  stick  of  wood, 
and  suggestive  of  a  millinery  shop.  For  the  Book  of  the  Law  we  find  a  copy  of  the 
Bible,  usually  a  very  small  edition,  old,  and  difficult  to  read ;  a  roll  of  manuscript, 
with  the  lessons  written  on  separate  pages ;  an  old  monitor ;  an  imitation  of  the 
tables  of  stone,  with  the  lessons  thereon,  or  a  scroll  of  parchment,  containing  the 
lessons  and  commandment.  The  last  named,  which  seems  the  most  appropriate,  is 
coming  into  general  use. 

"  The  inscriptions  on  the  top  and  sides  of  some  of  the  Arks,  suggest  the  thought 
that  they  were  placed  thereon  at  the  caprice  of  the  artist,  and,  as  an  object  lesson 
for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  the  Ritual,  are  valueless. 

"The  Ritual  and  traditions  of  the  Capitular  degrees  seem  to  call  for  the  use  of 
two  Arks.  One  for  use  in  the  M.*.  E.*.  M.*.  degree,  representing  the  original  Ark  of 
the  Covenant,  which  was  destroyed  when  the  temple  was  burned.  This  should  have 
Cherubim  thereon,  but  no  inscription.  For  the  R.'.  A.*,  degree,  tradition  calls  for  a 
different  Ark,  without  Cherubim,  and  bearing  proper  inscriptions  on  sides  and  top. 

"The  three  eqiiaree  are  frequently  represented  by  rusty  constrnotions  of  tin  or 
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man  of  the  committee,  and,  like  all  hfa  papers,  is  of  merit  and  creditable  to  the  great 
big  jarisdiction  which  he  represoDts. 

Under  Arizona,  Oomp.  Gabdnbb  does  honor  to  the  memory  of  one  of  California's 
faithful  Masons,  Doctor  Isaac  S.  Titus.  For  nearly  forty  years  we  were  associated 
in  Lodge,  Chapter,  Coanoil  and  Commandery,  and  we  feel  and  appreciate  the  notice 
as  a  compliment  to  his  associates  as  well,  in  the  organization  of  the  American  system 
open  the  Pacific  Coast.  Comp.  Gabdrbr,  in  his  notice  of  California,  quotes  from 
onr  Grand  High  Priest,  Wm.  B.  Davis,  and  writes  approyingly  of  onr  general  legis- 
lation ;  gives  as  a  light  dig  on  onr  big  temple  speculation,  and  wants  to  know  about 
the  Chapters  who  ask  for  the  approval  of  laws  reducing  the  fees  for  degrees,  and  he 
asks:  are  they  short,  or  are  they  troubled  with  overflowing  treasuries  ? 

We  '*own  np,"  Comp.  Gabdnbb;  we  think  our  Grand  Chapter  made  a  mistake  in 
reducing  the  minunum  for  which  a  Chapter  may  confer  the  degrees  to  $H0.  Of 
conrse,  every  consumptive  and  inefficient  Chapter  in  the  jarisdiction  will  prolong 
their  sufferings  tor  a  time,  by  a  reduction  of  fees  and  furnishing  the  genuine  brand 
for  $30.  Your  Comp.  HcGowm  has  described  in  his  report  to  your  Grand  Chapter  the 
working  tools  and  general  outfit  of  a  cheap  Chapter.  We  may  be  wrong,  but  think 
the  change  a  mistake,  and  one  that  will  correct  itself  in  the  near  future. 

For  the  kind  words  written  of  this  correspondent  we  return  thanks. 

Under  Maine,  Comp.  Gabdnbb  quotes  from  Oomp.  Dbummond  these  historical 
truths  and  reminders:— 

"  In  olden  times,  officors  resigned  at  pleasure,  and  as  a  matter  of  coarse,  and  we 
have  spent  much  time  in  an  effort  to  discover  the  origin  of  the  rale,  '  An  instsUed 
officer  cannot  resign.'  So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  discover,  Mackey  first  forma- 
lated  that  part  of  the  ofQcial  obligation  now  in  partial  use,  <I  will  serve  during  the 
term  for  which  I  have  been  elected  ;'  and  the  rule  in  qoestion  was  based  upon  that 
portion  of  Macket's  form  of  obligation,  and  has  no  other  Toundation  in  Masonic  law 
or  usage ;  if  any  companion  knows  of  any  other  origin  of  the  change  or  usage,  we 
Hhall  be  very  glad  to  have  him  give  it. 

"  How  changes  in  Masonic  law  will  insensibly  creep  in  by  somebody's  blander  is 
illustrated  by  the  provision  in  the  Constitution  of  this(*rand  Chapter,  which  pro- 
hibits the  opening  of  a  Chapter  unless  the  High  Priest,  King  or  Scribe  is 
present ;  this  provision  is  in  conflict  with  that  of  the  Ooostitution  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  which  provides  that  in  their  absence  from  a  regularly  called  meet* 
ing,  the  Junior  High  Priest  may  open  the  Chapter  and  preside.  In  the  early  days 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  the  Debmott  rule  prevailed,  that  in  the  absence 
of  the  Master  and  Wardens,  the  junior  Past  Master  could  open  the  Lodge ;  we  can- 
not find  that  this  role  was  ever  expressly  repealed  by  the  Grand  Lodge :  but  a  de- 
cision, made  evidently  without  an  examination  of  the  old  law,  was  announced,  and 
confirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Chapter  has  adopted  the  same  law,  and 
apparently  upon  a  decision  made  as  late  as  1R90." 

There  is  so  much  truth  and  "  deserved  tribute  "  in  tlie  following  testimony,  that 
we  second  the  motion — and  the  ayes  have  it  unanimously  :— 

"The  report  is  full  of  well  expressed  and  authentic  opinions  of  matters  touching 
the  Royal  Craft.  We  say  authentic,  because  we  acknowledge  them  as  such,  coming 
from  Huch  high  authority.  The  Nbstob  of  the  *  Guild  '—a  ripe  Masonic  pcholar — a 
student  who  has  devoted  all  his  mature  years  of  a  long  life  to  working  in  the  quar- 
ries of  Masonry,  and  has  evolved  therefrom  many  a  finished  ashlar,  we  say  such  a 
man  is  worthy  par  excellence  to  take  rank,  if  not  to  stand  at  the  head  of  the  ablest 
Masonic  jurists  of  the  land. 

**  We  speak  not  thus  as  fulsome  praise,  but  as  one  like  him  who  sat  at  the  feet  of 
Gamaliel,  'have  been  taught  according  to  the  perfect  manner  of  the  law  of  the 
fathers.'  We  are  astonished  at  the  vast  amount  of  legal  acumen,  touching  Masonry 
JD  all  its  aspects,  displayed  in  the  various  reports  rendered  for  years  by  him.  We 
read  them  with  great  interest,  and  trust  we  profit  by  so  doing. '^ 

Tes,  Comp.  Gabdnbb,  there  is  bnt  one  Dbummond,  and  his  front  name  is  Josiah.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Carolina  held  its  forty-sixth  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  city  of  Charlotte  May  10,  1894, --M.-.  E.*.  Francis  M.  Motb,  Grand  High 
Priest,  R.'.  £.*.  Horacr  H.  Munson,  Grand  Secretary.  Sixteen  chartered 
Chapters  were  represented.  There  were  representatives  of  twelve  sister  Grand 
Jurisdictions  and  three  Past  Grand  Hi^h  Priests  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Solemn  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  Address  names  many  illustrious  companions 
who  have  gone  from  among  us  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  those  of  our  own 
kindred  and  brethren  who  have  passed  from  their  labors  on  earth  to  eternal  rest. 

No  business  of  special  importance  was  transacted  or  decisions  rendered  during 
the  year. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his  official  acts.  After  expressing  his 
admiration  for  the  Council  Degrees  he  proposed  for  the  consideration  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  the  absorption  of  those  degrees  by  the  Grand  Chapter;  in  fact,  he  urges 
the  adoption  of  what  was  known  some  years  since  as  the  Mississippi  plan,  and 
which,  after  trial  by  several  jurisdictions,  was  abandoned.  The  organization  of  the 
Councils  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  since  that  time  have  been  perfected,  and  they  now 
have  a  national  status  under  the  authority  of  a  General  Grand  Council,  a  perma- 
nent and  prosperous  organization  having  undisputed  authority  over  the  degrees  of 
Royal  and  Select  Master.  The  time  has  passed  for  the  assumption  of  those 
degrees  by  the  Grand  Chapters.  The  suggestion  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  was 
referred  to  a  special  committee,  who  reported  the  proposed  transfer  as  impracti- 
cable, and  recommended  that  no  action  be  taken  in  the  matter,  which  recommen- 
dation was  concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales  was  recognized  as  a  just  and  legally 
constituted  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  exchange  of  Representatives  authorized. 

Comp.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Henry  Hay  Knapp  represents  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  North  Carolina  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  written  and  presented  by  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  James  SoutH'Iate,  a  veteran  in  the  Masonic  service  of  North  Carolina, 
who  gives  us  a  review  of  the  doings  of  fifty  Grand  Bodies  in  the  interest  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry. 

In  reviewing  California,  Comp.  Solthgate  quotes  with  approval  the  address 
of  Grand  High  Priest  W.  B.  Davis,  notices  the  death  of  our  P.  G.  H.  P.  Titus, 
and  comments  upon  our  prosperous  condition,  although  he  does  not  approve  our 
system  of  suHpension  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Comp.  Southcate  writes  pleasant  words  of  our  report,  although  he  won*t 
endorse  all  of  our  California  methods. 

Very  well!  We  can't  always  in  all  matters  think  exactly  alike.  We  of  Cal- 
ifornia have  legislated  as  we  Ijelieve  with  the  sole  purpose  of  maintaining  the 
integrity  and  reputation  of  the  Fraternity  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  We  assure  Comp. 
SouTHOATE  that  as  one  of  the  **  Old  Guard  "  his  opinions  are  respected  in  Cal- 
ifornia, and  in  no  other  juriKdiction  of  our  nation  are  the  veteran  leaders  of  our 
Fraternity  held  in  higher  estimation. 

Under  Colorado,  in  replying  to  Comp.  Foster  on  the  subject  of  **  granting 
dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of  the  usual  time,"  Comp.  Southgatk  comments 
and  says: — 
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"We  assent,  as  a  general  rule — but  we  do  not  consider  it  a  matter  of  such  yital 
importance  after  all,  and  it  is  merely  to  conform  to  law  that  we  consider  it  neces- 
sary. In  cases  where  the  Master  Mason  is  a  member  of  the  Blue  Lodge  in  good 
standing,  why  force  another  committee  of  brethren  to  sit  on  bis  case,  when  all 
know  he  is  a  good  n^an  and  true.  The  law,  however,  should  be  obserTod  and 
insisted  upon,  lest  some  unworthy  material  should  be  presented,  and  to  receive 
any  work  not  inspected  is  likely  to  endanger  the  structure  we  are  trying  to  erect. 
He  is  opposed  to  life  members  and  so  are  we,  unless  their  dues  can  be  made 
available  to  the  Chapter.  He  encloses  in  mourning  bands  the  announcement  of 
the  death  uf  Comp.  D.  W.  Bain." 

Under  Maine,  Comp.  Druhhond  had  written  the  following  of  Comp.  South- 

OATB:— 

"He  suggests  a  new  plan  for  life  membership  and  honorary  membership 
combined,  without  any  sacrifice  of  dues.  His  idea  is  that  an  amount  of  money  be 
invested  that  will  produce  an  income  equal  to  the  annual  dues,  and  give  the 
benefit  of  it  to  the  companion  whom  the  Chapter  desires  to  honor.  The  amount 
may  be  raised  by  subscription,  or  a  brother  may  endow  his  own  life  membership. 
If  it  is  only  to  endow  his  own  life  membership,  the  amount  is  too  large;  it  should 
be  the  amount  which  will  purchase  an  annuity  equal  to  the  amount  of  annual 
dues  for  a  time  equal  to  his  expectancy  of  life;  but  his  idea  of  creating,  by  sub- 
scription or  otherwise,  permanent  honorary  memberships  is  a  grand  one,  and  we 
hope  to  see  it  generally  adopted." 

And  Comp.  Southoatk  responds;— 

"  Yes;  but  companion,  would  it  not  be  better  after  once  raising  one  or  two 
membership  bonds,  as  it  were,  on  the  death  of  a  companion  transfer  this  interest- 
bearing  bond  to  another  member,  and  thus  keep  up  a  continuous  annuity?  Let  it 
be  understood  that  these  bonds  must  be  owned  by  the  Lodge,  and  thus  would  be 
transferable- " 

Comp.  SouTHQATB  is  an  enthusiast  in  the  matter  of  a  uniform  Ritual,  and 
under  Massachusetts  says  so.    Hear  him: — 

"TheBeport  on  Correspondence  (142  pp.)  was  presented  by  Comp.  Seranub 
BoWEN,  and  is  the  third  he  has  so  ably  written.  He  reviews  forty-seven  Grand 
Bodies,  including  North  Carolina  for  l§92-'93.  He  quotes  freely  and  comments 
occasionally.  Under  Arizona,  he  speaks  out  his  views  on  a  uniform  Ritual,  and 
of  counra  if  his  ideas  prevail,  never-no-never  will  uniformity  or  even  an  approach 
thereto  ever  be  attained.  We  are  for  the  adoption  by  each  State  of  the  Ritual  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  if  any  Grand  Chapter  has  anv  little  idols  set  up 
for  their  own  particular  worship,  let  them  keep  them,  but  let  the  Ritual,  the 
secret  work,  be  enforced.    Then  the  *  tinkering '  will  stop." 

The  M.'.  £.'.  Henry  I.  Clark  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  the  R.'.  E.'. 
Horace  H.  Munson  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Past  High  Priest  James  Southgatk,  Durham,  Chairman  Committee  of  Corres- 
pondence. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  Durham  on  Thursday  after  the 
second  Tuesday  in  May,  1895. 

NORTH    DAKOTA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Dakota  held  its  fifth  Annual  Convocation  at  Valley 
City  Jane  14th,  1893,^M.*.  £.-.  DaviuM.  Holmes,  Grand  High  Priest,  B.*.  E.*.  Frank 
J.  Thompson,  Grand  Secretary.  Eleven  chartered  Chapters  were  represented  and 
two  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  returning  thanks  to 
the  Great  Ruler  for  their  preservation,  he  stated  that  the  Angel  of  Death  had  passed 
them  by,  while  beloved  companions  of  sister  Jurisdictions  had  been  taken  from  their 
earthly  labors  to  rest  forever  in  the  Bpiritaal  Temple  above. 
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The  official  acts  of  the  Ghrand  High  Priest  were  few.  The  Ghrand  Chapter  of  New 
Boath  Wales  was  recognized  and  an  exchange  of  Bepresentatiyea  proposed.  The 
Finance  Oommittee  report  the  Treasury  in  condition  to  respond  to  all  reasonable  de. 
mands.  We  Judge  by  the  following  report  of  the  Oommittee  on  Jurisprudence  that 
the  Grand  Ohapter  of  North  Dakota  (very  unwisely,  we  think)  prohibit  the  nse  of 
substitutes.  Better  take  back  the  prohibition,  companions,  and  avoid  all  this  spe- 
cial action  in  these  necessary  matters,  especially  necessary  in  a  new  Jurisdiction 
like  North  Dakota.    Here.is  the  report  :^ 

"  Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  Gr<iflan 
Ohapter,  report  as  follows : 

"  That  the  action  of  GrafUm  Ohaper  in  conferring  the  Royal  Arch  upon  but  two 
bona  fUi»  candidates  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  legalized.'' 

And  as  we  would  expect  under  such  circumstances,  Oomp.  Ohablbs  E.  Gbbqobt 
presented  the  following  resolution  and  moved  its  adoption  :~ 

"  ReBoloed,  That  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  may  grant  dispensation, 
in  cases  of  emergency,  to  substitute  a*companioa  in  the  exaltation  of  a  team.'* 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  subject  of  installation  being  considered,  Oomp.  Hbnebt  moved  that  a  pub- 
lic installation  of  the  Grand  Officers-elect  be  held  at  8  p.  m.  at  the  same  time  and 
place  with  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star,  which  this  day 
has  been  organized. 

The  Grand  Chapter  then  called  from  labor  to  refreshment  The  officers-elect  and 
members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star  were  then  admitted.  Krs.  Lob- 
AiNNB  J.  Pitkin,  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Eastern 
Star,  was  presented  to  the  M.'.  E.*.  Grand  High  Priest,  who  welcomed  her  and  in- 
vited  her  to  a  seat  near  the  Grand  Council. 

The  following  officers  were  then  installed  :  M.*.  E.*.  Stlvsstkb  J.  Hill,  of 
Fargo,  Grand  High  Priest,  R.*.  E.*.  Frank  J.  Thompson,  of  Fargo,  Grand  Secretary. 
Faank  J.  Thompsok,  of  Fargo,  is  Chairman  of  the  Oommittee  on  Correspondence. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  bo  held  at  Fargo  June  13th,  1895. 

A  Convention  of  High  Priests  of  North  Dakota  was  held  January  Uth,  1894, 
the  M.*.  E.*.  Sylvbstkb  J.  Hill,  President,  M.*.  E.*.  Gkorob  H.  Phblps,  Be. 
eorder. 

The  Convention  opened  in  Due  Form.  Three  High  Priesto,  possessing  the  neces- 
sary qualifications,  were  introduced  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood. 

The  usual  business  being  concluded,  the  Convention  closed. 

NOVA    8GOTIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Nova  Scotia  held  ito  twenty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  at 
New  Glasgow  on  the  13th  day  of  June,  1894,— M.*.  E.'.  William  B.  Allbt,  Grand 
High  Priest,  R.*.  E.«.  Alkx  Ross,  Grand  Secretary.  Eight  Chapters  were  repre- 
sented. 

There  were  present  twelve  representatives  of  sister  Jurisdictions  and  six  per- 
manent members. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Oomp.  Jacob  Habt  Nbff  represents  Nova  Scotia  near 
the  Grand  Ohapter  of  California. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  Annual  Address,  said  :— 

"Companions:  We  are  pleased  to  see  you,  and  knowing  that  yon  are  here  to 
legislate  and  to  do  business  In  the  best  interests  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  this  Jurisdic- 
tion, bid  yon  a  hearty  and  fraternal  welcome  to  this,  the  twenty-fifth  Annual  Oonvo- 
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cation  of  the  Grand  Ohapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Nova  Bcotia,  Prince  Edward 
Island  and  Newfoaodland,  feeling  assared  that  oar  assembling  together  on  this  oc- 
casion in  the  enterprising  town  of  New  Glasgow  will  redound  to  the  credit  of  the 
institntion  whose  welfare  we  have  so  deeply  at  heart,  which  nndoabtedly  will  be 
the  resnlt  if  we  trnly  and  sincerely  invoke  the  blessing  of  the  Great  I  Am  on  oar 
deliberations. 

"  A  year  ago  we  met  in  Annual  Convocation  in  Halifax,  where  we  had  a  pleasant 
and  profitable  gathering,  a  goodly  number  of  vigorons  Chapters  being  well  repre- 
sented, our  ceremonies  ending  with  a  grand  street  parade  and  attendance  at  divine 
service  with  our  brethren  of  the  Blae  whose  invitations  and  friendly  intercourse  we, 
as  Royal  Arch  Masons,  always  appreciate  and  respect  We  took  part  in  another 
procession  daring  the  year  in  the  city,  in  which  the  Royal  Arch  Craft  did  them- 
selves credit'* 

From  the  Address  we  notice  that  there  is  friction  between  our  companions  of 
Canada  and  Nova  Scotia.    The  Grand  High  Priest  says  :— 

"  I  have  long  regarded  it  as  quite  unfortunate  that  a  Grand  Chapter,  which  is  at 
best  only  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  a  province,  should  persist  in  calling 
itself  the  Grand  Ohapter  of  Canada,  it  does  not  seem  to  be  in  good  Masonic  form- 
is  not  fraternal— as  it  certainly  tends  towards  the  exclusion  of  other  sister  Grand 
Bodies.  It  is,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  awkward  in  manv  respects,  and  may,  as  in  the 
case  under  consideration,  do  injustice  to  individual  companions.  By  this  edict  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Victoria  certain  Canadian  companions  are  under  a  ban,  and 
we  can  well  imagine  how  easy  it  is  in  a  far  off  country  to  confound  our  Canadian 
Jurisdictions.  Even  as  I  read  this  I  know  that  a  good  companion  of  my  mother 
Chapter — Keith— in  in  that  latitude,  exposed  to  the  dangers  and  vicissitudes  pe- 
culiar to  those  who  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships,  and  I  confess  I  do  not  like  to  enter- 
tain the  idea  that  he  would  be  debarred  the  companionship  and  sympathy  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  should  misfortune  assail  him.  I  think,  therefore,  even  if  we  should  de- 
cide to  take  no  action  on  the  contents  of  the  circular,  we  should,  for  the  reasons 
I  have  endeavored  to  specify,  respectfully  ask  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  to 
modify  its  title. 

"  I  am  sorry  that  this  adjunct  of  Grand  Ohapter  has  not  been  as  successful  dur- 
ing the  year  as  I  wished  it  to  be.  Some  progress  has,  however,  been  made.  On 
the  2d  of  November,  1893, 1  held  a  convention  in  Truro,  and  assisted  by  R.*.  E.*. 
Comps.  Past  High  Priests  S.  J.  Waddbll,  Hibam  W.  Yuill,  C.  F.  W.  Bill,  John 
Hay,  M.'.  E.'.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  L.  B.  Archibald  and  others,  conferred  the 
degree  on  R.*.  E.*.  Comp.  John  Boss,  Past  High  Priest  of  Alexander  Chapter,  No, 
11,  Charlottetown,  P.  E.  I.'' 

There  is  no  action  by  the  Grand  Chapter  presented  for  comment  The  jurisdic- 
tion seems  to  be  in  fairly  good  condition,  with  no  special  evidence  of  progress. 

B.*.  Oomp.  Hon.  William  Robs,  R.*.  W.\  Grand  Secretary,  on  behalf  of  the 
M.*.  W.*.  Grand  Master  Mason  of  Nova  Scotia,  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  to  walk  in  procession  with  the  Grand  Lodge  on  Wednesday  morning  and 
attend  divine  service. 

On  motion  of  B.*.  E.>.  Comp.  T.  A.  Cosbman,  seconded  by  R'.  E.*.  Oomp. 
D.  H.  CIampbbll,  it  was 

**  Beaohed,  That  the  invitation  be  accepted  and  the  Grand  Secretary  in- 
structed to  acknowledge  the  same. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  twenty-fifth  Annual  Grand  Oonvocation  of 
the  M.'.  E.'.  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Nova  Scotia  was  closed  in 
Ample  Form  by  the  M.*.  E.*.  Grand  High  Priest  William  B.  Allby,  to  meet  in 
the  town  of  Sydney  in  Jane.  a.  d.  1895. 

M.'.  E.'.  WiLUAM  B.  Allby  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  R.'.  E.*.  Albxan- 
DBB  Bosb  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

OHIO. 

The  Grand  Ohapter  of  Ohio  held  its  seventy-eighth  Annoal  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Columbus  September  19th,  1894,— Jf.'.^.-.O.  A.  B.  Sbntbb,  Grand  High  Priest, 
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B,'.S.\  Oomp.  Cha8.  0.  Kiefeb,  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  char- 
tered Chapters  were  represented.  There  were  also  present  twenty-nioe  representa- 
tives of  sister  Grand  Chapters,  with  seven  Past  Grand  High  Priests.  The  Grand 
Chapter  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

A  fine  portrait  of  Grand  High  Priest  Sertbr  invites  the  perasal  of  this  volame. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  opened  his  Address  with  thanks  to  the  Divine  Father  for 
his  care  and  protection  since  their  last  Oonvocation.  With  feelings  of  solemnity,  he 
reported  the  loss  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  companions,  members  of  eighty- 
fonr  different  Chapters  of  the  Jarisdiction. 

He  also  reported  the  losses  by  death  of  many  eminent  Masons  of  sister  Grand 
Chapters,  and  extended  the  sympathies  of  Ohio  to  their  bereaved  companions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports  many  decisions  on  Masonic  law,  bat  they  are, 
almost  without  exception,  answered  by  reference  to  the  Ohio  Code. 

We  note  a  printed  reply  to  one  of  the  reported  questions,  which  we  quote  to 
reindorse:— 

'*  Oomp.  D.  H.  Stbaw  sent  the  following  letter,  December  28, 1893:— 

"  *At  the  regular  meeting  of  our  Chapter,  No.  169,  in  this  month,  the  officers  who 
fill  the  stations  for  1893  were  re-elected  to  serve  during  the  year  1894 ;  from  High 
Priest  to  Gaard,  all  re-elected.    Is  it  necessary  to  be  installed  ? 

•• '  Fraternally,  D.  H.  Straw,  H.  P.' 

"  The  next  day  I  sent  him  the  following:— 

'*  It  is  as  necessary  to  install  the  oflBcers  of  your  Chapter  as  it  was  to  elect  them.'' 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  at  the  instance  of  an  inquiring  companion,  gives  the  fol*

WiLLiAMii,  proxy  of  E.*.  Comp.  J.  H.  Bbomwell,  E.*.  Grand  King;  Geobok  D. 
MoBridb,  E.*.  (Jrand  Scribe,  your  Grand  High  Prieflt  attended  the  twenty-ninth  Tri< 
ennial  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  at  Topeka, 
Kan.,  Wednesday,  August  22, 1894,  to  which  date  it  was  postponed  from  July  18th, 
because  of  the  railroad  strikes  in  Julv. 

*'  Before  the  formal  openiogof  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  public  ceremonies 
were  had  at  the  opera  house.  Welcouiing  addresses  were  made  by  Comp.  Owkh  A. 
Bassett  on  behalf  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Kansas,  a  response  to  which  was 
made  by  Comp.  Geo.  L.  MoOahah,  of  Maryland,  acting  General  Grand  High  Priest; 
from  Geo.  W.  Clabk,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  of  Kansas,  to  which  a  response  was 
made  by  Oomp.  Rbitbbm  C.  Lemmon,  of  Ohio,  General  Grand  King ;  also  an  address  of 
welcome  from  Major  Habrisoh .  of  Topeka,  to  which  a  response  was  made  by  Oomp. 
Thos.  W.  Taylor,  of  Georgia,  General  Grand  Scribe.  These  speeches  were  inter- 
spersed with  excellent  selections  of  music  by  a  military  band. 

"The  General  Grand  Ohapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  at  three  o'clock  In  the 
afternoon,  immediately  after  which  the  acting  General  Grand  High  Priest  delivered 
an  address,  which  gave  evidence  that  the  Graft  throughout  the  United  States  was  in  a 

Srosperous  condition.  Satisfactory  reports  were  also  presented  by  the  General 
rand  Treasurer  and  General  Grand  Secretary. 
"  An  evening  sesoion  whs  held,  and  Comp.  FRBnsRiCK  Sfbed,  of  Mississippi,  read 
a  carefully  prepared  and  highly  IntereHting  memorial  upon  the  life  of  the  late  Gen- 
eral Grand  High  Priest,  Joseph  Potts  Horner,  of  Louiniana.  It  was  adopted  bv  a 
unanimouB  rising  vote,  alter  which  the  General  Grand  Chapter  immediately  took  a 
recess,  meeting  again  Friday  morning,  August  24tb.  Much  of  the  interest  of  this 
session  centered  upon  the  relations  borne  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter  by  the 
Grand  Chapters  of  PennBylvania  and  Texas." 
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**M,\  E.\  Geo.  L.  McCaban,  of  BalUmore,  was  elected  General  Grand  High 
Priest.  Baltimore,  Maryland,  was  selected  as  the  place  to  hold  the  next  Triennial 
ConvooatiOD  in  1897."

Obdbb  of  High  Priesthood. 

There  were  held  during  the  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  several 
meetings  of  anointed  High  Priests  from  different  States.  The  object  of  the  meet- 
ings was  to  obtain  a  uniformity  of  the  ritual. 

Ohio  was  again  honored  by  the  selection  of  another  of  her  distinguished  com* 
pauions  to  prenide  over  the  meetings,  Comp.  John  W.  Cbahbeblin. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was  conferred  in  a  most  solemn  and  impressive 
manner  upon  a  Companion  High  Priest  in  whose  State  the  Order  has  not  yet  been 
promulgated. 

We  have  received  the  proceedings  of  the  Ohio  Convention,  through  the  kindness 
of  our  distinguished  companion  whose  portrait  confers  lustre  upon  the  little  volume 
—if.*.  K\  John  W.  Chaxbeblin. 

We  had  intended  to  have  been  one  of  the  Convention  at  Topeka,  but  failed  to 
make  the  necessary  connections,  and  "  got  leff 

The  Council  of  High  Priests  of  the  State  of  Ohio  convened  in  Annnal  Oonvoca- 
tion  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  In  the  Olty  of 

7. 
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Oolambas,  September  19,  1894.  E.-.  Comp.  John  W.  Chambbrlir,  President,  E.*. 
Oomp.  J.  H.  Bromwbll,  Recorder,  and  a  large  namber  of  oompanioDB,  members  of 
the  Grand  Oonnoil,  were  present. 

The  President  stated  the  object  of  the  call  to  be  consaltation,  and  perhaps  action, 
looking  to  more  nniformity  in  the  Ritaal,  and  the  advancement  of  the  general  inter- 
ests of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  President  submitted  a  report  of  the  convention  held  at  Topeka  daring  the 
session  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  which  the  following  is  an  abstract:-' 

After  some  general  discussion,  E.*.  Oomp.  Wm.  D.  Thompson  of  Kansas  offered  a 
resolntion,  that  the  President  appoint  a  committee  of  not  less  than  five,  of  which  he 
shoald  be  ez  officio  Ohairman,  with  power  to  fill  vacancies  or  increase  at  his  pleasare, 
which  said  committee  should  consider  and  report  to  an  adjonrned  meeting  of  this 
Convention  some  plan  of  procedure  or  its  recommendations  as  to  what»  if  anything, 
had  best  be  done  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

Said  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  following  committee  was  daly  appointed  : 
John  W.  Ohambbblin,  ex  officio  Chairman,  Ohio ;  Alex  H.  Holt,  District  of  Colum- 
bia ;  Allan  McDowell,  Missouri ;  Chablbs  L.  Chovbt,  New  Jersey  ;  Albx  Thomas, 
Indiana ;  Wm.  D.  Thompson,  Kansas ;  Jas.  W.  Staton,  Kentucky ;  Hbnbt  Clat 
Abmctrono,  Alabama. 

The  Oonvention  then  adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  President. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  in  obedience  to  the  call  of  E.*.  Oomp.  John  W. 
Ohambbblin,  President,  the  Oonvention  re-assembled  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Topeka, 
Kansas,  August  22, 1894,  at  7:45  p.  m. 

E.\  Oomp.  Wk.  D.  Thompson  of  Kansas,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  appointed 
at  a  former  session  of  the  Convention,  submitted  the  following  report  :— 

**  ExcfU»nt  Cornpaiiionf  .*— Tour  committee  fraternally  reports  the  following 
recommendations  :— 

'*  First.  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  organise  a  General  Grand  Convention  of  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

**  Second.  That  with  a  view  to  uniformity  in  nomenclature,  assemblies  of  the 
Order  be  designated  as  Conventions  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  and  individual 
members  as  Anointed  High  Priests,  and  addressed  as  E.*.  companions. 

'*  Third.  That  the  governing  body  of  the  Order  be  in  each  Grand  Jurisdiction  a 
Grand  Oonvention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

"  Fourth.    That  all  Conventions  adopt  a  formal  ceremony  of  opening  and  closing. 

*'  Fifth.  That  with  the  object  of  uniformity  in  work,  a  committee  of  three  be 
selected  to  consider  and  formulate  a  Ritual  for  the  Order,  which  shall  include  the 
formal  ceremonies  of  opening,  conferring  the  Order  and  closing,  with  suitable 
recommendations  as  to  floor  work  and  lectures ;  and  such  committee  may,  upon 
proper  application,  furnish  one  copy  of  the  same  to  the  principal  official  companion 
of  the  Oroer  in  each  of  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  shall  make  a  report  of 
all  its  acts  to  a  Convention  of  High  Priests  to  be  holden  during  or  at  the  next 
Triennial  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  to  which  Convention  the 
several  Grand  Jurisdictions  are  recommended  to  sena  representatives. 

"  Pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  Convention,  the  foregoing  report  was  taken  up 
and  considered  by  sections. 

"  The  first  section  was  adopted. 

"  The  second  section  was  adopted,  after  a  motion  to  amend  the  same  by  substi- 
tuting the  word  '  Council '  for  the  word  *  Convention  '  wherever  the  same  occurs  had 
been  voted  down. 

"  The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  sections  were  adopted. 

"  The  report  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

"  A  resolntion  was  then  adopted,  directing  that  the  President  of  this  Convention 
be  Chairman  of  the  committee,  with  power  to  appoint  the  other  two  members  of 
said  committee,  and  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  same.  The  President 
appointed  to  serve  with  him  on  said  committee  B.*.  Companions  Wm.  D.  Thompson 
of  Minneapolis  and  Allan  McDowxu.  of  St.  Louis. 

*'  On  motion  of  E.*.  Oomp.  Alkx  Thomas  of  Indiana,  the  Secretary  was  directed 
to  prepare  a  written  statement  and  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  two  sessions  of 
this  Convention. 

*'  The  Convention  then  adjourned '  sine  die.'

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or  the  resalts  of  this  conference  Comp.  GHAiiBBitLm  writes  :— 

*'This  being  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in  the  United  SUtes  that 
Anointed  High  Priests,  representing  snch  'a  large  nnmber  of  our  State  Bodies,  had 
ever  assembled  together  in  Oonvention,  the  interest  of  the  companions  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Order  was  shown  by  the  frequent  conversations  among  those  from  the 
dilTerent  States,  comparing  notes,  learning  how  the  work  was  done  in  the  varions 
States,  and  returning  to  their  homes  with  new  ideas  on  many  points,  all  enthusiastic 
in  their  attachment  to  our  beautiful  Order,  and  in  three  cases  I  was  assured  that 
State  Conventions  would  be  organized  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  in  States  where 
none  now  existed. 

"  Ohio  was  well  represented  in  our  Convention,  no  less  than  eight  Anointed  High 
Priests  being  present  from  the  Buckeye  State.  To  these  companions  I  am  largely  in- 
debted for  &eir  assistance  and  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Oonvention,  and 
especially  for  their  aid  in  conferring  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  '* 

With  the  consent  and  approval  of  M.*.  EL*.  Gomp.  Oeoroi  L.  MoCahan,  General 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  and  U.*.  E.\ 
Oomp.  J.  C.  PosTiiSTHWAiT,  President  of  Kansas  Oonvention  of  High  Priests,  a 
special  meeting  of  Ohio  Council  of  High  Priests  was  convened  in  Ample  Form,  in 
Masonic  Temple  at  Topeka,  with  the  following  companions  as  officers  :—

The  President  announced  that  application  had  been  made  by  M.*.  E.'.  Comp. 
Cornelius  Hedges,  Past  High  Priest  of  Helena  Chapter,  No.  2,  Royal  Aroh  Masons 
of  Helena,  Montana,  and  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Chapter  and 
Grand  Commandery  of  Montana,  to  receive  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood ;  and 
there  being  no  Anointed  High  Priests  in  that  jurisdiction,  and  the  companions  pres- 
ent all  consenting,  he  was  introduced,  anointed,  consecrated  and  set  apart  to  the 
Holy  Order  of  High  Priesthood  in  Due  Form. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Council  of  High  Priests  was  closed  in  Ample 
Form. 

On  motion  of  Comp.  Goodalb,  the  report  of  President  Chaxberlin  was  referred 
to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Oompanions  Goodalb,  Mobbill  and  McBridb. 
This  committee  made  a  report  as  follows  :— 

"  Tour  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  E.*.  President  of  the 
Council  of  High  Priests  of  Ohio,  respectfully  recommend  that  the  report  as  a  whole 
be  adopted,  and  printed  with  the  proceedings  of  this  Convocaiion. 

Lbti  C.  Goodalb. 

Edwin  Morbili.." 

The  report  was  adopted  and  the  recommendation  concurred  In. 
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A  very  interesting  paper  by  S.  Btaokir  WilliamBi  Post  High  Priest,  entitled  "A 
Sketch  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood/'  accompanies  this  report,  which  we  should 
be  glad  to  publish  for  the  information  of  our  companions,  but  we  must  forego  the 
pleasure  for  want  of  space. 

At  the  last  Convention  of  High  Priests  of  Ohio,  the  Order  was  conferred  upon 
forty-one  High  Priests  oif  their  respective  Ohapters. 

The  Report  on  Oorrespondence  is  as  usual  by  Comp.  S.  Stacker  Williams,  who 
needs  no  introduction  to  the  readers  of  Masonic  history  and  literature  in  the  Masonic 
world.  He  gives  us  as  an  appetizer  an  introduction  of  ten  pages,  devoted  to  the 
origin  and  nativity  of  the  Royal  Arch  Degree.  We  wish  it  were  posdible  to  lay  all 
these  good  things  "  in  extenso  "  before  our  readers,  but  we  must  wait  for  the  "  good 
time  coming  "  when  we  can  not  only  publish,  but  place  a  copy  of  our  proceedings 
in  the  hands  of  every  affiliated  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Oalifornia. 

Under  Arizona,  Comp.  Williams  notes  the  death  of  our  co-correspondent  Lioht- 
HizxB,  and  joins  in  expressions  of  sympathy  over  the  early  '*  taking  off"  of  our 
lamented  companion. 

Under  California,  the  illness  of  our  Grand  High  Priest  Oharlbs  Rat  Gritman  is 
noticed,  and  we  remark  to  Oomp.  Williams  that  the  illness  proved  his  last,  for  in  a 
few  short  weeks  he  received  the  summons  to  lay  aside  all  earthly  relations  and  enter 
the  Heavenly  Grand  Oouncil,  where  we  hope  and  trust  he  is  at  rest  forever.  In  bis 
review,  Oomp.*  Williams  notes  the  absence  of  their  representative  and  companion, 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  Wilbt  J.  Tivnin.  We  answer  for  Comp.  Tinmin,  Comp. 
Williams,  and  assert  that  he  is  never  absent  except  for  cause — it  might  be  a  wedding 
or  a  christening—but  nothing  in  the  usual  course  of  events  keeps  him  from  his 
Masonic  duties. 

Comp.  Williams  refers  to  our  probably  conceited  statement  in  regard  to  our  old 
home,  Utica.  It  may  be,  Comp.  Williams,  that  we  are  conceited,  but  we  can't  help  it, 
and  assure  you  that  we  have  the  same  feeling  now.  Pardon  us,  Oomp.  Williams,  for 
that  little  matter  of  local  pride.  His  comments  are  complimentary  to  our  general 
legislation.  For  his  endorsement  of  onr  opinions  upon  the  questions  of  the  present, 
and  for  his  generous  compliments  upon  onr  report^  and  for  his  republication  of  our 
comments  upon  our  beloved  Companions  Davis  and  Hoskir,  we  owe  and  tender 
thanks. 

Under  Kentucky,  we  find  the  circumstances  so  nearly  resembling  our  own  Cer- 
neanism  that  we  quote  :~ 

"  In  answer  to  the  insinuation  of  Oomp.  Dunoan  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ken- 
tucky  had  meddled  with  what  did  not  concern  her,  Comp.  Staton  said  :— 

"  *  He  takes  upon  himself  to  severely  criticise  the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
for  its  dealings  with  Cerneauism.  We  have  argued  these  points  in  other  reports;  we 
will  not  stop  to  do  so  again.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  if  Oomp.  DuncAj^  only  knew  the 
facts  a<)  the>  are  known  to  us.  he  would  not  be  so  free  with  his  criticism.  We  do 
not  believe  that  the  Grand  Chapter  is  the  place  to  fight  Cerneauism,  not  that  we  do 
not  believe  it  has  a  right  to  do  so,  but  we  have  contended  that  the  proper  tribunal 
is  the  Grand  Lodge,  because  that  is  the  foundation  of  all  Rites  and  Systems,  but 
when  the  fight  is  forced  upon  us,  even  in  the  Grand  Chapter,  we  are  not  the  people 
to  quietly  submit  and  let  these  disorganizers  have  a  clean  sweep,  to  suit  their  own 
sweet  will.  We  do  uot  seek  contentions,  and  this  was  clearly  manifested  upon  the 
part  of  the  loyal  Masons  of  Kentucky,  but  we  are  not  a  people  to  run  away  because 
the  enemy  became  bold  and  aggressive.  It  is  always  best  to  know  what  one  is  talk- 
ing about  before  being  so  tren  with  criticism.  The  Grand  Chapter  determined  to 
protect  itself  and  its  subordinates  against  the  boldness  of  the  Cerneau  aggressors,  and 
it  will  continue  to  do  so  when  intruded  upon  by  those  who  would  trail  the  fair  banner 
of  legitimate  Masonry  in  the  dust.' " 

We  must  leave  Ohio,  although  with  regret,  but  then  you  know,  all  of  you,  that 
Ohio  can  take  care  of  herself. 
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of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  this  a  corresponding  date,  when  we  again  find  onrselves 
face  to  face  with  many  vacancies  in  oar  representation,  which  is  occasioned  by 
the  great  strike  now  prevailing,  which  situation  yon  will  folly  understand  and 
appreciate.  We  trast  your  deliberations  will  not  in  any  way  be  marred,  and 
that  peace  and  good  order  will  soon  be  restored.'" 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  an  eloqoent  address,  making  sad  mention  of 
their  own  kindred  and  brethren  who  had  gone  ap  with  their  work  for  inspection, 
and  expressing  the  earnest  sympathy  of  the  companions  of  Oregon  with  sister 
jarisdictions  who  are  monming  for  their  dead. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his  offlcial  acts— congratalates  the  companions 
upon  the  steady  growth  of  the  cause  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Oregon. 

The  following  decision  may  interest  some  of  our  High  Priests,  and  we  quote 
for  their  benefit : — 

**The  Secretary  of  Sukiyau  Chapter,  No.  21,  desired  my  decision  upon  the  fol- 
lowing question,  viz.: 

"'Has  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter  the  right  to  confer  the  Past  Master's  Degree  on 
a  Master  Mason  without  his  first  petitioning  the  Chapter  for  the  degrees  in  the 
regular  way?' 

"  My  answer  was  no.  The  Past  Master's  Degree,  as  conferred  in  the  Chapter, 
is  only  a  preparatory  degree  for  further  advancement  in  the  Chapter,  and  only 
confers  on  the  recipient  the  title  of  Virtual  Past  Grand  Master.  It  has  been  the  cus- 
tom,  and  held  to  be  legal  in  this  jurisdiction,  thmi  when  requested  by  the  Master 
of  a  Lodge  of  A.  F.  and  A.  M.,  the  Past  Masters  belonging  to  any  Chapter  would 
convene  a  Past  Master's  Lodge  and  confer  the  Degree  of  Past  Master  on  a  Mas- 
ter-elect, in  order  to  qualify  him  for  the  position  of  Master  of  his  Lodge.  No 
record  of  said  proceedings  should  be  made  in  the  record  of  the  Chapter  of  Boyal 
Arch  Masons." 

Com  p.  Gboboe  C.  Pxbkims  represents  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon  near  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  California.

Obdsb  of  High  Pkibsthood. 

The  Grand  Council  of  High  Priests  of  the  State  of  Oregon  held  a  Convention 
in  the  city  of  Portland  July  9th,  1894,— the  R.*.  E.-.  J.  M.  Hodson,  Acting  President. 
M.*.  E.*.  J.  F.  BoBiNSOH,  Recorder. 

The  Council  was  opened  io  Ample  Form. 
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8U  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  having  been  elected, 
were  admitted  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

No  farther  business  appearing,  Council  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  written  and  presented  by  Comp.  J.  H.  Bod80n, 
Grand  King,  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  Comp.  Hodson 
reviews  the  proceedings  of  forty-seven  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapters  in  his  able  and 
thoroughly  independent  way.  He  "  presents  his  work  for  inspection  "  in  the  fol- 
lowing words  I— 

"  Tour  Committee  on  Correspondence  fraternally  presents  the  following  review 
of  the  proceedings  of  our  sister  Grand  Chapters,  and  hopes  that  it  may  prove  of  in- 
terest and  vsloe  to  all  of  the  companions  who  will  honor  us  with  a  careful  perusal. 

**  It  is  a  work  requiring  great  research  and  considerable  labor,  yet  it  carries  with 
it  a  pleasure  found  in  no  other  field,  being'  one  of  the  greatest  forces  binding  mem- 
bers of  Capitular  Masonry  into  one  body  with  but  one  grand  aim,  elevating  and 

benefiting  all  who  come  within  the  pale  of  its  influence." 

• 

In  reviewing  California  for  1893-94,  Comp.  Hodbon  quotes  liberally  from  the  Ad- 
dress of  Grand  High  Priest  Williak  B.  Davis  of  1893,  writes  words  of  praise  of 
our  status  in  the  family  of  Grand  Chapters,  commends  our  financial  condition  and 
approves  our  general  legislation. 

Be  writes  kind  words  of  this  correspondent  and  concurs  in  many  of  his  opinions* 
although  dissenting  in  the  matter  of  Grand  Chapters  having  the  right  to  kick  when 
insulted.  Of  the  expressed  opinions  of  this  Correspondent  on  that  matter,  he 
says :— 

"  He  believes  in  the  *  original  Jurisdiction  '  of  the  Grand  Chapter  over  all  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  including  the  right  to  expel  them  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Capitular  Masonry.  We  are  not  built  that  way.  When  Chapters  meet  to  organize 
Grand  Chapters  by  legal  authority,  all  rights  not  enumerated  in  the  Constitution 
adopted  as  being  conceded  to  the  Grand  Body  are  reserved  to  the  Chapters ;  and  we 
venture  to  say  that  there  is  no  such  clause  or  section  in  any  Grand  Constitution 
claiming  or  granting  any  such  right.  That  it  has  been  done  we  admit,  but  in  every 
case  it  was  Jnst  as  wrong  as  the  execution  of  lynch  law.  It  was  merely  cases  of 
'  might '  making  '  right.' '* 

Yes,  Comp.  Hodbon,  we  believe  in  jurisdiction  to  the  end  of  "  protecting  itself  *'  by 
any  body  of  Masons  and  that  a  Grand  Chapter  for  acts  of  contempt  may  punish  by 
expnision. 

For  the  kind  expressions  of  Comp.  Hodsoh  we  are  thankful  and  most  heartily 
reciprocate  the  hope  of  a  personal  acquaintance  some  day. 

Comp.  HoDSON,  nnder  Maine,  writing  of  Comp.  Dbummond  and  his  opinions, 
says  :— 

"  Speaking  from  a  constitutional  standpoint,  he  seems  to  favor  the  idea  that 
Grand  Chapters  may  entertain  charges  and  try  companions  for  un-Masonic  con- 
duct and  expel  if  found  guilty.  Our  idea  is  that  all  cases  may  come  before  the 
Grand  Chapter  upon  appeal  Arom  the  subordinate  Chapter,  hut  that  cases  of  official 
misconduct  are  the  onl  v  kind  in  which  either  tho  Grand  High  Priest  or  Grand  Chap- 
ter have  original  Jurisdiction.  Every  companion  is  Justly  entitled  to  a  trial  by  bis 
S}ers  before  his  own  Chapter  on  matters  relating  to  his  personal  conduct.  The 
rand  Chapter  has  the  right  of  final  decision  as  a  court  of  last  resort.  It  also  has 
the  right  to  rid  itself  of  an  offending  member  by  expelling  him  f^om  its  meeting- 
evening  ejecting  him,  if  necessary— but  not  the  inherent  right  to  expel  him  from 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  Capitular  Masonry  for  personal  conduct  previous  to  or 
ontside  of  its  meetings." 

Under  Massachosetts  Comp.  Hodson  makes  the  following  comments  upon  the 
necessity  of  signing  the  by-laws  to  complete  membership— a  full  page  wouldn't 
make  it  plainer : — 
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"  We  do  Dot  think  there  is  any  olHection  to  a  companioii  sijirQiDg  the  by-laws, 
bDt  oar  idea  is  that  when  a  Master  Kason  petitions  Chapter  he  a^  for  all  it  can  con- 
fer, and  when  the  Chapter  elects  him  the  preliminaries  on  each  side  are  completed  ; 
and  when  the  degrees  are  conferred  he  is  in  fact  a  member  and  entitled  to  all  its 
rights  and  privileges,  and  would  not  have  the  right  to  petition  another  Chapter  for 
membership  without  first  securing  a  dimit/' 

Under  Minnesota,  Oomp.  Montoomrbt,  in  reviewing  Alabama,  expressed  the 
opinion  that  in  our  decision  rendered,  that  suspension  in  the  Blue  Lodge  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dnes  operated  aa  a  suspension  from  all  the  priyileges  of  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sonry, *'  the  punishment  was  too  severe  for  the  offense/' 

Comp.  HODSON  says  :— 

'*  We  think  that  depends.  If  he  was  suspended  because  he  did  not  wish  to  pay 
his  dues  it  was  not  severe  enough.  If  he  was  not  able  to  pay,  then  even  the  law 
was  right,  but  his  Lodge  may  have  been  too  severe.  Of  such  things  the  Lodge  is 
usually  the  best  judge,  and  we  have  seldom  heard  of  a  case  in  which  a  Lodge  erred 
in  being  too  hard  on  its  members  ;  the  error  is  frequently  in  being  too  lax  in  the  ex- 
eoation  of  its  laws.  Let  a  brother  maintain  his  good  standing  Intact  or  begin  at  the 
top,  so  to  speak,  to  cut  his  expenses.'^ 

Oomp.  Hoi>soH  writes  an  elegant  report.  We  are  in  sympathy  with  his  opinions 
generally ;  in  fact,  we  Pacific  Coast  people  are  built  much  the  same  way  in  our 
Masonic  structure.    We  are  for  maintaining  the  American  system  in  its  integrity.

30, 189i,^The  M.-.  E.-.  Albbbt  D.  Nelson,  Grand  High  Priest,  the  J£.\  E.*.  Wii- 
H.  Whttb,  Grand  Secretary.  Ten  Chapters  were  represented.  There  were  present 
the  representatives  of  eighteen  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  five  Past  Grand  Zs. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Grand  Z.  delivered  his  Annual  Address,  with  the  opening  as  follows:— 

"  It  is  the  unexpected  that  usually  happens.  Twelve  months  ago  another  B.*.  E.*. 
Companion,  whom  we  all  esteemed,  was  elected  as  my  successor  as  Grand  First 
Principal  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  but  the  Most  High  ordered  otherwise,  and  before 
our  Grand  First  Principal  elect  could  take  his  oath  of  office,  death  removed  him 
from  our  midst. 

*<  After  consnltation  with  a  number  of  the  active  leading  members  of  Grand 
Chapter,  I  issued  the  following  circular:—

E.  R.  JoBHSON,  Grand  Z.  elect,  you  will  please  take  notice 

'* '  ThaU  as  our  late  B.\  G.'.Conip.  Edwin  Rutiiven  Johbbon,  through  illness,  was 
unable  to  be  installed  into  the  ofifce  of  Grand  Firnt  Principal  Z.,  to  which  he  was 
elected  at  la^t  Annual  Grand  Convocation;  therefore,  I,  Albebt  D.  Nrlson,  Grand 
First  Principal  Z.,  and  holding  said  office  until  ray  succeRgor  is  regularly  installed  in 
my  stead,  do  hereby  appoint  M.*.E.-.  Oomp.  David  Skath,  P.O.  Z.,  as  acting  Grand 
Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  to  replace  roe  in  said  ofBce  of  Grand  Treasurer  to 
which  I  was  elected. 

•*  *And,  furthermore,  by  the  death  of  our  Right  Excellent  Companion  Jambs 
Fbbdbbick  Walkrb,  Grand  J.,  the  office  of  Grand  Third  Principal  J.  has  thus 
become  vacant;  therefore  I,  Albert  D.  Nelson,  Grand  First  Principal  Z.,  do  hereby 
appoint,  until  next  Annual  Grand  Convocation,  Right  Excellent  Companion  H.  C. 
Ohabhbli*,  p.  G.  U.,  of  Stanstead,  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created.' '' 
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to  imitation.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Montana,  without  impagning  the  motives,  or 
oriticising  the  taste  of  sister  Grand  Chapters,  respeotfally  declines  fnrther  exchanges 
and  requests  its  Grand  High  Priest  to  decline  making  farther  appointments  npon 
the  expiration  of  those  now  outstanding." 

Comp.  CHAifBEBS  comments  upon  this  admission  of  the  Mountain  people,  and 
suggests  to  Comp.  Hedges  and  the  boys  that:— 

"It  is  none  of  our  business  to  offer  an  opinion  as  to  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Montana,  in  doing  away  with  the  Grand  Representative  system,  but  we 
may  at  least  express  some  little  surprise  at  the  admission  by  a  body  not  only  claim> 
ing  to  be  a  sovereign  Grand  Chapter,  but  generally  recognized  as  such  by  sister 
Grand  Chapters,  that  it  is,  after  all,  "  only  a  limited  sovereignty."  And  so  this  is 
the  effect  of  owing  allegiance  to  a  General  Grand  Chapter !

H.  Whttb  was  re-elected  Grand  Scribe  E.

RHODE    ISLAND.

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his  official  acts,  and  gave  a  pleasant  acooant  of 
the  celebration  of  its  Centennial  Anniversary  by  Promdence  R.  A.  Chapter,  No.

to  make  the  history  of  the  Chapter  in  their  time  one  that  will  add  new  lustre  to  the 
brilliant  record  of  the  past." 

M,'.  JEL*.  Samuel  G.  Stiness  presents  the  following  report:— 

'*The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  relations  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  with  the  (general  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  respectfully  reports : — 

"The  Committee  on  Relations  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  after  carefal 
consideration  of  the  subject  committed  to  them,  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  it 
is  inexpedient,  at  the  present,  for  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Rhode  Island  to  enter  into 
constituent  relations  with  the  General  Grand  Booy.*' 

Comp.  WiLBY  J.  TiNNiN,  Past  Grand  Bigh  Priest,  represents  the  Oran^  Ghapt^^ 
of  Rhode  Island  near  the  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

M,\  K\  Albebt  L.  Anthont  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  th^    ^  ^      ^  ^lU 
B.  Gbskkb  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  >  %MS»*  - 
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Upon  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  hia 
Annual  Address,  in  which  he  paid  earnest  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  eminent  dead 
of  their  own  and  sister  Jurisdictions.  Of  the  condition  of  their  own  jurisdiction,  be 
says : — 

'*In  our  own  Jurisdiction,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  the  utmost  peace 
and  harmonv  have  prevailed.  No  grievances  have  been  reported,  and  no  questions 
of  Masonic  law  have  been  submitted  for  decision.  A  few  dispensations  of  the  usual

One  of  your  committee  has  been  accorded  the 
privilege  of  witnessing  the  revival  that  has  been  going  on  in  Eureka  Obapter,  and 
with  the  excellent  material  they  have  at  their  disposal,  she  bids  fair  soon  to  stand 
second  to  none  in  point  of  usefulness  and  membership."

The  Grand  Council  opened  in  due  form. 

Seven  Companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  having  been  elected, 
were  admitted  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  business  of  the  session  being  concluded,  Convention  olosed. 

M,\  E,\  J.  T.  Babbom  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  B  .*.  E.\  J.  E.  Bttbeb  was 
re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Carolina  held  its  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city  of 
Charleston  February  12, 1895,~M.*.  E.-.  J.  T.  Barron,  Grand  High  Priest,  B.'.  E.-. 
A.  E.  PaoLK,  Grand  Secretary.    Fifteen  Chapters  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  representatives  of  seven  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  received  with  the 
Grand  Honors  and  welcomed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  He  said:  "We  should 
begin  our  deliberations  with  profound  gratitude  to  Him  in  whose  hands  are  the 
issues  of  life  and  death/*  He  reminded  the  assembled  companions  that  they  had 
been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  beloved  companions  and  said:  "  Let  us  ever 
remember  our  dead,  and,  by  little,  loving  attentions,  smooth  the  pathway,  so  far  as 
may  be,  of  those  left  behind. '^  He  reported  the  names  inscribed  on  the  Death-RoU, 
and  paid  affectionate  tribute  to  their  memory. 
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The  deftd  of  sister  jansdictions  were  remembered  with  their  own  bereRTement^ 
and  an  earneet  tribnte  of  respect  and  sympathy  extended  to  the  mourning  jarisdic- 
tions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  attended  the  session  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  reconnting  his  official  acts,  made  a  most  interesting 
report  of  the  [improved  condition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Sonth  Carolina.  He 
describes  in  earnest  words  "  the  lifting  of  the  clouds'*  and  the  promise  of  the  *'  silver 
lining  "  on  the  morrow.    He  says:— 

**  This  Grand  Chapter  has,  from  time  to  time,  issued  its  charter  to  forty-four 
subordinate  Chapters.  From  one  cause  or  anotheri  there  were,  some  six  years 
since,  only  about  one-fourth  of  these  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  about  three 
hundred,  really  working. 

*'  At  that  time,  the  Grand  Chapter  was  harassed  with  debt,  and  the  faithful  ones 
saw  but  little  "  silver  lining  to  the  dark  cloud  ''  that  hung  over  them  and  threatened 
the  very  existence  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  To-day,  I  am  happy  to  proclaim,  we 
have  about  twenty  active  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  over  six  hundred;  we  are 
f^ee  from  debt,  with  a  comfortable  working  balance  m  the  treasury;  and  we  have 
resumed  the  publication  of  a  review  of  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand  Jorisdiotions. 
But  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  and  concern  that  we  have  so  many  unaffiliated  craftsmen 
in  our  jurisdiction.  Twenty  years  ago  we  had  more  than  nine  hundred  affiliated 
Royal  Arch  Masons.  Owing  to  the  great  distance  between  our  Chapters,  there  is 
little  inducement  for  old  members  of  defunct  Chapters  to  affiliate  elsewhere,  since 
they  cannot  enjoy  the  meetings  nor  participate  in  the  work  of  a  Chapter.  The  only 
way  I  can  see  to  reclaim  this  army  of  non-affiliates  is  to  revive  their  old  Chapters. 
I  have  considered  this  question  very  carefully,  and  feel  convinced  that,  with  ludi- 
cious  management  and  some  common-sense  business  methods,  a  number  of  these 
old  Chapters  can  be  resuscitated  and  become  useful  constituents  of  this  Grand 
Body." 

So  mote  it  be,  Comp.  Barbon. 

No  decisions  of  importance  were  rendered. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  eleven  yisitations. 

Order  of  High  Pribsthood. 

A  Ooovention  of  High  Priests  was  held  in  the  city  of  Charleston  February  12, 
1896.  M.'.  E.*.  Comp.  Jacob  T.  Babron,  President. 

Four  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  otherwise  quftl- 
ifled,  having  been  elected,  were  admitted,  introduced,  and  consecrated  to  the  Order 
of  High  Priesthood. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  ia  presented  by  R.'.  B.*.  Albbbt  E.  Fuqlb,  Grand 
Secretary  and  Correspondent.  Comp.  Fuqlb  has  done  a  grand  thing  for  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  South  Carolina.  If  there  is  any  one  thing  that  will  "  wake  up"  the  Royal 
Arch  Masons  in  that  jurisdiction  to  appreciate  their  importance  and  consequent 
responsibilities  it  is  correspondence,  thus  keeping  in  touch  with  the  rest  of  the 
Masonic  world.  Comp.  Fuolb  has  commenced  a  good  work,  and  creditably  to  bim^ 
self  and  his  Grand  Chapter.  He  tells  us  he  has  selected  as  his  form  of  report  the 
style  of  that  eminent  thinker  and  writer,  Comp.  S.  Btackeb  Williams,  of  Ohio.  We 
congratulate  him  on  his  selection,  and  wish  him  abundant  success.  May  he  be 
endowed  with  the  wisdom  to  anderstand  and  explain  the  mysteries  of  our  legisla- 
tion, from  the  adoption  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  by  a  small  minority  to  the  decided 
inconvenience  of  the  great  msjority,  down  to  and  through  the  mazes  of  non-affiliation 
and  its  effects.  Comp.  Fugle  has  given  us  an  excellent  report,  even  without  Cal- 
ifornia.   Probably  we  were  not  at  hand,  although  we  can't  guess  why. 

Under  Arizona,  we  And  this  sprig  of  acacia  on  the  grave  of  our  friend  and  corres- 
pondent, Lightbizbb:— 
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"  The  Report  on  GorrespoDdence  wan  the  last  Maaonic  work  of  oar  lamented 
Oompauion,  Habrt  Budd  Lighthizbr.  His  work  in  the  reportorial  field  was  short, 
bat  he  had  amply  proven  his  ability  for  his  position,  and  would,  had  he  been  spared, 
have  risen  as  one  of  the  stars  of  that  firmament.  Bat  snch  was  not  to  be.  The  All- 
Wise  saw  fit  to  call  him  to  rest,  even  while  it  was  yet  day.  To  as  his  work  appears 
unfinished  and  incomplete,  but  the  '  Master  Overseer '  saw  otherwise,  and  we  bow 
in  homble  submission  to  His  will.  Cold  and  damp  though  his  bed  may  be  where  be 
now  lies  sleeping,  yet  may  his  waking  be  with  joy,  to  mingle  with  the  loved  and  lost 
who  had  gone  before,  and,  with  them  and  those  whom  he  had  left  behind,  to  enter 
upon  a  realization  of  that  *  peace  which  passcth  all  understanding,*  and  that  faUneaa 
of  joy  that  shall  be  for  evermore." 

Referring  to  visitations,  under  Connecticut,  Comp.  Fuolx  remarks:— 

"Companions,  pardon  a  suggestion.  In  all  the  Chapters  visited  the  Grand  OIBcera 
apeak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  manner  in  which  the  work  was  done.  This,  we 
know,  is  pleasant;  but.  seeing  that  only  so  few  Chapters  could  be  visited,  would  it 
not  have  been  well  to  have  visited  some  of  the  weaker  Chapters  (if  such  there  bo  in 
Connecticut),  and  have  given  them  the  benefit  of  their  presence  and  inatraction  ?  " 

And  bis  suggestion  under  Iowa  we  think  a  good  one;  another  illustration  of  cause 
and  effect,  Comp.  Fuolb.  We  think  the  denial  of  the  use  of  substitutes  as  unwise  a 
prohibition  as  would  be  the  exemplification  of  work  in  any  part  or  degree.  Comp. 
FiTOLB  makes  this  suggestion:— 

"  The  law  in  Iowa  against  the  use  of  substitutes  seems  to  be  very  strict,  and  may 
it  not  be  that  herein  lies  one  of  the  causes  for  '  weak  Chapters? '  There  being  but 
little  work  there  is  nothing  to  stimulate  and  keep  alive  the  interest  of  the  com- 
panions." 

The  following  comments  on  the  sentiments  expressed  by  Oomp.  Bbstor  G. 
Bbown,  Grand  High  Priest  of  Kansas,  referring  to  the  Representative  system,  seem 
to  us  in  the  right  line,  sound  and  practical:— 

**  He  is  certainly  not  over  head  and  ears  in  love  with  the  Grand  Representative 
svstera.  We  do  not,  however,  agree  with  our  J£.\  E.*.  companion  in  his  views  on 
this  matter,  nor  see  that  those  who  have  accepted  the  honor  and  failed  to  carry  out 
the  duties  offer  any  argument  against  the  system  itself.  Unfortunately,  in  every 
branch  of  Masonry  we  sometimes  meet  with  those  whose  places  could  be  better 
filled,  but  this  should  only  make  us  more  careful  in  the  selection  of  their  successors.'- 

M.*.  B.'.  Comp.  Jacob  T.  Barbon  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest;  R.*.  B.'. 
Albert  E.  Fuglb  was  elected  Grand  Secretary.

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"Borniat  East  Bethany,  Ctonesee  coanty,  New  York,  March  I8th,  1833;  edu- 
cated at  OeneBee  Weselan  College  of  Lima,  N.  T. ,  graduating  in  1852 ;  was  the  first 
postmaster  of  Morrison,  III.;  at  the  breaking  oat  of  the  rebellion  he  was  elected  as 
lieatenant-oolonel  of  the  75th  Illinois,  and  in  December,  1862,  he  was  promoted  to 
colonel  and  served  thronghont  the  war.  After  the  war  be  served  for  some  time  as 
Judge  advocate  of  the  regular  army,  and  after  Arkansas  was  reconstructed  he  was 
elected  judge  of  the  First  Circuit  and  afterwards  Supreme  Judge.  When  his  term 
expired  be  removed  to  Helena,  Ark.,  and  resumed  the  practice  of  law. 

"  In  1883  he  came  to  Dakota,  locating  at  Olark,  Clark  county,  and  continued  in 
the  practice  of  his  chosen  profession.  Having  served  his  county  for  several  years 
as  county  attorney,  he  was  elected  in  1889  as  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Bench  of 
South  Dakota;  in  1893  was  re-elected  to  succeed  himself,  but  died  two  days  before 
the  date  fixed  for  qualifying  for  the  new  term. 

"Comp.  Bknhktt  always  took  a  deep  and  abiding  interest  in  Masonrv  ;  he  was 
a  charter  member  of  Olivet  Chapter,  No.  28,  at  Clara,  and  served  as  its  High  Priest 
for  three  terms ;  he  passed  through  all  the  honorary  distinctions  of  Capitular  Ma- 
sonry up  to  and  including  the  R.*.  £.*.  Grand  Scribe  ;  he  was  also  a  member  of 
Watertown  Commandery,  Knights  Templai',  and  El  Biad  Shrine,  A.  A.  0.  N.  M.  S. 

"  Qreatly  honored  by  his  associates  in  the  various  orders  of  Masonry,  he  hon- 
ored them  more  by  his  faithful  discharge  of  all  official  duties  imposed  npon  him. 
By  his  many  Christian  virtues,  his  intelligence,  his  efficiency  and  zeal,  he  had  ac- 
quired a  host  of  devoted  friends  who  seriously  mourn  his  loss. 

*'  He  was  buried  with  Masonic  honors  January  8d,  1894;  the  Oovernor  and 
other  State  officers  were  in  attendance,  together  with  a  large  concourse  of  friends. 

"  It  is  hereby  ordered,  as  a.  mark  of  esteem  and  in  honor  of  his  memory,  that 
the  usnal  emblems  of  mourning  be  placed  upon  our  altars  for  the  space  of  sixty 
days,  and  that  this  memorial  be  read  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  several  subordi- 
nate Chapters  and  be  spread  upon  the  minutes." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  the  Jurisdiction  in  good  condition,  the  several 
Chapters  showing  a  steady  increase  in  membership  and  harmony  prevailing.  He 
says  no  decisions  have  been  asked  for  which  could  not  be  answered  by  reference 
to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

Fine  portraits  of  Past  Grand  High  Priests  Robbbt  T.  Sbdam  and  Collins  D. 
Pbatt  ornament  this  volume. 

Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  Adolphus  Hswbl  represents  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
South  Dakota  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  written  and  presented  by  M.'.  E.'.  Comp. 
Lbwis  G.  Lebot,  who  assumed  the  work  of  writing  the  Report  for  Comp.  Pbttx- 
QRBW,  the  Chairman,  who  was  invalided  from  an  affliction  of  the  eyes.  Oomp. 
Lbbot  is  the  present  Grand  High  Priest.    He  reviews  fifty   Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Under  California  he  quotes  Grand  High  Priest  William  B.  Davis,  compliments 
Oaswbll  and  makes  favorable  mention  of  this  Correspondent's  work. 

He  comments  on  our  action  upon  the  proposition  of  San  Franoiaoo  Chapter  to 
establish  a  life  membership.  The  companions  of  San  Franoiwco  Chapter  have  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the  favorable  interest  of  so  large  a  number  of  the 
Jurisdictions  has  been  shown  in  their  proposition  for  life  membership  that  the 
right  plan  will  certainly  come  to  the  front  in  the  near  future.  Our  legislation 
is  generally  approved. 

Under  Illinois  Comp.  Lbboy  explains  how  South  Dakota  came  to  admit  Chapters 
chartered,  but  not  constituted,  to  exercise  the  rights  of  regularly  constituted 
Chapters  at  a  former  session.    He  says  :— 

*'  The  resolution  referred  to  was  that  giving  to  the  Chapters  U.  D.,  who  were 
granted  charters  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  right  to  vote  on  all  questions  during  the 
balance  of  the  Convocation. 

"  We  are  ourselves  in  some  doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  action  (although 
ourself  is  to  blame  for  presenting  the  resolution),  it  constitiiting  a  bad  precedent, 
yet  it  is  no  violation  of  the  Constitution  as  we  read  it,  for  it  (the  Constitution  of  the 
Grand  Chapter)  uses  the  words  subordinate  and  chartered  Chapters,  the  word  con- 
stituted not  appearing.    And  as  the  Chapters  U.  D.  were  granted  charters  early  in 
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the  session,  we  thought  to  give  them  a  chance  to  assert  their  privilege—which  they 
did  to  onr  sorrow  in  carrying  throngh  the  resolntion  concerning  jurisdiction,  upon 
which  Oomp.  Pxabson  comments  : 

" '  It  is  in  direct  controvention  with  former  decisions  approved  by  the  Grand 
Chapter  and  may  canse  trouble/ 

'*  Not  in  our  opinion  in  mileage,  but  It  may  and  will  cause  strained  relations  be- 
tween subordinate  Obapters  having  Jurisdiction,  the  stronger  Chapters  getting  the 
best  of  it.  having  more  attractions  to  offer  candidates  than  small  country  Chapters." 

Better  reconsider  your  action.  Comp.  Lkrot,  by  making  a  *'  clean  breast ''  of  it 
and  avoid  much  futnre  confusion. 

The  M.*.  E.*.  Louis  G.  Lkbot  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  R.*.  E.*.  Gboboi 
A.  PsTTiGBBw  was  re-eleoted  Grand  Secretary  ;  the  R.*.  E.*.  Georob  A.  Pettiobbw, 
Chairman  of  Committee  on  Oorrespondenoe. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Pierre  Jnne  13th,  1895. 

TENNESSEE. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Tennessee  held  its  sixty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  January 
28.  1895,— M.*.  E.'.  Jambs  H.  McCustxr,  Grand  High  Priest,  R.*.  E.-.  W.  A.  Clbm* 
DSNIMG,  Grand  Secretary.    Sixty-four  Chapters  were  represented. 

Ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  one  Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  were 
present. 

The  Journal  opens  with  a  handsome  portrait  of  Grand  High  Priest  McCuirxB. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  gave  fraternal  greetings  to  the  assembled  companions,  and 
with  them  Joined  in  thanks  to  the  Great  Creator  for  the  protection  and  preservation 
of  the  past,  invoking  his  care  and  guidance  for  the  future. 

In  sadness  he  reminded  them  of  the  repeated  visits  of  the  Angel  of  Death,  taking 
ftom  among  them  the  brightest  and  best  beloved  of  their  friends  and  companions. 

R.*.  E,\  Comp.  Geobob  Ooopsr  ConnroR,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Tennes- 
see, Past  Grand  Commander  of  Knights  Templar  and  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  had,  in  obedience  to  the  summons,  passed  to  his  final  rest. 

M.*.  E.*.  John  W.  Hughes,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  was  also  remembered  among 
those  who  had  been  called  to  the  Heavenly  Grand  Council  above. 

And  as  though  nnsatfsfled,  the  mysterious  power  again  enters  oar  mystic  circle, 
and  takes  the  beloved  Comp.  Joqn  Frizzell,  an  eminent,  illustrious  Mason,  whose 
life  was  an  exemplification  of  the  Masonic  virtues.  He  had  been  the  chosen  of  the 
Graft  in  Tennesssee  for  their  Grand  Master,  Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  Com- 
mander, and  of  the  National  Jurisdiction  for  General  Grand  High  Priest.  He  was 
also  President  of  the  Convention  of  High  Priests  in  Tennessee.  Conhob,  Hughes, 
Friezbll— an  illustrious  trio.  Most  certainly,  Tennessee  has  furnished  her  full  quota 
in  answer  to  the  demands  of  the  Grim  Messenger. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  had  made  visitations  to  such  Chapters  as  had  invited  him  • 
He  had  not  been  able  to  make,  as  he  had  intended,  a  thorough  visitation  of  the  sub- 
ordinate Chapters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  attended  the  session  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Chapter,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Jnrispra- 
denoe,  adopted  the  following  certificate  to  be  issued  to  the  widow  of  a  Royal  Arch 
Mason,  who  shoold  be  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  his  death  :— 
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widow's  obbtifioatb.

The  Grand  Chapter  resolved  to  discontinne  the  representative  system,  and  it  is 
abolished  so  far  as  Tennessee  is  concerned. 

Tennessee  haa  on  her  master  roll  sixty-foor  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  2,684 
Royal  Arch  Masons. 

Obdbb  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  thirty-first  Annual  Convention  of  the  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood  was  held  in  the  city  of  Nashville  January  29, 1895,— M.*.  E.*.  I.  J.  Thur* 
MAN,  President,  E.'.  John  B.  Garbktt,  Recorder. 

Twenty-two  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise 
qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  admitted,  introduced  and  consecrated  to  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  Council  donated  seventy-five  dollars  to  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home. 
-    An  election  was  held,  when,  no  further  business  appearing,  the  Council  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Comp.  Hbnrt  H.  Ingbbsoll — a 
review  of  forty-one  American  Grand  Chapters  and  seven  foreign  Grand  Bodies,  a 
total  of  forty-eight. 

Comp.  Ingbrsoll  enters  with  this  modest  introduction  :— 

**  Bidden  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  the  post  of  duty,  left  vacant  by  the  de- 
parture of  Comp.  CoKMOB,  this  writer  has  obeyed  the  call  and  assumed  the  functions 
of  correspondent  with  misgivings.  He  knows  how  large  the  vacancy,  and  how 
anxious  the  expectations  of  his  companions,  and  with  his  inexperience  in  such  duties 
he  appreciates  Ills  inability  to  fill  the  chair  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Craft.  But  com- 
missioned to  travel  in  our  own  and  in  foreign  lands  for  your  benefit,  he  starts  out 
with  the  purpose  to  observe  and  preserve  whatever  may  appear  strange,  odd,  amus- 
ing or  instructive  on  his  Journey,  and  to  report  it  to  you,  that  all  may  have  pleasure 
or  profit  thereby.  When  the  journey  shall  have  been  finished,  the  observations  noted 
and  the  report  made,  it  may  then  be  useful  and  proper  to  summarize  results  and 
make  suggestions.  The  trip  shall  take  first  over  our  own  States  and  Territories  in 
alphabetical  order,  and  then  into  jurisdictions  where  fioat  the  fiags  of  other  nations." 

Under  Arizona,  he  notices  the  death  of  Comp.  Liohthizeb,  and  says:— 

"  He  was  a  pleasing  writer  and  held  in  high  esteem,  and  Tennessee  sends  sincere 
condolence  to  our  companions  in  the  far  Southwest  over  the  loss  of  this  brilliant 
literary  genius.  Alas!  Alas!  That  he  did  '  bloom  out,'  and  '  shine  forth'  for  but 
a  single  year." 

Under  California,  Comp.  Ingbrsoll  quotes  from  the  Address  of  Grand  High 
Priest  Gritm an,  who  was  absent  from  illness  which  proved  fatal  in  a  few  short  weeks 
after  the  close  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  Comp.  Crawford  read  the  Address  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest  and  presided  during  the  session. 

Comp.  Ingbrsoll  makes  no  dissent  from  the  method  of  the  business  transacted, 
compliments  our  action  in  reference  to  the  Home,  and  is  generous  in  his  notice  of 
this  oorrespondent.    He  writes  :—

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**  The  Grand  Secretary's  report  shows,  among  other  things,  the  donation  of  $2,000 
'  toward  the  erection  of  that  grandest  of  all  chanties,  "  The  Masonic  Widows  and 
Orphans'  Home  of  Oalifornia,*' '  together  with  the  assarance  that  the  remaining 
18,000  woald  be  paid  as  called  for,  without  the  least  embarrassment.  Bight  in  the 
midst  of  the  proceedings,  and  not  pashed  off  as  an  appendix,  as  is  asaal  in  most 
jurisdictions,  appears  toe  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  from  Comp. 
WiLUAM  Abraham  Dayibs  (English-Jewish- Welsh),  reviewing  the  proceedings  of 
forty-five  American  Grand  Chapters  and  three  foreign  Grand  Bodies.  This  elaborate 
and  exhanstive  report  of  122  large,  fine-print  pages,  gives  a  complete  history  of 
Capitalar  Masonry  for  the  year  1893,  together  with  liberal  extracts  from  all  the  cor- 
respondents' reports,  and  is  prepared  with  mach  care  and  system." 

The  name  analysis  is  good.  We  see  now  where  onr  money-saving  propensities 
come  in.  Never  say,  What's  in  a  name  ?  Oomp.  Inqbrsoll  quotes  oar  conclnsion 
in  folL    We  appreciate  the  compliment. 

Under  Delaware,  we  qnote  the  following  comment  on  the  thrifty  suggestion  of  the 
Grand  High  Priest  :— 

*'  He  laments  the  failure  in  time  past  to  procure  the  portraits  of  Past  Grand  High 
Priests,  and  recommends  that  some  action  be  taken  to  procure  them  while  yet  they 
live  in  the  memory  of  members  of  that  body.  This,  too,  meets  the  approval  of  the 
committee,  who  recommend  that  '  all  Past  Grand  High  Priests  be  requested  to  fur- 
nish their  portraits,  properly  framed.'  Verily,  there  is  thrift  among  our  oompanions 
in  the  '  land  of  peaches ! '  " 

And  we  are  heartily  In  sympathy  with  this  morsel  under  Georgia  :— 

'*  With  regret  we  turn  from  the  pages  of  this  Address  to  the  business  of  the  Con- 
vocation. The  Grand  Chapter  showed  its  opinion  of  its  Grand  High  Priest  by  re- 
election, and  by  tabling  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  offered  by  Comp.  Jdliits 
L.  Bbown  to  prevent  the  further  re-election  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  by  the  decisive 
vote  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  to  fifty.  True  eloquence  in  Georgia,  Comp.  Bbown, 
cannot  be  curtailed  by  such  fiank  movements !  " 

Under  Rhode  Island,  Oomp.  Inobbsoll  notes  the  action  declaring  it  inexpedient 
for  that  Grand  Chapter  to  enter  into  relations  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and 
he  breaks  forth  into  the  following  pathetic  words  of  invitation  :— 

'*  Oh  Rhody,  dear  Rhody,  come  back  to  us  now. 
The  clock  of  the  Ages  strikes  ninety-five. 
If  you  won't  come  back  now,  come  as  soon  as  you  can  ; 
We'll  welcome  you  back  to  the  great  swarming  hive.*' 

Under  Pennsylvania,  Comp.  Inobbboll  quotes  the  following : — 

'*  We  believe  that  the  Past  Master  belongs  exclusively  to  the  Blue  Lodge,  and  that 
Chapters  have  nothing  to  do  with  it.  It  was  an  oflBcial  degree  originally,  and 
nothing  more.  It  is  in  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  and  there  it  must  remain,  and  it 
should  be  placed  where  it  belongs  and  where  it  is  in  Pennsylvania,  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  General  Grand  Chapter  will  not  discard  it,  because  it 
makes  the  fifth  of  its  series  of  the  seven  degrees.  We  have  no  fifth  degree  or  Past 
Master  in  Pennsylvania." 

Comp.  Imobbsoll  comments  thereon  and  asks  a  very  pointed  qnestion— for  in- 
formation : — 

*'But  what  can  this  mean?  Can  it  be  that  our  Quaker  companions  intend  to  as- 
sert that  the  laws  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  prescribe  that  membership  in  a 
Chapter  is  essential  to  membership  in  the  Blue  Lodge?  How  does  it  prescribe  who 
shall  be  members  thereof,  and  when  did  it  attempt  to  pass  so  foolish  a  law  as  this  ? 
In  Tennessee  the  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  no  superior,  and  the  laws  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  are  as  ineflectual  in  our  Grand  Lodge  as  '  Pope's  bull  against  the 
comet.'  What  means  the  Pennsylvania  committee  by  this  deliverance?  Haven't 
they  got  the  wrong  '  sow  by  the  ear? ' '' 

Under  Texas,  to  the  rejection  by  that  Grand  Chapter  of  the  invitation  to  come 
under  the  {nrisdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  become  "  one  of  as,'-  Comp. 
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Inoebsoll  writes,  and  we  hope  and  believe  his  wish  will  be  realized  in  the  near 
fatare  :— 

**  And  80,  Sister  Tezy,  yon  will  still  stay  oat  with  *  Little  Rhody '  in  the  cold  ! 
Well,  Boraetime  yon  will  change  your  wind,  and  join  yonr  siHier  States  in  maintain- 
ing their  fraternal  relations  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Granted  Powers,  which 
Is  to  Bngliflh-speaking  Oapitalar  Masons  *  the  Parliament  of  Man— the  Federation  of 
the  World.' " 

We  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  this  bright  report,  and  shall  look  with  mach  inter- 
est for  Oomp.  Inobbsoll's  reappearance. 

M.*.  E.*.  A.  G.  KiMBROUGH  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest  ;  R.*.  E.*.  W.  A.Clen- 
DBNiNO  was  re*elected  Grand  Secretary.  Oomp.  H.  H.  Inoebsoll,  Knozville,  Chair- 
man of  Correspondence. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Nashville  on  January 
26,  1896. 

TEXAS. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  held  its  forty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city  of 
Houston,  December  4th,  1894,— i£.'.  E.'.  Fbank  Nusom,  Grand  High  Priest.  B.\  E,\ 
GsoBGB  LoPAS,  Jb.,  Grand  Secretary.    Eighty -four  Chapters  were  represented. 

Thirty-two  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  repretiented,  and  there  were  present 
twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests. 

Oomp.  A.  S.  RicHABDSON,  of  Houston,  Representative  of  California,  was  not  pres- 
ent After  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample 
Form. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  welcoming  all  to 
their  annual  deliberations,  he  reminded  them  that  one  hundred  and  thirteen  of  their 
companions  and  associates  had  been  called  upon  to  lay  a»ide  their  working  tools, 
and  had  gone  to  receive  their  reward.  He  mentioned  many  names  eminent  among 
their  companions,  whose  services  to  the  Royal  Craft  entitled  them  to  pre-eminence 
in  their  councils,  who  had  passed  to  a  "  higher  existence,  leaving  behind  them  an 
influence  which  will  live  on  forever." 

He  reports  that  notwithstanding  the  distressed  condition  of  the  country.  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  in  Texas  had  prospered,  and  all  had  confident  hopes  of  a  bright 
future.    Their  finances  were  in  excellent  condition. 

Many  decisions  were  rendered  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  all  of  which  evince  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  law  and  regulations,  but  as  they  are  mostly  decided  by 
the  local  law,  and  not  of  general  application,  we  do  not  quote. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  mentions  the  important  question  of  a  return  to  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter.  He  said  they  had  reports  for  and  against  it,  and  no  more  need 
be  said  on  the  subject.  He  is  in  favor  of  the  return,  and  hopes  the  companions  will 
agree  upon  the  best  course  to  pursue  in  the  solution  of  the  question. 

The  Grand  Visitors  for  the  Eastern,  Western  and  Middle  Districts  made  their 
reports,  which  were  published  with  the  proceedings. 

The  Grand  Secretary  gives  the  receipts  for  the  year  at  $5,719.30.  Disbursements 
by  the  Grand  Treasurer,  $3,703.83. 

The  Committee  on  Obituaries  made  an  eloquent  report. 

After  reviewing  the  entire  correspondence  between  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Tcxa^,  the  Grand  Chapter,  by  an  overwhelming  majority, 
adopted  the  following  resolutions  :— 

**  Retolved,  That  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Texas  returns  its  thanks  to 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  ITnited  StateH  for  its  courtesy  to  the  Committee  of 
this  Grand  Chapter,  which  visited  their  Body  at  Topeka,  in  August  last. 

*' Resolved,  That  while  entertaining  the  highest  respect  and  most  cordial  broth- 
erly feeling  for  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  are  members  of  the  General  Grand 
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Ohapter  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  for  all  those  Grand  Ohapters  which  acknowl- 
edge its  jarisdiction  and  sapremacy,  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Texas  deemB  it  inex- 
pedient to  sarrender  its  own  sovereignty  as  an  independent  Masonic  Body,  and 
believes  that  the  true  interests  of  Cap itnlar  Masonry  will  be  best  promoted  by  adding 
to  the  action  it  has  already  taken  toward  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  Statea.*' 

We  regret  the  decision,  but  as  Texas  seems  determined  to  '*  stand  to  and  abide 
by  "  it,  we  most  wait  a  little  longer.    We  know  that  she  can't  always  go  it  alone. 

The  reporter  of  the  "  Post,"  Comp.  Simclaib,  was  thanked  for  fair  reports,  and 
the  ladies  of  Honston  for  fragrant  flowers. 

Texas  has  two  hundred  live  Chapters,  with  three  ander  dispensation,  and  a  mem- 
bership of  6,681  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

Obdeb  of  High  Pbibsthood. 

The  Scriptaral  passages  pertaining  to  the  Order  are  published,  but  without  the 
proceedings  of  the  Convention. 

Comp.  John  L.  Tbbbbll,  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  presents  the  report,  in 
which  he  reviews  the  doings  of  forty-nine  Royal  Arch  Bodies  and  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  United  States.  He  gives  an  excellent  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter,  but  as  we  have  noticed  the  same  elsewhere,  we  must  let 
it  pass.  He  joins  in  the  universal  fraternal  expression  of  sympathetic  regret  at  the 
early  death  of  our  friend  and  correspondent,  Liohthizeb  of  Arizona.  Comp.  Tbb- 
bbll proves  himself  a  graceful,  easy  writer,  wishing  to  give  a  reason  for  the  faith 
that  is  in  him,  and  what  is  better,  thoroughly  indoctrinated  with  the  laws  and  usages 
based  upon  the  original  plan  and  groundwork  of  legitimate  Masonry. 

Under  California,  Comp.  Txrrxll  notes  the  absence  of  our  Grand  High  Priest, 
Comp.  Charles  R.  Gbitman,  through  illness.  Yes,  companion,  our  co-laborer  in 
the  Royal  Arch  vineyard  for  several  years,  was,  at  the  time  of  our  Annual  Convoca- 
tion, resting  with  the  shadow  of  death  enveloping  him.  In  a  short  month  thereafter, 
he  was  summoned  within  the  Vail  into  the  heavenly  Grand  Council— peace  to  his 
memory. 

Comp.  Terbbll  quotes  ft'eely  from  our  Report  on  Correspondence,  and  we  note 
bis  approval  on  most  of  the  subjects  named,  although  he  is  disposed  to  criticise  oar 
General  Regulation  8,  and  we  can  hardly  think  he  has  given  it  more  than  a  pass- 
ing glance.  The  regulation  refers,  companion,  not  to  a  petitioner  for  the  degrees 
but  to  one  who  has  passed  the  ordeal  of  the  ballot,  been  elected,  and  has  received 
the  degree  of  Mark  Haster.  DonH  you  think  he  has  acquired  the  right,  at  least,  to 
have  an  objection  to  his  advancement  inquired  into,  and  determined  by  the  Chapter 
as  to  its  being  a  valid  and  Masonic  one  ?  We  think  so.  Put  yourself  in  the  Mark 
Master's  place,  and  tell  us  next  year. 

Comp.  Tbbbbll  gives  expression  to  the  sentiments  of  a  loyal  Mason  when  he 
says  in  response  to  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  advocates  and  demurrers  to  the  pro- 
posed reunion  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  with  the  General  Grand  Chapter  :— 
"  The  chief  reason  of  this  writer  for  desiring  to  return  to  the  obedience  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter,  is  not  because  of  any  authority  or  power  in  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  that  it  can  or  may  exercise,  but  because  of  a  moral  and  Masonic  duty  and 
obligation  upon  us^our  duty  and  not  its  authority." 

if.*.  E.',  J.  K.  Stonb  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest.  E.'.  Gborob  Lopas,  Jr.* 
was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Houston,  December  3d» 
1896. 
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VERMOITT. 


The  Grand  Chapter  of  VermoDt  held  its  seventy-seTenth  Annaal  Coovocation  in 
the  city  of  Barlington  Jane  15,  1894,— Af.-.  E,'.  Mtbon  J.  Hobton,  Grand  High 
Priest,  i?.*.  E,\  Warrkn  G.  Rbtmolds,  Grand  Secretary.  Twenty-afx  chartered 
Chapters  were  represented.  Tvrenty-siz  sister  jurisdictions  were  represented,  and 
there  were  present  six  Past  Grand  High  Priests. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  after  invoking  the  blessings  of  heaven  npon  the  labors 
before  them,  reminded  the  assembled  companions  of  the  vacant  places  in  their  midst 
caused  by  the  removal  of  thirty  beloved  companions  from  the  society  of  the  living 
to  the  silent  halls  of  death.  He  also  joined  in  fraternal  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
the  illustrious  companions  of  sister  jurisdictions  who  have  passed  to  their  eternal 
rest. 

He  makes  the  pleasant  announcement  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Vermont  is  at 
peace  with  all  the  world,  with  prosperity  always  in  attendance,  as  the  result  of 
their  labors.  Practically  no  special  dispensations  were  issued,  and  no  decision 
npon  Masonic  law  enquired  for.  The  Grand  High  Priest  had  made  but  few 
visitations,  that  agreeable  dnty  being  left  for  the  Grand  Lecturer  and  District  Depu* 
ties.

The  Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Vermont  is  that  old  time  veteran  of 
all  Masonic  work  in  California,  Past  Grand  Master  William  C.  Bblchkr— God  bless 
him. 

Ths  Obdxb  op  High  Pbibsthood. 

The  Convention  of  High  Priests  of  Vermont  assembled  in  the  city  of  Burlington 
June  14th,  1894.— the  M,\  Er.  Edwin  0.  Hibbabd. President,  E*.  Chablbs  H.  Will. 
lAXs,  Recorder.  Grand  Council  opened  in  Due  Form.  Nine  companions.  High 
Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  having  been  elected,  were  admitted  and  conse- 
crated to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.    Convention  closed. 

Comp.  Mabsh  0.  PxBKiNS  submits  the  Report  on  Correspondence.  He  has 
attained  the  age  of  a  veteran  workman,  and  as  we  old  Whigs  used  to  say  of  Hbbbt 
Clay,  "  his  month  speaks  for  itself.^' 

In  his  review  of  Arizona,  we  quote  his  sad  tribute  to  our  Comp.  Liohthizbb: — 

"It  is  with  the  deepest  sorrow  that  we  announce  the  death  of  Comp.  EL  B. 
Liohthizbb,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  Very  soon  after  the 
close  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  before  the  completion  of  his  report,  our  worthy 
curopaoion  was  Ruddenly  called  to  join  the  silent  majority  ;  hence  his  report  is  pub- 
li»lied  in  its  unfinished  condition.  Our  companion  was  a  pleasing  writer,  and  highly 
e-iieemed  by  ail  who  knew  him.  We  shall  miss  his  presence  and  his  valuable  servi- 
ces in  our  urand  Chapter.— Gboboe  J.  Roskbugb,  Grand  Seoretary." 
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Under  California,  Comp.  Pebkins  finds  onr  commnnity  prosperovs  in  onr  general 
legislation,  admires  onr  financial  condition,  and  finds  nothing  to  object  to  in  the  way 
we  have  of  taking  care  of  ourselves.  He  says  he  regrets  that,  lilce  the  dying  swan, 
**  we  have  sang  onr  first  and  last,'^  but  is  satisfied  with  the  assurance  of  Caswbll^b 
return.  Well,  Comp.  Perkins,  we  can  assure  yon  that  onr  friend  Caswell  is  again 
in  splendid  health,  and  decidedly  coltish  in  his  general  conduct.  He  is  now  a  Sover- 
eign Grand  Commander,  and  can't  afford  to  give  us  roach  attention,  anyhow.  Comp. 
Perkins  quotes  from  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Prient,  notices  the  death  of 
Past  Qrand  High  Priest  Isaac  S.  Titu^,  congratulates  us  on  our  financial  condition, 
and  generally  approves  of  the  California  way  of  doing  thing<«.  Of  Correspondence, 
he  quotes  approvingly  from  the  writer,  and  places  him  under  obligation  by  the 
writing  of  kind  words. 

Under  Maryland,  Comp.  Perkins  says  :— 

'*  A  single  decision  is  reported  to  the  effect  that  a  brother,  who  has  lost  both  legs 
since  his  attainment  to  the  degree  of  a  Master  Mason,  is  not  eligible  to  the  capitular 
degrees.  We  know  'tis  law,  but  live  in  hopes  to  see  it  greatly  modified,  so  that  a 
worthy,  brainy  brother  need  not  be  ruthlessly  cast  out  among  the  rubbish,  merely 
because  of  physical  misfortone.  Who  knows  what  priceless  keystone  may  be  thus 
rejected  ?  In  the  following  will  be  found  a  very  practical  line  of  duty  for  a  certain 
class  of  high  officials,  of  whom  it  is  so  frequently  queried,  if  they  are  not  a  sort  of 
'  vacuum  bill '  after  all." 

Under  Kentucky,  we  quote  this  (to  us)  sensible  conclusion  :— 

"We  do  not  agree  on  the  subject  of  re-installation  in  case  of  re-election.  We 
see  no  rules  of  law  governing  civil  oflSces  which  may  not  apply  to  Masonic  offioM. 
Oomp.  Singleton  knows  very  well  that  a  civil  oflScer  re-elected  for  the  fiftieth  time 
is  compelled  at  each  re-election  to  take  the  oath  required  by  law  before  he  can 
begin  bis  new  term.  Besides,  if  an  oflScer  is  under  bond,  as  is  the  case  with  the 
Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary  in  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter  of 
Kentucky,  his  bond  is  worthless  in  law  beyond  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected. 
That  would  hardly  apply  to  the  hold-over  proposition.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ken- 
tucky lost  about  $t),000  on  that  kind  of  a  proposition,  and  experience  will  prove  an 
instructor  when  all  other  methods  fail.  Notwithstanding  what  Pike,  Mackbt  and 
others  say.  that  *  no  one  can  succeed  himself,'  yet  we  find  the  ruling  does  not  hold 
good  in  the  civil  law,  and  we  think  it  equally  applicable  in  Masonic  law." 

Under  Massachnsetts,  this  is  from  Seranus  Bowen  and  of  course  is  good  : — 

"  We  believe  in  the  beanty  and  utility  of  music  properly  introduced  in  the  work- 
ing of  Masonic  degrees ;  but  in  certain  portions  of  the  work  we  are  strongly  opposed 
to  havinf^  the  singing  done  by  a  quartette,  though  the  execution  of  the  music  may 
be  much  better  than  where  the  sinking  is  done  by  the  congregation.  But  in  the 
work  of  the  Mark  and  Most  Excellent  degrees,  the  *  Mark  Master's  Bong '  and 
'Most  Excellent  Master's  Song'  should  be  sung  by  the  entire  congregation.  The 
strong  point  of  each  of  these  degrees  is,  that  every  one  is  taking  psrt  in  the  cere- 
monies at  the  time  the  singing  is  in  progress.  The  prime  object  should  always  be  to 
Sive  an  effective  and  intelligent  rendering  of  the  degrees,  and  not  to  allow  it  to 
egenerate  into  the  giving  of  a  concert  with  the  degrees  thrown  in  as  a  sort  of  a 
•chrome' 

Under  New  York,  we  quote  the  following  compliment  to  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter as  an  expression  of  loyalty  quite  refreshing  in  these  degenerate  days  :— 

'*  As  the  oldest  Grand  Chapter  in  existence  ;  as  the  authority  under  which  Amer- 
ican Capitular  Masonry  has  acquired  the  power  and  infiuence  of  a  national  organiza- 
tion ;  as  the  only  authority  under  which  the  Royal  Craft  can  be  organized  in  new  and 
unoccupied  territory,  and  as  the  final  arbiter  to  which  all  questions  between  the  sev- 
eral Grand  Chapters  are  submitted  for  settlement,  it  is  entitled  to  the  constant  and 
earnest  support  of  every  Royal  Arch  Mason." 

Good  and  weighty  testimony  from  New  York. 

Comp.  Perkins  closes  his  review  of  New  York  with  thia  opinion  of  Comp.  Wii«l- 
lAMS'  report— we  mean  Williams  of  Ohio :— 
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'*  Oomp .  Williams'  entire  report  is  an  able  paper,  bat  we  wish  that  he,  and  all 
others  like  him,  woald  drop  the  word  *  Foreign '  before  '  Correspondence.'  Ver- 
mont has  too  mnch  ftood,  true-blae  Yankee  blood  mingled  with  the  native  Bons  of 
Light  in  Ohio  to  be  frigidly  styled,  or  broaght  nnder  the  head  of  *  Foreign.'  More 
than  thin,  the  term  is  un-American,  and  in  these  days  of  a  united  Nation,— with  a  big 
*  N,'  mind  yon,~ougbt  not  to  be  used  by  the  advance  guard  of  the  capitular  guild. 
It  is  bad  enough  to  group  our  Canadian  cousins  and  companions  in  a  '  Foreign  ' 
class,  but  to  number  one's  own  sisters  as  among  the  fureigners  is  insufferable." 

The  if.*.  E.\  Mybon  J.  Hobton  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest;  the  M.'.  £,\ 
Mabbh  0.  PsBXiirs,  Windsor,  Chairman  Committee  on  Correspondence ;  i2.*.  E,; 
Wabben  G.  Rbynolds  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

VIBGINI^ . 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  held  its  eighty-seventh  Convocation  in  the  city  of 
Richmond  November  13th,  1894,— M.*.  £.*.  John  Thomas  Cabtbb,  Grand  High  Priest, 
Comp.  William  B.  Isaacs,  Grand  Secretary.  Twenty-three  Chapters  were  rep- 
resented. Three  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present  and  six  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives of  sister  jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  iu  Ample  Form. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Address. 

After  the  usual  greetings  the  Grand  High  Priest  reported  existing  harmony  and 
general  progress,  and  called  the  companions'  attention  to  the  death  of  Grand  High 
Priest  Fbancis  H.  Hill,  a  well  beloved  and  useful  member  of  their  Capitular 
household.    He  recommended  that  a  memorial  page  be  devoted  to  his  memory. 

In  his  Decision  No.  1  lie  decided  that  a  Chapter  could  not  entertain  the  petition 
for  membership  of  a  non-aflBliated  Master  Mason,  which  we  consider  proper  ruling, 
based  on  good  sound  doctrine. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Brunswick  was  recognized  and  welcomed  to  the 
sisterhood  of  Grand  Chapters. 

The  following  interrogatory  and  resolution  was  made  and  adopted  :— 

*'If  a  Master  Mason  should  be  suspended  or  expelled,  and  after  an  appeal  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  should  be  reinstated  to  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry,  does  it 
reinstate  him  to  membership  in  the  Chapter? 

"  Betolvedf  That  the  answer  be  in  the  negative." 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence  from  Virginia. 

The  Convention  of  High  Priests  met  in  the  city  of  Richmond  during  the  Oonvooa- 
tion  of  the  Grand  Chapter,— M.*.  E.'.  A.  S:  Lee,  President,  E.*.  Comp.  J.  P.  Stbff- 
NiB,  Recorder  pro  tern.  Six  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters 
and  otherwise  qualified,  were  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  M.'.  £.*.  William  H.  H.  Ltnh  was  elected  President,  and  the  E.*.  William 
B.  Isaacs  Recorder.    Convention  closed. 

Virginia  has  thirty-nine  Chapters  on  the  roll  with  a  membership  of  2,350  Royal 
Arch  Masons. 

M.'.  E.*.  Gkorgk  W.  PdB  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  E.*.  Comp.  William  B. 
Isaacs  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary;  E.*.  Comp.  William  B.  Isaacs,  Richmond 
Chairman  of  Correspondence. 

WASHINGTON. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Washington  held  its  tenth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city 
of  Colfax  September  12th,  1894,— the  M.*.  E.-.  John  W.  Bban,  Grand  High  Priest, 
the  R.'.  E.*.  Tamcet  C.  Blalock,  Grand  Secretary.  Fourteen  Chapters  were  repre- 
sented. Two  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  representatives  of  seven  sister  Grand 
Jurisdictions  were  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annaal  Address,  retorning  thanks  to  the 
Sopreme  Power,  who  had  preserved  them  with  unbroken  ranks  to  meet  oooe  again 
in  annaal  assembly  to  legislate  in  the  interest  of  their  beloved  organization. 

The  Grand  Bigh  Priest  granted  several  dispensations  for  good  and  sufficient  rea- 
sons, and  refased  others,  as  he  did  not  deem  them  authorized  by  the  law  and  not 
warranted  by  the  reasons  advanced.  The  Grand  High  Priest  seems  to  have  acted 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  always  having  in  mind  his  rasponaibili' 
ties  as  ruler  of  the  household.  * 

Regarding  the  postponement  of  the  time  of  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convocation, 
he  says  :— 

"A  numbor  of  our  constituent  Chapters  have  requested  me  to  postpone  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Grand  Chapter  for  1894  to  such  a  time  and  place  in  I'^So  as  I  might  deem 
best.  This  request  I  have  been  compelled  to  refuse.  Our  written  law  is  specific  on  this 
point  and  distinctly  provides  when  and  where  the  Gian<]  Chapter  shall  meet.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  Grand  High  Pi  lest  is  endowed  with  certain  preroga- 
tives, but  those  prerogatives  do  not  give  him  the  power  or  right  to  yiolate,  set  aside 
or  cancel  any  constitutional  provision  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  The  Grand  Bigh  Priest 
above  all  others,  is  charged  to  obey  and  enforce  obedience  from  others  to  our  laws 
and  regulations,  and  it  seems  to  roe  it  would  illy  become  the  dignity  of  the  highest 
officer  in  the  Craft  to  break  the  laws  he  has  faithfully  sworn  to  obey." 

The  Grand  Bigh  Priest,  from  unforeseen  causes,  was  prevented  from  attending  the 
Triennial  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  at  Topeka,  Kansas. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  the  loss  by  death  of  eleven  of  their  beloved  com- 
panions during  the  year.  Be  also  reported  the  death  of  the  many  eminent  compan- 
ions of  sister  jurisdictions  and  recommended  that  their  names  be  placed  on  memo- 
rial pages  in  token  of  their  sympathy  with  the  bereaved  jurisdictions. 

On  the  subject  of  Rituals  the  Grand  Chapter  resolved  :— 

"  First— That  the  Rituals  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  shall  be  the  Rituals  and  adopted  work  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  of  Washington  on  and  after  May  Ist,  1895. 

"  Second— That  it  siiall  become  obligatory  upon  all  subordinate  Chapters  to  use 
said  Ritnalri  and  to  work  in  the  conferring  of  degrees  and  other  ceremonials  on  and 
after  May  1st,  1895." 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Comp.  Louis  Zieoler  of  Spokane  Is  the  Representative 
of  California  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Washington. 

Comp.  Yakobt  C.  Blalogk  presents  his  fifth  Report  on  Correspondence.  The 
time  of  meeting  having  been  changed  from  June  to  September,  the  list  of  Grand 
Chapters  reviewed  is  complete,  with  some  jurisdictions  noted  for  two  jears.  Tho 
review  is  very  full  and  gives  an  excellent  abstract  of  the  doings  of  the  Royal  Arch 
legislatures  of  America. 

Under  Arizona  he  notes  the  sad  intelligence  of  the  death  of  Oomp.  Liohthizkb, 
and  pays  a  fraternal  tribute  to  his  memory. 

In  his  review  of  California  for  two  years,  1893-4,  he  quotes  onr  action  without 
comment,  remembers  Caswkll  and  refers  to  the  absence  of  Grand  High  Priest 
Gbitman  from  the  Convocation  of  1894  on  account  of  illness.  No  doobt  Comp. 
Blalock  has  since  learned  that  his  illness  at  that  time  resulted  in  his  death  in  a 
short  month  after  the  clone  of  the  session.  Our  companion  was  a  noble  specimen 
of  the  accomplished  Free  and  Accepted  Mason,  and  his  early  taking  ofl*  is  sincerely 
regretted  by  his  companions,  and  especially  those  with  whom  he  was  intimately 
associated  in  Lodge,  Chapter  and  Commandery. 

Under  Connecticut,  in  replying  to  Comp.  Bablow,  who  expressed  the  hope  that 
he,  Comp.  Blalock,  In  bis  next  would  be  more  free  to  express  his  convictions,  he 
says : — 

"  We  are  sorry  to  disappoint  the  companion,  but  we  are  still  keeping  close  to  the 
shore  for  various  reasons." 
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Don't  do  it  any  longer,  Oomp.  Blalock;  give  as  a  reason  for  the  faith  that  la  in 
you.  Never  mind  if  yon  are  a  Methodist,  or  even  a  "hard  shell"  Baptist;  qnote 
law  as  though  yon  were  a  bom  lawyer.  Keep  the  flag  of  Washington  to  the  fore 
and  all  will  be  well  with  yon— oar  word  for  that. 

M.\  E.',  HoRAOB  W.  Ttleb  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  R.*.  E.>.  Tancky  C. 
Blalock  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary  ;  Correspondent,  Comp.  Tanobt  0.  Bla- 
LOCK,  Walla  Walla. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Tacoma  June  5th,  1896. 

WEST    VIRGINIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  West  Virginia  held  its  twenty-fourth  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  city  of  Wheeling  November  12th«  1894,— M.'.  E.*.  John  W.  Morris.  Grand 
High  Priest,  R.-.  E.*.  Odbl  S.  Long,  Grand  Secretary.  Every  Chapter  in  this  juris- 
diction (20)  was  repre»entei].  Nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present  and 
a  number  of  visitors.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Kbphabt  D.  Walkbr,  the  Repre- 
sentative of  California,  was  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  appropriate  ceremony. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  gave  thanks  to  "  Our  Father  who  art  in  Heaven  *'  for  the 
privilege  of  meeting  once  again  in  Annual  Convocation.  Mach  of  the  Address  was 
confined  to  matters  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several  Chapters  located  near  the 
boundary  line  between  Old  and  West  Virginia. 

After  reporting  his  official  acts,  which  are  but  few  and  of  local  import  only,  un- 
der the  head  of  necrology  he  reported  the  names  of  such  eminent  companions  of 
sister  jurisdictions  as  had  fallen  during  the  year  and  the  notice  of  whose  death  had 
been  officially  received.    He  says : — 

*'  These  distinguished  companions  have  served  the  Fraternity  in  eminent  and 
conspicuous  position,  and  their  death  has  subdued  the  great  heart  of  the  brother- 
hood ;  and  in  nearly  all  of  the  Chapters  in  this  State  and  in  other  Chapters  through- 
out the  broad  land  there  are  hearts  that  are  sorrowing  for  the  loss  of  dearly  loved, 
close  and  intimate  friends. 

"  Death  comes  at  last  to  every  door.'* 

The  Representatives  of  fifteen  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  formally  intro- 
duced, welcomed  and  sainted  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

West  Virginia  enjoys  the  allegiance  of  twenty  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of 
1,016  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Committee  on  Obituary  made  a  feeling  report  in  memory  of  thirteen  com' 
panions  who  had  laid  down  their  earthly  work  and  passed  to  eternal  rest.  As  a 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  illustrious  dead  memorial  pages  were  ordered  devoted 
to  the  record  of  their  useful  lives  and  inserted  in  the  journal  of  the  session. 

Obdbr  of  High  Pbibsthood. 

At  Wheeling,  on  the  12th  of  November,  1894,  the  officers  and  a  number  of  the 
members  of  the  Convention  of  Anointed  High  Priests  were  present  and  held  an  in- 
formal meeting,  the  Cooyention  not  being  regularly  opened  and  no  work  being  done* 
E.*.  Comp.  0.  8.  Long,  President,  read  the  companions  the  action  had  by  the  Con- 
vention at  Topeka  in  August,  1894,  showing  that  a  Committee  on  Ritual  had  been 
appointed,  and  stated  that  letters  recently  received  from  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee conveyed  the  information  that  the  report  was  well  nigh  completed.  A  gen- 
eral consultation  and  discussion  was  had  relative  to  the  interests  of  the  Order  of 
High  Priesthood  in  West  Virginia,  and  it  was  the  opinion  of  all  present  that  uni- 
formity of  work  in  all  the  Conventions  in  the  United  States  is  highly  desirable,  and  that 
the  Order  in  West  Virginia  is  willing  and  aniions  to  place  itself  in  line  with  the 
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oeremonial  and  teachioK  in  other  Grand  Ohaptera.  To  this  end  it  was  thonght  best 
to  defer  ftirtber  work  until  the  Oonvention  to  be  held  in  1896,  at  which  time  it  is  con- 
fidently hoped  that  fuller  information  as  to  the  proposed  oniform  Ritoal  may  be  had. 
In  the  meantime  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Gonventioa  remaia  as  heretofore. 

The  Report  on  Oorrespondence  is  presented  by  Gomp.  Hdoh  W,.  Toreuqicb, 
chairman  of  the  committee.  He  sobmits  a  review  of  the  doings  of  forty-one  Grand 
Royal  Arch  bodies,  including  the  foreign  jurisdictions  of  New  Brunswick,  New  Sooth 
Wales  and  Quebec. 

In  his  review  of  Arizona  Comp.ToBRBNCi  honors  the  memory  of  our  companion, 
friend  and  correspondent,  Habbt  Budd  Liohthizbr,  by  devoting  a  mourning  page 
to  his  memory,  bearing  the  record  of  his  service  to  his  country  in  troublous  limes, 
his  record  as  a  Mason  in  Lodge,  Chapter  and  Gommandery,  and  the  able  discbarge  of 
his  duties  as  correspondent  for  the  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Gommandery  of 
Arizona. 

California  for  1894  is  reviewed,  although  Com  p.  Tobrbncb  has  given  us  the 
officers  for  1892  at  the  head  of  the  notice  at  the  session  reviewed.  M.*.  E.'.  Gomp. 
Ghablbb  R.  Gbitman  was  Grand  High  Priest,  and  at  the  session  was  suffering  from 
severe  illness,  which  proved  to  be  bis  last,  as  in  a  few  short  weeks  he  was  called 
home.  Gomp.  Ellison  L.  Cbawporo,  present  Grand  High  Priest,  presided  at  the 
session  and  delivered  the  Address  in  place  of  Gomp,  Gritxan. 

Gomp.  ToBbbncb  comments  upon  our  legislation  and  upon  the  condition  of  the 
jurisdiction  from  a  Masonic  as  well  as  a  financial  point  of  view,  and  gives  us  his  gen- 
eral commendation. 

Oomp.  ToRBBNCB  has  a  small  grievance,  which  he  puts  forth  in  the  following 
words : — 

"  The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  embodied  in  the  proceedings  instead  of  be- 
ing added  as  an  appendix,  which  Is  usual.  It  is  by  Corap.  William  A.  Dayibs,  well 
written,  full  of  valuable  information  and  in  almost  every  way  one  of  the  best  that 
has  come  under  our  notice.  He  reviews  the  proceedings  of  West  Virginia  for  two 
years,  1892  and  1893,  speaks  approvingly  of  our  Report,  quotes  what  we  said  of 
Gomp.  WiLLUM  Hacxbb  of  Indiana  as  the  '  ideal  High  Priest,  but  either  he  or  the 
printer  so  mutilates  our  name  by  substituting  an  *  n  '  for  two  'r*s '  that  out  of  the 
connection  we  should  fail  to  recognize  it" 

It  is  safe  to  say,  Gomp.  Tobbxnce,  that  your  "  r's  "  will  be  oarefnlly  guarded 
hereafter.  Our  companion  closes  his  notice  of  California  with  this  neat  compli- 
ment, for  which  we  make  our  best  bow  and  vote  him  a  free  pass  to  our  jurisdiction, 
and  the  freedom  thereof,  without  fees  or  dues,  so  long  as  he  shall  elect  to  remain  :— 

"California  always  interests  us.  It  is  a  great  and  large  State,  where  vegetables, 
trees,  institutions,  men,  almost  everything,  grow  to  large  dimensions,  and  Capitular 
Masonry  is  not  an  exception." 

By  the  by,  Gomp.  Hbdoes,  the  genial  correspondent  of  Montana,  gives  to  Gomp. 
Tobbbmob  this  certificate  of  general  goodness  :— 

"  Our  Rev.  Gomp.  Hugh  W.  Torbbncb,  who  was  plsced  in  charge  of  the  Foreign 
Correspondence  upon  the  exaltation  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  entered  upon  bis  work 
with  a  modesty  that  bespoke  merit,  and  the  results  justified  the  wisdom  or  the  choice. 
He  is  ready  with  pen  ana  scissors  and  has  found  something  good  to  say  of  all.  We 
thank  him  for  a  friendly  notice  of  Montana.  It  seems  he  was  at  Denver,  and  we  re- 
gret that  we  missed  making  his  acquaintance.  Hope  to  fare  better  in  this  respect 
at  the  next  Triennial." 

Gomp.  Tobbkncb,  in  his  review  of  Pennsylvania,  pays  the  following  deserved 
compliment  to  the  Masons  of  Pennsylvania : — 

"  There  are  many  things  in  the  proceedings  and  report  we  would  like  to  speak 
of,  but  time  will  not  permit. 
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"No  State  In  the  Union  has  a  fioer  body  of  Masons  than  Pennsylvania.  She  had 
the  lead,  but  was  passed  in  the  race  by  New  York.  Illinois  and  other  States  are 
gaming  on  her  and  it  will  require  all  possible  energy  and  vigilance  to  keep  to  the 
front. 

"  Her  beantifal  temple,  costini^  nearly  one  and  three  quarter  million  of  dollars, 
is  the  finest  in  the  world,  devoted  exclusively  to  Masonic  business;  bnt  vigilance, 
energy,  brains,  character  are  necessary  to  keep  on  top.  Beat  Franklin  and  the  other 
distinguished  leaders  were  all  right  in  their  day,  but  they  are  dead.  A  long  line  of 
worthy  ancestry  is  all  right,  but  to  count  for  much  it  must  have  good  men  at  the 
end  of  it.  Pennsylvania  is  all  right  and  so  are  her  people  ;  there  are  none  better. 
We  love  her,  her  rocks  and  rills,  her  vales  and  wooded  hills,  from  the  Smoky  City  of 
Pittsburg,  through  the  shadows  of  which  we  first  saw  the  light,  to  the  bright  and 
beautiful  city  of  Brotherly  Love,  with  her  marble  doorsteps  and  white  shutters, 
where  we  spent  seversl  pleasant  and  happy  years  of  our  life.  It  is  wiser  and  better 
to  live  in  the  present  than  in  the  pant,  to  find  out  who  you  are  than  who  was 
your  father.  We  have  said  some  of  this^  for  the  reason  that  all  through  the  labored 
arguments  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  committees,  declining  the  invitation  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter,  it  is  plain  reading  between  the  lines  that  they  feel  that 
it  would  be  coming  down  to  take  their  place  simply  as  an  equal  beside  the  other 
Grand  Chapters.  We  are  somewhat  averse  to  argument,  but  if  our  judgment  on 
this  point  is  correct  we  would  rather  enjoy  arguing  that  question. 

"  However,  so  far  as  we  can  see,  our  companions  of  the  Keystone  State  are  all  of 
one  opinion,  and  so  the  probability  is  that  if  we  outsiders  were  in  Pennsylvania  we 
would  be  with  them.  Bluch  depends  on  one>  point  of  observation.  We  are  thank- 
ful and  glad  that  peace  is  within  her  walls  and  prosperity  within  her  palaces.  We 
hope  her  predictions  in  regard  to  the  other  Grand  Chapters  still  out  in  the  cold  will 
not  be  fulfilled,  and  if  we  cannot  see  our  companions  of  Pennsylvania  at  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  we  will  lose  no  opportunity  to  do  it  elsewhere." 

M.'.  E.-.  Neil  Robikson  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  R.\  E.*.  Odsl  S.  Long  was 
re-elected  Grand  Secretary  ;  Correspondent,  Rev.  Hugh  W.  Torrbmce,  Charleston. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  held  on  the  11th  day  of  November,  1896,  in 
the  city  of  Charleston. 

WISCONSIN. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Wisconsin  held  its  forty-fourth  Acnual  OonvocatioQ  In  the 
city  of  Milwaukee  February  20, 1894.-Gomp.  Calvert Sfenblet,  Grand  High  Priest* 
Comp.  JoEX  W.  Laflin,  Grand  Secretary.  Sixty-one  chartered  Chapters  were 
represented.  Twenty-fivo  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  represented,  and  there 
were  present  seven  permanent  members. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened,  and  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual 
Address. 

He  reported  the  condition  of  the  Order  as  more  satisfactory  than  coqid  reason 
ably  have  been  expected  under  the  depressing  effect  of  the  financial  stringency  of 
the  past  year.    No  decisions  of  importance  were  rendered. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  R.  Dklos 
PuLFOBD,  an  old  and  valued  member  of  the  jurisdiction.  He  also  reported  the 
death  of  sixty-six  resident  members  of  the  jurisdiction  with  sadness,  and  made 
sorrowful  reference  to  the  vacant  places. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reported  his  visitation  of  thirty-two  Chapters,  and  gave  a 
detailed  account  of  their  condition. 

The  total  assets  of  the  Grand  Chapter  are  $6,533.87.  The  Grand  Chapter  appro- 
priated $200  for  the  relief  of  a  sick  and  needy  companion. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  reported  "  no  business." 

Comp.  Ellisok  L.  Crawford,  Grand  High  Priest,  represents  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Wisconsin  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Comp.  Willtaic  C.  Swain,  who 
submits  a  review  of  the  doings  of  forty-four  Grand  Chapters  in  the  natural,  easy 
style  of  one  who  knows  his  business.  He  says  he  discusses  no  new  questions  because 
there's  none  to  discuss— but  thinks  some  of  the  old  ones  will  stand  a  little  more 
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ioTestigatioD,  and  he  proceeds  to  stir  tbem  ap.  Comp.  Swain  starts  off  by  qaotiog 
aa  old  college  drinkiDg  song,  which  we  are  afraid  will  shock  many  sober-minded 
companions,  who  may  not  be  acquainted  with  the  circamstances  andor  which  the 
old  song  was  sang,  with  its  rollicking  chorus. 

Under  Arizona,  Comp.  Swain  makes  the  following  comments  upon  Comp.  Lioht- 
HizEB^s  reference  to  physical  qaaliflcatioos:^ 

**  We  infer  from  the  following  that  he  is  not  yet  converted  from  the  old  notion 
that,  because  we  follow  the  Ancient  Landmark,  and  forbid  initiation  to  an  imperfectly 
coostrncted  man,  we  mast  go  beyond  where  the  Landmark  ends,  viz.,  initiation,  and 
reqaire  him  to  remain  in  good  physical  condition  till  he  reaches  the  top  of  the 
ladder.  No  doabt  the  candidate  would  choose  to  do  so,  if  he  could;  bat  all  tiie 
Chapter  Landmarks  (if  there  are  any)  reqaire  is  that  he  shall  be  mentally  well- 
built" 

He  reflects  onr  views  in  regard  to  the  right  of  a  Grand  Body  to  punish  acta  of 
contempt.    He  says : — 

"  Grand  Bodies  do  not  give  to  their  subordinates  the  right  to  discipline  for 
unmasonic  conduct.  That  right  is  inherent,  and  Grand  Bodies  by  their  trial  codes 
pimply  regulate  the  exercise  of  it,  and  a  Grand  Chapter  or  Grand  Lodge  has  the 
same  inherent  right,  especially  when  the  offense  is  against  itself.  Cora  p.  Liobt- 
hizrr's  theory  would  put  the  Grand  Chapter,  in  the  case  of  an  offense  against  itself, 
which  was  aldo  a  case  of  unmasonic  conduct,  first  in  the  position  of  a  plaintiff  before 
a  subordinate  Chapter  of  its  own,  and  afterwards,  in  event  of  conviction,  of  a  coart 
of  appeals  in  the  same  case.  The  fact  that  a  Chapter  has  power  of  discipline  over 
its  own  members,  does  not  deprive  another  Chapter,  in  whose  jurisdiction  one  of  its 
members  is  sojourning,  of  the  power  to  expel  him  for  an  offense  committed  there. 
But  we  have  already  devoted  sufficient  space  to  this  question,  both  previously  and 
elsewhere  in  this  report." 

Of  California,  Comp.  Swain  writes  pleasantly— although  with  a  touch  of  sar- 
casm. He  mentions  the  Address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Wx.  B.  Davis  as  mostly  a 
business  affair,  notes  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Isaac  S.  Titub,  thinks  the 
Davis  or  Davibs  family  rather  numerous  in  our  Grand  Chapter  household,  and  sayi 
our  dependent  membership  legislation  is  a  frank  admission  of  \U  being  made  in  the 
interest  of  the  Lodge— yon  are  right  there,  Comp.  Swain,  that*s  just  what  we 
intended  it  to  be.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  California  holds  our  first  allegiance.  He 
quotes  oor  Jocular  remark  about  Comp.  Caswell's  "sore  arm,"  and  says  he  foregoes 
his  expression  of  sympathy  on  account  of  the  bad  effects  we  predicted— too  much 
sympathy.  Well,  Oorop.  Swain,  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  assure  you  that  the  good 
right  arm  is  restored,  and  our  esteemed  Grand  Secretary  has  regained  both  health 
and  strength— but  aa  he  is  now  a  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  we  indulge  in  no 
more  old  time  familiarity. 

Comp.  T.  S.  Hathubst  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  Comp.  John  W.  Laflin 
was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Comp.  William  0.  Swain,  Chairman  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  quiet  in  all  branches  of  Masonry.  The 
universal  depression  in  the  business  Interests  of  the  country  seems  to  have  affected 
the  Masonic  spiiit,  and  checked  the  enthusiasm  of  the  workmen  from  the  ground 
floor  to  the  anylura.  By  this  stagnant  condition,  perhaps,  the  younger  jurisdictions 
have  been  affected  more  than  the  elder.  Be  that  as  it  may,  as  sure  as  the  day  follows 
night,  we  may  confidently  hope  for  an  improvement  **  all  along  the  line  "  in  the  near 
future. 

The  condition  of  Capitolar  Masonry  in  the  United  States  is  all  that  could  be 
desired.    The  improvement  in  the  last  decade  has  been  decided  and  permanent. 
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There  is  great  ananimity  in  the  coiiltraction  of  its  laws.  There  ii  no  contention  aa 
to  what  is,  or  what  is  not  the  correct  ritaal,  and  there  ia  harmonioos  actioo  in  its 
legislative  bodies. 

The  qaestions  at  issne  are  few,  and  not  of  vital  importance.  The  doctrine  of 
dependent  membership  and  the  sopremacj  of  the  Lodge  is  an  acknowledged  factor 
in  the  union  for  an  offensive  and  defensive  alliance  between  the  varions  branches  of 
the  American  system  of  Freemasonry,  with  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  Comer  Stone 
of  the  edifice. 

While  rendering  thanks  for  preservation  and  support  in  health  and  strength,  let 
ns  not  forget  those  companions  who  went  oat  with  ns,  bat  never  retorned.  With 
them  the  battle  of  life  has  been  fooght  and  the  victory  won.  In  one  brief  year,  the 
journals  of  the  several  jarisdictions  have  chronicled  the  death  of  many  eminent  and 
illoBtrions  companions,  whose  lives  were  devoted  to  the  exemplifloatlon  of  the 
principles  of  Masonry.  Companions  Comnor,  Innis,  Whseleb,  Vbbslaob,  Lioht- 
HizBB  have  **  gone  up  higher,"  and  we  have  bat  the  memory  of  their  useful  lives  to 
point  the  way  that  we  should  follow. 

California  mourns  the  loss  of  two  Past  Grand  High  Priests:  Comp.  Jobk  Mills 
Bbownb  had  not  been  with  as  for  several  years,  and  yet  his  memory  is  to  the  Masons 
of  California  as  fresh  as  the  roses  in  our  gardens. 

Comp.  Ohablbs  Ray  Gritman  was  onr  beloved  companion  until  death  touched 
him,  and  he  slept.  Dear  companions,  we  deplore  your  loss,  but  console  ourselves 
with  the  belief  that  God  in  his  wisdom  has  provided  for  you. 

**  For  none  return  from  those  quiet  shores. 
Who  cross  with  the  boatman  cold  and  pale; 
We  hear  the  dip  of  the  golden  oars, 
And  catch  a  gleam  of  the  snowy  sail. 
And  lo!  they  have  passed  from  our  yearning  hearts. 
They  cross  the  stream  and  are  gone  for  aye. 
We  may  not  sunder  the  veil  apart 
That  hides  from  our  vision  the  gates  of  day. 
We  only  know  that  their  barks  no  more 
May  sail  with  us  o^er  life's  stormy  sea, 
Yet  somehow  I  know  on  the  unseen  shore 
They  watch,  and  beckon,  and  wait  for  me."

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Oomp.  WiiiiiiAX  AsBiLHAM  Dayies,  from  the  Special  Oommittee  to 
whom  had  been  referred  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  and 
the  Beport  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  presented  the  following  reports:  — 

To  the  M,  \  E.  \  Orand  Chapter  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest,  have  given  that  paper  such  examination  as  the  limited  time  at  their 
disposal  would  permit.  We  approve  the  sterling  Masonic  sentiment  ad- 
vanced by  the  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  treatment  of  the  various  interests  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  and  commend  his  zealous  guardianship  of  the  trust  com- 
mitted to  his  care  during  the  past  year.

Comp.  WiLiiiAM  Abraham  Datibb,  from  the  Committee  on  Jaris* 
prudence,  presented  the  following  report : — 

To  the  M.  \  E,\  Grand  Chapter  of  California  :^ 

This  Grand  Chapter,  in  the  year  1887,  enacted  General  Regulation  21,  in 
which  it  is  declared  that  any  Royal  Arch  Mason  who  shall  hereafter  confer, 
communicate  or  sell,  or  be  present  at  or  assist  in  the  conferring,  communicat- 
ing or  selliDg,  or  solicit  any  one  to  take,  receive  or  apply  for  any  so-called 
Masonic  Degree  or  Order  of  Knighthood  in  any  assemblage  of  men,  no  matter 
by  what  name  so  ever  it  may  be  called,  except  it  be  held  under  the  authority 
of  one  of  the  bodies  hereinbefore  acknowledged  to  be  legitimate  and  genuine, 
shall  be  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 
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That  no  qneBtion  might  arise  as  to  the  legitimacy  of  any  Masonic  Body  or 
Order  of  Knighthood  in  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  the  said  Reg- 
ulation declares: — 

"  That  this  Grand  Chapter  acknowledges  no  Desree  of  Masonry  or  Order  of 
Knighthood  to  be  le^timate  and  genuine,  except  those  conferred  by  or  under 
the  authority  of  the  followinff  regularly  constituted  Masonic  Booies  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  those  of  corresponding  rank  in  foreign  coun- 
tries, to-wit : — 

**  The  Grand  Lodges  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  several  States  and 
Territories  ;  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Grand 
Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  States  and  Territories ;  the  General 
Grand  Council  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Grand  Councils  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  of  the  States  and  Territories  ;  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  Grand  Commanderies  of  Knights  Templar  of  the 
States  and  Territories ;  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  for  the  Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States, 
of  which  Hbnbt  L.  Palmeb  and  Albert  Pike  are,  reespectively.  Grand 
Commanders." 

The  foregoing  is  a  solemn  declaration  by  this  Grand  Body,  made  after  due 
deliberation,  and  gave  ample  notice  to  the  dealers  in  clandestine  wares  that 
their  evil  transactions  would  be  no  longer  tolerated  by  the  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  California. 

It  has  now  become  a  question  of  duty,  and  neither  the  Grand  Chapter,  or 
any  member  thereof,  should  shirk  a  known  duty.  Hence,  if  a  Mason  is  guilty 
of  the  introduction  of  discord  among  the  Craft  by  the  dissemination  of  coun- 
terfeit Masonry  in  our  jurisdiction,  he  is  amenable  to,  and  should  be  punished 
by,  the  bodies  affected  by  his  unlawful  acts. 

Our  Grand  Chapter  is  directly  affected  by  these  unprincipled  speculators. 
Chapters  of  its  obedience  are  being  trampled  upon  by  the  misrepresentations 
of  lying  mercenaries,  whose  solicitations  are  poured  into  the  ears  of  Master 
Masons  whose  desire  for  rapid  advancement  outruns  the  discretion  their  Lodge 
teachings  should  have  inculcated. 

Th^  disease  is  one  that  should  no  longer  be  trifled  with,  but  should  be  met 
with  a  firm  and  decided  application  of  the  law  in  such  cases  provided. 

For  our  own  kindred  and  brethren,  trial  should  be  had,  and,  if  found  guilty, 
the  law  should  be  vindicated. 

For  the  miserable  disturber  of  our  Masonic  peace  from  abroad,  some  pun- 
ishment should  be  devised  in  keeping  with  his  offensive  acts. 

This  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  Grand  Body  at  the  ses- 
sion of  1892,  and  your  committee,  in  answer  to  the  question  as  to  the  duty  of 
the  High  Priest  of  a  Chapter  having  knowledge  of  the  violation  of  a  Gen- 
eral Regulation  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  said  : — 

"The  High  Priest,  as  the  executive  head  of  his  Chapter,  is  especially 
charged  with  the  care  of  its  interests,  and  especially  of  its  loyalty  and  integ- 
rity, and  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty  it  follows  that  should  the  High 
Priest  of  a  Chapter  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter  become  pos- 
sessed of  information  of  the  violation  of  any  one  of  the  General  Regulations, 
it  would  be  his  duty  to  prove  such  knowledge  by  causing  the  necessary 
charges  to  be  preferred,  that  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  accused  should  have  the 
opportunity  of  vindicating  themselves  from  such  grave  charges." 
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For  some  reason  there  seems  to  be,  on  the  part  of  the  Chapter  most  directly 
affected  by  the  violation  of  this  General  Regulation,  a  reluctance  to  comply 
with  the  instructions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  as  set  forth  by  the  adoption  of  the 
report  of  this  committee ;  therefore,  in  order  to  avoid  the  friction  possibly 
consequent  upon  the  neighborly  relations  of  the  parties  interested,  we 
recommend  that  the  trial  of  all  charges  in  relation  to  the  violation  of  Regu- 
lation No.  21  be  transferred  to  Stockton  Chapter,  No.  28,  and  the  Grand 
High  Priest  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  appointments  and  arrange- 
ments for  such  trials  upon  the  presentation  to  him  of  the  necessary  charges  and 
specifications. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Besolved,  That  upon  application  of  the  High  Priest  of  any  Chapter  in  this 
jurisdiction  to  whom  charges  for  the  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  General 
Regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter  have  been  presented,  or  of  three  members 
of  such  Chapter,  the  Grand  High  Priest  may  transfer  the  trial  of  the  accused 
from  the  Chapter  of  which  he  is  a  member,  or  in  the  jurisdiction  of  which  he 
may  reside,  to  some  other  Chapter,  to  be  named  in  his  order  of  transfer 
whenever  in  his  judgment  such  transfer  is  necessary  or  expedient.

Comp.  William  Abraham  Davibb,  from  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence, presented  the  following  reports : — 
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To  the  M,  \  E.  *.  Orand  Chapter  qf  Gali/amia  ;— 

Yoar  Committee  on  Jarispmdence,  in  their  examination  of  the  reported 
condition  of  Benieia  Chapter,  No.  7,  as  detailed  by  the  M.\  R\  Grand  High 
Priest  in  his  Address,  and  from  information  given  by  companions  resident  in 
their  immediate  jurisdiction,  are  impressed  with  the  serioas  necessity  of  some 
action  in  relation  thereto ;  but,  hoping  that  a  further  and  fuller  investigation 
might  result  in  the  continuance  upon  our  roll  of  this  old  and  valued  consti- 
tuent, we  recommend  that  the  condition  of  Benieia  Chapter,  No.  7,  be  re^ 
ferred  to  the  Grand  High  Priest,  that  a  further  and  full  investigation  of  its 
present  condition,  and  the  causes  therefor,  be  had  by  him,  to  the  end  that,  if 
possible,  its  life  be  preserved  ;  but  if  he  tinds  such  hoped  for  result  imprac- 
ticable, that  he  then  arrest  its  charter  and  wind  up  its  affairs. 


Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  respectfully  report  that  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duty  they  have  examined  the  dispensations  issued  by  the  Grand 
High  Priest  and  the  papers  in  connection  therewith. 

We  find  that  all  his  acts  have  been  in  conformity  with  our  regulations  and 
duly  authorized  by  law. 

We  accordingly  recommend  that  his  official  acts  in  the  performance  of  his 

duties  as  Grand  High  Priest,  be  approved.

Your  committee  appointed  to  make  report  regarding  the  deaths  of  M. '.  E.  \ 
Charles  Ray  Gritman,  who  died  May  14,  1894,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of 
this  Grand  Chapter,  and  M.\  E,\  John  Mills  Browne,  who  died  December 
7,  1894,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  beg  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

The  Mr,  E, :  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  in  his  An- 
nual Address  to  this  Grand  Body,  has  most  felicitously  placed  upon  record  a 
brief  history  of  the  lives  and  characters  of  these  distinguished  men  and  Ma- 
sons. He  has  placed  before  us  sketches  of  their  lives  as  civilians,  with  state- 
ments of  the  performance  of  duty  in  other  ways.  He  has  also  given  us  out- 
lines of  their  careers  as  Masons.  Tour  committee  cannot  add  to  the  force  and 
completeness  of  the  record  thus  made.  We  can  but  ask  the  concurrence  of 
this  Grand  Body  in  the  high  estimation  thus  expressed  of  these  worthy  and 
indeed  Most  Excellent  companions. 
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Well  bom  and  well  bred,  they  early  entered  upon  the  active  duties  of 
life  ;  those  duties  were  performed  with  credit  to  themselves  and  to  their  sar- 
roundingB.  Each  early  entered  our  Order,  and  each  attained  high  honor 
therein.  Our  personal  association  with  them  as  men  and  as  Masons  was  al- 
ways with  satisfaction  to  ns.  They  not  only  attached  us  to  them  in  friendly 
relations,  but  they  possessed  our  respect  and  esteem. 

Therefore,  we  ask  that  it  be  by  this  Grand  Chapter 

Resolved,  That  while,  by  the  deaths  of  our  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  John 
Mills  Browse  and  Charles  Ray  Gritman,  our  Order  and  the  community 
have  been  made  to  sustain  great  loss,  yet  their  characters  and  lives  remain 
with  us  imperishable  records  of  true  manhood.  We  point  to  those  characters 
and  those  lives  as  an  exemplification  of  the  principles  of  our  Order,  truth  in 
the  relations  of  life,  uprightness  of  deportment  and  personal  integrity. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  published  proceedings  a  page  be  given  to  each  of 
these  companions  as  a  perpetual  memorial  of  our  affection  and  esteem.

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9.  No  petitioD  for  the  dof^freea,  or  application  for  membernhip,  shall  be  received 
by  any  Chapter  within  this  jurisdiction,  unless  it  be  signed  with  the  full  name  or 
names  of  the  petitioner  or  applicant;  and  in  the  annual  reports  of  subordinate 
Chapters,  the  given  name  or  names  of  every  member  or  others  upon  their  rolls, 
shall  be  given  in  full. 

10.  The  provisions  of  the  Constitut^pn  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
California  shall  be,  in  all  essential  respects,  where  there  is  no  conflict  between  it 
and  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  the  rules  and  regulations  by  which 
the  action  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  governed. 

11.  That  the  use  of  substitutes  shall  not  be  permitted  for  purposes  of  rapid 
advancement,  or  for  accommodation  merely,  but  only  when  the  Council  of  the 
Chapter,  in  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion,  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  good  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  will  be  promoted  thereby. 

12.  That  the  use  of  more  than  one  substitute  at  a  time  is  prohibited,  unless 
the  dispensation  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  permitting  such  use,  be  first  procured; 
said  dispensation  to  be  issued  only  for  good  cause  shown,  and  upon  a  petition  signed 
by  a  majority  of  the  Council  of  the  Chapter  asking  such  dispensation. 

13.  The  limit  of  physical  qualifications  to  be  required  of  a  candidate  for  the 
degrees  conferred  by  a  Boyal  Arch  Chapter  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall  be,  sim- 
ply, that  he  be  enabled  to  conform  strictly  to  all  which  the  ritual  in  those  degrees 
makes  necessary. 

14.  That  the  restoration  to  good  standing  by  a  Lodge  of  any  companion  who 
has  been  suspended  by  it  for  any  cau&e,  and  where  no  action  has  been  had  in  the 
case  directly  by  the  Chapter,  restores  him  to  good  standing  in  the  Chapter. 

15.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  September,  1874,  no  High  Priest  of  a 
Chapter  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  installed,  unless  he  shall  present  to  the  in- 
stalling officer  a  certificate  from  the  Grand  Lecturer,  or  some  companion  known 
by  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  be  skilled  in  the  work,  that  he  is  qualified  to  properly 
confer  all  the  Chapter  degrees  and  deliver  the  lectures  thereunto  appertaining; 
and  the  installing  officer  shall  forward  such  certificate  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

16.  That  there  is  no  power  vested  in  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  grant  a  dispen- 
sation to  re-ballot  on  the  application  of  a  rejected  candidate,  that  matter  being 
wholly  within  the  province  of  the  Chapter  in  which  he  was  rejected.  (See  Sec.  1, 
Art.  XVII,  of  the  Constitution.) 

The  following  is  the  course  of  procedure  recommended : — 

First.  That  notice  in  writing  be  given  in  stated  meeting  that  the  petition  of  the 
rejected  applicant  would  be  presented  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Chapter. 

Second.  Upon  the  reading  of  such  notice,  the  High  Priest  shall  direct  the  Sec- 
retary to  notify  each  and  every  member  of  the  Chapter  of  such  intended  applica- 
tion, and  request  his  presence  to  vote  upon  the  consideration  of  the  same. 

Third.  At  such  subsequent  meeting,  on  a  motion  formally  made  to  re-submit 
the  petition,  if  the  vote  be  unanimoua  in  favor  thereof,  the  petition  can  be  again 
received  and  referred,  the  same  as  if  no  previous  action  had  been  taken. 

17.  That  the  Chapters  subordinate  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Koyal  Arch  Masons  of  California,  be  directed  to  require  of  all  visitors  for  exami- 
nation from  other  jurisdictions,  prior  to  admission,  a  declaration  in  the  following 
words;  **I  do  not  stand  suspended  ur  exi)elled  for  any  cause  whatever;  neither  has 
my  ngfxie  b^o  stricken  from  the  roll  of  members  for  non-payment  of  dues  in  my 
Lodff  of  M^*®"^  Masons,  or  my  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons." 
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18.  That  it  shall  be  the  imperative  duty  of  every  Chapter  in  this  jarisdiction, 
before  it  shall  confer  the  Royal -Arch  degree  upon  any  candidate,  to  require  of  said 
candidate  a  compliance  with  Regulation  No.  S,  relative  to  the  selection  and  re- 
cording of  his  mark. 

19.  That  no  Chapter  under  dispensation  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  receive  a 
charter  unless  all  the  requirements  of  this  Grand  Chapter  shall  have  been  complied 
with  and  such  Chapter  is  free  from  debt. 

20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  every  Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction 
to  report. to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  thiA  Grand  Chapter,  immediately,  all  rejec- 
tions, suspensions,  exclusions,  expulsions  and  restorations  that  may  take  place  in 
their  several  Chapters ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
report  to  the  several  Chapters  of  the  jurisdiction,  every  six  months,  all  such  re- 
jections, suspensions,  exclusions,  expulsions  and  restorations  so  reported  to  him. 

21.  This  Grand  Chapter  acknowledges  no  degree  of  Masonry  or  order  of  Knight- 
hood to  be  legitimate  and  genuine  except  those  conferred  by,  or  imder  the  authority 
of,  the  following  regularly  constituted  Masonic  bodies  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  those  of  corresponding  rank  in  foreign  countries,  to  wit : 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  several  States  and  Ter- 
ritories; the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  States  and  Territories ;  the 
General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
Grand  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  States  and  Territories;  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar  of  the  United  States  and  the  Grand  Com- 
manderies  of  the  States  and  Territories ;  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States,  of  which  Albert  Pikk  is  Grand  Commander ;  and  the  Supreme  Council  of 
the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  l^'reemasonry  for  the  Northern  Juris- 
diction of  the  United  States,  of  which  Henby  L.  Palmer  is  Grand  Commander. 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  any  Royal  Arch  Mason  who  shall  hereafter  take  or 
receive  any  so-called  Masonic  degree  or  order  of  Knighthood  from  any  man  or  body 
of  men  not  hereinbefore  acknowledged  to  be  legitimate  and  genuine,  shall  be  liable 
to  be  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

It  is  hereby  further  declared  that  any  Royal  Arch  Mason  who  shall  hereafter 
confer,  communicate  or  sell,  or  be  present  at  or  assist  in  the  conferring,  communi- 
cating or  selling,  or  solicit  any  one  to  take,  receive  or  apply  for  any  so-called  Ma- 
sonic degree  or  order  of  Knighthood,  in  any  assemblage  of  men,  no  matter  by  what 
name  soever  it  may  be  called,  except  it  be  held  under  the  authority  of  one  of  the 
bodies  hereinbefore  acknowledged  to  be  legitimate  and  genuine,  shall  be  expelled 
from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  to  be  a  member  of  some 
Chapter;  and  every  non-aSiliated  Royal  Arch  Mason  who,  having  resided  six 
months  within  this  State,  shall  neglect  to  make  application  for  membership  to 
some  Chapter  therein,  shall  be  deemed  to  occupy  the  same  position  as  those  sus- 
pended for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to,  nor  be  the  recipient 
of,  any  of  the  rights,  privileges  or  benefits  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

Non-affiliated  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  occupy  the  position  referred  to  in  the 
preceding  section,  and  who  desire  to  restore  themselves  by  affiliation,  may  do  so 
upon  payment  of  a  sum  equivalent  to  six  months'  dues  of  the  Chapter  to  which 
they  shall  apply,  in  addition  to  the  affiliation  fee,  if  any,  required  by  its  by-laws. 
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23.  That  the  M,'»  E,\  Grand  High  Priest  withhold  his  approval  from  all 
amendments  to  By-Laws  of  Chapters,  unless  the  certificate  shows  that  the  amend- 
ment had  received  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present;  that  notice  of  such 
amendment  had  been  given  at  the  meeting  preceding  that  on  which  the  vote  was 
taken;  said  certificate  to  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  and  authenticated  by  the  seal 
of  the  Chapter. 

24.  That  at  all  future  Convocations  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  no  member  thereof 
shall  receive  his  per  diem  and  transportation  expenses  from  the  Representative 
Fund  until  such  Convocation  shall  have  been  regularly  closed. 

25.  That  whenever  the  charter  or  disi>ensation  of  any  subordinate  Chapter  of 
this  jurisdiction  shall  have  been  destroyed  by  fire,  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the 
daty  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  on  satisfactory  proof  of  such  loss,  to  issue  a  dupli- 
cate charter  or  dispensation  to  such  Chapter  without  charge. 

26.  That  upon  the  application  of  the  High  Priest  of  any  Chapter  in  this  ju- 
risdiction to  whom  charges  for  the  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  General  Regu- 
lations of  the  Grand  Chapter  have  been  presented,  or  of  three  members  of  such 
Chapter,  the  Grand  High  Priest  may  transfer  the  trial  of  the  accused  from  the 
Chapter  of  which  he  is  a  member,  or  in  the  jurisdiction  of  which  he  may  reside, 
to  some  other  Chapter,  to  be  named  in  his  order  of  transfer  whenever  in  his  judg- 
ment such  transfer  is  necessary  or  expedient. 
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RULES   OF   ORDER

KULE  1.  When  the  Grand  Chapter  Rhall  have  assembled,  the  Grand  Secretary 
shall  call  the  roll  of  its  members,  and  if  a  sufficient  number  of  Chapters  are  repre- 
sented, the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  opened.  The  Grand  High  Priest  shall  then 
appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  no  further  business  shall  be  transacted 
until  after  its  report  shall  have  been  received. 

Rule  2.  After  the  reception  of  the  Report  on  Credentials,  the  proceedings  of 
the  preceding  Convocation  shall  be  read  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  unless  their  read- 
ing be  dispensed  with  ;  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  reports  of 
the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer,  shall  he 
presented,  and  appropriately  referred,  in  the  order  here  named ;  and  the  Grand 
High  Priest  shall  appoint  the  regular  committees,  to  whom  all  papers  then  in  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  requiring  such  reference,  shall  be  at  once  referred. 
The  Committee  on  Correspondence  shall  then  present  its  annual  report. 

Rule  3.  After  the  business  of  the  Convocation  is  thus  begun,  the  regular  order 
for  each  session,  during  its  continuance,  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  session. 

2.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

3.  Reception  and  action  upon,  or  reference  of,  petitions,  memorials  and  appeals. 

4.  Reports  of  Regular  and  Special  Committees,  and  action  thereupon. 

5.  Motions,  resolutions,  and  other  business. 

Rule  4.  All  reports  submitted,  all  petitions,  memorials,  or  appeals  presented, 
and  all  orders,  motions,  or  resolutions,  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  read  by 
the  Grand  Secretary,  before  any  action  is  taken  thereupon. 

Rule  5.  No  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  entertained,  unless  made  during  the 
same  session  when  the  question  proposed  to  be  reconsidered  was  decided,  nor 
unless  such  motion  be  made  by  one  who  voted  with  the  majority  upon  that 
question. 

Rule  6.  When  a  day  and  hour  shall  have  been  named  for  the  election  of  Grand 
Officers,  such  election  shall,  at  that  time,  take  precedence  of  all  other  business, 
unless  the  (rrand  Chapter,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Rule  7.  These  rules  shall  only  be  suspended  by  unanimous  consent,  but  may 
at  any  time  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

The  Grand  Ohapter  of  Boyal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia commenced  its  forty-second  Annual  Convocation  at  the  Masonic 
Temple,  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  on  Tuesday,  the  twenty-first 
day  of  April.  A.  D.  1896,  A.  I.  2426,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.

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Dispensations. 

But  three  applications  were  made  to  me  for  dispensations;  two  of  which, 
beings  for  permission  to  ballot  for  candidates  at  other  than  stated  meetings,  were 
refused  by  me,  as  not  within  the  power  conferred  upon  me  by  the  Constitution. 

On  June  26th,  I  granted  to  San  Francisco  Chapter,  No.  1,  a  dispensation  to 
ballot  for  a  candidate  without  previous  reference  to  a  committee.  While  not  in 
favor  of  such  action  generally,  in  this  case  the  reasons  assigned  for  the  request 
were,  in  my  judgment,  entitled  to  a  favorable  consideration,  and,  it  being  within 
the  constitutional  power  conferred  upon  the  Grand  High  Priest,  I  granted  the 
request,  requiring  them,  however,  to  give  due  notice  to  all  the  members,  prior  to 
taking  such  ballot. 

Necrology. 

Only  a  short  year  ago  M.*.  £.*.  Companion  Ellison  Lassbll  Crawford 
presided,  in  the  chair  now  occupied  by  me,  over  your  deliberations.  Those  of  you 
who  then  saw  him,  apparently  in  robust  and  vigorous  health,  hardly  past  the 
prime  of  life,  little  thought  that  in  a  few  short  weeks  the  dread  angel  of  death 
would  summon  him  to  enter  the  vails  of  eternity,  into  the  presence  of  the 
heavenly  Grand  Council,  to  render  an  account  of  his  labors  here  on  earth.  'Ihe 
announcement  of  his  death  came  to  me  as  unexpected  as  a  clap  of  thunder  in  a 
clear  sky.  I  had  no  intimation  that  he  was  ill  when  I  received  the  telegram 
announcing  his  death,  at  his  residence  in  Georgetown,  on  the  twenty-second  day 
of  June,  1895.  The  news  did  not  reach  me  until  past  the  time  set  for  his  funeral. 
I  was  therefore  deprived  of  the  opportunity,  by  my  presence  thereat,  to  testify  to 
the  esteem  and  regard  I  entertained  for  our  departed  companion,  and  pay  the  last 
tribute  of  respect  to  his  remains. 

Companion  Crawford  was  born  in  Castine,  Hancock  County,  Maine,  on  Jan- 
uary 2'Jth,  A.  D.  1833.  He  came  to  this  State  in  1852,  and  shortly  after  his 
arrival  settled  in  El  Dorado  County,  wherein  he  has  continued  to  reside  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death.  He  was  made  a  Master  Mason  in  OtorgeUnon  Lodge,  No.  25, 
on  the  nineteenth  day  of  June,  1861 ;  became  its  Worshipful  Master  in  1871  ; 
nerved  it  as  such  during  the  years  1871,  2,  7,  and  1881  to  1884. 

He  was  exalted  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  November  11,  1870,  in  (Jecrgelown  Chap- 
ter, No.  25,  an^l  was  elected  High  Priest  of  said  Chapter  in  1877.  served  that 
year,  and  thereafter  was  re-elected  as  such  in  1880,  and  for  sixteen  consecutive 
yearM,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  being  thus  probably  the  oldest  High  Priest,  by 
service,  in  this  jurisdiction.  He  was  appointed  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  in  1890;  afterwards,  by  election,  filled  all  the  various  stations, 
until  April,  1894,  when  he  was  elected  M.*.  E.'.  Grand  High  Priest,  in  which 
capacity  he  served  one  year. 

In  civil  life,  Companion  Crawford  has  filled  various  positions,  in  all  of  which 
lie  manifested  a  desire  to  do  his  duty  conscientiously  and  to  deal  justly  with  all 
men.     His  death  leaves  a  void  in  every  circle  of  which  he  was  a  member. 

A  widow  and  six  children  mourn  the  Iosh  of  an  affectionate  husband,  a  loving 
and  kind  father.  In  their  bereavement  they  have  our  most  heartfelt  sym)>athy 
and  condolence. 


On  the  first  day  of  Sept<»ml)er  last,  the  news  flashed  over  the  wires :  "  William 
Caldwkll  Bklchkr  died  this  morning."  The  heart  of  every  Mason  in  this  juris- 
dictitm  was  filled  with  poignant  grief  and  regret,  for  none  knew  Brother  Bkixhkr 
but  to  love  him. 
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Comp.  Bklchkr,  notwithstandinfr  his  prominent  position  in  the  Masonic 
World,  was  never  an  active  member  of  this  Grand  Body.  I  first  find  his  name 
upon  our  rolls  as  a  member  of  WobshinffUm  Chapter,  No.  13,  in  the  City  of  Marys- 
ville,  in  the  year  1857.  In  1859,  he  served  his  Chapter  as  Secretary  and  also  in 
1860.  In  1861-3-4,  he  was  its  Principal  Sojourner.  Shortly  after  this  time,  for 
business  reasons,  he  removed  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  where  he  continued  to 
reside  up  to  the  time  of  his  death ;  and,  as  he  did  not  wish  to  sever  his  member- 
ship and  connection  with  Woihington  Chapter,  he  was  thus  deprived  of  the  oppor* 
tunity  to  reach  the  station  of  Hisrh  Priest  in  his  Chapter,  by  which  alone,  he 
could  become  an  active  member  of  this  Grand  Body,  wherein  he  was  only  received 
as  the  duly  accredited  Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Vermont,  his 
native  State. 

But,  whilst  never  an  active  member  of  this  Grand  Body,  I  doubt  whether  for 
the  last  twenty  years,  there  has  presided  herein  a  Grand  HiKh  Priest  who  has  not 
applied  to,  and  received  from  Brother  Bklchkr  advice  and  assistance  in  matters 
relatinf^to  Masonic  Jurisprudence.  As  to  myself,  when,  during  lost  year,  this 
Grand  Chapter  became  involved  in  litigation,  Companion  Bklchkr  was  the  one  to 
whom  I  naturally  looked  for  assistance,  and  when,  before  applying  to  him,  I  con- 
sulted with  other  members  of  this  Body,  they  all,  without  exception,  were  of  the 
same  mind.  Applying  to  Companion  Bklchkr,  he  at  once  tendered  his  services 
to  thii  Grand  Chapter  and  evinced  as  enthusiastic  an  interest  in  its  welfare  and 
concerns,  as  his  welUknown  love  for  everything  appertaining  to  Freemasonry  led 
us  to  expect.  Unfortunately,  his  untimely  death  did  not  permit  this  Grand  Body 
to  reap  the  benefit  of  the  services,  so  readily  and  freely  tendered. 

At  the  last  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  F.  and  A.  M.  of  this  Juris- 
diction, the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Brother  Jamks  Baunty  Stkvkns,  in 
his  address  to  that  Body,  in  an  eloquent  eulogy,  pays  a  glowing  and  merited  tribute 
to  ths  worth  of  our  departed  Companion,  from  which  I  may  be  permitted  to  quote: 

**  For  thirty-five  years  he  was  a  conspicuous  figure  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cali- 
fornia. During  all  the  years  of  his  Masonic  life,  he  gave  it  patient,  faithful  and 
untiring  service ;  it  was,  in  every  sense,  a  labor  of  love— an  individual  interest  and 
solicitude  for  Masonry. 

"  For  three  years  he  was  Grand  Master,  and  for  twenty -eight  years  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence.  In  this  capacity  he  did  his  best  and  most 
successful  work.  To  be  convinced  of  this,  you  have  but  to  take  the  annual  reports 
and  see  the  evidence  of  his  superior  skill.  He  was  the  most  thoughtful  and  con- 
siderate man  for  the  feelings  of  others  that  I  have  ever  known.  Whenever  he 
made  a  ruling  on  a  point  of  Masonic  law,  those  who  may  have  differed  with  him 
well  knew  that  he  had  but  one  grand  object  in  view— that  of  promoting  the  liest 
interests  of  the  Order  he  loved — and  when  he  found  occasion  to  differ  with  a 
(irrand  Master  upon  some  decision,  he  has  been  known,  time  and  again,  to  seek  a 
private  interview,  that  he  might  explain  the  reason  of  the  adverse  opinion  he 
entertained.  The  kind  and  paternal  interest  he  manifested  on  such  occasions  was 
most  touching.  The  tender  regard  for  the  opinion  of  his  fellow  members  on  the 
committee,  of  which  he  was  so  long  Chairman,  was  likewise  remarkable.  While 
all  were  ever  ready  to  defer  to  his  wisdom,  his  experience  and  his  superior  judg- 
ment, he  never  seemed  conscious  of  it,  and  was  never  too  much  hurried  to  patiently 
consider  and  give  due  weight  to  the  suggestions  of  his  ctmfreres.  No  one  was 
more  polite  and  courteous  in  debate,  always  yielding  to  his  opptment  as  much  as 
he  asked  for  himself ;  and  though,  after  due  deliberation,  his  views  and  principles 
were  unchanged,  he  never  misrepresented  nor  wrtmged  those  who  differed  from 
him. 

"  Born  with  a  capacity  for  development  of  the  best  qualities  of  mind  and 
heart,  Brother  Bklchkr  was  a  specimen  product  of  nature.  Inherent  worth  was 
his  birthright ;  culture  and  refinement  were  the  outgrowth  of  self  effort  and  the 
environments  of  the  age  in  which  he  lived.  His  aim  and  ambition  was  to  be  use- 
ful, accomplish  good  and  render  a  lasting  service  to  humanity.     Not  an  ambition 
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which  dwarfs  the  aflfections  and  prostitutes  the  soul  to  wordly  clamor,  but  an 
ambition  to  daily  apply  the  golden  rule  of  life.  This  was  his  constant  and  sturdy 
purpose,  and  was  pursued  unfalterinfirly  to  the  end.  His  modesty  amounted  to 
diffidence ;  he  scorned  sensationalism  and  shrank  from  publicity ;  he  was  deeply 
sensible  of  the  appreciation  of  his  brethren,  and  when  at  the  uwt  Annual  Com- 
munication he  was  met  with  the  unanimous  request  to  deliver  an  address  on 
Masonic  Law  at  this  meetinf?,  it  stirred  the  deepest  emotion  of  his  noble  nature. 
To  him  it  was  the  quiet  expression  of  the  love  and  veneration  of  the  ^raft  in  the 
decliniuK  years  of  his  useful  life.  To  have  posed  him  as  the  central  figure  on  some 
festal  occasion,  would  have  filled  him  with  embanassment  and  feelings  not  at  all 
to  his  liking.  The  time  has  arrived  when  we  should  have  listened  to  the  summing 
up  of  his  ripe  Masonic  scholarship.  But,  alas !  his  seat  is  vacant ;  his  voice  is 
hushed  forever.  By  the  workings  of  a  mysterious  Providence,  he  does  not  greet 
us  in  fulfillment  of  his  last  important  engagement.  His  spotless  life  was  an  exam- 
ple worthy  of  all  imitation  ;  his  death  leaves  a  great  void  in  our  ranks,  and  to-day 
the  Masons  of  California  are  mourning  the  loss  of  their  most  distinguished  Grafts- 
man." 

The  removal  from  our  midst  of  Companions  Crawford  and  Belchkr  has  left 
a  void  difficult  to  fill  Their  kind,  genial  faces,  we  shall  see  no  more;  their 
cordial,  fraternal  greetings,  their  loving  welcome  at  our  annual  gatherings  in  this 
temple  shall  never  again  gladden  our  hearts.  Their  cheerful  voices,  wont  to  assist 
us  with  wise  and  wholesome  counsel,  we  shall  hear  no  more.  Yet  when  we 
consider  that  such  is  the  fate  of  man  ;  that  in  the  midst  of  life,  we  are  in  death  ; 
that  none  of  us  know  how  soon  we  ourselves  may  be  summoned  to  *^  Bring  up  our 
work  for  inspection ;"  when  the  first  poignancy  of  grief  is  past,  it  will  be  temp- 
ered with  the  reflection :    That  they  have  but  preceded  upon  the  road  we  all 

must  travel. 

*'  Sooner  or  later,  what  matters  it  when 
We  leave  the  censure  or  praise  of  men  ! 
What  matters  it  how,  if  our  souls  are  blest 
In  the  love  that  guideth  to  perfect  rest." 


Our  sister  Jurisdiction  of  New  York  mourns  the  death  of  the  M.*.  £.*.  Kbbs 
(riBBON  Williams,  a  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  that  State, 
who  died  at  his  residence  in  the  City  of  Utica,  on  the  2dd  day  of  December,  18d5. 

Bat  a  shurt  time  prior  to  his  death,  I  had  commissioned  Companion  Willl\M8 
as  the  Representative  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  near  the  M.'.  E.'.  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Areh  Masons  of  the  :State  of  New  York.  The  Excellent  Companion,  how- 
ever, did  not  live  to  present  hh  commission  and  be  received  as  our  Representative. 

By-Laws. 

I  have  approved  numerouB  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  different  Chapters, 
all  of  which  were  on  the  subjects  of  *'  Fees,"  **  Dues,"  and  "  Time  of  Meetings," 
over  which  the  several  Chapters  have  jurisdiction,  and  which  will  be  reported  to 
you  by  the  Grand  Secretary. 

All  of  these  amendments  were,  before  being  a)>proved,  accompanied  by  the 
pr(){>er  certiticate,  althou({h  in  several  instances  I  hod  to  return  them  to  the  Secre- 
taries for  amendment  of  the  certificate.  I  would,  in  connection  herewith,  call  the 
attention  of  Secretaries  of  Chapters  to  the  necessity  of  their  examining  both  their 
own  By-La wri  as  to  the  requirements  of  amendments  and  the  General  Regulations 
on  the  subject  before  making  their  certificates,  oh  by  so  doing  they  will  save 
themselves  the  annoyance  of  having  their  work  returned  for  c<»rrection,  and  will 
certainly  relieve  the  otficem,  charged  with  the  approval  of  their  work,  of  a  great 
deal  of  altogether  unnec*»sHary  trouble. 
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I  received  from  Sacramento  Chapter  a  Code  of  By-LawB,  adopted  by  it,  which 
I  declined  to  approve,  for  the  reason  that  they  differed  from  the  Uniform  Code, 
and  had  not  been  adopted  and  were  not  certified  to  as  required  by  General  Regu- 
lation No.  23.  The  correspondence  'connected  herewith  will  be  submitted  to  the 
proper  committee. 

Dkcibions. 

On  the  twenty-fourth  of  September  last,  I  received  an  appeal,  in  conformity 
with  Sec.  1,  Art.  XIX,  of  the  Constitution,  from  a  ruling  made  by  the  £.  *.  High 
Priest  of  Crown  Chapter,  No.  72.  The  facts  stated  and  the  ruling  appealed  from 
are  as  follows : 

At  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Chapter  three  candidates  were  balloted  for  and 
declared  elected.  The  ballot-box  used  contained  none  but  white  balls,  all  the 
black  balls  had  been  removed  therefrom  prior  to  the  meeting.  This  fact  was 
discovered  during  the  balloting,  but  was  not  communicated  to  the  E.*.  High 
Priest  until  after  the  closing  of  the  Chapter.  Objection  to  the  validity  of  the 
ballot  being  made,  the  High  Priest,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Grand  Council, 
decided :  that  the  ballot  was  valid  and  must  stand ;  that  the  degrees  would  be 
conferred  upon  the  candidates,  unless  objection  was  made,  or  an  appeal  taken. 
From  this  decision  a  constitutional  number  of  the  members  of  the  Chapter 
appealed  ;  the  High  Priest  himself  furnished  the  statement,  and  also  requested 
my  judgment  on  his  ruling. 

I  decided  that  no  legal  ballot  could  be  had  in  a  Masonic  body  without  a  ballot- 
box  properly  furnished  with  the  necessary  means  to  permit  the  expression  of 
either  a  favorable  or  an  unfavorable  vote — that  is  to  say,  with  both  white  and 
black  balls  or  cubes. 

Such  a  box  not  having  been  used,  the  ballot  was  illegal,  null,  and  void.  I 
ordered  the  ballots  to  be  set  aside,  and  new  ballots  had. 

II.  A  petition  for  the  degrees  was  received  by  the  Secretary  of  a  Chapter, 
without  the  fees.  The  same  was  handed  by  him  to  the  High  Priest  and  referred 
by  the  latter  to  the  proper  committee.  After  a  favorable  report  thereon,  the 
candidate  was  balloted  for,  and  declared  duly  elected  to  receive  the  degrees. 
Subsequently,  and  before  the  next  stated  meeting,  the  candidate  handed  the  fee 
to  a  member  of  the  Chapter  (who  was  the  Secretary  elect,  bat  not  yet  installed). 
At  that  meeting,  the  outsoing  Secretary,  just  prior  to  the  installation  of  the  new 
officers,  informed  the  High  Priest  that  the  fees  for  the  degrees  of  the  brother  in 
question  were  not  in  his  hands  (both  High  Priest  and  Secretary  knowing  that 
they  were  in  the  hands  of  the  companion  about  to  be  installed  Secretary).  The 
High  Priest  thereupon  declared  the  ballot  had,  null  and  void,  on  the  ground  that 
the  fees  were  not  then  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  and  ordered  the  petition  to 
be  again  referred  to  a  committee.  The  matter  was  then  submitted  to  me  for  my 
decision,  but  without  any  formal  appeal. 

I  held  :  that  the  order  of  the  High  Priest  was  unauthorized  and  illegal.  The 
provision  of  the  Constitution,  Sec.  5,  Art.  XVII,  is  operative  and  mandatory 
upon  members  of  the  Chapter  only,  and  not  upon  the  candidate.  When  the 
petition  was  handed  to  the  Secretary,  it  was  his  duty  to  demand  the  fees  with  it ; 
and  when  he  received  it  without  the  fees,  then  submitted  the  same  to  the  High 
Priest  and  to  tlie  Chapter  for  action,  without  at  the  time  disclosing  the  fact  of 
the  non-payment  of  the  fees,  he,  by  such  action,  became  responsible  to  the  Chap- 
ter for  the  amount. 
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I  advised  that  the  £. '.  Hifch  Priest  vacate  and  set  aside  his  order  aDnuUing 
the  election  of  the  candidate  to  receive  the  degrees,  and  all  action  had  in  the  Chap- 
ter based  upon  that  order,  and  thereupon  proceed  to  confer  the  degrees  on  the 
candidate,  unless  an  objection  should  be  interposed. 

III.  Question :  (a)  Is  an  application  properly  before  the  Chapter  when  the 
name  is  not  signed  in  full  ? 

(b)  Is  an  application  properly  before  the  Chapter  when  the  fee  does  not  ac- 
company the  same? 

(c)  Does  it  heal  an  irregular  application  by  supplying  the  omissions  in  the 
absence  of  the  applicant  ? 

(d)  When  an  applicant  has  been  rejected  on  the  grounds  above  stated  (see  a,  b, 
c  above),  if  saii  application  should  be  declared  irregular,  does  the  applicant  stand 
before  the  Chapter  as  though  no  ballot  had  been  taken  ? 

Answer :  (a)  Anything  is  properly  before  the  Chapter  which  the  Excellent 
High  Priest  brings  before  it ;  but  a  petition  not  signed  by  the  applicant  with  his 
foil  name  should  not  be  received  by  him.  {See  General  Beg,,  No,  9,)  Such  a  |)eti- 
tion  should  be  returned  to  the  applicant  for  correction  by  the  order  of  the  High 
Priest. 

(b)  The  fee  must  in  all  cases  accompany  the  petition.  {Sec.  6  of  Art,  XVII, 
ConsiUttiion.)  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  not  to  receive  a  petition  without  the 
necessary  fees ;  if  be  does  so,  and  presents  the  same  to  the  High  Priest  for  action, 
without  disclosing  the  fact  that  the  fees  do  not  accompany  it,  he  thereby  makes 
himself  responsible  to  the  Chapter  for  the  amount ;  if  he  discloses  the  fact  of  the 
non-payment  of  the  fees  at  the  time,  then  the  High  Priest  should  order  the  peti- 
tion returned  to  the  applicant,  unless  some  member  present  pays  the  same. 

(c)  It  does  not  as  to  (a),  but  does  as  to  (b). 

(d)  He  stands  as  though  he  had  made  no  application. 

IV.  Question  :  A  candidate  having  been  elected  in  a  Chapter  to  receive  all 
the  deRTees,  having  received  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth,  moves  away  from  the 
place  where  the  Chapter  is  located,  afterwards  ;  upon  the  request  of  the  Chapter 
and  at  his  instance,  he  receives  the  Royal  Arch  degree  in  a  Chapter  at  the  place 
to  which  he  has  removed  ;  of  which  Chapter  does  he  become  a  member? 

Answer :  Of  the  Chapter  wherein  he  was  elected  to  receive  the  degrees  upon 
his  Rigning  the  By-Laws  thereof.  Membership  can  be  acquired  in  an  existing 
Chapter  in  but  two  ways— either  npon  an  election  to  receive  the  degrees  after 
having  so  received  them,  or  upon  an  application  for  affiliation  ;  in  each  case  the 
applicant  having  received  an*  unanimous  ballot  must  complete  his  application  by 
signing  the  By-Laws. 

Numerous  other  questions  were  asked  and  answered  by  me,  but  as  they  were 
all  on  matters  of  well-settled  and  generally  understood  Masonic  Law,  I  do  not 
deem  it  necessary  to  trouble  you  with  their  recital,  but  shall  submit  the  correa- 
pondence  connected  therewith  to  the  Committee  on  Jarisprudence,  should  any 
question  arise  thereon. 

BBmciA  Chafteb,  No.  7. 

As  is  evident  from  the  address  of  my  predecessor,  Benida.  Chapter  was,  at  the 
date  of  our  last  Convocation,  and  for  some  time  prior  thereto  had  been,  in  a  mori- 
bund  condition;  but  this  Grand  Chapter,  mindful  of  the  memories,  clustering  around 
the  Altar  of  this,  one  of  the  oldest  Chapters  of  our  jarisdiction,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Jarisprudence,  referred  the  whole  matter  to  me,  in  order 
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that  if  possible,  its  life  might  be  preserved  ;  with  instmctions  however,  that  if  such 
result  was  impracticable,  to  arrest  its  charter  and  wind  up  its  affairs. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  last  Conyocation,  I  addressed  the  following 
letter  to  the  E.-.  High  Priest  of  said  Chapter. 

"  M0DB8TO,  May  4th,  1895. 
"  E.\  Aden  Page  Sanborn,  High  Prieat  of  Benvoia  Chapter,  No.  7. 

"  Dkab  Sib  amd  CoMPAifioif :— At  the  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  R.  A.M., 
just  closed,  in  the  Address  of  the  M.'.  E.*.  High  Priest,  the  following  reference  to 
your  Chapter  is  made :  After  relating  the  ineffectual  correspondence  with  yourself 
and  the  Secretary  of  your  Chapter,  to  arrange  for  a  meeting  of  the  Chapter,  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  an  official  visit,  the  K.*.  E.*.  High  Priest  says : 

"  '  On  January  Slst  I  visited  Benicia  and  after  conversation  with  the  High  Priest 
and  such  other  of  the  companions  as  could  be  found,  I  discovered  a  truly  deplor- 
able coodition  of  affairs.  The  Chapter  had  not  held  a  meetiug  for  eighteen  months; 
it  had  not  been  represented  in  this  Grand  Chapter  for  five  years  preceding  this  ses- 
sion ;  the  companions  appear  to  be  divided  into  several  factions,  and  some  are,  as 
the  High  Priest  sajrs.  not  on  tfpeaking  term» ;  and  it  appears  from  what  I  could  learn 
by  conversation  with  them,  that  there  is  no  possibility  of  their  ever  healing  Uieir 
differences ;  their  troubles  grew  out  of  the  building  of  a  new  hall,  for  which  they 
incurred  a  large  debt ;  some  other  matters  of  difficulty  between  Masons  caused  sides 
to  be  taken,  and  bitter  things  were  said,  and  manv  terms  not  Masonic  were  used 
among  the  members  in  reference  to  companions,  and  finally  politics  got  into  the  trouble, 
so  that  it  looks  that  the  day  of  usefulness  of  the  Chapter  had  passed.  They  do  not 
seem  to  manifest  any  of  the  spirit  of  charity  or  forgiveness,  which  should  distinguish 
Masons.  I  first  had  a  mind  to  suspend  the  charter  until  this  meeting,  but  consider- 
ing the  associations  that  cluster  around  that  noble  old  Chapter  and  the  noble  Masons, 
who  have  assembled  around  its  Altar,  and  at  the  earnest  appeal  of  several  Companions 
I  concluded  to  let  the  matter  rest,  and  report  the  facts  for  your  judgment-' 

"  The  foregoing  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  and  upon  the 
report  of  that  Committee,  was  by  the  Grand  Chapter  referred  to  me  for  further  inves- 
tigation and  action. 

"  Now  my  dear  companion,  the  above  presents  a  very  gloomy  and  unpromising 
aspect  for  the  continued  usefulness  of  Benicia  Chapter,  as  it  is  difficult  to  see  how, 
under  existing  circumstances,  assuming  the  above  to  represent  the  true  condition  of 
your  Chapter,  the  arrest  of  the  charter  can  be  avoided;  vet  I  am  loth  to  resort  to  that 
measure  without  making  every  effort  in  my  power  to  j>laoe  you  on  a  better  footing, 
with  the  view  to  continue  your  valued  Chapter  (one  ox  the  oldest  in  this  jurisdiction) 
on  our  rolls.  For  this  purpose  I  now  appeal  to  you,  to  communicate  with  the  mem- 
bers of  your  Chapter ;  if  possible,  get  a  sufficient  number  to  form  a  quorum,  to 
agree  to  a  meeting,  fix  your  own  time  ;  if  you  succeed  in  this,  and  upon  notice  from 
you  of- the  time  agreed  upon  for  the  meeting,  I  will  come  to  you  to  see  whether  the 
ties  which  should  unite  us  all  in  the  bonds  of  fraternal  love,  are  of  sufficient  strength 
to  overcome  the  dissensions  which  entered  into  your  midst ;  reunite  your  severed 
companionship ;  restore  peace  and  harmony  to  your  Chapter,  and  therebv  preserve 
it  as  a  valued  member  amount  the  Chapters  unaer  our  jurisdiction.  Whether  you 
succeed  in  arranging  a  meeting  or  not,  I  urgently  request  you  to  favor  me,  at  your 
earliest  convenience,  with  a  full  and  complete  statement  of  the  present  condition  of 
your  Chapter,  the  causes  which  liave  brought  about  this  condition,  together  with  any 
suggestion  you  choose  to  favor  me  with,  as  to  what  can  be  done  in  the  premises. 

"  In  the  meantime,  believe  me,  sincerely  and  fraternally  yours, 

"  ADOLPHUS  HEWEL, 

Grand  High  Priest." 

*'  P.  S.  I  have  enclosed  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  several  of  the  companions  of 
your  Chapter,  and  requested  them  to  co-operate  with  you  in  bringing  about  a 
meeting.'^ 

To  which  I  received  the  following  reply  :  — 

"  Benicia,  May  10th,  1895. 
''  Adolphus  Hewef,  G.  H.  P.,  Modesto,  Calif, 

"  Dear  Sir  and  CoMrANioN  :— Replying  to  your  favor  of  May  4th,  1895,  many 
of  our  members  are  employed  on  the  steamer  Solono,  which  is  at  present  being  re- 
built in  Oakland.  Their  presence  is  necessary  to  form  a  quorum,  and  when  they 
return  I  will  endeavor  to  hold  a  meeting  and  see  if  it  is  possible  to  put  our 
Chapter  in  working  order. 
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"  The  steamer  is  expected  to  return  in  about  one  month,  and  then,  if  I  find  that 
by  your  assistance  we  can  improve  matters,  I  will  write  vou  and  gladly  avail  my- 
self of  your  aid.  If  not,  I  will  write  you  a  statement  of  our  work  and  endeavor 
and  leave  the  matter  in  your  hands.    Fraternally,

At  the  same  time  that  I  wrote  to  the  High  Priest,  I  addressed  the  following  to 
a  number  of  the  companions  of  Benicia  Chapter : — 

"OrFiCR  OP  THB  Ghand  High  Prtkt,  Modesto,  May  4th,  ISdTi. 

Dkar  Sir  and  Companion  :— A  letter,  of  which  the  enclosed  is  a  copy,  has  been 
addressed  by  me  to  the  High  Priest  of  your  Chapter.    It  explains  itself. 

'*  Will  you  please  consider  the  same  as  addressed  to  you  personallv,  and,  to 
further  the  object  sought  to  be  obtained,  favor  me  with  a  statement  of  the  facts 
in  so  far  as  thej  are  within  your  knowledge,  leading  to  the  unhappy  and  regretta- 
ble condition  of  your  Chapter,  and,  if  possible,  co-operate  with  Companion  A.  P. 
Sanborn  to  bring  about  a  meeting  with  your  Chapter,  at  which,  if  you  succeed  in 
bringing  it  to  pass,  I  propose  to  be  present,  to  consult  and  confer  with  you  all 
personally. 

**  Please  show  this  letter  to  as  many  of  the  companions  of  your  Chapter  as  you 
can  reach. 

*'  Hoping  to  be.favored  with  an  early  reply  from  you,  I  remain,

From  none  of  the  companions,  to  whom  the  above  letter  was  sent,  have  I  been 
favored  with  a  reply. 

More  than  ten  months  have  elapsed  since  the  above  letters  were  sent,  without 
my  receiving  any  further  communication  from  the  High  Priest,  notwithstanding 
his  promise,  and  I  was  about  to  take  action  in  the  matter,  when  I  learned  from 
the  Qrand  Secretary  that  the  Chapter  had  recently  held  several  meetings,  made 
its  returns,  and  paid  the  Grand  Chapter  dues.  I  therefore  went  to  Benicia  on 
the  fourteenth  day  of  this  month  to  ascertain  in  person  its  present  condition. 
Companion  Sanborn,  the  High  Priest  of  the  Chapter,  was  absent,  but  I  met 
Companion  Parritt,  its  Secretary,  and  was  by  him  taken  to  the  Chapter  Hall, 
where  I  examined  the  records,  from  which  it  appeared  that  some  time  in  Jan- 
uary, and  again  in  March,  a  number  of  the  companions  had  met  and  attempted  to 
transact  business ;  the  Chapter,  however,  had  not  been  opened  on  any  degree, 
l^pon  inquiry,  I  ascertained  that  such  was  their  usual  custom.  When  they  met, 
the  Chapter  would  be  called  from  refreshment  to  labor,  and  they  would  proceed 
immediately  to  the  transaction  of  business.  On  looking  over  the  records,  I  found 
that  such  had  been  their  usual  mode  of  procedure  for  more  than  ten  years  last 
past.  The  Secretary  informed  me  that,  as  far  as  he  knew,  the  Chapter  had  not 
been  opened  by  (what  he  called  3x3)  since  1890,  on  which  occasion  they  adjourned 
without  closing.  From  what  I  could  gather  from  him,  the  Chapter,  at  the 
present  time,  has  no  officer  or  member  who  knows  sufficient  of  the  work  to 
properly  open  or  close  a  Chapter  of  K.  A.  M. 

Their  minutes  and  records  are  in  a  most  deplorable  state,  disclosing  the 
groRse^t  ignorance  of  the  principles  on  which  the  business  of  a  Chapter  should  be 
conducted ;  for  which,  however,  I  am  indisposed  to  throw  much  blame  on  the 
present  officers,  as  this  state  of  things  has  descended  to  them  as  an  heirloom  from 
their  predecessors.  Notwithstanding  this  condition,  the  companions  whom  I  met 
eiprensed  a  strong  desire  to  be  permitted  to  retain  their  charter,  promising  to 
improve  themselves  in  the  work,  and  professing  a  belief  in  their  ability  to  suc- 
cessfully maintain  a  Chapter,  founded  on  the  fact  that  they  have  at  present 
thirteen  members,   out  of  twenty  on  the  roll,   wh<»,  if  convenient  will  meet 
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together,  and  that  they  have  two  petitiona  for  the  degrees  ready  to  be  handed  in 
as  soon  as  they  can  amend  the  By-Laws,  and  thereby  reduce  the  fees  to  thirty 
doUaxB.  In  my  judgment,  however,  the  Chapter  has  outlived  its  usefulness.  It 
has  no  Lodges  to  draw  from  except  Benicia  Lodge,  No.  5  (itself,  from  internal 
dissensions,  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition).  Martinez  Chapter  is  within  three 
miles  of  it,  just  across  the  straits.  Naval  Chapter,  at  Vallejo,  is  but  seven  miles 
distant,  and  Suisun  Chapter  is  only  about  fifteen  miles  from  Benicia.  Tet,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  this  condition  of  things  has  existed  so  long,  I  preferred  to 
refer  the  whole  matter  back  to  the  Grand  Chapter  for  such  action  as,  in  its 
wisdom,  may  seem  just  and  proper. 

Crbneauism. 

I  now  come  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject  which  has  been  for  a  number  of 
years  past  the  one  formidable  source  of  disturbance  and  ill-feeling  in  the  organ- 
ized bodies  of  Masonry,  not  alone  in  this  State,  but  in  most  of  the  other  States 
of  this  great  American  Union,  and  has  led  to  a  great  deal  of  acrimonious  debate, 
dissension,  and  discord  in  numerous  Grand  Bodies  of  the  Craft,  resulting,  how- 
ever, in  almost  every  instance,  in  the  unqualified  condemnation  of  the  efforts, 
made  by  its  unscrupulous  advocates,  to  propagate  this  palpable  Masonic  fraud, 
and  to  cajole  young  and  inexperienced  Masons  into  the  purchase  of  fraudulent, 
clandestine,  and  worthless  (so-called)  Masonic  Degrees,  until,  as  I  am  informed, 
at  the  present  time,  not  less  than  twenty-seven  different  Grand  Bodies  of  the 
different  Masonic  Orders  have,  either  by  amendment  to  their  Constitutions  or  by 
General  Regulation,  under  the  sanction  of  heavy  penalties,  prohibited  their  mem- 
bers from  holding  Masonic  intercourse  with  the  Cemeau  bodies,  and  denounced 
them  as  fraudulent,  clandestine,  and  worthless. 

In  the  year  A.  D.  1884,  our  late  Companion  Lbonidas  £.  Pbatt,  then  Grand 
High  Priest  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  in  his  annual  address,  called  the  attention  of 
this  Grand  Body,  in  strong  and  forcible  language,  to  the  '*  selling,  peddling,  and 
hawking  of  what  were  pretended  and  alleged  to  be  Scottish  Rite  Degrees,  under 
the  pretended  authority  of  a  spurious  body  (self-styled)  the  Cemeau  Council,  or 
the  Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  A.  S.  R.  for  the  United  States  of  America, 
their  territories  and  dependencies,"  by  a  lot  of  peripatetic  Masonic  sharps, 
quacks,  and  charlatans,  who,  for  their  own  base  ends  and  profit,  made  merchan- 
dise of  Freemasonry.  In  consequence  of  this  plain  and  vigorous  exposition  of 
this  Masonic  fraud,  this  Grand  Chapter,  at  its  thirtieth  Annual  Convocation, 
enacted  **  General  Regulation  No.  21,"  defining  thereby  what  it  acknowledged 
and  recognised  as  legitimate  Masonry,  and  declaring  further :  "That  any  Royal 
Arch  Mason  who  should  thereafter  receive,  confer,  communicate,  or  sell,  or  be 
present  at  or  assist  in  the  conferring  or  communicating,  or  who  should  solicit  any 
one  to  take,  apply  for,  or  receive  any  so-called  Masonic  Degree,  or  order  of 
Knighthood,  in  any  assemblage  of  men  whatever,  unless  it  be  held  under  the 
authority  of  one  of  the  Masonic  Bodies  thereinbefore  recognized  as  legitimate, 
should  be  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privil^es  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry." 

Immediately  after  the  adoption  of  the  above  General  Regulation,  the  Grand 
Chapter  ordered  circulars  to  issue  to  the  subordinate  Chapters,  embodying  the 
same,  for  general  information. 

At  the  next  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  in  1885,  a  resolution  was 
offered  for  the  repeal  of  this  General  Regulation  No.  21,  which  was  tabled. 
(Proceedings  1885,  p.  95.) 
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At  the  next  Convocation  Companion  Francis  £.  Baker  introduced  the  fol- 
lowing resolation  : — 

''Resolved,  That  General  Regulation  No.  21,  adopted  at  the  Thirtieth  Annual 
Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  held  at  Maaonic  Temple,  in  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1884,  A.  I. 
2414,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed." 

Which  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence.  That 
Committee,  at  the  next  Annual  Convocation,  on  the  27th  day  of  April,  A.  D. 
1887,  brought  in  an  exceedingly  able  and  exhaustive  report,  going  over  the  whole 
field  of  contention,  considering  not  alone  the  merits  of  the  controversy  between 
the  regular  and  recognized  Bodies  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  and 
the  intruding  and  irregular  "  Cemeau "  Bodies,  but  more  particularly  as  to  the 
right  and  propriety  of  the  action  of  this  Grand  Chapter  in  the  premises.  I  would 
like  to  incorporate  this  most  able  report  herein  in  full,  for  I  am  certain  that  the 
truths  therein  stated  cannot  be  recalled  too  often,  but  am  precluded  from  such 
course  by  its  length.  I  cannot,  however,  refrain  from  quoting  some  of  the 
reasons  assigned  in  support  of  the  action  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  showing  the 
necessity  of  the  passage  of  "General  Regulation  No.  21."  Among  other  things 
the  committee  s.ay :  ~ 

"  And  concemi^  the  interest  that  we,  as  Royal  Arch  Masons,  have  in  this 
matter,  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  New  York,  in  an  address  to  the  Grand  Chapter, 
says  :  *  I  have  to  inform  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  existence  of  clandestine 
Chapters  in  the  city  of  New  York,  established  by  H.  C.  Atwood,  and  under  a 
Consistory  Warrant  from  Cemeau  Consistory,  by  which  he  confers  not  only  all  the 
degrees  of  the  Chapter,  but  also  the  Orders  of  Knighthood." 

Again  they  say  :— 

"  And  we  understand  the  main  supports  of  the  original  plan  of  Masonry  to  be 
unqualified  respect  for,  and  obedience  to,  duly  constituted  authority,  and  a  loyal 
allegiance  to  the  same,  at  the  same  time  holding  in  contempt  all  dissenters  and 
clandestine  pretenders  of  whatever  rite  or  degree.  The  pretense  that  the  Master 
Mason,  or  the  Mason  of  the  Royal  Arch,  may  not  judge  of  the  claims  of  this 
Cbrnkau  mystery,  for  the  reason  that  they  cannot  judge  of  the  legality  of  an 
organization  of  which  they  know  nothing,  has  no  w(»ight  with  us. 

**The  Neophyte,  desiring  to  become  a  Mason  of  any  degree,  must  determine 
for  himself  of  the  leffal  right  of  the  organization  he  petitions  to  confer  upon  him 
the  rights  and  privi^es  he  seeks  at  their  hands ;  and  he  asks  and  obtains  the 
testimony  of  the  Masonic  World  that  the  Body  is  a  legitimate  and  an  acknowl- 
edged  Masonic  power.  Tried  by  this  unerring  rule,  the  subjects  of  this  inquiry 
are  at  once  detected  as  without  legitimate  ancestry,  of  ignoble  birth,  they  are 
endeavoring  to  avoid  the  inevitable  result  of  a  life  of  prostitution  by  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  cheapness  of  their  wares  and  slandering  the  recognized  head  of  their 
professed  beloved  rite  in  the  world." 

Again  the  Committee,  calling  attention  to  the  illegality  of  these  pretenders, 
say: — 

"We  term  tlus  Crbhrau  invasion  un-Masonio,  because  we  see  in  its  history  a  con- 
tinoous  effort  to  overthrow  the  established  and  duly  constituted  authority  of  the 
Bite  to  which  the^  profess  allegiance.  We  term  it  unlawful,  for  in  addition  to  its 
disregard  for  the  judgment  of  the  Masonic  world,  respecting  its  legal  existence,  it  is 
■howmg  through  its  illegitimate  misnionary  results  inflicted  upon  our  jurisdiction,  a 
contemptuous  refusal  to  obey  the  regulations  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

"  The  several  Bodies  named  in  Regulation  21,  are  recognized  Masonic  powers,  not 
only  in  the  United  States,  but  throughout  the  world.  No  other  Masonic  body  can  be 
established  here  without  the  concurrence  of  the  existing  Bodies  of  the  Rite  affected 
by  it,  and  no  such  concurrence  having  been  given,  the  so-called  Supreme  Council  of 
the  United  States  of  America  is  a  spurious  and  clandestine  concern,  originated 
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with  intent  todeceire  and  frandolently  trespaM  upon  the  jurisdiction  of  an  eatab- 
liabed  body. 

"  The  adoption  of  Regulation  No.  21,  was  the  protest  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
against  the  violatioa  of  the  generally  accepted  doctrine  of  the  alliance  of  all  regu- 
larly constituted  and  acknowledged  Masonic  powers— to  respect  the  rights  of  each, 
and  sustain  each  other  in  the  yindication  of  their  legal  acts,  and  at  all  times  to  add 
their  influence  in  behalf  of  genuine  organization,  and  against  unlawftil,  clandestine 
disturbers  of  the  Masonic  peace." 

And  conclude  their  able  report  by  saying: 

"  General  Regulation  No.  21,  recites  an  historical  truth. 

"  The  policy  at  the  time  of  making  the  declaration  may  be  questioned,  but  bar- 
ing declared  the  truth,  your  committee  think  it  would  be  unwise  to  reconsider  the 
declaration,  and  by  that  act  give  color  to  the  charge,  that  the  regulation  was  unneoes- 
sarr.  For  these  reasons  your  committee  feel  that  the  regulation  should  not  be  dis- 
turbed, and  in  accordance  therewith,  we  recommend  that  Comp.  Baku's  resolution 
be  not  adopted.  Which  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  recommendation  adopted, 
with  almost  entire  unanimity;  by  the  Grand  Chapter."  (See  proceedings  of  1887, 
p.  p.  626-581.) 

And  thus  this  Grand  Chapter  ss  early  as  1884  committed  itself  to  an  actire  war- 
fare against  all  Masonic  frauds  and  illegitimate  Masonry ;  and,  notwithstanding  the 
earnest  efforts  of  the  few  of  its  members  opposed  to  such  a  course,  has  on  numerous 
occasions  manifested  by  almost  unainmous  vote,  its  determination  to  adhere  to  this 
policy.  Thus  the  matter  rested  for  some  time.  Most  of  the  companions  who  had 
been  led  estray  theretofore,  either  severed  their  connection  with  the  interdicted, 
clandestine  bodies,  or  at  least  refrained  from  actively  participating  in  their  work,  or 
attend  their  meetings,  until  the  advent  in  this  State  from  the  State  of  Washington, 
where  he  had  been  operating,  of  one  Gbahvillb  A.  Frambbs,  who  established  him- 
self in  Sacramento,  and  thereafter  in  that  city  and  vicinity  carried  on  an  active  pro- 
paganda for  the  dissemination  of  his  spurious  and  clandestine  (so-called),  Masonry, 
which  induced  my  immediate  predecessor,  the  late  lamented  Ellison  L.  Obawford, 
in  his  last  Annual  Address,  to  again  call  the  attention  of  this  Grand  Chapter  to  the 
subject.  The  discussion  which  took  place  in  the  Grand  Chapter  on  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  disclosed  the  fact  that  several  of  the  Chapters  in  this 
jurisdiction  were  involved  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  any  effort  to  vindicate  our 
laws,  through  the  forms  prescribed  for  trials  by  the  Constitution,  before  Commis- 
sioners elected  by  such  Chapter,  futile;  and  resulted  in  the  passage  and  enactment  of 
General  Regulation  No.  26,  which  authorized  the  Grand  High  Priest,  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  the  High  Priest  of  any  Chapter,  to  whom  charges  for  the  violation  of  the 
Constitution  or  General  Regulations  were  presented,  or  of  any  three  members  of 
such  Chapter  to  transfer  such  charges  for  trial  to  any  other  Chapter,  whenever  in  his 
judgment  such  transfer  should  be  necessary  or  expedient. 

Within  a  short  time  after  the  commencement  of  my  official  term,  I  received  a 
communication  from  the  High  Priestof  Sacramento  Chapter,  No.  3,  inclosing  charges 
against  a  member  of  said  Chapter  for  a  violation  of  General  Regolation  No.  21,  with 
the  request,  that  for  reasons  therein  stated,  I  would  transfer  such  charges  to  another 
Chapter  for  trial.  Although  the  reasons  stated  were  amply  sufficient,  yet,  as  I  con- 
sidered it  a  matter  of  great  importance,  after  consultation  with  some  of  the  older 
and  more  experienced  members  of  this  body,  I  concluded  before  making  the  order  of 
transfer,  to  make  a  personal  investigation  on  the  spot ;  I  therefore  went  to  Sacra- 
mento, accompanied  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Wk.  A.  Davixs,  and  after  a  thorough 
investigation,  being  satisfled  that  good  and  sufficient  cause  existed  for  such  action, 
on  the  8d  day  of  June  last,  transferred  said  charges  for  trial  to  Stockton  Chapter, 
No.  28,  that  being  a  Chapter  free  fh>m  any  objections,  and  easily  accessible  from  Sac- 
ramento, by  the  following  order:

*■  Whereas,  On  the  Slet  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1895,  charges  in  writing,  daly  made  by 
a  companion  Boyal  Arch  Mason,  a  member  in  good  standing  of  ttacramento  Chapter, 
No.  3.  accusing  Oomp.  Powell  Bamctxl  Lawbon,  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  and  a  member 
of  said  Sacramento  Chapter,  of  having  willfully  and  knowingly  violated  *  General 
Begolation  No.  21,  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  B.  A.  M.  of  this  State,'  were  presented 
to  the  High  Priest  of  said  Sacramento  Chapter;  and 

"  Whereas,  The  aaid  Bigh  Priest,  considering  that  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  of  said 
charges  could  not  be  had  in  said  Sacramento  Chapter,  No.  3,  has  referred  said  charges 
to  me,  with  the  reaions  for  such  reference  and  requested  that  the  same  be  assigned 
and  transferred  for  trial  to  some  other  Chapter ;  and  after  personal  investigation 
made  by  me,  it  being  apparent  that  good  and  sufficient  cause  exists  for  the  transfer  of 
said  charges  to  some  otner  Chapter  for  trial ;  now  therefore, 

**  It  is  hereby  ordered,  That  the  aforesaid  charges  against  Comp,  Powxll  Sajcusl 
Lawson,  be  and  they  are  hereby  transferred  to  Stockton  Chapter,  No.  28,  at  Stock- 
ton, California,  for  trial.  The  High  Priest  of  Sacramento  Chapter  is  hereby  directed 
immediately  upon  the  reception  of  this  order  bv  him  to  cause  a  copy  hereof  to  be 
made,  and  also  of  the  said  charges  against  saia  Comp.  Powkll  Samuel  Lawsov, 
have  the  same  duly  certified  by  the  Secretary,  and  under  the  seal  of  said  Chapter, 
and  thereupon  transmit  the  copies,  so  certified  to  the  Excellent  High  Priest  of  Stock- 
ton Chapter,  No.  28,  at  Stockton,  Oalifomia. 

It  is  further  ordered,  That  the  said  High  Priest  of  Stockton  Chapter,  No. 
28,  immediately  upon  the  reception  by  him  of  the  aforesaid  certified  copies  of 
such  charges  and  of  this  Order,  proceed  with  the  trial  of  the  same,  as  provided  in 
Article  24  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  R.  A.  M.,  of  California, 
and  in  accordance  with  Masonic  usage,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  said  cliaiges . 
had  been  originally  presented  to  him. 

"  Given  under  my  hand,  the  day  and  year  first  written. 

"(Signed)  Adolphus  Hewel,  Grand  High  Priett."^ 

Stockton  Chapter,  No.  28,  in  conformity  with  the  above  order,  was  duly  con- 
vened in  special  meeting;  elected  trial  CommissionerBl;  fixed  the  time  for  the  com- 
mencement of  the  trial  for  August  6th,  1895 ;  issued  a  summons,  which  was  duly 
served  upon  the  accused,  when  its  further  proceedings  in  the  trial  were  stayed  by 
an  injunction,  issued  by  the  Hon.  A.  C.  Hinkson,  a  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court, 
in  and  for  the  county  of  Sacramento ;  said  injunction  was  issued  ex  parte  upon  the 
filing  of  the  compUint  in  the  action,  which,  for  the  information  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  I  deem  it  proper  to  embody  herein  in  full. 

In  the  Superior  Court  of  Sacramento  County,  State  of  Calif omia,

tion, and  Stockton  Chapter,  No.  28,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  an  association,  and 
Orrin  S.  Henderson.  High  Priest,  and  Geo.  A.  McKenzie,  Secretary  of  said 
Stockton  Chapter,  No.  28,  and  Dorrell  0.  Castle,  Harry  N.  Baggs,  £dward  R. 
Hedges,  Geo.  E.  Catts,  Geo.  Garwood,  Samuel  E.  Latta,  Joseph  H.  Swain,, 
William  H.  Stone,  Cbas.  J.  Buchanan.  Chas.  £.  Howe,  Gilbert  £.  Claibofne, 
Alexander  Chalmers,  Isaac  Lathrop,  Doran  L.  Campbell,  Heniy  K.  Robbina, 
Arthur  M.  Noble,  Geo.

'*  Plaintiff  complains  and  alleges : 

*'That  the  defendant,  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  the  State  of  California,  is  a  fraternal  representative  body,  composed  of 
Grand  Officers,  with  such  of  its  Past  Grand  Officers  as  have  filled  elective  offices 
in  said  Chapter,  and  three  representatives  from  each  of  the  subordinate  Chapters 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  within  the  State  of   California,  organized  under  the 

'  authority  of  said  Grand  Chapter  of  California  ;  and  of  such  subordinate  Chapters 
BO  organized  there  are  seventy-six  existing  in  the  State  of  California ;  that  the 
representatives  who  compose  very  largely  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
MasoDS  of  California  are  the  High  Priest,  King,  and  Scribe,  for  the  time  being, 
of  said  subordinate  Chapters,  or  their  duly  appointed  proxies  ;  that  the  said  High 
Priest,  King,  and  Scribe  of  said  Chapters  are  the  principal  officers  thereof,  and 

*  are  elected  annually  by  the  members  of  said  snboidinate  Chapters,  so  that  the 
member^ip  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California  consists  of  over  three  hundred 
persons,  and  such  membership  is  continually  fluctuating  and  changing  from  year 
to  year,  as  the  said  subordinate  Chapters  may,  from  time  to  time,  elect  different 
High  Priests,  Kings,  and  Scribes  of  their  different  bodies ;  that  because  the 
members  and  persons  composing  said  Grand  Chapter  of  California  are  so  numer- 
ous and  so  changed  from  time  to  time  that  it  is  not  practicable  or  feasible  to 
make  thein  all  parties  defendant  in  this  action,  the  plaintiff  avers  and  shows  that 
the  defendant  Adolphus  Hewel  is  the  regularly  elected  and  present  acting  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  principal  officer  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Ualifomia,  and  Thomas  H.  Caswell  is  the  regularly  elected  and  present  acting 
Grand  Secretary  of  said  Grand  Chapter ;  and  as  such,  together  with  the  defend- 
ants Thomas  Flint,  Sr.,  William  F.  Pierce,  and  Eli  Tucker  Blackmer,  are  the 
acting  and  principal  executive  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royid  Arch 
Masons  of  California  for  the  year  commencing  April  1, 1895,  and  ending  April  1, 
1896,  and  are  the  principal  representatives  of  the  members  and  persons  composing 
the  said  Grand  Chapter  of  Koyal  Arch  Masons  of  California ;  that  many  of  the 
members  and  persons  composing  said  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  are 
unknown  to  this  plaintiff,  and  this  suit  is  brought  against  the  defendants, 
Adolphus  Hewel,  Thomas  Flint,  Sr.,  William  F.  Pierce,  Eli  Tucker  Blackmer, 
and  Thomas  H.  Caswell,  as  members  and  officers  of  said  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  and  as  individuals  composing  the  said  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  California ;  that  the  principal  place  of  business  of  said  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  California  and  its  general  office  is  at  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  California. 

11. 

That  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  California  is  an  unincor- 
porated Association,'  and  is  the  governing  body  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  in  California,  and  of  the  members  thereof;  but  the  said 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  has  no  inherent  {Mwers  whatever,  and  its 
authority  is  limited  to  the  exercise  of  such  express  powers  as  are  delegated  to  it  by 
its  charter  from  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  its  constitution,  adopted  in  conformity  therewith, 
and  its  by-laws,  rules,  regulations,  and  decisions,  based  upon  said  constitution ; 
and  is  further  limited  by  the  ancient  usages  and  landmarks  of  the  Order  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  ;  and  all  other  powers  are  reserved  to  Royal  Arch  Masons  individ* 
ually  and  to  the  subordinate  Chapters  respectively. 

III. 

That  Royal  Arch  Masonry  was  organized,  practised,  and  maintained  by  the 
subordinate  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  California,  consists  of  four  degrees, 
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called  respectively,  Mark  Master,  Past  Master,  Most  Excellent  Master,  and 
Royal  Arch  Mason ;  which  degrees  are  conferred  on  all  ancient  Craft  BlRsona 
who  apply  for  the  same,  and  are  found  worthy,  by  the  said  subordinate  Chapters, 
with  an  appropriate  ritual  and  ceremonies,  for  which  an  initiation  fee,  which  is 
uniformly  paid  by  the  person  applying  for  said  degrees,  and  thereafter  annual 
dues,  are  paid,  as  hereinafter  stated  and  set  forth  ;  and  the  said  members  of  the 
said  suboRlinate  Chapters,  by  their  election  and  initiation  into  the  Order,  and  by 
receiving  the  degrees  aforesaid,  and  paying  the  dues  aforesaid,  become  and  are 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  fraternal  rights  of  the  Order,  while  they  remain 
in  good  standing  in  their  various  Chapters  respectively. 

IV. 

That  no  other  degrees  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  than  those  above  enumerated 
are  conferred  in  or  by  the  subordinate  Chapters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  California,  and  said  Grand  Chapter  is 
wholly  powerless  to  pass  upon  or  decide  upon  the  illegality  of  any  degree  or  kinds 
of  Masonry  other  than  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

V. 

"That  all  of  the  defendants  above-named,  except  A.dolphus  Hewel,  Thomas  Flint. 
8r.,  William  F.  Pierce,  Eli  Tucker  Blaokmer,  Thomas  u.  Caswell.  John  W.  Boyd 
and  Abram  J.  Yermim,  are  the  members  which  compose  and  constitute  Btockton 
Chapter,  No.  28,  of  Boyal  Arch  Masons  of  Oalifomia,  an  unincorporated  associa- 
tion, located  at  Stockton,  Oalifomia,  and  one  of  the  many  Chapters  acknowledging 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Oalifomia. 

VI. 

"That  for  more  than  thirty-five  years  last  past,  plaintiif  has  been,  and  now  is,  a  mem- 
ber in  good  standing  of  Sacramento  Chapter,  No.  3,  of  Boyal  Arch  Masons,  an  unin- 
corporated association,  located  at  Sacramento,  California,  and  one  of  the  snbordin- 
ate  Chapters  of  said  Grand  Chapter  of  Boyal  Arch  Masons ;  that  said  Sacramento 
Chapter,  No.  3,  (like  all  other  Chapters  of  Boyal  Arch  Masons),  in  addition  to  its 
power  to  confer  the  foar  degrees  that  constitute  Boyal  Arch  Masonry  upon  all  An- 
cient Craft  Masons  who  apply  for  the  same,  and  are  foand  worthy,  is  also  a  benev- 
olent, charitable,  beneficial  and  social  organization,  and  is  bound  to  aid  and  assist 
its  members  when  they  are  sick,  in  want  or  in  distress,  as  well  as  to  aid  their  widows 
and  orphans,  and  to  give  suitable  burial  to  a  deceased  member.  That  membership 
therein  is  a  valuable  thing  for  the  reason  among  others,  that  it  enables  its  members, 
including  the  plaintiff  to  extend  their  friendships  and  acquaintances  among  the 
other  Chapters  of  Boyal  Arch  Masons  in  this  State,  and  in  other  States  of  the  Union 
and  gives  them  the  increased  privileges,  courtesies  and  fraternal  relations,  extended 
by  one  member  of  Boyal  Arch  Masonry  to  another  thronghoot  the  world.  This  plain- 
tm  paid  large  sums  of  money  to  said  Chapter  as  an  admission  or  initiation  fee.  to- 
wit :  The  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  and  has  ever  siooe  his  admission  thereunto,  paid  dues 
of  not  lees  than  three  dollars  per  annum,  thereby  contributing  to  building  up,  and 
accumulating  a  large  amount  of  property  which  is  now  owned  by  the  plaintiff,  in 
common  with  the  other  members  of  said  Sacramento  Chapter,  No.  3,  and  being 
of  about  the  value  of  four  thousand  dollars,  and  each  member  has  the  right  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  use  and  disposition  of  said  property,  and  to  be  assisted  therefk'om  in 
the  case  of  need  and  distress.

'*That  said  defendant,  John  W.  Boyd,  is  the  High  Priest  and  principal  officer  of 
Sacramento  Chapter,  No.  8,  for  the  present  vear,  and  is  now  acting  ae  such ;  and  the 
defendant,  Abram  J.  Yermilya  has  presented  to  said  defendant,  J.  W.  Boyd,  charges 
and  specifications  in  the  following  language :

panion Cliyb  William  Portkb,  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  and  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  Sacramento  Chapter,  No.  3,  R.  A.  M.,  to  apply  for,  take  and  receive 
the  (so  billed)  Masonic  degrees  in  the  A.  and  A.  S.  R.  from  an  alleged  Masonic 
Body,  claiming  to  act  under  a  Dispensation  or  Charter  from  a  Body,  styling  itself 
'  The  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  the  U  nited 
States  of  America,  their  Territories  and  Dependencies,'  which  said  Body  is  not 
one  declared  to  be  genuine  and  legitimate  by  the  aforesaid  Greneral  Regulation, 
No.  21. 

Specification  Second  :— 

"That  the  said  Powell  Samuel  Lawson  is  now,  and  for  a  long  time  prior  hereto 
has  been,  an  active  member  of  a  certain  spurious  and  'clandestine  body  of  Masons 
(the  name  and  title  of  which  is  to  this  complainant  unknown),  claiming  to  act 
under  a  Charter  or  Dispensation  of  the  (so  styled)  Supreme  Council  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  their  Territories  and  Dependencies,  A.  and  A.  S.  R.,  which 
said  Body  is  not  one  of  those  Masonic  Bodies  recognized  as  genuine  and  legitimate 
by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  this  State ;  and  that  saiof  Powell 
Samuel  Lawson,  as  a  member  of  said  spurious  and  illegitimate  Body,  and  since 
the  passage  and  adoption  of  General  Regulation,  No.  21,  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
this  State,  has  knowingly  and  willfully  been  present  at,  and  knowingly  and 
willfully  assisted  in,  the  conferring  of  so-called  Masonic  degrees  in  such  body  or 
organization,  all  of  which  is  contrary  to  and  in  violation  of  the  aforesaid  General 
Regulation,  No.  21. 

"  Wherefore,  the  undersigned  asks  that  the  said  Powell  Samuel  Lawson  be 
brought  to  trial  for  said  unbecoming  and  un-Masonic  conduct,  and  that  he  be 
dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  Laws  and  General  Regulations  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of  California.

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"  Whereby  this  plaintiff  yi  chaii^ed  by  said  Abram  J.  Vermilya  with  an- 
raasonic  conduct,  alleflfod  to  consist  in  said  plaintiff  beings  a  member  of  a  body 
owing  alleglaDoe  to  the  *  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  of  Masonry  for  the  United  States  of  America,  their  Temtoriee  and  Depen- 
dencies,'  and  for  soliciting  members  of  said  Sacramento  Chapter,  No.  3,  to  become 
members  of  said  Scottish  Rite  body. 

VIII. 

"There  are  two  bodies,  known  as  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
Masons,  which  are  now  existing  and  active  in  the  State  of  Cidifomia ;  that  one  of 
said  booies  in  California  has  an  organization  under  the  authority  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Masonry  for  the  United 
States  of  America,  their  Territories  and  Dependencies  (commonly  known  as  the 
United  States  Jurisdiction  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite),  which 
said  Council  is  presided  over  by  William  A.  Hersheiser,  of  Columbus,  Onio,  and 
it  is  a  representative  body,  controlled  by  a  majority,  and  electing  its  officers 
annually  ;  that  the  other  of  said  bodies  in  California  is  a  monarchical  and  despotic 
bod^,  and  is  organized  under  the  authority  of  what  is  known  as  the  Soatbem 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Masonry,  which  is 

E resided  over  by  Thomas  H.  Caswell,  of  San  Francisco,  one  of  the  defendants 
erein.  That  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  the  United  States  of  America  was  established  in  the  year  1807  by  Joseph 
Cemeau,  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  claims  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  whole  of  the  United  States ;  subsequently  thereto,  about  the  year 
I860,  the  body  known  as  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottisn  Rite  of  Masonry,  claiming  jurisdiction  over 
certain  portions  of  the  United  States,  including  Ualifomia,  was  established  at 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  by  one  Albert  Pike,  who  disputed  the  right  of  said 
Cerneau,  to  establish  bodies  of  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  as 
he  had  done.  That  upon,  and  since,  the  establishment  in  the  State  of  California 
of  bodies  owing  allegiance  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Masonry  for  the  United  States  of  America,  their  Territories  and 
Dependencies,  the  rivalry  of  said  bod^  and  bodies  with  those  owin^  allegiance  to 
the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  began,  and 
the  leaders  of  the  said  Southern  Jurisdiction  in  the  said  State  of  California, 
becoming  alarmed  at  the  rapid  growth  of  the  said  rival  body,  have  carried  the 
controversy  into  the  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  with  which  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  has  no  connection  or  affiliation  whatever. 

IX. 

'*  Plaintiff  says  that,  about  the  year  1887,  certain  designing  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  who  were  representatives  of  said  Grand  Chapter  of  Koyal  Arch  Masons 
of  California,  and  were  also  members  of  the  said  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  entered  into  a  conspiracy  to  suppress  all 
bodies  owing  aUegiance  to  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  the  United 
States  of  America,  their  Territories  and  Dependencies,  and  to  that  end  said  con- 
spirators went  to  work  with  their  fellow  members  and  friends  among  the  members 
of  said  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  California,  in  a  quiet  and  secret 
way,  and  did  succeed  in  inducing  a  majority  of  the  said  representatives  of  the 
saia  Grand  Chapter  to  pas;*  resolutions,  which  determined,  in  effect,  that  said 
Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Masonrytwas 
legitimate,  and  that  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Masonry  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  their  Territories  and  Dependencies  was  irregular, 
illegal,  and  unmasonic;  holding  and  declaring  that  no  Royal  Arch  Mason  in

expulsion,  for  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  to  solicit  another  Royal  Arch  Mason  to  join 
any  body  owing  allegiance  to  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Masonry 
for  the  United  States  of  America,  or  to  be  present  at  anv  meeting  of  said  Rite. 
All  of  which  acts  and  doings  of  said  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  California, 
controlled  by  said  conspirators  as  aforesaid,  were  unconstitutional,  illegal,  and 
violative  of  the  charter.  Constitution,  Laws,  and  Landmarks  and  Usages  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry. 
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X. 

"  ThAt  the  said  defendants,  Adolphns  Hewel,  Thomas  Flint,  Sr.,  William  F. 
Pierce,  EW  Tucker  Blaokmer  and  Thomas  H.  Caswell,  areactiyely  aiding  and  abet- 
ting the  designs  of  said  conspirators,  and  in  fartheraooe  of  said  conspiracy  are 
attempting  to  use  and  control  the  great  power  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Boyal  Arch 
Masonry  of  California,  to  crash  oat  and  aestroy  the  competitors  of  the  Sontnern  Jur- 
isdiction of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Bite,  viz.  the  bodies  owing  alle^anoe  to 
the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  the  United  States  of  Americsu  their  Terri- 
tories and  Dependencies,  and  to  that  end  are  fraudalently,  illegally,  and  in  a  spirit  of 
oppression  putting  said  anconstitutional,  and  illegal  resolution  of  said  Grand 
Cnapter  into  active  force  and  operation  sgainst  the  members  belonging  to  said 
bodies,  and  particularly  against  the  plaintiff,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

XI. 

*•  That  the  written  Constitation  of  the  said  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  California,  is  superior  to  any  rule  or  reflation  that  can  be  passed  by  that  body; 
and  Section  1,  of  Article  21.  of  said  Consntution  provides  that :  "  When  any  mem- 
ber of  a  Chapter,  or  any  Royal  j  Arch  Mason  residing  within  its  jarisdiction, 
shall  be  accused  of  unmasonic  conduct,  charges  to  that  effect  maj  be  preferred  by 
any  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  good  standing;  which  charges  shall  be  in  writing,  over  his 
signature,  and  shall  be  presented  to  the  Hi^h  Priest  of  the  Chapter,  having  Juris- 
diction thereof.  And  Section  2  of  said  Article,  provides,  that  '  upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  such  charges,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  ttie  uigh  Priest  by  due  notification  to 
call  a  special  meeting  of  his  Chapter  as  soon  as  practicable  and  there  cause  to  be 
elected  by  ballot,  and  by  a  majority  of  those  present,  not  less  than  seven  nor  more 
than  nine  of  itA  members,  who  shall  assemble  as  commissioners  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine thereupon  at  such  time  and  place  convenient  to  the  parties  as  he  shall  indicate; 
and  he  shall  also  summon  the  accused  to  appear  and  answer  thereto  at  such  time 
and  place ;  and  he  shall  at  the  same  time  cause  the  Secretary  to  furnish  him  with  a 
copy  of  the  charges,  and  to  notify  the  accuser  of  the  said  time  and  place  of  trial.* 

XII. 

"That  the  plaintiff  is  informed  and  believes,  and  therefore  alleges  the  fact  to 
be^  that  the  said  Adolphus  Hewel  and  his  co-conspirators  caused  and  directed  the 
said  charges  of  un- Masonic  conduct  to  be  preferred  against  this  plaintiff  by  the 
said  defendant,  Abram  J.  Yermilya,  as  part  of  the  conspiracy  aforesaid  ;  and  that 
the  said  defendant,  John  W.  Boyd,  in  furtherance  of  «ud  conspiracy,  refused  and 
n^Iected  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  said  Sacramento  Chapter,  "So,  8,  to  elect  Com- 
missioners to  try  this  plaintiff  upon  said  chaises  and  utterly  ignoring  the  Consti- 
tutional provisions  hereinbefore  recited,  forwarded  a  copy  of  said  charges  and 
specifications  to  the  said  defendant,  Adolphus  Hewel,  who  immediately  ordered 
tne  trial  of  the  plaintiff  upon  said  charges  and  specifications  to  be  transferred  to 
Stockton  Chapter,  No.  28,  a  distant  and  foreign  tribunal.  Thai  thereupon  the 
said  Stockton  Chapter,  No.  28,  acting  by  and  through  its  principal  ofBcers, 
summoned  this  plaintiff  to  appear  at  the  hall  of  its  Chapter  in  Stockton,  Cali- 
fornia, on  the  6th  day  of  August,  1895,  at  8  o'clock  p.  m.,  to  answer  said  charge 
and  specifications  and  to  be  tried  thereon. 

'*  'rhat  plaintiff  is  informed  and  believes,  and  therefore  alleges  the  fact  to  be, 
that  the  action  of  the  defendants,  Adolphus  Hewel,  Abram  J.  Yermilya  and 
John  W.  Boyd  was  prompted  by  a  desire  to  oppress  this  plaintiff,  prevent  him 
from  securing  witnesses  and  presenting  his  defence  to  said  charges  of  un-Masonic 
conduct,  and  also  to  prevent  him  from  having  a  fair  and  impartial  trial ;  for  as 
defendant  is  informed  and  believes,  Stockton  Chapter,  No.  2S,  is  friendly  to  the 
schemes  of  said  conspirators  ;  is  controlled  by  them,  and  is  unfriendly  and 
prejudiced  against  this  defendant  by  reason  of  the  matters  set  forth  in  said 
charges. 

XIII. 

Plaintiff  avers  that  neither  the  said  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
California,  nor  any  of  the  defendants  herein  have  any  jurisdiction  or  control  over 
either  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
their  Territories  and  Dependencife,  or  of  the  so-called  Southern  Jurisdiction  of 
said  Rite ;  and  that  the  attempted  action  of  the  defendants  complained  of  in  this 
suit,  is  wholly  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  or  any  or   all  of   its  officers  and  members,  and  is  in  violation  of  the 
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Charter  and  Ck)nBtitation  of  the  said  Grand  Chapter  of  California,  which  provides 
that  all  the  business,  duties,  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Grand  Chapter 
and  of  the  Chanters  subordinate  thereto,  relate  exclusively  to  said  four  def^reca 
that  constitute  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

'*That  its  said  Charter  and  Constitution  contain  no  reference  whatever  and 
confer  no  jurisdiction  whatever  to  the  said  Grand  Chapter  over  membership  of  any 
other  lawful  order  or  institution,  religious,  political,  social,  fraternal  or  otherwise, 
or  grant  any  i>ower  to  said  Grand  Chapter,  or  the  defendants  named  herein,  to 
re^^late,  inquire  into,  or  legislate  touching  membership  therein,  and  neither  the 
said  Grand  Chapter,  nor  the  defendants  named  herein,  are  granted  therein  or 
given  any  inquisitorial  power  into  the  religious,  political  or  fraternal  relation  of 
any  Royal  Arch  Mason  outside  of  Ro]^al  Arch  Masonry ;  and  neither  the  said 
Grand  Chapter  nor  any  Chapter  subordinate  thereto  can  exercise  directly^  or  indi- 
rectly any  jurisdiction  or  authorij^  over  said  organization  called  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  the  United  States  of  America,  their  Territories  and 
Dependencies,  nor  over  this  plaintiff,  as  a  member  of  the  same ;  nor  has  the  said 
Grand  Chapter,  nor  any  of  the  defendants  herein,  anjr  power  to  prohibit  this 
plantiff,  or  any  other  Royal  Arch  Mason,  from  becoming  or  remaining  a  mam- 
ber  of  said  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  Body. 

XIV. 

"That  said  attempted  action  of  defendants  herein  is  subversive  and  violative  of  one 
of  the  ancient  usages  and  landmarks  of  said  Order  of  Boyal  Arch  Masonry  to  which 
there  has  never  been  an  exception  in  the  State  of  California,  that  membership  in 
any  lawful  order  or  institution,  religious,  political,  social,  or  otherwise,  should  be 
no  test  for  membership  as  a  Boyal  Arch  Mason ;  and  that  no  member  of  the  Order 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  shall  be  In  any  manner  dealt  with,  called  in  question,  or 
affected  in  his  said  membership  by  reason  of  his  membership  with  any  other  lawful 
order  or  institution. 

XV. 

"  That  said  attempted 'action  of  the  defendants  herein  is  subversive  and  in  violation 
of  the  rights  guaranteed  to  this  plaintiff  as  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  in  this,  that  when 
plaintiff  joined  said  Sacramento  Chapter  No.  3  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  it  was  agreed 
to  by  said  Chapter,  on  the  part  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  and  became  a  condition  and 

Bart  of  his  contract  of  membership  therein,  that  no  requirement  of  Royal  Arch 
[asonry  should  In  anywise  conflict  with  or  interfere  with  the  duties  owing  by  this 
plaintiff  to  his  God,  his  country,  or  himself:  and  plaintiff  says  that  anv  attempt  on 
the  part  of  defendants  to  now  expel  him  nrom  said  Chapter  No.  3  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  by  reason  of  his  membersnip  in  a  body  owing  allegiance  to  the  said  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  the  United  States  of  America,  their  Territories  and 
Dependencies,  is  a  violation  upon  the  part  of  said  Ohapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
the  plaintiff's  contract  with  said  Chapter,  and  the  members  of  said  Order  of  Royal 
Arcn  Masonry  generally,  and  a  denial  to  him  of  both  social  rights  and  property 
rights,  which  he  has  acquired  under  said  contract  of  membership,  and  that  his  civil 
rights,  to  exercise  his  individual  liberty  in  the  pursuit  of  happiness,  are  attached  and 
imperiled  by  the  action  of  the  defendant  complained  of  in  this  actton. 

XVI. 

'*  That  no  rule  or  regulation  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  existed  at  the  time  this  plaintiff 
became  a  member  of  said  Sacramento  Ohapter  No.  3  prohibiting  or  restricting  the 
rights  of  this  plaintiff  to  Join  the  said  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  their  Territories  and  Dependencies,  or  any  other  organiza- 
tion or  fraternity,  that  he  desired  outside  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry ;  that  plaintiff  never 
assented  to  any  such  rule  or  regulation,  and  he  avers  that  the  attempt  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Oalifornia  to  insert  a  new  condition  into  his  original  contract  of  member- 
ship with  said  Order  of  Royal  Aroh  Masonry,  without  his  consent,  is  illegal,  uncon- 
stitntionsl,  and  in  excess  of  its  jurisdiction. 

XVII. 

"  Plaintiff  avers  that  he  has  no  information  and  belief  upon  the  subject  sufficient 
for  him  to  answer,  and  therefore  he  denies  alt  the  allegations  contained  in  subdi- 
vision 1  of  said  charges  and  speciflcations  presented  against  him  by  said  Vermilya ; 
but  that  he  denies  that  any  of  said  charges  constitute  any  unmasonic  condnct  on  his 
part,  or  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California,  or  anv  of  the  defendants  herein  have 
any  Jurisdiction  or  authority  to  call  him  to  account  for  the 'same. 
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XVIII. 


*'  Plaintiff  avers  that  the  Masonic  Bod^  known  as  the  Ooancil  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  is  composed  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  no  one  can  become  a  member 
thereof,  or  retain  bis  membership  therein  who  is  not  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  good 
standing ;  that  plaintiff  has  been  and  now  is  a  member  of  Sacramento  Conncil,  No. 
1,  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  for  more  than  thirty  years  last  past,  in  good  and  laW' 
fal  standing :  that  he  has  paid  large  soms  of  money  to  said  Council  as  an  admission 
or  initiation  fee,  to-wit :  $15,  and  has  since  his  admission  thereto  paid  annual  dues 
of  not  less  than  one  dollar  per  annnra,  thereby  contributing  to  and  bnildlng  up  a 
large  amount  of  property,  now  owned  by  plaintiff  in  common  with  the  other  mem- 
bers  of  said  Council,  and  being  of  about  the  value  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($250),  and  that  he,  together  with  each  of  the  members  of  said  Council,  has  a  right 
to  participate  in  the  use  and  disposition  of  said  property  and  to  be  assisted  there- 
from  in  case  of  need  and  distress ;  and  that  to  deprive  nim  of  membership  by  ex- 

Eulsion  in  said  Saeramento  Chapter,  No.  3,  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  would  deprive 
im  of  all  his  vested  interests,  belonging  to  the  members  of  said  Sacramento  Council, 
No.  1,  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  as  aforesaid  ;  and  of  his  right  to  participate  in 
the  use  and  disposition  of  said  property  and  to  be  assisted  therefrom  in  case  of  need 
and  distress. 

XIX. 

*'  Plaintiff  further  avers  that  the  Masonic  Body  known  as  the  '  Commandery  of 
Knights  Templars '  is  composed  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  and  no  one  can  become  a 
member  thereof,  or  retain  his  membership  therein,  who  is  not  a  Royal  Arch  Mason 
in  good  standing ;  that  plaintiff  has  been  a  member  of  *  SaoramefUo  Commandery. 
No.  2,  of  Knight  Templar '  for  more  than  twenty-nme  years  past  in  good  standings ; 
that  he  has  paid  large  sums  of  money  to  said  Commandery  as  the  admission  or  in- 
itiation  fees,  to-wit :  the  sum  of  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars,  and  has  since  his  admission 
thereto  paid  annual  daes  of  not  less  than  six  dollars  per  annum,  thereby  contribut- 
ing to  and  building  up  and  accumulating  a  large  amount  of  property  now  owned  by 
plaintiff  in  common  with  the  other  members  of  said  Commandery,  and  being  of  the 
value  of  about  two  thousand  ($2,000) ,  dollars  and  that  he.  together  with  the  other  mem- 
bers of  said  Commandery  has  a  right  to  participate  in  the  use  and  disposition  of  said 
Eroperty,  and  to  be  assisted  therefrom  in  case  of  need  and  distress  and  to  deprive 
Im  of  his  membership  in  said  Saeramento  Chapter,  No.  3,  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  by 
expulsion,  would  deprive  him  of  all  his  vested  interest,  belonging  to  the  members 
of  said  Sacramento  Commandery  as  aforesaid,  and  of  his  right  to  participate  in  the 
use  and  disposition  of  said  property,  and  to  be  assisted  therefrom  in  case  of  need 
and  distress. 

XX. 

Plaintiff  further  avers,  that  said  defendants,  the  principal  officers  of  said  Grand 
Chapter  of  California,  some  of  whom  are  members  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  are  actively  aiding  and  abetting  the  said 
conspiracy  in  behalf  of  said  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  said  Rite,  and  they  are  attempt- 
ing to  carry  out  the  conspiracy  aforesaid  in  part  by  the  aid  and  assistance  of  said 
Stockton  Chapter  No.  28,  selected  to  try  this  plaintiff,  and  by  the  aid  and  assistance 
of  the  other  defendants  herein,  and  they  will  cause  said  Stockton  Chapter  No.  28  to 
expel  this  plaintiff  from  the  Order  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  unless  restrained  by  this 
Court,  for  which  reason  and  the  reasons  hereinbefore  stated,  plaintiff  cannot  hope 
for  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  by  the  said  defendants  composing  Stockton  Chapter  No. 
28,  and  for  the  said  reason  he  is  deprived  of  all  redress  by  appeal  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  California ;  that  notwithstanding  the  said  acts  charged  against  him  in 
the  said  charges  and  specifications  are  not  unmasonic,  and  that  said  Grand  Chapter 
of  California  has  no  jurisdiction  or  authority  to  make  any  such  rule  or  regulation 
calling  plaintiff  to  account  therefore,  yet  the  said  Grand  Chapter,  under  the  direction 
of  the  defendants,  Adolphus  Hewsi«,  Thomas  Flint,  Sr..  William  F.  Pikbcb,  Eli 
TucKEB  Blackmsb  and  Thomas  H.  Caswbll,  assisted  by  the  other  defendants 
named  herein,  have  conspired  and  determined  to  enforce  said  unlawful  and  unma- 
sonic regulation  against  tiiis  plaintiff,  and,  as  this  plaintiff  is  informed  and  believes, 
have  declared  that  plaintiff  and  the  other  members  of  said  Sacramento  Chapter  No. 
3,  who  are* members  of  the  United  States  Jurisdiction  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite,  shall  be  expelled  and  deprived  of  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  advan- 
tages of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  and  that  the  fair  name  and  fame  of  plaintiff  as  a  Royal 
Arch  Mason  shall  be  disgraced  and  dishonored  by  the  said  expulsion ,  that  unless  the 
defendants  herein  are  restrained  and  enioined  by  order  of  this  Court  from  further  pro- 
ceeding against  this  plaintiff  upon  the  charges  and  specifications  made,  he  will  be  un- 
justiy,  unlawfully  and  illegally  expelled  from  said  Sacramento  Chapter  No.  3  of  Royal 
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Arch  Masons,  and  will  be  deprived^of  all  his  social  rights  and  property  rights  and 

Sri^ileges  as  a  member  of  Roval  Arch  Masonry,  and  incidentally  thereto  will  be 
eprived  of  his  membership  and  property  rights  m  said  Coancil  of  Royal  and  Belect 
Masters  and  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar,  all  to  his  great  and  irreparable  injury, 
for  which  he  has  no  adequate  remedy  at  law. 

Wherefore,  this  plaintiff  prays  that  the  Goortwill  temporarily  enjoin  the  said  de- 
fendants,  and  each  of  them,  from  taking  any  step  or  steps  lo  carry  oat  said  conspi- 
racy, and  from  arranging  and  proceeding  with  tne  trial  of  said  charges  against  this 
plaintiff,  and  from  depriving  this  plaintiff  of  any  of  his  rights,  privileges  and  benefits 
as  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  and  as  a  member  of  said  SacrarMnio  uhapter  No.  Sof  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  and  for  sach  other  or  farther  relief  in  the  premises  as  is  eqnitable  and 
just,  and  that  on  the  final  hearing  of  this  case  the  injunction  may  be  made  perpetual 
and  said  plaintiff  be  granted  such  relief  as  to  this  Court  may  seem  equitable  and 
Just.

The  People  of  the  State  of  California  to  Adolphus  Hewel  (and  then  naming  all  the 
other  defendants),  greeting : 

The  above-named  plaintiff,  having  filed  his  oomplaint  in  our  Superior  Court  of 
the  State  of  California,  in  and  for  the  County  of  Sacramento,  agamst  the  above- 
named  defendants,  praying  for  an  injunction  against  said  defendants,  requiring  them 
to  refrain  from  certain  acts  in  said  complaint,  and  herein  more  particularly  men- 
tioned. On  reading  the  said  complaint  in  this  action,  and  it  satisfactorily  appearing 
to  me,  the  Judge  of  said  Court,  therefrom,  that  it  is  a  proper  case  for  an  iiganction, 
and  that  sufficient  grounds  exist  therefor,  and  the  necessary  and  proper  nnder- 
takiog  having  been  given. 

We  therefore,  in  consideration  thereof,  and  of  the  particular  matters  in  the  said 
complaint  set  forth,  do  strictly  command  you,  and  eacn  and  every  of  yon,  that  until

now  pending  before  Stockton  Chapter  <No,  28.'  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  for  tnal,and 
which  charges  said  plaintiff  was  summoned  to  answer  on  the  6th  day  of  August,  1895, 
at  8  o'clock  p.  M.  of  that  day,  before  said  Stockton  Chapter  'No,  28,'  by  an  order  issued 
by  Orrio  S.  Henderson,  High  Priest  of  said  Stockton  Chapter  No.  28,  and  from  tak- 
ing any  default  against  said  plaintiff,  and  from  doing  any  act  preliminary  to  the 
trial  of  plaintiff  on  said  charges,  and  from  examining  any  witnesses  upon  said 
charge,  or  rendering  any  verdict  or  judgment  thereto,  or  adopting  any  resolutions 
directing  or  declaring  said  plaintiff  expelled  from  the  order  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
or  from  any  Chapter  thereof.

The  summons  and  injunction  in  this  action  was  served  on  the  members  of  Stockton 
Chapter  only.  As  soon  as  information  of  this  reached  me  I  went  to  Stockton,  instracted 
the  Commissioners  elected  to  try  Companion  Lawson  that  they  must  refrain  from 
proceeding  with  the  the  trial  until  dissolution  of  the  Injunction,  except  that  they  should 
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adjourn  their  meetings  from  time  to  time  in  conformity  with  Section  6,  Art.  XXIV 
of  the  Constitntion,  in  order  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  GommissioD,  promising 
that  I,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  wonld  attend  to  the  defense  of  the  actioD. 
I  then  proceeded  to  San  Francisco  and  engaged  Past  Grand  Master  William  0. 
Bblcher  to  take  charge  of  the  case  for  the  Grand  Chapter.  His  untimely 
death,  within  less  than  a  month  after  the  commencement  of  the  action  and  before 
anything  had  been  done  therein,  rendered  the  employment  of  another  attorney  nec- 
essary, and,  after  consultation  with  snch  of  the  oflScers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  as 
were  accessible  to  me,  I  employed  ez-Jndge  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Milton  H. 
Mtrick  as  such,  giving  him  fnll  charge  and  control  of  the  defense. 

The  case  is  one  of  great  importance,  not  alone  to  this  Grand  Chapter  or  the 
different  Masonic  bodies,  but  to  all  purely  fraternal  organizations,  for  in  it  the 
plaintiff  contended  for  and  songht  to  establish  the  principle  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
civil  tribunals  over  any  and  all  changes  made  by  such  organizations,  in  either  their 
(so-called)  constitutions,  by-laws,  regulations  or  edicts,  when  challenged  by  any  of 
their  members  dissenting  or  objecting  to  such  a  change,  to  the  extent,  at  least,  of 
determining  whether  such  change  was  a  violation  of  the  original  compact  between 
the  dissenting  member  and  the  organization.  As  every  Mason  well  knows,  the 
compact  between  the  individual  Mason  and  the  Order,  to  a  very  large  extent,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  esoteric  part  of  onr  ritual  only,  and,  from  its  very  nature,  cannot  be 
made  the  subject  of  inquiry  in  a  civil  court ;  hence,  snch  a  claim,  if  once  crystal- 
ized  into  a  law  by  a  decision  of  our  courts,  wonld  be  subversive  of  all  the  aims  and 
objects  of  snch  organizations  and  destructive  of  Masonry  itself.  I  deemed  it  essen- 
tial, therefore,  that  the  only  issue  herein  should  be  an  issue  of  law,  arising  from  the 
interposition  of  a  general  demurrer,  broadly  challenging  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
court  Judge  Mtriok,  being  in  fnll  accord  with  me,  a  general  demurrer  to  the 
complaint  was  accordingly  filed,  and,  after  numerous  continuances  and  delays,  the 
case  on  the  demnrrer  was  finally  argued  before  Judge  Catlin.  The  argument  was 
exhaustive,  occupying  the  Court  for  four  days,  both  parties  producing  all  the 
authorities  which  could  be  found  in  the  books,  and  bringing  to  bear  all  the  reasons 
which  conld  be  advanced  to  sustain  the  positions  for  which  they  were  severally  con- 
tending, received  from  the  Judge  a  patient  and  courteous  hearing!  After  full  argu- 
ment the  case  was  submitted,  and  on  the  2l8t  day  of  February  last  Judge  Oatlik,  in 
a  very  able  and  exhaustive  opinion,  reviewing  therein  the  entire  subject  of  conten- 
tion, decided  every  point  involved  in  favor  of  the  defendant,  generally  holding:  that 
in  all  matters  appertaining  to  Masonry,  such  as  the  qualifications  for,  admissions  to, 
or  continuance  of  membership  and  the  standing  of  members  within  the  Order  were 
matters  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  Masonic  tribnnals. 

At  plaintiff's  request  he  was  granted  fifteen  days  within  which  to  amend  his  com- 
plaint. 

Within  the  time  allowed  an  amended  complaint  was  filed,  differing  but  little  from 
the  original,  upon  the  demnrrer  to  which  a  final  judgment  was  rendered  by  the  Su- 
perior Court  of  Sacramento  County,  which  is  as  follows : 

'*  In  the  Superior  Court  of  the  County  of  Sacramento,  State  of  Oalifornia. 
"  Powell  S.  Lawson,  plaintiff  vs.  Adolphus  Hewel  et  als.,  defendants. 

*'  And  now,  on  this  day  came  on  regularly  for  hearing  before  the  Court  on  de- 
mnrrer of  defendants  to  the  plaintilTs  amended  complaint,  S.  Solon  HoU  appearing 
for  plaintiff  and  McKune  &  George  for  defendants,  and  all  and  singufkr  the  premises 
having  been  seen,  heard,  understood  and  fully  considered : 

'*  It  is  ordered  and  adjudged  by  the  Court  that  the  said  demnrrer  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  sustained,  and  the  plaintiff  not  asking  for  time  to  file  any  further  amend- 
ments to  his  complaint,  it  is  further  ordered  by  the  Court  that  the  plaintiff  take 
nothing  bv  his  said  action,  and  that  the  defendants  have  and  recover  of  and  from  said 
plaintiff  their  costs  in  this  behalf  expended,  taxed  at  $2.

impracticable,  from  tlie  number  who  had  actoally  taken  the  prohibited  degreee  and 
the  nncertain  number  who,  by  their  promisee  to  take  them,  were  thereby  dieqoali- 
fled,  that  an  impartial  trial  of  any  charges  baaed  apon  a  violation  of  said  General 
Begnlation  conld  not  be  had  in  Woodland  Chapter,  and  that  if  any  aooh  charges 
were  preferred  against  any  of  the  members  of  said  Chapter,  justice  and  expediency 
would  require  the  removal  of  such  charges  to  some  other  Chapter  for  trial. 

After  my  return  home  I  issued  an  order  to  the  Bigh  Priest  of  said  Chapter 
directing  him  to  cause  charges  to  be  preferred  against  eight  companions  therein 
named  for  the  yiolatiou  of  General  Regulation  No.  21,  and  against  any  other  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  members  of  his  Chapter,  or  residing  within  its  jurisdiction,  whom  he 
should  ascertain  to  have  been  guilty  of  a  similar  offense. 

The  receipt  of  the  order  and  letter  of  instructions  accompanying  the  same  was 
promptly  acknowledged  by  Companion  Frbkman,  the  M.*.  E.-.  High  Priest  of  the 
Chapter,  and  compliance  therewith  promised.  The  execution  thereof,  however,  was 
delayed  by  him,  notwithstanding  the  repeated  inquiries  made  by  our  Grand  Secre- 
tary and  myself,  until  the  2l8t  day  of  March,  1896,  when  he  had  charges  preferred 
against  the  Companions  named  in  my  said  order,  which  charges  were  on  the  26th 
day  of  March  by  said  High  Priest  referred  to  me  for  transference  to  some  other 
Chapter  for  trial. 

My  experience  with  Woodland  Chapter  demonstrates  that  if  this  Grand  Chapter 
intends  to  enforce  its  Edicts  and  General  Regulations,  in  cases  where  the  officers  of  a 
Chapter  or  Chapters  affected  thereby  refuse  or  neglect  to  discharge  their  duty  in  the 
premises,  through  the  direct  agency  and  action  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  that  Gen- 
eral Regulation  No.  26,  intended  to  confer  power  upon  him  for  such  action,  is 
entirely  inadequate  to  accomplish  the  end  in  view. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact,  that  while  obedience  is  generally  yielded  by  the  large 
majority  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction  to  the  Edict  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  as 
promulgated  by  General  Regulation  No.  21,  that  there  are  some  Chapters,  perhaps 
two  or  three,  a  number  of  whose  members  have  obstinately  persisted  in  practicing 
the  acts  thereby  prohibited  and  interdicted. 

In  the  Chapters  thus  infected  with  disobedience  to  the  mandates  of  this  Grand 
Body  the  disease  is  virulent,  more  or  less  permeating  the  entire  body,  extending,  by 
sympathy  at  least,  to  the  oiBcers  thereof— perhaps  to  the  High  Priest.  The  fact  is 
self-evident  that  a  Chapter  thus  infected  cannot  be  competent  to  elect  an  impartial 
and  unprejudiced  Commission  for  the  trial  of  such  charges ;  yet,  as  the  law  now  stands, 
the  trial  thereof  cannot  be  transferred,  except  upon  the  voluntary  request  of  either 
the  High  Priest  or  three  members  of  such  Chapter,  I  would,  therefore,  recommend 
that  €^eneral  HeguUUion  No.  26  be  amended  so  as  to  confer  upon  the  Grand  High 
Priest  in  ail  cases  where  charges  are  by  him  ordered  to  be  preferred  for  the  viola- 
tion of  any  provision  of  the  Constitution  or  the  General  Regulations  to  eompel  the 
reference  of  such  charges  to  himself  for  transferenoe  to  some  other  v  Chapter  for 
trial. 

I  have  not  yet  assigned  these  charges  to  any  Chapter  for  trial,  because  for  want 
of  time  these  trials  could  not  even  be  commenced  before  the  beginning  of  the  pres- 
ent Convocation.  I  therefore  considered  it  advisable  to  leave  this  matter  to  my 
successor. 

The  orders  made  by  me  herein,  together  with  the  letter  of  instructions  and  all 
subsequent  correspondence,  will  be  submitted  to  the  proper  committee.

Immediately  after  my  return  home,  I  had  inquiries  instituted,  through  Comp. 
Dayibs,  as  to  the  Masonic  standing  of  the  above  named  individual ;  learning,  that 
he  was  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  good  standing,  a  member  of  Ooeanao  Chapter,  No. 
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This  Grand  Chapter  was  honored  in  the  person  of  yoar  Grand  High  Priest  by  an 
invitation  to  he  present  at  the  ceiehraUon  of  the  Centennial  Anniversarj  of  the 
if.-.  S,'.  Grand  Holy  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylyania,  in  Noyember  last. 
Cironmstances,  however,  prevented  his  attendance  thereat. 

The  record  of  my  official  acts  is  before  yon,  for  you  to  approve  or  disapprove. 
Whatever  yoar  judgment  may  be,  it  will  be  for  me  to  submit  thereto.  In  passinic  on 
my  acts  I  asic  but  one  thing  of  you— and  that  is,  to  credit  me  with  having  acted  in 
accordance  with  my  best  judgment,  with  an  eye  single  to  the  interests  of  our  Instita- 
tion,  and  solely  animated  with  the  desire  to  faithfully  discharge  every  duty  which, 
with  the  honor  conferred,  you  had  imposed  upon  me,  and  thereby  to  promote  the 
welfare  and  well-being  of  our  beloved  Order.  In  most  instances  these  duties  1  ave 
been  pleasing  and  gratifying  to  me,  in  others  they  have  been  irksome  and  oneroas, 
but  of  whatever  nature,  I  have  endeavored  to  discharge  them  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  and  always  with  the  same  object  in  view. 

Like  all  my  predecessors,  I  am  under  obligations  to  both  the  R.*.  E.-.  Thokas  B. 
Caswell,  our  veteran  Grand  Secretary,  the  '*  Nestor  "  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  and 
his  worthy  assistant,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Wuliax  T.  Rbtnoldb.  )  have  n^ade 
many  draughts  upon  their  experience  and  kindness,  and  all  have  been  honored.  I 
extend  to  them  my  hearty  thanks  for  their  valuable  assistance. 

And  now,  companions,  profoundly  grateful  to  yon  for  the  high  honor  you  have 
oouferred  upon  me,  in  a  few  brief  hours  I  shall  surrender  this  emblem  of  aathoritj 
into  the  hands  of  my  successor,  and  return  to  the  ranks  of  the  Craft,  where,  in  the 
future  as  in  the  past,  you  will  find  me  always  ready  to  obey  any  call  for  my  services, 
to  promote  and  advance  the  interests  of  our  noble  Institution. 

Companions !  my  labors  are  nearly  done— yours  are  about  to  begin.  Kay  thaj 
be  promotive  of  the  peace,  harmony  and  honor  of  the  Royal  Craft.

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  his  Annual  Beport,  as  follows  : — 

To  the  M.\  AW  Grand  ChapUr  of  California  :— 

The  undersigned  respectfully  presents  the  following  report  of  the  transactions 
of  his  office  since  the  last  Annual  Convocation,  also  other  matters  proper  to  be 
considered  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

In  less  than  thirty  days  after  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Convocation  the 
transactions  thereat  were  printed,  and  the  usual  number  distributed  as  follows  : — 
To  each  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  Past  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  one 
copy ;  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  five  copies ;  to  each  of  our  Representatives 
near  other  Grand  Chapters,  one  copy ;  to  each  Grand  Chapter  with  which  we  are 
in  communication,  three  copies ;  and  four  copies  to  each  Chapter  of  our  obedience. 

The  charter  to  Bedlandt  Chapter,  No.  77,  ordered  at  the  last  Annual  Convoca- 
tion, was  issued,  and  the  Chapter  duly  constituted  and  its  officers  installed  by 
Com  p.  AuGUHT  Waokkbbabth,  Past  High  Priest  of  Signet  Chapter,  No.  57.  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  1895.    The  letter  of  authorization  of  the  Grand  High  Prieat, 
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together  with  the  official  report  of  the  companion,  are  herewith  presented.  A 
duplicate  charter  was  also  issned  to  Woodland  Chapter,  >io.  46,  aa  ordered  at  last 
Annual  Convocation,  the  original  having  been  destroyed  by  fire  some  months 
previous. 

But  one  special  dispensation  was  issued  during  the  year,  viz :  to  San  FranciM:o 
Chapter,  No.  1,  to  ballot  on  a  petition  for  the  degrees  in  less  than  the  constitu- 
tional period  of  time. 

Commissions  to  Representatives  near  other  Grand  Chapters  have  been  issued, 
by  order  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  to  the  following  named  companions  and  juris- 
dictions : — 

On  the  tenth  day  of  September,  18d5,  to  Comp.  William  Sutherland,  near 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nevada ; 

On  the  twenty-eigbth  day  of  March,  1896,  to  Comp.  Francis  William  Gar- 
den, near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales,  vice  Comp.  Francis  Burnand 
Davidson,  dei^ased ;  and 

On  the  seventeenth  day  of  April,  1896,  to  Comp.  Comosh,  near  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  New  York,  vice  Rees  J.  Williams,  deceased. 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  following  Chapters— approved  by  the 
Grand  High  Priest — are  herewith  presented  for  reference  to  the  Committee  on  By- 
Laws,  viz : — 

Changing  time  of  meetings— <SAa<ta,  No.  9,  OeorgeUntm,  No.  25,  and  Bedlands, 
No.  77. 

Reducing  monthly  dues— .St^nt,  No.  37,  and  KeytUme^  No.  56. 

Reducing  fees  for  degrees— Jfercoi,  No.  12,  Si,  James^  No.  16,  Trinity^  No.  19, 
Napa,  No.  30,  Santa  Cruz,  No.  38,  Santa  Mota,  No.  45,  Modesto,  No.  49,  Tulare, 
No.  71,  and  Hanford,  No.  74. 

In  the  matter  of  Libantts  Chapter,  No.  17t  pursuant  to  the  authority  given  at 
the  last  Annual  Convocation,  the  undersigned  authorized  and  empowered  M. '.  E.  *. 
Comp.  Jacob  Hart  Nrfp  to  dose  up  the  affairs  of  said  Chapter,  and  to  transmit 
to  this  office  the  charter,  books,  property  and  effects  of  said  Libanua  Chapter. 
This  Comp.  Neff  did  in  his  usual  prompt  and  thorough  manner,  and  there  is,  con- 
sequently, now  in  the  hands  of  your  Grand  Secretary,  and  for  sale,  the  officers' 
collars  and  aprons,  five  swords,  the  banner,  breastplate,  and  marble  stones  for  the 
fourth  degree.  None  of  these  except  the  banner  and  breastplate,  and  perhaps  the 
stones,  are  of  value  sufficient  to  warrant  any  Chapter  in  purchasing.  In  fact,  the 
entire  outfit  received  would  be  a  poor  makeshift  for  even  a  new  Chapter,  with  the 
exceptions  noted.  I  also  received  from  Comp.  Neff  the  sum  of  twelve  dollars 
and  twenty-five  cents  in  coin,  which  will  appear  in  the  financial  statement  below. 

The  books  and  accounts  were  also  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition.  In  many 
instances,  dues  had  not  been  charged  up  for  years ;  and  again,  dues  had  been  paid 
and  not  credited.  It  was  therefore  necessary,  before  issuing  certificates  to  such 
members  as  desired  to  unite  with  other  Chapters,  that  some  fixed  data  be  estab- 
lished. The  undersigned  therefore  adopted  the  standard  fixed  by  the  Grand 
Chapter  when  closing  the  affairs  of  Plumas  Chapter,  No.  58— which  was  similarly 
situated— and  charged  to  each  companion  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  deducting  there- 
from such  amounts  as  late  receipts  showed  to  have  been  paid.  For  this  assump- 
tion of  power  your  approval  is  respectfully  asked. 

The  report  of  Comp.  Neff  also  shows  that  Libanus  Chapter  owned  a  half 
interest  in  the  Masonic  Hail  building  at  Iowa  Hill ;  and  that  standing  against  it 
is  an  indebtedness  of  $136  82.  This  half  interest  he  recommends  be  deeded  to 
Xontc  Lodge,  No.  21,  F.  and  A.  M.,  on  the  payment  by  it  of  the  indebtedness

The  Qraad  Chapter  of  Alabama  held  Its  sizty-iiinth  Aonoal  OonvocatiOD  in  Mont- 
gomery December  2d,  1895,— if.*.  S.%  John  O.  Smith,  Grand  High  Prieat,  J3.*.  E.\ 
H.  Glat  Abhbtrgno,  Grand  Secretary.  Alabama  bean  upon  her  roll  thirty -flve 
active  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  one  thousand  Royal  Arch  Masons.  Twenty- 
seven  Chapters  were  represented  at  this  Convocation,  fonr  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
were  present  with  one  Past  Deputy  and  one  Past  Grand  King  and  Scribe.  Twelve 
sister  jnrisdictions  were  represented. 

Onr  proceedings  record  Comp.  Hbhbt  C.  Wilkt,  of  Troy,  as  the  representative 
of  California  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Alabama,  bat  as  Comp.  Wilkt  don't  seem 
to  torn  op,  and  Comp.  Abmstrono  donH  acknowledge  Comp.  Wxlbt,  we  mast  con- 
sider the  place  vacant;  however,  should  difficnlties  arise  among  the  workmen,  the 
Grand  Chapters  interested  can  always  rely  upon  disinterested  and  prompt  service 
from  their  respective  correspondents.- 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
lain. 

In  his  Address  the  Grand  High  Priest  gave  friendly  greeting  and  welcomed  the 
companions  to  the  daties  of  the  session.  He  referred  to  the  absent  ones  who  were 
at  rest  in  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  above  and  paid  the  tribute  of  respect  and 
fraternal  affection  to  their  memory.  He  also  made  sympathetic  mention  of  the 
eminent  companions  of  sister  Jurisdictions,  many  of  them  of  national  reputation , 
who  have  closed  their  life's  work  and  passed  to  eternal  rest. 

His  official  duties  had  been  very  lighti  he  made  no  visitations,  and  reported  no 
decisions,  but  quoted  two  dispensations  for  the  organisation  of  two  dormant  Chap- 
ters. 

The  M,\  B.*.  companion  said  that  while  his  work  was  not  *b  enooaraging  as  it 
might  be  still  he  was  not  without  hope  for  the  future.  He  recommended  the  use  of 
printed  rituals  as  a  means  of  lifting  them  out  of  the  old  rut  and  starting  them  ajrain 
on  the  **  up  grade;'*  his  views  were  not  sustained  by  the  committee,  who  very  wisely 
urged  that  the  plan  would  lead  to  great  confhsion  and  possible  disaster.  Bat  little 
business  of  any  kind  was  transacted  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ala- 
bama. 

Orobb  of  High  Pbixsthood. 

The  Grand  Council  of  High  Priesthood  for  Alabama  held  its  twenty-sixth  Annual 
Convocation  in  the  city  of  Montgomery  December  Sd,  1896,— if.*.  S.\  H.  Clat 
Armstboho,  President,  E.\  Comp.  B.  M.  Hill,  Recorder,  and  several  members 
present. 

The  Grand  Council  was  opened  In  Solemn  Form. 

Six  Companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  being  otherwise 
qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  introduced,  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the 
holy  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

Companion  Abxstroho  stated  that  at  a  meeting  in  Topeka,  Kansas,  in  Angnst, 
1894,  of  representatives  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  from  twenty-three  States, 
it  was  agreed  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  propose  a  uniform  Ritual  for  the 
Order  in  the  United  States,  and  in  obedience  to  this  agreement  Companions  J.  W. 
Chamberlih,  of  Tiffin,  Ohio ;  W.  D.  Tbompsoh,  of  Minneapolis,  Kansas ;  and  Allah 
McDowBLL,  of  St  Louis,  Missouri,  were  appointed  on  the  committee.  The  com- 
mittee has  performed  the  duty  assigned  it,  as  will  appear  from  the  following  circular 
letter  received  from  Companion  Chahbbblin,  Chairman  of  the  committee  : 

As  we  have  heretofore  published  the  circular  letter  of  the  committee,  Com- 
panions Chambbrlin,  Thompson  and  McDowell,  announcing  the  completion  of  the 
work  delegated  to  them  and  the  arrangements  for  its  dissemination,  we  omit  It  here. 
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Oompanioo  Fostbb  moved  that  the  Bitoal,  as  prepared  by  the  committee,  be 
adopted. 

Which  motion  was  geoonded  by  Companion  Aiuistbono,  who  stated  that  he  had 
examined  the  Ritual  carefnlly,  a  copy  of  which  had  been  furnished  him  by  Oom* 
panion  Ohambebun  for  use  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  in  Alabama  (should 
it  be  adopted),  with  his  compliments,  and  was  greatly  pleased  with  it. 

Whereupon  the  motion  to  adopt  the  new  Ritual  was  unammously  carried. 

Companion  Armstboho  oflered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted  :— 

'*  JZesoZotfd,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  of  Alabama  are 
due,  and  are  hereby  extended  to  JIf.*.  E.\  Companion  J.  W.  Chambbrlin,  of  Tiffin. 
Ohio,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ritual  for  the  Order  of  Hi^h  Priesthood,  for 
the  gift-  of  a  complete  and  elegantly  bound  copy  of  the  new  Ritual,  and  that  the 
Grand  Recorder  be  requested  to  furniish  Companion  Chambkblin  with  a  copy  of 
this  resolution." 

After  an  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  the  Grand  Council  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  again  presented  by  Comp.  Pauckb  J.  Pillans. 
He  reviews  the  doings  of  forty-three  Grand  Chapters  with  the  General  Grand  Chap^ 
ter's  session  held  at  Topeka  in  1894.  His  review  of  California  is  for  the  administra- 
tion of  our  lamented  companion,  Grand  High  Priest  Ellison  L.  Cbawfobd,  whose 
address  he  quotes  from  and  gives  his  approval.  Comp.  Pillana  concurs  in  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  gives  credit  to  Grand  Secretary  Caswbll  for 
rapid  work  in  getting  out  his  proceedings.  He  writes  very  kindly  of  our  reports, 
for  which  he  will  please  accept  our  thanks. 

Under  Nebraska  he  says  of  dependent  membership  :— 

"  It  is  from  this  that  we  learn  what  possibly  shoald  have  been  known  by  us 
before,  that  to  the  suggestion  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Willi av  R.  Bowen  and  to 
his  influence  should  be  ascribed  the  growing  doctrine  of  dependent  membership. 
Whatever  may  be  our  views  on  this  subiect,  and  they  have  been  heretofore  ex- 
pressed, there  can  be  no  doubt  that  if  fully  accomplished  the  unity  and  solidity  of 
the  Fraternity  would  be  greatly  enhanced." 

And  in  reply  to  Comp.  Southoati  of  North  Carolina,  Comp.  Pillans  says  :— 

"  He  does  not  like  our  rule  which  suspends  from  the  Chapter  one  suspended  by 
the  Lodge  for  non-payment  of  dues,  because  this  only  operates  as  a  temporary  des- 
truction, or  rather  abeyance  of  Masonic  rights ;  yet  we  believe  that  when  he  learns 
that  our  Grand  Lodge  declares  that  one  so  suspended  occupies  the  same  relation  to 
the  Craft  that  one  suspended  for  nnmasonic  conduct,  he  must  see  that  no  com- 
panion can  hold  any  Masonic  intercourse  with  him  while  he  labors  under  such  sus- 
pension." 

Oomp.  Pillans  sets  his  face  firmly  against  sU  cipher  propositions,  whether 
printed  in  Hindoo,  Arkansaw  or  the  General  Grand  Text;  he  believes  in  the  firm 
establishment  of  Capitular  Masonry  and  would  keep  it  from  all  entangling  alliances, 
holding  it  firmly  in  place  as  the  central  figure  in  the  Masonic  trinity  of  Lodge,  Chap- 
ter and  Commandery,  forming  as  they  do  the  American  system  of  Freemasonry. 

M,\  K\  John  G.  Smith,  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest^  R.\  E.\  H.  Clat 
Arxstronq  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Correspondent,  Comp.  Palmkr  J. 
Pillans,  Belknap. 

The  next  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Montgomery  on  Monday  before 
the  first  Thursday  in  December,  1896. 

ARIZONA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Arizona  held  its  sixth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city  of 
Prescott,  November  13th,  1895,— M.\  E.'.  Francis  Ashburt  Shaw,  Grand  High 
Priest ;  R. '.  K '.  George  James  Robkruok,  Grand  Secretary.    The  four  Chapters 
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of  the  jurisdiction  were  represented.  There  were  in  attendance  three  Past  Grand 
"High  Priests  and  the  representatives  of  twelve  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain  and  music  by  the  choir. 

With  fraternal  greeting  and  a  hearty  welcome  the  Grand  High  Priest  addressed 
the  assembled  companions  who,  in  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  their  law,  had 
come  up  to  the  sixth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  deliberate  upon 
the  condition  and  prospects  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Arizona. 

From  the  tenor  of  his  greeting  we  might  credit  this  youthful  ruler  with  years  so 
full  and  in  the  executive  care  of  a  jurisdiction  so  venerable  as  to  warrant  at  least 
a  semi-centennial  review  of  their  work  in  the  quarries.    He  says  : — 

"And  now  I  greet  you  as  companions  who  are  growing  old  ;  and  I  congratulate 
you  upon  the  health,  peace  and  prosperity  of  our  jurisdiction.  While  floods  and 
fires  have  raged  in  other  parts,  and  recenUy  that  most  terrible  of  all  dreaded  foes 
of  the  human  race— earthquakes— have  visited  the  great  Mississippi  Valley,  destroy- 
ing life  and  property  and  wrecking  the  homes  of  many  of  its  citizens,  we  have  been 
spared  from  such  calamities.  The  Angel  of  Death  has  passed  us  by ;  no  j^ast  or 
present  Grand  Officer  of  our  jurirdiction  has  been  summoned  hence.  No  pestilence, 
epidemic,  famine,  nor  other  wide-spread  misfortune  has  visited  our  borders.  There 
has  been  nothing  to  disturb  our  harmony  during  the  past  year.  Our  associations 
with  sister  jurisdictions  have  been  pleasant,  and  nothing  has  transpired  to  mar  the 
peaceful  relations  heretofore  existing." 

After  indulging  in  the  delightful  retrospective  experience  of  health,  harmony 
and  prosperity,  the  Grand  High  Priest  tempers  his  Address  with  a  sympathetic 
allusion  to  the  unemployed  labor  of  the  country,  and  makes  a  fervent  appeal  for 
the  '*  wretched,  starving  human  beings  whose  homes  are  misery's  abode,  where  full 
plenty  never  smiles,"  and  giving  his  philanthropic  imagination  full  rein.  He 
continues : — 

**  Picture  to  yourselves,  my  companions,  the  peace  and  prosperity,  the  joy  and 
gladness  that  would  immediatel}[  spread  all  over  this  world  if  universal  justice  was 
put  into  effect.  If  true  merit,  virtue,  diligence  and  industry  were  recognized  and 
the  unrequited  toil  of  the  present  compensated  under  *  that  standard  or  boundary 
of  right  which  renders  unto  every  man  his  just  due,  without  distinction,'  how 
beautiful,  then,  would  be  the  scenes  of  the  happy  homes  and  the  happv  faces  of  a 
brightened  posterity,  and  the  soul  of  self-conscious  manhood  again  mantle  the  brow 
of  the  now  dejected,  destitute  and  overburdened  toilers." 

Referring  to  the  visitation  of  constituent  Chapters,  he  says : — 

*'The  sacrifice  is  too  great  for  one  of  moderate  means  to  make,  unless  the  neces- 
sity is  undent.  And,  indeed,  the  Constitution  and  our  ritual  are  so  well  understood 
and  thoroughly  inculcated  that,  except  for  fraternal  courtesy  and  the  cultivation 
of  the  social  amenities,  a  Grand  visitation  would  be  unnecessary." 

He  does  not  advise  the  adoption  of  the  ritual  issued  by  the  General  Grand 
(.'hapter,  or,  at  least,  without  due  deliberation,  as  he  says  the  California  Ritual 
adopted  and  used  by  them  '*  ia  very  beautiful," and  all  their  Chapters  are  conversant 
with  it. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  commissioned  representatives  near  the  Grand  Chapters 
of  Missouri  and  Indian  Territory,  and  declined  to  approve  certain  by-laws  pre- 
Hented  by  Cochise  Chapter,  No.  4. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  submitted  the  circular  of  the  General  Grand  High 
Priest  announcing  the  death  of  Past  General  Grand  High  Priest  John  Frizzkl 
and  recommended  that  appropriate  action  be  had  in  memory  of  that  eminent 
Mason. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  a  communication  from  the  Masooic  (^ollectora 
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Association,  of  which  U.\  W,\  Bro.  James  W.  Staton  of  Kentucky  is  President, 
and  U,\  W,\  Bro.  S.  Stackbb  Wiluams  of  Ohio  is  Secretary,  submitting  a  plan 
for  securing  a  complete  Masonic  library  for  each  jurisdiction,  including  full  sets  of 
printed  annual  proceedings  of  all  corresponding  jarisdictions. 

The  jurisdiction  of  Arizona  is  composed  of  four  constituent  Chapters,  with  a 
membership  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

On  the  question  of  ritual,  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported  as  follows : 

"The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred  at  our  last  Annual 
Convocation  the  practicability  of  adopting  a  new  ritual,  respectfully  report : — 

*'  That,  upon  investigation,  we  find  the  companions  of  Arizona  to  be  generally 
satisfied  with  the  ritual  adopted  at  our  first  Convocation,  being  that  of  the  juris- 
diction of  California,  which  is  in  use  in  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  Pacific  Coast  States, 
and  realizing  the  danger  and  confusion  likely  to  arise  from  exchanging  expressions 
of  language,  and  failing  to  see  any  great  good  or  necessity  for  such  change,  respect- 
fully recommend  that  this  Grand  Cnapter  retain  the  ritual  now  in  use. 

The  following  was  adopted  : — 

"  Ordered^  That  the  Grand  Chapter  be  draped  in  mourning  and  a  page  in  our 
proceedings  be  set  aside  to  the  memory  of  our  late  distinguished  companion,  John 
Frizzbll,  Past  General  Grand  High  Priest." 

The  Grand  Kepresentatives  in  attendance  were  received  and  welcomed  by  the 
Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  reported  as  follows :  ~ 

*'  Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  annual  reports  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  per- 
formed their  duty  and  find  their  reports  to  be  correct. 

"  We  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $5  be  made  to  the  Masonic  Collectors' 
Association  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  establishment  of  a  general  Masonic 
Library." 

The  names  of  four  members  of  PretcoU  Chapter,  No.  2,  and  two  members  of 
Tuc9(m  Chapter,  No.  3,  were  inscribed  upon  the  death  roll  of  the  year. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Martin  W.  Kales  represents  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
California  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Arizona,  while  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
Franklin  H.  Day  looks  out  for  the  interest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Arizona  near 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  of  Arizona  was  held 
in  the  city  of  Prescott,  November  14th,  1895, — M. '.  E.  *.  Comp.  Martin  William 
Kalrs,  President ;  E. '.  Comp.  Morris  Goldwatkr,  Recorder. 

The  Convention  was  opened  in  Ample  Form.  The  annual  election  of  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year  was  held. 

It  was 

'*  Resolved,  That  the  next  Convocation  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  be  held 
on  the  first  Thursday  after  the  second  Tuesday  of  November,  1896,  at  Tucson,  at 
nine  o'clock  p.  m." 

The  Convention  was  then  closed. 

The  M.  •.  E.  •.  RiCKMRR  Nickels  Fredericks  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ; 
the  R.'.  £.'.  George  James  Robkrugb  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

There  was  no'Report  on  Correspondence. 

Chairman  of  Correspondence :  R. '.  E.  *.  Morris  Goldwater,  Grand  King, 
Prescott. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Prescott  in.  Novem- 
ber, 1896. 
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ARKANSAS. 

The  Grand  Obapter  of  Arkansas  held  its  forty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  at  Little 
Rock,  November  2l8t,  1895,— if.-.  E.'.  JAMSi  M.  Habkst,  Grand  High  Priest, 
M.\  E,\  Jakks  a.  Hknbt,  Grand  Secretary.  Forty-fonr  Chapters  were  represented. 
Nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  attendance.  Nineteen  Grand  Jarisdictioos 
were  represented— California  not  heard .firom. 

JIT.'.  K\  Thomas  H.  Caswill  represents  *' Arkansaw"  near  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  California. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas  bears  npon  her  roll  fifty<eight  Chapters,  with  a 
membership  of  2050  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
lain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  welcomed  the  companions  and  assured  them  that  no 
commotions,  disturbances  or  contentions  existed  within  their  dominions,  that  peace 
and  harmony  prevailed,  and  as  a  result  there  was  no  work  for  appeals  and  griev- 
ances  at  the  present  session. 

In  regard  to  Rituals,  he  said  :— 

"  I  have  had  many  inquiries  about  our  Ritual  of  secret  work,  from  other  jurisdic- 
tions and  from  individuals,  asking  me  if  they  could,  by  any  means,  procure  a  copy. 
I  answered  that  our  law  would  not  allow  the  sale  of  our  Ritual.  I  do  not  believe 
it  would  do  any  harm  to  sell  them  if  it  could  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  law  and  regulations  in  this  case.'' 

No  important  deciirions  were  reported.  He  announced  the  death  of  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  J.  M.  Pikmbll  and  paid  an  earnest  tribute  to  his  memory. 

We  are  surprised  at  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Juris- 
prudence :— 

"  2d.  In  regard  to  the  cipher  Ritual,  we  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary 
be  authorized  to  sell  to  each  subordinate  Chapter  three  (3)  Rituals  including'the  one 
already  furnished  to  those  Chapters  which  have  supplied  themselves.  In  such  esses 
two  (2)  more  copies  be  sold  to  them  for  the  use  of  toe  officers  of  the  Chapter.  And 
the  Grand  Secretary  may  sell  not  more  than  one  copy  to  each  foreign  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tioo  in  fraternal  relation  with  our  jurisdiction.  Providedt  that  the  sale  of  the  Ritual 
be  made  on  strict  inquiry  in  each  case,  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  sale,  and  in  doubtfbl 
cases  the  sale  shall  not  be  made.'' 

Comp.  Laughlin,  as  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  approves  and  justifies  this 
action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  a  report  of  that  committee. 

In  answer  to  criticism  he  quotes  Comp.  Dunoax  of  Louisiana,  who  says  :— 

"  We  would  fain  add  a  word  on  the  subject  of  writing  the  Ritual  in  cipher.  There 
was  once  a  man,  whom  we  are  taught  was  one  of  the  toree  ancient  Grand  Masters, 
whose  integrity  is  exhibited  to  us  as  the  model  for  all  Masons,  an  integrity  bv  which 
they  should  Reek  to  live  and  in  which  they  should  be  ready  to  die.  This  man,  the  same 
Masonic  tradition  informs  us,  committed  to  writing  the  most  important  'secret'  of 
a  Mason— even  the  wobd.  He  did  it  for  the  good  of  the  Fraternity,  that  future  gen- 
erations yet  unborn  might  find  it,  recognize  it  and  use  it.  He  did  not  do  it  in  such 
manner  that  the  profane  might  become  cognizant  of  it — this  his  obligation  forbade. 
He  did  not  do  it  in  snch  manner  that  the  secrets  of  Masonry  might  thereby  be  unlaw- 
fully obtained.  He  did  it  in  cipher ;  he  did  it  in  such  manner  that  those  entitled  to 
the  knowledge  might  thereby  obtain  it.  In  this.  Solomon,  and  Hiram,  of  Tyre,  joined 
and  united  with  him,  and  became  equal  participants  in  his  acts.  Unless  our  three 
ancient  Grand  Masters  had  done  what  they  did,  wrote  the  pivotal  secret  of  Masonry, 
the  fear  of  the  King  of  Israel  would  have  found  its  fruition  and  the  word  would  have 
been  forever  lost,  and,  even  if  found  in  the  future,  could  not  have  been  recognised 
for  what  it  was,  and  is,  without  the  other  marks  and  indications  which  proclaimed  It 
Ma<(onic.  The  deposit  was  made  in  aoch  manner  that  the  secrets  could  be  lawfully, 
and  could  not  unlawfully,  be  obtained." 
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Tine,  Comp.  Laughlin,  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  wai  a  good  safe  depoRitory,  bat 
are  yoo  sore  of  yoar  Arkansas  Arks.  May  not  some  of  them  leak,  and  yonr  cipher 
beoome  a  pablic  pozzle  to  be  goessed  at  by  the  moltitode  ?  We  think  yonr  Grand 
Chapter  has  done  what  it  ought  not  haye  done,  and  that  it  will  be  bitterly  repented 
of  in  the  fatare. 

Obdsb  of  High  Fbibsthood. 

The  twenty-ninth  Annaal  Convocation  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  met  in 
council  at  Little  Rock,  November  22d,  1895,— the  3f.\  E.\  Samukl  W.  Williams, 
Grand  President,  E,',  Jambs  A.  Hsnrt,  Grand  Recorder,  and  a  good  attendance  of 
members. 

The  Council  was  opened  in  Due  Form. 

A  Committee  on  Ritual  was  appointed,  to  consist  of  Companions  Samuel  W. 
Williams,  James  A.  Hbnrt,  Fat  Hempotead,  Charles  Kaktrowitz,  Oliver  C.  Gray, 
Thokas  M.  Horsfall  and  Thomas  H.  Jones. 

The  Grand  Council  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensniog  year, 
at  the  conclusion  of  which  the  Grand  Council  closed. 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence. 

if.'.  E.',  Jambs  H.  Roten  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  R,\  E,\  James  A. 
Hbnbt  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  Reuben  J.  Laughlin,  Benton ville. 

The  next  Annual  Conrocation  will  be  held  at  Little  Rock,  November  18, 1896. 

CANADA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  held  its  thirty-eightii  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Toronto,  July  16,  1895,— the  JIT.*.  E.\  J.  Rosa  Robbrtson,  Grand  Z.,  the 
B.:  E.'.  Thomas  Sabobbt,  Grand  Scribe  E.  Seyenty-siz  chartered  Chapters  were 
represented,  and  the  Representatives  of  twenty-six  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  were 
present. 

The  it*.  K\  Grand  Z.  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  His  review  of  the  condition 
of  the  several  districts  is  convincing  proof  that  the  supervision  of  the  interests  of 
the  Grand  Copter  of  Canada  is  in  competent  hands,  and  while  willing  to  com- 
mend the  faithful  workmen,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  condemn,  in  plain  terms,  a  wanton 
neglect  of  duty.    He  says:— 

"It  is  pleasant  and  agreeable  to  visit  Grand  Chapter  and  return  home  clothed 
with  imposing  regalia,  which  is  the  emblem  of  authority;  but  to  accept  office  and  to 
ignore  a  solemn  obligation  to  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office  is  not  in  accordance 
with  the  morals  of  Masonry." 

In  commenting  upon  the  proposals  for  new  Chapters,  he  says  what  we  all  recog- 
nize as  *'  truth  founded  on  experience : — 

"Chapters  cannot  prosper  in  small  centres.  One  Lodge  rarely  developes 
searchers  after  the  higher  naysteries  of  the  Royal  Arch  in  sufficient  numbers  to  give 
strength  to  a  Chapter.  Diflferent  Lodges  have  different  characteristics,  but  tfiese 
are  harmonized  in  the  higher  and  unified  life  of  the  Chapter.  One  great  element  of 
strength  in  our  system  is  its  power  to  build  stones  hewn  from  many  quarries  into  the 
perfected  beauty  of  the  Royal  Arch." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  belieyes  in  the  Representative  system  as  a  means  of 
strengthening  and  cementing  the  bonds  that  mutually  join  all  Masonic  organizations. 
He  brands  the  Past  Master's  degree  as  '*  illegitimate  and  repellant  to  the  instincts  of 
men  who  reverence  the  teachings  of  Masonry."    Strong  words,  Most  Excellent. 

The  Grand  Superintendents  of  districts  made  their  usual  elaborate  reports  con- 
taining statistical  information  setting  forth  fully  the  condition  and  prospects  of  each 
individual  Chapter  in  their  several  districts. 
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The  Qrand  Scribe  E.  reported  the  receipts  of  the  jariBdiction  for  the  year  at 
117,122.19. 

The  death  of  eminent  companions  of  sister  Grand  Jarisdiotions  were  reported, 
and  duly  acknowledged  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  as  Canada's  expression  of  sympsthy 
with  the  bereaved  jurisdictions. 

The  M.\  E,'.  J.  Ross  Robkbtson  was  re-elected  Grand  Z.;  JIT.*.  E.'.  Thomas 
Sakgemt  was  re-elected  Grand  Scribe  E. 

Corap.  the  R,\  E,\  Gbobgk  J.  Bennett  presented  the  Report  on  Oorrespond- 
ence,  in  which  he  reviews  the  doings  of  forty-two  Qrand  Chapters,  with  the  proceed- 
ings  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  at  Topeka  last  year.  Comp.  Bkmnbtt  gives  as  an 
apologetic  iutrodaction  to  the  paper,  and  by  way  of  standing  off  criticism  pleads 
'*  first  offense,"  which  we  can't  approve.  The  work  sent  op  is  good,  and  oor  com- 
panion of  Canada  is  advised  to  continue  in  the  quarries  and  give  ns  more  specimens 
of  his  skill  before  filing  an  "  offensive  plea.'' 

Under  Arizona  Comp.  Bbnnbtt  quotes  from  the  Address  of  Grand  High  Priest 
Olivbb,  who  said :  "  I  am  simply  a  plain  bnsineas  man,  and  do  not  feel  competent, 
nor  do  I  consider  it  my  dnty,  to  deliver  a  lectare  on  Masonry." 

Comp.  Bknmbtt  comments  as  follows :~ 

"  Well,  perhaps  not ;  yet  we  ventnre  the  opinion  that  Comp.  Olitbr's  example 
is  a  lecture  in  itself.  His  exalted  position  establishes  that  mach.  Bat  snrely  the 
reader  may  reasonably  hope  that  with  the  advantages  of  a  fraitfal  soil,  and  a  poah- 
ing  people,  this  young  Grand  Chapter  may  not  only  grow  in  proportion  to  its 
«  beautiful "  cities,  bat  that  time  will  develop  its  latent  talent  and  yield  a  plentiful 
crop  of  Masonic  students.  That  it  gave  promise  of  distingnishing  itself  in  this 
respect  was  manifest  in  the  zeal  of  the  lute  Comp.  Habby  Budd  Liobtbizxb  who 
was  Chairman  of  Foreign  Correspondence,  and  whose  reports  were  among  the 
brightest  of  the  many  that  anoually  cheer  and  instrnct  the  companions  of  a  vast  con- 
tinent.   The  Grand  High  Priest  pays  a  merited  tiibote  to  his  memory." 

The  review  of  California  is  of  the  administration  of  Grand  High  Priest  Ellison 
L.  Cbawfobd,  who  shortly  after  the  close  of  his  term  was  called  to  eternal  rest.  In 
speaking  of  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Bennett  expressed  his 
surprise  at  the  intemperate  condition  of  the  Jurisdiction  as  intimated  in  general 
terms  in  the  Address  the  Grand  High  Priest  who  founded  his  remarls  upon  *'hiB 
observations  during  the  last  thirty  years,"  but  congratulated  his  companions  that 
the  "moral  standard  was  advancing  upward.'' 

Comp.  Bbnnbtt  comments,  and  we  quote  to  express  onr  entire  concurrence  in 
bis  intelligent  remarks  upon  this  habitual  cry  of"  we  are  all  that  is  bad,  and  there  is 
no  good  in  us,"  as  Comp.  Bennett  says.  For  the  amnsement  of  oar  enemies,  he 
writes : — 

"The  casual  reader  naturally  shudders  in  contemplating  the  ' moral  standard '  of 
thirty  years  ago  and  what  the  blots  may  have  been  that  prompted  the  Grand  High 
Priest  to  boldly  refer  to  one  existing.  To  what  end  are  the  precautions  with  which 
the  sanctuary  is  guarded  when  a  chief  officer  finds  it  necessary  to  give  utterance  to 
a  wail  so  diamal  ?  It  is  a  sad  commentary  on  the  protection  of  the  ballot  box,  twice 
exercised,  as  well  as  a  reflection  on  the  vigilance  of  the  companions  generally.  Bat 
it  Is  just  possible  that  in  the  golden  west,  as  elsewhere,  soliury  lapses  from  virtue 
are  magnified  to  the  proportions  of  an  epidemic  and  the  mere  presence  on  the 
banquet  table  of  anything  more  exhilerating  than  sarsaparilla  is  sufficient  to  stamp 
the  occasion  a  naturualia.  Intemperance,  as  everybody  Icnows,  can,  and  does,  ran 
in  channels  other  than  that  referred  to,  and  leads  now  and  then  to  indiscretions  as 
harmful  as  the  indulgences  complained  of.  Precept  and  example,  as  the  Grand  High 
Priest  himself  suggests,  are  remedies  invariably  potent  in  their  cfllcacy,  whereas 
publicity  given  to  an  imprudent  statement  of  the  above  sweeping  nature,  furnishes  a 
weapon  for  enemies  of  the  Craft  and  is  obviously  capable  of  working  an  incalcu- 
lable amount  of  mischief.

"Meantime  it  will  be  observed  that  notwithstanding  'the  clood  upon  its  good 
ne  '  Royal  Arch  Masonry  *has  steadily  advanced  in  numbers  and  influence.'    In 
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view,  therefore,  of  the  record  of  aglorions  past,  we  mast  be  permitted  to  yentare 
a  doubt  that  the  Bonoy  sky  over  tk\T  California  is  shadowed  by  anything  more 
threatening  than  a  fleecy  speck/' 

Under  Montana,  after  noting  the  doings  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Comp.  Bknmett 
directs  his  pencil  at  Comp.  Oobnelius  Hbdois  and  addresses  him  thas  :— 

«  His  conclasion  is  a  sketch  of  the  transactions  of  the  general  Grand  Chapter  at 
Topeka  in  the  droughty  August  previously,  when  he  arrived  '  to  find  the  hotel  fall 
with  delegates  already  on  the  ground.'  Fortunately  there  was  no  careless  printer  to 
perpetrate  an  injudicioos  transposition. 

"  Having  taken  due  note  of  '  the  snn-kissed  soil '  and  the  '  beautiful  opera  house  - 
he  devotes  a  paragraph  or  two  to  the  opening  of  the  Convocation,  and  then  sails 
into  the  inevitable  story  of  the  memorable  ezcarsion  to  Fort  Rilev.  We  have 
already  waded  patiently  through  some  thirty  of  the  proceedings  to  hand,  and  in  very 
few  have  we  escaped  Fort  Riley.  Never  in  its  history  has  Fort  Riley  been  so  extolled.

GOIiOBADO. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Colorado  held  its  twenty-first  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Denver  September  19tb,  1896,— if.*.  £*.*.  Alphonsi  A.  Burnand,  Grand  High 
Priest ;  E.:  Comp.  Ed.  C.  Farmblbb,  Grand  Secretary.  Six  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
were  present,  with  two  Past  Grand  Deputies  and  a  Past  Grand  King.  Thirty  of  the 
thirty-one  chartered  Chapters  were  represented,  and  there  were  in  attendance  the 
Representatives  of  twenty-one  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  Representatives  present  were  called  to  the  East,  received  with  the 
Grand  Honors,  and  fraternally  welcomed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest.  The  Repre- 
sentative of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  Comp.  L.  N.  Grebnleap,  on  behalf  of 
the  Grand  Representatives,  returned  thanks  for  the  welcome  reception. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  invoking  heaven^s 
blessings  upon  the  work  for  which  they  were  assembled,  and  a  brief  retrospective 
view  of  their  growth  and  progress  in  the  great  work  in  which  they  were  engaged, 
he  observed  that  the  pleasures  of  the  Convocation  were  tempered  with  sadness  at 
tiie  loss  of  twenty-four  devoted  companions.  Prominent  among  the  departed  he 
named  J.  J.  Toplipp,  the  Grand  Principal  Sojourner,  an  eminent,  zealous,  and 
most  earnest  worker  among  them,  to  whose  memory  he  paid  an  eloquent  tribute. 
The  dead  of  sister  jurisdictions  were  also  remembered,  and  the  death  roll  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Necrology  for  consideration  and  proper  mention. 

One  dispensation  was  granted  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Chapter.  But  few 
special  dispensations  were  issued  and  but  few  visitations  made  to  constituent  Chap- 
ters.   No  decisions  of  importance  were  #ported. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Colorado  bears  upon  her  roll  the  names  of  thirty  one  liv. 
ing  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  2456  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

From  the  following  report  we  infer  that  the  work  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Colorado  in  1893,  was  either  badly  put  together  or 
it  has  had  sad  usage,  from  the  description  of  its  present  condition  :^ 
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Toor  committee,  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  OooTocation  to  examine,  and,  if 
deemed  advisable,  revise  the  Ritnal,  have  given  the  matter  foil  consideration.  The 
work  of  the  Qeneral  Orand  Ohapter  which  was  adopted  in  1893,  is,  in  onr  opinion, 
as  satisfactory  in  most  particulars  as  any  work  can  be.  The  only  snggestions  that 
we  have  to  olfer  are,  that  in  the  Hark  Master  Mason,  M.  E.  Master,  and  Boval  Arch 
Degrees,  an  historical  narrative  be  snbstitnted  for  the  dialogue  lectore  between 
Worshipfal  Master  and  Senior  Deacon  or  High  Priest  and  Oaptain  of  the  Host.  That 
there  also  be  used,  at  the  appropriate  place,  the  explanation  of  the  mystic  charac- 
ters apon  the  Ark,  submitted  in  oar  report  last  year. 

Also,  in  the  Royal  Arch  Degree,  when  the  candidates  are  presented  with  the 
working  tools  before  repairing  to  the  rnins,  that  the  Oaptain  of  the  Host  inatroet 
them  in  their  use,  and  when  the  candidates  have  received  the  explanation  of  the 
signs  and  the  mystic  characters,  thev  should  be  sent  to  the  preparation  room  and 
reclothed,  and  then  return  for  the  historical  narrative. 

The  dialogue  lectures  given  in  the  General  Grand  Ohapter  work,  we  recommend 
as  proper  for  candidates  to  learn  for  examination  as  to  proficiency. 

The  matter  of  a  form  of  dispensing  with  labor  on  one  degree  and  resuming  on 
another,  for  which  do  form  is  provided  by  the  General  Grand  Ohapter,  was  brought 
to  our  attention  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Hxnbt  Wkst,  who  had,  during  his  term 
of  office,  formulated  a  ceremony  for  that  purpose;  but  upon  mature  consideration 
your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  better  to  open  and  close  each  degree 
separately. 

A  Past  Grand  High  Priest's  Jewel  was  presented  to  the  retiring  Grand  High 
Priest,  Comp.  Alphoztsb  A.  Barnand. 

Obdbb  of  High  Pbhsthood. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Colorado  assembled  in  Denver  September  19, 1895,— AH*. 
E,\  Lawbencb  N.  Gbsbnlxaf,  President,  presiding,  the  E.\  Ed.  0.  Pabmvlbb  being 
Recorder  and  Treasurer,  with  members  and  visitors. 

The  Grand  Oouncil  was  opened  in  Ample  Pornu 

Six  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  having  been  elected, 
were  anointed,  consecrated,  and  set  apart  to  the  Holy  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

After  the  transaction  of  the  usual  routine  business,  an  election  was  held  and  offi- 
cers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Recorder  was  ordered  to  procure  a  copy  of  the  RituaL 

The  Council  was  then  closed. 

The  Report  on  Oorrespondence  is  presented  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  E.  L.  N. 
FosTBR,  who  gives  us  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  doings  of  forty-six  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Bodies,  with  his  opinions  as  to  their  general  behavior.  His  review  la 
full  and  he  comments  with  the  confidence  ol  a  veteran. 

Under  California,  Comp.  Fostbb  gives  his  approval  to  the  legislation  of  the  ses- 
sion of  which  our  lamented  Ellison  U  Obawford  was  the  executive  head.  At  the 
close  of  his  report  we  find  a  Digest  of  Decisions,  being  a  segregation  of  decisions 
made  by  Grand  High  Priests,  and  classified  under  proper  headings— a  practical  and 
useful  method,  which  adds  value  to  the  reports  for  reference  purposes. 

Under  Oregon,  Comp.  Fostxb  concurs  in  the  refusal  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  to 
grant  a  dispensation  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  a  High  Priest,  holding 
that,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  the  King  succeeded  to  and  becomes  acting  High  Prleat. 
We  think  that  the  correct  practice,  although  two  years  since  we  had  a  like  vacancy, 
occurring  from  the  resignation  of  a  High  Priest  before  he  had  been  installed,  and,  as 
the  Chapter  was  a  large  and  Important  one,  having  at  all  times  an  abundance  of 
work,  it  was  deemed  for  the  best  Interesii  of  the  Chapter,  in  accordance  with  its 
unanimous  request,  that  the  executive  vacancy  should  be  filled,  and  the  Grand  High 
Priest  issued  the  dispensation,  with  the  best  results. 

Comp.  FosTEB  is  also  in  favor  of  expunging  from  the  Masonic  vocabulary  all 
inappropriate  words  and  phrases  without  Masonio  meaning  or  application,  such  as 
"  quorum,"  "  team,"  and  "  order.''    So  mote  it  be.    We  concar. 

Again  he  says :— 
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"  We  rather  doobt  the  position  that  the  powers  of  a  Grand  Bigh  Priest  are  analo- 
irons  to  those  of  a  Grand  Master.  The  inherent  rights  and  prerogatives  of  a  Grand 
Master  have  come  down  from  time  immemorial,  whereas  the  prerogatives  of  a 
Grand  High  Priest  are  onljr  those  which  he  obtains  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution  of 
his  Grand  Chapter." 

To  all  of  which  we  are  agreed,  and  add  that  we  hope  to  see  Comp.  Fosteb,  next 
year,  advocate  the  abolition  of  the  af&liation  fee,  and  thus  deliver  the  most  effective 
blow  at  the  great  evil  of  non-afiUiation. 

M,',  E,\  George  T.  Cooper  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  E.\  Oomp.  Ed.  C. 
Parmkleb  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  Ebrbst  LbNbve  Fosteb,  Denver. 

The  next  Annnal  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Denver  September  16, 
1896. 

CONNBCnCUT. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut  held  its  ninety-seventh  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  city  of  New  Haven  May  13th,  1895,— if.*.  K\  Isaiah  Baker,  Jr.,  Grand  High 
Priest,  R,\  E.\  Jambs  McCormick,  Grand  Secretary.  Thirty-five  of  the  thirty -eight 
Chapters  in  this  jurisdiction  were  represented.  Tnere  were  also  present  thirteen 
Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  Representatives  of  twenty-eight  sister  Grand  Juris- 
dictions.   California's  representative,  Comp.  James  B.  Cobs,  was  not  present.   - 

Connecticut  bears  upon  her  Grand  Chapter  roll  the  names  of  thirty-eight  con- 
stitnents,  with  a  membership  of  5,215  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
lain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address  invoking  the  blessing  of 
deity  upon  their  deliberations.  He  welcomed  the  assembled  companions  and  invited 
them  to  share  in  the  labors  of  the  session. 

The  death  of  Joseph  Kellooo  Wheeler,  Grand  Secretary,  having  occurred  since 
the  last  Convocation  the  Grand  High  Priest  made  the  melancholy  announcement, 
and,  after  reciting  his  Masonic  history,  said  :— 

**  To  an  abler  pen  and  more  eloquent  tongue  I  have  intrusted  the  delivery  of  the 
eulogy  of  this  great  and  good  Mason  and  man.  1  hope  the  Grand  Chapter  will  order 
it  printed  with  the  records  of  this  Convocation  that  what  is  now  '  engraved  on  living 
tablets,  the  hearts  of  all  true  Masons,'  may  spread  abroad  and  handed  down  to 
posterity  as  a  tribute  to  his  memory. 

"  I  suggest  that  suitable  action  be  taken." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  also  reported  the  unosual  death  roll  of  the  national  juris- 
diction, and  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Chapter  tendered  the  sympathy  of  the  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Connecticut  to  the  bereaved  jurisdictions  in  their  loss  of  eminent 
companions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  congratulated  the  Grand  Chapter  upon  the  prosperous 
condition  of  the  jurisdiction  and  the  bright  promise  of  the  immediate  future. 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  Scribe  also  made  detailed  report  of 
their  official  acts. 

A  delegation  of  distinguished  officials,  representing  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New 
York,  were  introduced,  welcomed  and  received  with  Grand  Honors. 

We  quote  from  the  report  of  Comp.  S.  F.  Stidham,  Chairman  of  committee  on 
deceased  companions,  the  following  reference  to  Comp.  Joseph  K.  Wheelbr  :— 

A  Tbibutb  to  the  Mxmobt  or  Jobetb  K.  Whxblbb. 

"The  annnal  report  of  onr  Host  Excellent  High  Priest  officially  recites  the 
various  Masonic  grades  and  positions  of  our  deceased  companion  and  friend.  I  am 
requested  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  supplement  his  report  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
Grand  Secrvtarv  Wbseleb  by  a  short  address  touching  upon  other  matters  than 
bis  well-merited  Masonic  honors* 
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*'  I  very  heartily  accede  to  his  request  and  offer  these  words  in  hearty  tribote  to 
the  memory  of  a  long  honored  companion. 

AS  AK  OFFZOIAL. 

"  The  fatare  Masonic  historian,  who  writes  the  story  of  Masonry  in  Connecticat 
for  the  qoarter-centary,  beginning  with  18C7,  will  need  to  speak  mach  of  Oompanion 
Whbblkb,  for  in  all  the  grades  of  the  York  and  Scotch  Rites  he  has  been  an  important 
factor  in  securing  their  prosperity.  His  life  has  been  interlinked  with  the  progress 
of  the  mystic  rite,  and  much  of  the  success  which  we  rejoice  in  to-day  is  owing  to 
his  wide  knowledge  of  Masonic  practice,  his  familiarity  with  the  Masonic  land- 
marks and  Masonic  history,  and  to  his  cool,  level-headed  executive  ability.  For 
more  than  twenty-five  years  he  has  been  the  center  of  Masonic  influence  in  oar 
State.  As  the  executive  officer  of  the  four  Orand  Bodies  of  the  York  Rite,  Masonry 
centred  and  concentrated  in  his  offioe,  and  a  wise,  sound  and  healthful  inflaence 
radiated  from  it.  His  relation  to  his  brethren,  in  all  the  offices  he  held  was  unvary* 
ingly  courteous,  tolerant  and  self  possessed.  We  bear  witness  to  his  readiness  at 
all  times  to  impart  information  from  his  fnll  and  rich  treasury. 

*'  With  this  brief  tribute  to  the  graceful,  genial  and  thorough  conduct  of  bis 
offices,  I  pass  to  speak  of  him  as  a  man. 

AS  A  VAN. 

**  So  general  a  subdivision  as  this,  covers  all  that  I  might  wish  to  say  of  him  in  the 
many  relations  be  sustained  to  his  fellows,  as  the  head  of  a  family,  as  a  citizen,  as  a 
man  of  business.  It  would  allow  mention  to  be  made  of  his  natural  ability  and  his 
acquired  culture,  of  his  unvarying  good  nature,  of  his  skill  as  a  story  teller,  and  his 
ability  as  an  after-dinner  speaker,  of  his  unblemished  purity  of  life,  and  of  his  devo- 
tion as  a  christian  and  a  church  member. 

"  CompanioDS,  all  that  my  heart  prompts  me  to  say,  you  know  as  well  as  I,  and 
some  of  you  far  better.  If  then  we  pause  to  trace  on  this  page,  words  of  high 
enconium,  of  loving  appreciation  of  the  high,  manly  character  of  Companion 
Whbblib,  it  is  not  what  we  who  knew  him  need  to  be  told,  or  that  our  memories 
need  to  be  refreshed,  but  that  the  printed  page  may  carry  down  to  the  latest  pos- 
terity the  story  of  his  life,  that  future  generations  may  gather  inspiration  at  the 
grave  of  this  upright  man  and  zealous  Mason,  long  after  our  voices  are  silenced ; 
and  keep  perennially  fresh  when  we  are  dust  the  manly,  loving  life  of  this,  as  cour- 
teous and  as  able  a  Craftsman  as  ever  chiseled  an  ashlar,  and  raised  the  courses  of 
the  Temple  to  the  living  God. 

**The  last  month»  of  onr  brother's  life  were  filled  with  suffering,  but  he  volnn- 
teered  no  sad  song  of  bis  pain,  he  plead  for  no  sympathy,  he  simply  carried  his 
burden  in  a  manly  way.  In  his  brightest  hours  he  never  gushed,  so  in  his  gloomiest 
he  had  no  fits  of  melancholy.  While  full  of  sentiment,  he  tnrned  with  disgust  from 
the  pale  sickness  of  sentimentalism,  his  heart  was  too  healthful  to  permit  him  to 
abide  rant  and  bombast,  and  the  niagaras  of  tears  over  pin-sticks  of  pain.  He  had 
cared  for  his  body,  and  he  had  cared  for  his  soul,  and  leaning  on  the  Uod  he  had 
long  loved  and  served,  he  went  to  his  grave  '  not  like  the  quarry-slave,  at  night, 
scoured  in  his  dungeon,'  but  like  the  warrior,  his  duty  done,  he  calmly  laid  him  down 
to  '*  pleasant  dreams.'  " 

**  Yes,  how  hard  it  is  to  part. 
We  have  grown  so  heart  to  heart. 
And  we  shall  miss  you,  dear  old  friends ; 
Still,  we  bid  you  '  go  in  peace.' " 

Thirteen  mourning  pages  are  inserted  in  this  volume  devoted  to  the  memory  of 
deceased  companions. 

Obdbb  of  High  Pbibstbood. 

The  Annuel  Convention  of  anointed  High  Priests  In  the  Jurisdiction  of  Connecti 
cut  met  in  the  city  of  New  Haven,  May  13tb,  1895,~if.*.  E,'.  H.  H.  Ghebn,  Presi- 
dent, M,%  E,\  Charles  W.  Skiff,  Recorder,  and  a  large  attendance  of  members. 

The  Convention  having  been  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

Twelve  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise 
qualified,  having  been  duly  elected,  were  admitted,  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the 
holy  order  of  High  Priesthood. 

Officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  when  Oomp.  Johv  H.  Bablow,  Paat 
Qrand  High  Priest,  reported  as  follows :— 
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"Your  committee  appointed  to  represent  this  convention  at  the  conyention  of 
the  various  Masonic  Jurisdictions  at  Topelca,  in  Angost  last,  present  the  following 
report : 

"  Pursuant  to  call  the  delegates  met  at  Masonic  Temple  in  the  city  of  Topeka, 
Kansas,  August  21, 1895.  Representatives  were  present  ftom  twenty-three  jnrisdic- 
tiotts.  John  W.  Ghambeblin,  of  Ohio,  was  chosen  President,  and  Jacob  T.  Babbok, 
of  South  Carolina,  Secretary. 

'*  After  some  discussion  a  committee  of  Ave  were  appointed  to  report  at  an 
adjourned  meetiog  some  plan  of  procedure  as  to  what,  if  anything,  had  best  be  done 
by  this  convention  for  the  advancement  of  the  order  of  High  Priesthood.  The  con- 
vention then  adjourned  until  the  following  day,  when  the  committee  presented  the 
following  recommendations  which  were  adopted  : — 

**  First—That  it  is  inexpedient  to  organise  a  general  Grand  Convention  of  the 
order  of  High  Priesthood. 

<*  Second—That  with  a  view  to  uniformity  in  nomenclature,  assemblies  of  the 
order  be  designated  as  conventions  of  the  order  of  High  Priesthood,  and  individual 
members  as  anointed  High  Priests  and  addressed  as  Ex-Companions. 

"  Third— That  the  governing  body  of  the  order  be  in  each  Grand  Jurisdiction  a 
Grand  Convention  of  toe  order  of  High  Priesthood. 

"  Fourth— That  all  conventions  adopt  a  formal  oeremony  of  opening  and  closing. 

'*  Fifth— That  with  the  object  of  uniformity  in  work  a  committee  of  three  be 
selected  to  consider  and  formulate  a  ritual  for  the  order,  which  shall  include  the 
formal  ceremonies  of  opening,  conferring  the  order  and  closing  with  suitable  recom- 
mendations as  to  floor  work  and  lectures;  and  such  committee  may,  upon  proper 
application,  furnish  one  copy  of  the  same  to  the  principal  offioial  companion  of  the 
oraer  in  each  of  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  shall  make  a  report  of  all  its 
acts  to  a  convention  of  High  Priests  to  be  bolden  during  or  at  the  next  Triennial 
Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  to  which  convention  the  several  Grand 
Jurisdictions  are  recommended  to  said  representatives. 

"  This  being  the  first  conyention  of  tne  order,  and  representing  so  large  a  num- 
ber of  jurisdictions,  much  interest  was  shown  by  the  freonent  conversation  of  com- 
panions from  the  various  States  in  comparing  notes  of  slight  differences  in  the 
manner  of  conferring  the  order,  and  we  taink  will  be  attended  with  good  results.'' 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  :— 

"  Resolved,  That  an  appropriation  of  $5.00  be  paid  to  the  janitor  of  the  hall. 
"  Reeolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Grand  Convention  meet  at  7  o^elock  p.  ic. 
"  Retobjed,  That  the  E.  T.  and  R.  make  arrangements  for  the  usual  collation  at 
the  close  of  the  next  Annual  Grand  Oonvention.'' 

No  further  business  appearing  the  Grand  Convention  was  closed  in  Ample  Form. 

Comp.  John  H.  Bablow  submits  ''yet  another"  excellent  Report  on  Corres- 

ponde'nce.    Under  California  Comp.  Bablow  does  us  the  honor  of  quoting  some  of 

onr  sayings.    His  review  is  of  the  administration  of  Comp.  Gbitman  as  Grand 

High  Priest,  whose  station  was  filled  by  the  Deputy  Comp.  Ellison  L.  Cbawfobd 

on  account  of  the  serious  illness  of  Comp.  Gbitxan.    Comp.  Cbawfobd  succeeded 

Comp.  Gbitm AM,  and  completed  his  term  as  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  usual  good 

health,  but  in  these  few  brief  months  both  have  "  gone  before  to  that  unknown  and 

silent  shore." 

"  Men  drop  so  fast  'ere  life's  mid  stage  we  tread, 
Few  know  so  many  friends  alive  as  dead." 

Under  Missouri  Comp.  Bablow  writes,  and  we  share  his  opinions.  In  regard  to 
a  Chapter  funeral  service  he  says  :— 

"  The  Grand  Chapter  appointed  a  committee  of  three  to  prepare  a  funeral  service 
for  the  use  of  Chapters.  This,  we  think,  is  unnecessary.  '  At  the  grave  idl  ranks 
are  leveled  and  all  distinctions  done  away.'  The  plain  white  apron  and  the  Lodge 
service  are  most  appropriate  for  such  occasions." 

M.\  E,\  Jambs  R.  Post  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  R,\  E,\  James 
MoCoBMicK  was  elected  Grand  Secretary.  Comp.  John  H.  Bablow,  of  Shelton, 
was  retained  as  Chairman  of  Correspondence. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Hartford  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  May,  1896.

The  Anooal  Convocation  of  the  Orand  Chapter  of  the  District  of  Colombia  was 
held  at  the  Maaonic  Temple,  December  11, 1895,~the  M.;  E.\  Fbahk  L.  Camfbsll, 
Orand  High  Priest,  the  i?.*.  E,\  L.  G.  Stkphbnb,  Grand  Secretary.  Representativea 
of  forty-two  sister  Grand  Chapters  were  In  attendance. 

Com  p.  NoBLB  D.  Lasmbb,  Past  General  Grand  High  Priest,  representing  Califomift, 
and  the  writer  of  this  report  has  the  honor  of  representing  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
District  of  Colombia  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

Ten  chartered  Chapters  were  represented,  and  there  were  In  attendance  fourteen 
Past  Grand  High  Priests,  two  Past  Depoties,  two  Past  Orand  Kings,  and  Past  Grand 
Scribe  Edwin  B.  MaoGrottt. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

In  his  Address  the  Grand  High  Priest  gave  thanks  to  the  Great  Oreator  for  pres- 
ervation and  continoed  blessings.  He  referred  to  the  visits  of  the  Grim  Messenger 
and  the  taking  off  of  loved  and  honored  c6mpanions.  He  referred  to  the  presence 
of  If.*.  E,\  Jacob  H.  Bbomwbxx,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio, 
and  assured  him  a  hearty  and  fraternal  welcome.  He  reported  his  action  in  the 
matter  of  dispensations  granted.  He  thinks  the  time  might  be  shortened  between 
the  presentation  of  petition  from  a  Master  Mason  preceding  a  biJlot,  from  that 
required  of  a  profane  ;  the  presumption  is  that  one  is  worthy,  while  the  other  most 
be  thoroughly  investigated. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  gives  an  eloqoent  report  of  the  visit  of  the  Grand  Officers, 
in  response  to  an  invitation  from  the  M.*.  E.*.  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Holy 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania,  to  join  in  the  celebration  of  their  centennial 
anniversary  on  the  twenty-third  of  November,  1896.  He  reports  having  visited  all 
of  the  Chapters  onder  their  jurisdiction,  and  some  several  tiroes  doring  the  year. 

The  ten  Chapters  have  an  aggregate  membership  of  2,192  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

Comp.  I.  L.  JoBNsov,  fVom  the  Committee  on  Jorisprodence,  to  whom  was 
referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand  High  Priest's  Address  in  relation  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  New  Booth  Wales,  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted  :— 

"  The  Committee  on  Jorispmdence,  to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  New  Sooth  Wales,  asking  for  recognition 
by  this  Grand  Chapter  and  for  an  exchange  of  Grand  Representatives,  respecthilly 
report  that  Haid  Grand  I^dge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  is  a  regular  Masonic  Body, 
with  jnrisdiction  over  the  Mark  Master's  Degree  only,  and  is  withoot  jorisdiction 
over  the  other  degrees  as  conferred  in  oor  American  Chapters.  An  exchange  of 
Grand  Reprefientatives  Implies  that  the  bodies  acorediting  and  receiving  soob  Grand 
Represents tives  are  in  all  respects  eqoal. 

"  The  Mark  Master's  Degree  in  this  ooontry  being  an  inferior  degree,  and  sober- 
dinate  to  the  Royal  Arch,  a  body  whose  Jnrisdiction  is  limited  to  this  sobordinate 
degree  cannot  be  placed  in  all  respects  upon  an  equality  with  a  body  having  juris- 
diction over  degrees  of  a  higher  grade.  The  most  this  Grand  Chapter  can  do  is  to 
recognize  the  Mark  Masters  made  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Mark  Lodge 
of  New  South  Wales  as  regular  Mark  Master  Masons,  and  they  may  be  admitted  into 
our  Chapters  when  open  on  that  degree. 

*'  Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  request  for  exchange  of  Grand 
Representatives  be  fraternally  declined,  but  whenever  a  Jf ark  Master  Mason  hailing 
from  the  jurisdiction  of  New  South  Wales  presents  himself  for  admission  to  any  of 
our  Chapters  when  working  in  the  Mark  Master's  Degree,  he  may  be  admitted  upon 
complying  with  the  usual  Masonic  tests  and  requirements." 

Comp.  1.  L.  Johnson  reported  in  reference  to  a  communication  submitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  relative  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Victoria,  that  no  evi- 
dence had  been  furnished  the  committee  that  said  Grand  Chapter  had  been  legally

organized,  aod  advised  that  no  action  be  taken  by  thii  Grand  Chapter  until  such 
evidence  was  presented. 

The  following  testimonial,  in  honor  of  our  beloved  Past  Grand  High  Priest  John 
Mills  Browne,  speaks  for  itself:— 

"  Com  p.  Matthew  Tbikblb,  from  the  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  J.  Mills  Bsowite  at  the  last  Annual  Convoca- 
tion, submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  the  recommendations 
adopted : 

"Tour  committee,  appointed  to  prepare  auitable  resolutions  of  respect  to  the 
memory  of  Past  Grand  uigh  Priest  John  Mills  Bbowhb,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following : 

"  it*.  E.\  Companion  Bbowhb  was  a  member  of  this  Grand  Chapter  by  virtue  of 
his  honorary  membership  in  Weufiington  Chapter,  No.  2.  His  long  residence  in  this 
jurisdiction,  his  life-long  devotion  to  the  various  bodies  of  Masonry,  his  genial  dis- 
position and  splendid  qualities  of  mind  and  heart,  made  him  always  a  welcome  guest 
at  our  gatherings. 

**  It  is,  therefore,  with  profound  sorrow  at  hia  deoeaae  and  our  sympathy  with  his 
family, 

"  Reaolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Most  Excellent  Companion  John  Mills  Browmx 
this  Grand  Chapter  has  suffered  the  loss  of  an  earnest,  able,  and  conscientioua 
worker  in  the  cause  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

**  /2«so2oed,  That  a  page  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Chapter  be  set  apart, 
on  which  shall  be  inscribed  such  a  testimonial  to  his  memory  as  the  M.*.  E.*.  Grand 
High  Priest  may  deem  appropriate. 

*'  Besohoed,  That  our  sympathy  is  extended  to  his  family,  aud  that  a  copy  of 
these  resolutions  be  furnished  his  widow  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  under  the  seal  of 
the  Grand  Chapter." 

A  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  High  Priests  and  Past  High  Priests  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  was  held  in  the  Tabernacle,  at  Masonic  Temple,  December  30, 
1895,  and  officers  elected  for  the  ensuing  year.  Seven  companions.  High  Priests  of 
their  respective  Chapters,  received  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  January  8, 1896. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  the  veteran  chairman,  Oomp. 
William  R.  Sinolxton,  who  has  reviewed  the  doings  of  thirty-nine  Capitular  Grand 
Bodies,  and  submits  his  comments  upon  the  legislation  had. 

Under  California,  his  review  is  of  the  administration  of  Grand  High  Priest  Elli- 
son L.  Cbawfobd,  since  passed  to  eternal  rest  He  quotes  from  the  address  of  our 
lamented  companion,  and  approves  his  rulings. 

Of  our  beloved  companion,  John  M.  Brownb,  he  says:— 

"  This  writer  made  his  acquaintance  first  when  he  was  an  Assistant  Surgeon  at 
the  Navy  Hospital  at  Portsmouth.  Virginia.  Upon  his  removal  from  California  to 
Washington,  he  was  greatly  pleased  to  meet  with  him  at  General  Pixx^s,  and 
renewed  the  social  intercourse  as  well  as  Masonic." 

Under  Delaware,  in  answer  to  Comp.  Habuson,  who  has  said  that  "an  objection 
is  equivalent  to  a  blackball,"  Comp.  Sinolbton  clearly  and  forcibly  corrects  the 
assertion.    He  says  -,— 

"  In  this  Comp.  Harbison  is  laboring  under  a  mistake.  A  very  large  number  do 
not  say  this.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  many  vears  since,  settled  this 
question  :  That  if  reasons  for  the  objections  are  assigned,  they  should  be  examined 
by  a  committee,  and  the  Body,  upon  a  review,  should  determine  the  question. 

'*  Many  Grand  Bodies,  both  Lodges  and  Chapters,  have  adopted  the  rule  of  the 
District  of  Columbia— that  one  degree  given  to  a  candidate  makes  him  a  Mason  of 
that  Body,  and,  therefore,  entitled  to  Masonic  Justice,  and  an  objector  to  his 
advancement  must  give  his  reasons,  and  they  are  subject  to  a  review  by  a  committee, 
and  should  be  voted  on  by  the  Body. 

"  In  the  case  of  a  profane  elected  to  receive  the  degrees  it  is  different.  We  are 
under  no  obligations  to  him  as  yet,  and,  therefore,  an  objection  is  as  an  unfavorable 
ballot ;  but  once  a  Mason,  then  Justice  to  him  and  equity  to  the  Lodge  demands  the 
reasons  why  he  can  not  advance,  and  why  the  Lodge  should  be  deprived  of  his 
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services,  and,  perhapa,  good  Inflaencei  for  Hasoory.  A  bad  man  can  keep  oot  of 
Masonry  many  and  many  a  good  man  by  nnvorthy  objections,  and  hence  it  is  a 
good  rale  to  demand  his  reasons  as  against  a  Mason. 

If.'.  E.',  Thsodobb  G.  DbMoll  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R.\  K\  Lswis 
6.  Stkphbks  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  Comp. 
William  B.  Singleton,  Masonic  Temple,  Washington,  D.  0. 

The  next  Annual  Oonyocation  will  be  held  December  9, 1896.

The  Grand  Stewards  of  the  year,  many  Past  Grand  Stewarda, 
with  many  present  and  Past  Provincial  Grand  Officers,  and  the  Worshipful  MjMters, 
Past  Masters,  Wardens,  and  Overseers  of  many  private  Lodges,  were  present 

Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form.

Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Officers  and  Mem- 
bers,  in  Special  Grand  Lodge  assembled,  beg  most  respectfully  to  offer  to  your 
Royal  Highness,  as  our  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Msster.  oor  warmest  and  most  sin- 
cere congratulations  on  the  birth  of  a  son  and  heir  to  His  Boyal  Highness  the  Doke 
of  York,  your  Royal  Highnesses  son,  and  to  express,  on  behalf  of  every  Mark  Mason, 
the  joy  and  gladness  caused  by  this  most  auspicious  event. 

*'  It  is  the  heartfelt  prayer  of  every  member  of  our  Order  that  the  Great  Over- 
seer of  the  Universe  may  pour  down  every  blessing  on  the  Infant  Prince  and  on 
every  member  of  your  Roval  Family,  grant  that  your  Royal  Highness  may  long  con- 
tinue in  health  and  strength  to  preside  over  us." 


Quarterly  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  were  held 
September  ith  and  December  4tb,  1894,  and  March  6th  and  Jone  4th,  1895,->the 
M,\  W.\  Right  Hon.  Earl  op  Euston,  presiding. 

The  General  Board  reported  the  collection  of  £1894  at'  the  twenty  sixth  Annual 
Festival  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mark  Benevolent  Fund. 

At  the  second  Quarterly  warrants  were  granted  for  four  new  Lodges,  and  much 
financial  business  transacted.  Before  closing,  the  Pro.  Grand  Master  addressed  the 
brethren,  as  follows  :— 

*'  Brethren,  we  have  met  here,  for  the  last  time  in  the  current  year,  to  transact 
the  business  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  think  if  we  look  back  on  this  year  we  shall  see 
that  the  Mark  Degree  has  flourished  and  prospered.  I  therefore  take  this  opportn- 
nity  of  thanking  evarv  brother  of  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Mark  Degree j  for  working  for- 
ward the  degree  to  the  point  to  which  it  has  attained.    The  degree  has  proapered. 
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and  therefore  I  tbank  those  in  office  and  out  of  it  for  their  great  services.  On 
behalf  of  His  Royal  Highness,  the  Grand  Master,  I  thank  700  most  thoroughly  for 
your  services.  I  hope,  as  the  season  is  coming  on,  yon  will  have  a  Joyous  time — 
have  a  Merry  Christmas,  and  a  Happy  and  prosperons  New  Tear.-' 

At  the  third  Qnarterly,  held  March  5, 1895,  the  Pro.  Grand  Master,  presiding,  his 
Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  was  re-elected  Grand  Msster  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Mssons  of  Englsnd  and  Wales. 

At  the  fourth  Quarterly,  held  June  4, 1896,  full  financial  reports  were  rendered, 
showing  receipts  for  the  year  ending  March  30, 1895,  to  be  £3113.15.9 ;  expenditure, 
£2611.2.10.    Balance  in  bank,  £401.7.11. 

Fund  of  Benevolence,  as  per  balance  sheet  of  March  90, 1895,  investments  on 
deposit,  £15.643.2.2. 

The  twenty-eighth  Annual  Festival  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mark  Benevolent  Fund 
will  be  held  in  July,  1896,  under  the  chairmanship  of  B.:  W,\  0.  L.  Masox,  Pro. 
G.  M.  for  West  Yorkshire. 

The  Fund  is  divided  into  the  Benevolent,  Educational,  and  Annuity  Branches 
and  all  donations  and  subscriptions  are  apportioned  equally  between  these  three 
objects. 

FliOBIDA. 

The  forty-ninth  Annnal  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Florida  was  held  in 
the  city  of  Jacksonville  May  14, 1895,— if.*.  K\  William  M.  MoIntosh,  Grand  High 
Priest;  R,\  £•.  William  A.  McLkav,  Grand  Secretary.  Twelve  Chapters  were 
represented.  There  were  present  four  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  Represent- 
atives  of  sixteen  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  In  Ample  Form,  with  appropriate  ceremonies 
conducted  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  when  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annnal 
Address. 

He  cordially  welcomed  the  companions,  urged  them  to  rekindle  their  fervency 
and  zeal  in  the  interests  of  Capitular  Masonry,  to  the  end  that  laws  should  be 
enacted  adding  to  the  future  prosperity  of  Boyal  Arch  Masonry  in  Florida. 

He  announced  the  deaths  of  many  eminent  oompanions— the  Grand  High  Priests 
of  Indiana  and  New  Brunswick,  the  Past  Grand  High  Priests  of  Delaware,  Illinois, 
South  Dakota  and  Tennessee,  and  Past  Grand  King  of  Oregon,  and  paid  to  their 
memories  a  sincere  tribute  of  fraternal  regard. 

His  decisions  were  few,  and  were  affirmed  without  question.  He  granted  the 
restoration  of  a  forfeited  charter,  "because  the  companions  were  zealous  in  the 
cause  and  gave  promise  of  usefulness  and  prosperity." 

The  receipts  for  the  year  were  $780,  and  the  expenditures  $646.64. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Ehos  Wasoats, 
fraternally  greeting  the  Grand  Chapter  upon  its  forty^ninth  assembly,  and  reporting 
his  visit  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maine  and  the  cordial  reception  he  received  from 
that  Grand  Chapter,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  respond,  which  he  did  in 
his  usual  happy  manner. 

The  Grand  Chapter 

*'  Resolvedf  That  as  the  next  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  occur- 
ring in  1896.  completes  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  Order  in 
the  State  of  Florida,  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  soitable  ceremonies  and 
make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  celebration  of  the  semi-centennial  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Florida." 

The  memorial  page  contains  the  names  of  eleven  companions  of  their  own  kin- 
dred and  brethren  who  rested  from  their  labors  during  the  year  1894. 
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Florida  has  enrolled  nineteen  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  694  Boyal  Arch 
Masons. 

The  High  Priests  of  the  jarisdiction  of  Florida  met  in  Annual  Oonvention  May  15, 
1895,— If.*.  E.'.  Irving  B.  Wbbstks,  Vice-President,  presiding.  Seven  companions. 
High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  otherwise  qualified ,  having  been 
elected,  were  received,  anointed,  and  conseonted  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 
After  the  election  of  officers  the  Convention  closed. 

M.\  E,\  John  H.  dTEPHSiis  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  B.\  E.\  William 
A.  McLean  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Oonvocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Jacksonville  the  second 
Tuesday  in  May,  1896. 

No  Report  on  Correspondence, 

GBOBGIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Georgia  held  its  seventy-third  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Macon  April  24th,  1895,— the  M.\  K;  Jamxs  W.  Taylob.  Grand  High  Priest 
Ji»\  £.*.  Andbxw  M.  WouHnr,  Grand  Secretary.  Georgia  has  enrolled  ninety 
Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  3,073  Royal  Arch  Masons.  Eighty-eight  Chaptera 
were  represented. 

Two  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present  with  a  Past  Deputy  and  a  Past 
Grand  Scribe,  also  the  Representatives  of  twenty  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions, 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  reverend 
companion  and  Grand  Chaplain  WHrrBPORD  S.  Ramsay. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  commencing  his  Address  gave  thanks  to  God  for  being 
permitted  to  assemble  in  their  seventy-third  Annual  Convocation,  and  welcomed 
his  associates  to  the  duties  of  the  session.  After  commenting  upon  the  prosperity 
and  progress  of  the  jurisdiction  he,  with  much  feeling,  reported  the  death  of  Comp. 
Walter  T.  HcAbthur  "  as  one  who  possessed  all  the  qualities  that  go  to  make  np 
a  man  and  Mason." 

He  referred  to  the  loss  of  illustrious  companions  by  sister  Jurisdictions  and  said : 
"We  deeply  sympathize  with  these  sister  jurisdictions  in  their  sad  bereavement. 
We  greatly  feel  the  loss,  for  when  snch  lights  in  Masonry  go  out  society  suffers  and 
the  grand  old  Order  monies."

It  eUao  resolvedt  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Grand  Treasurer  to 
pay  to  any  member  his  mileage  or  per  diem,  at  any  Convocation,  until  the  close  of 
the  same. 

The  Gkand  Chapter  gave  token  of  their  appreciation  of  the  nine  years  service  of 
.Grand  High  Priest,  James  W.  Taylor,  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  :— 

"  Whbbbas.  Our  Most  Excellent  Companion,  Jambs  W.  Taylor,  accepted  the

That  in  retiring  from  the  hi£[h  and  exalted  position 
which  he  has  for  so  many  years  so  ably  filled,  he  carries  with  him  the  love  and 
respect  as  well  as  the  most  earnest  wishes'of  his  companions  for  his  fature  welfare, 
prosperity  and  happiness.''

The  Oouncil  of  High  Priests  for  the  Btate  of  Georgia  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Macon  April  24tb,  1895,^lf.*.  E.'.  Wm.  Abbam  Lovb,  Vice  President,  presiding, 
M,'.  K',  Akdrvw  If.  WoLiHiN,  Becorder. 

Convention  opened  in  Doe  Form. 

Ten  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  having  the 
necessary  qaalification  were  received,  anointed  and  oonsec rated  to  the  Order  of 
High  Priesthood. 

The  President  and  Vice  President  were  authorised  to  prepare  a  ritual  and  fur- 
nish each  officer  of  the  Council  with  one  copy  of  the  same.  Why  not  publish  it  in 
the  "  Masonic  Herald  ?  " 

After  the  election  of  officers  the  Council  closed. 

The  Beport  on  Correspondence  is  by  Bev'd  Comp.  Whitkfobd  S.  Bamsay,  who 
reviews  thirty  six  Grand  Boyal  Arch  Bodies  in  a  thorooghly  ablo  and  dignified 
manner.  His  review  of  California  is  for  the  administration  of  Comp.  Gbithan,  and 
on  account  of  his  illness,  presided  over  by  Comp.  Ellison  L.  Cbawpobd— only  a 
few  brief  months  and,  yet,  both  have  passed  away.  We  shall  miss  them  in  our 
assemblies,  in  committee  room  and  around  the  altar,  bat  we  shall  meet  again. 

"  Shall  man  alone  for  whom  all  else  revives 
No  resurrection  know  ?  Shall  man  alone. 
Imperial  man !  be  soon  in  barren  ground. 
Leas  privileged  than  grain,  on  which  he  feeds?*' 

Our  companions  have  reached  the  end  of  life;  the  brittle  thread  has  been 
severed,  and  their  liberated  spirits  have  winged  their  flight  to  the  unknown  world 
and  returned  to  God  who  gave  them.  Peace  to  their  memories.  Comp.  Bamsay 
finds  but  little  to  comment  on  in  our  proceedings;  in  fact  there  is  nothing  out  of  the 
bnsiness  routine  to  attract  the  notice  of  the  correspondent.  The  compliment  to  the 
writer,  however,  is  appreciated  all  the  same.  While  in  New  York  city  on  our 
return  from  Boston  last  month  we  met  a  gentleman  who  seemed  to  be  attracted  by 
our  '<  grizsly  badge,'-  and  guessed  we  were  from  California.  We  confessed,  and  he 
enquired  if  we  had  any  knowledge  of  our  Doctor  Hknrt  S.  Orue.  We  plead  guilty 
to  that  specification  also.  The  gentleman  introduced  himself  as  Doctor  Samuel 
HopB  of  Atlanta,  and  we  had  a  pleasant  chat  about  Obxe,  Boston  and  Georgia. 
The  doctor  wanted  a  California  badge,  which  we  promised  to  forward  on  our  arrival 
home.  We  did  not  meet  Psst  Grand  Master  Obmb  until  the  recent  session  of  our  Grand 
Lodge,  when  he,  upon  being  informed  of  our  promise,  insisted  upon  supplying  the 
badge  for  Sir  Samuel,  and  which  we  forwarded  to  his  address,  Atlanta.  So  much  for 
a  pleasant  interview  with  a  Georgia  doctor,  and  all  on  account  of  a  Grizzly  badge. 

Under  District  of  Columbia  Comp.  Bamsay  writes  of  our  good  companion  and 
much  loved  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  High  Priest  John  Mills  Browkb:— 

**  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Geokob  H.  Walkeb,  dwells  at  length 
in  his  Annual  Address  on  the  great  loss  the  Craft  has  sustained  in  the  death  of 
Most  Excellent  Companion  John  Mills  Bbowmb.  Dr.  Bkownb  bad  a  national  repu- 
tation and  distinguished  himself  as  surgeon  in  the  Navy  until  he  was  promoted  to 
the  high  rank  of  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  Navy.    His  many  excellent 
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"Id  compliance  with  a  resolation  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  adopted  at  the  Annoal 
OoDvocatioD  in  1894,  this  Bession  will  he  called  from  lahor  to  refresiiment  at  2  o'clock 
p.  M.,  in  order  that  the  afternoon  and  evening  may  he  devoted  to  the  anoiottng  of 
High  PrieBta  by  the  Grand  Ooancil  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

**  It  IB  hoped  to  make  this  Convention  of  High  Priests  more  interesting  than 
any  that  have  been  held  heretofore,  and  that,  in  addition  to  the  anointing  of 
High  Priests  and  devising  means  toward  increasing  the  nsefolncss  of  this  Order,  a 
reunion  or  love  feast  of  the  Patriarchs  will  be  celebrated  and  the  incidents  and  cere- 
monies of  <ye  olden  tyme '  will  be  retold  by  soch  veterans  as  Coraps.  R.  C.  Cabrbn, 
Asa  W.  Blakislet,  John  M.  Pbabson,  S.  0.  Yauohn,  Wilby  M.  Eoak,  Loyal  L. 
Mdnn,  Gen.  J.  C.  Smith,  and  others  who  were  among  the  first  in  onr  Grand  Jnris- 
dioiion  to  he  anointed  Efigh  Priests  after  the  fashion  in  which  Moses  anointed  Aaron 
and  his  sons  in  the  Land  of  Israel. 

"  It  is  hoped  and  expected  that  the  officers  and  representatives  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  who  have  been  anointed,  will  attend  this  convention  in  a  body. 

"  The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  is  honorarinm,  and  is  conferred  only  npon  High 
Priests  of  Royal  Arch  Chapters.  There  is  no  order  or  degree  of  Masonry  that  can 
be  traced  so  saccessfnlly  to  the  sonroe  ft-om  which  it  came,  as  this  order.  It  is 
purely  American  and  was  iutrodnced  as  a  part  of  the  ceremony  incident  to  the 
installation  of  High  Priests  about  a  century  ago. 

"The  ceremonies  are  most  interesting  and  impressive,  and  founded  upon  the  his- 
torical meeting  of  Abbaham  and  Mblchizkdbk,  Priest  of  the  Most  High  God,  and 
the  anointing  of  Aabon  and  his  sons  to  the  Priesthood. 

*<  Since  the  founding  of  the  Order  it  has  grown  so  popular  that  independent 
Grand  Oounciia  have  been  organised  in  the  jurisdiction  of  nearly  every  Grand  Chap- 
ter in  the  United  SUtes. 

"A  Convention  of  the  Presidents  and  representatives  of  the  varions  State  Coun- 
cils was  held  in  Topeka,  Kansas,  during  the  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  in  1894.  Representatives  were  present  from  nearly  every  State  in  the 
Union,  and  all  were  enthusiastic  in  their  atuohments  to  the  Order. 

"  The  present  Grand  Council  of  High  Priests  of  Illinois  was  organized  September 
27,  1855.  M.\  E.\  Comp.  Levi  Lusk  was  the  first  President,  serving  until  1861, 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  M,\  K\  Comp.  M.  J.  Notes,  who  served  until  1867,  at 
which  time  M,:  E.\  Comp.  L.  fj.  Munn  was  elected,  and  has  served  continuously 
until  the  present  time." 

The  late  Dr.  Mackey,  Past  M.\  E.\  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  says  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  in  his  encyclopedia  of  Free 
Masonry :  "  The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  has  in  it  more  of  the  elements  of  sub- 
limity and  impressivenesB,  and  is  more  scripturally  and  Masonically  appropriate  for 
that  which  it  was  intended  than  any  other  order  or  degree  in  Masonry,"  and  the 
committee  on  doings  of  Grand  Officers  concurred  in  his  opinions. 

The  Committee  on  Obituaries  made  an  impressive  and  eloquent  report,  closing 
with  the  following  sentiment  :— 

"  To  the  families  and  friends  of  our  departed  companions  this  Grand  Chapter 
tenders  its  fraternal  sympathy  and  bids  them  follow  that  peacefhl  light  from  heaven, 
which  leads  to  that  realm  of  rest,  that  peaceful  abode  where  sorrow  and  death  can- 
not enter.'' 

The  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  the  Illinois 
Masonic  Orphans  Home.  ^ 

M,'.  K\  Comp.  Joseph  E.  Dyas,  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  was  introduced  and  welcomed  by  the  Grand 
High  Priest  and  saluted  with  the  Grand  Honors. 

"  E,\  Comp.  John  C.  Smith,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Egypt,  spoke  of  his  late 
voyage  around  the  world  and  his  very  pleasant  reception  in  '  Chapter  Zoroaster  ' 
at  Bombay,  India.  He  read  an  invitation  from  the  Most  Excellent  Principald  and 
Oompanions  of  said  Chapter,  inviting  the  '  Grand  High  Priests,  officers  and  mem- 
*>«"  of  *je  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  SUte  of  Illinois '  to  attend  a  banquet 
of  the  Chapter.  The  inviution  was  received  and  the  Grand  Secretary  directed  to 
acknowledge  the  same." 
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Obdkb  of  High  Pbuhthood. 

The  OraDd  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  of  the  State  of  Illiooia  con- 
vened in  the  city  of  Ohicago,  October  24th,  at  2:80  p.  x., — if.*.  £.*•  Gomp.  Lotal 
L.  MuNN,  President,  M,\  E,\  Gomp.  Jamis  A.  Hawlst,  Recorder,  and  a  large 
attendance  of  anointed  High  Priests. 

Sixty-seven  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  other- 
wise qaalified,  having  been  elected,  were  admitted,  anointed,  consecrated  and  aet 
apart  to  the  Order  ot  High  Priesthood. 

The  report  of  the  Recorder  and  Treasurer  were  received  and  approved ;  an 
election  was  held  and  ofBoers  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Immediately  upon  the  adjournment  of  the  Council,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
resolution  of  the  last  year,  the  companions  proceeded  to  the  Sherman  Honse  to  par- 
take of  a  dinner  and  hear  the  address  on  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  by  M,\  E.\ 
Companion  Gen.  Johh  0.  Smith  the  Vice  President  of  the  Council. 

*'  The  dinner  was  an  excellent  one,  only  such  as  the  host,  Mr.  Pihscb,  and  his 
sons,  know  how  to  provide,  and  for  which  they  were  highly  complimented.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  companions  were  present  and  participated. 

"  M.\  E.\  Companion  Loyal  L.  Munv,  President  of  the  Council,  presided,  and  in 
his  pleasant,  unique  way  made  the  members  feel  at  ease.  The  sentiments  proposed 
by  the  President  and  responses  by  the  companions,  as  follows,  were  appropriate, 
instructive  and  eloquent : 

"The  first  sentiment  proposed  was  'the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,'  responded  to 
by  Companion  Lrbot  A.  Goddard.  M.\  W*\  Past  Grand  Master.  The  next  was 
*  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Illinois  "  and  response  by  Companion  William 
L.  MiLLiQAN.  M,\  E.'.  Grand  High  Priest.  This  was  followed  with  *  the  Grand 
Commandery  Knights  Templar  of  Illinois/  and  the  response  was  by  Companion 
Henbt  H.  Montoomxrt,  J?.*.  E.\  Past  Grand  Commander.'' 

Addresses  were  delivered  by  President  Lotal  L.  Munk,  Past  Grand  Maater 
Lbkot  a.  Goddabd,  Grand  High  Priest  Wx.  L.  Millioav,  Grand  Commander  H.  H. 
MoNTOoxBBT  and  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Commander  Gen.  Josv  C. 
Shith.  Comp.  Gen.  Smith  made  a  most  interesting  address  upon  the  history  of  the 
Order,  and  from  personal  experience  gave  the  companions  an  excellent  deacription 
of  the  localities  named  in  the  holy  writings  and  referred  to  in  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood^the  city  of  Hebron,  the  groves  of  Mamre.  The  hills  and  pools  named 
in  connection  with  the  Order  furnish  most  satisfactory  information  to  those  inter 
ested  in  the  system  of  Capitular  Masonry,  and  especially  to  High  Priests  of  Chap- 
ters. The  following  few  words  from  his  address  relate  an  interesting  incident  in 
connection  with  the  evenings  entertainment : — 

*'  We  dined  with  a  Jewish  family  dowu  in  the  valley,  and  fk'om  that  family  we 
succeeded  in  getting  a  bottle  of  wine  made  from  the  grapes  of  ESshcol.  and  a  botUe 
of  olive  oil  made  from  the  olives  of  Hebron,  which  we  safely  brought  home  with  as, 
and  the  same  is  that  which  you  have  this  day  been  anointed  and  consecrated." 

The  Report  on  Correpondence  is  by  the  veteran.  Companion  Mr.  K\  John  M. 
Pkakson,  and  is  a  review  of  forty-five  Grand  Royal  Arch  Bodies.  He  says  he  har* 
ried  it  up  *'  because  he  wanted  to  go  to  Boston."  Oomp.  Pkakson  compliments 
Comp.  Bbldbn  of  Arizona  on  his  excellent  report,  and  agrees  with  him  in  his  con- 
clusions in  regard  to  the  propriety  of  abolishing  the  Past  Master's  degree.  Comp. 
BELDBN^had  written:  **Let  it  be  studied  more  and  slighted  less,  and  our  worthy 
companions  will  soon  cherish  and  respect  it.  Let  every  High  Priest  preserve  the 
dignity  of  the  chair  and  this  discussion  will  cease;'*  to  all  of  which  we  are  agreed. 

Under  California  he  reports  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Ellisoh  L. 
Crawford,  having  been  informed  thereof  by  their  representative,  near  our  Grand 
Chapter,  Comp.  Fbaitklin  H.  Dat.  Of  our  lamented  Comp.  Cbawford  Comp. 
PXABSON  says :— 
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"A  good,  conscientioaB  man  and  Haaon,  who  filled  his  oflleial  station  with  satis- 
faction to  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter ;  "his  closing?  words,  which  we  give 
below,  must  have  an  increased  tone  of  sadness  for  oar  companions  of  Oalifornia." 

Comp.  Pkarson  quotes  from  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  com- 
mends his  faithful  discharge  of  his  olflcial  duties.  He  also  gives  his  emphatic  en- 
dorsement to  the  recommendations  of  Grand  High  Priest  Crawpobd  in  relation  to 
the  violation  of  General  Regulation  21,  and  the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  its 
efforts  to  prevent  the  swindling  of  our  kindred  and  brethren ^j  the  wholesaling, 
retailing  or  peddling  of  bogus  degree. 

Jf.*.  JEl*.  Geo.  M.  Moulton  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  R.'.  B,\  Gil  W. 
Babnajid  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Correspondent,  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
John  M.  Psabson,  Godfrey,  Madison  County. 

The  next  (forty-seventh  Annual  Convocation)  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Chicago 
October  29th,  1896. 

INDIANA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  held  its  fiftieth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city  of 
Indianapolis  October  23,  1895,^1?.'.  E.\  Hbnbt  W.  Mordhuhst,  Acting  Grand  High 
Priest;  B,\  K'.  William  H.  Smyths,  Grand  Secretary.  Eighty-five  of  the  ninety 
chartered  Chapters  were  represented.  There  were  present  thirteen  Past  Grand  High 
Priests,  and  the  Representatives  of  thirty-three  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Edward  Coleman  represents  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indi- 
ana near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

This  semi-centennial  volume  is  a  magnificent  book^a  splendid  record  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Indian a*s  fifty  years  of  service.  On  its  opening  pages  appears  the 
portraits  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  Grand  Secretary,  while  within  its  covers 
are  found  the  portraits  of  the  thirty-six  Past  Grand  High  Priests  who  have  repre- 
sented ita  executive  authority  since  its  formation  in  1845. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
lain. 

The  Acting  Grand  High  Priest  opened  his  Address  with  this  sad  announcement. 
He  said  :» 

*'  We  meet  at  this,  the  fiftieth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  with  the 
Chair  of  our  Grand  High  Priest  again  draped  in  mourning.  For  the  second  time 
within  two  years  has  death  visited  us  to  call  hence  the  chief  officer  of  the  Royal  Craft 
in  Indiana. 

"  On  the  morning  of  October  27th,  one  week  after  my  return  home  firom  Grand 
Chapter,  I  received  this  telegram  from  the  Grand  Secretary :  *  Grand  High  Priest 
Mahvino  is  dead.  What  are  your  orders?'  1  trust  that  in  acknowledging  that  for 
the  moment  I  was  unnerved,  I  shall  not  have  confessed  to  an  unmanly  act  Comp. 
MANKure  had  been  my  friend  for  many  years,  and  his,  to  me,  unexpected  death  was 
indeed  a  great  shock.  After  directing  Comp.  Smtthb  to  endeavor  to  notify  all 
Chapters  in  time  for  the  funeral,  I  took  the  first  train  for  Michigan  City,  and  there 
remained  until  all  that  was  mortal  of  our  Grand  High  Priest  had  been,  by  loving 
hands,  tenderly  committed  to  the  earth.'' 

Comp.  Makhiho's  death  was  sudden,  having  been  stricken  with  apoplexy  while 
seated  in  the  cars  waiting  to  be  conveyed  to  St.  Joseph.  His  memory  is  honored 
wherever  he  was  known,  for  his  record  among  Masons  was  that  of  a  large  hearted, 
broad  minded,  liberal  and  faithful  Companion. 

The  eminent  dead  of  sister  jurisdictions  were  also  reported  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest,  and  sympathetic  tribute  extended  to  the  families  and  friends  of  the  Compan- 
ions called  hence. 

No  decisions  of  importance  were  reported. 

We  note  the  following  recommendation :— 
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"  Formerly  it  wag  impossible  to  place  the  pictares  of  oar  Grand  High  Priests  io 
the  proceediDgs  without  a  vast  outlay  of  money  for  steel  engravings.  With  the  great 
advancement  made  of  late  years  in  the  printers'  art,  the  cost  of  a  very  good  likeneas 
has  been  redaced  to  a  nominal  sam.  The  desirability  of  perpetuating  the  featores  of 
those  who  have  presided  over  the  Graft  cannot  well  be  gainsaid.  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  prints  from  time  to  time,  such  of  the 
pictures  of  our  Past  Grand  High  Priests  as  have  not  as  yet  appeared  in  our  proceed- 
mgs  and  until  all  shall  have  been  published." 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  Report  we  learn  that  the  receipts  for  the  year  were 
$2,844.42 ;  disbarsements,  same  period,  $4,678.40,  and  a  balance  remains  in  Grand 
Treasury  of  $3,602.99. 

The  ninety  chartered  Chapters  have  a  membership  of  6,479. 

The  Oommittee  on  Semi-Centennial  presented  the  following  report  :—

To  the  Grand  Chapter,  RoytU  Arch  Ma$ons  of  Indtiana  ;— 

**  OoMPAMiONS :  Your  Committee  on  Arrangements  for  8emi<GentenniaI  Celebration 
appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Convocation  to  prepare  for  a  banquet  and  appropriate 
ceremonies  whereby  to  celebrate  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  organisation  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  begs  to  report  that  the  duties  assigned  it  have  been  performed.  As 
most  of  the  members  of  this  Grand  Body  were  present  at  the  observance  of  this 
auspicious  occasion,  and  a  full  report  of  the  festivities  will,  in  all  probability,  appear 
with  the  Grand  Chapter  proceedings,  we  think  it  unnecessary  to  render  a  detailed 
account  of  the  same. 

**  The  committee  herewith  presents  a  bill  of  expenses  incurred,  the  sum  total  of 
which  amounts  to  $347.36,  and  requests  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Claims— which  was  so  ordered." 

Section  3,  of  Article  VII,  of  the  Oonstitution,  was  amended,  by  the  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  to  read  as  follows,  to  wit.— 

*'  Sec.  3.  Every  Ohapter  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April,  annually,  pay 
to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Ohapter.  such  sums  for  exaltation 
and  annual  dues  of  members  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  fixed  upon  by  the  Grand 
Chapter.  Provided,  that  each  Chapter  has  the  right  to  remit  the  dues  of  any  mem- 
ber of  such  Ohapter  who  may  be  in  *  indigent  circumstances,'  and  unable  to  pay  the 
same,  in  which  case  such  Chapter  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  dues  for  such  indigent 
companion  to  the  Grand  Ohapter." 

The  Comraitten  on  Necrology  made  an  eloquent  report  devoted  to  the  memory  of 
Comp,  Joseph  A.  Manning,  in  which  they  say  :— 

"  Tonr  committee  can  pay  no  higher  tribute  to  the  memory  of  him  whom  all 
delighted  to  honor,  than  that  he  was  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  all  those  words  imply." 

The  Grand  Ohapter 

*'  ReBolced,  That  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Thomas  B.  Loho,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
appointed  Historian  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  that  h^  be  authorised  to  complete 
the  history  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Indiana,  began  in  his  admirable  address  at  the 
recent  assembly,  together  with  such  biographical  sketches  and  incidents  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Fraternity  in  this  State  as  may  be  appropriate  to  a  work  of  this  kind, 
and  that  he  be  allowed  all  necessary  expenses,  to  be  audited  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer." 

"  Ordib  of  High  Pbibsthood." 

The  Council  of  High  Priests  of  Indiana  met  in  Masonic  Temple,  Indianapolis, 
October  22d,  1895,— If.*.  B,'.  Alkxaxdkr  Thomas,  President ;  Comp.  Mabtin  H. 
Rice,  Recorder,  and  a  large  number  of  members. 

The  Council  was  opened  with  solemn  prayer.  Twenty-two  companions,  High 
Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise  qualified,  having  been  eleoted, 
were  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the  Holy  Order  of  High  Priesthood  in  Solemn 
Form. 
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A  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  and  report  apon  the  aad  loss  the  Council 
had  saatained  in  the  death  of  Oomp.  Josbph  Albbrt  Manning,  the  Master  ot  Cere* 
monies  of  this  Council  and  late  Ghrand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana. 
The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  Ooanoil  held  an  election  of  oi&cers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  closed  in  Solemn 
Form. 

"  Celbbration  op  thb  Pivtikth  Anniysrsabt." 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  assembled  in  the  Temple,  October  22d.  at  7:30  p.m., 
for  the  purpose  of  observing  in  a  fitting  manner  their  Semi-Centennial  Anniversary. 
The  Grand  Officers  were  present,  the  Acting  Grand  High  Priest,  B,\  £*.  Hbnrt 
W.  MoBDHUBST.  presiding.  The  Representatives  of  fifty-five  Chapters  were  present. 
Twelve  Past  Ghrand  High  Priests  joined  in  the  ceremonies.  Among  the  visitors,  the 
representative  Masons  of  the  State  were  present  in  large  numbers;  the  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  in  Indiana,  the  Deputy  of  the  Supreme  Council  uf  the  Scottish  Rite, 
the  Grand  Oommander  of  Knights  Templar,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council 
of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  with  many  Past  Gi|uid  Officers  and  Dignitaries  of  all 
the  departments  of  Freemasonry ;  the  Mayor  of  Indianapolis,  and  many  eminent 
citizens  from  various  parts  of  Indiana  and  neighboring  States. 

The  call  to  order  was  made  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  who  introduced  the  Grand 
Chaplain,  and  after  prayer  and  music,  the  Orator  of  the  occasion,  Past  Ghrand  High 
Priest  Thomas  B.  Long,  was  presented,  who  submitted  "  a  history  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  the  Sute  uf  Indiana  before  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  in  December,.1846." 

In  his  introduction,  Oomp.  Long  said  :— 

«*  In  accepting  an  invitation  from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Indiana  to  prepare  an  historical  paper  to  be  read  at  the  Celebration  of  the  Semi- 
centennial Anniversary  of  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Body,  a  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  proper  Masonic  period  to  be  embraced  in  that  composition  resulted  in  the 
choice  of  the  era  of  the  introduction  and  progress  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  State 

frior  to  the  time  of  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  on  December  25, 
846.  The  fundamental  sources  of  the  history  of  the  Grand  Chapter  are  beyond  all 
probable  danger  of  loss  or  destruction,  since  they  exist  in  multiplied  forms,  not  only 
within  the  limits  of  the  btate,  but  are  also  widely  dispersed  throughout  Uie  country 
in  numerous  complete  sets  of  the  printed  proceedings  ot  that  Grand  Body  ;  but  that 
is  not  the  case  as  to  the  introduction  and  early  annals  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  Indiana. 
Bo  far  as  existing  records  are  concerned  (and  there  only  have  these  valuable  data 
been  at  all  preserved),  the  Capitular  Annals  of  this  period  are  found  in  but  four  locali- 
ties of  our  State,  namely:  Madison  .Vincennes,  Logansport  and  Richmond.  The  records 
of  the  early  Chapters  then  established  are  liable  to  destruction  in  part  or  entirely  at 
almost  any  moment.  Besides  this  as  history,  no  one  of  them  is  complete  withoat  the 
additional  light  that  must  come  from  the  others.  The  student  of  the  records  of  one  of 
these  bodies  cannot  ascertain  the  contemporaneous  transactions  of  all  or  any  of  the 
others  without  a  considerable  expenditure  of  time  and  means ;  and  it  may  be  long, 
indeed,  before  another  companion  may  take  the  troable,in  these  busy  days  of  a  busy 
world,  again  to  collect  into  one  possesion  the  highly  interesting  transactions  of  these 
four  old  chapters.  The  history  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  as  it  may  be  gleaned  from  the 
printed  proceedings  already  referred  to,  can  be  written  at  any  time  when  an  order 
to  that  end  shall  be  made  by  the  Grand  Body  itself  or  (at  what  infinitely  later  period  ?) 
when  private  interest  may  regard  the  work  as  one  of  personal  profit.  Long  before 
either  of  these  inducements  may  be  offered,  the  frail  and  already  failing  records  of 
its  pioneer  Chapters  may  be  gone  forever,  and  the  relative  annals  of  the  formative 
period  can  never  again  be  utilized  ii^  the  production  of  an  intelligent  and  perfect 
nistory  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Indiana." 

These  were  the  inducements  which  led  to  the  preparation  of  the  history  at  present 
at  hand,  the  further  preservation  of  which  must  now  be  a  matter  of  consideration  by 
Grand  Chapter  ot  Indiana. 

The  history  of  the  four  Chapters  mentioned  is  a  most  interesting  record  of  the 
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doings  of  those  pioneers,  the  occasiooal  incidents  occorriog,  disclosed  by  the  record, 
are  of  sparlcliog  interest  to  the  companions  of  the  present  generation.  For  instance 
in  the  history  of  Vinoermes  Chapter,  Bro.  Long  gets  the  following  item  :— 

*' Jane  10, 1827,  the  celebrated  Lobbnzo  Dow  was  present  as  a  risitor.  The 
following  day,  June  11, 1827,  the  annoal  meeting  occnrred  for  the  election  of  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year.  Camp.  Dow  was  again  present,  and  his  petition  was  presented, 
the  by-laws  dispensed  with,  and  he  was  received  as  a  member  of  this  Chapter,  his 
fees  being  remitted.-' 

At  the  present  day  we  would  consider  the  subsequent  proceedings  as  both  strange 
and  exceptional,  for  in  the  election  of  officers,  which  immediately  followed,  the  first 
line  of  the  result  reads : — 

*'Rev.  and  M.\  E.\  Lobbnzo  Dow,  High  Priest,  together  with  the  rest  of  the 
officers  then  elected  (among  whom  was  Thomas  Bishop,  as  King).  He  was  at  once 
installed  by  Jambs  T.  Moffatt,  Past  High  Priest,  who  was  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  meeting/' 

In  view  of  the  important  place  held  by  this  singular  and  eloquent  divine  in  church 
history,  as  well  as  in  memory  and  iradition,  and  as  a  parallel  to  a  record  of  Rncennet 
Chapter  close  at  hand  and  one  of  a  year's  later  date,  it  may  be  interesting  to  note  % 
peculiar  incident  in  his  previous  Ifasonio  career.  He  was  initiated  in  St,  AVbca/Cs 
Lodge,  No.  6,  at  Bristol,  Rhode  Island,  on  Christmas  Day,  Saturday,  December  25, 
1824.  On  the  succeeding  morning  and  afternoon  he  preached  in  the  Methodist 
Church,  and  when  the  proposition  was  made  to  him  to  receive  the  other  two  degrees 
on  that  day  he  readily  assented,  saying  there  was  nothmg  in  the  Masonic  doctrine  or 
practice  that  would  forbid  a  God-loving  creature  from  engaging  in  it  on  the  Lord's 
day.  Accordingly,  after  the  afternoon  service  in  the  church,  the  Lodge  convened 
and  he  was  passed  to  the  degree  of  Fellow  Craft,  and  raised  to  that  of  Master  Mason 
in  time  for  him  to  hold  evening  service  in  the  church. 

The  same  strength  of  character,  firmness  and  fearlessness  that  characterized  bis 
ministrations  of  the  Gospel  would  necessarily  mark  his  attachment  to  Maaonry,  and 
so,  at  one  time,  during  the  height  of  the  anti-Hasonic  excitement,  a  crowd,  well 
knowing  where  his  course  tended,  following  him  on  his  way  to  the  Lodge  with 
unpleasant  and  olTensive  expressions  concerning  his  connection  with  the  Fraternity ; 
to  all  of  which  no  answer  was  made  by  him  until  he  reached  the  door  of  the  Masonic 
Hall,  when,  facing  the  crowd,  he  exclaimed  :   *'  Whither  I  go,  ye  cannot  come." 

Bro.  LtONQ  has  commenced  a  splendid  work  for  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  and 
we  trust  will  receive  his  reward. 

An  enjoyable  banquet  closed  the  exercises,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  the  first 
toast  was  proposed :  '*To  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood."  This  was  responded  to  bj 
3/.*.  E,\  Albxandxr  Thomas,  President  of  the  Council  of  High  Priesthood,  and  for 
the  information  of  the  High  Priests  of  California,  we  quote  it  here.    He  said : 

"  When  we  come  to  speak  of  anything  that  is  as  exclusive  as  is  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood,  it  is  perhaps  not  amiss  to  refer  briefiy  to  its  origin,  and  for  this  purpose 
it  will  suffice  for  the  present  to  say  that  our  Holy  Order  of  High  Priesthood  is  an 
institution  of  American  origin,  and  this  alone,  if  nothing  else,  should  give  it  great 
importance  with  us. 

"  Masonry  in  general  is  too  old  to  be  claimed  as  originating  in  our  country,  for  it 
is  the  oldest,  the  greatest  and  most  noble  of  all  the  institutions  attributed  to  mortal 
man,  and  the  greatest  and  noblest  of  men  in*  all  parts  of  the  world  have  been  its 
patrons,  and  many  of  the  crowned  heads  of  the  old  world  have  not  deemed  it  derog- 
atory to  their  character  to  patronize  the  Order  and  protect  its  assemblies. 

"  While  this  Is  the  case  as  to  Masonry  in  general  in  the  old  world,  onrHoly  Order 
of  High  Priesthood  is  but  little  known,  and  perhaps  there  it  has  no  organized  exist- 
ence. But  in  America,  the  greatest  country  in  the  world,  is  reserved  the  first 
promulgation  of  the  greatest  and  grandest  portion  of  that  Wonderful  Order,  Free- 
masonry—the Holy  Order  of  High  Priesthood.    It  was  brought  into  existence  by  the 
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Qttoeral  Qrand  Bojal  Aroh  Chapter  of  the  six  Northern  States  of  America,  doit 
ohaoged  to  the  Oeneral  Graod  Royal  Aroh  Chapter  of  the  TlDited  States,  and  In  the 
city  of  Providence,  in  the  8tate  of  Rhode  Island. 

"  This  event  took  place  on  the  10th  of  January,  1799.  A  committee  to  revise  the 
Constitution  bad  been  appointed,  and,  after  completing  their  labors,  made  report  to 
the  General  Grand  Chapter.  In  this  report  there  were  certain  words  used  that  had 
not  previously  been  used  in  Masonry.  They  also  speak  of  '  other  necessary  ceremo- 
nies not  proper  to  be  written.'  Those  who  have  passed  through  these  ceremonies 
well  know  that  they  conld  mean  the  ceremonies  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  and 
nothing  else. 

"  This  committee  consisted  of  such  distingaished  Masons  as  Benjamin  Hurd,  the 
General  Grand  High  Priest ;  Thomas  Smith  Webb,  the  General  Grand  King,  and 
Jamss  Habkisom,  the  General  Grand  Scribe. 

*'  The  report  was  fully  approved  and  adopted  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and 
the  Order  continned  under  its  care  and  protection  until  the  meeting  at  Lexington, 
Kentucky,  In  September,  1853,  when,  in  amending  the  Constitution,  the  provision 
relating  to  the  Order  was  left  out ;  from  this  time  forward  the  Order  became  the 
exclusive  property  of  its  recipients,  and  Coancils  organized,  and  to  be  organized  in 
the  future. 

"  Some  Councils  had  been  organized,  and  in  other  localities  the  good  work  was 
taken  up,  and  thus  the  work  continued  until  at  the  present  time  nearW,  if  not  quite 
all  of  the  States  of  the  Union  have  their  Council  of  High  Priesthood.  It  may  be  well 
to  mention  here  some  of  the  earliest  organizations.  Oomp»  Edward  T.  i^CHULTZ,  a 
very  able  and  devoted  Mason  of  Maryland,  makes  the  following  statement  :— 

*\*  The  Conncil  of  High  Priests  of  Maryland  was  organized  May  7, 1824,  and  has 
had  a  continaons  existence  to  the  present  time.  Its  records,  with  the  aatographic 
signatures  of  all  companions  anointed  since  that  date,  are  preserved  and  highly 
▼alued  by  the  companions  of  Maryland.' 

.  "  This  thooghtfnlness  bv  the  companions  of  Maryland  in  preserving  the  autograph 
of  each  annolnted  companion  is  very  valuable  ae  an  historic  matter. 

"  We  have  evidence  that  the  Order  was  conferred  on  six  Past  High  Priests  In 
Pennsylvania,  December  12, 1826,  but  whether  this  was  an  occasional  or  a  completely 
organized  Conncil,  I  have  not  the  facts  clear  enough  to  make  the  statement 

'*  Comp.  Alfbxd  F.  Ohafmait,  Past  General  Grand  High  Priest  (now  deceased), 
says  as  follows : — 

"'The  Massachusetts  Convention  of  High  Priests  was  established  on  November 
26, 1826,  in  its  present  form ;  and  the  Order  was  conferred  on  eight  High  Priests 
before  the  year  closed.'  and  it  has  continued  ever  since. 

"In  the  State  of  Ohio  a  number  of  oompanions  met  In  January,  1828,  and  organ- 
ized themselves  into  a  Council  and  conferred  the  Order,  but  this  appears  to  have 
been  a  temporary  organization. 

'*  On  the  22d  day  of  Jnoe,  1838,  a  permanent  Council  was  organized  at  Lancaster, 
with  Comp.  John  BAJunT  as  President.  This  Council  has  continued  from  the  I^an- 
caster  organization  to  the  present  time,  and  has  never  missed  an  anunal  meeting,  and 
b  perhaps  the  largest  and  most  prosperous  Council  thconghoot  the  conntry.  Its 
President  for  manv  years  past,  Comp.  Johh  W.  Chambzblim,  is  one  of  the  most 
enthusiastic  High  Priests  in  this  broad  land. 

*'  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  find  anvthing  authentic  in  our  own  Inrisdiction, 
the  first  work  in  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  occurred  about  1825,  in  VincennM 
Chapter.  This  information  I  obtained  from  Comp.  Thomas  Bishop  in  1878.  He  was 
very  old  when  I  met  him  then,  was  a  Past  High  Priest,  having  attained  the  Order  in 
Canada  before  removing  to  Indiana  In  1820.  When  he  arrived  at  Vincennes  he  found 
Comp.  Jambs  T.  Mofpatt  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Chapter  there  and  in  posses- 
sion of  the  Order. 

*'  It  was  bat  a  few  years  after  I  met  Comp.  Bishop  that  he  passed  to  his  reward. 
Comp.  Jambs  T.  Moppatt  afterwards  removed  to  Terre  Haute,  and  became  the  first 
High  Priest  of  Terre  HomIb  Chapter,  No.  11.  He  has  been  dead  perhaps  thirty 
years.  It  is  a  source  of  much  pleasure  to  me  to  have  had  a  personal  acquaintance 
with  both  of  these  old  comDanfons,  they  being  the  oldest  members  of  our  Order  in 
this  State,  so  far  as  any  definite  information  ihave  been  able  to  obtain. 

"  About  the  year  1825,  that  celebrated  and  eoeentric  divine,  Lo^nzo  Dow, 
arrived  at  Vincennes,  snd  for  some  time  made  his  home  there ;  at  least  a  sufficient 
time  to  visit  the  Lodge  and  become  well  acquainted  with  its  members,  to  apply  for 
and  receive  the  Chapter  degrees,  and  was  elected  its  High  Priest,  when  Comps. 
Bishop  and  Moppatt  conferred  upon  him  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  This  was 
the  first  working  of  the  Order  in  this  State  of  which  I  have  received  any  definite 
information. 
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"  As  to  where  or  when  Gomp.  Moffatt  obtained  the  Order  there  are  no  records 
or  reliable  information  to  my  knowledge.  All  in  relation  thereto  is  a  matter  of  con- 
Jectore,  and  is  too  uncertain  to  enter  upon. 

"  Prom  thiB  time  forward  we  find  onr  way  more  clearly  defined,  for  onr  records 
show  that  in  1848  a  Special  Council  was  opened  in  Indianapolis,  with  Comp.  BamuBi 
Rbsd  of  Ohio  as  President,  Blizur  Dbming  as  Vice-President.  Ablb  C.  Pkfpbb  as 
Master  of  Ceremonies,  and  Isaac  Babtlbtt  as  Conductor.  Upon  this  occa«iion  the 
Order  was  conferred  on  Comps.  Calbb  SoHMiDLAr  of  Madison,  Albz.  C.  Dowhbt  of 
Rising  Son,  Hbrbt  C.  Lawrbncb  of  Lafayette,  and  C.  8.  Ramsbt  of  Indianapolis. 
There  was  also  a  meeting  in  1849  and  1850,  and  perhaps  some  other  special  meetings. 
In  1850.  Comp.  Ablb  C.  Pbppbb  acted  as  President,  EiiIZDb  Dbmino  as  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Albx.  C.  Dowhbt  as  Master  of  Ceremonies,  and  Hbnby  C.  Lawbbbob  as 
"^cretary.  At  this  meeting  the  Order  was  conferred  upon  Johh  W.  Sulmyait  of 
Colombnn,  and  Jambs  8.  Fbrbman  of  Terre  Haute. 

**  On  the  19th  of  May,  1853,  a  number  of  companions  met  in  the  hall  of  Raper 
Encampment  at  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  organized  a  Council  and  conferred  the  Order 
upon  Comps.  William  Hackbr,  Bphbaim  Colbstook,  Danibl  K.  Hays,  William  C. 
Lakabbb  and  Barton  M.  Wilson. 

'*A1I  the  meetings  up  to  this  time  appear  to  have  been  special  and  convened  for 
the  occasion  ;  but  tne  names  thus  far  upon  whom  the  Order  nas  been  conferred  will 
be  recognized  as  among  the  prominent  and  leading  men  of  our  State,  both  In  admin- 
istering the  afikirs  of  State  and  in  the  Masonic  Order. 

*'  The  next  evening.  May  20, 1863,  the  Conncil  completed  a  permanent  orgaaisa- 
tlon  and  elected  its  officers  for  the  ensning  year,  Comp.  Isaac  Babtlbtt  being  the 
first  President  duly  elected.  Prom  this  time  onward  our  Conncil  has  continued  as  an 
active  organization,  usually  conferring  the  Order  on  from  ten  to  twentv-five  or  more 
companions  each  year,  and  all  of  the  select  few  who  receive  the  Order  esteem  it  a 
thing  of  beauty  and  a  joy  forever.  Its  ceremonies  and  the  lessons  it  teaches  are  not 
surpassed  by  any  other  to  be  found  anywhere. 

*'  As  for  the  material  from  which  to  select  its  members,  it  is  far  more  circum- 
scribed than  any  other  department  or  grade  of  the  Masonic  Order,  as  none  are  eligi- 
ble to  apply  for  the  Order  except  those  alone  who  have  been  duly  elected  to  preside 
as  High  Priests  of  a  regularly  constituted  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons.  There  are 
various  things  in  which  this  department  of  Masonry  differs  from  all  the  other  grades 
of  our  Noble  Order,  and  my  inv(«stigations  for  this  occasion  does  not  bear  oat  my 
former  understanding,  but  I  cannot  find  anything  that  shows  plainly  that  there  has 
ever  been  more  than  three  individuals  duly  elected  as  the  President  of  our  Council 
in  all  of  its  forty-two  years  of  existence.*- 

Thus  it  shows  plainly  that  we  have  no  politics  ?ier«,  the  only  place  that  I  ever 
found  with  such  an  environment.  But  we  must  close  our  notice  of  this  grand  anni- 
versary, so  creditable  to  the  Royal  Craft  of  Indiana.  May  its  Capitular  ftitare  exceed 
its  paat. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  Is,  of  course,  by  '*  Historian"  Thomas  B.  Lono, 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  and  Chairman  of  Correspondence.  It  is  an  eloquent  report  of 
one  hundred  and  eighty  pages,  in  which  he  reviews  the  doings  of  every  Qrand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  the  world,  a  paper  in  every  way  creditable  to  its  author 
and  worthy  of  the  place  it  occupies  in  the  Semi-Centennial  record  of  Indiana  for  the 
term  ending  1895. 

The  notice  of  California  is  of  the  administration  of  our  lamented  Companion, 
Orand  High  Priest  Obawpobd,  whose  address  is  quoted  ft-om  liberally  and  his  views 
concurred  in.  The  legislation  of  the  session  receives  the  approval  of  Comp.  Lone, 
and  he  Joins,  in  expressions  of  sympathy,  in  deploring  the  loss  of  our  if.*.  £*. 
Comps.  Bbownb  and  OBrrxAN,  andt  in  spirit,  deposits  his  sprig  of  aoada  upon  their 
last  resting  place. 

The  present  report  is  the  thirteenth  of  Comp.  Long,  and  his  best,  so  that  thirteen 
is  not  an  unlucky  number  in  Indiana.    liONO  may  he  wave. 

}f,\  K;  Hbnrt  W.  Mobdhurot  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  J{,*.  £.*.  Wm. 
H.  Smyths  was  re-elected  Orand  Secretary ;  if/.  S.\  Thomas  B.  Long,  Terre  Haute, 
Historian  and  Chairman  of  Correspondence. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  October  21, 
1896. 
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INDIAN   TERRITORY. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiao  Territory  held  ita  sixth  Annoal  OoDTOcation  at 
Atoka,  Choctaw  Nation,  Indian  Territory,  Angnst  15,  1896,—if.*.  £.\  Silwih 
Douglass,  Grand  High  Priest;  M.\  K\  Jobbph  B.  Mitbbow,  Grand  Secretary. 
EleTen  Chapters  irere  represented.  Poor  Grand  High  Priests  were  present  with  the 
representatives  of  seventeen  sister  Grand  Jorisdiotioos.  The  membership  in  the 
Jarisdlction  nombers  five  hundred  and  eighty-one  Royal  Aroh  Masons.  Zaohabt 
Tatlob,  NAPOLtoir  BoNAFAim  and  HnntT  Clat  are  representative  names  among 
the  companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indian  Territory. 

The  Chsnd  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Porm,  and  the  Grand  High  Priest 
delivered  his  Annoal  Address.  He  reported  his  official  acts.  He  congratnlated  the 
companions  that  no  contention  existed  between  the  East  and  the  West  of  "  oar 
Imperial  Jurisdiction."  The  Grand  High  Priest  expressed  the  hope  for  a  union  of 
the  territories,  politically  as  they  were  Masonically,  and  that  they  might  be  able 
soon  to  hail  each  other  as  citisens  of  one  great  commonwealth.  Bat  two  anioiport- 
ant  decisions  were  rendered. 

The  receipts  were  $758,  and  the  disbarsements  $268 ;  balance  on  hand  $1,187.86. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Secreury,  Chapters  nnder  dispensation 
were  ezoosed  from  the  payment  of  does. 

Three  charters  were  granted  to  Chapters  under  dispensation,  and  the  High  Priests 
thereof  in  attendance  were  made  members,  with  fall  voting  power. 

The  Grand  Bepresentatives  of  Hiinois,  South  Carolina,  New  York  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  addressed  the  Grand  Chapter. 

A  Jewel  was  ordered  for  the  Past  Grand  High  Priest  If.*.  E,\  BKLwrir  Douglass. 

Grand  Secretary  Jossph  Saxubl  Mubbow  presented  the  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence, being  a  brief  review  of  forty-six  Grand  Bodies,  including  the  General  Grand 
Chapter.    Oomp.  Mubbow  introduces  himself  in  these  few  well  chosen  words  :— 

**  CoKPAjnoNS :  This  is  my  maiden  elTort  at  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  Royal 

Arch  Chapters. 

**  Very  modestly  do  I  present  this  report  to  you,  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest, 
Grsnd  King  and  Grand  Scribe  and  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  both  Indian 
and  Oklahoma  Territories. 

**  Though  not  very  large  in  numbers,  I  know  well  that  this  report  is  made  to  men 
of  much  mental  and  moral  worth  ;  men  well  qualified  to  prepare  stones  that  will  pass 
the  Master  Oveneer's  inspection  ;  men  qualifled  to  lay  broad,  deep  and  solidly  the 
foundations  of  a  living  temple  in  these  two  territories  (moat  probably  again  to  be 
united  into  one)  which  may  truthfully  claim  as  its  inscription,  *  Holiness  to  the  Lord.' 
No  better,  grander  work  can  we  do,  companions,  than  to  so  live  and  labor  that  others 
seeing  our  good  works  may  glorify  our  rather  in  Heaven." 

Of  California,  Comp.  Hdbbow  writes  :— 

"  The  Grand  High  Priest,  Blluoh  Lassbll  Cbawpobd,  ragrets  that  intemperance 
is  an  evil  thatgreaUy  injures  the  good  name  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  We  deeply  regret 
to  learn  this  and  advise  heroic  treatment" 

We  quote  the  above  few  lines  for  the  information  of  our  companions  in  California, 
and  to  show  those  in  high  places  the  cruel  stigma  they  may  fasten  open  their  kindred 
and  brethren  by  a  careless  ose  of  language,  even  though  intended  as  a  warning 
against  possible  evils,  with  no  intent  of  applying  it  literally  to  an  entire 
society,  'tis  true.  '*We  are  all  miserable  sinners,  and  there  is  no  health  in  us," 
for  our  prayer  book  says  so.  And  yet  we  should  hesitate  before  charging 
any  considerable  number  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  California  with  the 
practice  of  an  evil  to  the  great  Injury  of  the  good  name  of  this  Grand 
Chapter.  We  write  these  words  with  sincere  regret,  for  the  honored  companion  who 
need  the  quoted  language  has  passed  from  among  us  Into  the  presence  of  the  heavenly 
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Qraad  Coanoil  tboTe.  Peace  to  his  memory.  We  who  knew  him  well  will  never 
beliefe  he  intended  hia  words  to  hafe  practical  application  to  hit  respected  and 
beloved  associates  in  this  Grand  Chapter ;  bnt  he  would  admoniah,  as  waa  his  doty, 
both  in  and  oat  of  season,  his  companions  against  converting  the  means  of  refresh- 
ment into  intemperance  and  excess.  No,  Comp.  Cbawfobd  intended  no  slnr  upon 
the  character  and  repntation  of  the  Royal  Arch  If  asons  of  Oalifornia. 

The  if.*.  E,\  Zachabt  Tatlor  Walbomd  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  B.\  £.\ 
Joseph  Saxcbl  Mdbbow  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Oomp.  J.  8.  Mubbow, 
Atoka,  Chairman  of  Oorrespondence. 

The  next  Annual  Oonvocation  will  be  held  at  Mnskogee  on  the  second  Taeaday 
in  Aognst,  18V6. 

IOWA. 

The  M.\  K\  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  held  its  forty-second  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  Dobaqoe,  October  17, 1896,— the  M,\  E,\  Axes  H.  Albbbson,  Grand 
High  Priest ;  the  R,\  B.\  Alf.  Winoatb,  Grand  Secretary.  Ninety-three  chartered 
Chapters  were  represented. 

'    The  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  has  enrolled  one  hundred  and  fourteen  Chaptera,  with 
a  membership  of  seren  thousand  and  forty-six  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

There  were  also  present  nine  Past  Ghrand  High  Priests,  two  Past  Grand  Kings, 
and  the  representatives  of  twenty-two  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions.  California's  rep- 
resentative was  not  present,  or  accounted  for. 

A  portrait  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  appears  upon  the  opening  page  of  the  Joornal. 

Our  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Wiluam  Vahorbhubst,  represents  the  C^nd 
Chapter  of  Iowa  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

On  behalf  of  Dubuque  Chapter,  No.  8,  Comp.  J.  R.  Linmat  welcomed  the  Grand 
Chapter  to  the  city  of  Dubuque,  to  which  Past  Grand  High  Priest  A.  W.  Dauobxbtt 
responded,  at  the  request  of  the  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  a  fervent  acknowl- 
edgment to  the  Great  Creator  for  the  blessings  enjoyed  by  the  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Iowa,  he  reported  his  official  acts.    Of  the  death  roll  of  the  year,  he  says  :^ 


«< 


The  insatiate  Archer  still  continues  his  ceaaeless  round,  and  while  we  have  beea 
particularly  fortunate  in  having  no  death  in  the  ranks  of  our  own  Grand  Officers  or 
permanent  members,  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  have  not  been  dealt  with  so  kindly.'' 

He  reports  the  names  of  the  many  eminent  companions  of  sister  jurisdictions  who 
have  "  gone  before  to  that  unknown  and  silent  shore.''  He  recommended  that  the 
customary  action  be  taken  in  reference  to  our  worthy  companions  who  have  been 
permitted  to  enter  the  presence  of  *'  Him  who  doeth  all  things  well/' 

He  granted  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  two  new  Chapters  during  the  receas. 
He  reports  visiting  a  number  of  Chapters,  and  that  Capitular  Masonry  is  prosperons 
and  progressive  in  the  Jurisdiction.  He  also  mentions  an  increased  interest  in  the 
Cryptic  degrees,  and  says  *'  he  knows  of  no  Chaptera  now  which  are  not  able  to 
work  the  degrees  without  outside  assistanoe/' 

He  reports  no  decisions,  though  he  had  answered  many  queries  by  a  reference  to 
the  law  or  approved  decisions  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Enoch  Stbothbb,  of  Nevada,  was  presented  and  wel* 
corned  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  to  which  he  responded  in  a  neat  address. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Thomas  R.  Bboambbaub  presented  the  Report  on  Corre- 
spondence, and  is  retained  in  that  position  for  the  present  year. 

Comp.  Bboavbbaok,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Charity  Fund,  reported 
assets  on  hand  at  18,298.79. 
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The  Grand  Chapter  appropriates  for  its  Oharity  Food  ten  per  cent,  of  ita  gross 
receipts. 

A  biographical  sketch  of  the  life  of  Grand  High  Priett  Amos  Nokbis  Albbbboh  is 
pnblished  in  this  volume.    An  Iowa  oostoro,  and  a  good  one. 

Obdve  op  High  PunrHOOD. 

The  Grand  Gooncil  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  of  Iowa  convened  in  the  city 
of  Dabnqae,  October  17, 1896.—^.*.  S>\  Comp.  D.  8.  Dbirino,  President ;  K\  Comp. 
RiOHABD  Hbbbmahk,  Recorder,  with  a  good  attendance  of  members,  and  M»:  E.\ 
Comp.  Enoch  Btrothbr,  President  of  the  Convention  of  High  Priests  of  Nevada. 
Twenty-three  oompanions,  High  Priests  of  their  respeetive  Ohapters  and  otherwise 
qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  received,  annointed,  consecrated  and  set  apart 
to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

At  the  annual  election  the  M,\  B,\  President  and  the  E.\  Becorder  were  re- 
elected. 

No  farther  bosiness  appearing,  the  Convention  closed. 

Comp.  Thomas  R.  Eboahbiuok  presents  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  an  able 
review  of  the  prooeedings  of  forty-eight  Grand  Royal  Arch  Bodies,  including  the 
doings  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  held  at  Topeka,  Kansas,  and  of  the  General 
Grand  Goancil  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters. 

The  review  of  California  is  for  the  administration  of  Comp.  Ellison  L.  Gbawford 
who,  as  Comp.  Ebcanbbaok  says,  "  appeared  in  his  full  health  and  strength  to  wield 
the  gavel  and  maintain  deoorom.''  Comp.  Cbawfobd  had  performed  his  year  of 
service  with  great  satisfaction  to  the  companions  of  California  and  In  conformity  with 
our  regulations,  came  to  the  Annual  Convocation  to  report  his  official  acts  and 
receive  the  verdict  of  bis  oompanions. 

Our  M,\  E,\  companion  had  been  a  most  painstaking  and  efficient  executive, 
and  as  such  had  earned  the  applause  of  his  brethren.  At  the  olose  of  the  Convoca- 
tion he  received  the  unanimous  thanks  of  the  Grand  Chapter ;  was  requested  to  sit 
for  his  portrait,  which  the  Grand  Secretary  was  iostmoted  to  have  framed  and  placed 
in  the  portrait  gallery  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  While  thus  honoring  the  retiring  chief 
and  parting  with  him  sfter  the  closing  ceremonies  with  the  words  "  until  we  meet 
again,"  no  one  of  us  for  a  moment  thought  it  might  possibly  be  a  final  salutation — 
yet,  in  the  full  strength  and  vigor  of  manhood,  in  a  few  brief  months,  he,  too^  received 
the  fatal  mandate,  was,  by  the  dread  messenger,  struck  from  the  roll  of  human  exist- 
ence and  passed  from  all  earthly  associations  to  the  shadows  of  the  foture— 

'*  To  our  graves  we  walk 
In  the  thick  footsteps  of  departed  men.*^ 

Comp.  Brcanbback  quotes  approvingly  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  and 
especially  his  remarks  referring  to  the  evil  of  intemperance,  to  which  he  fervently 
responds : 

"Amen,  and  amen !    0,  that  every  Grand  High  Priest  were  an  apostle  of  temper- 
ance !  0,  that  the  whole  Boyal  Arch  Fraternity  were  a  royal  army  of  total  abstainers ! 
"  *  Temperance  is  a  tree  which  has  for  its  root  very  little  contentment,  and  for 
fruit,  calm  and  jtetLGe,*— Buddha, 

"  '  0,  madness  to  think  use  of  the  strongest  wines, 
And  strongest  drinks  our  chief  support  of  health, 
When  God  with  these  forbidden  made  choice  to  rear 
His  mighty  champion,  strong  above  compare. 
Whose  drink  was  only  from  the  liquid  brook.'— IfiZfon. 
'*A1I  the  world  knows  that  Iowa  contains  a  strong  prohibition  element.    In  our 
opinion  at  least  one-third  of  the  voters  of  Iowa  are  total  abstainers,  and  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  our  American-born  voters  partake  only  of— 

" '  The  cups  that  cheer,  but  not  inebriate.' 
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"  Nearly  all  of  ooraeveo  thoaaand  eompanioQa  stand  in  the  front  ranka  or  reform. 
Should  Immigration  eeaae,  the  alcoholic  appetite  would  fast  flee  from  Iowa  palates, 
and  all  Iowa  alimentary  canals  wonld  become  pore  condaita  of  sweet  water  and 
sweet  milk  only !  '* 

He  also  ooncars  in  oar  anti-Cemeaa  legislation,  and  writes  aa  follows : 

"  Iowa  extends  to  California  its  most  earnest  sympathies.  On  Iowa  soil  this  kind 
of  warfare  has  been  soocessfally  waged.  Galifornians*  spare  not.  Let  Grand  Hii^h 
•Priest  ADOLPHU8  Hbwbl  read  and  ponder— Judges,  7, 18 :  *  When  I  blow  with  a 
trumpet,  I  and  all  that  are  with  me,  then  blow  ye  the  trumpet,  also,  on  erery  aide  of 
all  the  camp,  and  say :  The  Sword  of  the  Lord  and  of  Gideon?' " 

We  had  the  pleasure  of  greeting  Oomp.  Bicanbrack  at  Boston  during  the  late 
session  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  and  to  give  our  readers  an  idea  aa  to  what  manner 
of  a  man  is  Ebcahbback,  of  Iowa,  we  refer  them  to  Sikolbtoh,  of  the  District  of 
Oolombia,  who,  upon  his  honor,  declares : 

**  Well,  Comp.  Bboanbrack,  we  succumb.  If  any  apology  or  explanation  was 
necessary,  and  we  admit  there  was  none,  we  are  perfectly  satisfied  you  are  a  gentle- 
man, a  scholar,  and  we  sincerely  hope  a  man  of  property.*' 

Comp.  Ebcanbback  has  the  following  good  words  for  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  :— 

**  We  cannot  fail  to  express  our  admiration  for  the  wisdom  displayed  in  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  Its  limitations  are  such  that  the  affairs  of 
the  constituent  Grand  Chapters  are  not  much  interfered  with.  But  this  General 
Grand  Body  serves  a  great  and  nseftil  purpose  in  spreading  the  cement  of  brotherly 
love  throughout  our  country.  We  can  but  approve  every  organization  that  compre- 
hends our  tohole  country.  We  would  have  some  cord  reach  and  bind  each  and  every 
American  heart  We  believe  that  Masonry  is  one  of  **  healing  waters,"  and  the 
Capitular  branch  of  it  a  **  blue  arch  "  of  which  our  own  Holmes  so  sweetly  sang  :— 
**  *  Our  Union  is  river,  lake,  ocean  and  sky ; 

Man  breaks  not  the  medal  when  Otod  cuts  the  die ! 
Though  darkened  with  sulphur,  though  cloven  with  steel, 
The  bine  arch  will  brighten,  the  waters  will  heal !' 
**  Our  own  Fast  Grand  High  Priest,  F.  W.  Ceaig,  is  General  Grand  If  aater  of  the 
First  Vail. 

"  *  May  his  shadow  never  grow  less!*  ** 

And  of  the  General  Grand  Conncil,  after  a  pleaaant  notice  of  their  doings,  he 
concludes  with  the  following  :— 

"  The  address  of  the  Most  Puissant  shows  that  human  nature  is  aggressive  and 
selfish,  whether  dealing  in  Cryptic  or  political  matters ;  hence  his  ofllcial  hand  was 
raised  now  and  then  to  protect  the  innocent  asaiost  the  mischievous. 

"  A  Committee  on  Jewels,  to  be  worn  by  the  officers  of  Grand  Councils,  made  a 
report  that  was  promptly  adopted,  and  the  pictures  of  the  Jewels  given  herein  are 
certainly  very  pleaaing.  They  are  fit  compaoioo'pieces  to  the  portrait  of  Josiab  H. 
Drummoico,  found  herein.  And  we  now  confesa  tnat  if  everthiog  connected  with  the 
Cryptic  degrees  was  as  enticing  as  these  Jewel  pictures  and  Comp.  Dkummond's  face, 
we  wonld  promptly  run  the  risk  of  being  black-balled  in  some  lawfully  created 
Council  of  that  rite. 

" '  Beauty  with  a  bloodless  conquest  finds 
A  welcome  sovereignty  in  rudest  minds.'  ** 

M.'.  E,\  Comp.  Lbbot  T.  Wbld  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R.\  S.\  AiiPBBD 
WiNOATB  waa  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Correspondent :  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
Tbomab  R.  Ercaxbbaok,  Anamosa. 

The  next  (fifty-third)  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Boone»  June  2d,  1896. 

KANSAS. 

The  Grand  Ohapter  of  Kansas  held  its  thirtieth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  cKy  of 
Topeka,  February  IB,  1896,~the  M,\  JS.\  Bobkbt  E.  Kickblb,  Grand  High  Priest ; 
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J2.*.  ^.'.  Jacob  DbWitt,  Grand  Secretary.  Sixty-five  Cbaptere  were  represeoted, 
and  there  were  present  nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and  the  representatives  of 
twenty-nine  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Kansas  bears  upon  its  roll  the  names  of  eighty-one  Chapters,  with  a  membership 
of  5,029  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
lain. 

Portraits  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Dwight  Btinoton,  and  Fbitz  Matkrs,  Grand 
Tyler  from  the  organisation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  the  time  of  his  death,  are  of 
interest  to  the  readers  of  this  volume. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  a  flraternal  welcome 
to  the  assembled  companions  he  reported  his  official  acts  daring  the  recess  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

In  reference  to  decisions,  the  Grand  High  Priest  says :~ 

'*  During  the  year  I  have  given  a  nnmber  of  opinions  relating  to  the  constroctlon 
and  application  of  the  laws  and  usagea  ffoverning  Capitolar  Masonry,  and  have 
endeavored,  perhaps  not  as  promptly  in  all  cases  as  I  should,  nor  as  clearly  as  I 
conld  have  wished,  to  answer  all  io(]^uirieB  and  give  the  best  solution,  according  to 
my  understanding,  of  every  proposition.  Many  of  the  opinions  I  have  given  relate 
to  questions  so  well  settled  that  I  find  it  necessary  to  report  only  the  following  :— 

*'  1.  A  brother  who  has  received  the  Roval  Arch  degree  in  a  Lodge,  desiring  to 
become  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  this  Jurisdiction,  must  petition  for  the  Capitular 
degrees.  If  his  petition  is  accepted,  confer  the  degrees  of  Mark  Master,  Past  Master 
and  Most  Excellent  Master  In  due  form,  then  obligate  him  in  the  Royal  Arch  degree, 
and  this  will  make  him  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Chapter  accepting  his 
petition. 

"  2.  The  form  of  the  recommendation  of  a  petition  for  a  new  Chapter  is  not 
essential,  provided  it  recommends  the  authorisation  of  the  new  Chapter  as  prayed 
for ;  a  member  of  the  Chspter  making  the  recommendation,  if  he  is  one  of  the  peti- 
tioners for  the  new  Chapter,  should  not  vote  on  such  recommendation. 

"  S.  A  petitioner  for  letters  of  dispensation  for  a  new  Chapter  is  not  required  to 
dimit.  and  while  the  new  Chapter  is  under  dispensation  no  dues  accrue  ag^nst  him 
in  the  Chapter  of  his  membership.  A  petitioner  for  a  charter  for  a  new  Chapter 
must  be  dimitted.*' 

The  last  decision  (No.  3)  is  dependent  entirely  upon  the  local  law.  In  our  juris- 
diction it  would  not  pass,  becanse  our  law  demands  that  the  petitioners  for  a 
dispensation  should  fill  their  dimits  from  former  bodies  before  signing  the  petition 
lor  a  dispensation  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Lodge  or  Chapter. 

In  remembrance  of  the  "  broken  links"  in  their  fraternal  chain  the  Grand  High 
Priest  paid  the  well  deserved  tribute,  always  doe  the  faithful  workman,  to  the 
Eminent  Companions  Dwight  Btivoton  and  Fbitz  Matsbb,  each  in  his  station  having 
earned  the  esteem  and  afflBctionate  regard  of  their  companions  of  Kansas. 

To  the  many  alBicted  sister  Jarisdictions  who  have  felt  the  heavy  hand  of  death 
laid  upon  their  loved  ones,  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Kansas  tendered  the  heartfelt 
sympathy  born  of  experience  in  like  aflSiction. 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  King  presented  their  reports  of  official 
acts. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  were  $2,640J>0 ;  disbursements  $3,034.20,  besides  an 
expense  of  $2,000  for  the  entertainment  of  the  General  Grands.  Be  warned  ye 
hospitable  companions  whose  great  desire  is  to  entertain  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 
We  should  have  stated,  also,  that  of  the  amount  disbursed,  $638  was  for  account  of 
the  Masonic  Home. 

The  General  Chapter,  with  the  Grand  Lecturer  as  Chief  Detective,  is  wrestling 
with  the  cipher  account,  about  25  per  cent,  of  those  issued  having  turned  up  missing. 

A  full  report  of  the  entertainment  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  by  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Kansas  is  contained  in  this  volume.  We  should  like  to  borrow  the  descrip- 
tion of  this  most  ei^oyable  alfitir,  but  the  space  at  our  disposal  will  not  permit  it. 
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The  Oommittee  od  Necrology  reported  appropriate  and  feeling  obitoary  notleea 
relating  to  the  decease  of  the  beloved  companfona,  PastOrand  High  Priest  Brwortnt 
and  Grand  Tyler  Fbttz  Maysbs,  who,  as  a  faithfol  Sentinel,  had  for  thirty  yean 
guarded  the  ooter  door  of  the  Tabernacle.  Pages  were  ordered  set  apart  ia  the 
proceedings  and  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  the  departed  companions. 

Grand  Secretary  Jacob  Da  Witt  presents  the  Report  on  Correspondence.  He 
has  reviewed  the  doings  of  fiity  Grand  Royal  Arch  Bodiesi  including  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  and  gives  as  the  condition  and  prospects  of  Capitular  Kaaonry  in 
his  comments  and  conclusions  upon  the  legislation  of  the  several  Jurisdictions^  and 
although  he  did  not  find  any  burning  questions  to  be  solved,  he  has  managed,  by 
industry  and  perseverance,  to  build  up  a  fhll-grown  report.  His  review  of  Califor- 
nia is  for  1893-i^the  administration  of  Comp.  Obitvan  —  which  met  his  general 
approval. 

In  his  review  of  Texas,  Comp.  De  Witt  makes  the  following  pertinent  remarks : 

«  Comp.  Gbobob  L0PA8,  Jr. ,  presents  the  Report  on  Correspondence.  He  reviews 
the  acts  of  forty-seven  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Kansas,  1893,  receiving  very  kindly 
mention.  He  commends  as  expressing  *  the  true  spirit  of  masonry,*  Comp.  Postlkth- 
wattr's  remarks  relative  to  the  Masonic  Home.  He  also  concurs  in  the  decision 
touching  the  serving  of  intoxicants  at  banquets  under  the  auspices  of  the  Chapter ; 
he  also  quotes  the  essentials  of  the  report  of  Committee  on  Masonic  Home. 

**  Under  Georgia  :  *  In  the  proceedings  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,'  he 
excerpts :  *  The  Ftesideot  stated  that  he  had  received  some  letters  from  other  juris* 
dictions  relative  to  a  general  convention  at  the  next  Triennial  Convocation  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  to  try  and  make  the  work  unifornu'  And  after  quoting  thai 
'  our  President  was  requested  to  reply  to  these,  informing  our  sister  Councils  of  the 
entire  willingness  of  this  Council  to  unite  in  the  General  Cooooil  for  the  object 
named,'  he  says :  <  We  do  not  favor  this.  It  smacks  too  much  of  General  Grand  to 
suit  us.  We  have  a  beautiful  ritual,  and  the  cremonies  are  intensely  impressive,  and, 
to  our  notion,  cannot  be  improved  upon.' 

•<  The  writer  ventures  to  suggest,  in  reply  to  Comp.  Lopab,  that  the  (General  Con- 
vention at  Topeka  will  result  in  improvement  m  the  forms  and  ceremonies  of  the 
Order.  We  personally  have  had  some  experience  in  those  ceremonies,  having  eon- 
ducted  them  for  several  years  in  Kansas.  We  are  satisfied  that  Kansas  nas  a 
'  beautiful  ritual,'  that  can  scarcely  be  improved  upon,  a  ritual  that  was  highly  com- 
mended by  the  excel  ent  companions  who  witnessed  its  rendering,  and  it  is  part  y 
because  of  its  excellency  that  we  were  glad  of  the  opportunity  of  exemplifying  it  in 
Topeka  last  summer.  We  would  like  Comp.  Lop  as  to  come  and  see  us  some  Febru- 
ary and  witness  the  rendering.  Possibly  he  may  find  something  that  would  be 
welcome  even  in  Texas." 

We  excerpt  the  following  from  the  notioe  of  Comp.  Db  Witt  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  referriog  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood :— 

'*  In  connection  with  the  Triennial  Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  a 
Grand  Convention  of  the  Holy  Order  of  High  Priesthood  convened  at  Topeka.  The 
object,  as  stated  in  the  invitation  issued  by  the  M,\  E,\  J.  W.  Chambbbldi,  of  Ohio, 
was  the  'consideration  of  matters  pertaining  to  the  ritual.  Kansas  was  represented 
by  i^aet  Grand  High  Priests  :Jacob  Db  Witt,  A.  M.  Callahan.  W.  D.  Thompson, 
J.  C.  Postlbthwaitb.  and  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  John  H.  Spxvobi. 

*'  Mr,  K\  J.  W.  Chaxbbblih  was  appointed  Secretary.  On  motion  of  M.'.  £*. 
W.  D.  Thompson,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  and  report  at  an  adjourned 
meeting  some  plan  of  procedure,  or  its  recommendation  as  to  what,  if  any-tbing, 
should  be  done  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order  of  Bigh  Priesthood,  said  committee 
consisting  of  John  W.  Chambbrldt,  ez  ofMo  Chairman,  Ohio  ;  Albx.  H.  Holt,  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia ;  Allbn  MoDowbll,  Missouri ;  Ohablbs  L.  Lbboy,  New  Jersey ; 
Albx.  Thomas,  Indiana  ;  William  D.  Thompson,  Kansas;  Jambs  W.  Staton,  Ken- 
tucky ;  Hkmby  Clat  Abmbtrono,  Alabama. 

"  They  reported  and  their  report  was  adopted :— 

**  F(r$t,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  orgauiie  a  General  Grand  Convention  of  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

"  Second.  That  with  a  view  to  uniformity  in  nomenclature  assemblies  of  the  Order 
be  designated  as  conventions  of  the  Order  of  fligh  Priesthood,  and  individual  mem- 
bers as  annointed  High  Priests,  and  addressed  as  ^*.  companions. 
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**  Hdrd.  That  the  goveniing  body  of  the  Order  be  in  each  Grand  Jarisdictton  a 
Grand  Convention  of  the  Order  of  Hiffh  Priesthood. 

'*  Fourth,    That  all  conventions  adopt  a  formal  ceremony  of  opebing  and  closing. 

"  Fifth,  That  with  the  object  of  uniformity  in  work,  a  committee  of  three  be 
selected,  to  consider  and  formnlate  a  ritoal  for  the  Order,  which  shall  indnde  the 
formal  ceremonies  of  opening,  conferring  the  Order,  and  closing,  with  suitable 
recommendations  as  to  floor  work  and  lectares ;  and  such  committee  may,  upon 
proper  application,  fornish  one  copy  of  the  same  to  the  principal  ofBcisl  companions 
of  tne  Order  in  each  of  Uie  several  Grand  Jorlsdiotions,  and  shall  make  a  report  of  all 
its  acts  to  a  Oonrention  of  Bigh  Priests  to  be  holden  daring  or  at  lite  next  Triennial 
Convocation  of  the  Genersl  Grand  Chapter,  to  which  Convention  the  several  Grand 
Jurisdictions  are  recommended  to  send  representatives." 

The  M,\  E.:  John  H.  Spsnoib  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  jR.*.  E.\  Jacob 
Db  Wrt  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  M.\  E,\  Jacob  Db  Witt,  Salina,  Corre- 
spondent. 

KBNTaOKT. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Kentncky  held  ita  Annual  Convocation  for  1896  in  the  city 
of  Louisville  October  15th,— it*.  E.\  Jambs  Dtsbbt  Lbwis,  Grand  High  Priest, 
B,\  &\  Henry  Banhistbh  Gbaht,  Grand  Secretary.  Thirty-seven  chartered  Chap- 
ters were  represented.  Whole  number  enrolled  81;  number  of  Royal  Arch  Hasons 
2836.  There  were  present  twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  Representatives 
of  twenty-six  sister  Jurisdictions,  California's  representative  not  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  and  the  Grand  High  Priest  de- 
livered his  Address. 

After  extending  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  assembled  companions  he  invited  all  to 
join  in  thanksgiving  to  God  for  preservation  in  health  and  strength  since  their  last 
Convocation.  And  yet,  he  said :  With  these  emotions  of  joy  comes  a  tinge  of  sad- 
ness; one  of  their  circle  as  an  officer  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  "  the  Grand  Principal 
Sojourner,"  had  received  the  summons  to  join  those  who  had  gone  before.  He  re- 
ported the  names  of  the  many  eminent  companions  of  sister  jurisdictions  who  had 
passed  to  rest,  together  with  those  of  their  own  kindred  and  brethren  with  whom 
they  had  been  wont  to  assemble  around  the  altars  of  Masonry. 

The  routine  business  of  the  session  was  light,  but  one  decision  belng^asked  for, 
and  that  one  unimportant  to  *' outsiders.'*  Kentucky  Masons  are  proud  of  their 
Masonic  Home.    The  Grand  High  Priest  says  of  that  Grand  Institution :— 

"As  the  Kentucky  Masonic  Home  is  the  pride  of  Kentuoky  Masons  I  think'it  fit 
to  mention  it  at  this  time.  Though  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the 
Grand  Chapter  has  been  a  strong  factor  in  its  success.  Soon  after  you  elevated  me 
to  the  office  of  Grand  High  Priest,  I  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Home  as  Superin- 
tendant.  I  never  realized  its  needs  until  then.  The  responsibility  I  took  upon  my- 
self when  I  became  Snperintendant  has  grown  every  day.  To  control  as  it  were  the 
lives  and  characters  of  240  children,  who  know  no  father's  care.  Is  indeed  a  great 
task.  I  ask,  and  believe  I  shall  receive  your  support  in  discharging  my  doty.  Our 
numbers  are  steadily  on  the  increase,  and  with  numbers  comes  expense.  We,  as 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  must  help  to  bear  the  burden.  Much  valuable  time  and  labor 
is  given  to  the  Home  by  our  excellent  Board  of  Directors,  and  by  the  physicians 
who  come  at  our  call,  day  or  night,  with  no  other  reward  except  good.done  to  their 
fellow  kind.  The  eyes  ot  the  world  are  turned  toward  ns  to  see'our  success  or  fail- 
ure. In  one  week,  since  I  have  been  Superintendent,  more  than  fifteen  hundred 
strangera  entered  our  Home.  Manv  of  them  left  calling  heaven's  richest  blessings 
to  rest  on  Kentucky  Masons  for  their  care  of  the  widow  and  the  orphan." 

Comp.  Jambs  W.  Staton  comes  to  the  firont  again  and  presents  the  Report  on 
Correspondence,  he  reviews  forty-nine  Grand  Royal  Arch  Bodies,. in  fsct  all^except 
Louisiana.  In  his  review  of  California  Comp.  Staton  quotes  freely  from  the  Grand 
High  Priest's  Address,  and  with  general  approval ;  he  especially  commends  the 
many  visitations  of  constituents  made  by  him  and  his  care  for  the  basiness  interests 
of  the  Grand  Body  under  his  charge.    His  recommendations  of  heroic  treatment  in 
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the  case  of  one  OBiWiLLB  A.  Fbambu,  a  peddler  of  bogos  degrees,  is  also  ap- 
proved. Yes,  Comp.  Staton,  oar  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Elliboh  L.  Orawpokd, 
discharged  his  duties  to  the  Grand  Chapter  faithfully,  and  well  earned  the  tribate 
fi'eely  bestowed  upon  him  and  his  work  at  the  close  of  his  administration,  and, 
although  but  a  few  short  months  were  granted  him  to  receive  the  applause  of  his 
companions,  his  memory  remains  with  us  and  will  serve  as  an  incentive  to  his  sac* 
cessors.    Comp.  Cbawfobd  died  at  his  home  in  Oeorgetown,  June  22, 1895. 

Comp.  Staton  folly  endorses  the  action  of  onr  Grand  Chapter  in  relation  to  the 
Cerneau  fraud.    He  says:    *'  We  are  glad  to  see  this  decided  step  taken." 

Under  New  York  we  quote  what  appears  to  us  a  partial  explanation  of  the  ap- 
parently depressed  condition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Kentucky,  and  fully  recog- 
nise the  force  and  truth  of  the  closing  words.  Comp.  Statov  says,  speaking  of 
Comp.  Gabdmkr  (New  York  correspondent): — 

*'  He  greatly  regrets  the  circumstances  which  prevented  us  from  preparing  onr 
osual  Report  on  Correspondence,  and  quotes  our  exordium  and  conclusion  relative 
thereto.  We  will  rejoice  with  him  when  our  financial  depression  shall  come  to  an 
end  and  will  rejoice  more  when  there  is  more  interest  taken  in  the  propagation  of 
this  beautiful  system  of  Masonry,  so  fall  of  instraction  and  grandeur.  But  this  will 
never  be  until  Capitular  Masonry  in  Kentucky  can  rise  above  the  point  of  being 
made  a  mere  stepping  stone  from  Blue  Masonry,  so  called,  to  the  orders  of  Christian 
Knifchthood. 

"We  are  sorry  to  sav  what  we  have  said,  but  candor,  and  a  close  observation 
compels  us  to  make  the  above  declaration.*' 

Mr,  B,'.  JoHV  G.  Obkdokf  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Hbhbt  B. 
Obaht  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Chairman  of  Correspondence,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  Jambs  W.  Staton,  Brooks ville. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  Louisville  on  the  third  Tuesday 
in  October.  1896. 

LOUISIANA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Louisiana  held  its  forty-eighth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  New  Orleans  February  12, 1886,— the  M,\  E.\  A.  G.  Allbn,  Grand 
High  Priest ;  It.'.  E. *.  Richard  Lambbbt,  Grand  Secretary.  Seventeen  Chapters 
were  represented.  There  were  also  present  six  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  and  the 
Representatives  of  seventeen  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Louisiana  bears  upon  her  roll  the  names  of  eighteen  Chapters,  with  a  member- 
ship of  934  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form«  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  In  reporting  his  oiBeial 
acts  he  congratulated  the  companions  upon  the  prevailing  peace  and  harmony 
existing  in  the  jurisdiction,  and  he  joined  them  in  giving  thanks  to  the  Supreme 
High  Priest  for  their  preservation  and  exemption  from  the  ills  which  have  afflicted 
other  companions  and  covered  their  altars  with  mourning.  Among  his  visitations 
the  Grand  High  Priest  reports  this  pleasant  incident  :— 

**  On  St  John's  Day,  December  27th,  1894,  I  visited  officially  Hiram  Chapter, 
No.  45,  at  Robeline,  Louisians,  and  installed  the  yearly  elected  officers  thereof. 
The  ceremonies  uf  installation  were  public,  and  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
the  beautiful  lessons  of  moral  conduct  taught  by  the  attendant  ceremonies  were 
fully  appreciated  by  the  audience  of  the  uninitiated  present  I  also  on  that  day 
delivered  a  public  address  on  the  Principles  and  History  of  Masonry. 

**  After  the  conclusion  of  the  public  ceremonies,  labor  was  resumed  by  this 
Chapter  in  regular  session ;  and  the  Mark  Master*s  Degree  was  conferred  on  three 
canciidates  in  a  most  creditable  manner,  the  High  Priest,  by  my  direction,  pre- 
siding. 
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"  After  labor  we  were  called  truly  to  refreBhment.  We  Msembled  at  the  resi- 
dence of  one  of  the  companions,  and  there,  in  company  with  the  wives  and  daugh- 
ters of  the  members  of  this  Chapter,  enjoyed  a  sumptuous  banquet.  It  was  truly 
a  Masonic  feetivid,  attended  witn  all  its  elevated  and  refined  proprieties.  Mirth 
and  good  humor  prevailed ;  happy  sentiments  were  tendered,  but  it  was  gratifying 
to  know  that  the  '  libations  poured '  were  only  in  that  wine  which  preserves  life 
and  never  enervates  the  brain. 

"  This  Chapter  has  done  good  work  and  true  work.  Though  among  the  young- 
est on  our  rolls,  it  has  made  a  record  in  Masonic  well-doing  that  others  which 
have  had  the  experience  of  many  years  might  well  envy." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  expressed  himself  decidedly  and  firmly  against  the 
adoption  or  use  of  a  written  or  printed  Ritual,  believing  it  to  be  a  drifting  away 
from  the  hallowed  moorings  of  Masonic  obligation. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales  was  recognized  and  a  fraternal  wel- 
come extended. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  were  $1389 ;  the  disbursements  $1102.30. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  made  an  interesting  report,  in  which  he  predicted  a  revi- 
val in  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  jurisdiction  in  the  near  future. 

A  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was  held  February  12,  1895,  ~  the 
M.'.  E.*.  Gboboe  J.  PiKOKABD,  President;  M.'.  K.'.  Richard  Lambsbt,  Re- 
corder. The  Council  was  opened  in  Due  Form.  Eight  companions,  High  Priests 
of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise  qualified,  were  received,  anointed  and 
consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  The  M. '.  £. '.  President  delivered 
an  address  upon  the  subject  of  the  Organization,  after  which  an  election  was  held 
and  the  Council  closed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Comp.  Herman  C.  Duncan,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  is  a  thoroughly  independent  review  of  the  doings  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  the  several  jurisdictions  of  the  Masonic  world.  Comp.  Duncan  seems 
to  us  to  write  as  if  governed  by  the  text :  "  In  essentials,  charity ;  in  non-essen- 
tials, liberty.*'    For  instance,  under  Arkansas,  he  writes  of  the  cipher  question  :— 

**  We  would  feign  add  a  word  on  the  subject  of  writing  the  Ritual  in  cipher. 
There  was  once  a  man,  whom  we  are  taught  was  one  of  three  ancient  Grand  Mas- 
ters, whose  integrity  is  exhibited  to  us  as  the  model  for  all  Masons,  an  integrity 
by  which  they  should  seek  to  live  and  in  which  they  should  be  ready  to  die.  This 
man,  the  same  Masonic  tradition  informs  us,  committed  to  wnting  the  mo«t 
important  *  secret '  of  a  Mason — even  the  word.  He  did  it  for  the  good  of  the  Fra- 
ternity, that  future  generations  yet  unborn  might  find  it,  recognize  it  and  use  it. 
He  did  not  do  it  in  such  manner  that  the  profane  might  become  cognizant  of  it — 
this  his  obli^tion  forbade.  He  did  not  do  it  in  such  manner  that  the  secrets  of 
Masonry  might  thereby  be  unlawfully  obtained.  He  did  it  in  cipher ;  he  did  it  in 
such  manner  that  those  entitled  to  the  knowledge  might  thereby  obtain  it.  In 
this  Solomon,  and  Hiram,  of  Tyre,  joined  and  united  with  him  and  became  equal 
participants  in  his  acts.  Unless  our  three  ancient  Grand  Masters  had  done  what 
they  did,  wrote  the  pivotal  secret  of  Masonry,  the  fear  of  the  King  of  Isnel  would 
have  found  its  fruition  and  the  word  would  have  been  forever  lost,  and,  even  if 
found  in  the  future,  could  not  have  been  recognized  for  what  it  was,  and  is,  with- 
out the  other  marks  and  indications  which  proclaimed  it  Masonic.  The  deposit 
was  made  in  such  manner  that  the  secrets  could  be  lawfully  and  could  not  unlaw- 
fully be  obtained." 

We  don't  like  the  cipher  business ;  but  if  it  must  be  had  let  it  be  laid  up  in 
some  ark  for  testimony,  and  should  it  be  necessary  for  a  companion  to  make  a 
copy,  let  him  destroy  it  immediately  after  using  it ;  but  for  general  dissemination. 
No. 

Under  Colorado,  upon  the  subject  of  Physical  Qualifications,  he  writes  thus  :— 
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"  In  oor  opinion,  the  distinetioo  lietacen  the  'Seereta  ol  the  Chair  *  aad  the 
'TVftrep  of  Part  Maffier"  are  aa  broad  aa  thoae  between  the  Viitaal  and  the  Acteal 
Pawt  MartAr«  and  that  certain  Maaona,  and  tbooe  alone,  to  wit :  thoae  who  hare 
a<;ttjally  held  the  iptvel  by  rirtoe  of  election  and  inatallatiofi  in  Symbcdie  LodfTM* 
have  the  riirht  to  commonicate  the  *  Secrets  of  the  Oiair/  and  thia  withoat  any 
reference  whatever  to  the  positions  of  sodi  Masons  m  Chapler,  or  Cooscil.  or 
rVrmmandery.  j%nd  conreraely,  that  the  Degiee  of  Ptet  Master  can  only  be  con- 
ferred under  anthority  of  a  chartered  Chapter,  in  a  dnly  opened  Lodge  orf  Past 
Masters,  and  then  only  upon  Mark  Mastm  doly  elected  to  reoeire  the 


The  M.'.  E.'.  A.  C.  AiXDf  was  re-elected  Grand  Higfa  Privt;  the  B.*.  £.'• 
KicHARO  Lambert  waa  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Chainnan  of  Correepoad- 
enoe,  Rev.  Herman  Cope  Duncan,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Alexandria. 


The  Grand  Chapter  of  Mafaie  held  its  sereotieth  ADOoal  Oonroeation  ia  the  city  of 
PortUn<l.  May  7th,  1895,— the  M.:  B.\  Seward  8.  Stearks,  Grand  High  Prieat ; 
R.'.  E,\  HTBraBM  Brrbt,  Oraod  Secretary.  Forty-eight  chartered  Cbapten,  oat  of 
a  total  of  fifty -four  on  the  roll,  were  represented.    Of  the  pennaoeat  membert  there 
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were  present  foorteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  three  Past  Grand  Deputies,  two  Past 
Grand  Kings  and  one  Past  Chrand  Scribe.  Thirty-seven  sister  jurisdictions  were  rep- 
resented bj  their  Grand  Bepresentatlves  at  this  ConTocation,  the  M,\  E.\  Josiah 
H.  DBumcQiiD  responding  for  Oalifomia.  Five  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fourteen 
Royal  Arch  Masons  give  force  and  effect  to  the  doings  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Dbummovd  presented  and  introduced  if.*.  E,\  Comp. 
Emos  Wasgatt,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Florida,  who  was 
welcomed  and  invited  to  a  seat  io  the  East 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  Address,  congratnlsted  the  companions  upon  the 
growth  and  progress  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  their  Jurisdiction,  although  deploring 
the  loss  of  eighty-two  beloved  aesociates  in  their  noble  and  glorious  work.  He  also 
referred  to  the  eminent  dead  of  sister  Jurisdictions,  all  of  whom  had  left  vacancies 
that  would  be  a  lasting  reminder  of  their  faithful  service. 

No  decisions  of  importance  were  reported. 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  the  Grand  King,  the  Grand  Scribe  and  three 
district  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests  made  official  reports  of  the  condition  and 
prospects  of  the  Chapters  assigned  to  their  respective  supervision. 

The  Grand  Chapter  has  an  invested  fund  of  $4,629.o0 ;  a  charity  fund  of  $1,022.50, 
and  available  assets  of  $2,490.64. 

The  revision  of  the  Constitution  was  continued  in  the  hands  of  the  committee. 

Comp.  Dbummoiid  made  the  following  report  for  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence :— 

"  The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  to  which  was  referred  the  memorial 
of  E^  Hiram  Chapter,  have  examined  the  papers  submitted,  and  ask  leave  to 
report  :— 

<*  Upon  regular  petition  and  due  proceedings,  Bro.  William  G.  Snow  received 
the  degrees  of  Mark  Master  Mason,  Past  Master  and  Most  Excellent  Master  in 
Admi^am  Chapter,  of  Baltimore,  of  the  obedience  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland. 
I>ater,  Bro.  Show  removed  to  Lewiston  and  took  op  his  residence  in  the  jurisdiction 
of  King  Sbram  Chapter. 

"  On  March  20, 1893,  the; following  letter  was  sent  by  AdonUram  Chspter  to  King 
Hiram  Chapter  :— 

"  MASOmO  TSMFLK, 

"  Baltimobb,  Md.,  March  20, 1898. 
*'  Tothe  if/.  E.\  High  Priest,  QffUferB  and  Oompanions  of  King  Hiram  R»  A.  Chapter, 
No.  9,  Lewition,  ife.;— 

**  DiAB  OoxF ANIONS  :~This  is  to  certify  that  Bro.  W.  G.  Snow  has  received  the 
degrees  of  Mark  Master,  Past  Master  and  Most  Excellent  Master,  in  Adoniram 
Chapter,  Na  21,  Baltimore,  Md. ,  and  now  desires  to  have  the  Koyai  Arch  degree 
conferred  upon  him.  We  would  respectfully  request  that  you  perform  that  duty,  as 
Bro.  Snow  is  now  residing  in  Lewiston.  and  it  would  be  both  inconvenient  and 
expensive  to  compel  him  lo  come  to  Baltimore  to  receive  the  degree. 
**  Will  yon  kinaly  notify  me  of  your  action  in  the  matter. 

"  Respectfully  and  fraternally, 

**  (Seal.)       Chas.  McDonald,  Jr.,  Seerwtary, 

"Subsequent  correspondence  shows  that  Adoniram  Chapter  intended  to  ask 
King  Hiram  Chapter  to  confer  the  Royal  Arch  degree  for  it,  in  accordance  wJUi  the 
nsage  in  that  Jurisdiction. 

"  There  being  no  such  usage  in  this  State,  it  is  not  surprising  that  King  Hiram 
Chapter  misunderstood  the  request,  and  treated  it  as  a  waiver  of  jurisdiction  accord- 
ing to  our  law  and  usage. 

**  Thereupon  Bro.  Snow  petitioned  King  Hiram  Chapter,  reciting  the  reception 
of  the  previous  degrees  in  Adoniram  Chapter  and  adding  :~ 

'*  'And  with  the  consent  of  Adoniram  Chapter,  filed  herewith,  I  apply  for  the 
remaining  degree  and  membership  io  your  Chapter.' 

"  The  petition  took  the  usual  course,  and  upon  the  favorable  report  of  the  Inves- 
tigating  Committee,  was  elected  bv  secret  ballot;  the  degree  was  thereapon 
conferred  upon  him,  and  he  signed  the  by-laws  of  the  Chapter  as  required  by  the 
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Constttotion  of  this  Qruid  Chmpter,  vii. :  *  Every  Mason,  recoiving  the  RojmI  Arch 
degree  id  s  sobordioate  Ohspter,  shall  thereby  beeome  a  nember  of  that  Ohapter, 
and  shall  immediately  register  his  name  as  a  member.' 

"  That  he  thereby  became  a  member  of  Kimg  Biram  Chapter  is  beyond  qoeetaoD. 
As  the  Boysl  Arch  degree  was  not  conferred  for  ildoalram  Cha|»ter,  it  seems  equally 
clear  to  yoor  committee  that  he  did  not  become  a  member  of  Adonirain  Chapter 
under  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland. 

"The  committee  regret  the  seeming  discourtesy  to  Adomirani  Chapter,  and 
apparent  TioIatioD  of  Masonic  law ;  bat  beyond  all  question  it  was  the  result  of  mis- 
understanding the  intended  purpose  of  the  request  of  AdtmUram  Chapter. 

*' Under  these  circumstances  we  beUeve  that  Adomiram  Chapter  will  readily 
pardon  the  mistake,  fk'om  its  standpoint,  which  King  Biram  Chapter  unwittingly 
made. 

*'  We  think  that  no  one  unacquainted  with  the  usage  in  Maryland  would  have 
understood  that  request  differently  from  the  way  in  whioh  Kimg  Bbram  Chapter 
understood  it.'* 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  it  was  voted  that  King  Siram  Ch^ter  be 
requested  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  report  to  Adoniram  Chapter  at  Baltimore. 

The  Grand  Conncil  of  the  Order  ot  High  Priesthood  for  Maine  met  in  Corinthian 
Hall,  May  8th,  1895,  at  7:30  F.  M.,— if.'.  S,\  JoeiAH  DBmoioxD,  President;  JEL*. 
BTBrHBN  Bbrbt,  Grand  Recorder.    A  large  number  of  members  were  in  attendance. 

The  Council  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Chaplain. 

Twelve  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  presented  their 
certificates  of  installation,  were  balloted  for,  elected,  anointed  and  conseerated  to 
the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  Treasurer  reported  funds  on  deposit  in  Maine  Savings  Bank  amounting  to 
$437.79. 

An  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  held,  and  upon  their  installation 
the  Grand  Gooocil  closed. 

Once  more  the  veteran  Josiah  Dbuiimoiid  presents  us  with  the  Report  on  Corre- 
spondence.   Long  may  he  live  to  enjoy  his  rank  as  "  the  Dean ''  of  Correspondents. 

Comp.  DauimoND's  notice  of  California  is  of  Grand  High  Priest  Cbawvobd's 
administration.  The  official  acts  of  our  lamented  companion  have  the  general 
approval  of  Comp.  Dbitmiiond.  He  quotes  from  the  address  in  regard  to  the  right  of 
a  Past  High  Priest  to  preside  in  the  absence  of  all  the  Council  officers,  and  of  his 
reference  to  Masonic  peddlers  in  general,  and  one  Gbantilli  A.  FnAiiBM,  in  par- 
ticular, also  the  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  authorising  the  Grand  Secretory  to 
issue,  upon  proper  authentication  of  the  loss  or  destruction  of  the  original,  "a 
duplicate  charter  or  dispensation."  Comp.  Dbumhond  comments,  and  with  mnch 
pertinence  says :~ 

**  In  case  of  old  Chapters,  it  has  happened,  however,  that  no  copy  of  the  charter 
was  in  eziHtence ,  so  that  no  '  duplicate  ^could  be  issued ;  in  most  joiisdictions  now, 
the  Grand  Secretary  has  a  copy  of  every  charter,  and  while  he  cannot  issue  a 
*  duplicate '  original,  he  may  issue  a  copy  with  the  proper  endorsement  upon  it." 

The  writer  appreciates  the  courtesy  of  Comp.  Drummomd.  In  his  commente,  he 
says :— 

"  We  recently  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Comp.  Bavibs  ;  we  expected  to  see 
him  again,  but  In  the  rush—at  Boston—our  expectations  were  disappointed." 

The  disappointment  was  mutual,  Comp,  Dbitmmond  ;  though  we  acknowledge  the 
fulfillment  of  a  very  ancient  wish  to  get  a  good  "  square  ''  look  at  Dbummoiid  of 
Maine. 

In  closing  his  review  of  California,  Comp.  D.  says  :— 

*'Upon  the  question  of  the  *stotos'  of  unaflUiated  Masons,  we  dissent  in  '  toto 
coelo '  from  Comp.  Daviis  views,  as  well  as  upon  that  of '  dependant  memberaUp.' 
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The  latter,  in  CaliforDla,  is  a  mere  Bentiment,  becaose  the  Oraod  Lodge  (in  excess 
of  its  rigfatfal  powers,  as  we  hold)  has  taken  oare  of  that  question  by  enacting  laws 
which,  at  we  have  already  said,  the  Grand  Chapter  is  powerless  to  rescind.  Upon 
almost  all  other  qnestions  we  are  In  accord  with  his  views." 

M.\  E.\  HsiTRT  S.  WuaTBB  was  elected  Qrand  High  Priest;  R.\  E,\  Stiphkm 
Burt  was  elected  Grand  Secretary.  Chairman  of  Correspondence :  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  JoeiAH  H.  Dbcmmoxd,  Portland. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Portland,  May  6,  1896. 

MABYLAVD. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland  held  its  ninety-eighth  Annnsl  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  November  I2th,  1895,— the  M,\  E.\  Comp.  Edward  R.  Trifpb, 
Grand  High  Priest ;  if.*.  K\  Oborob  L.  McCahak,  Grand  Secretary.  Eleven  Past 
Grand  High  Priests,  with  two  Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests,  responded  *' present'' 
at  roll  call.  Seventeen  chartered  Chapters  were  represented,  also  twenty*nlne  sister 
jurisdictions  by  their,  Grand  Representatives. 

Maryland  bears  upon  her  roll  the  names  of  eighteen  Chapters  with  a  membership 
of  1,662  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

A  fine  portrait  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  M,\  S.\  Wxluam  Hknbt  Shrtock, 
appears  upon  the  opening  page. 

California  has  the  honor  of  being  represented  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Mary- 
land by  Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  Edwabd  T.  Schultz.  He  is  also  its  veteran 
Correspondent,  who  submits  his  twentieth  annual  report  at  the  present  session. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

With  thanks  to  God  for  the  privilege  of  assembling,  once  again,  around  the  grand 
Royal  Arch  Altar,  the  Grand  High  Priest  gave  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  companions 
in  attendance.  He  made  affldctionate  mention  of  old  time  companfons  who,  since 
their  last  Convocation,  had  passed  to  rest,  and  extended  the  sympathy  of  the  com- 
panions of  Maryland  to  those  sister  jurisdictions  who  had  also  been  visited  by  the 
unwelcome  messenger.  Among  the  names  inscribed  upon  the  death  roll  reported, 
we  note  that  of  our  beloved  companion  and  long  time  aasoeiate,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  JoBX  Mills  Bbownb.  **  May  the  sweetness  of  the  summer's  last  rose  linger 
long  above  his  last  resting  place." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  was  prevented,  by  a  severe  accident,  from  making  the 
usual  visitations.  He  reports  the  arrangements  made  and  making  for  the  entertain- 
ment  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  on  the  occasion  of  its  Triennial  and  the  Anniver- 
sary of  its  Centennial;  and  also  the  celebration  of  the  Centennial  Anniversary  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland  to  be  held  on  St.  John's  Day,  June  24, 1897.  Liots  ol 
designs  on  that  trestle  board,  and  there's  room  for  more. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  recommends  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  the  "  Masonic  Clearing  House  "  proposed  to  be  established  for  the  exchange 
of  Masonic  literature,  and  advises  that  the  very  reasonable  contribution  asked  for 
be  -made  for  that  purpose. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  were  $1,630.75 ;  the  disbursements,  same  period,  were 
$1,227.04. 

The  companions  and  friends  of  M.\  E.\  Gxobob  L.  MoCahan,  General  Grand 
High  Priest,  presented  a  handsome  portrait,  by  a  skillful  portrait  artist  of  New  York, 
of  that  eminent  companion,  which  had  been  suitably  ftamed  and  placed  upon  the 
East  wall  of  the  Chapter  Hall.  It  was  unveiled  and  accepted  by  the  Grand  Chapter 
with  thanks,  emphasised  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Council  of  M,\  E,\  High  Priests  of  Maryland 
convened  at  the  Masonic  Temple,  November  12th,  at  3  o'clock  r.  m.,— M.'.  E.*. 
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Oomp.  Jmmwb  W.  Bowns,  Preddent;  M.*.  B.*.  Ooap.  Gioifti  L.  McGabam.  Secre- 
tary, and  a  large  attendance  of  S,\  oompanioiM. 

The  following,  offered  by  Comp.  Cabrb,  was  ananimoaaly  adopted  :— 

**  This  Conneil  records,  with  sincere  torrow.  minntea  of  tke  deatha  of  eompaiiiona 
Nathan  l«iHMAy  and  John  Hknrt  Gbiffin,  two  of  ita  members  wbo  have  paaaed 
over  the  dark  river  since  oor  last  annual  meeting." 

It  was  ordered  that  memorial  pages  be  inserilMd  to  their  memory  in  the  joamal 
of  the  Cooncil  proceedings. 

Comps.  Edwabd  T.  Schultz,  GaoaeB  L.  MgGahak  and  John  M.  Cabtbb,  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  a  history  of  the  Order  of  High  Priestb€K>d  in 
Maryland. 

Nine  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise 
qnalified,  having  been  elected,  were  introdaced,  anointed,  consecrated  and  set  apart 
to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

Officers  for  the  ensning  year  having  been  elected  and  installed,  the  Onmd  Conneil 
closed. 

The  Report  on  correspondence  is  by  the  veteran  companion,  Edward  T.ScHiHirs, 
who  snbmits  his  twentieth  review  of  the  Capitular  Bodies  whose  proceedings  were 
at  hand,  comprising  in  this  report  all  the  American  and  oor  neighbors  of  New  Soath 
Wales  and  Scotland. 

Oomp.  8oH0LTz'8  review  of  California  is  for  the  admlniatration  of  Comp.  Ellbov 
L.  CKAwroBD,  as  Orand  High  Priest  Onr  compaaion  has  since  been  released  tntm 
his  earthly  cares  and  passed  within  the  vails.  He  quotes,  approvingly,  fh>m  the 
address  of  oor  lamented  companion,  and  says :  "  His  ruling  is  in  perfect  aooord  with 
the  views  of  yonr  committee,"  He  notes  the  death  pf  onr  dear  companion,  Johm 
Miixa  BnowNB,  at  the  city  of  Washington.  May  10^  18M.  He  reports  oor  oonditkni 
as  healthful  and  fairly  prosperous,  upon  the  authority  of  our  Grand  Secretary, 
Thomas  H.  CASwHUi. 

Comp.  SoHULTE  refers  to  the  warning  given  by  our  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the 
notion  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  condemning  the  doings  in  onr  jurisdiction  of  one 
OBANTiLLn  A.  Pbambm,  degree  peddler  and  general  disturber  of  the  Masonic  peaee. 

Under  Pennsylvania,  Oomp.  Sohultz  says :~

Grand  High  Priest  Eooab  A.  Timnib  ruled  that  the  action  of  a  Chapter  in  con- 
ferring the  degrees  upon  a  brother  who  resided  nearer  another  Chapter,  without  llrat 
obtaining  its  consent,  was  'null  and  void,'  and  that  the  party  so  receiving  the  degree 
is  not  entitled  to  any  recognition  whatever  as  a  Royal  Arch  Mason." 

This  is  the  Pennsylvania  law  ;  but  we  regard  it  as  unsound.  It  strikes  us  the 
Chapter  may  be  punished  for  a  violation  of  a  well  known  law.  but  it  is  hardly  fair  to 
punish  the  brother  who,  it  is  presumed,  knew  nothing  whatever  about  the  law. 
Having  been  made  in  a  lawful  Chapter,  all  the  declarations  in  the  world  cannot 
unmake  him.    In  all  of  which  we  are  in  accord. 

The  M.*.  E.*.  William  H.  Shbtock  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  the  M.\  E.\ 
Gbobgc  L.  MoCaham  was  reelected  Orand  Secretary.  Cbairman  of  Correspondence : 
Comp.  Edwabd  T.  Scbultz,  Baltimore. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Baltimore, 
November  10. 1896. 

MA8SAOHU8BTT8. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts  held  its  first  Quarterly  Convocation  for 
1895,  in  Egyptian  Hall  of  Masonic  Temple,  Boston,  March  13th,— the  M.\  E.\ 
J.  Oilman  Waftb,  Grand  High  Priest;  the  M.\   B,\  Sbbancs  Bowbn,  Oraad 
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Secretary.  Thirty-three  Ch»pter8  were  represented.  The  representatiTes  of 
twenty-se%'en  sister  Grand  JorisdictioDs,  with  thirty-three  permanent  members  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts  were  present 

A  fine  portrait  of  M,\  £.'.  Thomas  Watkbmam,  Past  Grand  Hi||^  Priest, 
adorns  the  opening  pagn. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  devotional  exercises  by 
the  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  usual  routine  business  was  transacted.    Several  District  Deputy  Grand 
High  Priests  were  installed. 

The  M,\  £*.'.  Grand  High  Priest  was  invested  with  the  regulation  Past  Grand 
High  Priest's  Jewel,  as  a  compliment  for  his  seal  and  efficiency  in  discharging  the 
duties  of  his  office ;  to  which  Comp.  Waits  responded  in  his  usual  happy  manner. 

The  business  of  the  session  being  oondudedt  the  Grand  Chapter  was  closed  in 
Ample  Form. 

The  second  Quarterly  was  held  at  the  same  place  June  11th,  with  same  official 
attendance.  Twenty-six  Chapters  were  represented.  Thirteen  Grand  Representa- 
tives and  nine  permanent  members  were  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  business  of  the  Convocation  was  the  consideration  of  a  petition  prajring  for 
the  revocation  of  a  dispensation  heretofore  granted  Waiiham  Chapter,  which  was 
determined  by  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners. 


The  third  Quarterly  was  held  in  the  Hall  of  M<naU  Vernon  Chapter,  on  account 
of  the  fire  at  Masonic  Temple,  September  10th.  The  Grand  Officers  and  eleven 
permanent  members  present.  Twenty-three  Chapters  were  represented  ;  thirteen 
sister  jurisdictions  were  also  represented. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  the  usual  devotional 
exercises. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  spoke  of  the  loss  to  the  Fraternity  of  their  former  home 
by  fire  in  the  Temple  on  the  7th  instant,  and  alluded,  with  much  feeling,  to  the 
prompt  and  generous  offers  made  by  various  Masonic  organizations.  Even  before 
the  fire  was  fairly  out,  the  rooms  in  which  this  Convocation  is  held  was  placed  at 
their  service.  In  connection  therewith  the  Grand  Secretary  read  several  commu- 
nications.   The  Grand  Chapter  then  closed. 


The  Grand  Chapter  held  its  ninety-seventh  Annual  Convocation  December 
10th. 

The  M.\  E.\  J.  GiLMAN  Waitv,  Grand  High  Priest,  after  opening  the  Grand 
Chapter,  gave  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  companions  who  had  assembled  to  witness 
the  annual  exemplification  of  the  work  and  lectures  of  the  Chapter  degrees. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  Habbt  Hunt,  the  stations  were 
filled  and  the  degrees  of  Mark  Master,  Past  Master,  Most  Excellent  and  Royal 
Arch  were  fully  exemplified,  an  opportunity  being  given  at  the  close  of  each  degree 
for  any  inquiries  by  companions  regarding  the  work. 

The  work  was  admirably  presented,  and  was  witnessed  by  representatives  of 
sixty  of  the  seventy-four  Chapters  in  the  jurisdiction. 
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At  the  evening  session,  all  the  Grand  OflBcers  being  in  attendance,  sixty-two 
Chapters  were  represented.  Eighteen  permanent  members  were  present,  with  the 
representatives  of  eighteen  sister  jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  the  Grand  ChapUin  officiatiiig 
at  the  Altar. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  With  a  glowing  welcome 
to  the  companions,  he  voiced  the  pleasant  tidings  of  a  prosperous  ending  of  the 
labors  of  the  past  year,  and  especially  the  spirit  of  delightful  harmony  which  had 
characterized  their  efforts.  He  reported  the  particulars  of  the  disastrous  fire  of 
September  7th,  which,  although  causing  some  inconvenience,  had  not  occasioned  a 
serious  loss,  as  they  were  protected  by  insurance.  He  reported  their  representation 
and  cordial  reception  at  the  Centennial  Anniversary  uf  the  Grand  Holy  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania,  an  event  of  importance  to  Capitular  Masonry  in 
the  United  States.  No  unusual  business  was  transacted.  The  year  had  been  noted 
for  harmonious  action  and  general  prosperity. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  gave  out  a  few  words  of  caution,  referring  to  a  practice 
which  he  feared  was  becoming  too  common :  the  sending  of  notices  by  postal  card, 
or  other  unsealed  envelopes,  containing  matter  to  be  acted  upon  in  a  "  tiled  body.** 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  High  Priests,  Comp.  Seranub  Bowsn, 
reported  that  fourteen  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  had 
been  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  since  the  last 
annual  report. 

Massachusetts  has  enrolled  seventy*four  chartered  Chapters,  with  a  member- 
ship of  13,944  Royal  Arch  Masons.  The  jurisdiction  is  divided  into  twelve 
districts,  under  the  supervision  of  twelve  District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  report  the  names  of  one  hundred  and  seventy 
companions  inscribed  upon  the  death  roll  of  the  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  again  presented  by  R,  *.  E.  *.  Skbanus  Bowxn. 
The  report  is  a  good  one,  and  much  more  interesting  than  we  would  expect  from 
the  extraordinary  quiet  of  the  year,  whose  doings  are  here  recorded.  The  unusual 
activity  of  Templarism  in  Massachusetts  for  the  year  ending  August,  1896i,  was 
good  reason  for  shading  any  "  burning  questions  "  that  would,  in  the  average  year, 
insist  on  being  noticed  in  the  other  departments  of  Masonry ;  but  then  the  Rojral 
Arch  family  of  Massachusetts  is  above  the  average  in  size  and  ability — seventy-four 
Chapters,  with  fourteen  thousand  members,  forms  an  army  of  sufficient  force  and 
power  to  demand  consideration. 

Comp.  BowsN*B  review  of  California  is  for  the  administration  of  our  lamented 
Comp.  Cbawfobd.  He  commends  our  legislation,  and  thinks  the  business  of  the 
session  was  conducted  with  harmony,  resulting  in  prosperity  to  the  Capitular  Rite. 
He  also  quotes  our  report,  and  generally  concurs. 

Under  Connecticut,  he  makes  feeling  reference  to  the  death  of  our  eloquent 

friend  and  companion,  Wheblkr,  and  in  his  memory  quotes  these  lines,  written  by 

him : — 

"  To  HIS  Memobt. 

**  Thy  record  is  finished,  and  earth  clouds  are  darkened. 
Thy  frail  bark  is  moored  on  the  shore  of  life's  sea ; 
The  voice  from  beyond  thee,  to  which  thou  hast  barkened. 
Is  that  of  the  *  Master,'  who  calleth  for  thee. 

"  Th^  record  is  finished  !  but  '^ond  the  dark  river 
A  light  shineth  brightly  ;  thine  opened  eyes  see ; 
Andgladly  is  welcomed  the  shaft  from  its  quiver. 
That  opens  the  door  to  Him  calling  for  thee.'* 
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Under  District  of  Columbia,  of  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp. 
BowsN  writes  :— 

**The  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  a  good  basiness  document,  and 
repays  careful  perusal.  A  question  of  iiurisdiction  arose  between  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  D.  C.  and  that  of  Yir^nia,  which  was  amicably  settled.  The  Grand  High 
Priest  made  one  decision  which  accords  with  law  and  common  sense,  that  a  brother 
with  an  artificial  leg,  who  could  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  ritual,  is 
eligible  for  the  degrees.  Why  should  he  not  be  eligible,  just  as  well  as  a  brother 
who  is  unable  to  see  without  glasses  ?  We  have  heard  mku  that  couldn't  see  at  all 
without  the  aid  of  glasses,  aigue  that  no  man  should  be  permitted  to  receive  the 
degrees  without  he  could  literally  comply  with  all  the  raquirements  without  the 
aid  of  mechanical  appliances.  If  glasses  are  not  mechanical  appliances,  what  are 
they?" 

Ask  us  something  easier,  Comp.  Bowkn? 

Under  Maine,  Comp.  Bowbn  quotes  Comp.  Drummond,  in  his  discussion  with 
Comp.  Africa,  of  Pennsylvania,  of  the  "  legitimacy  and  in  accordance  with  ancient 
custom  **  of  public  installations,  and  fully  ooneurs  with  Comp.  Drummond  on  that 
matter.  We  think  it  beyond  dispute  that  the  right  to  install  in  public  was  admitted 
by  the  oldest  Grand  Lodges,  and  never  denied  by  an  American  Ghtmd  Lodge, 
except,  perhaps,  in  the  case  of  Pennsylvania. 

M,\  E,\  Comp.  J.  GiLMAN  Waits  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  B,\  E,\ 
Seranus  Bowkn  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Correspondent:  K.*.  £.'. 
Skranus  Bowbn,  28  School  street,  Boston. 

HIOHIQAN. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  held  its  forty-seventh  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  Detroit  January  21st,  189e,—M.  *.  £.'.  Charles  D.  Blanohard,  Grand 
High  Priest;  R.'.  £.*.  Jefferson  S.  Cokover,  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred 
and  twenty-four  constituent  Chapters,  of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  on  the 
roll,  were  represented.  The  jurisdiction  numbers  12,677  affiliated  Royal  Arch 
Masons.  Fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  with  one  Past  Deputy,  were  in 
attendance. 

A  nice  portrait  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  prefaces  this  volume. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  gave  the  assembled  companions  pleasant  greeting,  and 
welcomed  them  to  the  consideration  of  such  legislation  as  would  best  promote  the 
interests  and  future  welfare  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan. 

Before  reporting  his  official  acts  he  paused  to  announce  the  death  of  the  R.  *.  £. '. 
Grand  King,  and  paid  a  fraternal,  loving  tribute  to  his  memory.  Comp.  Charles 
P.  Hunt,  Grand  King  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan,  had  been  summoned 
from  their  inner  circle  in  the  prime  of  his  manhood,  at  the  early  age  of  87  years.  A 
devoted  Mason,  universally  loved  and  respected  by  the  community  in  which  he 
lived,  his  Ion  is  a  severe  one  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  Michael  Shojcmakbr  was  also  called  from  his  earthly 
associations,  and  closed  a  long,  active  and  useful  life  at  the  ripe  age  of  77  years. 

Of  the  unusual  number  of  eminent  companions — men  of  national  reputation — 
who  have  answered  the  call  and  passed  up  with  their  work  daring  the  year,  the 
Grand  High  Priest  says  :— 

**  We  mourn  with  our  sister  jurisdictions  the  loss  of  many  illustrious  compan- 
ions who  have  passed  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death." 
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He  suggeetB  thai  such  action  be  taken  relative  to  the  deoeaaed  oompanioiia  as 
th^r  exalted  position  among  the  Royal  Craft  would  warrant. 

We  note  no  decisions  of  more  than  local  importance. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  appeals  strongly  for  the  support  of  the  Michigan  Home. 
He  also  referred  to  the  proposed  history  of  Freemasonry  in  Michigan,  now  in  course 
of  preparation  by  Grand  Secretary  Conoyib,  giving  it  strong  commendation. 

In  response  to  an  appeal,  by  circular,  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  the  Grand 
Secretary  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  $910.15  for  the  support  of  the  Home.  At 
the  same  time  he  had  the  unpleasant  duty  of  reporting  that  ninety-three,  or  nearly 
two-thixds  of  the  Chapters,  had  disregarded  the  petition. 

The  receipts  of  Grand  Secretary's  office  were  $7,287.60.  The  disbursements  by 
Grand  Treasurer  were  $6,000.29. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  authorised  to  enroll  the  Grand  Chapter  as  a  member 
of  the  Masonic  Collectors'  Association. 

The  Grand  Chapter  appropriated  $fX)0  as  a  contribution  to  aid  the  BCichigan 
Masonic  Home,  provided  said  Home  is  accepted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  ita  next 
session. 

The  Committee  on  Obituaries,  Comp.  Fbanois  A.  Blades,  Chairman,  made  an 
elaborate  and  most  excellent  report,  which  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising 
vote. 

The  Grand  Chapter  resolved  to  hold  its  next  Annual  Convocation  in  Saginaw. 

The  death  roll  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  has  inscribed 
upon  it  the  names  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  companions. 

We  note  a  mourning  page  devoted  to  tiie  memory  of  Ftet  Grand  High  Priest 
Rbks  Gibbon  Williams,  of  New  York,  an  old  personal  friend,  and  commtaaioned 
by  our  Grand  High  Priest  during  the  past  year  as  Representative  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  California  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Tork.'  Peace  to  his  memory. 

The  thirty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Council  of  High  Priests  was 
held  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  January  21st,  1895,— M.*.  £.'.  Tbavbbsb  Puilups, 
President ;  £. '.  Bcrnham  Tract,  Grand  Recorder ;  and  a  number  of  companions 
were  present. 

The  Grand  Council  was  opened  in  Ample  Fonn. 

Nine  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  otherwise 
qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  introduced,  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

The  M.'.  E.\  President  presented  the  new  ritual  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Grand  Council,  prefacing  the  same  with  appropriate  remarks,  and  stating  it  had 
already  been  adopted  by  thirty-one  States  and  recommended  its  adoption  by  this 
Grand  CounciL  After  remarks  by  several  of  the  companions,  on  motion  of 
E.'.  Vice-President  Comp.  C.  R.  Bago,  it  was  accepted  and  adopted  unanimously, 
by  a  rising  vote. 

The  Constitution  was  amended  and  the  fee  for  the  Order  fixed  at  the  sum  of  $5. 

An  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  held,  and,  after  installation,  the 
Grand  Council  doeed. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  again  presented  by  Grand  Secretary  CoNOvn, 
Chairman  of  that  Committee,  who,  with  his  silver  tongue,  persuaded  two  compan- 
ions to  undertake  such  part  of  the  work  as  he  might  assign  them,  with  the  assnraaoe 
that  their  labors  should  not  go  unrewarded,  but  they  should  gain  much  honor  and 
reputation  thereby :  and,  bless  his  heart,  he  gave  it  all  to  them,  consenting  to  act 
as  Chairman  and  shadow  their  work  from  pure  kindness.    And  so  the  reyiew  of 
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California  falk  to  the  lot  of  Com{>.  Wiluam  M.  Bailkt,  who,  after  sharpening  his 
pencil,  proceeded  to  look  into  the  administration  of  Grand  High  Priest  Grawfobd, 
who,  since  that  time,  has  passed  to  his  eternal  rest. 

Comp.  Bailky  reflects  sharply  upon  our  practice  of  using  snbetitutes.  We  find 
it  convenient,  Comp.  Bailbt,  to  permit  a  M.  *.  E.  \  Master  to  pursue  his  investiga- 
tions without  unnecessary  delay,  or,  hanging  him  up  for  weeks  or  even  months, 
waiting  for  the  "team  to  fill."  And  then  we  find  it  useful  as  an  instructor  to  the 
substitute,  many  of  whom  sadly  need  making  over.  Comp.  Bailbt  gives  his 
hearty  commendation  to  Grand  High  Priest  Gbawfobd  in  his  denunciation  of 
peddlers  of  spurious  degrees,  who  about  that  time  were  paying  their  particular 
attention  to  this  jurisdiction  in  direct  violation  of  the  regulations  of  our  Grand 
Chapter. 

The  chief  or  head  centre  of  this  miaohief  is  one  Gbanyillb  A.  Fbambbb,  a 
member  of  Oceana  Chapter,  No.  56^  located  at  Pentwater,  Michigan,  of  whom 
Grand  High  Priest  Cbawfobd  wrote  as  follows,  as  quoted  by  Comp.  Bailbt  :— 

**  My  attention  has  recently  been  called  to  one  Gbanyillb  A.  Fbaxbbb,  who  is 
traveling  over  our  prisdiction  peddling  certain  so^alled  Masonic  degrees,  daiming 
that  they  are  genmne,  and  that  he  had  been  recognized  by  the  Grand  Bodies  of  the 
world.  GenenJ  Regulation  21  very  clearly  defines  what  are  the  true  and  legitimate 
Bodies  of  Masonry,  and  should  be  strictly  enforced.  The  course  of  said  Fbahbbb 
is  creating  discord  and  confusion  among  the  Chapters  in  this  jurisdiction.  In  this 
course  the  said  Fbambbs  is  aided  and  abetted  by  members  owing  allegiance  to  this 
Grand  Chapter.  I  can  but  say  that  the  High  Priests  of  the  Chapters  of  which 
said  aiders  and  abettors  are  members  have  been  derilect  of  their  duty  in  not 
enforcing  Greneral  Regulation  21,  after  the  decided  action  of  the  Chapter  at  the 
session  of  1892.  V 

Comp.  Bailbt  commente  as  follows : — 

**  It  is  quite  refreshing  and  a  source  of  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  to  see  that 
some  of  the  Grand  High  Priests  and  Ghrand  Omoers  of  other  Bodies  have  sufficient 
stamina  to  call  attention  to  the  law  and  insist  that  the  Bodies  over  which  ihey 
preside  take  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  stomp  out  this  evil,  which  has 
Seen  a  great  source  of  annoyance  and  iniury  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

"We  would  very  strongly  commend  to  this  Grand  Body,  Rule  So.  21  of  the 
General  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California,  and  the  enactment  of 
such  laws  as  will  cause  the  same  to  be  rigorously  enforced." 

Comp.  Bailbt  complimente  our  Grand  Secretary,  Comp.  Thomas  H.  Cabwbll, 
and  his  reports,  which  we  aie  pleased  to  see  he  fully  appreciates  as  "instructive 
and  edifying,"  but  entirely  ignores  this  Correspondent.  But  we  have  enjoyed 
Comp.  Bailbt  all  the  same,  and  concur  m  Comp.  Conovbb's  endorsement  of  his 
work.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Minnesota  held  ite  thirty-fourth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  St  Paul,  October  8th,  1896. 

A  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  was  first  opened,  the  roll  of  Chapters  called 
by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  a  majority  being  represented,  the  Grand  High  Priest 
declared  the  Grand  Chapter  open  for  business.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 
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The  Report  on  Oorrespondenoe  U  presented  by  Comp.  Thomas  Montgomkby  ; 
a  review  of  forty  Grand  Royal  Areh  Bodies ;  being:  bis  sixth  report  of  matters 
pertaining  to  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  Masonic  world. 

He  passes  through  Arizona,  lingers  a  short  time  with  the  poetic  Oliveb,  pays  a 
tribute  of  respect  and  affection  to  our  old  friend  and  correspondent,  the  lamented 
LioHTHizKR ;  introduces  to  the  scribbling  community  Comp.  Chablks  D.  Bilcher 
as  a  worthy  successor  to  the  lamented  companion,  and  subsides  with  the  excuse  that 
having  left  his  "  Babtlktt  quotations  "at  home  he  wouldn't  attempt  to  "  embellish 
this  time,  but  would  see  us  later,"  etc,  etc 

Comp.  Montgomery's  review  of  California  is  for  the  administration  of  our 
departed  Grand  High  Priest,  Ellison  L.  Crawford,  whose  unexpected  death  is 
as  yet  hardly  realized  by  the  Craft  in  California.  He  gives  us  words  of  sympathy 
in  the  loss  of  our  beloved  Past  Grand  High  Priests  John  M.  Browne  and  Charleb 
R.  Gritman  ;  quotes  Comp.  Crawford,  and  concurs  in  his  opinions  as  to  the  good 
effects  of  visitations  of  Chapters  by  Grand  Officers ;  compliments  Comp.  Caswell 
on  his  good  work  as  Grand  Secretary  ;  applauds  our  treatment  of  bogus  Masonry, 
and  hopes  our  efforts  will  prove  successful;  and  also  writes  kind  words  of  the  work 
of  this  Correspondent,  for  which  we  send  him  thanks  with  all  good  wishes.

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Mississippi  held  its  forty -seventh  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  city  of  West  Point,  February  13th,  1895,— the' Jf. '.  E,\  Wiluam  Starung, 
Grand  High  Priest ;  R,',E,  \  J.  L.  Power,  Grand  Secretary.  Thirty-four  Chapters 
were  represented,  and  there  were  present  eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  one  Past 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  representatives  of  twenty-four  sister  Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

A  handsome  portrait  of  the  late  Grand  Lecturer,  Comp.  Rorert  B.  Brannin, 
deceased,  prefaces  this  volume. 

Mississippi  has  upon  her  roll  forty-nine  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  1,419 
Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  extending  a 
cordial  welcome  to  the  assembled  companions,  be  reported  his  official  acts  during 
the  recess  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  mostly  routine  business.  After  which  he  referred 
to  the  great  loss  they  had  sustained  in  tbe  death  of  their  beloved  Grand  Lecturer, 
Comp.  Robert  B.  Brannin,  and  paid  an  eloquent,  loving  tribute  to  his  character 
as  an  upright  citizen  and  an  accomplished  Mason.  He  also  referred  in  fraternal 
and  most  affectionate  terms  to  the  eminent  dead  mourned  by  Tennessee,  New 
York  and  the  National  Jurisdiction—  George  Cooper  Connor,  John  Frizzell 
and  Robert  Maooy. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  submits  the  following  opinion  received  by  him  from  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Capitular  Law,  which  reminds  us  of  an  incident 
which  occurred  in  Ship  Inland  Harbor,  June  18th,  1894.  "By  the  high  power  in 
me  vested  "  is  good  for  the  stage  or  on  dress  parade,  but  for  practical  use  in  this 
year  of  constitutions  and  law  it  aint  worth  a : 

"  Major  WiUtam  Starling,  Grand  High  Priest,  GremvUU,  Jfiw..— 

"My  Dear  Sir  and  Most  Excellent  Companion  :  The  Committee  on  Capit- 
ular Law  having  maturely  considered  the  question  submitted  to  it  in  your  esteemed 
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favor  of  the  22d  ult.,  are  of  the  opinion  that  Captain  Madrill,  the  gentleman  who 
was  made  a  Maeon  by  Bro.  Spinks  at  Ship  Island,  not  beinfr  a  member  of  a 
Symbolic  Lodse,  is  not  eligible  to  receive  the  Chapter  degrees  by  dispensation  or 
otherwise ;  it  being  assumed  that  he  is  not  a  member  of  a  Lodge  in  tois  jorisdic- 
tion  or  a  resident  of  this  State. 

"  Section  22  of  the  Kegnlations  for  Chapters  says  that '  no  Chapter  ahall  confer 
the  de^irees  upon  any  oindidate  whose  fixed  place  of  abode  has  not  been  within  its 
jonsdiction  for  twelve  months  next  before  making  application.'  Sec.  7,  ArL  XI  of 
the  Constitution,  says  *  no  Chapter  shall  confer  the  degrees  of  the  Chapter  upon  any 
person  whose  fixed  pl^ce  of  abode  is  within  any  other  State,  district  or  territory, 
m  which  there  is  a  Grand  Chapter  regularly  established,  except  by  the  consent  of 
the  subordinate  Chapter  nearest  the  place  of  residence  of  the  applicant.'  Sec.  23 
of  the  Regulations  prohibits  the  reco^ition,  as  a  Royal  .Arch  Mason,  of  any 
brother  who  shall  receive  the  degrees  m  violation  of  Sec  7  of  our  Constitution, 
whidi  is  identical  with  Sec  41  of  the  General  (rrand  Chapter  Constitution.  We 
know  of  no  power  vested  in  the  Grand  High  Priest  to  dispense  with  these  provis- 
ions, but  if  he  had  that  power  and  the  degrees  were  to  be  conferred,  it  would  do 
the  applicant  no  good,  because  Sec  38  of  the  Re^fulations  declares  non-affiliates 
ineligible,  and  it  is  clear  that  eligibility  is  something  which  cannot  be  created  tqr 
dispensation ;  its  a  fact  which  must  exist,  and  not  a  precautionary  provision  to  be 
waived,  as  for  instance,  a  woman  could  not  be  made  a  Mason,  because  she  is  not 
qualifieid. 

"  We  are  agreed  that  a  dispensation  would  be  void  if  granted,  because  the  Grand 
High  Priest  cannot  suspend  a  constitutional  provision. 

**  You  did  not  enclose  Commander  McCobmiok's  letter. 
"  Very  truly  and  fraternally  yours,

A  full  and  interesting  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
was  submitted  by  Comp.  Frederic  Speed,  who  was  in  attendance  with  the  Grand 
High  Priest

22d,  1894.    An  eloquent  tribute  to  the  useful  life  of  an  eminent  Mason. 

A  Convention  of  the  High  Priests  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Mississippi  was  held  at 
West  Point,  February  13th,  1895,— Af.'.  E.\  William  Staruno,  President; 
E,  \  Comp.  W.  G.  Paxton,  Recorder. 

The  Convention  opened  in  Due  Form. 

Nine  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  being  other- 
wise qaalified,  were  received,  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood. 

Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  elected,  and  the  following  expression  was 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote  :— 

*'The  Grand  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  of  the  State  of 
Mississippi  desire  to  place  on  record  their  profound  appreciation  of  the  services  of 
the  late  President,  M,  \  E,  \  Comp.  R.  B.  ^rannin ,  and  their  sincere  mourning  for 
his  untimely  death. 

"  While  Comp.  Brannin  was  eminent  as  a  teacher  and  a  worker  in  all  depart* 
ments  of  Masoory,  he  signalized  himself  especially  in  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood. He  succeeded,  as  President,  the  late  Comp.  William  Richards,  and  wore 
the  mantle  of  that  distinguished  Capitular  Mason  with  honor  and  dignity.  As 
long  as  Comp.  Brannin  lived,  the  office  of  President  of  the  Order  was  oonoeded  to 
him  by  common  consent,  and  nothing  but  his  death  wovdd  have  caused  his  com- 
panions to  give  him  a  successor. 

**  We  revere  his  memory  as  the  zealous  worker,  the  accomplished  teacher,  the 
faithful  companion,  the  true  and  loving  friend.  His  place  in  our  memory  and  our 
affections  will  never  be  filled.  Our  consolation  is  that  while  we  still  struggle  to 
complete  the  tasks  allotted  to  us,  we  know  full  well  that  he  has  gone  to  his  reward.** 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Convention  was  duly  closed. 
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The  Report  on  Coireepondenoe  is  by  Past  Onod  Hif^h  Print  Phinkas  M. 
SAVKHT—a  comprehenBive  review  of  forty-three  Grand  Boyal  Arch  Bodies.  The 
legislation  of  California  seems  to  meet  with  his  approval,  as  no  adverse  comments 
are  made. 

Under  Maine,  after  reviewing  Comp.  Dbummond,  Oomp.  Savbbt  extends  to 
Comp.  JoBiAH  this  cordial  invitation : — 

"  Come  down  and  see  Mississippi ;  come  when  her  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  are  in 
session,  or  any  other  time.  You  have  a  host  of  friends  in  the  Southland,  and 
amooB  those  of  **  the  Mystic  IHe  *lyonr  name  is  a  familiar  and  honored  one. 

'*  Babklbt,  DiLAPtfAXTON,  PowEB,  SPBSD  and  Savbbt  will  vouch  for  a  royal 
welcome,  whenever  you  apprise  them  of  your  intended  visit.  We  last  clasped 
hands  at  New  Orleans  in  1874.  Two  decades  have  passed,  but  our  Masonic  friend- 
ship has  never  waned." 

Under  Maryland,  commenting  upon  the  views  of  Comp.  Schultz  on  physical 
qualification,  he  writes : — 

*'  We  agree  with  Comp.  Sghultz  in  the  matter  of  physical  qualification.  In  ye 
olden  times,  when  the  Levitical  priesthood  were  appointed,  one  must  be  without 
blemish  to  minister  to  the  Taoemacle  or  the  Templ&  No  matter  what  thei^ 
mental  or  moral  qualification,  they  must  be  sound  in  all  their  limbs  and  without 
blemish,  vide  Lev.  16-21.  Is  this  not  a  lesson  taught  us  in  Masonry  not  to  deviate 
from  old  landmarks  ?" 

Under  Colorado,  Comp.  Savxby  quotes  this  :— 

*'  Who  ever  heard  of  making  laws  compelling  the  married  man  to  support  hia 
mother.  We  believe  in  supoortinfr  the  Blue  Lodge  as  the  corner-stone  and  founda- 
tion of  all  Freemasonry.  avX  it  is  amply  able  to  make  its  own  laws  and  take  care 
of  itself.  Our  observation  leads  us  to  believe  that  the  men  who  support  and  main- 
tain the  Chapter  are  the  very  men  who  support  and  maintain  the  Lodge*  The 
tendency  is  to  a  useless  and  cumbersome  legislation.'* 

To  the  above,  Comp.  Savbbt  responds  as  follows  :— 

**  We  dissent.  A  man  who  would  refuse  to  support  his  mother,  if  she  was  in 
destitute  circumstances,  is  unfit  to  live,  unfit  to  die,  and  yet  there  are  sometimes 
such  beings  wearing  the  human  form.  They  should  be  required  by  law,  if  neces- 
sai^,  to  care  for  their  mother.  The  Mosaic  law  commanded,  '  honor  thy  father 
and  mother ;'  the  Blessed  Master,  in  the  last  hour  of  human  life,  made  provision 
for  the  care  of  his  mother. 

"  We  know  the  Capitular  law  of  Mississippi  is  lax  on  this  matter,  but  it  will  be 
all  right  in  a  decade.    It  muMt  he  changed  in  order  to  be  consistent. 

"All  the  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  of  Mississippi,  by  unanimous  vote,  have 
adopted  resolutioos  looking  to  the  building  and  perpetuity  of  a  Masonic  Home,  and 
each  of  said  Grand  Bodies  have  placed  ^e  whole  matter  in  the  custody  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  together  with  the  Masonic  Home  Treasury,  and,  also,  Grand  Lodge 
Charity  Fund.  What  kind  of  Masons  are  such  delinquents?  They  are  not  useful, 
or  ornamental,  and  there  is  no  work  about  the  Temple  that  is  suited  to  ^eir  pecu- 
liar taste.  If  a  Mason  is  unable  to  pay  Lodge  dues  in  Mississippi,  Uiey  are 
remitted ;  but  for  one  abundantly  able  to  pay,  and  too  stingy  to  do  so,  we  think  he 
ought  to  be  compelled  to  pay,  or  die." 

M,\  E.\  Gus  J.  Bahin  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R,\  E,\  J.  L.  Power 
was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Chairman  of  Correspondence :  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  Phinbab  M.  Savbbt,  Tupelo.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri  held  its  forty-eighth  Annual  C6n vocation 
April  25th,  1895,— Af/.  E,\  Cobona  H.  Bbioos,  Grand  High  Priest,  if.  E.\ 
Wm.  H.  Mato,  Grand  Secretary.    Eighty -one  Chapters  were  represented.    There 
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the  Grand  Chapter  does  not  mean  to  say  that  a  neoeasary  part  of  the  installaftiao 
ceremony  shall  be  performed  or  not  at  the  option  of  an  indepeodent  body  oYer 
which  it  has  not  the  slightest  oontroL  Besides,  what  right  has  anyone  to  reaoiie 
a  High  Priest  elect  to  pay  five  dollars  (or  any  other  sum)  before  he  can  lairtally 
assume  and  properly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  ?  If  the  Order  is  to  hie 
regarded  as  in  any  sense  a  part  of  the  installation  ceremony,  it  is  absurd  to  confer 
it  upon  a  Past  High  Priest,  as  is  very  generally  done.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that 
this  Order,  beautiful  and  solemnly  impressive  as  it  is,  is  not  an  essential  qualifica- 
tion for  a  presiding  High  Priest." 

We  think  Comp.  Mato's  demurrer  to  our  resolution  not  well  founded.  The 
laws  referred  to  are  the  established  customs  of  the  capitular  system.  The  objec- 
tion that  if  the  Order  is  a  part  of  the  ceremony  of  installation  no  one  could  serve 
as  High  Priest  until  be  had  received  it  is  not  tenable,  for  Bro.  Mato  knows  that 
however  elaborate  the  ceremonies  of  installation  may  be,  yet,  circumstances  con- 
trol, and  in  case  of  emeigency  the  law  is  answered  by  a  simple  promise  to  accept 
and  perform  to  the  best  of  the  companion  elect's  ability  the  duties  pettaininf^  to 
the  office  to  which  he  has  been  elected ;  that  it  has  been  neglected  in  many  juris- 
dictions we  are  aware,  but  believe  it,  no  less,  not  only  a  part  of  the  installation 
ceremony  of  the  officers  of  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  but  a  ceremony  necessary  to  a 
full  understanding  and  exemplification  of  the  Boyal  Arch  Degree  and  in  entire 
harmony  with  the  Rcriptural  references  of  the  Chapter  system. 

M,\  B,\  Alvin  Hatnir  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest,  R.\  K\  Wm.  H. 
Mayo  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Springfield  April  23, 
1896. 

MONTANA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Montana  held  its  sixth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city 
of  Helena,  October  7th,  1895,— if.*.  E.\  Ike  W.  Bakjbb,  Grand  High  Priest; 
R,\  E,  \  CoRNBLius  Hedges,  Grand  Secretary.  Of  the  twelve  chartered  Chapters 
of  Montana  eleven  were  represented.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  A.  H.  Bakrbtt 
was  present,  with  the  representatives  of  two  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

A  handsome  portrait  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  graces  the  opening  page  of  this 
volume. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Address.  He  reports  the  jurisdiction  as 
enjoying  a  fair  degree  of  prosperity.  Since  the  last  Convocation  death  had  been 
with  them  and  summoned  two  useful  companions.  The  work  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  has  been  received  and  adopted,  and  is  very  satirfactory  to  the 
Chapters.    No  question  of  importance  had  been  submitted  for  decision. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  was  unable  to  visit  the  Chapters  in  the  eastern  part  of 
the  State.  He  granted  one  dispensation  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Chapter.  This 
Chapter  under  dispensation  appears  at  the  present  session  and  asks  that  a  charter 
be  granted  them.  The  Committee  on  Charters,  who  inspected  their  work,  advise 
that  .they  tarry  a  while  as  minors,  and  offer  the  following  reasons : — 

"  In  view  of  the  circumstances  and  conditions  of  this  case,  as  presented,  your 
committee  recommend  that  Kaliipdl  Chapter  be  continued  Under  IMspensatioo 
until  they  furnish  a  more  satisfactory  specimen  of  their  work. 

"  We  find  the  minutes  improperly  kept,  and  other  irregularities,  as  follows : — 
*' The  presiding  officers  are  not  mentioned  in  the  proceedings.    The  appoint- 
ment of  a  finance  committee,  not  regular.    At  tlie  Convocation  of  May  24th,  1895, 
it  appears  that  seven  Master  Masons  were  advanced  to  the  honorary  degree  of 
Mark  Master  Masons,  then  elected  and  presided  as  Masters  in  the  ohair.    Alter- 
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wards  two  other  Matter  Maaona  were  advanced  to  the  honorarjr  degree  of  Mark 
Master  Masons,  then  inducted  into  the  oriental  chair,  then  the  nine  were  received 
and  acknowledged  If. *.  E,\  Masters,  after  which  the  nine  were  exalted  to  the 
anfcost  degree  of  R.  A.  M.,  the  same  being  done  at  one  Convocation. 

**  We  also  find  that  on  June  28th,  at  a  meeting,  they  placed  the  annual  dues  at 
one  dollar  per  year,  which  we  consider  too  low.  At  the  same  meeting  three  candi- 
dates were  advanced  to  the  degree  of  Mark  Master  Masons,  presided  as  Masters  in 
the  chair,  were  received  and  acknowledged  M,  *.  E.  \  Masters  and  exalted  to  the 
august  degree  of  R.  A.  M.  at  one  and  the  same  Convocation. 

**In  receiving  petitions  and  electing  members,  not  allowing  proper  time  to 
elapse. 

"  The  minutes  are  very  irregularly  kept,  showing  Convocations  held  May  24tb, 
June  14th,  June  28th,  June  12th,  June  26th  and  Sept  13th,  1895. 

**  On  June  26th  it  appears  two  candidates  were  advanced,  presided,  received 
and  exalted,  Comp.  Galk  acting  as  a  substitute  at  one  and  the  same  meeting. 

'*  We  further  recommend  that  thesr  be  instructed  in  the  proper  form  of  record- 
ing the  proceedings  of  their  Convocations,  and  instructed  to  advance  none  until 
they  have  shown  suitable  proficiency  in  the  preceding  degrees." 

The  Grand  Chapter  appropriated  two  hundred  dollars  for  a  new  set  of  jewels. 

Memorial  pages  were  devoted  to  the  memories  of  Richard  0*Hickman.  the 
First  Grand  High  Priest  of  Montana,  and  six  companions,  members  of  Virginia 
dtp  Chapter,  Hdena  Chapter,  Deer  Lodge  Chapter  and  Oreat  Faih  Chapter,  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Montana. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  once  again  by  the  companion  and 
Grand  Secretary,  Cobnkuus  Hidois.  It  comprises  a  review  of  the  doings  of 
forty-six  Grand  Capitular  Bodies,  with  the  legislation  had  by  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  at  its  last  Convocation.  Comp.  Hkdoks  gives  voice  to  the  general  verdict 
that  but  little  important  business  is  transacted  by  the  "General  Grand."  He 
says:— 

"  We  should  very  much  prefer  to  see  greater  powers  conferred  on  the  General 
Grand  Chapter ;  all  correspondence  with  foreign  jurisdictions,  and  exchange  of 
representatives  remitted  to  it,  and  its  list  of  elective  officers  cut  down  to  six.  As 
it  is  nowj  it  is  the  case  of  the  old  confederation  against  constitutional  union  over 
again,  with  that  mathematical  paradox  of  each  of  the  parts  being  greater  than  the 
whole." 

We  think  there  is  merit  in  the  suggestion. 

In  his  notice  of  California,  Comp.  HiDon  extends  his  sympathy  to  us  who  last 
year  mourned  the  loss  of  two  beloved  Past  Grand  Hifrh  Priests,  Comps.  Brownie 
and  Gritm AN,  and  now  we  are  sadly  compelled  to  ask  him  to  add  the  name  of 
Comp.  Ellison  I/.  Crawford,  whose  Address  he  is  reviewing  in  the  paper  before 
us.  He  has  passed  from  among  his  earthly  associates  and  joined  his  companions 
above. 

Comp.  Hke>ois  approves  our  action  in  the  Cemean  matter  and  the  discipline  of 
its  aiders  and  abettors,  foreign  and  domestic. 

In  regard  to  the  representative  fund,  Comp.  Hkdgbb  says  if  any  balance 
remains  in  the  fund,  and  there  is  always  an  unused  balance,  the  committee  con- 
sider the  balance  in  fixing  the  rate  of  per  capita  tax  for  the  representative  fund  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

We  are  impressed  with  the  independent,  self-reliant  tone  of  Comp.  Hedges' 
conclusion,  and  borrow  it  for  circulation  among  the  High  Priests  of  California  i— 

*'  Most  of  this  report  was  written  before  we  went  East  in  August  and  we  have 
noticed  hastiljr  such  that  came  during  our  absence. 

"  Considering  the  material  depression,  it  can  be  said  that  the  Craft  has  pros- 
pered wonderfully  well.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Jersey  held  its  thirty-ninth  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  city  of  Treoton,  May  15th,  1895,— M. '.  £.  *.  Thomab  O.  Atres,  Grand  High 
Priest;  E.\  Gmorok  B.  Edwabds,  Grand  Secretory.  Twenty-aeveo  Chapters 
were  represented,  and  there  «ere  present  twelve  Past  Grand  High  PHests,  one 
Past  Grand  Scribe  and  the  representatives  of  thirty  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 
Comp.  Alex.  Geddes,  California's  representative,  was  not  piresent. 

A  handsome  portrait  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Jamkb  H.  Durand,  engraved 
on  steel,  ornaments  this  volume. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

Several  officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York,  under  the  lead  of  the 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Gborgs  £.  W.  Stinbbs,  were  introduced  and 
welcomed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  received  with  Grand  Royal  Arch  honors. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  After  a  cordial  and 
fraternal  greeting  to  the  assembled  companions,  congratulating  them  upon  the 
prosperity  of  the  jurisdiction,  he  called  attention  to  the  vacant  seat  in  their  circle, 
and  reported  the  death  of  Past  High  Priest  Comp.  Abraham  C.  Gordinibb,  a 
beloved  companion,  whose  departure  was  sincerely  mourned.  He  also  mentioned 
the  names  of  many  eminent  companions  of  sister  jurisdictions  who  had  been, 
during  the  year,  stricken  from  the  roll  of  human  existence  and  passed  to  eternal 
rest.  He  recommended  the  Grand  Chapter  to  place  memorial  pages  in  their  record 
in  testimony  of  their  esteem  and  fraternal  respect  for  the  illustrious  dead,  and  that 
their  expressions  of  sympathy  for  the  bereaved  households  and  the  jurisdictions  of 
which  they  were  honored  leaders  be  recorded  in  the  journal  of  the  session. 

A  dispensation  was  issued  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Chapter  at  Hackensack. 
Several  special  dispensations  were  issued. 

The  visitations  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  did  not  equal  his  expectations  at  the 
commencement  of  his  term,  although  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that,  in 
connection  with  the  Deputy  and  the  King  and  Scribe,  all  of  the  Chapters  were 
visited  by  a  Grand  Officer  dtuing  the  year.    Good  work  for  the  Council. 

Referring  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  he  says : — 

'*  The  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  at  its  lost  Annual  Convocation  in  accepting 
the  control  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthixxl  has  been  to  roe  a  matter  of  extended 
and  thoughtful  consideration,  and  at  this  late  day  I  am  not  convinced  that  the 
acceptance  of  such  a  trust  was  wise  or  will  prove  beneficial. 

'*  It  mav  be  well  asked  :  What  relation  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  bears  to 
the  Capitular  system  of  New  Jersey  ?  The  degree  has  been  conferred  by  competent 
authority  as  an  appendage  to  office,  and  it  is  not  a  requirement  in  this  Capitular 
system.  The  absorption  of  the  degree  by  this  Grand  Chapter  would  be  a  Masonic 
anomaly,  and  such  action  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  Order." 

These  remarks  seem  to  stagger  the  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand  Officers,  and 
after  taking  time  to  catch  their  respective  breaths,  they  report  as  follows : — 

"  In  reference  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  its  present  anomalous  attitude, 
as  indicated  b^  the  remarks  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  leads  your  committee  to  the 
opinion  that  tne  Committee  on  Constitutions,  to  whom  it  was  referred  at  the  last 
Annual  Convocation,  should  again  digest  the  subject  and  deliver  an  opinion  as  to 
the  best  course  to  pursue  for  the  interest  and  welfare  of  this  Grand  Body." 

As  the  committee  don't  specify  the  "anomalous  attitude,'*  we  are  at  a  loss  to 
understand  how  the  absorption  of  the  degree  by  the  Grand  Chapter  coold  be  detri- 
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mental  to  its  best  intereetf .  We  are  indined  to  think  our  brother  Lor  has  made 
himself  a  persona  rum  grata  to  some  eminent  Jerseyman  who  is  trying  to  get  even 
by  denying  his  relationship.    The  Grand  High  Priest  says : — 

"  It  may  well  be  asked  what  relation  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  bears  to  the 
Capitular  system  of  New  Jersey?" 

We  give  it  up,  and  ask  another :  What  relation  does  the  CapitnUr  Bjrstem  of 
New  Jersey  bear  to  the  Royal  Aroh  decree  ? 

The  Grand  Chapter  decided  that  "  for  the  transaction  of  the  boainesB  of  a 
subordinate  Chapter,  nine  Royal  Arch  Masons,  members  of  that  particular  Chapter, 
must  be  present." 

The  Annual  Convention  of  High  Priests  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  New  Jersey  was  held  in  the  dty  of  Trenton,  May  14th,  1895,— Comp. 
Chahlbs  L.  Chovbt,  President ;  Comp.  Gbobob  B.  Edwards,  Recorder. 

Ten  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise 
qualified,  having^  been  elected,  were  admitted,  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

It  was  resolved  to  erect  a  monument  to  the  late  Comp.  Sam url  G.  Brkkrt, 
Grand  Sentinel. 

Convention  closed. 

Comp.  Gborgb  B.  Edwards  presents  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  it  being  a 
review  of  the  doings  of  fifty  Grand  Bodies.  His  notice  of  California  is  for  the  year 
1894,  when  Comp.  Crawford,  as  Deputy,  presided  in  the  absence  of  Charles  R. 
Gritman,  detained  at  home  by  serious  illness,  which  resulted  in  his  death  a  few 
months  later.  Comp.  Ellison  Lasskl  Crawford  succeeded  Comp.  Gritm an  in 
his  office  of  Grand  High  Priest,  and  discharged  all  his  official  duties  with  eminent 
satisfaction  to  his  constituency  and  installed  his  successor  in  office,  in  the  enjoyment 
of  his  usual  robust  health ;  but  he,  too,  has  gone  to  join  the  **  innumerable  caravan, 
which  moves  to  that  mysterious  realm,  where  each  shall  take  his  chamber  in  the 
silent  halls  of  death."    Many  years  a^o  Longfellow  wrote  :— 

"  Death  never  takes  one  alone,  but  two ; 
Whenever  he  enters  in  at  a  door, 
Under  roof  of  gold  or  roof  of  thatch, 
He  always  leaven  it  upon  the  latch. 
And  comes  again  ere  the  year  is  o'er, 
Never  one  of  a  household  only." 

The  Masonic  Grand  Bodies  of  California  for  the  past  years  have  been  frequently 
reminded  of  the  poet's  lines. 

Comp.  EDWARDe  gives  us  a  most  excellent  report,  one  fully  worthy  of  the  suc- 
cessor of  the  lamented  Vrhblaok.  In  the  practical  work  of  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter, 
Comp.  Edwards  does  not  believe  in  the  cutting  of  ceremonials  or  the  exercises  of 
opening  and  closing.  No  ** short  forms"  for  him.  He  is  not  enamored  with  the 
virtues  or  beauties  of  the  Past  Master  degree,  and  is  liberal  in  his  oonstmction  of 
the  requirements  of  the  law  of  physical  qualifications.  He  reviews  forty*nioe 
Grand  Bodies  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  and  gets  at  the  pith  of  their  legislation. 

Under  Minnesota,  he  writes  of  two  eminent  Masons  of  the  jurisdiction.  He 
uses  these  complimentary  words  :— 

'*  May  this  reviewer,  without  offense,  be  permitted  to  present  to  Comp.  Mont- 
oomrrt  the  fact  that  Compe.  Bbchtrl  and  Brlohkr  of  New  Jersey,  are  not  either 
twins  in  fact  or  appearance,  although  both  Charlrsbb  ;  that  notwitostandlng  each 
can  trace  his  genealogy,  they  are  not  of  the  same  tribe,  are  entirely  nnalike,  ezoepi 
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in  both  being  good  Masons  and  of  large  stature.  In  ascribing  the  steel  engraving 
bound  with  the  proceedings  of  last  year,  for  which  Comp.  Biohtkl  sat,  to  be  the 
portrait  of  Comp.  Bklcheb,  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  whom  is  most  honored— the 
sat,  or  the  sat-oo.  There  is  no  election  !  Companions  will  again  prepare  their 
ballots." 

The  M.*.  £.'.  Joseph  £.  Fulpkr  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  the  R.*.  £.'. 
Grobgb  B.  Edwardb  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Comp.  Gkoeok  B.  Edwardb 
was  continued  as  Chairman  of  Correspondence. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Trenton,  May  13th, 
1896. 

NEW    HAMPSHIRE. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Hampshire  held  its  seventy -sixth  Annual  Convoca- 
tion in  the  city  of  Concord,  May  14th,  1895,— the  M.\  S,\  Wm.  H.  W.  Hinds, 
Grand  High  Priest;  B.'.  E,\  George  P.  Cleaves,  Grand  Secretary.  Eighteen 
Chapters  were  represented.  There  were  present  eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
and  the  representatives  of  twenty-three  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

A  portrait  of  M,  \  E, ',  Alpheus  X.  Bakeb,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  who  served 
in  1884-5,  graces  this  volume. 

The  Grand  Chapter  bears  upoo  its  roll  the  names  of  twenty-three  subordinate 
Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  3^221  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  With  an  acknowledg- 
ment to  the  Great  Jehovah  for  permission  to  meet  in  Annual  Convocation,  he 
extended  a  cordial  greeting  to  the  assembled  companions,  and  expressed  the  hope 
that  their  deliberations  might  result  in  advancing  the  welfare  of  Capitular  Masonry 
in  New  Hampshire. 

Before  reporting  his  official  acts,  the  Grand  High  Priest  referred  with  much 
feeling  to  those  whose  absence  was  marked  and  unusual  from  the  assemblies  of 
their  companions ;  but  they  had  been  summoned  by  the  Supreme  Ruler  and  called 
from  labor  here  by  the  grim  messenger  death,  leaving  us  with  but  the  fragrant 
memories  of  their  useful  lives.  He  recited  the  Masonic  histories  of  those  whose 
names  were  inscribed  upon  the  lengthy  death  roll,  and  paid  an  earnest  tribute  to 
their  virtues. 

The  official  acts  of  the  Grand  Hitjh  Priest  were  few  and  of  but  local  importance. 

Interesting  reports  were  made  by  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  King  and 
Scribe,  relating  to  the  condition  of  the  Chapters  under  the  supervision  of  each. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  were  $1,018.72 ;  the  expenditures,  $1,440.42;  amount 
of  funds  on  hand,  $2,241.81. 

In  his  review  of  New  York,  Comp.  Wait  quotes  the  following  resolution  :— 

**  Bt9olved^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Chapter  that  all  Convocations 
of  a  Chapter  presided  over  by  one  of  its  Council  officers,  and  held  pursuant  to  its 
By-Laws,  are  legal,  whether  the  charter  of  the  Chapter  is  present  or  otherwise.'' 

And  he  adds : — 

"  This  is  a  doctrine  for  which  it  is  well  known  we  have  contended  foryeara, 
against  some  of  the  leading  Masonic  writers,  and  the  decisions  of  many  Grand 
Chapters  and  Grand  Lodges  of  this  country,  so  far  as  New  York  is  concerned,  it 
is  now  settled  in  accordance  with  the  c«)mmon  sense  of  the  subject."

WaitV  review  of  California  is  for  the  term  of  Grand  Hi|ch  Priest  Guthax, 
who,  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Convocation,  was  afBicted  with  the  iUcev  which 
in  a  few  weeks  thereafter  took  bim  from  ns  forever.  Comp.  Wait  reviews  oar 
Ic^lation  in  a  spirit  of  fairness,  and  with  a  dbpositioo  to  credit  as  with  the 
knowledge  of  what  food  i«  best  for  onr  di«restion  and  the  dothiag  best  saited  to  oar 
climate ;  in  fact  be  would  not  condemn  ns  for  a  non-essential  omuaioti  if  be  believed 
we  had  in  view  the  honor  and  repntation  of  Capitnlar  Maaoory. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Anointed  Hi^^h  Priests  of  Xew  Hampshire 
held  in  the  city  of  Conc«>rd,  May  14th,  1895,— the  M.\  E.\  JoHX  F.  Wi 
President;  E,\  GEr.)B4;E  P.  Cleaves,  Recorder. 

The  Convention  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

Applications  for  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  were  received  from  eleven  omd^ 
panions,  Hik'h  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  aod  otherwise  qaalified,  who 
were  received,  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

A  Code  of  By-Laws  was  presented  bv  the  E.'.  Recorder  and  adopted. 

The  names  of  the  followins^  deceased  anointed  High  Priests  were  ordeiad 
inscribed  upon  the  memorial  tablets  of  the  Convention  :  llie  IL*.  1L\  Tromas 
Edwaruh  Hatch,  Samcel  Swrrr  Fletcher,  Edward  Dow,  Martin  EoBorr 
YocNG,  Albert  Thwing  and  George  Randall  Pierce. 

The  election  of  officers  being  held,  the  Convention  was  closed  in  Solemn  Fonn. 

The  M.*.  E.'.  William  F.  Kxigut  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  IL\  £.*. 
Gbobge  p.  Cleaves  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  M.*.  E.\  Albert  Sw  Wait,

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York  held  its  ninety-eighth  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  city  of  Albany,  February  5tb,  1895,~the  M,\  E,\  Fbkdxbiok  £.  Barnh, 
Grand  High  Priest ;  R. '.  E,  \  Christophkb  6.  Fox,  Grand  Secretary.  One  hun- 
dred and  eighty-two  Chapters  were  represented.  There  were  present  ten  Past 
Grand  High  Prieets  and  the  representatives  of  twenty-seven  sister  Grand  JuriAdic- 
tions.    California's  representative  was  not  preaont. 

A  6ne  portrait  of  Grand  High  Priest  Basnss,  on  steel,  adds  to  the  beauty  of 
this  tine  volume. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Prieet  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  He  reminded  the  com- 
panions that  they  had,  as  an  organization,  nearly  reached  their  one  hundredth 
birthday,  and  welcomed  all  present  to  a  participation  in  the  labors  of  the  present 
session.  He  reported  the  death  roll  of  the  year,  which  contained  the  names  of  well 
known  companions  who  had  for  years  joined  hands  with  them  around  the  sacred 
altar,  but  who,  since  the  last  Annual  Convocation,  had  passed  the  white  vail  and 
entered  the  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.  He  also  added  to 
the  record  the  reported  dead  of  sister  jurisdictions,  among  whom  was  the  eminent 
companion  and  Past  General  Grand  High  Priest,  John  Frizzbll  of  Tennessee, 
and  paid  an  earnest  and  eloquent  tribute  to  the  characters  and  memories  of  the 
illustrious  deceased  companions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  forty-seven  official  visitations,  and  writes  in  the 
highest  terms  of  the  condition  of  Chapters  visited.    He  says : — 

"  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  great  progress  made  by  the  Chapters.  I 
return  my  most  sincere  and  heartfelt  thanks  to  them,  hoping  that  the  Supreme 
Architect  will  look  down  upon  them  and  give  them  peace." 

Among  the  decisions,  we  note  the  following : — 

"  On  October  28th  I  received  the  following  letter  from  Comp.  Samuel  Wills, 
Secretary  of  Home  Chapter,  No.  176  :— 

'* '  I  desire  to  lay  a  matter  before  you  for  decision  or  advice  which  occurred  at 
the  last  regular  Convocation  of  our  Cfhapter,  held  October  16,  1894.  Our  hour  for 
meeting  at  this  season  of  the  year  is  7  p.  M.  The  High  Priest  not  being  present, 
the  Kiuflr  opened  the  Chapter  at  about  7:90  p.  m.,  and  proceeded  with  the  business 
of  the  Convocation.  The  ballot  was  spread  for  four  candidates,  one  was  elected 
and  three  rejected.  The  elected  candidate  presented  himself,  and  the  King  pro- 
ceeded with  conferring  the  degree  of  Mark  Master  on  him.  After  the  candidate 
had  received  the  first  section  of  the  degree  and  a  portion  of  the  second  section, 
prior  to  the  O.  B.  N.,  the  High  Priest  arrived  in  the  room  and  suspended  the 
further  conferring  of  the  degree  and  ordered  the  candidate  to  be  reconducted  to 
the  preparation  room  and  closed  on  Mark  Master  and  resumed  on  the  Boyal  Arch 
degree,  claiming  that  the  proceedings  up  to  the  time  of  his  arrival  were  illegal,  on 
the  ground  that  the  Warrant  of  the  Chapter  was  not  present  in  the  room,  and, 
therefore,  that  there  should  be  a  new  ballot  for  all  the  candidates.'  '* 

The  Grand  High  Priest  affirmed  the  decision  of  the  High  Priest.  Later,  the 
Committee  on  .Turisprudence  say  of  this  ruling  :~ 

**  The  onl^  question,  which  to  your  committee  seems  to  be  involved  in  the  case, 
18  whether  it  is  necessary  to  the  validity  of  the  Convocations  held  in  the  absence  of 
the  High  Priest,  that  the  warrant  should  be  actually  present  in  the  Chapter-room. 

*'Ab  long  agr>  as  in  1878,  this  Grand  Chapter  held  tnat  it  was  not  necessary  that 
the  High  Priest  should  actually  have  the  warrant  of  the  Chapter  in  the  Chapter- 
room  durinff  a  Convocation,  and  that  it  was  sufficient  if  the  warrant  was  in  his 
custody.  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  composed  at  that  time  of  Comps. 
John  L.  Lewis,  Jambs  M.  Austin,  John  W.  Simonh,  Horaob  S.  Taylor  and 
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review  of  our  doings  i«  of  the  sewion  of  1894— the  administration  of  Grand  High 
Priest  Chabliu  R.  Gritman,  who,  at  the  time  was  resting  under  the  shadow  of 
the  great  beyond.  He  left  us  in  a  few  weeks  thereafter,  and  we  have  but  the 
memory  of  his  kind  genial  nature  to  console  us  for  his  loss.  The  Deputy  who  so 
ably  discharged  his  duties  in  his  absence,  and  was  rewarded  by  his  companions 
with  his  breast  plate,  as  his  successor  in  office— he,  too,  has  passed  from  his  labors 
on  earth  to  eternal  refreshment  in  the  paradise  of  God. 

"  How  beautiful  it  is  for  a  man  to  die 
Uoon  the  walls  of  Zion !  to  be  called 
Luce  a  watch  worn  and  weary  sentinel. 
To  put  his  armor  off  and  rest  in  heaven." 

Comp.  Gabdnxb  tickles  us  with  the  foUowing  pleasant  mention  of  our  proceed-

We  enjoy 
its  examination  for  three  reasons— first,  its  typography  is  perfect;  second,  its 
nomenclature  arrangement  as  to  the  membership  within  its  jurisdiction  is  a  desira- 
ble feature ;  and,  third,  its  general  appearance  is  so  much  like  our  own  as  arranged 
and  presented  by  our  own  M. '.  E.  \  ana  Super  Ex,  \  Grand  Secretary,  that  it  brings 
to  us  a  home  feeling  as  we  scan  and  peruse  its  pages.  We  hope  Comp.  Gabwkll 
will  be  spared  for  many  years  to  edit  and  send  out  these  volumes  on  weir  annual 
pilgrimage." 

Comp.  Gabdnkb  is  pleased  to  quote  quite  freely  from  our  former  report  and 
give  us  his  general  endorsement,  for  which  we  return  thanks. 

We  visited  the  scenes  of  our  boyhood  a  few  months  since,  and  with  Comp.  Rebs 
G.  Williams,  inspected  that  noble  monument  to  the  Freemasons  of  New  York, 
"  The  Masonic  Home."    The  location  is  unsurpassed,  and  the  building,  from  base- 
ment to  cope  stone,  worthy  of  the  location.  We  were,  perhaps,  the  most  impressed 
with  the  completeness  of  this  great  establishment  to  supply  the  requirements  of  a 
real  Home.    The  large  ceiuent  bathing  tubs  in  the  basement,  with  an  ample  supply 
of  water  for  the  use  of  the  inmates,  the  well  ordered  and  thoroughly  equipped 
school-rooms,  the  chapel,  the  bed-rooms,  the  libraries,  the  reception  rooms  and 
parlors,  are  all  models  of  comfort  and  convenience.    A  most  agreeable  feature  of 
the  interior  is  the  plates  upon  the  doors  of  the  various  rooms,  with  this  or  a  similar 
inscription :     This  room  was  furnished  by  Jeptha  Chapter,  O.  E.  S.,  or  by  SL 
John^z  Lodge,  No.  — ,  F.  A.  M.,  or  by  Chapter,  Council  or  Commandery.    The 
site  and  building  command  a  view  of  the  Mohawk  Valley  for  miles,  both  east  and 
west ;  the  farm  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  acres,  upon  which  it  is  erected,  is  as 
productive  as  any  lands  in  the  valley,  and  in  full  view  of  the  Home  building  can 
be  seen  the  Fanners'  House  and  bams— at  the  time  we  were  there,  the  last  of 

Auf<ii8t— flurrounded  by  a  field  of  waving  com  and  the  productions  of  the  farm  and 
garden. 

Mf^e  leara  from  the  daily  press  that  an  addition  is  already*planned  and  about  to 
be  erected,  called  the  **  Memorial  Home  for  Children,"  a  building  architecturally 
desigmed  in  keeping  with  the  original  Home,  provided  with  accommodations  for 
si^ty  young  people,  and  will  coet  $25,000,  the  money  furnished  by  a  fund  created 
|)y  the  donations  of  Edwin  Bocith,  E.  B.  Habpbb  and  other  generous  Masons.  It 
^iU  adjoin  the  main  building  on  the  west.

In  the  history  of  the  country— the  pioneers  of  civilisation— the  suooesson  of  the 
"  Six  Nations  "  in  Central  New  York,  wen"  as  well  pioneers  in  Frpemasonry,  and 
were  prominent  in  the  organization  and  introduction  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in 
that,  aft  this  day,  great  Masonic  Jurisdiction.  To  illustrate  and  make  mors  plain 
this  fact  to  our  companions  of  California,  we  excerpt  a  most  interesting  extract 
from  the  address  of  our  Repreeentotive  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York, 
Hon.  Rues  6.  Williams,  delivered  at  the  Centennial  of  New  Hartford,  Oneida 
County,  his  subject  being  "  The  Early  History  of  Freemasonry  in  Central  New 
York:"

Bnt  among  the  Masons  who  left  enduring  impresn  upon  society,  whose  power 
was  wide  and  influence  abiding,  was  Jkdbduh  Sanobb,  the  founder  of  New  Hart- 
ford. He  was  bom  in  Sherburne,  Mass.,  on  the  17tb  of  February,  1751.  (O.  S.) 
He  received  the  education  common  to  boys  at  that  ptfri«Kl  in  New  England,  and 
subaeouently  became  a  merchant.  In  1771  he  was  married  to  Sarah  Rider,  and 
was  tne  fatner  of  four  children.  She  died  in  1814.  He  married  for  his  second 
wife,  in  1815,  Sarah  B.  Kissam.  She  died  in  1825.  He  married  for  his  third  wife, 
in  1827,  Fanny  Dknch,  who  survived  him  thirteen  years. 

*'  In  1782  he  removed  to  Jaffrey,  N.  H,  where  he  engaged  In  business.  Two 
vean  later  a  fire  destroyed  his  prof^erty  ;  the  loss  left  him  a  liankrupt.  Having 
heard  of  the  famous  White's  Town  country,  he  removed  there,  and  in  1788  par- 
chased  one  thousand  acres  of  land  on  the  Sauquoit  creek.  Under  his  quickening 
touch  New  Hartford  became  a  thriving  settlement  in  the  midst  of  the  forest,  which 
had  once  been  the  home  of  the  ravage.  With  Gen.  Mykrs  and  others,  he  was  a 
pieneer  in  the  founding  and  growth  of  Hamilton  Oneida  Academy,  now  a  College, 
with  all  those  influence^  and  benefactions  which  flow  from  the  higher  institutions 
of  learning.  It  is  the  Glory  of  Masonry,  then  weak  in  its  numbers,  that  the  corner- 
stone of  that  institution  was  laid  by  Masonic  hands^  making  1794  a  memorable 
year  in  the  history  of  the  College.  He  was  closely  identified  with  St.  Stephen's, 
Church,  New  Hartford,  which  through  the  years  ban  sent  out  ite  wholesome  and* 
enduring  stimulus  to  the  life  of  the  community.  He  not  only  gave  the  land  on 
which  the  church  sUnds  to-day,  but  he  endowed  it  in  his  will  with  an  annuity  far 
the  support  of  the  clergyman  to  minister  at  ite  altar. 

"He  held  many  positions  of  public  trust.  He  was  elected  the  first  Supervisor 
of  the  town  of  Whitestown.  In  1794  and  1795  he  was  sole  member  of  Assembly 
from  Herkimer  county.  In  1796  he  wss  elected  Senator  for  four  years.  When 
Oneida  county  was  organized,  in  1798,  he  was  appointed  the  first  judge  and 
remained  in  office  until  the  year  1810,  when  he  became  disqualified  by  age. 

*'  By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  SUte,  pained  March  5,  1795,  the  town  of 
Sangerfield  was  formed— named  after  Judge  Sanobr.    In  consideration  of  ite  being 
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named  in  his  honor,  he  preMuted  fifty  aczes  of  land  to  that  religious  body  which 
should  first  erect  a  church  edifice.  The  Oongngatiooal  Society  having  first  organ- 
ized, but  the  Baptist  having  erected  the  first  house  of  worship,  the  Unci  was  equally 
divided  between  them,  both  societies  profitinff  by  his  generous  gift.  And  in  the 
Masonic  Institution  a  Lodge  was  formed  in  Waterville  bearing  his  name,  to  testify 
the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  the  Fraternity. 

**  His  seal  and  love  for  the  Order  brought  him  into  wide  prominence  in  the 
Councils  of  Boyal  Arch  Masonry.  He  was  a  delegate  from  Hordb  Chapter.  New 
Hartford,  to  the  city  of  Hartfonl,  Conn.,  January  25, 1798,  to  assist  in  the  forma- 
tion of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States.  His  ardor  led  him  to 
make  these  long  joumevs,  and  at  that  period  of  our  history  difficult,  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  this  branch  of  Freemasonry.  The  expenses  necessary  for  this  purpose 
were  cheerfully  and  willingly  met  by  himself,  the  increase  of  the  Order  beinjs  to 
him  the  reward  he  sought  m  all  his  trials  and  labors. 

"At  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State  of  New  York,  March  14. 
1796,  he  was  deemed  worthv  to  be  chosen  to  one  of  the  highest  offices  of  that  august 
body,  in  connection  with  the  celebrated  Db  Witt  Clinton.  For  many  years  he 
attended  the  Councils  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  the  city  of 
Alba^. 

"  His  devotion  to  the  institution  of  Masonry  induced  him  to  furnish  a  home  in 
his  own  dwelling  for  Masons  destitute  of  a  Lcnlffe,  for  their  meetii^  in  Masonic 
work.  In  the  room,  beautifully  said  amply  furnished,  he  himself  presided  for  seven 
years  as  Master  of  AmieabU  Lodge,  No.  ^  This  small  and  humble  beginning  has 
been  fruitful  in  the  increase  of  Lodges  of  the  Order.  The  grain  sown  m  weakness 
has  sprung  up  in  golden  harvest.  Through  conflict  and  opoosition,  through  peril 
and  difficnilty.  Lodge  after  Lodge  sprang  into  existence ;  Masonry  asserting  its 
right  to  live  bv  the  truths  it  teaches  and  the  grand  brotherhood  it  unfolds. 

"And  the  first  Lodge  that  grew  out  of  Amicabfe  Lodge  in  New  Hartford,  was 
Amicabie  Lodge,  No.  36,  Herkimer,  April  6.  1794.  At  intervals  other  Lodges 
followed : — 

*'  August  14,  1796,  Ottego  Lodge,  Cooperstown,  Otsego  county ; 

"November  4,  1796,  Aurora  Lodge,  Fairfield,  Herkimer  county ; 

"  December  29,  1796,  SteiAen  Lodge,  Steuben,  Herkimer  county ; 

"January  18, 1797,  Wettem  Star  Lodge,  Unadilla,  Herkimer  county ; 

"March  22, 1797,  Bath  Lodge,  Batb^  Steuben  county ; 

"  January  .5,  1799,  United  Bt-eUiren  Lodge,  Cazenovia,  Chenango  county  ; 

"  January  7,  1799,  Tioga  Lodge,  Union,  Tioga  county ; 

"  January  9, 1799,  ViUage  Lodge,  Marcellus,  Onondaga  county ; 

"  February  13^  1799,  Boman  Lodge,  Borne,  Oneida  county ; 

"  November  23, 1799,  Federal  Lodtre,  Paris,  (located  at  Clmton),  Oneida  county. 

"  Upon  all  these  Bodies  Judge  Sanger  impressed  the  principles  of  Freemasonry 
so  strongly,  that  though  their  members  have  passed  away,  their  successors  feel  and 
are  moved  by  them  until  this  hoar.  He  was  so  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  Masonry 
and  of  the  Gospel,  owe  no  man  anything,  that  debts  incurred,  through  no  fault  of 
his  were  religiously  paid ;  and  he  stands  as  a  monument  of  Masonic  integrity  and 
thoee  charities  which  are  the  glory  of  the  Order.  When  he  died  a  true  man  passed 
away,  but  the  nnpetus  he  gave  to  the  life,  the  energies,  the  enterprises  of  his  time 
has  not  passed  away.  For  public  spirit,  liberality,  high-mindedness,  inspiration 
for  progress  and  the  welfare  of  the  race  never  die. 

"Judge  Sangba  died  June  6,  1829,  and  was  buried  in  New  Hartford.*  As  a 
grateful  remembrance  of  his  character  and  virtues  a  mural  tablet  has  been  placed 
in  the  church  he  loved,  and  for  the  welfare  of  which  he  so  earnestly  labored. 

"  Apart  from  those  already  mentioned,  there  were  others  who  left  an  abiding 
impress  on  their  time  and  our  time.  Men  whose  spirits  were  tempered  by  the  War 
of  Independence,  and  virtues  strengthened  by  the  trials  and  conflicts  through 
which  they  passed.  In  the  brief  and  passing  notice  I  mention  Colonel  William 
CoLBRBATH.  He  held  the  office  of  Sheriff  of  Herkimer  county  in*1791  and  1796. 
At  the  organization  of  Oneida  county  in  1798  he  was  chosen  Sheriff,  and  was  the 
first  officer  whd  ever  served  process  on  what  was  known  as  the  Military  Tract. 
Though  he  had  served  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  his  title  was  acquired  after 
the  war  in  the  service  of  the  State.    In  social  life  he  was  full  "of  humor  and  took 


*  September  as.  1879,  Jbdbdxab  SAMoaa's  remains  were  removed '  ftrom  the  villsge 
eemeCery  at  Mew  Hartford,  sod  Anally  •*  at  rest "  in  the  UUca  Forest  Hill  Cemetery.  In  the 
feadly  plot  wore  slso  buried  Famht  Dimob  and  Babah  B.,  wives,  and  Waltbb  and  Babah 
Bamoxb,  children. 
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great  delight  in  scenes  of  mirth.  His  manners  grew  out  more  from  a  mind  nainr- 
all^  strong,  rather  than  from  one  educated  in  the  schools  or  the  courtesies  of  life  in 
society. 

"Evans  Whabrt  occupied  a  prominent  position  in  the  early  history  of  Herk- 
imer county.  He  served  in  the  American  army  under  General  Montgomxbt  at 
the  assault  of  Quebec,  but  most  of  his  service  was  under  the  command  of  General 
ScHUTLKB.  In  17^  he  was  appointed  a  Judge  of  the  Common  Pleas,  and  continued 
to  serve  in  that  office  until  he  was  retired  by  constitutional  limit.  He  had  personal 
relations  with  Washington,  Hamilton,  Clinton,  and  other  great  leaders  in  the 
straggle  for  American  Independence.  His  death  occurred  in  1831  at  the  ripe  age 
of  eighty-two  years. 

**  Jonas  Platt  settled  in  Whitesboro.  He  ^as  the  first  County  Clerk  of  Herk- 
imer county,  in  1791,  and  of  Oneida  when  it  was  oiganized  into  a  county,  in  179K. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly  in  1796,  and  of  Congress  of  the  United  States 
in  1801.  He  was  a  State  Senator  for  several  years.  In  1814  he  was  appointed 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State.  He  was  a  candidate  for  Grovernor  but 
was  defeated  by  Danikl  D.  Tompkins,  who  afterwards  became  Vice-President  of 
the  United  States. 

"  David  Ostbom,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  was  the  first  Supervisor 
of  the  town  of  Paris.  For  several  years  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature, 
and  was  County  Judge  from  1798  until  1816. 

"  General  Gboroe  Doolittlk  was  a  soldier  in  the  army  of  the  Revolution.  For 
many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  and  was  the  first 
Brigadier-General  commissioned  in  the  county  of  Oneida. 

"Elizur  Moselt,  M.  D.,  was  Postmaster  at  Whitesboro  for  several  years. 
When  he  gave  up  the  office  he  was  known  as  the  oldest  postmaster  in  the  United 
States.  In  1798  be  was  Assistant  Justice  of  the  County  Court.  In  1799  he  was 
Sheriff  of  Oneida  county. 

"Thomas  R.  Gold  was  bom  in  Connecticut  and  educated  at  Yale  College.  He 
was  eminent  as  a  lawyer,  standing  at  the  head  of  his  profession  in  Central  New 
York.  In  1796  he  was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate,  and  of  the  Assembly  in  1808. 
He  was  a  Representative  in  Congress  from  this  district  in  1804  and  in  181(V-12.  In 
conjunction  with  General  Gbobqe  Doolittle,  he  set  up  the  first  cotton  factory  at 
New  York  MiUs  in  the  year  1808. 

"  It  may  be  fitting  here  to  mention  among  other  Masons,  whose  influence 
remains  in  this  portion  of  our  State,  the  names  of  Gboboe  Washington,  first 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  Georob  Cunton,  Governor  of  New  York. 
They  were  owners  of  valuable  land  in  Oneida  county.  The  name  of  the  Governor 
is  perpetuated  in  this  connection  bv  the  village  of  Clinton.  Even  then  and  later 
the  land  of  our  countj  was  more  valuable  than  that  of  Washington's  dearly  loved 
Mount  Vernon.  This  is  witnessed  to  by  the  fact  that  it  has  been  sold,  and  still  is 
sold  at  a  higher  price  than  the  land  in  Virginia  once  owned  by  the  Father  of  his 
Country. 

"  The  name  of  Clinton  suggests  a  fact  pregnant  with  meaning  in  the  history  of 
Masonry.  The  small  banning  at  the  close  of  the  last  century,  has  spread  into 
wider  and  more  splendid  issues.  The  few  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  have 
increased  into  many  until  the  Grand  Body  of  Koyal  Arch  Masons  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  stands  to-day  in  intelligence  and  power,  an  influence  such  as  no  man 
can  estimate.  And  it  has  been  a  force  to  stimulate  the  Order  in  other  States  of  the 
Union,  until  the  prroup  of  Grand  Chapters,  like  stars  in  a  planetary  system,  merges 
in  and  forms  a  still  more  magnificent  system  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
United  States.  The  germ  cast  into  the  i^round  with  weakness  and  tears,  has  sprung 
up  and  coverH  the  land  ;  rich  in  its  growth  of  good  deeds,  of  nobler  charities,  and 
those  principles  which  exalt  and  ennoble  human  nature. 

*'  it  in  a  fact  significant  in  its  meaning,  that  while  the  forest  has  become  a 
fruitful  field,  and  tne  land  once  the  home  of  the  Indian  is  now  the  foundation  of 
towns  and  cities,  Masoniy  has  advanced  and  become  a  part  in  their  activities  and 
life.  While  times  may  change  and  villages  rise  into  towns,  the  homes  of  teeming 
imputations.  Masonry  remains  unchanged  in  its  principles,  old  as  the  revelation  of 
truth,  yet  ever  new  and  fresh  and  inspiring  to  the  thoughts,  enterprises  and  achieve- 
ments of  man.  And  while  our  cherinhed  Utica,  and  the  towns  that  all  around  mark 
Americsn  civilization  shall  stand,  Masonry  shall  exisL  a  beauty  and  a  power.  It 
has  so  wrought  itself  into  our  social  and  national  life  tnat  the  comer 'Stones  of  our 
temples  for  learning,  for  justice,  for  public  use,  are  laid  by  Masonic  hands ;  Masonry 
perpetuating  itself  in  all  the  great  interests  which  occupy  man,  and  which  broaden 
and  deepen,  and  give  abiding  strength  to  human  institutions." 
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In  the  Mleefckm  of  officers  for  the  eosuin^  year  the  Grand  Chapter  re  elected 
Comp.  Fbedibiok  E.  Babnks  to  the  office  of  Grand  High  Priest  In  response  to 
the  official  notification  of  his  election,  the  Grand  High  Priest  predicted  for  the 
Grand  Chapter  great  prosperity  in  the  near  future  and  assured  the  companions  of 
his  high  appreciation  of  the  distinguished  honor  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  New  York.  Nevertheless  it  teemed  his  duty,  in  consideration  of  other 
pressing  duties,  to  decline  the  honor  of  a  re-election. 

The  M,  \  £, '.  Marion  I.  Greenwood  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  the 
M,\  £".'.  Christopher  G.  Fox  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary ;  Comp.  George  J. 
Gardner,  Syracuse,  Chairman  of  Correspondence. 

The  next  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Tork  will  be  held  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  February,  1896. 

NOBTH   OABOIiINA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Csrolina  held  its  forty-seventh  Annual  Convoca- 
tion in  the  city  of  Durham,  May  16th,  1895,— the  M,\  E,\  Henrt  I.  Clark, 
Grand  High  Priest;  IL\  E,',  Horace  H.  Munson,  Grand  Secretary.  Eighteen 
Chapters  were  represented.  There  were  present  two  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
and  the  representatives  of  sixteen  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions.  Califoroia's  repre- 
sentative was  not  present. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Carolina  bears  upon  its  roll  the  names  of  twenty- 
four  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  seven  hundred  and  sixty-five  Royal  Arch 
Masons. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  extended  a  cordial  greeting  to  the  assembled  com- 
panions, and  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Chapter  expressed  their  gratitude  to  the 
Great  I  Am  for  his  guidance  and  protection.    He  says  :— 

"The  grim  monster,  with  his  icy  breath,  has  invaded  our  own  jurisdiction,  and 
the  sombre  emblems  of  Masonry  have  spoken  too  plainly  of  his  visitations." 

He  expressed  the  sympathy  of  the  Grand  Chapter  for  those  who  mourn  the  loss 
of  dear  companions  of  their  own  kindred  and  brethren  ;  and  also  sister  jurisdictions 
who  are  mourning  the  loss  of  so  many  eminent  companions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  expresses  the  courage  of  his  convictions  in  the  follow- 
ing :— 

"Although  not  an  advocate  of  railroading  in  Masonry,  yet  when  dispensatiouH 
have  been  asked  for  to  act  without  the  usual  delav,  and  it  was  clearly  shown  that 
the  interest  of  the  Craft  was  at  stake,  I  have  not  hesitated  to  grant  them,  knowing 
full  well  that  I  was  tempting  fate  by  thus  trusting  myself  to  the  tender  mercies  of 
the  watchful  critic." 

Comp.  John  C.  Chase  moved,  and  it  was— 

**  JUtolvedL,  That  a  committee  of  three  companions,  who  are  not  Knights 
Templar,  be  appointed  to  consider  the  desirability  of  not  holding  the  Annual 
Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  conjunction  with  the  Annual  Conclave  of 
the  Grand  Commsndery  Knights  Templar,  said  committee  to  report  at  the  next 
Annual  Convocation." 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  affirmed  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest. 

Subsequent  to  the  close  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  the  members  were  invited  by 
Comp.  SoDTHGATE  to  approach  the  Westgate  and  receive  their  wages,  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  gives  the  result  in  the  following  note  :— 
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And  in  rMponae  to  Comp.  Eboanbbaoe  of  Iowa,  '*  that  a  itranger  mifrfat  timvel 
far  in  the  old  North  State  before  finding  a  brother  to  whom  he  might  present  hia 
mark,**  in  reqneet  of  a  favor,  he  nayi : — 

*'  We  don't  need  the  proffered  mark  companion ;  our  latch  string  hangs  on  the 
outside  of  the  door  and  welcome  greets  one  on  entering.  By  the  wa^,  have  you 
ever  known  one  to  offer  his  craving  aedstanee  ?  In  your  large  jurisdiction  with 
thousands  on  vour  roll,  we  venture  the  prediction  that  nut  one  in  one  thousand 
ever  presented  his  mark  for  such  par]>ose.  In  his  review  for  1894,  he  says  '  North 
Carolina  is  a  gofxily  State,  an  on-coming  State.'  We  rejoice  that  somethlne  good 
can  be  seen  in  this  Nazareth.  Yes,  companion,  if  you  come  hither  we  wiU  give 
you  health,  ease,  comforts  and  even  let  you  have  a  little  tar  to  put  on  your  heels, 
and  when  this  is  done  you  will  love  us  long  and  love  us  ever."

NORTH    DAKOTA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Dakota  held  its  sixth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Fargo,  June  14tb,  1895,— the  Mr,  E.\  Stltkbtib  J.  Hill,  Grand  High 
Priest;  R,\  E,\  Fbank  J.  THOMPSON,  Grand  Secretary.  Eleven  chartered 
Chapters  and  two  U.  D.  were  repreiented. 

There  were  present  three  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  representatives  of 
eighteen  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Fine  portraits  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  are  published  with 
this  volume. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

After  extending  a  generous  welcome  to  the  companions  who  had  assembled  to 
join  in  the  labors  of  the  session,  the  Grand  High  Priest  referred  to  the  visits  of  the 
grim  messenger  since  tbeu:  last  annual  assembly.    Three  well  known  companions 
had  been  called  from  their  labors  to  join  those  who  have  gone  before,  altbon^b 
no  past  or  present  member  of  the  Grand  Chapter  had  been  summoned ;  bat  while 
their  own  kindred  and  brethren  had  been  spared,  the  heavy  hand  had  fallen  with 
crushing  weight  upon  many  sister  Jurisdictions.    The  Grand  High  Priest  reported 
the  death  roll,  upon  which  were  inscribed  the  names  of  many  eminent  companloDS 
of  National  and  SUte  reputation.    Peace  to  their  memories. 
The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  his  appointment  of  committees.  , 

An  appropriation  of  t6  was  made  for  membership  in  the  Masonic  Collectors 
Association,  and  an  annual  appropriation  of  $1  in  the  future  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Association.

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A  oommunieation  from  the  oomnittee  appointed  at  a  roeeting  of  the  representa- 
tives of  the  various  State  Bodies  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood,  held  at  Topeka, 
Kansas,  was  read  announcing  the  preparation  of  a  new  and  uniform  ritual  of  the 
Order,  and  the  Keoorder  was  instructed  to  procure  a  copy  of  such  ritual,  together 
with  as  many  copies  of  the  Bible,  suitably  inscribed  and  designed  for  presentation 
to  the  members  of  this  Order,  as  funds  available  for  that  purpose,  which  were  to  be 
delivered  to  members  in  the  order  of  their  seniority  of  membership  in  this  Order. 

By  resolution  it  was  decided  that  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Convention 
should  be  held  at  the  city  of  Faigo  during  the  next  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of  North  Dakota,  in  June,  1896. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Convention  was  closed  in  Due  Form. 

The  M.'.  E.\  Theo.  F.  Branch  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  B,\  E.\ 
Frank  J.  Thompson,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Fargo,  June  11th,  1896. 
No  Report  on  Correspondence. 

OHIO. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio  held  its  seventy-ninth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Cleveland,  September  11th,  1895,— the  M.'.  E.\  Gibson  H.  Robinson, 
Grand  High  Priest ;  E.'.  Comp.  Charles  C.  Kikfbr,  Grand  Secretary.  One  hun- 
dred and  forty-one  of  the  one  hundred  and  forty-six  enrolled  Chapters  were  repre- 
sented. There  were  present  nine  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  the  representatives 
of  thirty-one  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions.  California's  proxy  neither  present  or 
*' accounted  for." 

The  one  hundred  and  forty-six  Chapters  have  a  membership  of  13,764  Royal  Arch 
Masons. 

Fine  portraits  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  Robinson  and  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
S.  Stacker  Williams  grace  this  fine  volume— the  Grand  High  Priest  to  introdnoe 
the  reader  to  the  opening  page  and  Comp.  Williams  to  guard  his  Report  on  Cor- 
respondence. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Due  Form. 

The  M. '.  £. '.  Grand  High  Priest  then  introduced  his  Honor,  Mayor  McKisaoN, 
of  the  city  of  Cleveland,  who  in  a  very  felicitous  manner  extended  the  hospitality 
of  the  city  of  Cleveland  to  the  representatives  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  paid  a 
very  high  compliment  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  his  associate  Grand  Officers 
for  the  handsome  manner  in  which  the  opening  ceremonies  wero  rendered. 

Comp.  Bbenton  D.  Babcogk  was  also  introduced,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Masons 
of  Cleveland  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  occurrence  was  a  rare  one  to  have  ail  the  presiding  officers  of  aii  the 
Masonic  Grand  Bodies  of  Ohio  present  in  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  Grand  High 
Priest  continued  the  ceremony  of  introducing  distinguished  brethron  by  presenting 
Most  Worshipful  Bro.  Carroll  F.  Clapp,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Ohio,  who 
in  his  usual  happy  manner  addressed  the  Grand  Chapter. 

Sir  John  A.  Warner,  Grand  Commander  of  Knights  Templars,  was  next 
introduced,  and  expressed  thanks  for  the  honor  of  being  presented  to  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

That  prince  among  Ohio  Masons,  Hon.  Reuben  C.  Lemmon,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Ohio,  and  present  Deputy  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  was  introduced,  and  in  a  neat  address  oun- 
fipratulated  the  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  on  the  peace  'and  harmony  existing 
between  the  different  Orders  of  Masonry  in  Ohio. 
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Comp.  John  S.  Whitr,  M.'.  ID.*.  Grand  Master  of  Rojral  and  Select  Masons, 
was  also  presented  to  the  Grand  Chapter  and  acknowledged  the  courtesy. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  expressed  peculiar  pleasure  in  having  the  honor  of 
introducing  the  old^  living  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Habvit  Vinal,  a  companion 
who  hss  reached  the  great  age  of  eighty-eiQht  yean  and  is  yet  in  the  full  vigor  of  all 
his  faculties. 

There  heing  a  constitutional  number  of  Chapters  represented,  the  M.*.  E.*. 
Grand  High  Priest,  after  devotional  exercises  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  declared  the 
Grand  Chapter  opened  in  Ample  Form.  After  naming  the  committees,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  deliver  his  Annual  Address.  He  greeted  the  assembled  companions  with 
words  of  good  cheer,  congratulating  them  upon  the  prosperity  and  progress  of 
Capitular  Masonry  in  Ohio.    Continuing,  he  said  : — 

"While  we  are  extending  congratulations  and  grasping  hands  in  warmest 
welcome,  while  joy  reigns  in  evenr  heart  and  smiles  and  loving  words  betoken 
happiness  and  content,  let  us  not  toiget  that  during  the  past  year  many  of  those 
companions  with  whom  we  have  associated  in  daily  life,  ipany  of  those  whom  we 
have  met  in  fraternal  Convocation,  companions  "good  and  true,"  co-laborers  in  the 
Masonic  vineyard,  whose  devotion  and  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  have  built  it 
up  and  made  it  what  it  is,  have  passed  *  within  the  vail.'  The  Grand  Secretary's 
report  shows  the  lamentable  fact  that  during  the  past  year  over  two  hundred  of  our 
companions  have  passed  over  the  *  rough  and  rugged  road '  of  this  existence.  May 
memories  of  them  linger  with  us,  and  may  they  enjoy  in  the  presence  of  the  great 
*  I  Am,'  in  their  eternal  home,  an  everlasting  peace. 

"  'How  fast  they  fall — those  we  have  known— 
As  leaves  from  autumn  branches  blown. 

So  quickly  sear ; 
Yes,  one  by  one  they  drop  away. 
As  withered  leaves  they  fall  and  stray. 

And  disappear.'" 

In  reading  the  names  entered  upon  the  death  roll  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Ohio,  among  the  two  hundred  and  five  there  registered,  we  are  attracted  by  the 
following ; — 

"  On  Sunday,  March  10, 1895,  there  died  in  Galli^Mlis,  Ohio,  Comp.  Joskph 
Drodillard,  a  member  of  GMlipolU  Chapter,  No.  79,  in  the  99th  year  of  his  age. 
Comp.  Drouillard  was  made  a  Master  Mason  in  Morning  Dawn  Lodge,  No.  7,  of 
GaUipoIis,  Ohio,  in  the  year  1817,  snd  exalted  in  QaUipnlu  Chapter,  No.  79, 
September  8,  1858.  He  took  part  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  was,  as  far  as  known, 
the  last  soldier  of  that  war  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  He  filled  several  Masonic  offices 
with  fidelity,  and  many  of  public  trust  during  his  long,  honorable  and  useful  life. 
He  passed  mto  his  eternal  rest  leaving  behind  him  a  name  blessed  with  the  love 
and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him." 

Of  the  dead  of  sister  Grand  Chapters,  the  Grand  High  Priest  says  :— 

"  To  our  sister  Grand  Chapters  who  have  during  the  past  year  been  called  upon 
to  mourn  the  loss  of  msny  distinguished  companions,  earnest,  faithful  workers, 
who  have  labored  long  and  well  in  buildins  up  the  Temple  of  Capitular  Masonry, 
who,  having  been  csiled  from  their  earthly  labors,  now  rest  in  peace  within  the 
'  heavenly  temple'— we  extend  our  sincere  and  heartfelt  sympathy." 

The  Grana  High  Priest  was  called  upon  for  many  decisions,  all  of  which  are 
local  in  their  character  and  decided  by  reference  to  the  local  law. 

In  1891,  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio,  by  nearly  a  unanimous  vote,  resolved  to 
assess  the  subordinates,  by  a  per  capita  tax,  for  the  creation  and  support  of  a 
Masonic  Home.  Two  Chapters  demurred  to  the  payment  of  the  tax,  and,  accord- 
ingly,  at  the  session  one  year  ago,  the  Grand  Chapter 
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mimacement  and  work.  Sometimes  alone  and  sometimes  followed  or  preceded  by 
the  decree  of  Knight  Templar,  it  was  carried  alonff  and  worked  within  the  bosom 
of  the  Xtodge.  In  fact,  for  a  long  time  this  was  the  case  with  almost  everyUiing 
which  was  claimed  to  be  a  Masonic  degree.  The  general  custom  was,  after  the 
ordinary  work  or  business  of  the  Lodge,  for  brethren  in  possession  of  the  degree  to 
be  conferred  to  remain,  when  a  sort  of  bod  v  within  a  body  would  be  formed  and 
the  degree  conferred.  Sometimes  it  would  be  the  Royal  Arch  decree  alone,  and 
sometimes  the  Knight  Templar  degree  as  well.  This  custom  prevailed  to  such  aa 
extent  as  to  alarm  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  among  other  reasons  to 
comply  with  the  *  Secret  Societies  Act  *  of  Parliament,  passed  in  1799,  she  soon 
after  the  passage  of  the  Act  resolved  to  *  prohibit  and  diKharge  all  Lodges  having 
charters  from  the  Grand  Ixnlge  from  holcuog  any  other  meetings  than  those  of  the 
tkrte  ffretU  Orden  of  Matonry^  o/ Apprknticb,  Fellow  Crait  and  Mabtkb  Mason, 
being  the  Ancient  Order  of  SU  John.*  To  put  a  stop  to  the  practice  which  had 
become  so  deep  rooted  required  strenuous  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge ; 
and  to  secure  obedience  on  the  part  of  Lodges  to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
discontinue  conferring  of  the  Koyal  Arch  and  Templar  degrees,  it  was  deemed 
necessary  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  October,  1800,  to  issue  a  circular  '  prohibiting 
and  disdiarging  its  daughters  to  bold  any  meetings  above  the  degree  of  Master 
Mason.'  Four  years  later  the  form  of  an  oath  was  furnished  to  the  Lodges  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  with  orders  to  require  *  vitUing  strangarg '  to  subscribe  to  it  in  the 
presence  of  two  or  more  office-bearers,  who  were  also  required  to  '  tubiorUte  along$t 
with  him  as  witnesses.  * 

**  More  or  less  confusion  continued  until  the  oiganication  of  Chapters  and 
Encampments  for  the  control  of  these  degrees. 

"On  the  authority  of  M.'.  £.'.  M.  McB.  Thomson  of  Ayr,  Scotland,  the  la^l 
presiding  officer  of  the  late  Early  Grand  Koyal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland,  we  give 
the  statement  that  soon  after  1800,  charters  were  granted  by  the  Early  Grand 
Encampment  of  High  Knights  Templar  of  Irkland,  under  which  the  Arch,  as  well 
as  all  other  high  grades,  were  wrought  until  1812,  when  one  Albxandkr  Dbuohab» 
Eminent  Commander  of  Edinburgh  Early  Grand  Encampment,  No.  31,  seceded 
and  formed  a  new  body,  which  he  styled  a  Royal  Grand  Conclave,  under  which,  as 
under  the  Early  Grand,  the  Arch  continued  to  be  wrought.  From  his  further 
statement,  we  quote  : — 

*'  'Five  years  later,  however,  steps  were  taken  by  influential  brethren  of  Edln* 
burgh  and  the  vicinity  to  form  a  separate  Grand  Body  for  the  Royal  Arch,  and  in 
consequence  circulars  were  issued  to  the  various  Lodges  and  Bncampments  workiiM| 
the  Ro]ral  Arch,  inviting  them  to  be  present  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  Edinburgh 
and  assist  in  forming  such  a  body.  This  circular  was  issued  by  authority  of  tne 
same  Albxandbk  Dbuchab,  who  had  previously  seceded  from  the  Early  Grand. 
Notwithstanding  the  organization  of  the  new  *  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter, 
many  of  the  old  Deuchar  Encampments  continued  to  work  the  Arch  degree  until 
1830,  when  Deuchar's  Grand  Conclave  ceased  to  exist.  After  that  time  there  were 
but  two  bodies  working  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Scotland— the  Supreme  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  and  the  Early  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  which,  up  to  1889, 
existed  agreeable  to  ancient  customs  in  the  bosom  of  the  Orand  Encampment  of  the 
Temple  and  Malta.* 

**  The  next  step  on  the  part  of  the  Early  Grand  Chapter  was  its  severance  from 
the  Grand  Encampment.  Strange  as  it  may  appear  to  American  companions,  it 
retained  and  conferred  during  the  balance  of  its  existence  the  following  degreee, 
viz. :  Funeral  Master,  Fellow  Craft  Mark  (modem  Mark  Master),  Masters  Mark* 
Architect,  Grand  Architect,  Master  of  the  Blue,  Past  Master,  Royal  Ark  Mariner, 
Fugitive  Mark,  Link  and  Chain,  Jacob's  Wrestle,  Scarlet  Cord,  Brotherly  Love, 
Royal  Master,  Select  Master,  Most  ExceUent  Master.  Excellent  Mason,  Super- 
Excellent  Mason,  Holy  Royal  Arch,  and  the  installed  degrees  of  Noah,  J.  H.  and 
Z.    The  minimum  fee  for  all  is  £1.  Is. 

'*  'After  its  formal  severance  from  the  Grand  Encampment,  overtnres  wera 
made  for  union  between  it  and  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter,  and  committees  wera 
mutually  appointed.' 

"For^  an-  account  of  the  steps  taken  by  the  two  contending  Bodies  which 
resulted  in  the  union,  the  reader  is  referred  to  our  reviews  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland.

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"  From  the  proceedinf^  of  a  Quarterly  Communication  of  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  held  on  March  6, 1895,  we  learn  that  the  Supreme  Granri  Chapter,  having 
considered  the  committee's  report  re  union  of  the  Early  Grand  Chapter  with  itself, 
together  with  extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  Early  Grand  Encampment  of 
Knights  Templar,  subsequently  received,  referring  to  the  complete  severance  of 
the  Koyal  Arch  and  Temple  degrees  under  the  Early  Grand  Constitution ;  also 
communications  from  Comp.  Major  Spence,  Grand  Master  of  the  Early  Grand 
Encampment,  K.  T.,  and  from  Chapter  St.  Paul  Ayr,  No.  18,  it  was  resolved  that 
union  be  approved  on  conditicms  previously  laid  down. 

"Arrangements  were  made  for  the  final  consummation  of  this  very  desirable 
object. 

**  From  The  Scottish  Freenuuon  of  June,  189.5,  we  learn  that  meetings  of  the  two 
Grand  Chapters  were  held  in  Glasgow  on  May  11th,  called  for  the  purpoee  of  con- 
summating the  union.  The  Early  Grand  Chapter  convened  in  St.  John's  Hall  at  3 
p.  M.,  M.'.  E.*.  Comp.  M.  MoB.  Thompson,  Grand  Z.,  in  the  chair,  supported  by 
W.  I)aloli8H,  Grand  J.,  and  A.  Camebon,  acting  Grand  H.  The  Grand  Z.  stated 
that  the  business  of  the  meeting  would  be  simply  to  carry  out  the  resolution  of  the 
last  Grand  Chapter  meeting  anent  the  dissolution  of  that  Grand  Chapter  and 
uniting  with  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter.  The  calling  of  the  roll  by  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.  disclosed  the  fact  that  there  were  represented  the  fnllowiog  named  active 
Chapters,  viz.:  Moira  Uniont  Kilmarnock,  No.  2;  Ayr,  No.  3 ;  GUugaw,  No.  4 ; 
NtwrnilnSf  No.  6.  SttwarUon,  No.  7 ;  Httrtford,  No.  17 ;  <Sorfi,  No.  18 ;  Irvine,  No. 
19 ;  Oooan,  No.  20,  and  Farkhead  St.  Johrit  No.  21.  On  a  motion  made  by  the 
Grand  Z.  and  seconded  by  the  Grand  H.,  it  was  decided  that  the  Early  Grand 
Chapter  of  Scotland  resign  all  right  or  title  it  had  or  claimed  to  have  over  Royal 
Arch  Freemasonry  in  favor  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Aoyal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scot- 
land, the  vote  in  favor  thereof  being  unanimous.  After  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  by 
acclamation  to  the  M. '.  E. '.  Grand  Z. .  M.  McB.  Thomson,  for  the  many  services 
he  had  rendered  and  for  his  arduous  labors  in  the  interests  of  the  Early  Grand 
Chapter,  he  declared  *  the  Early  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland  dissolved 
and  closed  forever.  * 

'*  The  companions  who  composed  the  late  Early  Grand  Chapter  then  proopeded 
to  St.  Mark's  Hall,  where  the  Supreme  Grand  Boyal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland 
was  in  special  session,  presided  over  by  M.'.  E.*.  Major  F.  W.  Allan,  Deputy 
Grand  Z.  They  were  introduced  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  by  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.,  Comp.  R.  S.  Brown,  and  received  with  full  honors.  Then  in  order  of 
prec«f deuce  each  took  the  oath  of  fealty  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter. 

"We  note  with  pleasure  a  remark  made  bv  the  acting  Grand  Z.,  Comp.  F.  W. 
Allan,  in  which  he  said  that  he  considered  the  event  unique  in  the  history  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry,  in  that  or  any  other  country  ;  it  was  the  consummation  of 
the  happy  union  of  two  Bodies  which  had  hitherto  claimed  jurisdiction  over  Royal 
Arch  Freemasonry  in  that  country.  Now,  he  was  happy  to  say,  they  had  a  tmited 
Supreme  Grand  governing  authority  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Scotland  united 
in  the  diffusion  of  light  and  knowledge,  and  in  cultivating  Masonic  charity,  the 
great  object  of  our  institution. 

*'  Congratulatory  remarks  were  also  made  by  Comp.  M.  McB.  Thomson,  Grand 
Z.  of  the  late  Early  Grand  Chapter,  upon  the  consummation  of  the  long-desired 
union.  In  this  connection,  we  are  happy  to  sa^  that  the  proceedings  and  a  number 
of  private  letters  received  by  us  from  this  distinguished  companion  bear  testimony 
to  the  fact  that  the  success  uf  the  union  movement  owes  much  to  bis  well  directed 
and  persistent  efforts. 

"After  the  close  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  came  the  banquet,  the  speeches 
at  which  indicating  that  joy  was  unbounded.  The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  was 
toasted  by  Comp.  Thomson,  Grand  Z.  of  the  Early  Grand  Chapter.  The  Chapters 
which  came  from  that  Body  were  given  by  Comf).  McN.  Campbell,  nn  oflBcer  of 
the  Supreme  Grand  Chtioter.  He  claimed  for  his  Grand  Chapter  the  proud  dis- 
tinction of  bringini<  forth  ten  children  at  one  birth.  High  compliments  were  also 
paid  to  Comp.  R.  S.  Brown,  Grand  Scribe  E.,  and  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
occasion,  Comp.  F.  W.  Allan. 

'*  May  harmony  ever  prevail  and  the  union  never  be  disturbed." 

His  review  of  our  proceedings  is  of  the  administration  of  our  lamented  Comp. 
Crawford.  Referring  to  the  decision  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  upon  the  power 
of  a  Past  High  Priest  to  open  a  Chapter  and  transact  business  in  the  absence  of 
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the  Conoetl  officers,  Comp.  Wiluams  quotes  the  answer  of  Grand  High  Priest 
Crawford  :— 

"  The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter  confers  no  pow«r  upon  a  Past  High 
Priest  to  open  a  Chapter  in  such  case,  nor  does  it  in  '  direct  terms  proh&nt  tl/  Imt 
General  Itegulation  No.  10  makes  the  '  CoMtUvtion  of  the  Orwnd  Lodpe '  in  aD 
essential  respects,  where  there  is  no  conflict  between  it  and  theConstitntion  of  this 
Grand  Chapter,  *  the  rulee  and  rtgvliUione  by  which  the  action  of  the  subordinate 
Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  *  shall  be  governed,^  The  Grand  Iiodge  has  repeatedly 
decided  that  a  Past  Master  cannot,  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  Wardens, 
open  the  Lodge." 

He  further  says :  "  The  Grand  Chapter  has  directly  passed  upon  the  same 
question." 

Comp.  Wiluams  says  :— 

*'  Here  were  two  authorities  under  which  we  should  have  made  the  decision 
which  he  finally  made.  Whether  he  was  desirous  of  finding  anthority  for  a  different 
decision  we  will  not  hazard  an  opinion ;  but  he  proceeded  as  follows : — 

"  There  would  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  irregrularity  of  the  proceedings  but  for  the 
last  clause  of  Sec.  42  of  Art.  Ill  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
which  reads  as  follows :  — 

"  *  In  the  absence  of  all  these  officers  (H.  P.,  K.  and  S.)  from  a  stated  Convoca- 
tion or  a  special  Convocation  legally  called,  the  Junior  Past  High  Priest  present 
may  open  the  Chapter  and  preside.' 

"From  which  it  will  be  seen  that  power  i$  cpnf erred  upon  a  Past  High  Priest  to 
open  the  Chapter  and  preside  therein.  While  the  Constitution  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  is  simreiM  fow,  and  is  binding  upon  aU  Grand  Chapters  owing 
allegiance  to  it,  yet  this  provision  does  not  seem  oUufotary,  but  may  be  exercised 
when  a  Grand  Chapter  so  directs.  The  General  Grand  Chapter  and  several  Grand 
Chapters  have  adopted  this  provision,  but  onr  Chapter  baa  not.  Even  admitting 
that  provision  to  be  binding  upon  all  Grand  Chapters,  it  is  expressly  limited  to  the 
Junior  Past  High  Priest  present.  In  the  oresent  case,  the  Junior  Past  High  Priest 
present  declined  to  open  the  Chapter  ana  preside.  No  other  Past  High  Priest 
possessed  the  right  to  open  the  Chapter." 

Comp.  Williams  comments  as  follows  :— 

*'  He  decided  that  therefore  the  proceedings  in  question  were  Irregular,  illegal 
and  void,  and  directed  the  High  Pnest  to  proceed  de  novo.  He  leamra  afterwards 
that  the  opinion  prevails  in  Nebraska  that  said  provision  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  is  for  the  government  of  its  immediate  subordinates.  Permission  to  do  a 
thing  or  enact  a  rule  is  one  thing,  a  requirement  to  do  it  is  quite  another.  The 
General  Grand  Chapter  permits  the  use  of  substitutes ;  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Cali- 
fornia does  so  only  by  dispensation. 

*'  That  he  visited  nineteen  Chapters  is  evidence  of  zeal  and  activity  on  his  part, 
and  constitutes  an  example  worthy  of  the  imitation  of  such  Grand  High  Priests  as 
can  ind  time  to  make  few  or  no  visits. 

"A  well  known  chronic  disturber  of  Masonic  peace  is  plying  his  vocation  in 
California,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following,  which  we  quote  from  the  Address  of 
the  Grand  High  Priest. " 

Comp.  Williams  refers  to  one  Granville  A.  Frambes,  whose  reputation  is 
established  in  Ohio  as  a  chronic  disturber  of  the  Masonic  peace,  and  he  quotes  in 
full  the  report  of  our  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  thereon. 

He  has  the  following  kind  words  for  our  report,  with  a  "  punch  "  for  Comp. 
TiNNIN  :— 

"  The  Report  on  Correspondence,  consisting  of  one  hundred  pa^ — the  body  of 
which  is  in  too  fine  a  type  and  the  quotations  worse  yet — and  showing  up  the  trans- 
actions of  forty-eight  Grand  Chapters,  was  from  the  lively  pen  of  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  William  A.  Daviks.  He  devotes  six  pages  to  a  fraternal  review  of  our 
proceedings  for  1894. 
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**  He  qaoted  from  oar  proceedings  the  tnaaaetioiis  of  the  meetngB  of  Couefli 
of  High  Prints  which  took  place  in  Topeka  in  August  last. 

"We  have  been  reporting  the  absence  from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  oar  California 
igpPOsent*tive,  M. '.  E.'.  Comp.  Wilst  J.  TimtiK,  to  viiich  Oomp.  Davivb  says :— 

**  *  We  answer  for  Comp.  Ttssm,  Comp.  Wiluamb,  and  aas^xt  thai  he  is  never 
absent  except  far  cause— it  may  be  a  wedding  or  a  christening—bat  nothing  in  the 
ngmU  cotme  of  erents  keeps  him  from  Masonic  doties.' 

"  We  will  not  dispute  the  word  of  Oomp.  Datus,  hot  cannot  bat  notice  that 
either  weddings  or  christenings  have  oocnrred  in  Cctmp.  Tinnw's  neigfaburhood  at 
the  exact  time  of  the  meeting  of  his  Grand  Chapter  for  at  least  iU/e  yaort.  Can  he 
not  get  the  dates  changed  hereafter." 


The  M.*.  E.'.  Comp.  Jacx»  H.  Bbomwkll  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest; 
£.'.  Comp.  Chabues  C.  Kikfeb  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Chairman  <tf 
Correspontlenoe :  S.  Stackkb  Wimjams,  P.  G.  H.  P.,  Newark. 

The  next  Annoal  Commonication  wiU  be  held  at  Sandosky  city,  October  7th«

OBBGON. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon  held  its  thirty-fifth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
dty  of  Portland,  June  10th,  1895,— the  BL*.  £.*.  Wiluav  C.  Crawford,  Grand 
High  Priest;  R.\  K*.  J  amis  F.  Bobinson,  Grand  Seeretaiy.  Twmty-three 
Chapters  were  represented.  There  were  present  five  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and 
the  representatives  of  twenty-three  sister  Grand  Junsdictions.  The  representatiTe 
of  California  was  not  present. 

Oregon  numbers  on  its  roll  twenty-five  oonntituent  Chapters,  with  a  membership 
of  1,238  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

After  announcing  the  standing  committees,  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered 
his  Annual  Address.  After  an  acknowledgment  of  the  protection  and  support' of 
Divine  Providence,  he  extended  a  cordial  and  fraternal  welcome  to  his  companions 
who  had  come  up  to  aid  and  assist  in  enacting  such  legislation  as  should  redound 
to  the  honor  and  reputation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon. 

He  first  rof erred  to  the  invasion  of  their  jurisdiction  by  the  unwelcome  measen- 
ger  death,  who,  in  his  mysterious  ways,  transferred  the  spirits  of  dear  companions 
from  the  tenements  of  mortality  to  that  glorious  and  immortal  rest  which  knows 
no  sorrowing.  He  paid  an  earnest  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  veteran  Stbphrk 
FowLKB  Chadwick,  Past  Grand  King,  and  roported  the  orders  wbich  were  pab- 
lishetl  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

The  dead  of  sister  jurisdictions  were  also  reported  and  the  fraternal  sympathy 
of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Oregon  tendered  the  afflicted  Grand  Chapters  in  their 
loss  of  their  eminent  sons,  supporters  and  counsellors. 

We  note  no  decisions  reported  of  other  than  local  importance. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  recommends  that  hereafter  all  candidates  before 
advancement,  shall  be  examined  as  to  their  proficiency  in  the  preceding  degree  hf 
a  special  committee. 

The  Grand  Chapter  having  been  advised  of  the  death  of  Wiluam  B.  Isaacs, 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  and  Grand  Recorder  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar  of  the  United  States, 

**  Retnlvtd^  That  it  is  with  profound  sadness  we  contemplste  the  death  of  one  so 
eminent  in  Masonic  Coancils,  known  and  esteemed  by  his  brethren  and  companions 
throughout  the  Masonic  world." 
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The  reoeipts  for  the  year  were  1898.00 ;  the  diabnraements  for  the  year  were 
$980.05 ;  Mieta,  balance  on  hand,  12,374.38. 

After  consideration  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Hi^h  Priest,  the  Grand 
Chapter

BeBolved,  That  hereafter  candidates  in  passing  through  the  Chapter,  shall  be 
examined  as  to  their  proficiency  in  the  M.  M.  degree  bjr  a  special  committee  of 
three,  and  as  to  their  further  proficiency  by  examination  in  the  oi)en  JLrfxige  to 
which  they  have  attained,  before  receiving  the  following  degree." 

On  motion  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Comp.  David  P.  Mason,  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted  : — 

"  Whkrbas,  Comp.  J.  M.  Hodson,  our  Gr«»nd  High  Priest  elect,  has  served  as 
Chairman  of  our  Committee  on  Correspondence  for  several  years,  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  this  Grand  Chapter ;  therefore,  be  it 

**JUaoiveo^  That  he  be  requested  to  continue  as  Chairman  and  prepaze  the 
report  for  the  ensuing  year." 

We  oongratulate  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon. 

The  Grand  Council  of  High  Priesthood  of  Oregon  met  in  Annual  Convention  in 
the  city  of  Portland  July  lOtb,  1895.— the  M.'.  £.'.  J.  M.  Hodbon,  President; 
£.'.  Jambs  F.  Robinson,  Recorder. 

The  Council  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

Eight  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise 
qualified,  were  received,  anointed,  consecrated  and  set  apart  to  the  Holy  Order  of 
High  Priesthood. 

After  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  ofRcers-elect  assumed 
their  stations,  and  the  Convention  closed  in  Solemn  Form. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Comp.  J.  M.  Hodson,  present 
Grand  High  Priest  It  is  a  comprehensive  and  pleasant  review  of  forty-eight 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Bodies,  being  all  the  American  Grand  Chapters  except  Nevada, 
and  he  also  adds  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  And  although  he  finds  no  new 
subject  agitating  the  Capitular  Bodies  in  his  examination  of  their  doings,  he  does 
certify  to  the  universal  harmony  existing  in  the  courts  of  the  tabernacle,  and  the 
only  contention  to  be  that  of  striving  for  a  more  perfect  understanding  of  what  the 
laws  and  usages  should  be,  to  the  end  that  the  honor  and  reputation  of  the  Royal 
Craft  be  firmly  established  and  the  world  at  large  convinced  of  its  good  effects. 

In  reply  to  Comp.  Pillans  of  Alabama,  who  doubts  the  propriety  of  our  laws 
relating  to  dei)endent  membership,  Comp.  Hodson  says : — 

**  He  dnubts  the  propriety  of  California  laws  touching  membership ;  thinks 
them  not  founded  in  justice ;  so  far  it  has  worked  well,  and  we  note  that  the 
jurisdictions  having  the  roost  carefully  arranged  systems,  requiring  complete  mem- 
bership to  permit  the  enjoyment  of  the  higher  degrees,  are  troubled  the  least  with 
the  non-affiliate  nuisance. 

His  review  of  California  is  for  the  term  of  our  lamented  Comp.  Charles  R* 
Gritman,  Grand  High  Priest  in  1894. 

Comp.  Hodson  quotes,  with  his  approval,  the  resolution  offered  by  Comp.  B.  Fa 
TuTTLE,  pertaining  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  He  also  endorses  our  views 
in  regard  to  the  necessity  of  a  re-installation  following  a  re-election  to  office,  and 
he  believes  in  the  abolition  of  the  affiliation  fee  as  the  most  efficient  aid  in  curing 
the  non-affiliation  evil. 

Comp.  Hodson  mentions  the  coincidence  in  the  names  of  onr  Grand  High 
Priests  for  the  last  year--Oregon  having  for  its  chief  ruler  Wiluam  C.  Crawford, 
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while  California  had  chosen  Ellison  L.  Gbawpoed  for  the  same  honorable  station. 
We  hope  the  coincidence  goes  no  farther.  Our  beloved  companion  and  Grmad 
High  Prieiit  served  us  faithfully  in  his  exalted  office,  performing  all  his  duties  with 
honor  to  himself  and  entire  satisfaction  to  the  Grand  Chapter.  He  installed  his 
suooesBor  and  retired  to  his  home  in  the  mountains  of  California,  we  thought  in  bis 
usual  health,  and  we  were,  therefore,  not  prepared  for  the  dispatch  which  we 
received  in  a  few  weeks  thereafter,  **  Ellison  L.  Crawford  is  dead.'*  Even  at 
this  date  it  seems  hard  to  realize  that  we  shall  not  meet  again  around  the  altar  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

"  I  have  friends  in  spirit  land  — 
Not  shadows  in  a  shadowy  band. 
Not  others  but  themselves  are  they, 
And  utill  I  think  of  them  the  same 
As  when  the  Master's  summons  came." 

The  M.\  E.'.  J.  M.  Hodbon  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R.%  £.*.  Jamkb 
V.  Robinson  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary ;  Correspondent,  M.  *.  £.  *.  J.  M. 
HoDBON,  Portland. 

The  next  annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Portland  on  the  second  Wednesday 

of  June,  1886. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  held  a  Quarterly  Convocation  at  the 
Masonic  Temple,  Philadelphia,  March  3d,  1894,— the  M.'.  E.'.  Edgar  A.  Tknkib, 
Grand  High  Priest ;  K\  Charles  Cart,  Grand  Secretary. 

Handsome  portraits  of  the  Grand  Council  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary 
ornament  the  title  page  of  this  volume. 

Forty-seven  constituent  Chapters  were  represented,  and  there  were  present 
three  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and  thirteen  District  Deputies. 

The  Finance  Committee  reported  upon  the  defalcation  of  the  former  Grand 
Secretary,  Charles  E.  Metkr,  and  closed  their  report  by  offering  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution  : — 

**  Whkrras,  Comp.  Charles  E.  Meter,  while  acting  as  Grand  Secretary  of 
the  Grand  Holy  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania,  has  been  found  to  have 
appropriated  the  sum  of  at  least  $5,424.19  of  the  money  of  this  Grand  Body;  there- 
fore 

**Buolvedf  That  Como.  Charles  £.  Metsr  be  and  he  is  hereby  expelled  from 
membership  m  this  Grand  Holy  Royal  Arch  Chapter." 

The  report  was  received  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

The  Chapter  was  "called  off*'  for  the  purpose  of  exemplifying  the  degree  of 
Mark  Blaster ;  after  which  the  Grand  Chapter  was  '*  called  on  '*  and  dosed. 


A  second  Quarterly  was  held  June  7th,  with  same  representation  of  constituent 
Chapters  and  five  Past  Grand  High  Priests.  The  representatives  of  twenty-three 
.  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  were  also  preseot. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Finance  Committee  reported  upon  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence,  to  whom  had  been  referred  communications 
from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales  asking  recognition,  reported*  and 
oloeed  their  report  with  the  following  resolution,  of  which  they  asked  the  adoption : 
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"  JUtoivedt  Thftt  until  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  New  South  Wales  obtains 
the  allegiance  of  all  the  Chapters  in  its  territory,  and  is  *  Supreme '  in  fact  as  well 
as  in  name  in  said  territory,  it  cannot  receive  the  recognition  of  this  Grfand 
Chapter." 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

After  transacting  routine  business,  the  Grand  Chapter  was  '*  called  off  "  for  the 
purpose  of  exemplifying  the  Most  Excellent  Master  degree ;  which  having  been 
done,  Grand  Chapter  was  "called  on  "  and  closed. 


A  third  Quarterly  was  held  September  6th,  1894,  with  same  official  attendance, 
and  forty 'One  constituent  Chapters  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Finance  Committee  reported  that  they  had  discovered  additional  appro, 
priations  of  funds  by  Com  p.  Charles  £.  Mbyeb,  which  made  his  misappropriation 
amount  to  96t411.54. 

A  memorial  address  in  honor  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Jbrsmiah  Lalor 
Hutchinson  was  then  presented  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Geo.  W.  Kbndbick, 
Jr.,  and  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  then  "called  off"  for  the  purpose  of  exemplifying  the 
Royal  Arch  degree ;  which  being  done,  the  Grand  Chapter  was  **  called  on  "  and 
closed. 


A  fourth  Quarterly  was  held  at  Masonic  Temple,  December  6th,  1894,  with 
same  official  attendance ;  eighty-eight  constituent  Chapters  were  represented,  and 
the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-seven  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  were 
present.  • 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Finance  Committee  presented  the  following  ^estimates  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  year  1895 :  Receipts  from  all  sources,  $8,910.77  ;  expenditures, 
$8,515.00. 

This  being  the  time  fixed  by  the  Constitution  for  the  annual  election  of  Grand 
Officers,  tellers  were  appointed,  and  the  following  were  duly  elected  for  the  ensuing 
Masonic  year,  commencing  on  next  St.  John's  Day : —

The  Grand  High  Priest  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  one  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  formation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  would  occur  November  23d, 
1895,  whereupon  Comp.  Wm.  J.  Kelly  moved,  and  the  Grand  Chapter 

*"*  HeBolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
celebrating  the  said  One  Hundredth  Anniversary,  and  to  report  at  the  Annual 
Communication  on  St.  John's  Day  next." 

Grand  Chapter  closed  in  peace. 

Annual  Conyocation. 
The  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Masonic  Hall,  St.  John's  X>ay,  l>ecemYwr 
27th,  1894,— M.-.  E.'.  Edgar  A.  Tennis,   Grand  High  Prieat.    ^^««aVJ•^^«i 
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eosstitaexit  Chapters  were  represented,  and  the  representatives  of  eighteen  sister 
Chnuid  Jnrisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  presented  his  Annual  Report.  He  reviewed  the  legis- 
lation of  the  year,  and  expressed  his  thanks  for  the  honors  conferred  apon  him  in 
the  exalted  station  he  had  endeavored  to  fill.  He  mentioned  those  who  had  com- 
menced the  year  with  them  but  had  been  called  from  their  duties  here  and  had 
passed  to  the  great  beyond.  He  reported  the  death  roll  of  the  year  and  paid  a 
feeling  tribute  to  the  departed  companions.  No  decisions  of  importance  were 
rendered. 

Referring  to  the  centennial  observance,  he  said  : — 

**As  Pennsylvania  Royal  Arch  Masons  we  enjoy  the  proud  distinction  of  having 
first  conferred  the  degree  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  America,  and  are  also  the 
first  Grand  Chapter  to  celebrate  a  centennial  organization.  We  shall  look  forward 
therefore  with  pride  and  pleasure  to  the  autumn  day  when,  with  open  arms,  we 
may  welcome  to  this  Temple  not  only  the  devoted  companions  of  our  jurisdiction, 
bat  the  honored  and  beloved  companions  of  many  Grand  Chapters  on  thia  con- 
tinent." 

All  the  companions  present  who  had  not  received  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood 
having  retired,  Comp.  Ezra  S.  Bartlett  was  installed  as  Most  Excellent  Grand 
High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Holy  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  and  Maaonic 
jurisdiction  thereunto  belonging,  duly  proclaimed  as  such,  and  received  the  aalnta- 
tions  of  the  Craft. 

The  companions  who  had  retired  were  re-admitted,  and  the  remaining  officers 
were  severally  installed,  proclaimed,  and  received  the  salutations  of  the  Craft. 

The  M.*.  E.*.  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  an  interesting  Address  and 
announced  his  appointments  for  the  present  year. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  appointed  a  Committee  on  Finance  to  act  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Elective  Grand  Officers  to  prepare  a  programme  for  a  celebration  of 
the  One  Hundredth  Anniversary,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

Grand  Chapter  closed  in  peace. 

A  fine  portrait  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Jereviah  Lalor  Hctchinson, 
deceased,  is  published  in  connection  with  a  memorial  page  devoted  to  his  memory. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  an  eminent  committee,  consisting  of 
Corops.  Matthias  H.  Henderson,  Charles  Cart,  J.  Simpson  Africa,  Joshua 
L.  Stte  and  John  P.  Clark.  The  report  is  a  very  able  one,  worthy  of  the  distin- 
guished committee  whose  names  are  a  guarantee  of  its  Masonic  importance.  For 
some  unknown  reason  the  proceedings  of  California  failed  to  reach  the  oommittee, 
and  as  the  matter  treated  therein  is  in  these  days  of  rapid  communication  some- 
what ancient,  we  forego  the  pleasure  of  comment  thereon.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec  held  its  eighteenth  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
city  of  Montreal,  January  29th,  1895,— the  M.*.  K*.  K  T.  D.  Chambers,  Grand 
High  Priest ;  the  M.'.  E.'.  Will  H  Whtts,  Grand  Scribe  E.  Ten  chartered 
Chapters  and  one  under  dispensation  were  represented.  Seven  Past  Grand  Z*s 
present  and  the  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty*one  siiter  Grand  Jurisdic- 

to 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 
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In  his  Addren  the  Grand  Z.  thanked  the  oompanions  for  the  fn^eat  honor 
conferred  in  his  absence  by  being  chosen  to  preside  over  their  destinies.  He 
thanked  Grod  for  their  preservation  and  invoked  a  continuance  of  his  blessinKs  npoa 
their  organization*  and  as  individuals,  upon  the  present  assembly. 

He  reported  the  death  of  loved  companions,  paid  fraternal  tribute  to  their 
several  records,  and  recommended  a  memorial  page  in  the  proceedings  to  perpetuate 
^  their  memories  and  record  their  virtues  as  men  and  as  Masons.  He  also  paid 
suitable  and  deserved  tribute  to  the  many  eminent  companions  of  sister  jurisdic- 
tions who  have,  during  the  past  year,  ceased  their  labors  and  entered  into  rest. 

In  reporting  his  official  acts  we  note  the  following : —

M.*.  £.*.  Comp.  J.  W.  Chambbrlin,  President  of  the  Ohio  Council  of  High 
Priests,  wrote  me  last  October,  expressiog  his  interest  in  the  working  of  the  Order 
of  Hiflrn  Priests  throughout  the  world,  and  courteously  proposing  to  correspond 
with  me  further  with  reference  to  its  iotrodoction  into  this  jurisdiction.  In  thank- 
ing oar  M.*.  E.*.  companion  for  his  fraternal  offer,  I  wrote  him  :  *A8  wo  have  no 
High  Priests  in  our  jurisdiction,  I  presume  we  cannot  very  well  have  a  Council  of 
High  Priests.  Our  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  follow  the  English  syRtem  of 
nomenclature  and  order  of  officers,  the  presiding  First  Principal  being  King  instead 
of  Priest  and  bearing  the  title  '  Z/  or  *ZcTubbabel.' " 

The  Grand  Superintendents  of  Districts  made  their  reports,  which  were  referred 
to  a  special  committee. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  £.  we  note  the  following  :— 

"  In  connection  with  this  an  exchange  has  been  formed  with  a  committee  com- 
posed of  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  Nebraska,  Montana,  Ohio,  Ontario  and  Massa- 
chusetts.  as  a  Central  Clearing  House  for  the  purpose  of  transfers,  exchanging,  and, 
when  needed,  reprints,  etc.  This  Grand  Chapter  has  now  many  volumes  of  pro- 
ceedings unbound,  and  as  it  is  probable  that  a  place  can  be  obtained  for  the  better 
keeping  of  their  books  in  the  new  buiHing  of  the  Montreal  Temple  Company,  I 
would  rec^uest  this  Grand  Chapter  to  take  into  consideration  the  advisability  of 
contributmg  towards  this  object,  the  cost  being  only  a  nominal  one." 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec  bears  upon  its  roll  the  names  of  ten  chartered 
Chapters,  with  one  under  dispensation.  Their  membership  numbers  four  hundred 
and  seventy-two  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Committee  on  Report  of  Grand  Scribe  E.  made  the  following  recommenda- 
tion, which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter  : — 

**A  Masonic  ColIector*s  Association  has  been  formed,  as  appears  from  the  letter 
attached  to  the  Grand  Scribe  £'s  reports ;  its  object  is  to  assist  the  different  Grand 
Bodies  in  procuring  missing  numbers  and  reprints  of  reports  uf  proceedings.  Your 
committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  that 
this  Grand  Chapter  become  a  member  of  this  Association  and  that  the  fee  of  five 
dollars  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary." 

The  M.  *.  £.  *.  Grand  Z.  said  of  the  Temple  in  course  of  erection  at  Montreal : — 

*'  I  very  much  regret  my  inability  to  have  been  present  at  the  laying  of  the 
corner-stone  of  the  Temple  in  this  city.  It  is  gratifying  to  know,  however,  that 
there  was  a  good  attendance  of  members  of  the  Royal  Craft,  in  retralia,  upon  that 
interesting  occasion,  upon  the  invitation,  as  requested,  of  the  Grand  Superintend- 
ent of  Montreal  District,  and  I  have  been  given  to  understand  that  the  Royal  Arch 
Masons  who  assisted  at  this  important  function  were  a  con<>picuous  feature  of  the 
very  large  procession  that  marched  through  the  str<»ets  of  Montreal  to  take  part  in 
that  important  event.  Those  Most  Excellent  Masters  to  whom  Montreal  is 
indebtea  for  the  new  structure— and  many  of  whom  are  honored  members  of  this 
Grand  Chapter — need  not  to  be  assured  that  by  no  body  of  men  or  Masons  is  a 
more  zealous  interest  taken  in  the  successful  progress  and  completion  of  that 
Temple,  than  by  those  whom  I  am  now  addressing." 
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The  Report  on  Corregpondenoe  is  presented  by  the  Chairman,  Comp.  Will  H. 
Whtts,  Grand  Scribe  E.,  and  is  a  faithful  review  of  the  legislation  of  the  forty-six 
jariadictions  reviewed,  with  his  comments  and  criticisms  upon  the  action  of  the 
several  Grand  Bodies.  The  following?  conclusions  of  Comp.  Whttb,  after  wading 
through  his  correspondence,  are  of  decided  interest,  and  mark  him  as  one  who, 
having  an  opinion,  does  not  hesitate  to  write  it.    He  says  : — 

**0n  reviewing  the  various  jurisdictions  our  attention  has  been  arrested  by  the' 
following  points :  That  the  presiding  officers  have,  in  the  large  majority  of  cases, 
presented  purely  business  reports,  dissertations  on  Masonij  full  of  platitudes,  and 
insipid  truisms  being  almost  the  exception.  '  The  stepping  stone  cry  is  appsr> 
ently  vanishing,  the  Chaiiters  are  evidently  paying  more  attention  to  their  work, 
thus  making  the  degrees  and  meetings  more  attractive.  Fewer  dispensations  are 
being  issued  to  *c}rclone '  candidat'^s  through,  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  chivalric 
decrees.  Cerneauism  is  also  on  the  wane.  The  ritual  tmker  is  very  much  in 
evidence  in  the  majority  of  jurisdictions,  and  the  unfortunate  Past  Master's  degree 
is  being  thumped  unmercifully.  Physical  qualification  is  still  to  the  fore  and  a  big 
bone  of  contention. 

"  The  dependent  or  compulsory  membership  idea  we  likewise  notice  is  still 
kicking  vigorously  in  some  quarters.  We  cannot  help  thinking  too  much  legisla- 
tion and  w  orry  is  being  expended  over  it  far  very  little  results.  Our  experience 
has  been  that  the  brightest  and  most  active  Royal  Arch  Masons  are  also  the  most 
interested  in  the  Blue.  We  are  sure  that,  like  *Lot '  of  ancient  fame,  who  searched 
for  ten  men,  that  we  could  not  find  ten  active  Capitular  Masons  in  this  jurisdiction 
who  are  not  also  members  of  some  Lodge,  and  we  doubt  not  this  is  true  of  the 
majority  of  jurisdictions." 

Which  we  think  a  very  good  diagnosis  of  the  Capitular  condition.  The  result 
of  his  experience,  referring  to  useful  Masons,  confirms  the  opinions  of  obaervent 
brethren — show  me  an  enthusiastic  useful,  member  of  Chapter  and  Commandery, 
and  you  will  almost,  without  exception,  find  one  who  is  zealous  in  the  dischai^e  of 
his  Lodge  duties— in  fact  he  is  a  Mason  all  over,  either  on  foot  or  on  horseback. 

The  review  of  California  is  of  the  session  presided  over  by  Comp.  Eluson  L. 
Crawford  as  Deputy,  in  the  absence  of  Grand  High  Priest  Gritman,  who  was 
soon  thereafter  called  into  the  presence  of  the  Heavenly  Grand  CounciL  Of  onr 
report  he  says  :— 

"  We  do  not  agree  with  our  excellent  companion  on  the  det)endent  membership 
theory,  but  are  one  with  him  on  the  matter  of  affiliation  fees,  which  should  be  as 
small  as  possible,  and  not  as  we  have  sometimes  known,  almost  prohibitory." 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  William  Buckley  Davis,  of  Sacramento,  represents 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

In  reply  to  Comp.  Meters  of  Pennsylvania,  Comp.  Wutte  writes  a  clear  and 
convincing  statement  of  the  question  at  itfue  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark 
Master  Masons  of  England  and  Wales  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec.  It 
involves  an  entire  disregard  of  the  rights  of  the  Grand  Chapter  by  the  Grand 
Mark  Lodge.    Comp.  Wuyte  says  :— 

'*  The  edict  issued  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec  against  the  Grand  Mark 
Lodge  of  Enprland  and  Wales  is  still  in  force  and  effect.  It  has  never  been  rescinded, 
and  never  will  be  until  such  time  as  the  aforesaid  Grand  Mark  Lodge  withdraws 
her  two  illegal  subordinates  (one  of  the  three  has  already  become  defunct)." 

M.'.  £.*.  T.  T.  D.  Chambers  was  reelected  Grand  Z.;  M.*.  £.*.  Will  H. 
Whtte  was  re-elected  Grand  Scribe  £.  Comp.  Will  H.  Whyte,  Montraal, 
Chairman  of  Correspondence. 
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BHODB   ISLAND. 


The  Grand  Chapter  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providenoe  Plantations  was  held  in 
the  oity  of  Providence,  March  12th,  1896,— the  M.*.  E.'.  Albert  L.  Avthont, 
Grand  High  Priest ;  the  R. '.  E. '.  Wiluah  R.  Gbebnb,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Rhode  Island  bears  upon  its  roll  the  names  of  ten  con- 
stituent Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  2,347  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

This  volame  contains  elegant  portraits,  on  steel,  of  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
Samuel  Giorok  Stinks,  deceased,  and  Comp.  Gborgi  H.  Kkntok,  Grand  High 
Priest  in  1891-2. 

The  representatives  of  nine  chartered  Chapters  were  present,  with  two  Past 
Grand  High  Priests,  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Rhode  Island,  and  the  repre- 
sentatives of  sixteen  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  with  the  Grand 
Captain  of  the  Host  and  the  Grrand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New 
York,  being  in  attendance,  were  cordially  welcomed  by  the  M.  *.  E.  *.  Grand  High 
Priest. 

In  his  Address,  the  Grand  High  Priest  welcomed  the  assembled  companions  to 
the  ninety-seventh  Annual  Convocation,  and  invited  them  to  enter  upon  the  work 
of  the  session  in  a  spirit  of  thankfulness  to  God  that  so  many  of  heaven's  blessings 
had  attended  them  during  the  past  year. 

He  read  from  the  death  roll  the  names  of  three  beloved  companions,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  Samuel  Geobob  Stikess,  Past  Grand  King  Wiluam  Gilpin,  and 
Past  Grand  Scribe  Dwight  Ripley  Adamb,  and  recommended  that  a  proper  tribute 
of  respect  and  affection  be  prepsred  as  a  fitting  memorial  of  their  many  virtues,  and 
that  the  same  bo  recorded  in  the  journal  of  the  session. 

No  important  decisions  were  rendered.  The  Chapters  were  all  visited  and 
found  to  be  prosperous  and  taking  much  interest  in  the  Chapter  work. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reminds  the  companions  that  the  present  is  the  ninety- 
seventh  Annual,  hence  they  may  reasonably  expect  the  centennial  in  the  near 
future,  and  suggested  preparation. 

Of  the  following  practical  and  useful  idea  of  Comp.  S.  Staokeb  Williams,  he 
says:— 

"A  letter  was  recently  received  from  this  Association,  which  I  did  not  answer 
at  the  time,  as  our  Annual  Convocation  was  so  near  at  hand,  preferring  to  submit 
the  matter  for  your  action.  The  letter  will  later  be  read  bv  our  Grand  Secretary, 
and  will  then  be  before  you  for  consideration.  M.\  W,\  Bro.  James  W.  Staton, 
of  Kentucky,  is  President,  and  Mr,  W,\  Bro.  S.  Staokeb  Williams,  of  Ohio,  is 
Secretary  of  the  Association,  and  it  seems  proper  that  a  matter  endorsed  as  this  is, 
by  so  many  eminent  and  scholarly  Masons,  should  receive  some  attention  in  this 
jurisdiction.  I  can  but  think,  however,  that  it  should  be  taken  up  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  instead  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  as  our  Grand  Chapter  has  not  as  yet  any 
library." 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  King  and  Scribe  presented  their  usual  reports. 

The  assets  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  stocks  and  securities,  amount  to  S5,600.57. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  appointed  M.*.  E.'.  and  Rev.  Hbni^y  W.'SLxsqg  a& 
historian. 

Elaborate  and  eloquent  memorial  addresses,  devoted  to  tbe  mex&o^eA  c^l  ^XA 
eminent  dead  companions  named  in  the  Address  oi  ^^  Gtwad  "H.VjJti'P™^'^^'^ 
delivered  by  different  companions  appointed  for  tK0k^  'uoSV^^^^ 
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The  Report  on  Correspondenoe  is  presented  by  M.*.  E.*.  and  Rev.  Henbt  W. 
Ruao.  Comp.  Rugo  selects  the  principal  topics  upon  which  a  di£ferenoe  of  opintoa 
is  most  marked,  and  comments,  qaoting  leading  opinions  for  and  a^nst  the 
doctrines  advanced  in  different  jurisdictions. 

On  the  subject  of  phsrsical  qualification,  he  says : — 


«( 


This  much  discnssed  question  is  brou«rht  forward  again  by  several  reviewers, 
who  take  opposite  sides  as  to  whether  or  not  a  candidate  with  an  artificial  foot  can 
properly  be  exalted  to  the  Royal  Arch  degree.  Comp.  Sohultz  of  Mainland  would 
exclude  the  brother  with  an  arti6cial  foot,  on  the  ground  that  he  is  incapable  of 
doing  required  Masonic  work  except  by  artificial  help.  The  argument  of  the  Mary- 
land Correspondent  is  as  follows  : — 

"  *  While  not  quite  holding  to  the  '  perfect  youth  theory,'  we  do  hold  that  no 
decree  of  Masonry  can  properly  be  conferred  upon  one  not  able  to  comply  literally 
with  all  the  requirements  of  said  degree,  and  wUtuiut  the  aid  of  artificial  appliance$, 
and  yet  this  must  have  its  qui^ifications.  We  know  that  there  aze  near-sighted 
persons  who  cannot  see,  as  the  saying  goes,  to  the  end  of  their  nose,  but  with  the 
aid  of  glasses  they  can  aee.  On  the  contrary,  a  man  with  an  artificial  arm  or  foot 
is  not  able  to/ee2,  therefore,  while  the  one  would  be  able  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  all  the  degrees,  the  other  would  not  be  able  to  do  so.' 

'*  Comp.  J.  H.  Drdmmond  of  Maine  meets  the  objection  urged,  in  what  seems 
to  be  a  sti^ng  expression  of  good  common  sense.    He  says : — 

**  *  What  is  a  man's  foot  but  an  instrument  whereby  the  man  can  do  certain 
things — while  a  member  of  the  bodv,  it  is  not  the  body.  If  a  man  has  lost  his 
natural  foot,  and  has  accjuired  the  skill  to  use  an  artificial  one  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  perform  all  the  functions  of  the  natural  one— if  such  an  one  is  still  capable  of 
learning  the  art  of  serving  his  Master's  Lord,  and  is  otherwise  qualified,  we  shook! 
not  hesitate  to  say,  let  his  application  be  received  and  his  character  be  investigated. 
Feeling  is  much  esteemed  am»ng  Masons,  and  this  is  about  the  chief  difference 
between  many  an  artificial  foot  and  a  natural  one.  But  that  sense  is  so  esteemed 
among  Masons,  first  carnally  in  respect  to  the  grips,  which  are  always  manual  and 
never  pedal,  and  secondarilv,  metaphorically.  The  absence  of  feeling  in  a  natural 
foot  would  not  deter  an  applicant,  and  this  is  about  all  there  is  in  question,  we 
think,  for  a  man  with  an  artificial  foot  can  place  himself  in  every  position  that  our 
rites  require.'" 

Comp.  Ruoo  comments  as  follows  : — 

**  Our  thought  is  thai  if  a  mistake  is  to  be  made  let  it  be  on  the  side  of  a  libml 
construction  of  the  old  rule.  Let  us  not  make  it  precise  and  technical  by  reading 
into  its  words  a  meaning  which  we  are  not  obliged  to  give  to  that  old  charge  making 
the  test  the  *  capacity  to  do  Masonic  work.'  There  are  tests  of  physical  qualifica- 
tions for  Freemasonry  which  may  not  be  set  aside,  but  these  should  not  be  applied 
with  undue  severity,  while  always,  in  every  determination  of  the  fitness  of  candi- 
dates, it  should  be  borne  in  mind  '  that  it  is  the  internal  and  not  the  external 
qualiti cations  which  commend  a  man  to  be  made  a  Mason.' 

"Turning  again  to  the  lately  published  proceedings  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  for  1894,  we  note  with  much  satisfaction  that  Comp.  McCaban,  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  affirms  a  decision  which  had  previously  been  made,  vix.:  *  That 
the  acceptance  of  a  candidate  who  has  an  artincial  leg,  but  who  can  conform  to 
recfuirements  of  the  work,  is  permissible.'  The  rule  thus  declared  seems  to  be  a 
fair  and  just  interpretation  ot  the  old  charge." 

The  M. '.  E.  *.  Albert  L.  Aitthont  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  the  R.  *.  £.  *. 
William  R.  Gbsknb  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Historian,  M. '.  B.  *.  and 
Rev.  Hkhbt  W.  Ruoo,  Providence. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Providence  March 
10th,  1896. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Carolina  held  its  eighty-fifth  Annual  Convocatioii 
in  the  city  of  Charleston,  February  11th,  1896,— M.*.  £.*.  Comp^  J.  T.  Bauumi, 
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Qrand  High  Priest;  R.*.  E.*.  Comp.  Albbbt  £.  Fugue,  Onuid  SecreUiy.   Seven- 
teen  of  the  twenty -one  Chapters  of  the  jorisdiction  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

Twenty-one  sister  Grand  Chapters  were  represented,  not  ooanting  the  Repre- 
sentative of  California,  who  ought  to  have  been  there.  These  companions  were 
received  with  the  Grand  Honors  of  Masonry  and  a  fraternal  welcome  from  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  together  with  his  best  wishes  for  the  prosperity  of  the  Royal 
Craft  in  the  several  jurisdictions  represented,  which  was  appropriately  acknowl- 
edged and  responded  to  by  Comp.  A.  £.  Fugle  on  behalf  of  Iowa,  who  spoke 
strongly  in  favor  of  the  system  as  one  of  the  means  by  which  we  were  able  *'  to 
spread  the  cement  of  brotherly  love  and  affection,  uniting  us  into  one  band  or 
family  of  brothers."  Comp.  Dibble  also  made  a  fitting  response  in  behalf  of  North 
Dakota. 

After  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  assembled  companions,  the  Grand  High  Priest 
reminded  them  of  their  cause  for  devout  thankfulness  that  the  circle  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  remained  unbroken,  the  silent  reaper  having  spared  them,  although  from 
the  jurisdiction  without  the  official  circle  of  the  Grand  Chapter  he  had  received 
official  notice  of  the  death  of  thirteen  prominent  and  useful  companions  in  their 
respective  home  Chapters  who  had  been  transferred  to  the  heavenly  Grand  Council 
above.    He  said  :— 

*'  liet  us  not  foiget  these  companions  whose  labors  in  the  quarries  are  ended, 
but  rather  let  the  remembrance  of  their  many  virtues  serve  as  an  incentive  to  us  to 
emulate  them  in  all  that  is  good,  noble  and  pure." 

Of  the  illustrious  dead  of  sister  jurisdictions  he  said : —

"  This  is  a  lonie  list  nf  those  whose  noble  lives  and  earnest  zeal  have  given  tone 
and  character  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  and  whose  places  in  the  quarriea  \t  w\\\be 
hard  to  fill.     '  God  kills  His  workmen,  but  carries  on  His  work.' 

**  Let  us  sympathize  with  those  who  loved  in  life,  and  now  oherish  in  Tdomorf 
these  eminent  companions  who  have  laid  aside  the  chisel  and  the  Tna\\^^  «.TA\i'^« 
exchanged  the  labors  of  this  temporal  life  for  the  blessed  rest  of  th«t  '^^^  "viVvav^s 
eternal^' 
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HiB  report  shows  a  faithful  discharge  of  the  duty  of  visitation,  haTinic  brokoD 
bread  with  nearly  every  constituent  Chapter  in  the  jurisdiction,  and  be  gives  this 
well-deserved  tribute  of  approval  to  the  faithful  efforts  of  R.\  £.*.  AxbkbtE. 
FuoLE  :— 

"  It  is  gratifyinpr  to  note  in  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  that 
the  Report  on  Correspondence  furnished  by  our  Bight  Kzcellent  Companion  Gnuid 
Secretary  has  met  with  general  favor.  I  trust  that  the  time  will  never  again  come 
when  we  may  feel  compelled  to  discontinue  this  potent  agency  for  the  good  of  the 
Craft" 

The  Grand  High  Priest  says  he  cannot  report  the  condition  as  entirely  satis- 
factory, although  he  knows  of  no  discord  in  the  ranks  nor  such  difference  ef  opinion 
as  to  lead  to  the  submission  of  any  question  for  the  ruling  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest. 

The  leoeipts  for  the  year  were  $801. bO ;  the  disbursements  for  the  year  were 
$924.19. 

The  Grand  Chapter  pays  its  Grand  Secretary  S160  as  salary  and  $100  for  Report 
on  Correspondence.    Economical  service. 

There  was  very  little  business  before  the  Grand  Chapter  other  than  the  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

The  Committee  on  Address  of  Grand  High  Priest  concurred  in  his  opinions,  and 
endorsed  his  recommendations  with  thanks  for  his  faithful  service. 

The  Committee  on  Charters  had  but  one  matter  for  consideration,  and  recom- 
mended the  continuance  of  a  dispensation  until  the  next  Annual  Convocation* 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  had  none. 

The  Committee  on  Books  of  Grand  Treasurer  and  Secretary  reported  everything 
straight,  solvent  and  secure. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  reported  everything  finished,  except 
the  pending  amendments  to  the  organic  law,  which  were  subsequently  acted  upon. 
.    The  Committee  on  By-Laws  reported  the  By-Laws  of  Miiinff  Star  Chapter  to 
be  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution,  and  recommended  their  approval.

The  affiliated  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  South  Carolina  number  about  six  hundred. 

The  Grand  Convention  of  High  Priests  of  South  Corolina  was  held  Febmaiy 
11th,  at  10:30  P.  H.,— the  M.*.  E.\  Jacob  T.  Barron,  President;  £.*.  Comp. 
Albert  £.  Fuolx,  Recorder. 

The  Convention  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  K '.  Chaplain. 

Nine  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise 
qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  introduced,  anointed,  consecrated  and  set  apart 
to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthond. 

The  President  made  the  following  Address,  which  we  quote  as  a  ooirect  report 
of  the  proceedings  had  to  establish  this  important  Order  upon  a  uniform  basis, 
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harmonizing  its  ritual  and  giTimr  it  the  place  in  Royal  Aroh  Masonry  that  its 
dignity  and  rank  demands : — 

**  ExcBLLBNT  COMPANIONS :  The  Committee  on  Ritoid.  of  which  I  was  chair- 
man, procured  a  copy  of  that  prepared  by  Corops.  John  W.  Chambkrlin  of  Ohio, 
Wm.  T>.  Thompson  of  Kansas,  and  Allen  MoDowbll  of  Missouri,  who,  at  a 
General  Convention  of  High  Priests,  representing  twenty-three  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions, held  at  Topeka,  Kan.,  in  August,  1894,  were  appointed  to  prepare  a  suitable 
ritual  for  the  Order,  looking  to  uniformity  in  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions. 
After  a  careful  examination  of  this  ritual,  your  committee,  pursuant  to  authority 
heretofore  given,  unanimously  adopted  the  same  as  the  official  work  of  this  Grand 
Ccmvention.  Our  judgment  of  its  excellence  is  confirmed  by  the  action  of  five 
Grand  Ccmventions  in  officially  adopting  this  work,  while  the  Presidents  of  four- 
teen others  highly  commended  it,  and  have  secured  copies  for  submission  at  their 
respective  Conventions.  We  feel  safe  in  predicting  that  within  one  year  more  than 
half  of  the  Grand  Conventions  in  North  Aojerica  will  have  adopted  this  ritual. 
Indeed  it  seems  remarkable  how  almost  universally  the  work  of  that  committee  is 
being  endorsed.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  give  further  expression  to  tbe  obli- 
gation which  we  are  und*'r  to  M  *.  £. '.  Comp.  John  W.  Chamberun,  who  gave  us 
much  assistance,  and  even  labor,  under  adverse  circumstances,  in  this  matter,  but 
returned  to  us  the  compensation  we  sent  to  him  :  '  Lest  thou  shouldst  say  I  have 
made  Abram  rich  ! ' 

"  STATE  OF  THK  ORDER. 

"  There  are  only  eleven  States  and  Territories  in  this  Union  in  which  there  are 
no  permanent  organizations  of  this  Order ;  but  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  in  three 
or  four  of  those  steps  are  being  taken  towards  organization. 

"  OBRTIFIOATKS  AND  BIBLES. 

**  In  several  of  the  States  it  is  proposed  to  char^fe  an  initiation  fee  of  five  doUan 
and  present  to  each  Anointed  Ui(rh  Priest  a  certificate  of  his  consecration  and  a 
handsome  Bible,  4x6  inches,  flexible  morocco,  presentation  page  inserted,  and  a 
cut  of  the  Past  High  Priest's  jewel  embossed  in  gold  on  the  cover.  These  Bibles 
can  be  procured  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  91.25  each.  I  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  advisability  of  increasing  our  fee  to  enable  ns  to  present  a  certificate  and  BiUe 
to  each  High  Priest  when  anointed  and  consecrated. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : — 

**  Iteaolvedf  That  this  Grand  Convention  hereby  expresses  its  full  approval  and 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  its  Committee  on  Ritual,  and  that  said  committee, 
having  satisfactorily  discharged  its  work,  be  discharged. 

**  Beaolvedt  That  the  thankii  of  this  Grand  Convention  be  extended  to  M.  *.  E. '. 
Comp.  John  W.  Chamberun,  of  Ohio,  for  a  copy  of  the  ritual  and  for  his  courte- 
sies in  the  matter.*' 

On  motion,  it  was 

**  Ordered,  That  the  Recorder  obtain  a  supply  of  Bibles  and  certificates  to  be 
given  to  those  who  may  hereafter  become  members  of  this  Grand  GunventioD,  it 
being  understood  that  such  Anointed  High  Priests,  members  of  this  Convention,  who 
may  desire  the  same,  shall  be  furnished  with  them  at  actual  cost,'* 

After  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  Convention  closed  in  Ample 
Form. 

Comp.  Albert  E.  Fcolb  again  presents  the  Report  on  Oorrespondence.  His 
review  of  Califoruia  is  for  the  administration  of  our  lamented  companion,  Grand  High 
Priest  Obawpord,  whose  Address  he  quotes  from  freely  and  with  entire  approval. 

He  expresses  his  regret  that  all  is  not  harmonious  in  our  quarries,  and  mentions 
"  Benicia  Oliapter,  for  instance.''  Old  No.  7  is  all  right  again,  Comp.  Fugle  ;  a  bad 
case  of  La  Grippe,  that's  all.  The  shaking  up  will  do  her  good,  and  clothed  again 
in  her  Royal  robes  she  will  shine  with  renewed  splendor. 

He  quotes  also  the  sharp  words  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  referring  to  one  Gran. 
VILLI  A.  Fbambbs,  a  peddler  of  illegitimate  degrees  and  a  general  distorber.    He 
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alio  qsotas  tlie  Beport  of  the  Committee  on  JoriBpradence  apon  the  aofeB  of  that 
individoal,  and  oomments  as  follows  :— 

"  There  is  a  charitv  that  worketh  evil,  when  we  fail  to  prefer  charges  against  an 
erring  brother  who  fails  toporge  himself  of  his  wroDg^doing  after  having  been  notified 
of  the  same.  Throaj^h  a  feeling  of  reloctance,  it  may  be,  to  wound  the  feelings,  or 
possibly  to  lose  the  influence  of  one  who  in  time  past  has  rendered  the  Graft  good 
service,  we  become  In  fact  *parttcffj>sortmtnis/  and,  failing  to  do  oar  duty  in  the 
premises,  we  shield  one  to  the  permanent  injory  of  the  many.  In  standing  closely  by 
the  law  some  few  may  be  offended,  but  the  good  of  the  Craft  will  be  conserved 
thereby.** 

M.*.  E.*.  Comp.  J.  T.  Babbon  was  re-elected  Grand  High  Priest;  R.*.  B.-.  Comp. 
▲lAEBT  E.  FuGLB  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Correspondent:  R.*.  E.*.  Comp. 
Albbbt  B.  Puolb,  Colombia. 

The  next  Annoal  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  February 
9th,  1897. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Dakota  held  its  sixth  Annual  Convocation  at 
Pierre,  June  Idlb,  1895,— the  M.'.  £.*.  Louis  G.  Lkvot,  Grand  High  Priest; 
R.'.  E.*.  GiOROK  A.  PimoBBW,  Grand  Secretary.  Twenty-four  Chapters  were 
represented.  There  were  eight  Grand  Representatives  of  sister  jurisdictiooa 
present.    California's  representative  was  not  present. 

Ths  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his  Annual  Address.  He  congratulated  the 
assembled  companions  upon  the  happy  auspices  under  which  they  were  assembled 
and  the  bright  prospects  ahead,  and  extended  a  hearty  greeting  to  this  the  sixth 
Annual  Convocation.  He  reported  in  sorrow  the  death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
CoLUNS  D.  Pratt,  and  paid  an  earnest  tribute  to  his  memoty.  He  also  read  the 
names  inscribed  on  the  death  roll  of  eleven  beloved  companions  who  had  answered 
the  final  summons.  He  recommended  that  memorial  pages.be  set  apart  devoted  to 
their  memories. 

He  also  named  the  many  eminent  dead  of  sister  jurisdictions  who  had  paaaed  to 
rest  during  the  year,  and  extended  the  heartfelt  sympathy  of  South  Dakota  to  the 
sister  jurisdictions  who  mourned  the  loss  of  leaders  and  companions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  the  visitation  of  every  Chapter  in  the  jurisdic- 
tion, and  made  a  most  thorough  report  of  their  condition  and  future  prospects. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reports  that  there  is  no  organized  Council  of  High 
Priests  in  their  jurisdiction,  and  refers  to  Sec.  18  of  Constitutional  Rules,  p.  156, 
Pro.  1891,  which  says : — 

**  *  It  is  not  necessary  for  the  due  and  legal  discharge  of  his  functions  that  a  High 
Priest  shall  receive  the  degree  of  High  Priesthood.  But  it  is  recommended  that 
every  High  Priest  should,  as  soon  as  convenient  after  his  election,  apply  to  a  Con- 
vention of  Hi^h  Priests  for  sdmission  into  that  Order.' 

**  At  the  time  when  the  General  Grand  Chapter  was  in  session  at  Topeka,  in 
August  last,  a  Convention  of  Representatives  ana  Presidents  of  Councils  was  called 
to  consider  the  ritual,  and,  if  possible,  secure  throughout  the  United  Statee  complete 
uniformity  in  its  une,  also  to  take  steps  for  the  general  advancement  of  the  Order. 
In  furtherance  of  this  idea  a  committee  of  three  was  selected  to  consider  and  form- 
ulate a  ritual. 

**  On  May  6,  I  received  a  communication  from  Comp.  J.  W.  Chamberlin  of 
TiflSn,  Ohio,  President  of  the  Committee,  requesting  that  steps  be  taken  for  the 
formation  of  a  Council  for  South  Dskota,  that  a  ritual  haa  been  adopted  and 
would  be  furnished  to  Presidents  or  Recorders  of  Councils  at  cost,  upon  proper 
application  to  the  committee. 

'*  In  view  of  these  facts,  and  in  compliance  with  Sec.  18  of  the  Rules,  would 
suggest  that  a  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  be  organised  for  South 
Dakota  at  this  Convention  of  the  Grand  Chapter." 
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Od  motion  of  Comp.  Mabtin  6.  Carlislb  it  was 

*'  Betolveok  That  this  Grand  Chapter  feela  that  it  should  not  close  its  delibera- 
tions without  first  expressing  its  high  appreciation  of  the  unselfish  and  enthusiastic 
administration  of  its  affairs  during  the  past  year  under  the  directing  hand  of  our 
Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  and  companion,  Louis  G.  Lbvot. 

"  Never  in  the  hisitory  of  this  Grand  Body  has  its  first  officer  visited  and 
inspected  each  constituent  Chapter  in  the  jurisdiction  during  the  incumbency  of 
his  office,  and  we  doubt  if  any  Grand  Hign  Priest  of  our  sister  jurisdictions  has 
accomplished  a  like  feat  under  such  difficult  and  trying  circumstances. 

'*  That  the  results  of  his  efforts  have,  we  believe,  been  of  inestimable  benefit  to 
the  Craft,  and  we  deem  it  but  fitting  that  his  unswerving  loyalty  and  unflagxing 
zeal  for  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  this  Grand  Body  should  receive  this  spiecial 
recognition  at  our  hands. 

*^Re9olved.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Body  that  it  would  be  helpful  to 
the  Craft  if  the  M.'.  £.'.  Grand  High  Priest  would  cause  the  Royal  Arch  degree 
to  be  exemplified  at  the  Annual  Convocation  at  Huron  in  1896." 

A  well  deserved  compliment  to  a  faithful  executive  head. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Dakota  bears  upon  its  roll  the  names  of  twenty- 
six  constituent  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  1,529  Boyal  Arch  Masons. 

The  recorded  decisions  of  this  Grand  Chapter  are  eminently  sound,  and  have 
the  ring  of  a  true  interpretation  of  the  law.   The  following  is  a  reference  to  fees  :— 

"Held  that  no  Chapter  shall  charge  a  less  sum  than  $90,  and  no  deduction  shall 
be  made  for  any  cause  whatever.    (Pro.  1887,  p.  7.) 

**  Held  that  if  the  Chapter  should  reimburse  a  candidate,  it  would  be  an  inva- 
sion of  the  law. 

**  Held  that  the  fee  accompanying  a  petition  for  the  degree  should  be  disposed 
of  like  other  moneys  received  by  the  Secretary,  and  when  such  petition  is  rejected 
the  High  Priest  should  order  a  warrant  drawn  for  the  amount  of  such  fee  to  be 
returned  to  said  rejected  applicant.    (Pro.  1889,  p.  20.) 

**  Held  that  a  by-law  requiring  a  fee  of  forty  dollars  for  the  Chapter  degrees 
cannot  be  amended  by  adding  a  proviso,  *  that  the  fee  for  those  residing  ten  miles 
or  over  from  the  Chapter  at  the  time  of  making  application  and  exaltation  shall  be 
thirty  dollars."   (Pro.  1891,  p.  90.) 

The  volume  contains  portraits  of  Grand  High  Priest  Louis  G.  Lkvot  and  the 
M.-.  E.'.  Pkteb  PicrroR,  Grand  High  Priest  in  1877. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  ia  by  the  M.'.  £.'.  Louis  G.  Lsvoy,  and  is  an 
excellent  review  of  forty -nine  Royal  Arch  Bodies,  including  the  General  Grand 
Chapter.    He  writes  of  California : — 

'*  Owing  to  sickness  the  Grand  High  Prieet,  Charles  Ray  Gritman,  was  not 
able  to  be  present,  and  his  very  brief  Address  was  read  to  Grand  Chapter  by  the 
Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  E.  L.  Crawford.  It  consists  of  a  detailed  statement 
of  his  official  acts  during  the  ^ear,  several  dispensations  being  granted  for  election 
of  officers  who  had  either  resigned  or  died.  In  this  jurisdiction  they  can't  resign 
or  die,  so  dispensations  are  not  necessary." 

And  writing  of  Comp.  Ellison  L.  Crawford,  who  succeeded  Comp.  Gritman, 
and  whom  he  met  at  at  Topeka,  he  says : — 

**  We  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the  Grand  Hi^h  Priest  at  Topeka,  and  are 
under  obligations  to  him  for  courtesies  rendered,  which  we  await  an  opportunity 
to  reciprocate." 

It  is  with  unfeigned  regret,  Comp.  Levot,  that  we  have  to  report  our  beloved 
Comp.  Crawford  as  resting  from  his  labors.  But  a  few  weeks  after  he  completed 
his  term  and  installed  his  successor,  he  was  summoned  and  obeyed.  Comps. 
Gritman  and  Crawford  have  both  passed  up  with  their  work  for  inspection. 

He  gives  a  kindly  notice  of  our  report  and  comments  upon  our  legislation  with 
generous  approval.    Of  thevrriter,  hesays:— 
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"Under  Colorado*  be  comments  upon  aflBliation,  believing  that  membership  in 
every  Body  should  be  extended  without  any  fee,  maximum  fec^  ft  cm  the  profane 
and  minimum  dues  from  the  frat«>r  Under  District  of  Columbia  he  quoted  Comp. 
Braot,  and  with  it  Comp.  Singleton's  comment,  which  he  styles  old -fashioned. 
Under  Kentucky  he  takes  the  right  position  that  Masonry  naeds  but  one  burial 
service." 

TheM.'.  E.*.  EUbyet  J.  RiOE  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  R.\  £.'. 
Gboboe  a.  Pbttiobbw  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  M.*.  K*.  Louis  G. 
Levot,  Webster,  Correspondent. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  at  Huron  on  Thursday  after  the 
second  Tuesday  in  June,  1896. 

TENNEB8BE. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Tennessee  held  its  sixty'seventh  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  Nashville  Janoary  27th,  1896,^M.*.  E.'.  Albert  G.  Kimbbouoh,  Grand 
High  Priest ;  R.\  E.*.  William  A.  Clbndbnino,  Grand  Secretary.  There  are  sixty, 
four  active  Chapters  in  this  jarisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  2.7S5  Royal  Arch 
Masons.  Sixty-one  Chapters  were  represented  at  this  session,  and  there  were  present 
eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests. 

A  portrait  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  appears  upoo  the  opening  page. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  welcomed  the  companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and 
Invoked  the  blessings  of  God  upon  the  Convocation.  He  said  the  Jurisdiction  had 
been  blessed  with  peace  and  prosperity.  He  snbmUted  the  correspondence  with 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia,  in  referenoe  to  disputed  Jurisdiction,  for  their  consid- 
eration. 

No  important  rulings  were  reported.  Two  dispensations  were  Issued  for  the 
formation  of  new  Chapters. 

He  announced  the  death  of  Grand  Visitor  H.  R.  Howard  and  Grand  Sentinel 
Comp.  Charles  L.  Pulleb,  and  recommended  that  moarning  pages  be  set  apart 
devoted  to  the  memory  of  the  companions.  He  also  noted  the  death  of  eminent 
companions  of  sister  Jurisdictions  and  advised  the  same  action. 

The  Grand  Chapter  ordered  a  dispensation  to  issne  for  a  new  Chapter  to  be 
located  at  South  Nashville. 

The  Grand  Chapter  ordered  the  arrest  of  the  charters  of  three  Chsplers  and 
revoked  one  dispensation  heretofore  issued. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  was  authorised  to  borrow  $600  to  meet  an  existing  deficit. 

The  thirty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood  for  the  State  of  Tennensee  was  begun  and  held  in  Preemasoos'  Hall  in 
Nashville  January  27th,  1896,— E.*.  Comp.  J.  H.  MoAlibtbb.  Grand  President; 
E.*.  Comp.  Bbadford  Niohol,  Grand  Recorder,  and  a  good  attendance  of  member* 
present 

The  Council  was  opened  in  Due  Form. 

Twenty-one  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise 
qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  introduced,  anointed,  consecrated  and  set  apart 
to  the  Holy  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

After  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  the  following  resolutions  were 
adopted  :— 

**  That  the  Grand  Recorder  purchase  suitable  certificates  and  furnish  same  to  the 
classes  of  1894,  '95  and  '96. 

"  2.  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  Comps.  Bradford  Nichol,  Duvcan  If  cKat, 
and  J.  B.  Oabrbtt,  take  Into  consideration  the  ritual  prepared  for  Grand  High  Priest,

and  if  by  tbem  approved,  transmit  tMine  to  Grand  Preaident,  T.  W.  Cbdtchib,  for 
promalgatioD  to  this  Jurisdiction. 

'*  3.  That  a  committee  consisting  of  Comps.  Jos.  H.  Bullock  and  B.  B.  Fbkkman, 
prepare  saitable  resolations  for  oar  minates  tooching  apon  the  lives  of  oar  deceased 
companions,  R.  M.  Masoh,  J.  G.  Joseph  and  H.  R.  Howabd. 

**  4.  That  after  the  expenses  of  the  Convention  are  paid,  all  unexpended  monies 
in  the  treasury  be  tamed  over  to  the  Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  of  Ten- 
nessee." 

The  business  being  completed,  Comps.  Ihman,  Fbbdian,  Tatlob,  Pabk,  Mait- 
ULND,  Wbldon,  Akibs,  MoAlistbb  and  Cowaw  made  earnest  and*  instructive 
remarks,  after  which  the  Convention  was  closed  until  next  Convocation. 

This  Grand  Council  has  conferred  the  Order  upon  five  hundred  and  thirty-five 
companion  High  Priests. 

The  Beport  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Comp.  H.  H.  Inobbsoll,  who 
reviews  nearly  all  the  Grand  Chapters,  and  quotes  from  their  doings  such  action  as 
seeoM  to  give  him  food  for  comment.  Under  California,  he  quotes  approvingly  ft-om 
the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  Correspondent's  notice  of  the  eminent 
dead  of  Tennessee,  and  passes  on. 

The  following  is  from  his  conclusion  :— 

"This  committee  has  not  sought  to  chop  logic  with  the  'veterans  of  the  quill,' 
nor  undertaken  to  '  measure  swords '  with  those  who  find  the  pen  a  mightier  weapon  ; 
but  keeping  steadily  in  view  that  the  committee  was  appointed  and  commissioned  to 
report  to  you  the  news  from  other  jurisdictions,  with  such  comment  as  it«  might 
suggest,  we  have  given  yon  in  small  compass,  and  with  earnest  purpose,  these  meagre 
gleanings  from  a  restricted  number  of  the  foreign  fields." 

M.*.  E.\  W.  D.  HBNDEB80N  WBS  elected  Grand  High  Priest ;  R.*.  E.*.  W.  A. 
CLBNDBimro  was  re-elected  Grand  Recorder.  Committee  on  Correspondence,  Comp. 
H.  H.  Ihoibsoll,  KnoxvUle. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  holden  at  Nashville  January  26th,  1897. 


The  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  held  its  forty-sixth  Annual  Convocation  in  the  city 
of  Houston,  December  3d,  1895,— M.'.  E.'.  Comp.  John  K.  Stonk,  Grand  High 
Priest;  E.*.  Comp.  Gborgb  Lopas,  Jr.,  Grand  Secretary,  lliirteen  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  and  one  Past  Deputy  were  present,  and  ninety-two  of  the  one  hundred 
and  forty-three  active  chartered  Chapters  in  the  jurisdiction  were  represented. 
Twenty-eiflrht  sister  Grand  Chapters  had  representatives  in  attendance,  California 
being  represented  by  Comp.  A.  S.  BiOHABDeoN. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  named  the  committees  for  the  session  and  proceeded  to 
read  his  Annual  Address.  After  thanks  to  God  for  his  mercy  in  their  preservation 
during  the  past  year,  he  referred  to  the  visits  of  the  grim  messenger  and  bis  sum- 
mons of  many  exalted  companions  of  the  jurisdiction.  Past  High  Priest  Z.  £. 
CoHBBS,  an  honored  member  of  the  Fraternity,  who  passed  to  the  future  life  on 
Christmas  Day,  1894,  received  special  notice  at  his  hands. 

The  eminent  sons  of  sister  jurisdictions  who  had  been  called  from  labor  during 
the  recess,  and  of  whose  departure  he  had  received  official  notice,  were  mentioned 
with  sorrowful  remembrance  of  their  faithful  service  in  the  cause  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry. 

His  decisions  were  not  of  general  importance,  were  in  accordance  with  the  local 
law,  an^  were  concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Chapter.    He  says,  however :— 
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"  I  have  received  quite  a  number  of  letters  asking  for  information  on  various 
subjects,  and  I  have  given  all  in  my  power ;  yet,  for  the  benefit  of  my  suooessor,  I 
would  suggest  in  nearly  every  instance  the  companions  could  bave  learned  all  they 
wanted  by  referring  to  the  Constitution  and  re^lntions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and 
in  this  way  save  the  Grand  High  Priest  a  good  deal  of  time." 

Comp.  Stonx,  we  object  to  your  objection  to  the  applications  of  your  subordi- 
nates .for  information  from  the  fountain  head  as  to  the  construction  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas.  It  is  true,  if  there  waa  no 
chance  for 'misconstruction  there  would  be  no  need  of  Masonic  lawyers,  and, 
possibly,  for  Grand  High  Priests.  Let  the  companions  ask  questions,  and  the 
information  gained  and  disseminated  by  correspondence  with  the  executive  bead 
will  always  be  of  great  value  to  the  Craft. 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  Grand  Visitors  for  the  Eastern  and 
Western  Districts  reported  the  condition  of  the  Chapters  under  their  respective 
supervision. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  one  hundred  and  thirty -three  Chapters  borne 
upon  the  roll,  with  a  membership  of  6,098  Boyal  Arch  Masons.  These  Chapters 
were  classified  and  assigned  to  seven  districts,  and  the  Grand  Chapter 

*'  Ruolved,  That  seven  Grand  Visitors  be  api)ointed  by  the  Grand  Hi^h  Priest, 
who  shall  reside  in  the  districts  to  which  they  are  appointed  ;  and  that  iv  shaU  be 
the  duty  of  the  Grand  Visitors,  in  addition  to  those  duties  prescribed  by  the  Con- 
stitution, to  look  into  the  general  welfare  and  condition  of  the  subordinate  Chapters 
in  their  respective  districts,  to  report  to  the  Grand  High  Pri^t,  or  the  Deputy 
Grand  High  Priest,  any  infraction  of  the  edicts  of  the  Grand  Chapter  ;  to  urge 
upon  the  Craft  the  importance  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  ritual,  and  a  strict 
conformity  to  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  to  encourage,  wherever  prac- 
ticable, and  to  the  interest  of  the  Craft,  the  oiganization  of  new  Chapters ;  to 
investigate  the  condition  of  demised  Chapters,  and,  wherever  feasible,  to  aid  in 
their  restoration." 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  recommended,  and  the  Grand  Chapter 

"  Euolved,  That  the  jurisdiction  over  the  person  of  a  rejected  applicant  for  tbe 
Royal  Arch  and  appendant  degrees,  shall  attach  to  the  Chapter  so  rejecting  him 
for  a  period  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  such  rejection,  and  that  after  such  time 
the  Cnapter  shall  have  no  jurisdiction  by  reason  of  such  rejection.  That  any  law 
in  conflict  herewith  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed." 

Comp.  Thou A8  H.  Cabwbll,  Grand  Secretary,  is  the  representative  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California. 

The  Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  of  Texas  met  in  the  city  of 
Houston,  December  5th,  1895,— the  M.  *.  £.  \  Norton  Mobks,  High  Priest ;  C<»mpL 
RoBKBT  Brswsteb,  Secretary.    A  large  attendance  of  members  was  present. 

Twenty-three  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  having 
been  duly  elected,  were  introduced  and  consecrated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priest- 
hood. 

An  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  held,  and  the  Grand  Council 
closed  in  Due  Form. 

Comp.  John  L.  Tkrrbll  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence.  He  gives 
us  a  very  independent  and  aV)Ie  review  of  the  doings  of  forty-seven  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Btidies,  and  we  find  his  opinions  generally  in  line  with  the  veterans. 

Under  Alabama,  in  his  review  of  Comp.  Pillans,  he  says : — 

**  We  also  agree  with  him  that  suspension  from  a  Lodge,  whether  for  non- 
payment of  dues  or  any  other  cause,  must  operate  as  a  suspension  from  the 
Chapter." 

Under  our  obligation  it  could  not  be  otherwise. 
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Under  California,  Comp.  Terrell  reaffirms  his  objections  to  our  Begulation  8 ; 
but  his  imaginary  happenings  seem  to  us  so  far  in  the  distance  that  we  won't 
speculate  upon  them. 

Comp.  Terrell  joins  us  in  sympathy  for  the  death  of  our  Comp.  Gritman, 
depositing  his  sprig  of  acacia  in  remembrance  of  our  beloved  departed  companion. 

He  concurs  with  us  on  the  important  question  of  dependent  member8hip;  insists 
upon  a  reasonable  construction  of  the  law  relating  to  physical  qualifications  ;  don't 
believe  in  Hindoo  theology,  in  the  writing  or  printing  of  any  of  the  sacred  tradi- 
tions of  the  Craft ;  is  averse  to  tinkering  with  the  ritual,  and  believes  a  Master 
Mason's  funeral  ceremony  good  enough  for  those  who  dwell  in  high  places  and  head 
the  procession — which  we  think  a  good  sound  platform  to  rest  upon. 

Under  Delaware,  speaking  of  the  proposition  to  strike  from  the  Capitular  system 
the  degree  of  Past  Master,  he  writes  :— 

"  We  have  been  taught  that  Ancient  Landmarks  required  that  no  person  should 
be  eialted  to  the  Ro^ad  Arch,  eicept  he  be  a  Past  Master,  and  that  the  number 
might  not  be  too  limited,  candidates  for  the  Royal  Arch  were  created  virtual  Past 
Masters,  thus  fitting  them  for  the  higher  degree." 

Under  Maine,  discussing  the  right  of  Qrand  Chapters  to  levy  assessments  for 
charitable  purposes,  he  says : — 

"We  say  the  Grand  Chapter  has  no  such  right.  The  right  could  be  conferred 
on  the  Body  by  the  adoption  of  a  constitutional  provision.  Any  levy  made  beyond 
that  authorised  by  the  Uonstitution  is  void.  She  levies  upon  the  Chapters  what- 
ever she  deems  proper  in  the  way  of  dues,  and  she  may  set  apart  whatever  part  of 
that  she  wishes  for  charity  or  any  other  purpose.  The  Chapter  in  turn  collects  the 
amount  specified  in  the  By-Laws,  and  can  collect  no  more.  We  hold  that  the 
expression,  the  *  Grand  Chapter  can  do  no  wrong.'  has  no  place  in  Capitular 
common  law.  She  must,  if  she  expects  loyalty  on  the  part  of  her  members,  stay 
within  the  limit  delegated  by  the  Constitution,  and  when  she  goes  beyond  these, 
and  opprc'^ses  her  Chapters  or  members,  she  is  doing  a  wrong ;  and  the  fact  that 
she  is  sovereign  and  can  arrest  the  charter  and  wipe  her  Chapter  out  of  existence, 
does  not  change  the  wrong  and  make  it  right." 

M.'.  E.'.  Comp.  A.  S.  Bunting  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  E.'.  Comp. 
George  Lopas,  Jr.,  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Chairman  of  Correspond- 
ence, Comp.  John  L.  Terrell,  Terrell. 

The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Houston  December 
1st,  1896. 

VKBMONT. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Vermont  held  its  seventy-eighth  Annual  Convocation  in 
the  city  of  Burlington,  June  14th,  1895,— the  M.  *.  E.  *.  Mtron  J.  Horton,  Grand 
High  Priest;  R.'.  E.*.  Warren  G.  Reynolds,  Grand  Secretary.  Twenty-six 
chartered  Chapters  were  represented.  There  were  present  five  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  and  the  Representatives  of  thirty-four  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

A  fine  portrait  of  M. '.  £.  *.  Mtron  J.  Horton  prefaces  this  handsome  yolume 
of  proceedings. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Key 
Herrert  R.  Titus,  Grand  Chaplain. 

As  becomes  a  poet  and  a  Christian,  the  Grand  High  Priest  commences  his 
Address  with  these  beautiful  words  :— 

**  The  voice  of  the  season,  like  a  soft  reveille  falling  upon  the  ear  of  an  expectant 
warrior,  has  again  marshaled  you  together  and  finds  you  gathered  beneath  tne  folds 
of  our  Council  tent,  to  add  the  gamerings  of  anouier  year's  experience  to  the 
harvest  of  the  past.    We  have  gathered  about  the  altar,  as  we  are  accustomed  to 
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do^  And  with  oar  Grand  Chaplain  devontiy  offered  grateful  thanks  to  *  the  Grand 
Hifch  Priert  of  Heaven '  for  the  bleninga  fie  has  bestowed  npon  ns,  *"*M«"ff  os  to 
aipdn  meet  in  Grand  Convocation  with  oar  official  ranks  anbroken.**. 

The  M.'.  £.*.  companion  welcomed  his  companions  to  the  discfaaripe  of  the 
duties  incnmbent  apon  them  as  the  Representatives  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Vermont.  In  sorrow  he  alluded  to  the  visits  of  the  grim  messenger,  and  deplored 
the  loss  of  eminent  companions  who  had  been  taken  from  their  oaefol  labcnv  among 
the  living  to  join  the  onnambered  dead.  He  spoke  of  Masons  as  of  one  family, 
although  divided  by  jurLMlictional  lines,  and  extended  the  sympathy  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Vermont  to  sister  jurisdictions  who  were  mourning  the  loss  of  eminent 
sons  and  companions,  and  recommended  th&t  memorial  pa^pes  be  devoted  to  their 
memories  in  the  proceedings  of  the  year. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  but  a  partial  visitation  of  the  Chapters,  owing 
to  the  prevalence  of  the  prevailing  epidemic  known  as  "  La  Grippe."  Those  visited 
were  found  in  excellent  condition.  He  reported  his  attendance  upon  the  €reneral 
Grand  Chapter,  and  gave  a  general  outline  of  the  business  transacted. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Vermont  bears  upon  its  roll  the  names  of  twenty-six 
constituent  Chapters,  with  a  membership  of  2,650  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

Our  late  companion.  Past  Grand  Master  Wiluam  C.  Bkloheb,  was  the  repre> 
sentative  of  Vermont  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California.  A  great  light  in 
Masonry  was  extinguisned  in  the  death  of  William  Caldwkll  Bklchkr.  The 
Masonic  Grand  Bodies  of  California  mourn  the  loss  of  this  beloved  companion  and 
great  Masonic  jurist. 

The  Grand  Chapter  has  a  balance  of  funds  on  hand  of  $4,922.47. 

The  election  of  officers  was  held,  and  the  record  states  that  M.  *.  £.  \  Robkbt  J. 
Wbiomt  was  elected  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  but  from  the  surrounding  circum- 
stances we  have  concluded  that  Comp.  Reynolds,  in  the  excitement  of  a  re-election, 
had  got  his  copy  for  the  printer  mixed,  and  we  have  promoted  M.  *.  £.  *.  Robert  J. 
Weight  to  Grand  High  Priest,  with  the  Grand  Honors,  etc 

The  Grand  Lecturer  and  District  Deputies  made  elaborate  and  detailed  reports 
of  the  condition  of  their  districts. 

Memorial  pages  were  inserted  in  honor  of  John  Fbizzell,  Past  General  Grand 
High  Priest,  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  SUtes ;  MoBEis  M  Katz,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest,  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Carolina ;  Phiup  Ceosbt  Tucker,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas ;  Collins  D.  Pratt,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest,  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Dakota ;  Louis  Watson,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest,  Grand  Chapter  of  Illinois ;  Dwight  Byington,  Past  Grand  High  Priest, 
Grand  Chapter  of  Kansas ;  Joseph  A.  Manning,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand 
Chapter  of  Indiana ;  Joseph  K.  Wheeler,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Chapter  of 
Connecticut. 

The  High  Priests  of  Vermont  assembled  in  Convention  in  the  city  of  Burling- 
ton, June  13th,  1895,— M.*.  £.*.  Edwin O.  Hibbabd,  President;  £.'.  Charlrs  H. 
Williams,  Recorder  and  Treasurer.  A  large  number  of  High  Priests  and  members 
of  the  Convention  were  present. 

Seven  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  otherwise 
qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  received,  anointed  and  consecrated  to  the 
Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

After  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  the  Convention  closed  in 
Solemn  Form. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Marsh  O. 
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Pbbkins,  and  is  a  review  of  all  the  American  Capitular  Bodies,  except  Nevada 
and  West  Virfnnia,  which  failed  to  report. 

Comp.  Pbbkins  gives  at  a  complete  history,  in  fact  a  digest,  of  the  leflrislation 
of  the  American  Grand  Chapters.  California  is  pleasantly  noticed,  and  our  doings 
concurred  in  generally.  The  only  exception  we  notice  is  upon  the  question  of 
**  Grand  Representatives,**  and  Comp.  Pbbkins  may  be  assured  that  our  relations 
will  never  become  "  strained  "  over  that  question. 

Under  District  of  Columbia,  he  says  of  our  old  friend,  brother  and  companion, 
Dr.  Bbownb  :— 

"  The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  able  Address  announces  the  death  in  Washington 
December  5,  of  M. '.  £. '.  John  Mills  Bbownb,  a  native  of  New  Hampi*hirej  and 
Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Hifrh  Priest  of  California.  ^  The  distinguished 
companion  served  on  board  the  famous  Kearsaige  during  the  civil  war,  and  wrote 
an  account  uf  the  battle  between  fchat  ship  and  the  Alabama,  which  was  published 
in  the  war  series  of  the  Century  Magazine.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
Treasurer  General  of  the  Supreme  Council,  A.*.  A.\  S.'.  R.'.,  Southern  Jurisdic- 
tion." 

Comp.  Pbbkins  gives  us  an  excellent  report  of  the  doings  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  at  Topeka.

VIBGINIA . 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  held  its  eighty-eighth  Annual  Convooatfon  in  the 
city  of  Richmond  November  12tb,  1896,—M.-.  E.*.  Qbobob  William  Fob,  Grand 
High  Priest ;  Comp.  William  Bbyan  Isaacs,  Jr.,  Grand  Secretary.  Twenty-three 
chartered  Chapters  were  represented.  Four  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present 
and  the  representatives  of  eleven  sister  Grand  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  has  enrolled  thirty-eight  chartered  Chapters,  with 
a  membership  of  2,407  Boyal  Arch  Masons. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

In  his  Address,  the  Grand  High  Priest  extended  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  assem- 
bled companions ;  returned  tbanlis  for  blessings  received,  and  invoiced  the  ftivor  of 
the  Great  I  Am  npon  the  labors  of  the  session.  He  says  to  his  companions  that 
candor  compels  him  to  report  to  them  that  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  is  not 
as  prosperous  in  their  Jurisdiction  as  they  would  have  it.  He  quotes  from  the 
Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Tennessee  to  show  that  they  are  not  alone  in 
their  sorrows.    Before  dismissing  the  subject,  he  remarks  :— 

"  I  am  afraid  we  are  too  anxious  to  get  new  recruits  for  oar  Gommanderies  and 
Shrines,  thus  using  our  Chapters  as  stepping  stones  to  the  above  mentioned  Orders.'' 

In  reporting  the  honored  dead  of  the  year,  he  makes  sorrowfol  mention  of  the 
eminent  William  B.  Isaacs,  so  thoroughly  identified  with  Virginia  Masonry  in  all  its 
branches ;  Past  Grand  High  Priest  William  H.  H.  Ltnn  ;  Grand  King  F.  A.  Rbbd, 
who  was  also  Grand  Senior  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  and  other 
departed  companions,  whose  names  he  recommended  be  inscribed  upon  memorial 
pages  and  published  in  the  proceedings  of  the  year. 

No  decisions  were  reported. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  earnestly  champions  the  cause  of  the  Masonic  Home. 
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He  bad  ▼isited  ten  of  his  ooDstitaent  Chapters,  but  was  prevented  bj  aickneaa  and 
bosioesa  from  farther  indalgence  in  this  pleasant  duty. 

He  had  received  a  complaint  from  the  Grand  High  Prieat  of  Tennessee  of  an 
invasion  of  their  Jarlsdictional  rights  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia.  The  ensuiog 
correspondence  has  been  sabmitted  to  the  Grand  Chapter  for  ita  action  upon  the 
matter. 

Of  correspondence,  be  says  :— 

"  We  have  not  been  favored  with  a  report  from  the  committee  for  aome  years.  I 
hope  the  chairman  will  see  to  it  that  such  is  not  the  case  in  1896.  We  Khonld  keep 
np  this  feature  of  onr  Annnal  Convocation,  so  that  the  companions  of  Virginia  may 
be  informed  as  to  what  is  happening  in  Capitular  Masonry  throughout  oar  sister 
Grand  Chapters/' 

This  Jurisdiction  is  divided  into  nine  districts,  each  under  the  supervision  of  a 
Deputy  Grand  Lecturer,  all  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

Among  the  sundry  resolutions  we  note  this  :— 

**Bendbtedt  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  to  the  Grand 
Steward's  Committees  for  refreshments  on  the  first  and  second  nigfata  of  the  Annual 
Grand  Convocations  of  this  Grand  Ohapter— that  is,  fifty  dollars  for  each  night." 

A  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood  was  held  in  the  city  of  Richmond 
November  ISth.  1895,— H.'.  E.*.  Jacob  Buxoabdhir,  acting  President;  E.*.  J.  Y. 
BiaooD,  acting  Secretary,  and  a  number  of  members  in  attendance. 

A  Council  was  opened  in  Due  Form. 

Seven  companions,  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  otherwise 
qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  admitted  and  severally  anointed  and  conse> 
orated  to  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.    Officers  were  elected  for  the  ensning  year. 

The  Council— 

"  lUioleed,  That  in  future  this  Body  shall  be  known  as  a  Council  of  High  Priests. 

**  ReMolJoed,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  inform  M.*.  S.*.  Comp.  J.  W. 
Chaicbkblin,  of  Tiffin,  Ohio,  of  the  action  of  this  Council  in  adopting  the  ritaal.  and 
tender  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Council  for  his  kindness  in  providing  us  with  a  oopv 
of  said  ritual." 

Council  closed  in  Dne  Form. 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence. 

The  M.*.  E.*.  Jacob  Buxoardnkb  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  the  B.«.  E.\ 
Jahbb  B.  Blanks  was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  next  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Richmond 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Council. 

WASHINGTON. 

A  Special  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  was  held  in  the  city  of  Colfax,  If  ay 
21st,  1895,— if.'.  R\  Horace  W.  Ttlss,  Grand  ^igh  Priest. 

The  Special  Session  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  acting  as  escort  and  assistiag  tn 
the  performance  of  the  last  sad  rites  in  memory  of  brother  and  companion.  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  Jacob  H.  Bblldiobr. 

A  procession  was  formed  by  Eiram  Lodge,  No.  21,  F.  ft  A.  Masons,  and  escorted 
by  the  Grand  Chapter,  proceeded  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  where  the 
body  was  received,  conveyed  to  the  cemetery,  and  after  the  solemn  burial  service  the 
remains  of  the  eminent  and  beloved  companion  were  committed  to  the  grave.  The 
procession  returned  to  the  Lodge-hall,  and  the  Grand  Chapter  closed. 
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The  eleyenth  Annual  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Tacoma,  June  6tb,  1896,--the  M.\  E.\  Hobaoe  W.  Ttleb,  Grand  High  Prieet; 
IL\  E,\  Yancit  C.  Blalock,  Grand  Secretary.  Fonr  Past  Grand  High  Prieata  were 
present  and  sixteen  chartered  Chapters  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  with  prayer  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain. 

A  portrait  of  Grand  High  Prieet,  Horace  W.  Tylbb,  prefaces  the  fifth  page  of 
this  volume. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  companions  on  the 
occasion  of  their  eleventh  Annual  Assembly.  He  congratulated  them  upon  the 
harmonious  condition  of  the  jurisdiction  and  invited  their  co-operation  in  devising 
legislation  for  the  best  interests  of  their  beloved  Grand  Chapter. 

In  sorrow  he  reported  the  loss  of  thirteen  companions  during  the  year — their 
beloved  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Jacob  H.  Bbllinoeb,  being  of  the  number. 
He  paid  fraternal  tribute  to  their  memories  and  recommended  that  a  memorial  page 
be  set  apart  in  the  proceedings  of  the  session  as  a  testimonial  of  the  respect  and 
fraternal  regard  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  He  also  extended,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Washington,  the  sympathy  of  the  companions  with  the  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions who  mourn  the  loss  of  eminent  sons  and  distinguished  leaders. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  a  general  visitation  of  the  Chapters  and  gave  a 
favorable  account  of  their  condition. 

The  Grand  Chapter,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  re- 
solved  to  become  members  of  the  Masonic  Collectors'  Association  and  authorised  the 
Grand  Secretary  to  draw  a  warrant  for  $5  00  in  favor  of  Bro.  S.  Stackeb  Williams, 
of  Newark,  Ohio,  the  Secretary. 

The  Convention  of  High  Priests  for  the  jurisdiction  of  Washington  assembled  in 
the  city  of  Tacoma,  June  5,~3f.'.  E,\  Waltkr  Javbb  Thomfsob,  President;  E,\ 
Hbnry  Babbft,  Recorder,  and  a  number  of  High  Priests  members  of  the  Convention. 

Twelve  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chspters  and  otherwise 
qnslifled,  having  been  elected  were  received,  anointed,  consecrated  and  set  apart  to 
the  Holy  Order  of  High  Priesthood  :— 

"The  Af.*.  E.\  President  stated  that  he  had  received  from  Comp.  J.  W.  Chambbb- 
LIN.  of  Ohio,  a  copy  of  the  Ritual  prepared  and  adopted  by  the  committee  appointed 
for  that  purpose  at  a  meeting  held  in  Topeka  by  the  representatives  of  twenty-three 
State  Bodies  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood.  After  some  discussion  the  Ritual 
was  adopted  for  the  use  of  this  Convention,  and  a  warrant  was  ordered  drawn  for 
$7.80  to  cover  cost  of  the  copy  received. 

'*0n  motion  the  M,'.  E,\  President  was  authorized  to  prepare  parts  for  the 
several  officers." 

An  eleotion  of  officers  was  held  and  the  Convention  closed  in  Solemn  Form. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Comp.  Yanoby  C.  Blalock,  Grand  Secre- 
tary and  chairman,  who  gives  a  very  fhll  review  of  the  doings  of  the  capitular  world 
but  forbears  the  expression  of  his  opinions  upon  the  work  of  the  various  Grand  Bodies. 
Of  the  Proceedings  of  1895,  Comp.  Ellison  L.  Cbawpobd.  Grand  High  Priest, 
Comp.  Blalock  writes  a  very  full  report.  He  quotes  the  Grand  High  Priest  on  the 
subject  of  bogus  Mssonry  or  "  Cerneauism  "  in  our  jurisdiction  and  the  report  of 
our  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  thereon.  He  also  quotes  this  writer  in  his  con- 
clusion and  seems  to  be  satisfied  with  our  general  methods. 

The  jurisdiction  of  Washington  is  growing  in  importance  every  year  and  Comp. 
Blalock  will  soon  have  to  "  chip  in'*  to  keep  up  with  the  procession. 

The  M,\R'.  Bdwabd  R.  Dabb  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  iZ.*.  E.\  Yaitobt 
C.  Blalook  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  R,',  E.\  Yancey  C.  Blalock,  Walla, 
Walla,  Correspondent.  The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  Seattle,  June 
6th,  1896. 
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WISCONSIN. 

The  Grand  Chapter  ofWiMODsIn  held  its  forty-fifth  Add aal  Convocation  in  the  eitj 
of  Milwaakee,  Febraary  19tb,  1805,—  the  H.*.  E.-.  T.  S.  Hatbubot, Grand  High  Priest; 
E.*.  JoHH  W.  Laflin,  Grand  Secretary.  Sixty-five  Chapters  were  represented  and 
there  were  present  twenty-one  Grand  Representatives  of  sister  Jnrisdictiona. 

The  Grand  Chapter  was  doly  opened  and  the  Grand  High  Priest  delivered  his 
Address.  He  expressed  their  gratitude  to  the  "Great  I  Am**  for  the  privi^ge  of 
meeting  again  in  Annual  Convocation.  He  reported  the  names  of  beloved  com- 
panions who  had  gone  from  among  them  daring  the  last  year  and  paid  to  tlieir 
memories  a  tribute  of  fraternal  esteem.  He  also  joined  in  the  general  mourning  for 
the  loss  of  the  great  leader  Comp.

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Wisconsin  bears  upon  it*  roll  the  names  of  sixty-nine 
Chapters  with  a  membership  of  5,497  Boyal  Arch  Masons. 

A  Jewel  was  ordered  for  presentation  to  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  William  C. 

SWAIK. 

The  Committee  on  Obitnaries  made  a  feeling  report.  The  Committee  on  Griev- 
ances reported  none. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  Wisconsin  Council  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood 
assembled  February  20th,~  Oomp.  H.  L.  Youko,  President;  Oomp.  J.  W.  Laflin» 
Secretary.  Seven  companions.  High  Priests  of  their  respective  Chapters  and  other- 
wise qualified,  having  been  elected,  were  received,  anointed,  consecrated  and  set 
apart  to  the  Holy  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

An  election  was  held  for  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  Convention  closed 
in  Solemn  Form. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Comp.  WtLLiAM  0.  Swain,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest.  He  reviews  forty-seven  Jurisdictions  with  his  usual  ability,  and 
now  that  he  is  invested  with  tiie  Supreme  authority  of  a  General  Principal  Sojoomcr 
we  expect  him  to  lead  us  blind  fellows  into  ways  that  we  know  not,  etc.  Comp. 
Swain's  review  of  California  is  for  the  administration  of  Oomp.  Gbitman.  He  dona 
not  seem  to  endorse  our  regulations  referring  to  non-afSliation  or  as  to  dependent 
membership.  We  regret  it  for  we  should  like  the  approval  of  our  rules  and  regola- 
tions  by  our  companions  of  Wisconsin.  There  is  wisdom  in  his  oommeot;*;  for  instance, 
in  his  reply  to  Comp.  Hodbon  of  Oregon,  who  fears  that  "Wisconsin  and  Comp. 
SwAnr  have  strayed  too  far  from  the  ancient  landmarks.'*  Referring  to  his  opinions 
expressed  upon  physical  qualifications,  "we  agree  with  Oomp.  Swaih  that  there  it 
too  much  legislation  on  matters  which  may  be  safely  left  to  subordinates,**  but  in 
reply  to  Comp.  Hodsok,  Comp.  Swain  writes  :— 

"Where  are  the  ancient  landmarks  he  thinks  we  are  straying  from?  We  know  of 
none  on  this  subject  which  spply  bevond  the  Entered  Apprentice  decree.  We  will 
go  further  than  the  two  cork  legs.  If  the  man  in  split  in  two  in  the  middle  and  half 
of  him  applies  to  one  Chapter  and  half  to  the  other,  if  they  are  sstisfiea  that  each 
half  wiil  make  a  vMluable  member,  we  are  willing  to  acquiesce  in  their  Judgment. 
There  is  too  much  legislation  on  matters  which  mHy  be  safely  left  to  subordinates. 
No  Chapter  Is  going  to  receive  a  brother  with  two  cork  legi*  if  they  are  convinced  he 
is  going  to  be  a  burden  to  them.  One  of  the  great  faultn  of  our  Grand  Bodies  fa 
legislating  upon  subjects  which  are  unnecessary  and  which  may  be  safely  left  to  the 
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disoretion  of  Lodges  and  Chapters.  Physical  qoalffloatlons  is  one  of  these  matters 
and  temperance  legislation  is  another  on  which  we  woald  like  to  preaoh  a  sermon  if 
this  was  the  proper  place." 

And  again,  under  Tennessee,  in  commenting  npon  the  practical  application  of 
the  role  in  its  radical  sense  by  the  lamented  OomroB,  he  says :~ 

"It  wonld  seem  that  when  a  man  has  met  the  requisitions  of  the  Lodge,  he  is, 

ShysicsHv  at  least,  qualified  for  the  mysteries  of  the  Chapter.  And  as  a  maimed 
Laster  Mason  can  make  himself  known  quite  as  satisfactorily  as  a  perfect  one  can, 
the  need  of  the  ironclad  rule  in  the  Chapter  is  not  apparent.  The  impurtiog  of  the 
Ritual  can  be  done  as  well  by  a  thumble»s  man  as  by  one  with  two  perfect  ones, 
ditto  of  eyery  member  of  tbe  body.    And  it  can  be  received  as  easily  as  imparted. 

'*Bat  wby  halt  at  tbe  receiving  and  imparting  of  the  Ritual  in  Capitular  Masonry? 
The  High  Priest  imparts  the  Ritaal,  and  toe  neophyte  may  never  be  required  to  im- 
part it,  and  there  is  no  d  fficulty  in  his  receiving  it.  Of  course  the  esoterics  forbid  an 
illustration  of  this,  but  it  is  plain  without. 

"We  cheerfully  concede  much  to  that  peculiar  fondness  for  antiquity  which  leads 
the  brethren  to  cling  to  tbe  requirements  of  the  ancient  operative  Masons,  but  we 
can  not  concede  so  much  when  the  same  brethren,  without  show  of  reanon,  attempt 
to  engraft  the  same  regulations  upon  the  modern  Rite  called  Capitular  Masonry. 
We  can  not,  becauM  there  is  absolutely  no  meaning  in  their  doing  so;  and  because 
it  simply  hinders  tbe  good  work  of  the  Rite,  and  misconceives  its  mission. 

"We  boldly  assert  the  opinion  that  all  Master  Masons  morslly  qualified  are 
physically  competent  to  receive  tbe  four  degrees  of  the  Chapter.  And  why  not?  Is 
there  a  regulation  to  the  contrary?  We  moderns  invented  the  Rite  and  made  the 
regulation;  let  us  repeal  it.  Oapitulsr  Masonry  has  no  landmarks,  in  the  sense  of 
the  Craft  landmsrks,  nence  our  regulations  are  merely  expediency." 

The  M.'.  E.-.  Samubl  Wbioht  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest;  R.*.  E.\  John  W. 
IaAFLik  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  Correspondent,  Past  Grand  High  Priest, 
Wm*  C.  SwAiir,  Milwaukee.  The  next  Annual  Convocation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of 
Milwaukee,  February  18th»  1896. 

GBNBBAIi   GRAND    CHAPTBB. 

We  have  been  looking  for  a  fair  report  of  the  doings  of  the  General  Grand  Ohap- 
ter  at  Topeka  in  1894. 

Tbe  most  intelligent  digest  of  the  proceedings  of  that  distinguished  body  of 
Masons  we  find  in  the  report  of  Companion  Josiah  H.  DucrifMOND  of  Maine,  and 
with  this  acknowledgment  of  the  appropriation,  we  present  for  the  benefit  of  our 
Companions  in  California,  Companion  DKUMifoiiD*s  report  of  the  doings  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter  at  its  last  triennial  session,  with  his  comments  thereon  : 

"The  proceedings  are  adorned  with  splendid  portraits  of  tbe  lamented  Joseph 
P.  Hobnob,  (General  Grand  High  Priest,  and  Edwabd  Liyinobtoic,  Psst  General 
Grand  High  Priest. 

"  TMriy-four  Grand  Chapters  and  fourteen  Chapters  under  the  immediate  Juris- 
diction of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  were  represented.  Past  Grand  High  Priests 
were  present  from  twenty-five  Grand  Jurisdictions.  Maine  was  represented  by 
Comp.  Azjobbnon  M.  Roak  as  proxy  for  Grand  High  Priest,  and  Comp.  Hehbt  B. 
Wbbstbb,  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest. 

"  The  General  Grand  Secretary  reported  the  receipt  of  letters  f^om  tbe  Grand 
High  Priest  and  Comp.  Odxl  S.  Long.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  West  Virginia, 
stating  that  each  bad  intended  to  be  present,  but  was  prevented  by  severe  illness  in 
his  family,  so  that,  greatly  to  their  regret,  the  Grand  Chapter  would  not  be  repre- 
sented. It  was  also  announced  that  Psst  General  Grand  High  Priest  John  Pbizzbll 
was  detained  at  home  by  seyere  illness,  and  the  General  Grand  Secretary  was 
directed  to  convey  to  him  by  telegraph  the  aympstby  of  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  the  sincere  hopes  of  the  companions  for  his  speedy  recovery. 

**  Comp,  Geobok  L.  MoCahan,  Acting  General  Grand  High  Priest,  submitted  an 
able  and  very  interesting  address. 

**  He  announced  m  fitting  terms  the  deaths  of  General  Grand  High  Priest  Josbph 
Potts  Hobnob,  and  his  tribute  was  supplemented  by  an  eloquent  eulogy  by  Comp. 
Fbbdbbic  Spied. 
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"  He  fd^eB  the  correspoDdeDoe  and  action  in  relation  to  the  Grand  Chapters  of 
Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  Rhode  Island,  Texas  and  West  Virginia.  Bni  as  we  have 
gWen  in  former  reports  fall  accoonts  of  these  matters,  it  is  not  neoessary  to  repeat 
them. 

"  Dispensations  have  been  granted  by  the  General  Grand  High  Prieat  for  two 
Chapters  U.  D.,  one  of  them  being  Ohapaltepeo  Chapter,  In  the  City  of  Mexico  ;  aod 
the  acting  General  Grand  High  Priest  had  grsnted  dispensations  to  two  otbera. 
Charters  were  granted  to  these  four,  as  well  as  to  one  whose  dispensation  had  been 
continued. 

"  As  Mexican  Masonry  is  nnder  discnssion  in  oor  Grand  Lodges,  and  as  its  regit- 
larity  is  considered  somewhat  dobioos,  we  give  a  ftill  aoconntof  the  action  fn  relation 
to  Chapaltepeo  Chapter.  In  reading  this  account  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
Comp.  HoBifOR  died  January  24, 1893.  and  that  all  that  took  place  before  that  date 
was  nnder  his  administration ; 

** '  March  21, 1892.  Dispensation  granted  to  Richabd  E.  Chism,  High  Priest,  and 
nine  other  compaDiona,  to  form  and  hold  a  Chapter  in  the  City  ol  Mexico,  and  nnder 
the  name  of  Chapoltepec  Chapter  No.  1.  No  recommendation  accompanied  this 
petition,  by  reason  of  there  being  no  Chapter  within  reasonable  distance  to  which 
application  could  be  made. 

"  'Authority  was  given  to  name  the  King  and  Scribe,  by  choice^  of  the  compan- 
ions on  receipt  of  the  difipensatioo.  Comp.  Mark  BiBMiNOHAif  was  chosen  King, 
and  Comp.  BsNJAaciN  F.  Biybnb,  Scribe,  their  names  inserted  and  the  dispensation 
made  complete. 

*' '  Application  for  a  dispensation  to  form  Chapultepeo  Chapter  was  first  made  in 
1890,  in  which  year  a  protest  was  made  by  the  bodies  of  the  Scottish  Rite  In  Mexico 
against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  but  the  ground  of  the  protest— that  of  injory  to 
Scottish  Rite  interests— was  not  considered  tenable. 

"  '  Two  communications  were  received  from  Comp.  Cbibm  in  December,  1893.  in 
which  he  advances  the  claim  *  that  the  General  Grand  Chnpter  has  exclusive  Juria- 
diction  over  R.  A.  Masonry  in  this  Kepnblic  (Mexico),  from  the  fact  of  havinc 

f Planted  the  first  R.  A.  Chapter  here.*    No  discussion  of  this  proposition  was  entered 
nto. 

"  *In  a  later  communication,  January,  1894,  Comp.  Chism  asked  consent  to  con- 
fer the  degrees  of  the  Chapter  on  a  member  of  a  bodv  holding  allegiance  to  the 
Grand  Dieta,  one  of  the  branohes  of  Mexican  Masonry.  No  action  was  taken  on  the 
request  because  of  the  following  objections  to  the  Grand  Dieta,  obtained  f^om  a 

fiublication  entitled  '  Mexican  Masonry.'  issued  In  March,  1893,  by  Comp.  Chirm,  as 
aster  of  Toltec  Lod^e,  then  working  in  the  City  of  Mexico  under  a  charter  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Miasouri. 

'  '*1.  'It  practices  *  Universal  Masonry,'  which  is  In  accord  with  and  embraces 
all  rites,  including  the  rite  of  Memphis,  etc.,  and  in  fact  everything  calling  itself 
Masonry.' 

«  ( 2.  *  The  abandonment  of  some  of  the  most  prominent  landmarks  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry.' 

'*  '3.    The  admission  of  women  to  the  three  degrees  of  Symbolic  Maaonrv.' 

" '  4.  The  exclusion  of  the  Bible  from  all  Mexican  Masonic  Liodaes,'  and  the  pres- 
ence in  the  City  of  Mexico  of '  a  Lodge  chartered  bv  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,' 
which '  is  in  full  and  iraternal  communication  with  Mexican  Masonry,  the  Grand 
OlBoers  of  the  Grand  Dieta  attend  the  meetings  of  this  Lodge  and  take  part  in  ita 
festivities,  aod  the  OflBcial  Bulletin  of  the  Grand  Dieta  states  that  it  counts  among  its 
most  honored  correspondents  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.' 

"'5.  By  our  investigation  and  experiences  in  this  country,  we  have  been  led 
to  believe,  and  do  believe,  tbat  Toltec  Lodge  is  the  only  representative  of  legitimate 
Symbolic  Masonry  now  at  work  in  this  Republic.  We  believe  we  should  forfeit  all 
of  our  rights  as  Masons  were  we  to  incorporate  onraelves  with  any  Mexican  body 
now  existing.' 

"Toltec  Lodge,  above  referred  to,  was  established  in  the  City  of  Mexico  in  im, 
nnder  a  chsrter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missonrit  and  continued  nnder  that  author- 
ity until  1893,  when  the  charter  wss  recalled,  whereupon  Toltec  Lodge  became  a 
constituent  of  the  Grand  Dieta.  The  reasons  therefor  are  given  in  the  following 
extracts  from  a  communication  from  Comp.  Chism,  nnder  date  of  July  1,  1894,  in 
which  is  also  foreshown  the  future  practice  of  Chapultepec  Chapter,  which  had 
restricted  iiielf  to  material  from  Toltec  Liodge  while  it  remained  a  constituent  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri : 

'"At  present  all  our  companions  are  Master  Masons  made  nnder  Grand  Lodge 
of  Missouri.  Our  Lodge  surrendered  its  charter  to  Missouri  aod,  acting  by  advice  of 
the  Grand  Master  of  Missonri,  took  a  charter  from  the  Grand  Dieta  of  Mexico. 
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" '  We  have  the  Bible  npon  the  alUr  ;  work  under  the  York  Bite  in  its  Btrictest 
form,  and  the  Grand  Dieta  has  issued  a  decree  cancellinf(  all  concessions  formerly 
made  as  to  the  initiation  of  women  into  the  fraternity.  These  Lodges  of  women  are 
now  establinhed  as  a  side  order,  not  belonging  to  Masonry,  but  nnder  its  protection. 
« <  Under  the  circumstances  I  felt  it  my  doty  to  lay  asidOt  in  the  interest  of  har- 
mony and  of  Masonic  onity,  whatever  scruples  I  might  formerly  have  had  in  respect 
to  certain  points  in  Mexican  Masonry,  and  to  join  in  upholding  Toltec  Lodge  nnder 
the  new  dispensation.  We  have  been  working  under  Mexico  since  Febroary  Ivt, 
and  we  are  all  saiiMfled ;  you  would  never  know  any  difference  unless  told.  Mexican 
Masons  have  never  denied  the  existence  of  God,  Dot  their  ordinary  ritnsls,  being 
those  of  Scottish  Rite»  are  different  from  those  of  the  York  Riur. 

**  *  I  see  no  reason  why  our  Chapter  should  not  continue  taking  its  members  from 
the  new  Tnlteo  Lodge,  or  even  from  any  other  lodge  nnder  the  Grand  Dieta  of  Mexico. 
We  have  resolved  to  always  work  in  English,  except  fn  some  exceptional  case,  and 
only  to  adroit  Eofflisb-Bpeaking  Master  Mssons  unless  under  same  oircumsiances. 
Some  S3*^  Mssons  nave  expressed  a  desire  to  join  us. 

** '  If  our  Chapter  is  continued  we  will  shortly  be  over  100  strong,  all  good  and 
true  men,  and  aiways  readv  to  welcome  B.  A.  Masons  who  may  visit  us. 

*'  *The  (irand  Dieta  of  Mexico  Is  firmly  established:  its  principles  or  working  are 
the  same  as  those  of  any  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United  States.  The  details  are  different, 
naving  come  from  a  different  source,  but  with  the  objection  as  to  women  removed, 
whlcn  has  been  done,  I  don't  see  why  jn»t  as  good  material  should  not  be  derived 
from  Master  Masons  of  the  above  body  as  from  elsewhere.' 

<«  •  Aa  an  application  will  be  presented  at  this  convocation  for  a  charter,  by  Cha- 
pulteneo  Chapter,  the  foregoing  facts  are  submitted  for  the  information  of  the  Qen- 
eral  Grand  Chapter  in  its  consideration  of  the  application.' 

"  The  Committee  on  Dispensations  and  Charters  recommended  that  a  charter  be 
issued,  and  that  their  recommendation  be  adopted.  The  statva  of  the  *<  Oran  ZXeto" 
was  not  di}*cussed  by  the  committee,  and  apparently  not  in  the  Genersl  Grand  Chap- 
ter. Considering  that  very  few  of  our  Grand  Lodges  have  recognised  the  **  Oran 
Diefa*'  as  a  regular  Masonic  body,  and  especially  as  quite  a  number  have  absolutely 
refused  to  do  so,  and  that  others  are  holding  the  matter  under  advisement  because 
they  are  not  willing  to  recognize  the  Oran  JMeta  upon  the  evidence  thus  f^r  aob- 
mitted  as  to  its  regularity,  we  are  disposed  to  regret  this  action.  To  be  sore,  the 
statement  of  Comp.  Chism  as  to  the  reformation  of  the  Oran  Dieta  is  now,  for  the 
first  time,  so  far  as  we  have  seen,  made  public  ;  but  inasmuch  as  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  accepts  the  Hatus  of  bodies  of  the  Symbolic  Rite  as  determined  by  the 
Grand  Lodges,  it  seems  to  us  that  action  in  establishing  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in 
Mexico  and  authorising  the  conferring  of  the  degrees  upon  members  of  the  obedience 
of  the  Oran  Vi$ta^  should  have  been  postponed  until,  to  say  the  least,  there  should 
be  a  more  general  consenaua  of  decision  that  that  body  is  a  regular  body  of  Sym- 
bolic Masonry.  We  do  not  perceive  how  a  member  of  Chapultepec  Chapter  can  be 
admitted  as  a  visitor  in  a  Maine  Chapter,  inasmuch  as  our  Grand  Chapter  follows  the 
decision  of  our  Grand  Lodge  in  relation  to  the  statu$  of  persons  claiming  to  be  Mas- 
ter Mssons,  and  our  Grand  Lodge  has  declined  to  recognise  the  Oran  Dieta  as  a 
Masonic  body,  or  the  members  of  its  obedience  as  regular  MaHons.  However,  the 
technical  law  of  the  situation  is,  that  a  Maine  Boyal  Arch  Mason  could  sit  in  the 
chapter  with  a  person  with  whom  he  could  not  sit  in  a  Maine  Lodge ;  the  conae- 
quence  would  undoubtedly  be,  that  the  Maine  Mason  would  object  to  the  admission 
of  the  party  into  the  Chapter  as  a  visitor.  What  is  true  of  Maine  is  true  of  the  large 
majority  of  the  other  Grand  Lodges. 

*' Several  decisions  were  announced  and  passed  upon  by  the  committee  and  the 
General  <«rand  Cbspier;  the  committee  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  decisions 
applicable  to  subordinate  Chapters  are  limited  in  their  effect  to  Chapters  under  the 
immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

'*  As  the  following  involves  a  principle  now  much  discussed,  and  as  it  sustains  our 
practice  in  Maine,  we  quote  It : 

'* '  In  the  case  stated  in  the  Ihbrd  decision  reported  in  the  address,  which  relates 
to  a  brother  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  one  of  our  subordinate  Chapters  who, 
npon  a  visit  to  Scotland,  his  native  land,  was  there  exalted  to  the  degree  of  a  R^yal 
Arch  Mason,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  whilst  the  Chapter  of  his  resi- 
dence may  complete  his  qualifications  as  a  Ifoyal  Arch  Mason,  by  conferring  upon  him 
such  intermediate  degrees  as  are  not  cotiferred  in  a  foreign  land,  yet,  that  the  prac- 
tice of  a  brother,  leaving  the  place  of  bis  residence  and  obtaining  exaltation  abroad, 
is  one  which  deserves  the  strongest  disfavor,  and  the  Royal  Arch  Mason,  thus  made, 
ought,  unless  reasons  to  the  contrary  appear,  to  be  denied  the  privilege  of  visit- 
ation.,' 
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"  The  following  decision  was  annoanced  : 

** '  That  dependent  Lodges  should  not  be  opened  until  the  Chapter  is  first  opened 
and  dispensed  with ;  after  the  work  of  the  dependent  Lodges  is  accomplishea  they 
are  closed,  and  the  Chapter  resomes  labor  and  is  closed.' 

"  This  was  amended  by  the  committee  (and,  as  amended,  adopted  by  the  Oenaral 
Grand  Chapter)  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"  *  Dependent  lodges  should  not  be  openedi  as  stated  cooTOcations,  until  the 
Ohapter  is  first  opened  and  dispensed  with  ;  after  the  work  of  the  dependent  Lodges 
is  accomplished,  they  should  be  dosed,  and  the  Chapter  resumes  labor  and  be 
closed  in  form.' 

«  It  will  be  noted  that  the  original  decision  applied  to  all  convocations,  stated  or 
special ;  while  the  decision  as  approved  Is  limited  to  Hated  convocations.  This  is 
in  socordance  with  the  old  nsage  in  this  sectioD.  As  all  busin€§s  must  be  dona  in 
the  Chapter  when  opened  on  the  It.  A.  degree,  it  follows  that  the  Chapter  most  be 
opened  on  that  degree,  at  every  convocation  at  which  business  is  to  be,  or  may  be 
done.  But  at  a  special  meeting  for  the  conferring  of  a  *  dependent  degree,'  the 
body  may  be  opened  on  the  degree  in  which  work  is  to  be  done. 

**  Among  the  other  decisions  are  the  following,  which  are  in  agreement  with  the 
law  in  this  State  : 

<•  <8.  That  Sec.  43  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  that '  no 
chapter  under  this  Jurisdiction  shall  confer  the  degrees  on  any  candidate  previously 
rejected  by  any  other  Chapter  without  the  consent  of  such  rejecting  Ohapter.  pro- 
vided sach  Ohapter  be  in  existence,'  does  not  apply  to  subordinate  Chapters  working 
under  a  State  Grand  Ohapter,  unless  the  latter  should  make  it  effective  by  legiala- 
tion. 

'*9.  That  I  know  of  no  general  Capitular  law  that  requires  a  High  Priest  of  a 
Chapter  to  have  served  as  a  King  or  Scribe.  Grand  Chapters,  however,  have  the 
right  to  limit  the  qualifications.    (See  Digest,  Grand  Chapter,  6.) 

**  *  10.    That  verbal  notice  of  speoisl  meeting  and  business  to  be  transacted, 

!;iven  at  a  convocation  of  a  Chapter,  is  a  legal  and  sufficient  notice  to  those  compan- 
ons  who  were  present,' 

"  The  followmg  decision  was  approved,  but  Oomp.  Long,  of  Indiana,  submitted  a 
minority  report : 

" '  12.  That  the  acceptance  of  a  candidate  who  has  an  artificial  leg,  bat  who 
can  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  work,  is  permissible  under  the  decision  of 
Comp.  CHAPMAir,  amended  and  confirmed  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  (See  pp. 
23  and  90,  Pro.  1883.)' 

"  Comp.  LoKO  says : 

*' '  The  undersigned  has  subscribed  the  report  of  your  Committee  on  Jarisprodenec* 
as  in  favor  of  all  the  propositions  therein  contained,  except  that  recommending  a 
concurrence  in  the  decision  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  that  a  candidate  may 
be  accepted  *  who  has  an  artificial  limb,  but  who  can  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  work.'  Prom  that  portion  of  said  report  he  is  constrained  to  diisent.  for  the 
reason  that,  in  his  estimation,  such  a  candidate  cannot  conform  to  the  ceremonies  in 
which  he  must  participate.  While  he  may  seem  to  do  so  mechanically,  be  will  not  be 
doing  so  corporally.  While  he  may  appear  to  do  so  constructively,  it  will  be 
impossible  for  him  to  do  so  actually  and  physicallv.  If  one  member  may  be  missing 
and  be  supplied  with  a  mechanical  appliance,  others  may  be  so  missing  and  be  so 
supplied,  until  the  merest  remnant  of  a  man  may  be  the  candidate  in  some  occarring 
case.  Iflaborate  reasons  could  be  given  against  such  a  condition  of  affairs,  but 
these,  it  is  believed,  will  suggest  themselves  to  any  mind  that  will  set  sside  the 
purely  sympathetic  sentiments  that  naturally  enough  arise  in  the  hearts  of  all  who 
contemplate  the  condition  of  the  class  referred  to.  It  is  not,  however,  properly  a 
question  of  sympathy,  but  one  of  law.' 

*'  A  motion  was  made  to  substitute  the  minority  for  the  majority  report,  bnt  it 
^as  lost. 

"  We  have  never  subRcribed  to  the  doctrine  that  the  physical  perfection  rale 
applies  to  Royal  Arch  Hanonry.  But  it  does  not  follow  that  there  is  no  rule.  It  to  a 
necessary  consequence  of  conferring  a  degree  under  an  established  ritual,  that  the 
candidate  mutt  be  able  to  receive  the  degree  according  to  the  terms  of  that  ritual. 
This  abllitv  roust  be  the  actual  ability  of  the  candidate.  It  follows  that  if  he  Is 
actually  able  thus  to  receive  the  degree  there  is  no  room  for  question  as  to  whether 
his  ability  rests  upon  his  natural  powers  or  artificial  aids.  (jomp.  liOKo's  sagges> 
tion  that  the  degrees  may  be  conferred  on  *  the  mere  remnant  of  a  man'  is  withoot 
force ;  for  if  there  is  enough  of  a  man  to  perform,  at  his  own  will,  the  work  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry,  there  is  enough  of  a  man  to  make  a  Royal  Arch  Hason. 
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*'  Id  1865,  KiDsr  Cyrus  Chapter  was  created  at  Yalparaiao,  Chili :  it  made  retonia 
for  a  while,  bat  lor  several  years  prior  to  1880  DOthmg  bad  beeo  heard  from  it,  and 
that  year  its  charter  was  declari  d  forfeited ;  it  now  appears  that  this  fact  did  not 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  its  members  till  1893,  and  they  kept  on  at  work,  with 
some  periods  of  inactivity.  Now  they  desire  to  have  their  charter  restored,  their 
work  regolarized,  and  a  part  of  their  daes  remitted.  The  whole  matter  was  referred 
to  the  (leneral  Qrand  High  Priest,  with  power. 

V  A  committee  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  visited  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter and  were  fraternally  welcomed.  The  committee  presented  a  memorial  reciting 
the  adoption  of  a  resolotion  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas: 

"  '  Beiotved,  That  a  committee  of  five  members  of  the  M.  E.  Grand  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  of  Texas  be  appointed  to  Tisit  the  said  General  Grand  Chapter  at  its  next 
stated  convocation,  to  be  held  in  the  City  of  Topeka,  Kansas,  on  Jaly  18, 1894,  for 
the  pnrpose  of  ascertaining  upon  what  terms,  and  under  what  conditions,  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter  will  receive  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  ;  providedt  said  Grand 
Chapter  should  decide  to  accept  the  invitation  to  unite  itself  with  said  General 
Grand  Chapter ;  and  that  said  committee  make  a  fall  report  back  to  this  Grand 
Chapter  at  its  next  annual  convocation. 

**  *  We  were  appointed  on  said  committee,  and  now  beg  leave  to  present  the  said 
resolution  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter  for  its  consideration :  and  we  will  be 
pleased  to  report  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  such  action  as  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  may  deem  it  advisable  to  take  in  response  to  said  resolution.' 

"  In  relation  to  this  the  following  wss  adopted  : 

** '  We  further  recommend  that  in  response  to  the  inquiry  contained  in  the  said 
memorial,  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  anxious  to  promote  the  interests  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry,  cordially  and  fraternally  invites  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas  to 
become  a  constituent  of  the  (General  Grand  Chapter  upon  a  perfect  equality  with  its 
peers  which  now  compose  the  General  Grand  Bodv,  with  no  terms,  conditions  or 
restrictions  imposed  differing  in  any  respect  from  thole  observed  by  all :  that  the 
payment  of  dues  and  other  coDntitutional  requirements  shall  only  become  operative 
upon  her  admission  to  membership  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter ;  that  such  mem- 
bership sbs'I  neither  alter  nor  abridge  the  power  now  exercined  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Texas  over  the  ritual  used  and  degrees  conferred  under  the  authority  of  said 
Grand  Chapter,  and  that  the  General  Grand  Chapter  will  greet  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Texas  with  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  and  the  warm  heart  of  perfect  love  whenever 
she  shall  seek  admission  to  membership  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  which  recog- 
nizes her  now,  as  always  heretofore,  as  a  Sovereign  Grand  Body,  and  her  compan- 
ions as  brethren  justly  entitled  to  and  deserving  of  the  fullest  Jiasonic  fellowship.' 

"  If  we  had  been  present  we  should  have  voted  against  the  adoption  of  this 
report.  It  is  framed  on  the  ba^is  of  the  resolution  in  relation  to  West  Virginia  ;  but 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  West  Virginia  had  never  been  a  constituent  of  the  (?eneral 
Grand  Chapter.  We  could  not  vote  for  a  resolution  containing  an  implication  (con- 
trary to  the  truth  of  history  and  in  violation  of  Masonic  law)  that  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Texas  is  not  now  legally  a  constituent  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and 
casting  au  imputation  upon  Comp.  Philip  C.  Tncxut,  who  had  more  than  once 
recognized  this  and  his  membership  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 

"  After  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  in  relation  to  the  decision 
concerning  physical  qualifications,  Comp.  Schultz  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence : 

'* '  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  General  Grand  Chapter  that  the  Capitular 
degrees  should  not  be  conferred  upon  any  one  who  cannot  comply  literally  with 
.  all  the  requirements  of  said  degrees,  and  without  the  aid  of  mechanical  appli- 
ances.' 

*'  One  member  of  the  committee  was  absent,  and  the  others  divided  equally, 
Oomps.  Labmxb  and  Carter  uniting  with  Comp.  LovQ  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution. 

**0n  motion  of  Comp.  Wkbsttkb,  of  Haine,  the  conaideration  of  the  reports  was 
postponed  until  the  next  Triennial  Convocation. 

"The  aelection  of  the  place  for  the  next  Triennial  Convocation  waa  determined 
by  ballot,  and  Baltimore  was  selected.  The  fixing  of  the  time  waa  left  to  the  Coun- 
cil  of  General  Grand  Officers,  and  the  General  Grand  Secretary  announced  that 
they  had  selected  Tuesday,  the  12th  of  October,  1897. 

'*  As  that  year  will  be  the  Cfntennial  of  the  organization  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  it  was  voted  that  the  occasion  shall  be  properl^jr  observed.  Comps.  John 
M.  Oabtkb  of  Maryland,  Gbobob  H.  Walkkb  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  J.  Giucan 
Haiti  of  Massachusetts,  PbbdxbickE.  fiAMiTBs  of  New  TorK,and  Isaiab  Bakbr,  Jb., 
of  Connecticut  were  appointed  a  committee  to  make  suitable  arrangements. 
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"  We  notica  that  all  the  officers  were  '  promoted  in  line.*  If  thia  policy  is  con- 
tinned,  each  officer  will  hold  office  thirty 'Six  comtecytive  yean,  except  so  far  as  the 
arrangement  is  distorbed  by  deaths.  We  deprecate  this  practice,  becaoae  we  believe 
that  the  election  of  Ifasonic  officers  shoald  be  within  the  onfettered  discretion  of 
those  who  elect  them,  and  this  system  irives  an  officer,  in  his  own  eyes,  a  ri^hi  to 

SromotioD,  and  if  it  is  denied,  be  sod  his  friends  claim  that  ajp-oss  injostice  has  been 
one  to  him,  although,  theoretically  speaking,  all  admit  (except  in  their  own  ease) 
that  no  ooe  eon  have  a  right  to  be  elected  to  a  Masonic  office. 

'*  We  think  one  amendment  to  the  Constitntion  should  be  made,  to  the  elTeet  that 
in  esse  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  General  Grand  High  Priest,  the  next  officer  in 
rank  shonid  Mueceed  to  the  office,  and  be  installed  therein,  and  become  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  in  the  ssme  manner  that  the  Vice-President,  in  case  of  nTacancy 
in  the  office  of  President,  takes  the  oath  of  office  and  becomes  President." 

CONCLUSION. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Bro.  J.  H.  DBUiofOMD  we  are  in  receipt  of  adTaoca  copy 
of  his  Report  on  Correspondence  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maine,  which  will  aoon 
meet  in  Annual  Convocation. 

Under  California,  Bro.  DainufOND  pays  the  following  testimonial  to  oar  lamented 
brother  and  companion,  Wuxiax  Oaldwsll  BifiOiTWi.    He  says  :— 

**  The  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Masonic  Fraternity  as  a  whole,  have  soflfered  an 
exceedingly  great  lues  in  the  desth  of  Past  Grand  Master  Wiujam  Oa.ldwkll 
BKU3HEB,  for  three  yesrs  Grand  Master,  snd  for  twemty  eight  yesrs  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence.  He  wss  elected  Grsnd  Master  in  May,  1862, 
almost  the  very  day  on  whico  the  writer  was  elected  on  his  third  term.  His  Annual 
Address,  in  1864,  wss  one  of  the  first  which  we  hsd  to  review  in  our  first  report  for 
this  committee.  We  were  struck  by  the  onususl  ability  shown  by  his  address,  and 
as  he  wss  soon  after  appointed  on  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  we  have  had 
occasion  to  know  him  throogh  his  reports  ever  since. 

**  At  the  Templar  Reunion  in  Boston  we  met  Past  Grand  Master  Wiluam  A. 
Daviis,  and  were  greatly  pleased  to  receive  throagh  him  a  specisl  message  from 
Bro.  BiLCHBB ;  we  deemed  it  a  specisl  honor.  Little  did  we  think  that  Bro.  Daviss 
woold  be  unable  to  deliver  our  message  in  reply.  But  so  it  was :  on  the  Sunday 
following  our  interview,  Bro.  Bklcbxb  saw  the  last  of  earth,  and  Bro.  Daties  never 
looked  on  his  face  sgsin. 

**  Bro.  Belchkb  was  bom  in  Stockbridge,  Vermont,  December  12, 1820,  and  died 
in  Ban  Francisco,  September  1, 18^6,  being  nearly  seventy-five  years  old. 

**  He  graduated  at  the  University  of  Vermont  in  1843,  uught  for  some  years,  but 
atndied  law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1852.  In  1^56  he  went  to  Marysville, 
CsL,  sud  went  into  prsctice  with  his  brother;  sobseqaently  he  removed  to  San 
Frsncisco,  sod  continued  his  practice  there  till  his  death,  dying  with  hia  profeaaional 
harness  on. 

*'  He  was  an  unceasing,  tireless  worker.  He  became  Senior  Grand  Warden  in 
1860;  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  really  Acting  Grand  Master  in  1861,  and  Grand 
Master  the  next  yesr,  snd  for  thirtyjive  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  one  of  its 
main  pillsrs  of  support. 

**  It  has  been  our  lot  to  discuss  many  of  his  reports,  and,  educated  in  different 
schools  of  Masonic  law  we  did  not  always  agree.  He  staled  bis  own  case  aeitwas, 
and  hiH  adversary's  also  ;  be  never  misrepresented,  and  rarely,  if  ever,  misnnder- 
stood  his  opponent's  position.  He  was  not  striving  for  victory,  but  to  discover  and 
maintain  the  troth.  He  held  that  a  failare  to  meet  his  opponent's  attack  squarely, 
was  an  admisMJun  that  it  coald  not  be  done.  We  shall  greatly  miss  his  instructive 
reports,  and  the  rare  privilege  of  discussing  them. 

*' In  the  deaths  of  Bros.  Beujheb  and  Bkowkb,  the  Institution  throughout  the 
ooontry  has  sastained  a  severe  loss.  But  in  addition  to  their  splendid  examples,  they 
have  left  behind  works  worthy  of  the  study  of  the  Craft  for  all  time.'' 

The  Masons  of  California,  of  every  degree,  will  appreciate  Bro.  Dbumiiqiid^s 
tribute  to  their  beloved  leader,  and  thank  him  for  his  kindly  remembrance. 

It  was  a  shock  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  California  to  learn  of  the  death  of 
Ei^isoN  Lassbll  Cbawfokd,  and  to  none  was  the  surpriae  so  great  as  those  naao* 
elates  in  Grsnd  Chapter  who  had  so  recently  received  his  "good  bye  till  we  meet 
Again.*'    As  our  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Crawpobo  attended  the  late  aesalon  of 
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the  Genersl  Oraod  Chapter  held  at  Topeka,  Kansae,  and  was  attentive  to  the  datiee 
of  hia  office  until  we  met  in  Annual  Convention.  One  year  ago,  at  whioh  session  he 
presided  with  his  accostomed  vigor,  he  left  as  at  its  close  for  his  home  at  George- 
town, Bl  Dorado  County,  in  apparent  health  and  strength,  and  yet  in  the  following 
month  of  Jane  the  winged  messenger  delivered  the  fktal  mandate,  and  he  has  gone 
from  among  as  forever.  Oomp.  Ora,wpobd  had  been  a  member  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
since  1880.  He  was  appointed  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host  in  1890,  and  became  Grand 
High  Priest  in  1894.  He  was  an  honest  and  sincere  man.  a  well  informed  Mason 
and  oseftil  citiien.  He  will  be  missed  by  his  old  associates  in  the  committees  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

It  also  becomes  the  sad  doty  of  the  writer  to  report  the  death  of  an  old  friend  and 
companion  and  the  Bepreaentative  of  this  Grand  Chapter  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
New  Tork,  B.*.  E.\  Bus  Gibbon  Williams,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  New  York  for  the  yean  1871  and  1873. 

Comp.  WiLLiAMB  was  a  man  of  exalted  character,  of  honor  and  reputation  in  the 
oommonity.  A  man  of  learning  and  prominence  among  the  eminent  Masons  com- 
prising the  Grand  Boyal  Arch  Chapter  of  New  Tork,  of  which  Body  he  had  been  a 
member  for  thirty  years.  He  died  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Utica  December  23d, 
and  was  baried  by  his  brethren  on  Bt  John's  Day,  1895,  many  of  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York  coming  from  a  distance  to  attend  his 

faneraL 

'*  What  a  world  were  thia 
How  anendarable  its  weight,  if  they 
Whom  Death  hath  sundered  did  not 
Meet  again  1^' 

One  Grand  Chapter  during  the  past  year  haa  had  an  annsual  experience,  one  not 
laid  down  in  the  text  books  of  the  Fraternity.  The  officers  and  many  of  the  members 
of  the  Grand  Body  having  been  summoned  to  appear  and  answer  why  they  should 
not  be  forever  enjoined  ttom  rendering  Judgment  for  a  violation  of  its  edicts  in  con- 
formity with  Masonic  law. 

The  companion  in  his  complaint  filed  in  the  Superior  Court,  alleges  this  Grand 
Chapter  to  be  influenced  by  sohemerB  and  conspirators,  who,  in  pursuance  of  their 
oonspiracy,  caused  certain  acta  to  be  passed  which  were  unconstitutional,  illegal, 
and  in  violation  of  the  landmarks  and  usages  of  Boyal  Arch  Masonry,  and  unless 
restrained  by  the  majesty  of  the  law,  he  feared  injury  in  his  personal  and  property 
rights,  etc.  The  case  haa  been  argued  and  submitted,  and  in  an  exhauative  opinion 
in  the  oaae  of  Powbll  B.  Lawbon  vs.  A.  Hewbl  et  als..  Judge  Catun,  not  a  Mason, 
tells  Comp.  Lawbom  that  the  edict  complained  of  must  stand  or  fall  by  the  doctrine 
of  Masonry  as  defined,  not  by  the  Courts,  but  by  the  authorities  of  Masonry.  And 
that  while  the  Court  may  and  should  protect  property  rights,  it  cannot  perform  even 
that  function  when  it  cannot  be  performed  without  usurping  an  unwarranted  power 
over  the  consoienoes  and  personal  liberties  of  the  citisen.  « 

Our  proceedings  give  the  opinion  in  full. 

Lawbon  has  taken  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  so  that  we  only  know  the  end 
is  not  yet;  but  as  the  eminent  Jurist  and  Mason,  Bro.  J.  H.  DnuiofOND,  writes, 
**  I  think  it  is  a  duty  we  owe  to  Masonry,  whenever  brethren  resort  to  the  law  that 
they  should  be  taught  that  their  remedy  lies  in  the  tribunals  of  the  Craft."    8o  say 

all.

Your  Oommittee  on  GrleYanoes,  to  whom  was  referred  the  transcript  of  the  trial 
record  in  the  case  of  GnAiryiLLS  A.  Fbambbs,  a  Boyai  Arch  Maaon  and  member  of 
Oetama  Chapter,  No.  66,  located  at  Pentwater,  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  bat  at  the 
time  of  said  trial  residing  at  Sacramento,  in  the  State  of  California,  apon  charges  in 
writing  made  to  said  BaercafMfOo  Chapter,  No.  3,  B.  A.  M.,  and  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest  apon  the  request  of  the  High  Priest  of  SaorammUo  Chapter,  No.  3,  trans- 
ferred for  trial  te  Qtoeldon  Chapter,  No.  28,  B.  A.  M.,  of  California,  nnder  the  pro- 
visions of  Oenersl  Begalation  No.  26  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  California,  and  who 
was  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Boyal  Arch  Masonry  by  said 
SkKMion  Chapter,  No.  28,  B.  A.  M.,  have  had  the  same  nnder  consideration,  and 
report  as  follows : 

The  transcript  comes  to  as  handsomely  prepared.  Proceedings  were  in  all 
respects  regular.  The  evidence  seems  to  be  safficient  to  justify  the  findings  and 
sentence,  and  no  appeal  having  been  taken,  the  committee  offers  the  following  res- 
olution and  recommends  its  adoption : 

Betdtoed,  That  the  action  of  Stockion  Chapter,  No.  28,  B.  A.  M.,  wherein  Gsax- 
YiLUi  A.  Fbambis  was  expelled  from  all  the  righte  and  privileges  of  Boyal  Arch 
Masonry,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  affirmed  and  approved,  and  that  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary be  instructed  to  notify  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  thereof. 


Your  Committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  transcript  of  the  trial 
record  of  Powbll  Samukl  Lawson,  a  Boyal  Arch  Mason,  and,  at  the  time  of  his 
trial  a  member  in  good  standing  of  SticramenU}  Chapter,  No.  8,  B.  A.  M.,  upoa 
charges  duly  preferred  against  hlin  in  writing  for  conduct  unbecoming  a  Bojal  Arcl& 
Maaon,  which  said  charges  were  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  upon  the  request  of  tl^e 
High  Priest  of  said  floeromento  Chapter,  transferred  to  StockUm  Chapter,  No,  ^8» 
B.  A.  M.,  for  trial  under  the  provision  of  General  Begulation  No.  26  of  the  Qrc^f^^ 
Chapter  of  California,  and  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  said  Powbll  SAitu^^ 
Lawson  ft*om  the  acUon  of  said  StookUm  Chapter,  No.  28,  expelling  him  from  a||  t1>^ 
rights  and  privUeges  of  Boyal  Arch  Masonry,  has  carefWly  considered  said  trial     0<^* 
ord  and  said  appeal,  and  report  thereon,  as  follows :-. 

The  first  ground  of  appeal  is,  that  even  admitting  that  the  charges  and  ao^     ao^' 
tions  are  true,  the  matters  so  charged  do  not  oonstitote  unmasonic  conduct      ^^^ 

The  second  ground  of  appeal  is  that  the  facte  stated  in  the  speoifioatlo^  ^^^ 
charges  do  not,  if  taken  as  true,  constitute  any  violation  of  any  valid  law  ^  O^ 
regulation  of  Boyal  Arch  Masonry.  *  ^"^le^ 
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The  third  groand  of  appeal  ia  that  the  chargea  and  speoificaUoiia,  aad  that  the 
facta  set  forth  thereon,  do  not  constitate  or  ahow  anj  ▼iolationa  of  the  lawa,  ralea, 
regolationa,  or  ancient  landmarka  of  Royal  Areh  Maaonxy. 

The  fourth  ground  of  appeal  is  that  Stoekion  Chapter,  No.  28,  had  no  Jafiadietioa 
to  try  appellant  for  any  of  the  alleged  offenaea  aet  forth  In  the  chariges  and  apeciilca- 
tions,  for  the  reason  that  General  Regulation  No.  21,  on  whioh  said  procoedinga  are 
founded,  ia  a  violation  of  the  Oonstitntion,  laws,  mlea  and  regnlationa,  and  ancient 
landmarks  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  and  ia  illegal,  anconatltntional  and  void. 

The  fifth  ground  of  appeal  is  that  neither  the  Qrand  Chapter  of  Bojal  Aroh 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Oalifornia,  nor  any  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Maaona  sabordlnate 
thereto,  baa  any  jurisdiction  or  authority  whatsoeyer  to  fry  appellant  for  the  alleged 
offenses  set  forth  in  said  charges  and  specifications. 

To  these  grouAds  of  appeal  there  can  be  but  one  answer,  namely:  the  ehargea 
and  specifications  state  clearly  a  Yiolatlon  of  General  Regulation  No.  SI  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  California,  and  are  recommended  as  modela  nnder  our  law.  The 
case  was  properly  transferred  to  StoolUon  Chapter,  No.  28,  R.  A.  M.,  ander  General 
Regulation  No.  26,  and  the  proceedings  are  recommended  as  modela  for  ftatare  guid- 
ance. 

The  very  statement  of  theae  five  grounds  of  appeal  is  reprehenaible  and  violaliTe 
of  the  principles  and  groundwork  of  our  Order,  and  such  aatatement  on  appeal  ia 
sufficient  in  itself  to  Justify  the  expulsion  of  the  appellant  from  our  Order. 

The  sixth  ground  of  appeal  is  that  the  proof  in  the  caae  ia  not  snfflcieni  to  war* 
rant  the  finding  of  the  committee  of  aaid  Ohapter  No.  28,  or  the  Judgment  and  sen- 
tence of  expulsion.  The  particular!  in  whioh  the  proof  is  alleged  to  have  been 
insufficient  are  not  atated,  and  the  committee  might,  therefore,  disregard  this  ground 
of  appeal ;  but,  as  the  object  of  this  committee  ia  to  do  even  and  exact  jnatlee,  the 
invariable  rule  is,  and  has  been,  to  hear  and  consider  any  caae  brought  before  it, 
disregarding  technical  objectiona  It  has  also  been  the  rule  of  this  oommitlee  to 
hear  any  additional  evidence  whioh  might  be  adduced  before  it ;  therefore,  the 
appellant  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  before  your  committee,  but  did  not  ohooae 
to  avail  himself  of  the  privilege. 

The  committee  have,  however,  examined  the  record  minutely,  and  have  also 
heard  additional  testimony  from  Companion  Olitb  Willzax  Pobtbb,  a  member  of 
SaaramerUo  Ohapter,  No.  8,  and  others,  and  it  appearing  from  the  record  of  the  trial 
of  said  PowBLL  Samuxl  Lawsox  before  this  committee«  as  well  aa  from  the  testi- 
mony heard  by  the  committee,  that  the  appellant  waa  guilty  of  the  offenaea  chai|^d 
against  him  in  the  chargea  and  specificationi,  and  that  the  evidence  waa  anffioient 
to  warrant  the  findings  of  the  committee  of  said  Ohapter  No.  28,  and  the  aentenee 
of  expulsion  imposed,  your  committee  finds  that  said  appeal  is  totally  without  merit, 
that  the  proceedioga  in  said  matter  were  in  all  respects  regular,  and  eflbrs  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  and  recommends  its  adoption : 

Be»olved,  That  the  action  of  Stockton  Chapter,  No.  28,  R.  A.  M.,  whereby  Powbu. 

Samuxl  Lawsov  waa  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privilegea  of  Royal  Arch 

Masonry,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved  and  affirmed,  and  that  the  appeal  of 

said  PowBLL  Saxubl  Lawson  from  the  sentence,  findings  and  Judgment  of  aaid 

JStookton  Ohapter,  No.  28,  be  and  the  aame  is  hereby  dismissed.

Comp.  WiiiiiiAH  Abbaham  Davibs,  from  the  Committee  on  Jnris- 
pmdence,  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following  General  Regu- 
lation in  place  of  Begnlation  No.  26  as  heretofore  adopted,  viz.: — 

That  opon  the  application  of  the  High  Priest  of  a  Chapter  in  this  jorladiotion,  to 
whom  charges  for  the  violation  of  the  Constltotlon  or  General  Regulations  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  have  been  presented,  or  where  cbsrges  have  been  ordered  preferred 
by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  satisfied  that  fk>om  existing 
circomstances  a  fair  trial  of  the  accused  cannot  be  had  in  the  said  Chapter,  he  may 
transfer  the  trisl  of  the  accused  f^om  the  Chapter  of  which  he  is  a  member,  or  in 
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whose  jartodiotion  he  may  reside,  to  some  other  Chapter  to  be  named  by  him  io  the 
order  of  transfer,  and  the  Chapter  to  which  soch  charges  are  transferred  shall  have 
the  same  authority  and  jurisdiction  over  the  same  as  though  they  had  been  originally 
presented  therein  and  aflfected  one  of  its  own  members. 

Which  proposed  General  Begahition  was,  on  motion,  unanimonsly 
adopted. 

Oomp.  WiLLiAH  Abbahah  Dayibs,  from  the  Committee  on  Joris- 
prudence,  presented  the  following  report : — 

To  the  M.\  E,\  Grand  Chapter  of  California:— 

Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  referring  to  the  Address  of  the  Qrand  High 
Priest  and  the  matters  therein  apportioned  for  our  consideration,  respectfully  report: 

Referring  to  the  issuance  of  a  dispensation  to  ban  VrandBeo  Chapter,  No.  1,  we 
recommend  the  approval  of  his  action. 

We  have  examined  the  decisions  reported  by  him;  we  commend  them  to  the  at- 
tention of  our  companions  and  recommend  their  approval  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 
The  Grand  High  Priest  deserves  the  thanks  of  all  for  his  patient  attention  to  the 
inquiries  for  '<  more  light." 

Of  his  action  in  matters  connected  with  the  violation  of  the  laws  of  this  Grand 
Chapter,  by  disturbing  elements  within  our  jurisdiction,  we  have  only  words  of  ap- 
proval, and  but  for  the  belief  tiiat  our  record  should  be  complete  in  the  condemna- 
tion of  this  Masonic  fraud,  your  committee  would  rest  their  report  without  further 
oomment.  Although  the  action  of  oar  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  nnselflsh  devotion 
to  the  Interests  of  this  Grand  Body,  deserve  more  than  passing  approyal. 

The  adoption  of  the  regulation,  under  which  this  action  was  had,  originated  in  the 
Address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Lionidab  E.  Pbatt,  in  1884,  who,  referring  to  this 
subject,  said  :— 

*<  It  has  been  the  almost  invariable  practice  and  policy  of  the  Masonic  Qrand 
Bodies  of  this  State  to  frown  upon  whatever  aavors  of  rebellion,  insubordination,  or 
invaeion  of  jurisdiction ;  and  this  policy,  in  my  judgment,  should  be  rigidly  adhered  to. 
Indeed,  our  own  peace,  security  and  independence  require  it.  But  it  has  equally 
been  our  policy  not  to  rush  recklessly  or  unadvisedly  into  controversies  between 
other  Grand  Bodies.  Let  us  first  be  sure  where  the  right  rests.  Let  us  first  learn 
definitely  that  the  given  case  is  in  fact  one  of  rebellion  or  invasion  ;  and  this  being 
fully  established,  let  us  throw  the  whole  weight  of  our  moral  and  Masonic  influence 
to  the  aid  and  support  of  the  wronged  and  legitimate  body. 

"  But  there  is  a  matter  of  character  cognate  to  the  foregoing  within  our  own 
jurisdiction,  concerning  which  we  are  already  snfllciently  informed  to  take  decided 
action.  Tt  is  a  matter  which  in  a  goodly  measure,  either  directly  or  remotely,  affects 
every  Mason  owing  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California ;  a  matter  upon 
which  both  our  companions  and  oar  brethren  of  the  blue  Lodge  cannot  be  too  fully 
or  too  speedily  advised.  It  is  a  matter  more  particularly  and  eBpecially  for  the 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lodge  than  for  the  Grand  High  Priest  and  Grand  Chapter. 
Bat  the  case  is  one  of  such  palpable,  broad  and  glaring  outrage  that  I  think  it  ooth 
proper  and  commendable  that  every  legitimate  Masonic  body  in  the  State  should  ful- 
minate its  thunders  sgalnst  the  iniquity.  I  refer  to  the  selling,  peddling  and  hawk- 
ing of  what  are  pretended  and  alleged  to  be  the  Scottish  Rite  degrees,  under  the  pre- 
tended authority  of  that  rourious  body  self-styled  the  Oemeau  CcuneiL  A  bolder  or 
more  shameless  Masonic  fraud  was  probably  never  perpetrated  or  attempted.    Our 

Joung  and  unsospecting  Masons  are  being  csjoled  and  duped  by  the  score,  and  per- 
aps  by  the  hundred,  by  these  Masonic  sharps,  quacks  and  charlatans,  who  for  their 
own  profit  make  merchandise  of  Freemasonry.  That  the  so-called  Supreme  OcunoU 
of  the  United  Slatee  of  America^  and  its  progenitor,  the  self-constituted  Cemeau 
OounoU^  under  the  authority  of  which  the  impostors  profess  to  work,  are  spurious, 
clandestine,  and  without  any  Masonic  warrant,  there  can  no  longer  be  any  doubt 
whatever ;  and  the  poor  victims  who  are  seduced  into  the  arms  of  this  hideoos  mon- 
ster are,  unwittingly  perhaps,  but  none  the  less  truly,  violating  the  plain  spirit  and 
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import,  if  not  the  exact  letter,  of  the  obligations  which  they  aasomed  at  the  Teryovt- 
set  of  their  Masonic  career.  The  men  who  have  introdnced  and  are  now  promoting 
this  natty  scheme  (I  nae  that  not  very  refined  or  elegant  expression  with  an  apology. 
hot  it  seems  to  be  the  only  word  that  will  convey  my  supreme  disgnst),  theoe  men,  I 
say.  should  be  denounced  in  the  ronndest  and  most  nnmeasnred  terms,  and  ehoold, 
in  my  judgment,  be  speedily  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Freema- 
sonry. Masonic  death  alone  is  indeed  no  adequate  pnnishment  for  such  atrocttiea. 
There  should  be  some  wa^  to  set  the  brand  of  infamy  upon  them  in  such  a  way  that 
all  the  world  might  read  it.  I  hope  most  fervently  that  this  Grand  Body  will  not 
close  its  labors  without  a  clear,  ringing  and  unmistakable  expression  of  its  otter  con- 
demnation of  the  contemptible  outrage." 

In  accordance  with  the  opinions  of  the  Orand  High  Priest,  who,  from  his  experi. 
ence  as  Grand  Master  for  four  years  in  Oalifornia,  during  which  time  he  had  acquired 
and  retained  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  this  Grand  Ohapter  as  an  acoompliabed 
and  reliable  mentor  in  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  Past  Grand  High  Prieat  Jaiob  Law- 
BENOX  ENeLXSH  introduced  the  regulation,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence,  and  afterwards  became  General  Regulation  No.  21, 

The  committee  reported  as  follows  :— 

"  Tour  Oommittee  on  Jurisprudence  have  given  consideration  to  the  standing  rego- 
lations  proposed  by  Oompanion  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Jaxxb  Lawbhics  RnfluaH, 
defiuing  the  Masonic  powers  in  existence  whose  regularity  and  standing,  being 
acknowledged  bv  the  Masonic  world,  should  be  affirmed  by  this  Grand  Ohapter  for 
the  protection  of  legally  and  regularly  organized  Masonic  bodies,  and  especially  for 
the  continuance  of  the  harmony  necessary  for  the  prosperity  of  the  bodies  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  our  obedience. 

"All  well  informed  Masons  are  aware  that  the  list  of  bodies  enumerated  by  Oomp. 
Emolish,  embody  the  legitimate  Masonry  of  the  world.  We  have  not  the  time  at  our 
disposal,  and  do  not  propose  to  enter  into  an  analysis  of  the  disputes  of  Masonie 
powers  of  years  gone  by.  It  is  enough  for  your  committee  to  know  that  for  a  quarter 
of  a  century  the  organisations  named  in  the  proposed  regnlationa  have  constituted  the 
Masonic  world,  and  comprise  the  whole  of  legitimate  Masonry ;  and  for  the  reason 
that  we  desire  this  Grand  Chapter  to  speak  in  no  uncertain  tones  when  organisa- 
tion and  order  are  in  question,  and  that  a!l  who  seek  information  as  to  pretended 
orders  may  have  a  reliable  record  at  hand  to  fbrnish  it,  we  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  regulations  herein  referred  to,  and  that  they  constitute,  as  a  whole.  General 
Regulation  No.  21." 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in,  the  regulation  adopted,  and  upon 
motion  of  Comp.  Fbanoib  E.  Baksb  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  iasne  cir- 
culars to  the  subordinate  Chapters  embodying  the  regulation. 

No  protest  was  heard  until  the  second  day  of  the  session  of  1886,  when  Comp. 
Baksb  moved  to  repeal  the  regulation,  but  the  session  being  near  its  close  no  report 
was  had  until  the  session  of  1887,  when  the  committee  made  an  elaborate  report* 
for  which  see  page  636,  volume  8,  proceedings.  The  committee  closed  their  report 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  resolution  of  Comp.  Baxxb  be  not  adopted.  As 
the  Journal  records—**  The  report  was  concurred  in  and  the  recommendation  adopted 
with  almost  entire  unanimity.*' 

In  his  Address  to  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1896,  Grand  High  Priest  Ellison  L.  Obaw- 
POBD  again  called  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  the  matter  in  the  following 
words  :— 

*<My  attention  has  recently  been  called  to  one  Gramtillb  A.  Fbambm,  who  is 
traveling  over  our  Jurisdiction  peddling  certain  so-called  Masonic  degrees,  claiming 
that  they  are  the  gennine,  and  that  he  had  been  recognised  by  the  Grand  Bodies  of 
the  world.  General  Regulation  21  very  clearly  defines  what  are  the  true  and  legiti- 
mate bodies  of  Masonry,  and  should  be  strictiy  enforced.  The  course  of  the  said 
Frambis  is  creating  discord  and  confusion  among  the  Chapters  of  this  Juried iotion. 
In  his  course  the  said  Pbamxxb  is  aided  and  abetted  by  members  owing  aUegianoe 
to  this  Grand  Ohapter.  I  can  but  say  that  the  Hiffh  Priests  of  the  Chapters  of  which 
said  aiders  and  abettors  are  members  have  been  derelict  of  their  duty  in  not  enfoie- 
ing  C/eneral  Regulation  21,  after  the  decided  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  at  the 
session  of  1892  (see  proceedings,  pages  277-278.)" 
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Upon  the  reference  of  this  Address,  the  Committee  on  Jarispradence  repeated 
their  previoas  admonitions,  and  called  the  attention  of  the  executive  head  to  these 
persistent  violations  of  the  aathority  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  advised  that  the 
oflTenders  be  brought  to  trial  for  their  disloyal  acts. 

Yonr  present  Grand  High  Priest,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  has  investigated 
the  doings  of  the  disturbers,  and  has  reported  his  conclusions,  with  his  action  in  vin- 
dication of  the  laws  and  edicts  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  yonr  committee,  having 
given  the  same  their  earnest  consideration,  submit  for  your  consideration  the  follow- 
ing preamble  and  resolutions,  and  recommend  their  adoption,  to  the  end  that  'the 
authority  of  the  Grand  Chapter  be  vindicated  in  its  edicts  and  judgments :~ 

Whibbas,  This  Grand  Chapter  did,  at  its  Annual  Convocation  in  1884,  adopt  Gen- 
eral Regulation  No.  21,  which  defines  all  the  legitimate,  regularly  constituted  and 
acknowledged  Masonic  organizations  in  the  world,  and  declares  it  to  be  an  unma- 
sonic  act  for  any  Royal  Arch  Mason  of  this  obedience  to  take  or  receive  any  so-called 
Masonic  degree  other  than  those  named  in  said  Regulation,  or  to  be  concerned  in 
communicating,  oonferring,  selling  or  soliciting  any  one  to  take  or  receive  any  other 
so-called  Masonic  degree  than  those  named  in  the  said  regulation  ;  and 

Whkssas,  Companion  Powux  Samukl  Lawson, a  member  of  SacramerUo  Royal 
Arch  Chapter,  No.  8,  and  a  member  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  has,  by  his  admission 
under  oath,  in  a  complaint  filed  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Sacramento  county,  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  not  only  acknowledged  his  violation  of  said 
General  Regulation  No.  21,  but  in  connection  therewith  has  caused  to  be  published 
in  said  complaint  both  false  and  slanderous  charges  against  the  Masonic  integrity  of 
this  Grand  Body,  to  wit :  "  That  it  was  infiuenced  and  cod  trolled  in  its  legislation  by 
certain  conspirators,*'  banded  together  herein  for  that  purpose,  the  intent  of  said 
charges  and  their  effect  being  to  discredit  and  bring  into  contempt  the  acts  and  au- 
thority of  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  destroy  Its  lofioence  as  the  governing  power  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  at  home  and  abroad ;  and 

Whb&bas.  Companions  Powkll  Saxukl  Lawson  and  Gbanvillm  A.  Fbambes,  a 
member  of  Ooeanae  Chapter,  No.  51,  located  at  Pentwater,  in  the  State  of  Michigan, 
have  by  order  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  been  broaght  to  trial  for  their  offenses,  and 
by  a  commission  of  their  companions  found  guilty  as  charged,  and  by  said  commis- 
sion sentenced  to  be  expelled  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry; 
therefore, 

Bewolved,  That  the  verdicts  in  the  cases  of  Powkll  Samubl  Lawson  and  Gram- 
viLLS  A.  Fbaxbbb,  tried  in  Stockton  Chapter.  No.  28,  said  cases  having  been  trans- 
ferred from  Saeramento  Chapter,  No.  3,  to  said  Stockton  Chapter,  No.  28,  by  order 
of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  approved,  and  the  action  of 
the  Grand  High  Priest  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  prosecution  of  said  Lawson 
and  Fbambbs  for.a  violation  of  the  edicts  of  this  Grand  Chapter  and  in  the  vindica- 
tion of  its  authority  as  the  governing  body  of  Roysl  Arch  Masonry  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion, be  and  the  same  Is  fully  approved. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ADOPTED  APRIL.   188& 


ARTICLE  Xn. 


Sec.  2.  He  shall  execute  and  file  with  the  Grand  High  Priest,  within  fiftaea 
daya  after  his  inatallation,  a  bond  (fnrnished  by  some  legally  incorporated  snretj 
company,  incorporated  for  that  parpose),  to  be  approved  by  the  Grand  Hig^h  Priestt 
and  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfally  discharge  his  dnties,  and,  at  the  end  of  bis  tern 
of  office,  pay  over  and  transfer  to  bis  soccessor  all  fonds  or  property  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  which  shall  have  come  into  his  keeping.  He  shall  receive  inch  compensa* 
tion  as  the  Grand  Chapter  may  determine. 
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GENERAL  REGULATIONS 


OF  THE 


Grand    Chapter    of    California. 


-••  ♦  •*■ 


1.  The  det^ree  of  Past  Master  must  be  conferred  uix>n  all  candidates,  notwith- 
standing that  they  may  have  previously  had  a  degree  of  that  name  conferred  u(ion 
them  in  a  Convocation  of  Past  Masters,  by  virtue  of  an  election  to  preside  over  a 
Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

2.  All  the  Chapters  under  this  jurisdiction  are  required,  in  the  conferring  of 
degrees,  to  conform  to  the  ritual  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  at  its  special  Con- 
vocation, in  September,  1855. 

3.  Every  Mark  Master  attached  to  a  Chapter  under  this  jurisdiction  must, 
within  six  months  after  his  admission,  select  his  mark  and  record  the  same  in  a 
Book  of  Marks,  kept  by  the  Chapter  for  that  purpose;  and  it  is  made  the  s|)ecial 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  each  Chapter  to  see  that  this  regulation  is  complied  with. 

4.  The  term  "  nearest  Chapter,"  used  in  the  Constitution,  means  the  nearest 
by  geographical  measurement. 

5.  No  Masonic  communication  shall  be  held  with  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  who 
stands  suspended  as  a  Master  Mason,  for  any  cause. 

6.  Each  Chapter  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  pay,  in  addition  to  its  annual 
dues,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  Royal  Arch  Mason  borne  upon  its  roll  at  the 
date  of  its  annual  report;  which  additional  assessment  shall  be  used  as  a  fund  to 
defray  the  actual  expenses  of  transportation  of  one  delegate  from  each  Chapter 
represented  at  the  Annual  Convocations  of  the  Grand  Chapter — the  same  to  be 
apportioned  by  a  special  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

7.  Whenever  two  or  more  Chapters  exist  in  any  city  or  town  within  this  juris- 
diction, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  such  Chapters  to  notify  the  other  or  others, 
existing  in  the  same  place,  of  all  applications  presented  to  it  for  the  degrees. 

8.  When,  after  an  election  of  an  applicant  to  receive  the  Chapter  degrees,  and 
he  has  received  the  Mark  degree,  an  objection  to  his  advancement  is  made  at  any 
time  by  a  member,  such  objection  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee,  with  power  to 
inquire  into  the  cause  thereof,  who  shall,  at  the  next  stated  meeting,  (unless  further 
time  be  given)  report  thereon;  and  upon  the  reception  of  said  report,  if  no  cause 
for  the  objection  has  been  assigned,  or  if  the  cause  assigned  be,  in  the  opinion  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  not  a  valid  and  Masonic  one,  the  Chapter  may 
confer  the  degree  in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  objection  had  been  made. 
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IS.  That  H  ihall  be  the  imperative  duty  of  every  Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction, 
before  it  shall  confer  the  Royal  Arch  degree  upon  any  candidate,  to  require  of  said 
candidate  a  compliance  with  Regulation  No.  3,  relative  to  the  selection  and  re- 
cording of  his  mark. 

19.  That  no  Chapter  under  dispensation  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  receive  a 
charter  unless  all  the  requirements  of  this  Grand  Chapter  shall  have  been  complied 
with  and  such  Chapter  is  free  from  debt. 

20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  every  Chapter  in  this  jurisdiction 
to  report  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  immediately,  all  rejec- 
tions, suspensions,  exclusions,  expulsions  and  restorations  that  may  take  place  in 
their  several  Chapters;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
report  to  the  several  Chapters  of  the  jurisdiction,  every  six  months,  all  such  re- 
jections, suspensions,  exclusions,  expulsions  and  restorations  so  reported  to  him. 

21.  This  Grand  Chapter  acknowledges  no  degree  of  Biasonry  or  order  of  Knight- 
hood to  be  legitimate  and  genuine  except  those  conferred  by,  or  under  the  authority 
of,  the  following  regularly  constituted  Masonic  bodies  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  those  of  corresponding  rank  in  foreign  countries,  to  wit: 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  several  States  and  Ter- 
ritories; the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  States  and  Territories ;  the 
General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
Grand  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  States  and  Territories ;  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Kuights  Templar  of  the  United  States  and  the  Grand  Com- 
manderies  of  the  States  and  Territories ;  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States,  of  which  Albert  Pikb  is  Grand  Commander ;  and  the  Supreme  Council  of 
the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the  Northern  Juris- 
diction of  the  United  States,  of  which  Hekrt  L.  Palmer  is  Grand  Commander. 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  any  Royal  Arch  Mason  who  shall  hereafter  take  or 
receive  any  so  called  Masonic  degree  or  order  of  Knighthood  from  any  man  or  body 
of  men  not  hereinbefore  acknowledged  to  be  legitimate  and  genuine,  »hall  be  liable 
to  be  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

It  is  hereby  further  declared  that  any  Royal  Arch  Mason  who  shall  hereafter 
confer,  communicate  or  sell,  or  be  present  at  or  assist  in  the  conferring,  communi- 
cating or  selling,  or  solicit  any  one  to  take,  receive  or  apply  for  any  so-called  Ma- 
sonic degree  or  order  of  Knighthood,  in  any  assemblage  of  men,  no  matter  by  what 
name  soever  it  may  be  called,  except  it  be  held  under  the  authority  of  one  of  the 
bodies  hereinbefore  acknowledged  to  be  legitimate  and  genuine,  shall  be  expelled 
from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  to  be  a  member  of  some 
Chapter;  and  every  non-affiliated  Royal  Arch  Mason  who,  having  resided  six 
ibontbs  within  this  State,  shall  neglect  to  make  application  for  membership  to 
some  Chapter  therein,  shall  be  deemed  to  occupy  the  same  position  a»  those  sus- 
pended for  non-pftyment  of  dues,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to,  nor  be  the  recipient 
of,  any  of  the  rightB,  privileges  or  benefits  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

Non-MliBted  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  occupy  the  position  referred  to  in  the 
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23.  That  the  Afr.  E.\  Grand  High  Priest  withhold  his  approval  from  all 
aDiendments  to  By-Laws  of  Chapters,  unless  the  certificate  shows  th»t  the  amend- 
ment had  received  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present;  that  notice  of  such 
amendment  had  been  given  at  the  meeting  preceding  that  on  which  the  Tote  was 
taken;  said  certificate  to  be  signed  by  the  Secretary  and  authenticated  by  the  seal 
of  the  Chapter. 

24.  That  at  all  future  Convocations  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  no  member  thereof 
shall  receive  his  per  diem  and  transportation  expenses  from  the  Representative 
Fund  until  such  Convocation  shall  have  been  regularly  dosed. 

25.  That  whenever  the  charter  or  dispensation  of  any  subordinate  Chapter  of 
this  jurisdiction  shall  have  been  destroyed  by  fire,  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  on  satisfactory  proof  of  such  loss,  to  issue  a  dupli. 
cate  charter  or  dispensation  to  such  Chapter  without  charge. 

26.  That  upon  the  application  of  the  Ifigh  Priest  of  a  Chapter  in  this  juris- 
diction to  whom  charges  for  the  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  General  Regula- 
tions of  the  Grand  Chapter  have  been  presented,  or  where  charges  have  been 
ordered  preferred  by  the  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  Grand  High  Priest  is  satis- 
fied from  existing  circumstances  a  fair  trial  of  the  accused  cannot  be  had  in  the 
said  Chapter,  he  may  transfer  the  trial  of  the  accused  from  the  Chapter  of  which 
he  is  a  member,  or  in  whose  jurisdiction  he  may  reside,  to  some  other  Chapter  to 
be  named  by  him  in  the  order  of  transfer,  and  the  Chapter  to  which  such  charges 
are  transferred  shall  have  the  same  authority  and  jurisdiction  over  the  same  as 
though  they  had  been  originally  presented  therein  and  affected  one  of  its  own 
members.

KULB  1.  When  the  Grand  Chapter  shall  have  aasembled,  the  Grand  Secretary 
shall  call  the  roll  of  its  members,  and  if  a  sufficient  number  of  Chapters  are  repre- 
sented, the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  opened.  The  Grand  High  Priest  shall  then 
appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  no  farther  business  shall  be  transacted 
until  after  its  report  shall  have  been  received. 

KuLE  2.  After  the  reception  of  the  Report  on  Credentials,  the  proceedings  of 
the  preceding  Convocation  shall  be  read  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  unless  their  read- 
ing be  dispensed  with ;  the  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  reports  of 
the  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer,  shall  be 
presented,  and  appropriately  referred,  in  the  order  here  named ;  and  the  Grand 
High  Priest  shall  appoint  the  regular  committees,  to  whom  all  papers  then  in  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  requiring  such  reference,  shall  be  at  once  referred. 
The  Committee  on  Correspondence  shall  then  present  its  annual  report. 

Rule  3.  After  the  business  of  the  Convocation  is  thus  begun,  the  regular  order 
for  each  session,  daring  its  continuance,  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  session. 

2.  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

3.  Reception  and  action  upon,  or  reference  of,  petitions,  memorials  and  appeals. 

4.  Reports  of  Regular  and  Special  Committees,  and  action  thereupon. 

5.  Motions,  resolutions,  and  other  bosiness. 

Rule  4.  All  reports  submitted,  all  petitions,  memorials,  or  appeals  presented, 
and  all  orders,  motions,  or  resolutions,  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  read  by 
the  Grand  Secretary,  before  any  action  is  taken  thereupon. 

Rule  5.  No  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  entertained,  unless  made  during  the 
same  session  when  the  question  proposed  to  be  reconsidered  was  decided,  nor 
unless  such  motion  be  made  by  one  who  voted  with  the  majority  upon  that 
question. 

Rule  6.  When  a  day  and  hour  shall  have  been  named  for  the  election  of  Grand 
Officers,  such  election  shall,  at  that  time,  take  precedence  of  all  other  business, 
unless  the  Grand  Chapter,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Rule  7.  These  rules  shall  only  be  suspended  by  unanimous  consent,  but  may 
at  any  time  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

Companion  Fbanklin  Hbnbt  Day,  from  the  Committee  on  Resoln- 
tions of  Respect  to  the  Memory  of  onr  late  Companion  EliiISOn 
LasbbiiIi  Cbawfobd,  presented  the  following  report : — 

To  (he  M.\  E,\  OofwerUion  of  the  Order  of 

High  Prieethood  of  the  Stale  of  Calif omia  .*— 

One  year  ago  the  name  of  If.*.  £.\  Ellison  Lassbll  Cbawtobd  was  to  be 
fonnd  on  the  roll  of  officers  of  this  Convention,  filling  the  position  of  Steward  with 
satisfaction.  Being  in  the  prime  of  life  and  apparently  in  excellent  health,  we  were 
not  prepared  for  the  sodden  announcement  that  onr  friend  and  Companion  had 
passed  tiie  confines  of  earth's  dominion  and  entered  that  unknown  realm  "whither 
oar  fathers  have  gone  before  us."  His  illness  was  of  short  duration,  the  disease 
proving  quick  in  action  and  decisive  io  result.  The  combination  of  science  and  the 
loving  hands  of  an  alTectionate  wife  and  children  were  unavailing  to  stay  the  ravages 
of  the  destroyer,  death,  and  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  June,  1896,  his  spirit 
"  winged  its  flight  to  the  unknown  world.*' 

Companion  Crawford  was  bom  in  Castine,  Maine,  on  January  29, 1833.  Coming 
to  this  State  in  1852,  he  settled  in  (Georgetown,  El  Dorado  County,  where  he  con- 
tinued to  reside  up  to  the  time  of  his  departure  from  among  us.    tie  filled  various 
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poaiiioDs  in  civil  life,  and  in  all  of  them  be  was  recognized  as  consoientiooa  and  JbA, 
his  dealings  bearing  the  stamp  of  honesty  and  uprightneas. 

His  Masonic  career  can  be  briefly  told.  Raised  to  the  aablime  decree  of  Kaiter 
Mason  in  Georgetown  Lodge,  No.  26,  Jnne  19|  1861,  he  served  ma  ita  ICaater  for  leves 
years.    At  the  time  of  his  demise  he  was  Secretary  of  the  Liodge. 

Exalted  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  QeorgMovon  Chapter,  No.  25,  he  served  that  Bodj 
as  its  High  Priest  for  seventeen  years,  being  regarded  as  a  fsithfal  worker  in  tke 
Capitular  fold,  and  when  called  to  "  come  np  higher,"  he  laid  aside  the  old-time  and 
well-worn  garment  of  High  Priest. 

In  the  Grand  Chapter  he  was  for  many  years  the  efficient  Chairman  of  tAe  Con- 
mittee  on  By-Laws.  In  1890  he  was  appointed  Grand  Oaptaio  of  the  Host,  froa 
which  he  was  annually  promoted,  by  the  voice  of  his  Companions,  to  the  next  higher 
office,  until  in  1894,  he  was  elected  to  the  responsible  position  of  Grand  High  Priest 
of  this  jurisdiction,  which  he  fliled  with  credit  to  himself  and  honor  to  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

Companion  Ckawpobd  was  one  whom  to  know  was  to  love.  Poaseaeed  of  a 
warm  heart  and  genial  natore,  his  contact  with  his  fellows  gave  assaraooe  of  that 
frankness  of  manner,  as  well  as  of  speech,  so  generally  commended  by  the  true  man 
and  Mason. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Retoloed,  That  ss  an  officer  of  this  Convention  of  the  Order  of  High  Priesthood 
we  have  ever  found  our  associate  and  Companion,  Bi^lisoh  La.8skll  Orawiosd* 
prompt  and  faithful  to  his  trust;  and  while  we  bow  in  humble  sobmiasion  to  the 
divine  decree,  in  his  removal  f^om  among  us,  and  say  "Thy  will  be  done."  we 
sincerely  mourn  his  absence,  and  extend  onr  heartfelt  sympathy  and  condolence  to 
those  who  are  "  bereft  of  their  earthly  stay.*'
